PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION  AND  RULES  OF 

ORDER 

Adopted,  April  28, 1948.  See  JOURNAL,  page  217.  Amended, 
See  Journal,  page.^  229,  230,  262,  301. 

A.  PLAN  OF  ORGANIZATION 

I.  Opening  Session  and  Organization 
The  General  Conference  shall  assemble  at  10  o'clock  A.M. 
on  the  day  fixed  and  at  the  place  determined  upon  in  ac- 
cordance with  action  taken  by  the  preceding  General  Con- 
ference. The  Holy  Communion  shall  be  celebrated  by  the 
Conference,  the  Council  of  Bishops  being  in  charge;  after 
which  the  Conference  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop 
designated,  as  provided  in  Paragraph  8,  Item  11,  of  the 
Discipline    (1944). 

The  Plan  of  Organization  and   Rules  of   Order  of  the 
preceding  General  Conference  shall  be  in  effect  until  the 
Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order  for  the  ensuing 
General   Conference  shall  have  been   adopted: — 
The  Following  order  of  business  shall  be  observed. 

1.  Roll  Call.  The  roll  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  preceding  General  Conference  in  the  following 
manner : 

(1)  There  shall  be  called  the  names  of  the  Bishops  who 
have  died  since  the  adjournment  of  the  preceding  Gen- 
eral Conference,  and  likewise  the  names  of  delegates-elect 
who  have  died; 

(2)  The  Secretary  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall  re- 
port the  number  of  Bishops  who  are  present,  providing 
the  Secretary,  for  record,  a  list  of  their  names. 

(3)  The  roll  of  delegates  shall  be  called  by  Annual 
Conferences.  The  Chairman  of  each  delegation  shall  be 
provided  with  a  blank  form  on  which  to  report  in  writ- 
ing the  attendance  of  its  members,  noting  absentees  and 
substitutions,  which  reports  shall  be  tabulated  by  the 
Secretary  and  published  in  the  Daihj  Advocate.  Any  re- 
serve seated  in  the  place  of  a  regular  delegate  shall  have 
been  duly  elected  as  a  reserve  delegate  by  his  Annual  Con- 
ference, and  shall  meet  the  requirements  set  forth  in  the 
Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  (1944),  Paragraph 
502.  Reserve  delegates  shall  be  seated  in  the  order  of  their 
election. 

2.  Adoption  of  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order. 
The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and 
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Rules  of  Order  created  by  the  preceding  General  Conference 
shall  be  presented  for  Conference  action, 

3.  Election  of  Secretary.  If  a  quorum  be  present,  the 
Conference  shall  elect  from  the  ministry  or  lay  member- 
ship of  The  Methodist  Church,  on  nomination  from  the 
floor,  a  Secretary,  which  election  shall  be  by  ballot  if  there 
be  two  or  more  nominees. 

4.  Committee  Nominations  and  Elections.  The  Council 
of  Bishops  shall  present  nominations  for  the  Administra- 
tive Committees  and  such  other  nominations  as  are  here- 
inafter committed  to  them  for  election  by  the  General 
Conference. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

6.  Adjournment. 

TI.  Episcopal  Address 

There  shall  be  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  held 
at  8:00  P.M.,  on  the  opening  day,  for  the  purpose  of  hear- 
ing the  Quadrennial  Address  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

III.    Presiding  Officers  and  Secretarial  Staff 

1.  The  Presiding  Officers  for  the  several  sessions  of  the 
Conference;  the  opening  session  excepted  (See  Sec.  1) 
shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  effective  Bishops  in  the 
following  manner:  The  Council  of  Bishops  shall  at  the 
opening  session  nominate  for  election  by  the  Conference 
a  Committee  on  Presiding  Officers  composed  of  one  minis- 
ter and  one  layman  from  each  Jurisdiction,  and  one  min- 
ister and  one  layman  from  among  the  delegates  represent- 
ing the  Annual  Conferences  outside  the  United  States. 
The  Committee  thus  constituted  shall  select  the  Presiding 
Officer  for  each  session  of  the  Conference,  and  in  each 
instance  report  its  selection  to  the  Conference  prior  to  the 
adjournment  of  the  session  immediately  preceding. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  elected  as 
hereinbefore  provided  shall  serve  until  the  next  General 
Conference  is  organized  and  a  successor  elected. 

3.  The  Conference  shall  elect,  upon  the  nomination  of 
the  Secretary,  such  Assistant  Secretaries  from  the  min- 
istry or  lay  membership  of  The  Methodist  Church,  as  it 
may  deem  wise. 

4.  If  in  the  interim  of  the  quadrennial  sessions  of  the 
General  Conference  the  office  of  Secretary  shall  for  any 
reason  be  vacated  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall  elect  a 
successor  to  serve  until  the  next  session. 
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IV.  Committees 
The  General  Conference  shall  have  the  Standing  Com- 
mittees hereinafter  indicated,  with  such  functions,  re- 
sponsibilities, and  limitations  respectively  as  are  herein- 
after prescribed,  and  such  Special  Committees  as  it  may 
order. 

1.    Administrative  Committees 

(1)  Rides.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  six  on  Plan 
of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order.  The  Secretary  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  an  ex  officio  member  and  one  of  the 
six.  To  this  Committee  shall  be  referred  any  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of 
Order.  To  it  may  be  referred  any  other  matters  relating  to 
parliamentary  order  or  procedure  in  the  business  of  the 
Conference. 

(2)  Journal.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  seven  which 
shall  daily  examine  the  record  of  the  Secretary,  comparing 
it  with  the  stenographic  record,  and  report  its  findings  to 
the  Conference,  recommending  appropriate  action.  Any 
error  subsequently  discovered  in  a  section  of  the  Journal 
which  has  been  approved  shall  be  reported  to  the  Confer- 
ence for  correction. 

(3)  Credentials.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  seven 
on  Credentials.  To  this  Committee  the  Chairmen  of  the 
respective  Annual  Conference  delegations  shall  report,  on 
a  form  provided  for  that  purpose,  the  names  of  absent 
delegates  and  of  available  reserve  delegates  to  be  sub- 
stituted for  said  absentees.  This  Committee  shall  in  turn 
report  all  such  cases  of  absence  to  the  Conference  with 
recommendations  as  to  the  seating  of  reserves  if  such  are 
available.  No  reserve  delegates  shall  be  seated  except  by 
action  of  the  Conference  and  after  a  report  has  been  made 
upon  the  case  by  this  Committee ;  provided,  that  reserve 
delegates  reported  by  the  Chairman  of  the  respective  An- 
nual Conference  delegations  as  substituted  at  the  opening 
session  shall  be  seated  without  the  action  of  this  Com- 
mittee; provided,  further,  that  such  substitutions  shall  be 
reported  to  this  Committee  for  review  and  report  to  the 
Conference. 

All  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  seated  delegates  of 
the  Annual  Conference  delegations  shall  be  reported  to  this 
Committee  on  blanks  provided  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Con- 
ference. Per  diem  allowances  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of 
the  report  of  this  Committee. 

(4)  Reference.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Refer- 
ence composed  of  the   Secretary,   an  Assistant   Secretary 
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designated  by  the  Secretary,  and  three  others.  This  Com- 
mittee shall  receive  all  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  dealing 
with  the  regular  business  of  the  Conference,  and,  after 
ascertaining  that  they  meet  the  requirements  herein  speci- 
fied, shall  distribute  them  among  the  several  Committees 
according  to  their  respective  responsibilities.  The  Com- 
mittee of  Reference  may  withdraw  a  paper  after  having 
assigned  it  to  a  Committee,  either  upon  request  or  upon 
its  own  motion.  It  may  also  withhold  from  reference  or  pub- 
lication any  document  it  shall  deem  improper,  promptly 
advising  the  author  or  authors  thereof  of  its  action  in 
order  that  appeal  may  be  made  to  the  Conference,  if  de- 
sired. This  Committee  shall  publish  each  day  in  the  Daily 
Advocate  a  list  of  the  communications  it  has  referred  to  the 
several  Standing  Committees,  identifying  each  by  number, 
title,  origin,  and  destination.  No  memorial  or  petition  shall 
be  assigned  by  the  Committee  of  Reference  to  any  General 
Conference  Committee  unless  it  comes  from  some  organi- 
zation, minister,  or  member  of  The  Methodist  Church,  and 
also  contains  information  essential  to  the  verification  of  the 
alleged  facts  concerning  its  origin. 

All  memorials  should  be  presented  in  triplicate.  Each 
should  deal  with  only  one  general  subject.  Not  more  than 
one  memorial  should  be  presented  on  a  single  sheet  of 
paper. 

(5)  Editorial  Revision.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of 
five,  which  for  the  purpose  of  clarification  and  definite- 
ness  of  statement,  and  of  correction  of  verbal  errors  and 
infelicities  in  expression,  shall  review  and  edit  for  publi- 
cation in  the  printed  Journal  all  reports  of  Committees 
as  adopted  by  the  Conference. 

(6)  Courtesies  and  Privileges.  There  shall  be  a  Com- 
mittee of  fourteen,  composed  of  one  minister  and  one  lay- 
man from  each  Jurisdiction  and  one  minister  and  one 
layman  from  among  the  delegates  representing  Annual  Con- 
ferences outside  the  United  States,  known  as  the  Com- 
mittee on  Courtesies  and  Privileges,  having  the  following 
duties  and  responsibilities : 

a.  To  consider,  as  presented  to  it  by  members  of  the 
Conference,  what  said  members  regard  as  questions 
or  matters  of  privilege,  and  decide  whether  they  are 
such  or  not,  and,  if  they  are  regarded  as  being  such,  to 
recommend  to  the  Conference  that  they  be  heard. 

{Note:  Only  questions  or  matters  of  privilege  which 
are  so  urgent  that  they  cannot  wait  for  considera- 
tion by  this  Committee  may  be  presented  immediately 
to  the  Conference  as  provided  in  Rule  9.) 
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b.  To  prepare  with  due  regard  for  brevity  and  present 
to  the  Conference  for  its  action  such  complimentary 
resolutions  as  occasion  may  demand. 

c.  To  arrange  for  extending  courtesies  of  the  Confer- 
ence to  any  to  whom  they  may  be  due,  fraternal  dele- 
gates and  official  visitors  excepted. 

d.  To  arrange  for  a  Memorial  Service,  at  some  time 
agreeable  to  the  Conference,  for  deceased  delegates- 
elect,  for  Bishops  and  General  Officers  of  the  Church 
who  have  died  since  the  adjournment  of  the  preceding 
General  Conference,  and  others  who  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Committee  may  appropriately  be  included. 

(7)  Fraternal  Delegates.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of 
seven  whose  function  it  shall  be  to  extend  the  courtesies 
of  the  Conference  to  Fraternal  Delegates  and  Official  Vis- 
itors and  present  them  to  the  Conference  at  its  pleasure. 
(The  General  Conference  Committee  on  Entertainment 
shall  arrange  for  the  local  entertainment  of  Fraternal 
Delegates.) 

(8)  Presiding  Officers.  See  Section  III,  Paragraph  1. 

(9)  Committee  of  Chairmen.  The  Chairmen  of  the  sev- 
eral Legislative  Committees  shall  be  constituted  a  Com- 
mittee to  which  shall  be  referred  any  inter-Committee  dis- 
agreement or  difficulty,  in  accordance  with  Rule  30,  and 
which  shall  arrange  for  the  presentation  of  Committee  re- 
ports to  the  Conference  in  such  order  as  to  expedite  the 
business. 

(10)  Sifting  Committee.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of 
seven  to  whom  shall  be  referred,  without  motion  or  de- 
bate, all  questions,  proposals,  resolutions,  communications, 
or  other  matters  not  included  in  the  regular  business  of 
the  General  Conference,  as  set  forth  in  this  Plan  of  Organ- 
ization. This  Committee  shall  determine  whether  or  not 
the  matter  presented  shall  be  considered  by  the  Conference. 
If  matters  of  the  nature  above  described  shall  be  intro- 
duced in  open  Conference  without  having  been  recommended 
by  this  Committee,  the  Presiding  Officer  shall,  as  soon  as 
he  shall  have  discovered  the  character  of  the  same,  refer 
all  such  matters  to  this  Committee  without  reading,  and 
the  same  shall  not  be  published  in  the  Daily  Advocate  un- 
less and  until  they  have  been  approved  and  presented  to 
the  Conference  by  the  Sifting  Committee;  provided,  how- 
ever, should  the  Sifting  Committee  determine  that  any 
matter  referred  to  it  should  not  be  brought  before  the 
Conference  for  consideration,  then  if  a  petition  signed  by 
twenty,  or  more,  members  of  the  Conference  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Conference  requesting  consideration,  unless 
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a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  of  the  Conference  present 
and  voting  shall  refuse  consideration,  the  matter  shall  be 
referred  bj^  the  Sifting  Committee  to  a  Standing  Committee 
of  its  choice. 

(11)  Correlation  of  Legislation.  There  shall  be  a  Com- 
mittee composed  of  one  representative  from  each  Legis- 
lative Committee,  elected  by  the  General  Conference  on 
nomination  of  the  Council  of  Bishops.  To  this  Committee 
shall  be  referred  for  review  all  legislation  enacted  by 
the  Conference.  It  shall  be  the  function  and  duty  of  the 
Committee  carefully  to  study  such  legislation  and  to  report 
promptly  to  the  Conference  any  and  all  contradictions  and 
inconsistencies    discovered   therein. 

The  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  shall  employ 
a  competent  person  who  shall  be  at  the  service  of  the 
Committee  and  under  its  direction  in  the  performance  of 
its  duties. 

(12)  Tellers.  There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  sixty,  to  act 
as  Tellers  for  the  purpose  of  reporting  on  count  votes  and 
ballots  ordered  by  the  General  Conference.  The  Tellers 
shall  be  divided  into  two  groups  of  thirty  each.  Each  group 
shall  have  Reserve  Tellers  in  such  number  as  the  Council 
of  Bishops  may  deem  proper. 

2.    Legislative  Committees 

The  General  Conference  shall  have  the  following  Stand- 
ing Legislative  Committees  which  shall  consider  proposals 
looking  toward  new  legislation  or  changes  in  the  present 
legislation  of  the  Church  and  report  recommendations  re- 
lating thereto  to  the  Conference.  The  term  "legislative," 
however,  as  descriptive  of  the  function  of  these  Commit- 
tees, is  not  to  be  interpreted  with  absolute  strictness,  inas- 
much as  they  may  consider  matters  calculated  to  eventuate 
in  the  form  of  advices,  resolutions,  appeals,  etc.,  as  well 
as  in  legislation. 

(1)  Membership  and  Evangelism.  To  this  Committee 
shall  be  referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc., 
relating  to  Church  membership,  including  conditions, 
duties,  and  transfer  thereof;  and  all  matters  pertaining  to 
Evangelism  and  to  the  devotional  life  and  literature  of  the 
Church,  made  by  the  law  of  the  Church  the  concern  of  the 
Board  of  Evangelism. 

(2)  Ministrij.  To  this  Committee  shall  be  referred  all 
memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relating  to  the  min- 
istry of  the  Church  in  all  its  forms,  grades,  and  orders. 

(3)  Education.  To  this  Committee  shall  be  referred  all 
memorials,    petitions,    resolutions,    etc.,    relating    to    the 
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Board  of  Education  and  to  the  interests  and  activities 
which  by  the  law  of  the  Church  are  made  the  concern 
of  this   Board. 

(4)  Missions  and  Chvrch  Extension.  To  this  Committee 
shall  be  referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc., 
relating  to  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
and  to  the  interests  and  activities  made  by  the  law  of  the 
Church  the  concern  of  this  Board. 

(5)  Publishirig  hiterests.  To  this  Committee  shall  be 
referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relating 
to  the  Board  of  Publication  and  to  the  interests  and  ac- 
tivities made  by  the  law  of  the  Church  the  concern  of 
this  Board. 

(6)  Conference  Claimants.  To  this  Committee  shall  be 
referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relating 
to  the  support  of  retired  and  supernumerary  ministers, 
widows,  and  dependent  children  of  deceased  ministers, 
not  including  Bishops. 

(7)  Conferences.  To  this  Committee  shall  be  referred 
all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relating  to  the 
General,  Jurisdictional,  Central,  Provisional  Central,  An- 
nual, Provisional  Annual,  District,  Quarterly,  and  Church 
Conferences,  and  Missions,  and  Annual  Meetings. 

(8)  State  of  the  Church.  To  this  Committee  shall  be 
referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relating 
to  social  service,  temperance  (and  the  Board  of  Tem- 
perance), labor.  Sabbath  observance,  divorce,  amusements, 
and  those  elements,  factors,  and  aspects  of  the  social  and 
spiritual  welfare  of  the  Church  not  made  the  responsibility 
of  any  other  Committee. 

(9)  Lay  Activities  and  Temporal  Economy.  To  this 
Committee  shall  be  referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  reso- 
lutions, etc.,  relating  to  lay  activities,  stewards,  trustees, 
properties,  church  finances  (general  and  local),  and  to 
such  activities  of  the  Church  at  large  in  and  through  its 
institutions  and  Boards  as  are  not  made  the  specific  re- 
sponsibility of  any  other  Legislative  Committee. 

(10)  Hospitals  and  Ho^nes.  To  this  Committee  shall  be 
referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  relat- 
ing to  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes,  to  the  interests 
and  activities  which  by  the  law  of  the  Church  are  made  the 
concern  of  this  Board,  and  to  all  the  eleemosynary  work 
and  responsibility  of  the  Church  not  comprehended  in  the 
responsibility  of  any  other  Legislative  Committee. 

(11)  Ritual  and  Orders  of  Worship.  To  this  Committee 
shall  be  referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc., 
relating  to  ritual  and  orders  of  worship. 
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(12)  Interdenominational  Relations  and  Activities.  To 
this  Committee  shall  be  referred  all  memorials,  petitions, 
resolutions,  etc.,  relating  to  interdenominational  activities, 
relations,  interests,  and  responsibilities  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  including  the  American  Bible  Society,  the  Federal 
Council  of  Churches,  and  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

(13)  Judicial  Administration.  To  this  Committee  shall 
be  referred  all  memorials,  petitions,  resolutions,  etc.,  re- 
lating to  the  formal  disciplining,  trial,  and  appeal  of 
members  and  ministers  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  re- 
lating to  the  Judicial  Council  and  the  judicial  procedure 
within  the  Church. 

(14)  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms.  There  shall  be 
a  Committee  of  seven  charged  with  the  responsibility  of 
preparing  and  presenting  for  adoption  by  the  Conference 
such  enabling  acts  and  legal  forms  as  may  be  needed  in 
the  continuing  process  of  unifying  the  interests  and  agen- 
cies of  the  Church. 

3.  Membership  of  Committees 

(1)  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  Plan  of  Or- 
ganization or  ordered  by  the  General  Conference,  the  mem- 
bership of  all  Committees  shall  be  constituted  by  election 
of  the  Conference  on  nomination  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 
In  making  nominations  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall  main- 
tain as  nearly  as  practicable  and  advisable  an  equal  balance 
of  representation  between  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  on 
all  Committees. 

(2)  Legislative  Committees  numbered  10  to  13,  inclu- 
sive (Hospitals  and  Homes,  Ritual  and  Orders  of  Worship. 
Interdenominational  Relations  and  Activities,  and  Judicial 
Administration),  shall  each  consist  of  two  ministers  and 
two  laymen  from  each  Jurisdiction,  and  one  minister  and 
one  layman  from  the  delegates  representing  Annual  Con- 
ferences outside  the  United  States. 

(3)  Each  delegate  shall  serve  as  a  member  of  one  of 
the  Legislative  Committees  numbered  1  to  9.  Within  the 
delegation  each  member  shall  choose  from  the  Legisla- 
tive Committees  1  to  9  the  Committee  on  which  he  shall 
serve,  the  choice  being  made  in  order  of  election.   (*)  The 

(*)  Footnote:  The  following  action  was  taken  by  the  1940  General 
Lonierence: 

"Your  Committee  recommends  that  the  first  choice  on  Committees 
should  alternate  from  quadrennium  to  quadrennium  between  the  min- 
isterial and  lay  delegates.  This  would  mean  that  the  laymen  would 
have  the  first  choice  on  Legislative  Committees  1  to  8  in  1944  (See 
page  698,  Journal  1940  General  Conference.)  In  1948  the  minister 
first  elected  will  have  the  first  choice  of  Legislative  Committees  1  to  9 
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minister  first  elected  shall  be  entitled  to  the  first  choice, 
the  layman  first  elected  to  the  second  choice,  and  thus  the 
right  of  choice  shall  continue  to  alternate  between  minis- 
terial and  lay  delegates  in  the  order  of  their  election;  pro- 
vided that  two  members  of  a  delegation  may  not  serve 
on  any  of  the  above  designated  Legislative  Committees 
1  to  9  unless  the  said  delegation  is  represented  on  each  of 
them.  All  delegations  composed  of  ten  or  more  members 
shall  assign  all  members  in  excess  of  nine  according  to 
this  same  principle  of  distribution.  (For  example,  a  Con- 
ference with  sixteen  delegates  shall  have  two  members  on 
each  of  any  seven  of  these  nine  Committees,  and  one  on 
each  of  the  remaining  two.  Each  delegate  may  in  the 
order  of  his  turn  to  choose,  select  any  one  of  these  nine 
Committees,  provided  that  the  foregoing  division  of  dele- 
gates among  the  Committees  is  maintained.)  If  a  matter  is 
under  consideration  in  any  Legislative  Committee  which 
in  the  judgment  of  any  Annual  Conference  delegation 
vitally  affects  the  interests  of  its  constituency, '  and  if  the 
said  Annual  Conference  is  not  represented  in  the  member- 
ship of  said  Committee,  then  the  said  delegation  may  choose 
one  of  its  number  to  represent  its  Annual  Conference  in 
the  Committee  when  the  matter  judged  to  be  vital  to  the 
interests  of  its  constituency  is  under  consideration.  Such  a 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  sit  with  the  Committee  while 
this  particular  matter  is  being  considered.  He  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  floor,  subject  to  such  limitations  as  are  im- 
posed on  the  regular  members  of  said  Committee,  but  he 
shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote. 

4.  Meetings  of  Committees 
(1)  For  Orgajiization.  The  Legislative  Committees  shall 
meet  for  organization  on  the  afternoon  of  the  first  day 
of  the  General  Conference  sessions.  Those  numbered  10 
to  14,  inclusive,  at  2  :30  o'clock,  and  those  numbered  1  to  9, 
inclusive,  at  3 :30.  A  Bishop  appointed  by  the  Council  of 
Bishops  and  an  Assistant  Secretary  appointed  by  the 
Secretary  shall  serve,  respectively,  as  Chairman  and  Sec- 
retary to  effect  an  organization  in  each  of  the  several 
Committees. 

a.  The  first  named  on  each  of  the  other  Committees 
shall  act  as  convener,  calling  a  meeting  for  organi- 
zation at  the  earliest  practicable  date. 
h.  The  election  of  Chairman,  Vice-Chairman,  and  Sec- 
retary of  each  Committee  both  Administrative  and 
Legislative,  shall  be  by  ballot. 
c.  The  Assistant  Secretary  appointed  for  the  organi- 
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zation  of  each  Legislative  Committee  shall  report 
in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  at 
the  earliest  possible  date  the  officers  elected.  In 
the  case  of  all  other  Committees  the  Secretary  elected 
shall  make  such  report  immediately  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Conference. 

(2)  Regular  Meetings.  The  Legislative  Committees  1 
to  9,  inclusive,  shall  meet  each  week  day  at  2:30  P.M., 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference,  until  their 
work  is  completed.  Legislative  Committees  10  to  14,  inclu- 
sive, shall  meet  each  week  day  at  7:30  P.M.,  or  such  other 
times  as  they  may  themselves  respectively  determine  until 
their  work  is  completed. 

(3)  Quorum  for  Committee  Meetings.  A  majority  of  the 
members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business  in  all  Committees. 

5.  FUNCTION  AND  AUTHORITY  OF  COMMITTEES 

The  Administrative  Committees,  without  specific  instruc- 
tion or  direction  from  the  Conference,  shall  assume  respon- 
sibility for  considering  and  reporting  to  the  Conference 
upon  (if  it  seems  wise  to  do  so)  all  matters  which  would 
logically  fall  within  their  respective  purviews  as  these  are 
indicated  hereinbefore.  The  Legislative  Committees  may  not 
originate  business,  but  shall  consider  and  report  only  upon 
that  which  is  referred  to  them  directly  by  the  Conference  or 
through  the  Committee  of  Reference,  the  Sifting  Com- 
mittee, or  the  Committee  of  Chairmen. 

V.  Delegate's  Expense  Account 

1.  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  shall  be 
the  basis  for  settlement  with  principal  and  reserve  delegates 
for  their  per  diem  allowance. 

2.  The  total  traveling  expense  shall  be  payable  to  the 
principal  delegate  if  he  be  present  and  seated.  If  during  the 
session  of  the  Conference  a  reserve  delegate  is  seated  in  his 
place,  he  shall  adjust  the  travel  expense  with  such  reserve 
on  the  basis  of  the  time  served  by  each. 

B.  RULES  OF  ORDER 
I.  Daily  Schedule 
Rule  1.  The  following  shall  be  the  daily  order  for  the 
General  Conference,  Sundays  excepted: 

(1)  8:30  A.M.  to  9  A.M. — Devotional  Service  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

(2)  9   A.M.    to    12:30    p.m. — Conference    business    with 
recess  for  ten  minutes  at  10 :30. 
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(3)  2:30  P.M.  to  5  p.m. — Committee  meetings. 

(4)  7:30  p.m. — Committee  meetings. 

Rule  2.  After  devotional  service  the  daily  sessions  of  the 
Conference  shall  be  conducted  as  follows : 

(1)  Report  of  Committee  on   Journal   of  the   previous 
meeting  or  meetings. 

(2)  Report  of  Committee  on  Courtesies  and  Privileges. 

(3)  Reports  of  other  Administrative  and  Special  Com- 
mittees. 

(4)  Calendar. 

(5)  Miscellaneous  business. 

II.  Presiding  Officers 

Rule  3.  The  Bishop  presiding  shall  be  the  legal  Chairman 
of  the  General  Conference.  He  shall  decide  points  of  order 
raised  by  the  members  and  shall  rule  on  points  of  order  not 
raised  by  the  members,  as  he  deems  necessary  to  conform 
to  these  Rules  of  Order;  subject,  in  both  cases,  to  an  appeal 
to  the  Conference  by  any  member  without  debate;  except 
that  the  Chairman  and  the  Appellant,  in  the  order  here 
named,  shall  each  have  five  minutes  for  a  statement  in 
support  of  their  respective  positions.  A  tie  vote  in  the  case 
of  an  appeal  shall  sustain  the  Chair.  When  any  member 
raises  a  point  of  order  he  shall  cite,  by  number,  the  rule  he 
adjudges  to  have  been  violated. 

Rule  4.  When  the  Chairman  stands  in  his  place  and  calls 
the  Conference  to  order,  no  member  shall  speak,  address  the 
Chair,  or  stand,  while  the  Chairman  stands. 

III.  Rights  and  Duties  of  Members 
Rule  5.  attendance  and  seating  reserves 
No  member,  unless  hindered  by  sickness  or  otherwise 
from  being  present,  shall  absent  himself  from  the  sessions 
of  the  Conference  without  permission  of  the  Conference, 
and  all  absentees  shall  be  reported  by  the  Chairmen  of  the 
several  Annual  Conference  delegations  to  the  Committee 
on  Credentials  on  a  form  provided  for  this  purpose.  No 
reserve  delegate  shall  have  the  privilege  of  membership 
until  the  substitution  has  been  approved  by  the  Conference, 
except  at  the  first  session  of  the  Conference,  as  provided  in 
the  Plan  of  Organization,  Division  I,  Section  1,  Subsection  3. 

Rule  6.  directions  for  "securing  the  floor" 
When  a  delegate  desires  to  speak  to  the  Conference,  he 
shall  arise  at  his  assigned  seat,  respectfully  address  the 
Presiding  Officer,   using  the  term   ''Mr.    Chairman,"   and 
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after  recognition,  proceed  to  the  speaker's  platform,  where, 
before  speaking,  he  shall  give  the  Chairman,  in  writing,' 
his  name  and  that  of  the  Annual  Conference  which  he 
represents;  which,  in  turn,  the  Chairman  shall  then  an- 
nounce to  the  Conference. 

If  by  reason  of  the  intended  brevity  of  his  remarks  he 
speaks  from  a  microphone,  he  shall  first  announce  his  name 
and  the  name  of  the  Annual  Conference  which  he  represents, 
which,  in  turn,  the  Chairman  shall  then  announce  to  the 
Conference. 

Rule   7.    INTERRUPTING   THE   SPEAKER 

No  member  who  has  the  floor  may  be  interrupted  except 
for  a  breach  of  order,  or  a  misrepresentation,  or  to  direct 
the  attention  of  the  Conference  to  the  fact  that  the  time  has 
arrived  for  a  special  order,  or  to  raise  a  very  urgent  ques- 
tion of  high  privilege. 

Rule  8.  SPEAKING  MORE  THAN  ONCE ;  LENGTH  OF  SPEECH 

No  member  shall  speak  a  second  time  on  the  same  ques- 
tion if  any  member  who  has  not  spoken  desires  the  floor, 
nor  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject  under  the  same 
motion,  nor  longer  than  ten  minutes  unless  his  time  shall 
be  extended  by  the  Conference,  except  as  provided  in  Rule 
36. 

This  ten  minute  limit  may  be  reduced  by  a  majority  vote 
of  the  Conference  at  any  time,  and,  for  any  period  of  dura- 
tion. 

Rule    9.    QUESTION    OF    HIGH    PRIVILEGE 

A  member  claiming  the  floor  at  any  time  for  what  he 
believes  is  a  very  urgent  question  of  high  privilege,  shall  be 
allowed  to  indicate  briefly  the  nature  of  the  question,  and 
if  it  be  adjudged  by  the  Chair  to  be  such,  he  may  proceed 
at  his  pleasure  or  until  the  Chairman  judges  that  he  has 
exhausted  his  privilege.  (See  Plan  of  Organization,  Division 
IV.  Section  1,  Subsection  (6),  a, 

Rule  10.  VOTING  AREA  OF  CONFERENCE 

Only  delegates  within  the  area  of  the  Conference  when 
the  vote  is  taken  shall  be  entitled  to  vote.  All  delegates 
within  the  area  at  the  time  a  question  is  put,  shall  vote, 
except  such  as  shall  have  been  excused  for  special  reasons 
by  the  Conference. 
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Rule  11.  VOTING  PROCEDURE 

Voting  shall  be  by  a  show  of  hands  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Conference.  An  "aye"  and  "no"  vote,  if  taken, 
shall  be  by  signed  ballot.  A  count  vote  may  be  ordered  on 
call  of  any  member  supported  by  one-fifth  of  the  members 
present  and  voting  in  which  case  the  delegates  shall  rise 
from  their  seats  and  stand  until  counted. 

No  other  business  shall  be  in  order  when  a  vote  is  being 
taken  or  when  the  previous  question  has  been  called,  until 
the  process  is  completed,  except  such  as  relates  to  the  vote 
'itself,  or  that  which  can  be  appropriately  fitted  into  the 
time  while  waiting  for  the  report  of  the  Secretaries  on  a 
count  vote,  or  an  "aye"  and  "no"  vote. 

Rule  12.  DIVISION  OF  QUESTION 

Before  a  vote  is  taken  any  delegate  shall  have  the  right 
to  call  for  a  division  of  any  question,  if  it  is  subject  to  such 
division  as  he  indicates.  If  no  delegate  objects,  the  division 
shall  be  made,  but  if  there  is  objection  the  Chair  shall  put 
the  question  of  division  to  vote,  not  waiting  for  a  second. 

Rule   13.   VOTE   BY   ORDERS 

The  ministerial  and  lay  delegates  shall  deliberate  as  one 
body  ;  but  upon  a  call,  by  motion  of  any  delegate,  seconded 
by  another  delegate  of  the  same  order  and  supported  by 
one-third  of  the  members  of  that  order  voting,  the  minis- 
terial and  lay  delegates  shall  vote  separately.  But  when  the 
Conference  votes  by  orders  no  measure  shall  be  passed 
without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  both  classes  of 
delegates.  In  cases  of  such  a  vote  the  order  calling  for  it 
shall  vote  first;  provided,  however,  that  the  Conference  may 
not  vote  by  orders  on  a  proposed  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution. {Discipline  1944,  Paragraph  10,  Item  2.) 

TV.  Business  Procedure 

Rule  14.  MOTION  FOR  ADOPTION  OF  REPORTS  AND 
RESOLUTIONS  UNNECESSARY 

Whenever  a  report  of  a  Committee  signed  by  the  Chair- 
man and  Secretary  thereof,  or  a  resolution  signed  by  two 
or  more  members  of  the  Conference,  shall  be  presented  to 
the  Conference  for  its  action,  it  shall  be  deemed  in  proper 
order  for  consideration  by  the  Conference  without  the 
formality  of  a  motion  to  adopt  and  a  second  thereto. 
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Rule  15.  REQUIRED  FORMS  FOR  REPORTS, 
RESOLUTIONS,  MOTIONS 

All  resolutions  and  Committee  reports  shall  be  presented 
in  triplicate ;  and,  when  requested  by  the  Secretary,  motions, 
including  amendments  shall  be  presented  in  writing. 

Rule   16.  READING  OF  REPORTS  AND  RESOLUTIONS 

All  resolutions,  Committee  reports,  and  communications 
to  the  Conference  shall  be  read  by  the  Secretary  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  Rule  33. 

Rule  17.  ALTERATIONS  OF  MOTIONS,  ETC. 

When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  and  stated  by  the 
Chair,  or  a  resolution  is  introduced  and  seconded,  or  a 
Committee  Report  is  read,  or  is  published  in  the  Daily 
Advocate,  it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the 
Conference,  and  may  not  be  altered  except  by  action  of  the 
Conference.  (See  Rule  33.) 

Rule   18.   UNDEBATABLE    MOTIONS 

The  following  motions  shall  be  acted  upon  without  debate : 

(1)  To  q,djourn,  when  unqualified,  except  to  adjourn  the 
Conference  finally. 

(2)  To  suspend  a  rule,  or  rules  of  our  "Rules  of  Order," 
or  any  provision  of  our  "Rules  of  Order." 

(3)  To  lay  on  the  table,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  36. 

(4)  To  take  from  the  table. 

(5)  To  call  for  the  previous  question. 

(6)  To  reconsider  a  non-debatable  motion. 

(7)  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

(8)  To  call  for  the  orders  of  the  day. 

Rule  19.  RIGHTS  OF  "THE  MAIN  QUESTION" 

The  main  question  may  be  opened  to  debate  under  the 
following  motions:  To  adopt,  to  commit,  to  substitute,  to 
postpone,  and  to  reconsider.  No  new  motion,  resolution,  or 
subject  shall  be  entertained  until  the  one  under  considera- 
tion shall  have  been  disposed  of  except  as  provided  in  Rule 
11.  The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  secondary  motions  if 
otherwise  allowable  in  the  existing  parliamentary  situation. 

Rule  20.  PRECEDENCE  OF  SECONDARY  MOTIONS 
If  any  one  or  more  of  the  following  motions  shall  be  made 
when  one  or  more  other  motions  are  pending  the  order  of 
their  precedence  in  relation  to  one  another  shall   be  the 
same  as  the  order  of  their  listing  below: 
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(1)  To  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Conference  shall 
adjourn.  (This  motion  is  subject  to  amendment,  or 
it  may  be  laid  on  the  table.) 

(2)  To  adjourn. 

(3)  To  take  recess. 

(4)  To  raise  a  question  of  privilege. 

(5)  To  call  for  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

(6)  To  order  the  previous  question. 

(7)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(8)  To  limit  or  extend  the  limits  of  debate. 

(9)  To  postpone  to  a  given  time. 

(10)  To  refer. 

(11)  To  amend  or  to  substitute  (one  amendment  being 
allowed  to  an  amendment) . 

(12)  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

Rule   21.    TABLING   RELATED    MOTIONS 

No  motion  which  adheres  to  another  motion,  or  has 
another  motion  adhering  to  it,  can  be  laid  on  the  table  by 
itself.  Such  motions,  if  laid  on  the  table,  carry  with  them 
the  motion  to  which  they  adhere,  or  which  adhere  to  them. 

Rule  22.  REFERRING  A  SECTION  OR  PART  OF  A  REPORT.  ETC. 

It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Conference  to  refer  to  a  Com- 
mittee a  Section  or  Part  of  a  Report  or  Resolution  which  is 
before  the  Conference  for  consideration,  or  any  amendment 
offered  thereto. 

Rule  23.  PROCEDURE  FOR  CONSIDERATION  OF  SUBSTITUTES 

When  a  resolution  or  Committee  report  is  properly  before 
the  Conference  for  consideration  and  action  (even  if  amend- 
ments thereto  are  pending),  a  substitute  therefor  may  be 
offered  by  any  member  moving  that  the  same  be  substituted 
for  the  resolution  or  report  under  consideration.  The 
motion  to  substitute  may  not  be  considered  or  put,  however, 
until  the  original  report  or  resolution  is  perfected,  including 
consideration  of  and  action  on  any  amendments  to  it  which 
may  have  been  offered.  The  Conference  may  terminate  this 
perfecting  process  by  ordering  the  previous  question  on  the 
motion  to  adopt  the  report  or  resolution.  If  this  be  done,  the 
vote  shall  immediately  be  taken  on  any  amendments  to  the 
report  or  resolution  then  pending,  but  the  vote  shall  not  be 
taken  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  or  resolution  or  on 
making  the  substitution  until  the  substitute  is  also  perfected. 
The  main  question,  or  report,  or  resolution,  having  been 
perfected,  the  substitute  shall  be  considered,  which   con- 
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sideration  may  be  terminated  at  any  time  by  ordering  the 
previous  question,  in  which  case,  after  action  on  any  amend- 
ments to  the  substitute  then  pending,  the  vote  shall  be  taken 
on  the  motion  to  substitute.  After  this,  without  further 
debate  or  amendment  the  vote  shall  be  taken  on  the  motion 
to  adopt,  if  the  previous  question  thereon  was  ordered  as 
above  indicated  as  being  allowable,  or  if  it  was  ordered 
later.  In  the  course  of  the  foregoing  perfecting  process  in 
the  case  of  either  the  main  question  or  the  substitute,  or 
both,  the  time  to  be  consumed  in  presenting,  considering 
and  acting  on  amendments  may  be  limited  by  action  of  the 
Conference.  If  this  be  done,  the  previous  question  may  not 
be  put  on  the  adoption  of  the  report  or  resolution,  or  on 
making  the  proposed  substitution  until  two  members  (in- 
cluding the  Chairman  of  Committee  presenting  the  report 
and  the  member  presenting  the  substitute,  if  the  pending 
question  is  the  adoption  of  a  report  of  a  Committee)  shall 
have  spoken  on  each  side  of  the  proposal  to  substitute  or 
adopt,  as  the  case  may  be,  after  the  motions  to  amend,  if 
there  be  any,  have  been  acted  upon,  if  there  be  those  who 
desire  so  to  speak. 

Rule  24.  PREVIOUS  QUESTIONS  (SEE  RULES  18,  23,  25,  36.) 

When  any  member  moves  the  previous  question  (that  is, 
that  the  vote  be  now  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  pend- 
ing) ,  he  shall  indicate  to  what  he  intends  it  to  apply,  if  any 
secondary  motion  or  motions  are  also  pending.  If  he  does 
not  so  indicate,  it  shall  be  regarded  as  applying  only  to  the 
inimediately  pending  question.  This  motion  shall  be  taken 
without  debate,  and  shall  require  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those 
present  and  voting  for  its  adoption,  and  if  adopted  the  vote 
shall  be  taken  on  the  motion  or  motions  to  which  it  applies 
without  further  debate  except  as  provided  in  Rule  34. 

Rule  25.  UNLAV^^FUL  MOTION  AFTER  SPEECH 

It  shall  not  be  in  order  for  a  member  immediately  after 
discussing  a  pending  question,  and  before  relinquishing 
the  floor,  to  make  a  motion  whose  adoption  would  limit  or 
stop  debate. 

Rule  26.  EXCEPTIONS  TO  MAJORITY  VOTE 

A  majority  of  those  voting,  a  quorum  being  present,  shall 
decide  all  questions  with  the  following  exceptions  : 

(1)  One-fifth  of  those  present  and  voting  shall'sufl^ce  to 
sustain  a  call  for  a  count  vote  in  case  the  decision  of 
the  Chair  is  doubted.  See  Rule  11. 
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(2)  A  call  for  a  vote  by  orders  shall  prevail  if  sustained 
by  one-third  of  the  members  of  the  order  from  which 
the  call  came,  present  and  voting.  See  Rule  13. 

(3)  A  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  required  to  sustain  a 
motion  to  suspend  (See  Rule  38)  or  amend  (See  Rule 
39)  a  Rule,  or  Rules,  of  our  "Rules  of  Order,"  or  any 
provision  of  our  "Rules  of  Order"  ;  to  sustain  a  motion 
for  the  previous  question  (See  Rule  24)  ;  to  set  aside 
a  special  order ;  to  consider  a  special  order  before  the 
time  set  therefor,  or  any  motion  whose  adoption 
would  limit  debate. 

(4)  A  two-thirds  vote  shall  be  required  to  approve  a 
proposal  for  a  Constitutional  Amendment. 

Rule  27.  RECONSIDERATION 

A  motion  to  reconsider  an  action  of  the  Conference  shall 
be  in  order  at  any  time  if  offered  by  a  member  who  voted 
with  the  prevailing-  side.  If  the  motion  it  is  proposed  to 
reconsider  is  non-debatable,  the  motion  to  reconsider  may 
not  be  debated. 

Rule  28.  CALENDAR 

regular;  non-concurrent 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  chronological  record  of  Orders 
of  the  Day  and  of  reports  of  Committees  (See  Rule  30), 
and  this  record  shall  be  called  the  Calendar,  and  the 
matters  of  business  placed  on  it  shall  be  considered  in  order, 
unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference  an  item  is 
taken  up  out  of  its  order. 

Legislative  Committee  reports  recommending  non-con- 
currence shall  be  kept  upon  a  separate  Calendar  to  be  taken 
up  when  the  regular  Calendar  is  exhausted  or  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Conference,  except  when  a  minority  presents 
a  report  recommending  concurrence,  in  which  case  both  shall 
be  included  in  the  regular  Calendar. 

Rule  29.  motion  to  adjourn  in  order,  except — 
The  motion  to  adjourn,  when  unqualified,  shall  be  taken 
without  debate,  and  shall  always  be  in  order,  except 

(1)  When  a  delegate  has  the  floor. 

(2)  When  a  question  is  actually  put,  or  a  vote  is  being 
taken,  and  before  it  is  finally  decided. 

(3)  When  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered  and 
action  thereunder  is  pending. 

(4)  When  a  motion  to  adjourn  has  been  lost,  and  no 
business  or  debate  has  intervened. 
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(5)   When  the  motion  to  fix  the  time  to  which  the  Con- 
ference shall  adjourn  is  pending. 
The  foregoing  does  not  apply  to  a  motion  for  final  ad- 
journment of  the  Conference. 

V.  Committees 

Rule  30.  DUTIES  AND  PREROGATIVES  OF  COMMITTEES 

When  a  memorial  or  resolution  or  any  similar  item  is 
referred  to  one  of  the  several  Legislative  Committees,  it 
shall  be  understood  that  the  whole  question  with  which  the 
paper  has  to  do  is  referred  to  that  Committee  for  such  action 
as  it  may  deem  wise.  Committees  shall  report  to  the  Confer- 
ence upon  all  matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Conference 
directly  or  through  the  Committee  of  Reference.  Committee 
reports  on  resolutions,  memorials,  petitions,  etc.,  shall  bear 
respectively,  in  the  published  reports  of  the  Committee  of 
Reference,  or  in  some  other  suitable  manner. 

When  a  Committee  ascertains  that  another  Committee 
is  or  should,  in  its  judgment,  be  considering  a  subject 
which  the  former  is  also  considering,  it  shall  proceed  to 
arrange  for  a  conference  of  representatives  from  the  re- 
spective Committees  in  order  to  settle  the  question  at  issue. 
If  by  this  process  agreement  as  to  location  of  responsibility 
cannot  be  reached  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  of  Chairmen. 

Rule  31.  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEES  REPORT  TO  SECRETARY 

At  the  close  of  each  day's  meeting  the  Chairmen  and 
Secretaries  of  the  several  Legislative  Committees  shall 
provide  the  Secretary  of  the  Conference  with  copies  in 
triplicate  of  all  reports  adopted  by  their  respective  commit- 
tees for  presentation  to  the  Conference.  The  Secretary 
shall  enter  said  reports  on  the  Calendar  in  the  order  in 
which  they  reach  him  and  shall  furnish  the  editor  of  the 
Daily  Advocate  with  one  copy  of  each  of  the  said  reports  for 
publication  in  the  next  day's  issue.  Reports  from  Commit- 
tees (and  minority  reports)  recommending  proposed 
changes  in  the  Discipline  shall  give  chapter,  section,  and 
paragraph  to  be  affected. 

"They  shall  quote  the  language  of  the  part  it  is  proposed 
to  change,  underscoring  it,  and  then  state  the  language  as 
it  will  appear  if  adopted  with  the  new  part  only  in  CAP- 
ITALS. The  Daily  Advocate  shall  follow  the  same  rule  in 
printing  such  reports  except  that  it  may  substitute  italics 
for  UNDERSCORING  and  Heavy  Black-Faced  Type  for 
CAPITALS." 
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Rule  32.  PUBLISHED  REPORTS  IN  POSSESSION  OF  CONFERENCE 

A  report  of  any  Committee  signed  by  the  ChaiiTnan  and 
Secretary  thereof  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Advocate  shall 
be  regarded  as  in  the  possession  of  the  Conference  and  on 
the  day  following  its  first  appearance  in  the  Daily  Advocate, 
or  any  time  thereafter,  in  order  for  its  consideration  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  Conference.  The  same  rule  shall  apply  to  a 
report  of  a  minority  of  any  Committee  signed  by  one-tenth 
of  the  members  of  the  Committee  or  by  ten  members  thereof. 
(See  Rule  17.) 

Rule   33.    PREPARATION    AND    PRINTING    OF    REPORTS 

All  Committee  reports  shall  be  presented  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  Conference  in  triplicate  on  paper  provided  therefor, 
and  bearing  at  the  top  the  name  of  the  Committee,  its  total 
membership,  the  number  present  at  the  time  the  report  was 
adopted,  the  number  voting  for  and  the  number  voting 
against  the  report  respectively,  and  the  number  not  voting. 
Reports  of  the  Legislative  Committees  shall  be  printed  in 
the  Daily  Advocate  at  least  one  day  before  being  presented 
for  consideration  by  the  Conference  and  they  shall  not  be 
read  unless  by  its  order. 

Reports  of  minorities  of  Committees  adopted  by  them 
with  a  view  to  their  being  offered  as  substitutes  for  Com- 
mittee reports  shall  likewise  conform  to  this  rule  so  far  as 
it  is  applicable,  indicating  clearly  to  what  Committee  the 
respective  minorities  belong  and  for  what  reports  by  serial 
numbers,  etc.,  they  propose  the  respective  substitutes. 

Rule  34.  COMMITTEE  CHAIRMAN  NOT  IN  HARMONY  WITH 

REPORT 

When  the  Chairman  of  a  Committee  is  not  in  harmony 
with  a  report  adopted  by  the  Committee,  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  state  the  fact  to  the  Committee,  which  shall  elect 
one  of  its  members  to  represent  it  in  the  presentation  and 
discussion  of  the  report  in  the  Conference ;  but  if,  in  such 
a  case,  the  Committee  shall  fail  to  select  a  representative, 
the  Chairman  shall  designate  a  member  to  represent  the 
Committee,  and  said  representative  shall  have  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  Chairman  in  relation  to  such  report. 

Rule  35.  PRESENTATION  OF  REPORT  OF  MINORITY 

A  member  selected  by  the  signers  of  a  report  of  a  minority 
of  a  Committee  to  present  the  same,  shall  have  the  same 
rights  and  privileges  in  relation  thereto  which  belong  to  the 
Chairman  in  the  presentation  of  the  regular  (majority) 
report  of  the  Committee,  except  that  he  may  not  present 
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said  minority  report  until  the  majority  report  has  been 
presented,  and  shall  then  offer  it  as  a  substitute  therefor, 
and  except,  further,  that  in  closing  the  debate  on  the  ques- 
tion of  making  the  substitution  the  member  presenting  the 
minority  report  shall  speak  first  and  the  Chairman  last. 
(See  Rule  28.) 

Rule  86.   SPEAKERS  FOR  AND  AGAINST 

When  the  report  of  a  Committee  is  under  consideration, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presiding  Officer  to  ascertain, 
when  he  recognizes  a  member  of  the  Conference,  on  which 
side  he  proposes  to  speak,  and  he  shall  not  assign  the  floor 
to  any  member  proposing  to  speak  on  the  same  side  of  the 
pending  question  as  the  speaker  immediately  preceding  if 
any  member  desires  to  speak  on  the  other  side  thereof. 

Except  for  undebatable  motions,  no  report  shall  be  adopted 
or  question  relating  to  the  same  decided  without  oppor- 
tunity having  been  given  for  at  least  one  speech  for  and  one 
against  the  said  proposal;  provided  this  right  is  claimed 
before  the  Chairman,  or  duly  authorized  member  represent- 
ing the  Committee's  report  or  the  minority  report,  if  there 
be  such,  is  presented  to  close  the  debate. 

When  all  have  spoken  who  desire  to  do  so,  or  when  (and 
after)  the  previous  question  has  been  ordered,  the  Chairman 
or/and  duly  authorized  member  or  members  presenting  the 
Committee's  report  (and  the  minority  report  if  there  be 
one)  shall  be  entitled  to  speak  before  the  vote  is  taken. 

This  right  of  the  Chairman  and/or  other  member  or 
members  to  close  the  debate  shall  prevail  in  like  manner, 
to  a  limit  of  five  minutes,  when  a  vote  is  about  to  be  taken 
on  a  motion  to  amend,  to  substitute,  to  postpone,  to  refer, 
to  lay  on  the  table  or  any  other  motion  whose  adoption 
would  vitally  affect  the  report  under  consideration;  pro- 
vived  that  this  five  minutes  limit  shall  not  apply  to  a  motion 
to  substitute  a  minority  report  for  a  regular  (majority) 
report  of  a  Committee. 

Rule  37.   LEGAL  ENACTMENT 

All  actions  of  this  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  shall  become  effective  upon  the  final  adjournment 
of  the  present  session  (1948)  of  the  General  (Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church,  unless  otherwise  specified. 

VI.  Suspending,  Amending,  and  Supplementing 
Rule  38.  suspension  of  rules 
The  operation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Plan  of 
Organization  or  of  these  Rules  of  Order  may  be  suspended 
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at  any  time  bv  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference.  Rule 
26  (3). 

Rule  39.   AMENDING  RULES 

This  Plan  of  Organization  and  these  Rules  of  Order  may 
be  amended  or  changed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Con- 
ference; provided  the  proposed  change  or  amendment  has 
been  presented  to  the  Conference  in  writing  and  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Rules,  which  Committee  shall  report 
thereon  not  later  than  the  day  following.  Rule  26  (3) . 

Rule  40.  ROBERT'S  RULES  OF  ORDER  REVISED,  SUPPLEMENTAL 

AUTHORITY 

In  any  parliamentary  situation  not  clearly  covered  by  this 
Plan  of  Organization  or  these  Rules  of  Order,  the  General 
Conference  shall  be  governed  in  its  action  by  Robert's  Rules 
of  Order  Revised.

THE  ADDRESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL  OF  BISHOPS 

TO  THE  GENERAL  CONFERENCE  OF 

THE  METHODIST  CHURCH 

SALUTATION  AND  IN   MEMORIAM 

In  accordance  with  a  custom  which  began  with  the  tirst 
delegated  General  Conference  in  the  year  1812,  we,  the 
Bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church,  present  the  Episcopal 
Address  to  the  General  Conference  of  1948,  meeting  in 
Boston,  Massachusetts. 

"Let  not  your  heart  he  troubled.  Ye  believe  in  God,  believe 
also  in  me.  He  that  hath  seen  me,  hath  seen  the  Father.  He 
that  believeth  on  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall  he  do  also; 
and  greater  works  than  these  shall  he  do;  because  I  go  unto 
my  Father." 

"Behold,  the  tabernacle  of  God  is  with  men,  and  he  will 
divell  with  them,  and  they  shall  be  his  people,  and  God  him- 
self shall  be  with  them  and  be  their  God.  And  God  shall  wipe 
away  all  tears  from  their  eyes;  and  there  shall  be  no  more 
death,  neither  shall  there  be  any  more  pain:  for  the  former 
things  are  passed  away." 

"Every  valley  shall  be  exalted,  and  every  mountain  and 
hill  shall  be  made  low:  and  the  crooked  shall  be  straight, 
and  the  rough  places  plain;  and  the  glory  of  God  shall  be 
revealed." 

"For  God  so  loved  the  world  that  he  gave  his  only  begotten 
So7i  that  whosoever  believeth  on  him  should  not  perish  but 
have  evelasting  life." 

"And  I  heard,  as  it  were,  a  voice  of  a  great  multitude,  and 
as  the  voice  of  mayiy  waters,  and  as  the  voice  of  mighty 
thunderings,  saying,  Allelujah:  for  the  Lord  God  Omnipotent 
reigneth.  The  kingdoms  of  this  world  are  become  the  king- 
doms of  our  Lord  and  of  his  Christ;  and  he  shall  reign  for- 
ever and  ever." 

"Ye  are  the  light  of  the  world.  Go  ye,  therefore,  and  teach 
all  yiations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  the 
So7i,  arid  the  Holy  Spirit,  teachiyig  theyn  to  observe  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you,  and  lo,  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."  Amen  and  Amen. 

In  this  holy  faith,  we  face  the  future  unafraid.  In  this 
faith,  we  rededicate  ourselves  to  the  unfinished  task  of 
building  the  Kingdom  of  God  on  earth.  In  this  faith,  we 
preach  the  redeeming  message  of  our  Divine  Lord  and 
Saviour,  and  declare  the  Gospel  of  God's  infinite  mercy  and 
unfailing  love.  In  this  faith,  with  its  assurance  of  immor- 
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tality,  we  record  the  names  of  our  brethren  who  have  died 
since  last  we  met :

I 
The  Crusade  for  Christ 

The  Episcopal  Address  to  the  General  Conference  of  1944 
was  read  on  April  26.  The  world  was  at  war,  from  the 
jungles  of  Burma  to  the  congested  areas  of  Berlin.  The  great 
strategic  decisions  had  been  made.  We  were  but  41  days 
from  the  Normandy  Invasion  and  the  storming  of  Fortress 
Europe;  376  days  from  German  capitulation;  and  exactly 
475  days  from  Japanese  surrender.  Before  the  passage  of 
these  475  days,  tens  of  thousands  of  the  finest  youth  of  the 
world  were  to  be  killed,  great  centers  of  production  de- 
stroyed, historic  structures  blasted  into  debris,  millions 
made  homeless.  It  was  a  moment  of  supreme  crisis,  freedom 
was  at  stake,  and  mankind  in  fratricidal  struggle  became 
increasingly  aware  of  the  sinfulness  of  the  human  heart. 

In  such  an  hour,  it  was  not  easy  to  plan  for  the  future. 
The  Church  was  summoned  to  crusade. 

The  Crusade  for  Christ  was  boldly  conceived,  wisely 
executed,  and  demonstrated  that  a  great  Church,  without 
regimentation,  can  move  as  one  toward  challenging  objec- 
tives. Proper  balance  was  maintained  between  the  order 
essential  to  united  action  and  the  freedom  requisite  to  the 
full  expression  of  the  creative  individual.  The  total  resources 
of  the  Church  were  mobilized.  The  wisdom  of  our  fathers 
who  established  an  organization  in  which  decisions  are 
reached  democratically,  and  through  which  policies  can  be 
translated  into  action,  was  abundantly  justified. 

The  Council  of  Bishops  is  charged  with  the  spiritual  and 
temporal  administration  of  the  democratically  determined 
policies  of  the  Church.  These  decisions  move'  through  the 
Church  from  the  place  of  decision  by  way  of  the  Area, 
Conference,  District,  and  Local  Church  to  the  individual 
member.    Paralleling   this    highly    efficient    administrative 
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organization  is  the  unusually  effective  functional  organiza- 
tion of  the  great  Boards  and  Commissions,  whose  fields  are 
defined  with  reasonable  clarity,  and  whose  functional  service 
IS  designed  to  bring  the  resources  of  expert  leadership  to  the 
great  areas  of  publishing,  missions,  church  extension,  educa- 
tion, temperance,  lay  activities,  hospitals  and  homes,  evan- 
gelism, world  peace,  public  information,  and  pensions.  The 
Crusade  for  Christ  proved  conclusively  that  when  the  total 
organization  of  the  Church  is  concentrated  upon  a  high  and 
worthy  objective,  Methodism  is  well-nigh  irresistible.  The 
fact  that  the  normal  work  of  the  Church  progressed  at 
accelerated  speed  during  the  very  period  that  the  Church 
as  a  whole  moved  unitedly  toward  the  five  great  objectives 
of  the  Crusade,  was  one  of  the  most  significant  aspects  of 
the  movement. 

The  achievements  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  cannot  be 
summarized  adequately.  The  Church  sought  $25,000,000 
for  relief,  reconstruction,  and  service  to  a  postwar  world 
The  people  contributed  $27,011,243.  The  budget  upon  which 
the  asking  of  $25,000,000  was  based  had  been  prepared 
with  painstaking  care.  Every  item  had  been  scrutinized 
critically  by  the  Budget  Committee  of  the  pre-General  Con- 
ference organization,  in  the  light  of  guiding  principles  pre- 
viously adopted.  The  Committee  of  Two  Hundred  elected 
by  the  General  Conference  to  direct  the  Crusade  for  Christ 
appointed  a  continuing  Budget  Committee,  and  ordered  it 
to  supervise  the  disbursement  of  the  funds.  Not  one  dollar 
of  Crusade  money  has  gone  for  purposes  other  than  those 
originally  budgeted.  Obviously  changes  in  projects  were 
necessary  because  no  one  could  anticipate  in  1944  what 
churches,  hospitals,  educational  institutions,  and  other  work 
would  be  destroyed  by  war.  Whenever  it  was  necessary  to 
make  such  changes,  the  requisitioning  Board  was  required 
to  indicate  the  original  asking,  to  present  the  reasons  why  a 
change  was  requested,  and  to  outline  in  detail  the  new 
project.  A  report  will  be  made  to  the  General  Conference, 
indicating  the  specific  projects  to  which  each  dollar  went. 
The  Budget  Committee  recommended  that  funds  that  could 
not  be  sent  to  the  fields  immediately  because  of  postwar 
conditions  be  held  in  the  Crusade  treasurv  at  interest.  As  a 
result  of  this  far-seeing  action,  $645,265  were  earned  in 
interest  while  the  funds  were  awaiting  call,  thereby  more 
than  meeting  the  cost  of  the  Crusade. 

The  Crusade  dollar  and  that  of  the  Methodist  Committee 
for  Overseas  Relief  became  bread  for  the  hungrv,  clothing 
for  the  destitute,  shelter  for  the  dispossessed  Tit  became 
scholarships  that  brought  brilliant  youth  to  our  universities

who  will  return  to  native  land  as  Christian  leaders ;  it  be- 
came "the  glory  of  the  lighted  mind"  in  our  educational 
institutions ;  the  healing  of  broken  bodies  and  of  distressed 
minds  in  our  hospitals ;  and  expression  of  love  in  hate-ruled 
areas,  but,  above  all,  the  dollar  became  the  Gospel,  as  minis- 
ter and  missionary,  devoted  layman  and  laywoman,  went  to 
the  far  corners  of  the  earth  to  serve  in  the  name  of  Christ. 

The  wisdom  of  raising  $25,000,000  during  the  first  year 
of  the  Crusade  has  been  recognized  by  all.  It  gave  the 
Crusade  leaders  time  to  prepare  for  the  Year  of  Evangelism, 
during  which  578,317  were  received  on  profession  of  faith 
and  485,417  were  received  by  transfer.  This  is  the  largest 
number  of  people  to  be  received  by  any  Church  in  any  similar 
period  in  the  history  of  the  United  States.  The  task  of 
training  those  who  have  made  decision  for  Christ  is  of  major 
iniportance,  and  has  been  faced  conscientiously  by  our 
ministers.  Those  who  discount  decisions  for  Christ  because 
the  number  of  decisions  was  more  than  half  a  million,  who 
refer  to  this  great  and  blessed  achievement  as  a  "mass 
movement"  of  little  Christian  significance  reveal  both  their 
ignorance  of  what  occurred  and  also  their  lack  of  acquaint- 
ance with  the  imperatives  of  evangelism.  These  thousands 
came  to  decision  because  ministers  and  laymen  took  the 
task  of  evangelism  seriously.  When  a  Church  loses  it  evan- 
gelistic passion,  it  loses  its  life.  The  world  will  never  be  won 
for  Christ  by  clergy  and  laity  who  conceive  of  the  Christian 
task  as  simply  shepherding  a  flock  they  have  inherited.  An 
unchristian  world  is  to  be  won.  The  minister  who  knows 
he  must  preach  Christ  in  the  pulpit,  instruct  the  members  in 
our  holy  faith,  serve  the  comm-unity  and  the  world,  knows 
also  that  he  must  seek  out  those  who  have  never  accepted 
Our  Lord.  To  seek  and  to  save  the  lost  is  not  only  a  phrase 
of  historic  interest  but  an  imperative  of  contemporary  living. 

The  evangelism  of  our  Crusade  for  Christ  made  use  of 
all  proper  evangelistic  methods,  but  relied  primarily  upon 
house-to-house  visitation.  We  properly  honor  the  thoughtful 
and  dedicated  layman  who  becomes  an  evangelist  and  seeks 
to  win  his  fellows  to  his  Lord.  Why  should  some  discount 
the  leadership  that  can  multiply  the  number  of  such  laymen 
by  many  thousands,  with  the  result  that  half  a  million  are 
won  for  Christ?  History  may  some  day  record  this  as  the 
most  significant  contribution  of  the  Crusade. 

The  lessons  learned  in  this  evangelistic  endeavor  must 
become  common  practice.  Methodism  may  well  win  a  half 
million  members  every  year  for  many  years,  and  its  leader- 
ship may  inspire  other  Churches  to  similar  eff'ort  and  similar 
results.  This  is  the  way  to  win  the  half  of  our  population  at 
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present  belonging  to  no  Church.  May  God's  guidance  and 
richest  blessing  be  upon  our  Board  of  Evangelism  as  it  plans 
for  the  morrow,  and  upon  our  Board  of  Education  as  it  rears 
our  children  in  the  Christian  faith  and  trains  those  who 
come  into  membership  upon  Profession  of  Faith. 

We  know  that  the  new  world  needs  new  men.  It  is  at  the 
altar  that  the  soul  is  made  ready  for  battle.  Men  who  would 
wage  spiritual  warfare  must  be.  equipped  with  the  weapons 
of  the  spirit.  The  Church  itself  must  kneel  before  the  altar 
of  her  Lord  in  an  act  of  corporate  and  individual  repentance. 
We  have  all  sinned  and  come  short  of  the  glory  of  God.  The 
quiet  but  insistent  command  of  Christ  "Ye  must  be  born 
again"  summons  sinful  men  to  a  full  and  complete  accept- 
ance of  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour.  He  is  the  Way ;  He  is 
the  Truth;  He  is  the  Life.  In  Him,  the  Word  became  flesh 
and  dwelt  among  us.  The  ultimate  became  intimate.  Perfec- 
tion came  alive  in  personality.  The  moral  law  was  revealed 
in  His  life  and  teaching.  The  loving  and  just  Father  whom 
Jesus  revealed  stands  ever  ready  to  forgive.  We  rejoice  in  the 
moral  law,  and  bow  in  adoration  before  the  Creator  who 
would  voluntarily  limit  Himself  to  give  man  freedom  so  that 
personality  might  flourish.  But  we  know  that  in  the  freedom 
that  God  has  given  man  there  lies  the  privilege  and  respon- 
sibility of  free  choice.  We  can  choose  to  do  evil.  We  can 
choose  to  do  good.  Religious  education  must  teach  for 
decision,  just  as  the  sermon  must  preach  for  a  verdict.  The 
evangelistic  successes  of  the  Crusade  are  prophetic  of  what 
the  Church  may  do  when  it  solemnly  resolves  to  bring  to  all 
the  knowledge  of  sins  forgiven  and  of  Christ's  abiding  and 
redeeming  love  the  assurance  of  being  sons  of  God,  and  the 
compulsion  to  live  lives  expressive  of  such  forgiveness  and 
such  love.  "Love  so  amazing,  so  Divine,  demands  my  soul, 
my  life,  my  all." 

But  Christanity  is  more  than  a  call  to  repentance,  more 
than  an  assurance  of  sins  forgiven,  more  than  a  life  full  of 
joy.  There  is  command  at  its  core.  The  parable  of  the  Good 
Samaritan  is  followed  by,  "Go  thou  and  do  likewise."  Jesus 
found  religion  in  a  cup  of  cold  water,  in  feeding  the  hungry, 
in  visiting  the  afflicted.  The  test  in  the  final  judgment  was, 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these, 
ye  have  done  it  unto  me."  The  Apostle  James  declared, 
"Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and  the  Father  is 
this :  to  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows  in  their  affliction, 
and  to  keep  himself  unspotted  from  the  world."  The  Apostle 
Paul  called  upon  us  to  "Treat  one  another  with  the  same 
spirit  ye  experience  in  Christ-  Jesus."  Yes,  it  is  a  religion  of 
action.  It  refuses  to  be  content  with  tithes  of  mint  and  anise 
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and  cummin.  It  insists  upon  the  weightier  matters  of  the 
law,  judgment,  mercy,  and  faith.  It  is  a  religion  that  sees 
but  pretense  in  long  prayer,  if  it  be  that  widows'  houses  are 
devoured ;  a  religion  unblinded  by  broad  phylacteries,  looking 
with  clear  and  critical  eye  upon  the  unclean  cup  and  platter, 
even  into  whited  sepulchers. 

Methodism  is  summoned  to  the  proclamation  of  the 
Gospel,  the  preaching  of  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ, 
the  winning  of  the  human  heart  to  the  acceptance  of  Christ ; 
but  just  as  truly  does  the  call  move  from  the  command,  "Ye 
must  be  born  again,"  to  the  complementary  command, 
"Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousness." 
Those  who  would  separate  the  acceptance  of  the  Gospel  and 
the  application  of  the  Gospel  do  Christianity  disservice.  Our 
common  faith  must  become  a  common  purpose  that  eventu- 
ates in  a  common  act. 

The  aftermath  of  war  brings  to  us  overwhelming  chal- 
lenge. There  is  hunger  throughout  the  earth.  We  must 
provide  the  food  necessary  to  beat  back  starvation,  and  as 
we  minister  to  our  allies  we  must  also  hear  again  the  words 
of  Jesus,  "If  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed  him."  The  great  dams 
that  have  held  back  the  waters  of  hatred  are  destroyed,  and 
the  inundating  floods  rush  through  many  lands.  It  is  a 
property  of  hate  to  destroy  the  object  hated.  Perhaps  it 
was  because  Jesus  understood  the  homicidal  nature  of  hate 
that  He  could  declare  that  whosoever  hateth  his  brother  is 
in  danger  of  the  judgment.  We  must  build  a  new  world,  see 
that  justice  is  done,  but  without  vengeance.  We  must  chart 
a  course  between  the  sentimentalism  that  refuses  to  face 
reality  and  the  hatred  that  is  blind  in  its  demand  for  revenge. 
We  must  love  mercy,  do  justly,  and  walk  humblv  with  our 
God. 

Thus,  the  emphasis  upon  Stewardship  in  the  Crusade 
moved  far  beyond  the  proper  insistence  that  a  man  holds  his 
wealth  in  trust  to  the  larger  insistence  that  he  is  a  trustee 
likewise  of  his  talents,  in  fact,  that  his  life  is  held  in  trust. 
The  Church  has  therefore,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Board 
of  Lay  Activities,  summoned  its  membership  to  these  high 
and  holy  objectives. 

Under  that  section  of  the  Crusade  called  The  Crusade 
for  a  New  World  Order,  the  Church  was  mobilized  in  the 
support  of  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Proposals,  and,  finally,  in 
overwhelming  support  of  the  Charter  for  the  United  Na- 
tions. It  expressed  itself  again  in  support  of  those  proposals 
that  emerged  from  Bretton  Woods  that  sought  to  solve 
fundamental  economic  problems  at  the  world  level.  Similarly, 
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the  implacable  opposition  of  Methodism  to  Universal  Mili- 
tary Training  was  expressed  to  leaders  of  government. 
International  crises  occur  with  such  bewildering  rapidity 
and  surprise  that  it  is  impossible  to  prepare  and  distribute 
the  literature  necessary  to  inform  the  Church  and  to  evoke 
an  expression  of  opinion  upon  many  issues  that  involve 
moral  law.  Methodism  will  do  well  to  develop  some  plan  by 
which  Christian  judgment  may  be  communicated  to  the 
leaders  of  government  for  their  consideration  in  hours  of 
crisis. 

Extraordinary  success  attended  the  Division  of  the  Local 
Church  in  its  leadership  of  the  Crusade  emphasis  upon 
Church  School  enrollment  and  attendance.  In  the  first  three 
years  of  the  quadrennium,  there  was  a  gain  in  Church  School 
enrollment  of  566,275.  The  true  meaning  of  this  gain  is 
better  understood  in  the  light  of  the  objectives  of  the  Church 
School  which  are :  "Vitalizing  our  personal  faith ;  increasing 
the  effectiveness  of  our  Christian  witness  and  service ;  and 
Christianizing  our  society."  Thus,  there  has  been  an  increase 
of  12  per  cent  in  Church  School  enrollment,  with  the  last 
year  of  the  Crusade  to  be  reported.  The  average  attendance 
at  Sunday  School,  which  of  course  does  not  include  all  of 
the  weekday  activities  of  the  Church  School,  has  increased 
14  per  cent.  This  means  that  attendance  has  increased  more 
rapidly  than  enrollment,  and  dispels  the  assumption  that 
the  effort  was  one  merely  of  adding  names  to  the  roll.  On 
an  average  Sunday.  2,681,565  persons  are  in  attendance  in 
Methodist  Sunday  Schools.  During  the  three  years  of  1945, 
1946,  and  1947,  a  total  of  974,391  persons  joined  The  Meth- 
odist Church  on  profession  of  faith  and  from  preparatory 
membership.  Of  this  number,  512,662,  or  53  per  cent,  came 
from  the  Church  School.  As  a  result  of  an  effective  educa- 
tional program,  the  Church  Schools  increased  their  World 
Service  and  Conference  Benevolence  giving  from  $750,000 
in  1940  to  $2,425,354  in  1947.  This  Division  has  set  as  its 
goal  for  the  quadrennium  ahead  an  increase  in  Church 
School  membership  of  1,700,000,  which  would  bring  our 
Church  School  enrollment. to  7,000,000.  Its  further  goal  is  a 
million  Church  School  members  uniting  with  the  church 
during  the  quadrennium. 

The  Crusade  for  Christ,  authorized  by  this  body  in 
]  9  44,  proved  successful  far  beyond  the  hopes  of  its  sponsors. 
Our  task  now  is  to  turn  to  the  coming  quadrennium,  rejoic- 
ing in  the  achievements  of  the  quadrennium  that  is  ended 
but  resolved  to  occupy  new  lands  in  the  years  ahead. 
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II 
The  Plan  for  the  Coming  Quadrennium 
There  are  those  who  think  immediately  of  institutional- 
izing, and  thereby  perpetuating,  a  creative  idea  such  as  the 
Crusade  for  Christ.  It  is  wiser  to  seek  another  creative  con- 
tribution rather  than  the  duplication  of  a  successful  pattern. 
Consequently,  the  Council  of  Bishops,  in  co-operation  with 
the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance,  the 
Council  of  Secretaries,  and  representatives  of  the  Woman's 
Division  of  Christian  Service,  has  concurred  in  a  plan  that 
will  be  presented  at  this  General  Conference  for  the  coming 
quadrennium.  It  would  not  be  proper  here  to  anticipate 
that  presentation,  except  to  say  that  it  involves  "a  teaching 
and  preaching  endeavor  in  which  Methodists  may  achieve 
a  deeper  understanding  of  and  commitment  to  Our  Faith, 
Our  Church,  Our  Ministry,  and  Our  Mission;  a  world-wide 
advance  in  which  Methodists  may  share  in  carrying  the 
Gospel  of  Christ  to  the  peoples  of  the  earth ;  a  fellowship  of 
suffering  and  service  in  which  Methodists  may  participate 
in  bringing  relief  to  the  hungry  and  destitute  of  war-ravaged 
lands."  This  plan  will  be  presented  in  detail,  and  has  the 
enthusiastic  endorsement  of  your  Bishops. 

Ill 
The  Freedom  of  the  Methodist  Pulpit 

In  an  hour  when  totalitarianism  threatens  freedom,  it 
is  imperative  that  we  ourselves  do  not  adopt  the  practices 
of  the  totalitarian  state  in  order  to  destroy  the  totalitarian 
threat.  The  totalitarian  has  conquered  when  the  defender  of 
democracy  discards  the  civil  liberties  that  are  the  essence  of 
democracy.  The  Church  is  particularly  concerned  because 
the  freedom  of  the  pulpit  is  involved.  Dictatorships  destroy 
democracy,  decapitate  opposition,  and  demand  conformity. 
Freedom  of  press,  speech,  assemblage,  and  pulpit,  won  after 
a  thousand-year  struggle  for  political  liberty,  are  lost  when 
dictatorship  supplants  democracy. 

If  a  prophetic  pulpit  is  dependent  upon  democracy  for 
the  freedom  essential  to  its  proper  functioning,  it  is  equally 
true  that  democracy  is  dependent*  upon  prophetic  preaching 
for  the  inculcation  of  those  ideals  that  are  essential  to  the 
continuance  of  democracy.  It  is  to  religion  that  democracy 
must  turn  for  those  overmastering  ideals  that  will  insure 
that  men  granted  freedom  will  not  abuse  it. 

The  Methodist  preacher  has  been  protected  by  a  demo- 
cratic ecclesiastical  government  and  because  he  has  been 
guaranteed  freedom,  the  Church  has  become  an  increasingly' 
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powerful  force  in  teaching  the  ethical  principles  of  conduct 
upon  which  enduring  social  organization  rests.  Methodism, 
likewise,  has  been  a  voice  of  judgment  condemning  social 
and  individual  sin.  This  freedom  has  enabled  the  preachers 
of  Methodism  to  herald  a  new  day  wherein  the  ideals  of 
Jesus  are  to  be  translated  into  the  actualities  of  the  common 
life. 

This  liberty  is  challenged  in  many  lands  and  destroyed 
in  others.  Methodism  proposes  to  defend  itself  against  every 
attempt  to  silenCe  its  preachers,  whether  the  attempt  be 
made  by  forces  who  regard  religion  as  the  tool  of  reaction, 
or  those  who  declare  religion  to  be  revolutionary.  Methodism 
espouses  no  economic  system,  and  refuses  to  identify  Chris- 
tianity with  any  economic  order.  It  seeks  to  preach  the 
religion  of  Jesus  Christ.  It  possesses  and  will  struggle  to 
retain  the  freedom  to  preach  that  religion.  When  paganism 
lifts  its  voice,  be  it  in  the  concept  of  the  totalitarian  state 
that  would  subordinate  religion  to  politics,  in  economic 
theories  grounded  in  the  doctrine  of  class  struggle  and  justi- 
fying violent  methods  to  attain  power ;  in  economic  practices 
that  subordinate  men  to  machines ;  or  in  racial  theories  that 
deny  brotherhood,  Methodism  is  determined  to  preach  a 
Gospel  that  insists  that  all  men  are  brothers  and  children 
of  one  Father,  to  whom  tinal  loyalty  is  due.  Citizens  who 
have  inherited  the  privilege  of  liberty  will  do  well  to  defend 
the  civil  liberties  that  make  a  free  pulpit  possible. 

A  word  of  earnest  exhortation  is  needed.  We  Methodist 
preachers,  rightly  protected  in  our  privilege  of  preaching 
God's  Word,  do  well  to  remember  that  the  monotonous 
reiteration  of  a  single  proposal  for  social  reform  or  of  a 
single  religious  doctrine,  to  the  overshadowing  of  the  rest  of 
the  Christian  message,  is  likely  to  create  an  opposition  upon 
the  part  of  our  hearers  that  is  not  a  challenge  to  a  free  pulpit 
but  a  protest  against  an  inadequate  and  a  partial  Gospel. 

With  full  recognition  of  the  frailties  of  human  beings, 
and  with  full  emphasis  upon  the  need  of  presenting  the  whole 
message  of  the  Christ  to  our  people,  it  is  clear  that  there  are 
forces  at  work  that  deliberately  seek  to  restrict  the  preaching 
of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  those  platitudes  that  forever  evade 
the  fundamental  issues  of  righteousness  and  justice.  Reac- 
tionary forces  strive  to  discredit  our  ministers  by  labeling 
them  "Communists,"  and  revolutionaries  seek  t"o  destroy 
our  conservatives  by  labeling  them  "Fascists."  Methodism 
resolves  to  resist  all  attempts  to  limit  the  freedom  of  the 
Methodist  pulpit,  whether  the  attempts  come  from  those 
who  profiteer  from  the  sale  of  debauching  liquors,  from  those 
who  refuse  to  build  an  economic  order  in  accord  with  the 
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social  ideals  of  Christ,  or  from  the  pagan  state  that  denies 
the  right  of  man's  final  loyalty,  in  the  realm  of  conscience, 
to  God.  We  are  determined  that  free  preachers,  occupying 
a  free  pulpit,  preaching  to  free  laymen  in  a  free  land  shall 
proclaim  the  freeing  truth  of  the  religion  of  Jesus.  Meth- 
odism is  determined  not  to  allow  the  intimidation  of  its 
clergy.  We  call  upon  our  laymen,  whose  freedom  is  equally 
involved,  to  join  with  our  preachers  in  maintaining  this 
freedom  in  the  presence  of  social  systems  that  deny  it,  so 
that  our  people  may  progress  steadily  and  surely,  and,  above 
all,  peacefully,  toward  a  society  worthy  of  the  term  "the 
Kingdom  of  God." 

IV 

Temperance 

The  Methodist  Church  has  been  and  is  an  implacable  foe 
of  the  liquor  traffic.  We  have  sought  to  understand  the 
alcohol  problem,  have  co-operated  with  the  Yale  School  of 
Alcoholic  Studies,  and  stand  ready  to  use  the  best  medical 
and  psychiatric  remedies  for  the  cure  of  the  confirmed 
alcoholic.  We  recognize  that  alcoholism  is  a  disease  and  that 
the  sufferer  should  be  treated  as  a  sick  man,  not  as  a  crim- 
inal ;  but  we  refuse  to  blind  ourselves  to  the  moral  respon- 
sibility for  beginnings  that  lie  in  the  individual  who  decides 
to  drink,  in  the  home  that  provides  alcohol  for  adult  and 
youth,  in  the  social  practices  that  make  the  cocktail  the 
accompaniment  of  dinners  and  social  gatherings.  We  are 
unwilling  to  close  our  eyes  to  the  factors  that  develop  the 
habit  upon  the  part  of  the  individual  and  of  the  group.  There 
are  at  present  in  this  nation  at  least  500,000  confirmed  alco- 
holics. We  know  that  this  group  is  increasing  and  that 
candidates  for  membership  are  at  present  in  the  homes  of 
the  nation. 

We  refuse  the  easy  argument  that  the  use  of  alcoholic 
liquors  is  an  individual  problem.  There  are  some  who  think 
that  in  the  decision  of  the  individual  to  abstain  totally  or  to 
drink  temperately  lies  the  answer  to  this  question.  But  how 
is  the  total  abstainer's  child  to  be  protected  from  the 
drunken  driver?  How  are  our  young  people  to  be  shielded 
from  the  lying  advertisements  that  seek  to  associate  whiskey 
with  success  rather  than  with  the  gutter  ?  How  are  our  homes 
to  be  made  secure  against  the  brutality  or  indifference  of 
one  member  of  the  family  who  becomes  an  alcoholic?  In 
what  way  are  we  to  be  saved  the  heavy  expenditures  result- 
ing from  crime  caused  by  liquor  or  from  the  relief  necessary 
to  care  for  those  whose  income  is  spent  upon  drink?  This 
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is  not  solely  an  individual  question.  It  is  also  a  social 
question. 

The  liquor  business  has  never  been  able  to  regulate  itself. 
It  fights  for  grain  when  the  hungry  of  Europe  cry  for  food. 
It  is  owned  by  those  who  have  but  one  objective — profit.  It 
despoils  the  magazines  of  the  nation  with  colored  pages  by 
the  score,  all  of  which  must  be  paid  for  out  of  the  returns 
from  the  business.  It  employs  a  relatively  few  persons, 
when  profits  are  considered,  as  compared  with  legitimate, 
constructive  enterprise.  We  refuse,  in  the  name  of  individual 
liberty,  to  be  estopped  from  achieving  the  legislative  control 
of  this  narcotic  necessary  to  protect  the  youth  of  the  nation 
from  its  ravages.  We  refuse,  in  the  name  of  temperance,  to 
condone  the  use  of  liquor  by  clergy  and  laity.  We  refuse,  in 
the  name  of  fellowship,  to  relieve  from  moral  responsibility 
the  individual  who  makes  his  own  decision  to  drink.  We 
serve  notice  upon  the  liquor  industry  that  we  shall  seek  such 
regulation  as  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  menace  of 
alcoholism  to  a  minimum  and  that  we  shall  seek  this  control 
through  proper  legislative  channels.  We  shall  seek  likewise, 
through  education,  to  rear  a  generation  wise  enough,  in  the 
interest  of  physical  well-being,  intellectual  freedom,  and 
spiritual  growth,  to  realize  that  the  initial  stimulation  of 
alcohol  soon  becomes  the  fact  of  eventual  deterioration. 

We  call  upon  our  Board  of  Temperance  to  give  us  wise, 
vigorous,  and  constructive  leadership,  and  rejoice  in  the 
recent  evidences  that  indicate  advance  toward  these  ends. 


Interdenominational  and  Ecumenical  Relationships 
We  believe  the  forthcoming  Assembly  of  the  World 
Council  of  Churches  will  take  its  place  among  the  great 
Councils  in  the  history  of  Christianity.  One  hundred  thirty- 
five  communions  will  be  represented  there  by  delegates 
officially  chosen  by  the  Churches.  The  great  Protestant  com- 
munions, the  Eastern  Orthodox  churches,  the  younger 
Churches,  in  fact  almost  all  of  non-Roman  Christianity  will 
share  in  establishing  the  World  Council  of  Churches.  The 
World  Council  of  Churches  does  not  seek  to  become  a 
Church.  It  is  the  Churches  themselves  in  co-operation  at  the 
world  level.  We  earnestly  recommend  that  our  people  every- 
where follow  the  proceedings  of  this  Assembly,  that  they 
study  its  important  decisions,  and  carry  its  message  into 
every  community.  Methodism  has  co-operated  in  all  the 
significant  interdenominational  endeavors,  and  rejoices  in 
the  privilege  of  sharing  in  the  ecumenical  fellowship.  We 
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should  bear  our  fair  share  of  the  support  of  this  Christian 
enterprise,  contributing  of  our  means  and  of  our  leadership 
and  co-operating  fully  in  all  those  measures  that  look  to  the 
extension  of  the  Kingdom.  We  have  co-operated  in  the 
National  Councils  and  other  interdenominational  bodies  in 
many  lands.  Methodism  shared  in  the  organization  of  the 
Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  and 
from  the  day  of  its  charter  membership  to  the  present  has 
been  one  of  the  co-operating  Churches  in  this  the  most  sig- 
nificant interdenominational  endeavor  in  the  nation.  We 
rejoice  in  the  ever-widening  service  of  the  Federal  Council 
which  means  the  increasing  co-operation  of  the  Churches. 
We  urge  our  people  everywhere  to  participate  fully  in  the 
local  and  state  councils,  and  particularly  in  the  Federal 
Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America.

Some  Organizational  Problems  of  Significance 

The  Recruiting  of  Personnel.  Our  world-wide  organization 
desperately  needs  increased  personnel.  The  question  of  re- 
cruiting must  be  thought  through  and  wise  procedures 
established  so  that  the  Church  may  be  assured  of  a  sufficient 
number  of  youth  possessing  a  vital  religious  experience, 
requisite  educational  preparation,  and  the  full  dedication  of 
self  to  Christian  service.  It  is  estimated  that  during. each 
year  of  the  coming  quadrennium,  we  shall  need  within  the 
United  States  in  addition  to  present  staff  875  ministers; 
75  directors  of  religious  education ;  12  directors  of  Wesley 
Foundations ;  400  teachers  for  Methodist  schools  and  col- 
leges; 100  social  workers  to  serve  in  churches,  community 
centers,  and  hospitals;  50  deaconesses;  100  dietitians,  lab- 
oratory and  X-ray  technicians  for  hospitals;  2,500  young 
women  to  enter  the  nurses'  training  schools  of  our  hospitals. 
Our  annual  overseas  needs  to  be  recruited  from  the  United 
States  and  other  missionary-sending  countries  are  55  minis- 
ters; 70  religious  and  social  workers;  100  teachers  and 
educational  supervisors ;  35  doctors ;  45  nurses  and  labora- 
tory technicians ;  20  agriculturists,  business  managers,  and 
engineers.  In  addition,  large  numbers  must  be  enlisted  by 
churches  overseas  to  meet  the  personnel  requirements  of 
these  churches  and  their  institutions. 

The  proposed  quadrennial  plan  sets  aside  one  year  for 
the  Church  to  study  Our  Ministry.  It  is  believed  that  a 
Church-wide  study  in  this  area  will  bring  to  us  not  only  a 
full  understanding  of  the  place  of  the  minister  in  the  com- 
munity but  will  quicken  the  interest  of  youth  in  this  sacred 
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calling-.  We  as  a  Church  speak  of  the  call  to  the  ministry 
and  likewise  of  the  divine  summons  to  other  vocations.  All 
vocations,  strictly  speaking,  are  callings,  wherein  the  indi- 
vidual Christian  gives  himself  whole-heartedly,  in  the  name 
of  his  Master,  to  service  that  he  is  qualified  to  render.  But 
we  know  that  in  the  case  of  the  ministry  there  is  a  sacred- 
ness  associated  with  it,  a  demand  in  terms  of  character,  the 
complete  gift  of  self,  that  in  a  proper  sense  does  set  the 
minister  apart,  in  order  that,  being  apart,  he  may  return  to 
spiritualize  and  to  save. 

We  must  secure  875  ministers  a  year  for  The  Methodist 
Church  in  the  United  States,  men  of  the  highest  calibre  and 
the  fullest  dedication.  The  Church  must  consider  its  relation- 
ship to  the  candidate  for  its  ministry  and  to  his  educational 
preparation  for  the  ministry.  The  percentage  of  ministers 
now  trained  in  theological  schools  other  than  Methodist  is 
a  matter  that  needs  to  be  thought  through.  There  are  values 
that  lie  in  the  training  received  in  such  institutions,  and 
there  may  be  some  dangers  present.  It  would  seem  to  be  a 
sound  principle  that  a  young  man  accepted  by  the  Church 
as  a  candidate  for  the  ministry  should  be  under  the  guidance 
of  the  Church,  not  in  the  sense  of  restriction  in  the  choice 
of  institution  or  curriculum  but  to  the  end  that  the  educa- 
tion received  does  prepare  him  for  the  ministry  of  the 
Church  he  is  to  serve.  Should  this  be  an  added  duty  assigned 
to  the  Commission  on  Ministerial  Training?  Should  it  be- 
come a  function  of  the  Board  of  Education?  Should  there  be 
some  plan  of  visitation  upon  the  part  of  Bishops  so  that  all 
young  men  in  theological  schools  would  have  a  close  rela- 
tionship with  the  Church  during  the  period  of  their  study? 
These  and  other  questions  will  no  doubt  h?.  considered  by 
the  General  Conference.  The  Church  must  strengthen  its 
theological  institutions  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  This  is  a 
prime  requisite  to  the  training  of  a  qualified  ministry. 

The  Larger  Leadership  of  the  Episcopacy.  When  our 
Methodisms  were  united  to  form  The  Methodist  Church, 
the  Constitution  provided,  "There  shall  be  a  Council  of 
Bishops  composed  of  all  the  Bishons  of  all  the  Jurisdictional 
and  Central  Conferences."  The  Council  was  charged  with 
planning  "for  the  general  oversight  and  promotion  of  the 
temporal  and  spiritual  interests  of  the  entire  Church  and 
for  carrying  into  effect  the  rules,  regulations,  and  responsi- 
bilities prescribed  and  enjoined  by  the  General  Conference 
.  .  .  ."  The  Bishor-s  desire  here  to  record  their  apureciation 
of  the  many  gracious  courtesies  and  the  spirit  of  generous 
co-operation  that  have  characterized  the  ministers  and  lay- 
men of  the  Church  in  their  relationships  with  their  brethren 
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in  the  Episcopacy.  It  has  been  a  joyful  privilege  to  be  your 
servants  in  the  vi^ork  of  the  Church.  We  believe  it  is  proper 
for  us  to  direct  the  attention  of  the  General  Conference  to 
the  new  obligations  placed  upon  the  Bishops  by  the  Consti- 
tutional provisions  cited.  The  Methodist  Church  is  a  con- 
nectional  system.  It  is  organized  to  move  from  democrati- 
cally determined  decisions  through  democratically  controlled 
organization  to  relevant  action.  Methodism,  therefore,  re- 
quires the  planning  essential  to  successful  world  organiza- 
tion. The  leadership  of  such  an  organization  must  be 
capable  of  thinking  in  world  terms  and  be  conversant  with 
the  great  trends  of  the  day.  The  rapid  increase  of  adminis- 
trative responsibilities,  the  pressure  of  increasing  demands 
for  leadership  in  General,  Area,  and  Conference  promotional 
programs  have  placed  upon  us  burdens  which  may  seriously 
affect  the  service  we  can  profitably  render  our  people.  The 
Church  rightly  requires  of  its  Episcopacy  leadership  in 
spiritual  matters.  We  can  easily  become  so  involved  in 
directing  enterprises  and  movements  that  we,  through  pre- 
occupation, may  forfeit  those  opportunities  for  deeper 
spiritual  ministries  which  proceed  out  of  periods  of  study 
and  unhurried  communion  with  God.  There  should  be  op- 
portunity for  our  Bishops  to  know  and  to  advise  the  leaders 
of  the  states  in  which  they  serve  and  the  leaders  of  the 
nation  when  moral  issues  are  at  stake.  Decisions  are  being 
made  by  leaders  who  are  perplexed  but  are  unable  to  receive 
the  friendly  counsel  of  men  of  God  because  the  duties  of 
administration  deny  the  Bishops  time  necessary  for  such 
pastoral  service. 

There  is  an  important  matter  in  this  connection  we 
desire  to  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  General  Conference. 
The  Jurisdictional  system,  by  its  very  nature,  has  a  tendency 
to  restrict  the  service  of  a  Bishop  to  a  particular  geographi- 
cal area;  but  the  Bishops  are  charged  with  directing  the 
spiritual  and  temporal  activities  of  the  entire  Church.  They 
must  think  in  world  terms.  Unfortunately,  it  will  not  be  long 
before  there  will  be  no  member  of  the  Episcopacy  in  the 
United  States  who  has  service  abroad.  The  result  is  that, 
except  as  individuals  may  have  had  the  privileges  of  foreign 
travel,  no  one  of  the  Bishops  in  the  United  States  will  have 
acquaintance  with  the  overseas  work  of  Methodism.  This 
means  that  planning  is  done  on  the  basis  of  documents 
and  statistical  data  and  reports  from  and  occasional  visits 
of  overseas  Bishops,  not  in  the  light  of  first-hand  acquaint- 
ance with  personalities,  movements,  and  conditions.  This 
defect  could  be  remedied  very  simply.  The  Council  of  Bishops 
considered  and  adopted  a  plan  which  would  make  it  pes- 
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sible  for  our  Bishops  to  become  acquainted  with  the  work 
overseas.  The  plan  has  met  with  enthusiastic  response  from 
our  missionary  leaders.  Briefly,  it  is  this :  Each  Bishop,  once 
in  a  quadrennium,  shall  be  assigned  to  visit  one  or  more  of 
our  overseas  mission  fields,  the  visitation  to  be  for  a  period 
of  three  months.  He  should  not  be  assigned  any  adminis- 
trative responsibilities.  He  goes  solely  as  an  official  visitor 
from  the  Council  of  Bishops  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
work  overseas.  There  is  therefore  no  danger  of  any  adminis- 
trative problems  arising,  either  in  connection  with  Episcopal 
administration  or  mission  administration.  He  would  return, 
as  some  of  our  Bishops  who  have  recently  visited  the  foreign 
field  have  returned,  with  knowledge  of  our  work,  enthusiasm 
for  missions,  and  become  a  significant  factor  in  developing 
the  World  Service  support  essential  to  our  overseas  enter- 
prise. Since  there  are  thirty-two  Bishops  in  the  United 
States  and  there  are  sixteen  quarters  in  a  quadrennium,  there 
would  be  no  more  than  two  Bishops  away  from  the  United 
States  at  any  one  time.  This  would  mean  that  any  Bishop 
who  serves  four  quadrennia  would  have  become  acquainted 
during  that  time  with  the  major  mission  fields  of  the  Church. 
These  trips  would  be  in  no  sense  junkets.  They  would 
involve  hard  and  dangerous  travel.  They  would  mean  that 
newly  elected  Bishops  would  become  acquainted  with  a  part 
of  our  overseas  enterprise  in  their  first  quadrennium..  As  a 
rule,  such  visitations  as  are  made  have  been  reserved  in  the 
past  to  Bishops  who  have  served  and  are  nearing  the  end  of 
their  service.  This  very  simple  plan  approved  by  the  Bishops 
and  our  missionary  leaders  has  not  been  put  into  effect, 
because  it  was  thought  wise  to  have  General  Conference 
approval  before  initiating  such  an  enterprise.  We  recom- 
mend it  strongly. 

The  Church  and  the  histitiitions  of  the  Church.  Method- 
ism and  all  Protestant  denominations  face  a  serious  problem, 
namely,  the  problem  of  maintaining  control  over  institutions 
established  by  the  Church,  so  that  these  institutions  may 
continue  to  make  their  contribution  to  the  evangelization  of 
the  world.  Quite  properly,  we  adopted  the  principle  of 
decentralization,  that  is,  we  have  vested  control  of  our  insti- 
tutions in  the  local  communities.  We  have  been  fearful 
of  highly  centralized  control,  believing  that  bureaucracy, 
whether  it  be  in  the  State  or  in  the  Church,  stifles  creativity, 
is  often  inefficient,  and  is  seldom  immediately  responsive  to 
the  mind  and  heart  of  the  people.  Thus,  our  universities 
are  controlled  by  local  Boards  of  Trustees,  and,  similarly, 
our  hospitals,  homes,  and  other  institutions.  The  relation- 
ship with  the  Church  differs.  In  some  cases,  the  Trustees 
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are  elected  by  our  Annual  Conferences ;  in  others,  by  the 
General  Conference,  or  the  Jurisdictional  Conference.  In 
some  cases,  the  Charter  requires  that  a  certain  percentage 
shall  be  members  of  The  Methodist  Church ;  in  others,  there 
is  no  requirement  of  any  kind.  Many  of  the  Boards  are  self- 
perpetuating.  As  the  institution  becomes  strong,  the  per- 
centage of  its  support  from  the  Church  sometimes  decreases. 
Many  institutions  in  their  strength  have  short  memories, 
and  forget  the  long  years  of  their  weakness  in  which  they 
were  sustained  by  sacrificial  giving  of  the  faithful  members 
of  our  churches.  They  forget  that  the  large  percentage  of 
their  funds  have  come  from  people  trained  in  the  Churches 
who  have  given  because  of  Christian  interest.  In  not  a  few 
cases,  Boards  of  Trustees  have  gone  so  far  as  to  request 
amendment  of  Charter,  so  that  in  the  amended  Charter 
they  may  separate  themselves  entirely  from  the  Church. 
Many  reasons  are  given  for  such  separation,  but,  generally, 
the  reasons  do  not  stand  scrutiny.  They  lie  in  the  rejection  of 
the  real  reason  for  the  existence  of  the  institution.  The 
Board  of  Education,  in  its  Report  of  the  Commission  on 
Objectives,  stated : 

"At  the  present  time,  131  educational  institutions  are 
listed  as  related  to  The  Methodist  Church.  These  relation- 
ships run  from  complete  ownership  and  therefore  control  to 
purely  nominal  relationships  in  others. 

"As  a  first  principle,  your  Commission  is  of  the  opinion 
that  it  is  desirable  to  develop  a  Methodist  educational  plan 
and  purpose  wherein  the  educational  institutions  shall  be 
more  definitely  related  to  the  Church,  and  the  Church,  in 
turn,  assume  greater  obligation  in  financial  support ;  wherein 
there  may  be  a  flow  of  students  from  the  colleges  of  the 
Church  to  the  graduate  schools  of  the  Church;  wherein 
greater  attention  shall  be  paid  to  the  selection  of  teaching 
personnel  in  the  light  of  the  objectives  of  the  Church ;  where- 
in the  administrative  and  teaching  staff  may  find  oppor- 
tunity for  advancement  in  the  system  as  a  whole;  wherein 
religion  may  become  such  a  force  as  to  make  the  contribu- 
tion of  the  Methodist  colleges  religiously  unique. 

"The  second  principle  is  definitely  related  to  the  first. 
Your  Commission  believes  that  the  actual  contribution  of 
the  educational  institutions  related  to  the  Church  in  terms 
of  religion  shall  be  of  such  a  nature  as  to  justify  support. 
The  Commission  recognizes  fully  the  superb  contributions 
made  by  some  of  these  institutions ;  but  is  of  the  opinion 
that  in  some  situations  the  question  of  the  religious  life  of 
the  student  is  not  faced  with  the  same  concern  evidenced  in 
planning  the  educational  life  of  the  student.  If  the  Church 
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is  to  be  called  upon  for  greater  support  of  its  institutions, 
the  Church  must  be  convinced  that  these  institutions  stand 
deliberately  for  something  in  the  field  of  religion  and  the 
practices  that  religion  demands.  There  is  a  Christian  world 
view,  a  Christian  way  of  life,  a  Christian  commitment  to 
the  Christian  Leader.  The  educational  institutions  related 
to  the  Church,  in  addition  to  their  educational  service,  must 
be  evangelistic,  in  the  proper  sense  of  that  term.  Without 
apology,  the  Methodist  institution  must  seek  to  win  its 
students  to  the  Christ.  Our  schools  must  be  Christian  with- 
out apology  and  Methodist  with  pride.  Our  faculties  must 
be  Christian  in  fact.  Our  efforts  must  be  to  make  the 
students  Christian  just  as  truly  as  we  try  to  teach  them  to 
think.  We  must  seek  to  graduate  Christians  as  certainly  as 
we  graduate  doctors,  lawyers,  musicians.  There  must  be 
an  end  to  the  negative  liberalism  that  glories  in  non-sec- 
tarianism that  too  often  is  non-everything  in  religion  and 
that,  in  the  long  run,  destroys  the  reason  that  justifies  the 
Church's  maintaining  educational  institutions." 

The  Church  has  a  moral  obligation  to  co-operate  in  secur- 
ing adequate  support  for  all  its  institutions.  Some  steps 
should  be  taken  that  will  in  no  sense  limit  the  freedom  of  the 
institutions  but  that  will  guarantee  the  legal  relationship  of 
these  institutions  to  the  Church  and  insure  that  the  vast  sums 
given  by  our  people  through  the  years  shall  not  suddenly, 
upon  the  decision  of  a  small  group  of  men,  be  taken  from  the 
Church.  The  entire  institutional  life  of  the  Church  is  subor- 
dinate to  the  supreme  objective  of  the  Church,  which  is  to 
make  Christ  regnant  in  the  activities  of  men  and  of  society. 

The  Proposed  National  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ 
in  the  United  States  of  America.  During  1940,  a  committee 
representing  the  International  Council  of  Religious  Edu- 
cation, the  Foreign  Missions  Conference  of  North  America, 
the  Home  Missions  Council,  the  Council  of  Women  for 
Home  Missions,  the  National  Council  of  Church  Women, 
and  the  Federal  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  America 
carried  on  a  preliminary  study  of  the  possibility  of  closer 
relations  among  general  inter-Church  agencies.  Subsequent- 
ly, a  Committee  composed  of  important  Church  leaders  was 
appointed,  a  thorough  factual  study  of  the  organization  and 
work  of  the  co-operating  agencies  was  made,  and  finally  a  • 
recommendation  of  major  importance  was  voted,  namely, 
that  the  Committee  approve  "the  creation  of  an  inclusive 
co-operative  agency  to  continue  and  extend  these  agencies 
of  the  Churches  and  to  combine  all  their  interests  and 
functions,  to  be  known  as  the  North  American  Council  of 
the  Churches  of  Christ."  A  Committee  on  Further  Procedure 
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was  appointed  by  the  co-operating  agencies  involved,  a 
Constitution  was  drafted,  and  the  name  of  the  proposed 
inclusive  co-operating  agency  was  chosen,  namely.  The 
National  Council  of  the  Churches  of  Christ  in  the  United 
States  of  America.  Communions  that  ratify  the  Preamble 
and  Constitution  prior  to  1949  will  become  Charter  Members 
of  the  Council.  So  far,  the  following  communions  have 
approved  it:  The  Presbyterian  Church,  U.S.A.;  The  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Church;  The  Evangelical  and  Reformed 
Church;  The  Reformed  Church  in  America;  The  Disciples 
of  Christ ;  The  Congregational-Christian  Church ;  and  some 
of  the  smaller  bodies.  Two  major  bodies  which  have  not 
yet  acted  are  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention.  The  Northern  Baptist  Convention  at 
its  meeting  last  year  appointed  a  Committee  to  study  the 
matter  and  report  at  its  next  Convention  in  May.  We 
should  make  our  decision  at  this  General  Conference.  The 
Council  of  Bishops  heartily  recommends  the  proposed 
Constitution,  and  trusts  the  General  Conference  will  ratify 
it. 

The  Principle  of  Diversity  in  Unity.  We  Methodists  preach 
a  common  faith.  We  are  members  of  one  Church.  We  share 
a  common  tradition.  Reference  to  the  "heart  strangely 
warmed"  carries  the  thought  of  every  Methodist  back 
through  the  generations  to  a  little  room  in  Aldersgate. 
But  we  preach  to  a  people  of  a  continent.  We  are  indeed 
the  United  States  of  America,  but  we  are  none  the  less  states, 
even  though  united.  Within  these  states  and  within  the 
great  regions  of  the  nation,  the  cultures  and  traditions  of 
many  lands,  of  many  tongues,  of  many  peoples,  are  pre- 
served. There  is  a  North  and  a  South,  an  East  and  a  West, 
and  these  divisions  are  in  turn  divided.  The  traditions  of 
New  England  have  created  a  culture  that  differs  from  that 
of  the  Far  West.  Similarly,  there  are  differences  in  the 
South,  the  old  South  and  the  new  South.  In  New  York  are 
to  be  found  more  Italians  than  live  in  any  Italian  city,  more 
Jews  than  reside  in  any  Jewish  community,  literally  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  of  representatives  of  nations  that  have 
been  at  war  for  centuries  but  whose  sons  have  learned  to 
live  in  peace  within  our  boundaries.  All  of  this  means  that 
while  we  are  Methodists,  and  through  the  Methodist  heritage 
seek  to  preach  the  religion  of  our  Blessed  Lord,  we  must  be 
wise  enough  to  recognize  differences  that  do  exist  in  the 
thought  and  practices  of  our  people,  and  proceed,  not  upon 
the  principle  that  demands  conformity  but  upon  that  which 
achieves  unity  in  diversity. 

In   the   remarkable   report   entitled   "The    Message   and 
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Mission  of  Methodism"  presented  to  the  Methodist  Con- 
ference of  Great  Britain  in  1946,  there  is  a  highly  significant 
chapter  entitled  "The  Methodist  Witness."  It  begins  with 
a  quotation  from  "The  Deed  of  Union"  of  1932,  when  the 
Methodisms  of  Great  Britain  were  reunited,  "Methodism 
claims  and  cherishes  its  place  in  the  holy  cathohc  Church, 
which  is  the  body  of  Christ.  It  rejoices  in  the  inheritance 
of  the  Apostolic  Faith,  and  loyally  accepts  the  fundamental 
principles  of  the  historic  creeds  of  the  Protestant  Reforma- 
tion.  It  ever  remembers  that   in   the  providence  of   God 
Methodism  was   raised   up   to   spread   Scriptural   holiness 
through  the  land  by  the  proclamation  of  the  evangelical 
faith,  and  declares  its  unfaltering  resolve  to  be  true  to  its 
divinely  appointed  mission."  The  Report  continues,  "Meth- 
odism is  a  communion  within  the  holy  catholic  Church.  Its 
claim  to  catholicity  rests  upon  the  confession  of  a  common 
faith,  the  acceptance  of  a  common  mission,  and  the  mainte- 
nance of  a  common  succession.   .   .   .  The  mission  of  the 
Christian  Church  is  to  proclaim  the  love  of  God  as  revealed 
in  the  historic  facts  of  the  life,  death,  and  resurrection  of 
our  Lord,  so  that  men  may  be  brought  into  a  living  and 
personal  relationship  with  God.  .  .  .  Methodism  has  main- 
tained its  witness  to  the  apostolic  faith  in  worship,  doctrine, 
sacraments,  personal  life  and  fellowship.  It  recognizes  the 
place  of  'order'  in  the  preservation  of  the  unity  and  the  con- 
tinuity of  the  Church,  but  its  main  emphasis  is  upon  the 
succession  of  believers  who  have  answered  the  call  of  God  in 
Jesus  Christ  and  who  rejoice  to  share  what  they  have  found 
with  others.   .  .   .   Certain  'marks'  have  distinguished   its 
history  and,  taken  together,  they  constitute  a  witness  that  is 
deservedly  unique.  .  .  .  The  personal  knowledge  of  the  love 
of  God  and  of  its  transforming  power  in  human  life  is  the 
creative  source  of  Methodism.  The  Gospel  which  historic 
Methodism  proclaimed  was  the  Gospel  of  salvation  from 
sin;  and  salvation  meant  not  only  forgiveness  of  past  sins 
but  a  new  relationship  which  brings  the  assurance  of  final 
victory  over  everything  that  comes  between  man  and  God. 
.  .  .  The  conviction  underlying  the  Methodist  witness   (is) 
that  on  the  cross  Christ,  in  whom  God  was  incarnate,  entered 
into  the  depths  of  human  suffering  and  bore  the  pains  of 
sin  in  order  that  he  might  unveil  the  reality  of  Divine  love 
and  draw  men  into  communion  with  God.  This  new  life, 
born  at  the  cross,  is  at  every  stage  the  gift  of  God.  It  is 
something  done  for  us.  It  is,  at  the  same  time,  something 
done  in  us.  But  what  is  done  for  us  cannot  be  done  in  us 
apart  from  our  co-operation  and  consent.  And  so  Methodism 
has  given  a  prominent  place  in  its  teaching  to  conversion. 
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.  .  .  The  personal  relationship  to  God  upon  which  a  man 
enters  when  he  lays  his  heart  and  mind  open  to  Divine  love 
bears  witness  to  its  own  reality  in  the  consciousness  of  the 
individual.  .  .  .  Until  we  are  able  to  confirm  what  the  Church 
declares  to  be  true  by  an  inward  authority,  we  shall  still 
lack  secure  anchorage.  .  .  .  The  Gospel  offers  to  men  the 
assurance  of  Divine  forgiveness ;  but  it  does  something  more. 
It  awakens  the  passion  for  holiness  or  perfect  goodness,  for 
a  life  that  is  conformed  in  every  part  to  the  image  of  Christ. 
.  .  .  John  Wesley  taught  that  the  goal  of  the  Christian  life 
on  this  earth  is  perfect  love.  He  believed  that  it  could  be 
reached  by  all,  and  that  the  well-being  of  the  Church  of 
God  depended  upon  its  quest.  .  .  .  There  is  ...  no  more 
cogent  proof  that  Methodism  shares  the  inheritance  of  the 
apostolic  faith  than  the  place  given  to  fellowship  in  the  life 
of  its  people.  It  knew  nothing  of  solitary  religion,  nor  was 
it  aware  of  any  fundamental  conflict  between  personal 
religion  and  life  in  the  'communion  of  saints.'  The  quest 
of  holiness  is  individual  and  social.  The  assurance  that  the 
believer  has  been  received  into  the  family  of  God  is  to  be 
tested  by  the  fruits  of  the  spirit,  which  are  also  individual 
and  social.  Christian  joy  is  not  a  private  possession.  It  is 
the  product  of  the  Divine  gift  of  love,  which  is  for  all,  and 
joy  grows  as  it  is  shared.  And  in  matters  of  discipline  and 
the  interpretation  of  doctrine,  the  final  seat  of  authority  in 
Methodism  is  the  Conference — a  fellowship  representing 
the  whole  Church." 

The  early  Methodist  carried  this  message  over  the 
mountains,  through  the  forests,  into  the  plains,  across  the 
Rockies,  to  the  Pacific.  Scriptural  holiness  was  spread 
throughout  the  land.  Passion  for  evangelism  drove  men 
westward  with  the  covered  wagons;  and  the  demands  for 
social  justice  were  heard  throughout  the  continent.  Thus 
Methodism  went  into  every  section  of  the  nation.  It  is 
precisely  that  fact  that  needs  to  be  considered  at  the  mo- 
ment. Our  strength  lies  in  the  principle  of  diversity  in 
unity.  Within  the  boundaries  of  this  free  land,  peoples  of 
the  earth  have  found  haven.  Here  are  the  cultures  of  Europe 
and  the  traditions  of  many  nations.  Here  are  the  cultures 
of  Asia  and  of  Africa  and  the  heritage,  not  of  the  centuries, 
but  of  millenniums.  Methodism  must  be  wise  enough  to 
proclaim  its  message  in  terms  of  the  creative  regionalism  of 
this  great  land,  rather  than  in  terms  of  a  rigid  conformity 
that  would  make  us  all  poorer  and  none  richer.  The  unifying 
power  lies  in  the  common  objective,  the  proclamation  of  the 
good  news  of  God.  But  we  must  be  wise  enough  to  allow 
men  who  know  the  Far  West  to  preach  and  teach  and  serve 
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in  the  fashion  best  calculated  to  reach  the  heart  of  the  West, 
and  similarly  the  South,  the  East,  and  all  the  other  sections. 
In  this  freedom,  there  is  opportunity  for  the  fullest  expres- 
sion of  the  creative  individual  and  the  creative  community. 

But  there  are  unifying  factors  that  need  to  be  considered. 
When  in  democratic  decision  the  Church  adopts  its  ritual, 
its  orders  of  service,  there  is  an  obligation  upon  all  who 
believe  in  the  democratic  way  to  observe  the  democratic 
decisions.  There  is  something  strangely  incongruous  in  the 
individual  who  insists  upon  rewriting  the  wedding  service 
or  revising  the  ritual  of  the  Holy  Communion.  Our  people 
move  from  one  section  of  the  nation  to  the  other.  They 
should  feel  at  home  in  any  Methodist  church  in  any  part  of 
the  nation.  When  they  receive  the  bread  and  wine  of  Holy 
Communion,  they  should  be  able  to  receive  it  as  members 
of  a  family,  accustomed  to  the  practices  of  the  family, 
rather  than  as  strangers  adapting  themselves  to  the  eccen- 
tricities of  an  individual  minister.  There  are  differences  of 
judgment  as  to  whether  our  choirs  should  be  robed  and  our 
ministers  gowned.  There  are  differences  of  opinion  concern- 
ing architecture.  There  are  differences  of  custom  in  the 
singing.  There  are  hymns  that  are  loved  and  oftener  sung 
in  some  parts  of  the  country  than  in  others.  But  we  are  one 
in  Christ  Jesus.  There  must  be  no  attempt  to  regiment  the 
Church.  But  there  must  be  forces  operating  that  unite  our 
people.  Surely,  in  the  use  of  the  ritual  which  the  General 
Conference  calls  upon  our  ministers  faithfully  to  observe,  we 
can  rear  our  children  so  that  the  familiar  words  used  in 
the  baptismal  service,  in  the  reception  of  members  into  the 
Church,  and  in  the  sacred  moments  when  we  lay  our  dead 
away  become  for  them  the  voice  of  the  Church,  treasured 
in  their  memories,  and  binding  them  one  to  another.  We  do 
not  wish  uniformity;  we  do  wish  unity.  There  are  some 
expressions  of  unity  that  should  be  observed  throughout  the 
Church. 

Methodism  and  Rural  America.  The  Council  of  Bishops 
regards  the  National  Rural  Life  Conference  held  last  year 
at  Lincoln.  Nebraska,  as  a  first  significant  step  toward  a 
sound  approach  to  rural  America.  It  is  the  whole  rural 
question  that  must  be  faced  not  only  in  the  United  States 
but  in  all  the  countries  in  which  Methodism  serves  and  this 
calls  for  the  thoughtful  development  of  long-range  plans, 
formulated  by  qualified  Christian  leaders  who  are  at  home 
in  the  wide  range  of  problems  that  run  the  gamut  from  the 
land  question  through  the  baffling  questions  of  providing 
properly  trained  ministers  and  supporting  them,  to  the 
question  of  the  contribution  of  rural  America  to  the  physical

and  spiritual  life  of  the  nation.  We  must  avoid  such  terms 
as  "rural  minister,"  "city  pastor,"  "suburban  preacher." 
We  are  all  ministers  of  the  Church.  But  we  must  recognize 
that  special  training  is  necessary  for  successful  service  in 
different  fields  and  that  there  must  be  made  available  to 
rural  America  men  who  bring  the  highest  of  educational 
preparation,  qualified  to  lead  in  the  country,  ready  to  spend 
their  lives  in  the  country.  This  means  the  Church  has  to 
develop  some  plan  of  adequate  support  and  of  the  fuller 
participation  in  the  policy-forming  bodies  of  the  Church  by 
men  who  serve  in  rural  areas. 

Ordination  afid  the  Sacraments.  The  Uniting  Conference 
adopted  legislation  by  which  unordained  ministers  of  our 
Church  may  be  authorized  to  administer  the  sacraments  of 
baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper.  After  observing  the  opera- 
tion of  this  practice  for  these  nine  years,  we  are  now  more 
than  ever  convinced  that  it  involves  us  in  an  unsound  and 
illogical  position  with  respect  to  the  meaning  of  the  sacra- 
ments and  the  purpose  of  ordination.  The  granting  of  this 
authority  to  ministers  who  have  not  been  ordained  tends  to 
remove  the  incentive  for  seeking  ordination ;  it  sets  our 
Church  at  variance,  at  this  point,  from  the  major  bodies  of 
Protestantism,  and,  in  effect,  it  nullifies  our  conception  of 
an  ordained  ministry. 

We  are  aware  that  the  withholding  of  these  ministerial 
privileges  will  make  less  frequent  the  dispensing  of  the  sac- 
raments in  congregations  where  they  are  now  being  adminis- 
tered by  unordained  pastors.  We  believe,  however,  that 
this  privation  will  be  more  than  compensated  for  by  the 
increased  significance  that  will  be  attached  to  the  sacra- 
ments when  administered  by  the  District  Superintendent  or 
other  ordained  ministers. 

We  respectfully  request  that  this  matter  be  carefully 
reviewed  by  the  General  Conference. 

VII 

Education,  Church  Extension, 
Home  Missions 

The  leaders  of  the  nation  who  will  share  in  the  leader- 
ship of  the  world  tomorrow  are  at  present  in  the  great  col- 
leges and  universities  of  the  lands  in  which  we  serve.  The 
Church  maintains  an  extensive  system  of  schools  and  col- 
leges, and  wisely  carries  the  Gospel  to  the  campus  of  the 
great  state  university  through  its  Wesley  Foundation  and 
through  the  professors  who  have  been  reared  in  our  churches 
and  who  today  are  among  its  most  devoted  leaders.  Among 
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the  many  services  of  the  Church,  services  that  run  from  our 
highly  significant  publishing  interests  to  the  carefully 
planned  program  of  public  relations  of  our  Commission  on 
Public  Information,  none  is  more  important  in  the  long 
look  than  that  of  our  educational  enterprise,  and  none 
deserves  more  careful  attention  and  greater  support.  Our 
educational  service  is  world-wide,  and  requisite  to  obeying 
our  Lord's  command,  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  teach." 

Visitors  to  the  United  States  often  express  surprise  when 
they  note  there  is  a  Methodist  Church  in  nearly  every  com- 
munity of  the  nation.  The  reason  there  are  churches  in  the 
great  cities,  in  the  suburban  communities,  in  the  towns,  the 
villages,  and  the  open  country,  and  in  the  mining  and  lumber 
camps  is  that  our  fathers  built  them  there.  We  went  where 
people  were.  We  preached,  organized,  taught,  and  served. 
We  gladly  report  that  925  churches  were  organized  during 
the  Crusade  for  Christ ;  but  we  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  in 
the  hour  of  perhaps  our  greatest  opportunity  the  Church 
has  not  developed  a  strategy  of  church  extension  commen- 
surate with  both  the  need  and  the  opportunity.  Wherever 
possible,  unrestricted  funds  available  for  church  extension 
should  be  invested  in  building  new  churches.  These  funds 
become  immediately  productive  in  winning  men  for  Christ, 
and  also  financially  productive,  since  greater  giving  from 
greater  numbers  means  increased  support  of  our  whole 
program  of  World  Service.  The  choice  of  sites,  the  erection 
of  new  churches,  regard  for  comity,  and  the  entire  question 
of  extension  call  for  careful  planning  upon  at  least  an  Area 
basis  and  for  the  resources  of  a  section  sufficiently  large  to 
insure  proper  support.  The  issue  is  one  of  first  importance, 
and  calls  for  creative  imagination  and  constructive  direction. 

Our  home  missionary  enterprise  maintains  significant 
institutions  and  renders  compassionate  service  from  Maine 
to  California  and  from  Alaska  to  Hawaii  and  the  West 
Indies ;  and  is  developing  an  increasingly  effective  program 
in  the  great  cities  and  the  open  country. 

VIII 
The  Reunion  of  the  Churches 

The  primary  purpose  that  must  lie  beneath  all  attempts 
to  achieve  the  reunion  of  the  Churches  is  that  the  Gospel 
may  be  preached  and  practiced  more  eflfectively,  that  salva- 
tion may  come  to  man  and  to  society. 

It  is  most  unfortunate  that  discussions  of  unity  center 
upon  aspects  of  order  that  for  some  are  of  doubtful  histori- 
cal validity  or  upon  involved  theological  statements,  all  too 
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often  expressive  of  but  a  segment  of  the  Gospel.  The  funda- 
mental basis  of  unity  lies  in  the  experience  that  the  sincere 
seeker  after  salvation  finds  in  Christ  Jesus.  It  is  this  experi- 
ence of  Christ  that  must  be  regarded  as  primary.  Surely, 
those  who  have  experienced  the  redeeming  love  of  Christ, 
who  are  resolved  to  do  the  will  of  the  Father,  and  have 
become  possessors  of  the  power  promised  to  all  who  accept 
Him,  in  a  word,  those  who  have  become  new  creatures  in 
Christ  Jesus,  belong  to  the  body  of  Christ.  Can  anyone  deny 
that  the  Church  is  present  wherever  the  spirit  of  Christ  thus 
lives  in  a  body  of  sincere  followers?  Is  there  not  a  truer  basis 
for  unity  in  the  experience  of  the  redeeming  love  of  Christ 
and  greater  possibility  of  fellowship  in  the  possession  of  the 
changed  heart? 

The  churches  must  become  the  Church.  We  must  move 
from  the  exploration  of  the  possibilities  of  union  to  the  crea- 
tion of  the  spirit  and  structure  of  union.  We  believe  union 
must  be  achieved.  We  believe  our  laity  and  our  clergy  desire 
union.  We  believe  our  Lord  is  calling  upon  us  to  unite. 

Christians  worship  the  same  God.  We  adore  and  worship 
the  same  Christ,  our  Saviour.  We  are  inspired  by  the  same 
Holy  Spirit.  We  believe  in  the  life  everlasting.  We  repeat 
similar  creeds.  The  basis  of  union  lies  in  the  declaration  of 
Peter,  "Thou  art  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  living  God." 
Jesus  saw  in  this  faith  the  rock  upon  which  He  would  build 
His  Church. 

But  we  must  be  clear  as  to  the  purpose  that  summons 
us  to  the  reunion  of  the  Churches.  Unity  we  know  is  an  ideal, 
a  worthy  end.  Union  is  a  means.  Its  value  is  determined  by 
its  contribution  to  unity.  Thus  unity  may  exist  without 
union,  and  union  might  be  established  without  unity.  It  is 
"the  everlasting  Gospel"  that  is  to  be  proclaimed,  the  Gospel 
that  came  not  in  word  but  in  power,  the  Gospel  of  which 
Paul  was  not  ashamed,  the  Gospel  Jesus  preached  unto  the 
poor,  the  Gospel  in  which  lies  the  hope  of  the  world. 

The  Church  universal  is  divided  into  many  Churches. 
Among  them  are  the  Protestant  churches,  the  Eastern 
Orthodox  -churches,  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  and  other 
communions.  In  nearly  all  of  them,  the  Apostles'  Creed, 
with  its  declaration  "I  believe  in  the  Holy  Catholic  Church," 
is  repeated  in  services  of  worship.  No  one  of  these  churches, 
to  the  exclusion  of  others,  is  the  Holy  Catholic  Church.  All 
of  them  are  part  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church.  The  reunion 
of  Christendom  can  never  be  achieved  by  one  part  of  the 
Holy  Catholic  Church  insisting  that  all  other  parts  shall  deny 
their  Christian  convictions  and  shall  discard  their  creative 
contributions  in  order  to  return  to  a  part  of.  the  Church 
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Universal.  First  steps  toward  union  must  be  taken  by  the 
Protestant  communions.  The  Protestant  Churches  must 
continue  the  present  brotherly  and  inspiring  co-operation 
with  the  Eastern  Orthodox  churches  until  such  time  as 
Protestantism  is  itself  reunited.  They  may  then  consider 
union  with  Eastern  Orthodoxy,  which  it  is  prayerfully 
hoped  may  be  consummated.  When  the  full  union  of 
Protestantism  and  of  Eastern  Orthodoxy  is  accomplished 
and  the  Christians  of  the  world  belong  to  but  two  great 
Churches,  the  leadership  of  that  day  may  be  Christian 
enough  and  creative  enough  to  kneel  before  a  common  altar, 
beg  forgiveness  of  the  Christ  for  disunity,  and,  sharing  in 
the  bread  and  wine  of  Holy  Communion,  rise  in  His  spirit  to 
form  the  Holy  Catholic  Church  to  which  all  Christians  may 
belong. 

There  is  far  more  unity  than  many  realize.  It  is  stated 
that  there  are  256  denominations  in  the  United  States,  and 
that  is  true.  But  it  is  also  true  there  are  13  bodies  that  have 
one  million  members  or  more,  and  in  the  13  are  82  per  cent 
of  the  total  membership  of  all  the  Churches.  There  are  55 
denominations  that  have  50,000  members  or  more,  and  in 
the  55  are  97.4  per  cent  of  all  the  church  membership  of  the 
nation.  Thus,  in  the  201  small  groups  there  is  but  2.6  per 
cent  of  the  membership.  This  is  not  to  discount  smallness. 
Some  of  the  smaller  denominations  have  made  vital  con- 
tributions to  the  spiritual  life.  It  is  to  indicate  that  the  union 
of  the  major  Protestant  denominations  would  bring  together 
most  of  the  Protestant  membership  of  the  nation. 

A  Church  that  seeks  to  serve  a  world  struggling  toward 
unity  must  reveal  the  unity  to  which  it  summons  the  world. 
Union  must,  of  course,  preserve  and  develop  the  creative 
msights  and  practices  of  the  many  in  order  to  enrich  the  life 
of  the  one.  Unity  must  be  considered  in  terms  of  the  spirit, 
rather  than  in  terms  of  form.  There  will  be  unity  in  essen- 
tials, diversity  in  non-essentials.  The  identities  that  unite 
are  more  significant  than  the  differences  that  divide.  There 
will  be  oneness  in  faith,  variety  in  order. 

We  must  make  a  fundamental  decision.  Is  union  of  such 
worth  that  we  are  ready  to  overcome  the  obstacles  that 
lie  between  us  and  its  realization?  If  the  answer  is  in 
the  afl^rmative,  then  the  approach  to  union  must  be  changed. 
Do  we  believe  that  union  is  the  will  of  God  for  His 
people?  Then  let  us  make  the  grand  decision  in  the  supreme 
legislative  bodies  or  judicatories  of  the  denominations  that 
desire  union  enough  to  make  decision.  Strategic  decision 
must  precede  the  necessary  but  subsequent  question  of 
tactics.  Let  each  communion   in  its  own   wav  discuss  the 
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fundamental  question,  Is  union  so  desirable  that  we  are 
resolved  to  win  it?  If  the  decision  is  affirmative  then  such 
bodies  can  appoint  the  best  qualified  representatives  quali- 
fied in  terms  of  understanding  the  spiritual  riches  that  par- 
ticular communion  can  contribute  to  union,  qualified  in  the 
history  of  the  service  of  that  communion,  but  qualified, 
above  all,  by  a  life  of  Christian  spirit. 

When  six  or  eight  or  ten  such  communions  have  taken 
such  action,  let  the  representatives  meet  and  remain  to- 
gether long  enough  to  know  one  another,  long  enough  for 
another  Pentecost.  Let  them  draft  a  Plan  of  Union.  They 
would  be  working  under  basic  instructions  to  achieve  union. 
Their  purpose  would  not  be  to  explore  the  possibilities  of 
union.  They  would  not  be  sent  to  enter  into  long  and  inter- 
minable discussion  whose  fundamental  object  was  to  pre- 
serve a  particular  emphasis.  Their  object  would  be  to  dis- 
cover together  in  the  spirit  of  Christ  the  basis  upon  which 
the  Churches  might  become  the  Church.  They  would,  of 
course,  be  forced  to  consider  all  such  matters  as  apostolic 
succession,  immersion,  ritual,  episcopacy,  second  blessing, 
ruling  elders,  and  much  more.  If  the  grand  decision  had 
been  made,  it  is  not  at  all  unlikely  that  the  lesser  factors 
which  now  divide  would  take  their  subordinate  role. 
These  factors  may  be  preserved  in  unity.  Unity  does  not 
emerge  from  them. 

Agreement  is  possible.  Let  the  representatives  be  charged 
solemnly  to  keep  their  eyes  upon  the  Christ  rather  than 
on  the  practices  of  a  particular  communion.  He  will  be 
present,  and  where  He  abides  there  is  the  spirit  of  unity. 

United  action  in  many  fields  would  follow  rapidly. 
Our  foreign  or  overseas  missions  could  become  one  within 
the  world  organization  and  fellowship.  We  could  have  a 
common  hymnal.  There  could  be  a  Protestant  daily  paper. 
With  what  strength  we  could  take  up  the  modern  media 
of  radio  and  of  television,  and  use  them  both  for  the  glory 
of  God!  Visual  education  would  cease  to  be  the  sorry 
attempt  of  amateurs  who  enter  a  field  calling  for  the  highest 
art.  A  united  Protestantism  could  summon  the  talents  of 
the  greatest  artists  of  the  earth,  and  from  the  screen  would 
come  the  message  of  our  Lord.  There  could  be  a  united 
system  of  higher  education,  unitedly  supported,  in  which  we 
would  train  the  lay  leadership  of  our  Church,  the  teachers 
for  our  colleges  and  universities,  and,  in  united  theological 
seminaries,  the  ministers  of  the  Church. 

The  union  of  American  Christianity  would  electrify  the 
world  and  accelerate  the  trends  toward  union  in  every 
continent.  We  speak  with  the  authority  of  experience.  We 
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have  achieved  union.  The  experience  of  Methodists  in  a 
united  Church  validates  faith  in  the  larger  union. 

Our  people  are  weary  of  discussion  that  has  seemed  to 
be  a  defense  of  our  denominational  ways  rather  than  a  dis- 
covery of  His  divine  way. 

Let  us  unite !  Our  laity  and  our  clergy  desire  union. 
Our  Lord  is  calling  upon  us  to  unite.  Let  the  Methodists 
take  the  lead  in  a  great  affirmative  decision,  stating  that  we 
desire  union.  Let  us  await  similar  affirmative  decisions  upon 
the  part  of  our  sister  denominations,  and  when  a  sufficient 
number  of  such  decisions  have  been  made,  then  let  our 
representatives  meet  in  council,  charged  with  developing  a 
plan  that  can  be  submitted  to  the  respective  bodies,  a  plan 
designed  to  unite  the  forces  of  Christ. 

Our  sons  sleep  beneath  the  crosses  because  we  have  not 
brought  all  men  to  the  cross.  "And  I,  if  I  be  lifted  up,  will 
draw  all  men  unto  me."  When  a  United  Church  of  Christ 
is  established,  He  will  be  lifted  up! 

IX 

The  International  Situation 
International  skies  are  dark.  Storm  clouds,  driven  by 
the  rising  winds  of  selfish  nationalism,  revolutionary  phi- 
losophy, reactionary  greed,  propaganda  falsehoods,  pagan 
principles,  materialism,  and  sin,  are  portents  of  war,  and 
obscure  the  sun.  Lightning  flashes  reveal  bewildered  leaders 
of  the  people  whose  voices  are  lost  in  the  thunders  of  con- 
fusion. But  wise  men  hear  once  again  from  the  mountain 
tops,  "Thou  shalt  have  no  other  gods  before  me." 

In  such  an  hour  the  Church  must  lead.  The  summons 
must  be  clear,  courageous,  convincing.  The  Church  must 
summon  man  to  his  knees.  In  the  silence  of  the  repentance 
hour,  man  must  hear  the  Christ  speak  again,  "Follow  Me!" 
We  know  His  Way ;  we  know  His  Truth ;  we  know  His  Life. 
But  to  find  His  Way  and  to  apply  His  Truth  in  complex 
situations  is  fraught  with  difficulty.  Some  sincere  men, 
who  are  not  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  decision  in 
complex  international  situations,  proclaim  the  Christian 
ideal  and  believe  their  duty  is  done.  But  the  man  of  respon- 
sibility must  apply  the  ideal,  and  is  responsible  for  the 
results  that  follow  application.  We  are  charged  not  only 
with  loving  God  but  "to  love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself." 
What  does  that  mean  when  our  neighbor  is  a  totalitarian 
dictator?  We  are  children  of  one  Father.  How  do  we  express 
brotherhood  in  Palestine?  "Seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of 
God."  Yes.  But,  in  the  seeking,  what  action  is  demanded 
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in  Czechoslovakia?  At  the  very  moment  we  sit  in  judgment 
upon  totalitarian  tyranny,  Communist  propagandists  ask, 
"And  what  does  American  democracy  mean?" 

We,  too,  must  ask.  Does  brotherhood,  does  Christi- 
anity, within  the  freedom  of  democracy  justify  restricting 
the  vote  to  the  white  man  while  denying  it  to  the  red  man, 
the  black  man?  Does  the  declaration  that  every  human 
being  is  of  infinite  worth  as  a  son  of  God  permit  us  to  deny 
civil  liberty  to  the  American  Negro  ?  Is  segregation  a  pattern 
expressive  of  the  spirit  present  when,  in  the  name  of  Jesus, 
we  repeat  the  Lord's  Prayer  beginning  "Our  Father"? 
What  is  demanded  of  Christians  when  mobs  in  race  riots 
in  North  or  South  kill  black  men,  not  because  these  men  are 
thought  to  be  guilty  of  a  crime  but  simply  because  they  are 
black?  Is  there  a  duty  to  ferret  out  the  unpunished  members 
of  such  mobs?  And  what  of  the  unpunished  murderers  who 
lynch  a  man,  even  though  they  may  think  him  to  be  guilty? 

What  does  our  Christianity  mean?  What  is  the  Chris- 
tian course  in  a  coal  town  where  men  and  women  yesterday 
lived  in  company  houses,  bought  at  company  stores,  were 
ruled  by  company  regulations,  were  given  work  but  two  days 
a  week  at  hazardous  toil,  toil  essential  to  the  national  life, 
were  exploited,  and  often  misrepresented  in  the  press?  On 
whom  should  condemnation  rest  ?  Upon  that  portion  of  such 
communities  whose  indulgences  in  sex  and  alcohol  made 
them  kinsmen  of  the  beasts,  or  upon  those  who  thought  of 
these  human  beings  as  commodities,  to  be  used  in  the  pro- 
duction of  coal  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  owned  ? 

Is  it  to  be  wondered  at  that  men  should  later  organize 
and  follow  a  leader  whose  word  is  sufficient  to  paralyze  the 
industrial  life  of  the  nation,  in  attempts  to  solve  issues  of 
wages,  conditions  of  work,  and  pensions?  And  what  is  the 
duty  of  Christian  leadership  when  owners  and  managers 
refuse  to  consider  constructive  proposals,  knowing  perfectly 
well  that  the  only  recourse  of  the  w^orkers  is  the  strike,  which 
withholds  his  labor  power  but  which  also  may  bring  down 
upon  him  the  wrath  of  the  community?  Have  we  no  message 
for  the  work-life  of  man?  Is  "trade  but  war  grown  miserly"  ? 

The  economic  and  the  international  issues  cannot  be 
divorced.  Structures  designed  to  establish  law  and  order 
cannot  be  reared  upon  foundations  of  economic  injustice. 
This  is  to  build  houses  upon  the  sand.  Houses  that  would 
stand  the  storms  must  be  built  upon  the  rock  of  the  moral 
law.  The  Church  must  come  to  grips  with  reality.  It  dare 
not  be  the  priest  of  perfectionism,  refusing  to  soil  its  hands 
in  ministry  to  the  common  life.  Nor  dare  it  be  the  preacher 
of  an  expediency  that  refuses  to  judge  all  practices  by  the

absolutes  of  our  faith.  The  Church  has  the  duty  of  judging 
concrete  proposals  by  the  absolutes  of  our  faith.  The  Church 
never  pledges  itself  in  perpetuity  to  less  than  the  ideal ;  but  it 
may  well  give  support  to  measures  that  presently  are  less 
than  the  ideal ;  providing  they  are  all  that  we  can  achieve  in 
common  agreement  and  evident  advance  toward  the  ideal. 
Just  as  certainly,  the  Church  must  oppose  unalterably  those 
measures  that  upon  evidence  indicate  that  we  are  moving 
away  from  the  ideal. 

The  Church  must  deal  with  economic  injustice.  It  must 
not  think  it  has  solved  the  problem  of  contemporary  society 
by  summoning  men  to  a  holy  war  against  Communism.  It 
must  understand  the  dynamic  challenge  to  our  faith  that 
lies  in  Communism ;  but  it  must  know  that  such  a  challenge 
cannot  be  driven  back  by  bayonets.  It  is  a  strange  short- 
sightedness that  trains  our  candidates  for  the  ministry  in 
comparative  religion,  and  rightly  so,  but  fails  to  acquaint 
our  leaders  with  the  philosophies,  the  social  theories,  the 
tactics,  the  economics  of  the  contemporary  challenges  to  our 
faith.  Christianity  is  still  challenged  by  other  religions  but 
it  stands  superior  and  secure.  We  must  understand  the 
real  challenges. 

The  Churches  properly  backed  the  European  Recovery 
Plan.  Its  true  significance  lies  in  the  fact  that  it  seeks  to 
bring  health  back  to  the  sick  democracies  of  Europe.  It  does 
deserve  full  support.  We  must  make  it  clear,  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  did,  that  "our  policy  is  directed  not  against  any 
country  or  doctrine,  but  against  hunger,  poverty,  despera- 
tion, and  chaos."  Communism  takes  root  in  the  soil  of 
poverty.  Its  germs  lodge  in  empty  stomachs.  It  was  unfor- 
tunate that  the  European  Recovery  Plan  should  have  been 
linked  with  the  demand  for  Universal  Military  Training  and 
the  call  for  the  return  of  Selective  Service.  These  are  meas- 
ures that  should  have  been  considered  separately,  and  upon 
their  merits. 

Among  the  treasured  words  of  the  American  people, 
none  is  more  precious  than  freedom.  We  have  enjoyed  the 
privileges  of  freedom  so  long  that  we  are  in  danger"  of  for- 
getting that  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty.  Demo- 
cratic freedom  is  challenged  by  the  totalitarianism  of  the 
right,  called  Fascism,  and  by  the  totalitarianism  of  the  left, 
called  Communism.  It  is  likewise  endangered  by  the  repudi- 
ation of  its  basic  principles  where  ecclesiastical  organization 
is  authoritarian  or  the  economic  life  is  autocratic.  We  can- 
not defeat  totalitarianism  by  allying  ourselves  with  totali- 
tarianism, whether  it  be  ecclesiastical  or  political ;  that  is  to 
say,  we  cannot  defeat  the  real  enemy  which  is  the  denial  of 
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freedom  by  setting  up  fascist  puppets  to  block  communist 
propagandists. 

Americans  believed  freedom  was  about  to  be  crushed 
by  the  Nazis.  They  sent  their  sons  to  battlefields  that  free- 
dom might  live.  The  armies  of  the  Nazis  were  defeated,  but 
the  ideology  of  the  Nazis  was  not.  It  must  be  beaten ;  other- 
wise it  stands  as  an  ever-present  threat  to  freedom.  Another 
dynamic  ideology  is  abroad.  Regardless  of  its  use  of  the 
term  democracy,  the  fact  is  that  freedom,  as  we  know  it, 
disappears  when  the  Communist  comes  to  power.  However, 
we  make  a  serious  mistake  when  we  equate  Communism 
and  Fascism' and  think  that  the  method  used  in  containing 
Fascism  is  the  wise  method  to  use  in  containing  Com- 
munism. It  is  true  that  in  each  case  we  face  a  police  state ; 
that  civil  liberty  is  abrogated ;  that  opposition  is  confined  in 
concentration  camp  or  decapitated.  But  the  methods  used 
to  extend  the  ideology  differ,  and  the  basic  concepts  of  the 
ideologies  differ,  with  the  result  that  the  appeal  to  the  masses 
in  other  lands  also  differs. 

The  Nazi  talked  of  a  "master  race."  He  brazenly  con- 
ceived a  world  in  which  the  Nazi  would  be  master  and  the 
'rest  of  mankind  serfs.  He  insisted  that  the  State  had  the 
right  to  determine  the  philosophy  to  which  every  individual 
who  lived  within  the  State  must  give  assent,  and  that  the 
State  had  the  right  to  mobilize  every  impact  upon  the  rising 
mind — press,  radio,  school,  church — to  the  end  that  every- 
one would  be  indoctrinated  and  thus  become  a  living 
expression  of  that  philosophy.  The  Nazi  declared  the  State 
was  absolute,  before  which  individuals  and  groups  were 
relative.  He  argued  that  Fascism  was  for  the  individual 
in  so  far  as  the  individual  coincided  with  the  State,  and  he 
looked  forward  to  the  imposition  of  this  view  upon  the 
peoples  of  the  earth.  The  Nazi  method  of  advance  was 
invasion.  The  Communist  method,  on  the  contrary,  is 
infiltration. 

The  Communist  does  not  talk  of  "master  race."  He 
talks  of  a  "classless  society."  He  does  not  envision  a  serf- 
like mankind,  but  proclaims  he  is  out  for  "the  abolition  of 
the  exploitation  of  man  by  man."  In  his  theory,  he  even 
talks  about  the  State  "withering  away"  and  uses  the  term 
democracy  in  a  fashion  confusing  to  us  who  cannot  think  of 
democracy  apart  from  civil  liberties.  But  his  appeal  to  the 
world  is  very  different  from  that  of  the  Fascist.  Invading 
armies  must  be  met  by  defending  armies,  who  subsequently 
take  the  initiative  and  destroy  the  invader.  An  invading 
ideology  that  appeals  to  the  "exploited"  must  be  met  by  a 
better  ideology  that  has  demonstrated  its  ability  to  bring 
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better  life  to  human  beings.  Dynamic  democracy  is  a  better 
society  than  dictatorship  can  ever  build. 

We  reject  Communism,  its  materialism,  its  method  of 
class  war,  its  use  of  dictatorship,  its  fallacious  economics  and 
its  false  theory  of  social  development ;  but  we  know  that  the 
only  way  to  defeat  it  permanently  is  to  use  the  freedom  of 
our  own  Democracy  to  establish  economic  justice  and  racial 
brotherhood.  It  is  the  man  who  is  not  exploited  who  is  deaf 
to  the  slogan  "abolish  the  exploitation  of  man  by  man." 
It  is  the  man  who  knows  he  is  treated  justly  who  refuses  the 
sinister  suggestion  of  revolutionary  activity  to  win  justice. 

The  most  effective  anti-toxin  to  dictatorship  abroad  is 
life-giving  democracy  at  home.  It  is  a  healthy  democracy 
that  is  immune  to  communist  bacteria. 

Fundamentally,  the  tensions  are  ideological.  There  are 
those  who  see  in  Soviet  expansion  an  expression  of  national- 
ism, and  therefore  contend  that  we  confront  a  new  imperi- 
alist force  that  must  be  restrained  if  our  own  national 
interests  are  to  be  protected.  Russia  is  dynamic,  and  is  acute- 
ly aware  of  its  new  place  in  the  world.  There  is  a  rise  of 
nationalistic  spirit.  However,  the  problems  of  territory, 
bases,  access  to  the  Mediterranean,  and  the  like  would  not 
be  difficult  of  solution  if  they  were  divorced  from  communist 
ideology.  It  is  the  fear  that  concession  in  matters  of  bounda- 
ries and  compromise  in  demands  for  friendly  border  states 
are,  in  effect,  an  appeasement  of  an  ideology  that  contem- 
plates the  mastery  of  the  world  that  constitutes  the  basic 
difficulty. 

Religious  leaders  and  men  charged  with  political  re- 
sponsibility must  face  a  fundamental  fact.  Ideas  cannot  be 
destroyed  by  military  force.  It  is  possible  to  destroy  the 
cities  of  an  enemy,  to  bring  his  armed  forces  to  surrender,  in 
a  word,  to  defeat  him  as  far  as  the  physical  power  to  resist 
is  concerned.  But  an  ideology  cannot  be  suffocated  by  poison 
gas  nor  demolished  by  atomic  bombs.  Ideas  are  conquered 
by  better  ideas  whose  truth  has  been  revealed  in  practices 
that  enrich  personality. 

The  most  certain  way  to  destroy  dictatorship  abroad  is 
to  establish  democracy  at  home.  Liberty,  equality,  and 
fraternity  are  contagious,  and  if  present  in  sufficient  vitality 
may  become  epidemic.  Let  people  who  suffer  dictatorship 
behold  a  nation  in  which  man  has  preserved  his  liberty, 
established  equality,  and  practices  fraternity,  and  it  is 
certain  as  day  follows  night  that  such  vision  will  become  a 
revolutionary  force  that  will  not  rest  until  freedom  is  won. 
Socially  controllaV)le  inequalities  must  be  removed.  Justice 
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and  brotherhood  within  the  conditions  of  freedom  are  like 
bells.  They  sound  the  death  knell  of  Communism. 

Communism  will  never  win  a  democratic  and  just 
America.  Communism  does  not  grow  in  the  soil  of  freedom 
and  justice.  It  takes  root  in  the  soil  of  exploitation.  It  is 
Democracy — more  of  it,  not  less  of  it — that  will  win  the 
morrow. 

Preparedness  is  not  alone  a  matter  of  adequate  military 
force  to  repel  aggression  and  to  preserve  our  liberty.  It  is  a 
matter  of  removing  the  injustices  suffered  in  North  and 
South  alike  by  the  American  Negro  to  whom  the  Communist 
is  whispering  so  insistently ;  it  is  a  matter  of  eradicating  the 
prejudice  that  stalks  arrogantly  in  anti-Semitism  and  in  the 
religious  intolerance  that  demands  freedom  for  itself  but 
denies  it  to  others ;  it  is  a  matter  of  understanding  and  acting 
upon  the  fact  that  the  desire  for  abundant  living  is  now 
buttressed  by  the  belief  that  it  is  only  ignorance  and  selfish- 
ness that  stand  between  the  common  man  and  such  use  of  the 
productive  machine  as  will  produce  all  that  is  necessary, 
useful,  or  beautiful,  and  distribute  such  productivity  so  as 
to  make  possible  for  all  the  phvsical  base  for  the  spiritual 
life. 

,  Wise  men  will  see  that  the  nation  is  properly  prepared 
to  protect  itself  from  aggressors  and  to  maintain  its  exist- 
ence in  freedom.  They  will  seek  increasingly  to  find  security 
in  an  ordered  world.  They  will  co-operate  with  other 
nations  in  the  United  Nations  until  world  law  and  order 
shall  have  supplanted  international  anarchy,  the  sword 
becomes  the  ploughshare,  and  the  scorched  earth  becomes 
the  good  earth.  But  such  men  will  also  see  that  true  pre- 
paredness lies  in  example.  Millions  in  days  gone  by  entered 
New  York  Harbor  and  looked  up  in  reverence  to  a  statue 
with  its  lamp  aloft,  the  Statue  of  Liberty.  Such  light  shines 
through  the  fog  of  contemporary  pessimism.  There  is  no 
fifth  column  as  potent  as  the  fact  of  liberty  alive,  justice 
practiced,  brotherhood  revealed.  But  there  is  no  power  in  a 
slogan  that  does  not  possess  reality.  Communism  cannot  be 
conquered  by  force  of  arms. 

Let  us  not  forget  that  it  is  less  the  materialism  dictator- 
ship and  Marxian  economics  that  have  attracted  masses  of 
men  than  the  promise  of  more  abundant  living,  the  abolition 
of  the  exploitation  of  man  by  man,  and  the  setting  up  of  a 
classless  society.  It  is  the  hope  that  the  masses  behold  in 
communism  that  hypnotizes  them.  These  goals  cannot  be 
attained  by  the  communist  method  of  class  war  and  the  use 
of  dictatorship.  They  can  be  won  for  man  in  the  freedom  of 
democracy. 
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American  democracy  cannot  endure  unless  the  institu- 
tions within  the  democratic  community  are  themselves 
democratic.  There  is  a  fundamental  contradiction  between  a 
political  life  organized  on  democratic  principle  and  an 
economic  life  organized  on  undemocratic  principle.  The  right 
of  the  individual  to  participate  in  determining  the  political 
policy  of  the  community  in  which  he  lives  is  accepted.  The 
right  to  participate  in  determining  policy  in  the  shop  in 
which  he  works  or  in  the  church  in  which  he  worships  has 
not  been  fully  accepted.  But  the  latter  right  is  part  and  parcel 
of  democracy.  Fascism  held  that  the  leader  knew  best,  and 
an  elite  ruled.  Capitalism  insisted  for  a  considerable  period 
that  management  employed  by  ownership  should  make  all 
decisions  concerning  the  work-life,  and  the  worker  was  free 
to  accept  or  reject.  The  organization  of  the  worker  and  col- 
lective bargaining  have  modified  this  view,  and  wise  indus- 
trialists now  favor  the  democratic  practice  that  true  collec- 
tive bargaining  involves. 

Obviously,  democracy  does  not  mean  submitting  every 
decision  to  referendum.  This  is  to  paralyze  action.  But  it 
does  involve  the  principle  that  overall  policies  shall  be  based 
on  the  consent  of  the  governed. 

The  whole  principle  of  authoritarianism  must  be  re- 
view^ed.  We  cannot  break  an  individual  up  into  parts  and 
say,  as  a  citizen,  use  your  mind,  vote  your  convictions,  exer- 
cise private  judgment;  but,  as  a  worker,  you  must  be  silent 
and  accept  decisions  that  affect  your  home  and  familv  at 
times  more  intimately  than  does  political  government;  or, 
as  a  church  member,  it  is  not  for  you  to  know  how  vour 
money  is  spent,  or  to  use  your  God-given  mind  to  make 
individual  decision  in  the  realm  of  religion. 

Communism  moves  forward  with  power  because  its 
leaders  know  what  they  want  and  believe  they  know  how 
to  get  it.  They  have  kindled  fires  of  enthusiasm  in  the  hearts 
of  their  youth,  and  these  young  people,  united  in  a  common 
cause,  become  a  conflagration  sweeping  thrdugh  the  forests 
of  exploitation.  We  reject  Communism.  We  know  that 
within  the  freedom  of  democracy  we  can  build  a  society 
at  once  just  as  brotherly,  in  which  creative  talent  may  be 
fully  evoked  and  human  beings  may  live  in  peace  and 
security,  enjoying  fearless  leisure  and  fruitful  labor,  and  in 
which  the  impulse  to  creative  action  and  service  will  be 
stronger  than  the  acquisitive  impulse.  Let  us  recruit  vouth, 
acquaint  them  with  the  thousand-year  struggle  for  political 
freedom,  fire  them  with  passion  to  preserve  it,  and,  more,  to 
use  it  to  bring  equality  and  fraternity  to  their  fellows.  But 
they  must  do  more  than  sing  "Let  Freedom  Ring."  They 
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must  move  out  resolved  to  labor,  to  face  the  problems  with 
cool  and  resolute  mind,  ready  to  live  and  to  die  that  a  society 
may  emerge  fit  to  be  called  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

We  get  nowhere  by  ringing  tocsin  bells,  by  digging  our 
underground  caverns  and  making  ready  for  the  atomic 
bombs  of  Communism.  We  win  the  future  by  moving  into 
the  sunlight,  knowing  democracy  is  a  better  society  than 
dictatorship  can  build,  and  resolved  to  make  democracy 
work.  Intelligence  and  a  social  conscience  pledged  to  en- 
throne the  moral  law  in  social  practice,  can  end  poverty, 
create  full  employment,  release  creative  powers,  direct 
atomic  energy  to  the  enrichment  of  personality,  and,  what  is 
of  greater  importance,  give  the  spirit  of  man  full  opportunity 
to  love  God  with  all  his  mind  and  soul  and  strength  and  his 
neighbor  as  himself. 

We  must  pursue  policies  that  really  mean  peace.  We 
must  make  our  own  democracy  so  just  and  so  brotherly  as 
to  be  impregnable.  What  can  be  done  in  Europe?  Under- 
gird  the  economic  system  as  suggested  in  the  European 
Recovery  Program,  yes ;  but,  more,  make  it  abundantly  clear 
that  the  real  issue  is  the  police  state  versus  the  free  state. 
When  we  seek  to  impose  our  particular  economic  way  upon  a 
free  state,  we  are  contradicting  the  very  proposal  we  make. 
There  are  those  today  who  insist  not  only  upon  the  free 
state  but  what  the  free  state  shall  do  within  its  freedom.  If 
the  people  of  Britain  in  the  freedom  and  the  democracy  of 
Britain  choose  socialistic  measures  to  solve  their  problems, 
that  is  the  affair  of  Britain.  If  the  Scandinavian  people  find 
in  the  great  co-operatives  wise  answers  to  some  of  their 
problems,  that  is  their  business.  If  the  small  landholder  in 
France  desires  individual  ownership  of  the  farms  and  is 
fundamentally  opposed  to  any  attempt  at  collectivism,  that 
is  the  business  of  the  people  of  France.  When  we  seek  to 
impose  our  way  upon  other  peoples,  we  are  not  winning  them, 
we  are  alienating  them.  Our  high  privilege  is  to  co-operate 
in  maintaining  the  conditions  of  freedom  and  in  abiding  by 
the  decisions  of  freedom. 

Some  advocate  dropping  atomic  bombs  on  Russia,  with- 
out so  much  as  asking,  what  does  such  a  course  mean? 
Does  it  remove  the  injustices  suffered  by  the  peasants  of 
Europe?  Does  it  remove  the  barriers  to  trade  erected  by  the 
foolish  nationalisms  of  little  states,  no  one  of  which  is  a 
self-sufficient  economic  unit?  Does  it  mean  that  in  the  event 
Russia  were  to  occupy  Europe  we  would  then  demolish 
Paris,  Rome,  Brussels,  The  Hague,  Prague?  And  how  many 
hundreds  of  such  bombs  would  have  to  be  dropped  upon  a 
nation  that  occupies  one-sixth  of  the  land  area  of  the  globe?

What  produces  these  revolutionary  movements?  Are  there 
no  causes  that  must  be  understood  and  removed?  It  is 
calmer,  more  creative,  more  courageous  leadership  that  is 
needed. 

Would  the  three  billions  of  dollars  advocated  for  Uni- 
versal Military  Training  bring  greater  security  to  this  land 
than  a  similar  three  billions  used  to  perfect  our  educational 
life,  to  provide  proper  security  for  old  age  and  those  who 
are  incapacitated,  arrange  to  bring  thousands  of  young 
people  from  overseas  to  study  in  our  universities,  to  learn 
of  our  democracy  and  to  return  with  our  democratic  ideals 
to  their  own  lands?  We  are  being  high-pressured  into  unwise 
ways  by  men  who  lack  wisdom. 

There  is  need  today  for  men  who  sit  at  conference 
tables  to  kneel  first  at  the  table  of  the  Lord.  Men  who  have 
received  the  bread  and  wine  of  holy  communion  are  less 
likely  to  center  attention  upon  the  boundaries  that  divide 
than  upon  the  brotherhood  that  unites.  Men  who  have 
heard,  "This  is  my  body;  this  is  my  blood"  are  better 
qualified  to  make  decisions  in  the  realm  of  values  than  men 
who  have  been  reared  under  the  pagan  axioms  that  self- 
interest  is  the  only  sufficient  motive  to  drive  men  to  real 
achievement;  that  moral  right  must  bow  to  economic 
necessity ;  that  war  is  inevitable. 

With  the  surrender  of  the  German  and  Japanese  forces, 
the  world  prayed  for  peace,  and  the  enlightened  peoples 
labored  to  establish  the  institutions  for  peace  at  the  world 
level.  It  is  with  strict  regard  for  fact  to  record  that  no  body 
of  American  citizens  was  more  influential  in  creating  the 
public  opinion  requisite  to  the  adoption  of  the  Charter  of  the 
United  Nations  than  were  the  members  of  the  Churches. 
Leadership,  Christian  and  competent,  insisted  that  peace 
must  be  creative  and  curative. 

Beneath  the  surface  struggle,  slowly  but  irresistibly, 
man  moves  from  selfish  nationalism  to  sensible  international- 
ism, from  competitive  struggle  to  co-operative  endeavor, 
from  religion  based  upon  authority  to  religion  grounded  in 
experience.  We  know  that  the  great  issues,  internationally 
and  socially,  have  to  do  with  power  and  justice.  Power  must 
be  brought  under  democratic  control.  Justice  must  be  estab- 
lished by  the  democratic  process.  The  first  will  involve 
fundamental  revisions  in  our  conceptions  of  sovereignty, 
and  the  second  similar  revisions  in  our  conceptions  of  prop- 
erty. Economic  practices  must  be  judged  by  ethical  criteria, 
and  man  must  learn  that  the  moral  law  is  relevant  to  all  his 
practices.  The  United  Nations,  more  particularly  in  the 
Assembly  and  the  collateral  organizations  such  as  UNESCO 
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and  the  Commission  on  the  Bill  of  Rights,  have  made  notable 
advance  in  an  unusually  difficult  period.  The  Assembly  is 
becoming  an  expression  of  public  opinion  of  the  world, 
and  no  nation  will  dare  for  long  to  be  in  contempt  of  that 
opinion. 

But  into  the  international  scene  a  force  has  been  pro- 
jected that  threatens  the  free  society,  and  must  be  restrained, 
if  we  are  to  establish  the  just  society,  and  some  day,  please 
God,  enjoy  the  brotherly  society.  Christianity  and  Democ- 
racy alike  are  confronted  by  Communism.  There  is  an 
approach  somewhat  camouflaged  by  ponderous  phrasing 
and  scholastic  style  that  in  effect  is  but  the  declaration  of  a 
holy  war  on  Communism.  The  real  purpose  that  lies  behind 
the  war  is  to  retain  the  power,  the  property,  and  the  prestige 
possessed  by  those  who  advocate  it.  Methodism  must 
approach  the  challenge  of  Communism  not  in  terms  of  pro- 
tecting its  physical  properties  but  in  terms  of  preserving 
freedom,  of  respecting  personality,  of  enthroning  the  faith 
of  Christ  in  the  practice  of  men.  It  must  approach  the  whole 
question  of  Communism  with  its  eyes  open,  its  mind  alert. 
It  must  understand  the  true  nature  of  this  challenge  to  our 
faith.  To  paraphrase  the  distinguished  leader  of  labor  who 
has  successfully  broken  the  bid  for  Communist  control  of 
his  union,  when  we  divorce  ourselves  from  a  commissar,  we 
must  not  take  a  storm  trooper  to  our  breast.  Too  many 
mistakenly  back  reaction  and  exploitation  in  order  to  defeat 
dictatorship  and  materialism.  We  can  no  more  block  the 
advance  of  Communism  by  allying  ourselves  with  decadent 
reaction,  whether  it  be  the  fascism  of  a  Franco  in  Spain,  the 
greed  of  the  junkers  in  Germany,  or  the  selfishness  of  the 
passing  monarchies  elsewhere,  than  we  can  by  adopting  a 
policy  of  appeasement  and  reliance  on  the  pledged  word  of 
men  whose  philosophy  uses  both  the  truth  and  the  lie  as 
means  to  an  end.  The  attempt  to  break  the  labor  movement, 
the  unwillingness  to  learn  from  the  experience  of  a  century 
of  struggle,  the  paganism  of  the  principles  that  some  enun- 
ciate for  the  economic  order,  the  refusal  to  introduce  the 
democratic  spirit  into  the  work  life  of  men — these  are  all 
doomed  to  failure,  and  play  into  the  hand  of  the  revolu- 
tionary. 

In  all  these  discussions,  areas  in  which  feelings  run  high, 
the  Church  has  an  obligation.  We  dare  not  allow  our  ranks  to 
be  divided  upon  the  basis  of  class.  Class  is  a  concept  too 
small  to  unite  men  for  social  emancipation.  Class  conscious- 
ness can  but  prepare  a  class  to  make  war  upon  another  class. 
Problems  are  not  solved  in  the  spirit  of  class.  But  problems 
are  not  solved  by  refusing  to  admit  their  existence.  That 
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class  consciousness  exists  is  a  challenge  to  eliminate  the 
causes  that  produce  it,  rather  than  to  deny  its  presence. 
Is  it  too  much  to  believe  that  within  the  churches  of  Meth- 
odism, men  of  widely  different  social  views,  men  who 
differ  upon  economic  questions,  men  who  hold  political 
opinions  of  different  nature,  men  who  see  the  world  situation 
from  different  points  of  view,  can  meet  before  the  altar,  and, 
first  confessing  their  sins  and  recognizing  their  oneness  in 
common  loyalty  to  their  Lord,  may  then  bring  their  differing 
understandings  together  in  His  spirit,  to  the  end  that  agree- 
ment can  be  reached  ? 

This  is  an  hour  that  calls  for  agreement  in  the  realm  of 
ends,  and  sufficient  agreement  in  the  matter  of  means  for 
co-operation. 

The  bitter  speech  that  has  characterized  individuals  and 
the  vituperation  present  in  the  columns  of  the  press  and 
heard  at  times  upon  the  radio  do  not  contribute  to  this  hour. 
There  is  much  of  exhortation  upon  these  issues  but  little  of 
the  action  that  leads  to  unity.  Can  there  not  come  from  some 
Ccmmittee  in  the  General  Conference  proposals  that  can  be 
carried  through  our  superb  organization  that  will  insure  the 
frank  facing  of  all  these  issues,  and  then,  in  the  light  of  His 
spirit,  the  development  of  a  program  calculated  to  preserve 
liberty,  to  establish  justice,  and  bring  brotherhood?  We  are 
being  bludgeoned  today  by  slogans  into  which  malicious 
content  has  been  cleverly  placed.  We  label  men  "fascist" 
or  "communist."  We  call  them  "internationalists"  or  "isola- 
tionists." We  speak  of  "big  business"  and  of  "big  labor." 
That  racketeering  has  existed  in  both  business  and  labor 
we  know,  though  some  cleverly  take  the  term  "rack- 
eteer" and  seek  to  associate  it  with  labor  until  all  labor  is 
supposed  to  be  under  the  rule  of  racketeers.  And  others, 
because  of  evil  practices  in  business,  have  sought  to  designate 
all  businessmen  as  "robber  barons."  Surely  understanding 
ought  to  emerge  in  the  Church.  Is  it  possible  for  our  Board 
of  Education  to  prepare  carefully  documented  study  manuals 
that  will  enable  the  Church  to  face  all  of  these  issues  in  terms 
of  all  the  facts?  Thousands  of  our  people  discuss  Commu- 
nism with  the  same  ignorance  that  the  Communist  discusses 
capitalism.  In  Communist  lands,  the  controlled  press  keeps 
from  the  people  the  truth  concerning  conditions  of  life  in  this 
nation.  Ignorance  and  inertia  deny  likewise  to  our  people 
an  understanding  of  what  it  is  that  appeals  to  the  millions 
when  the  Communist  moves  into  other  lands. 

We  must  make  it  abundantly  clear  to  our  people  that 
within  the  freedom  of  Democracy,  men,  ruled  by  Christian 
principles,  can  bring  to  mankind  a  .society  in  which  liberty 
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is  preserved,  justice  established,  and  brotherhood  achieved. 
But  the  faith  must  come  alive  in  works.  The  people  must 
be  able  to  see  the  institutions  and  practices  of  brotherhood. 
They  must  experience  the  security  of  justice  and  the  thrilling 
challenges  of  freedom.  The  emancipation  of  man  will  never 
be  achieved  by  those  who  place  their  faith  in  the  shackles  of 
dictatorship  and  the  manacles  of  materialism.  As  we  prefer 
to  say,  his  salvation  is  won  when,  in  repentance  and  the 
assurance  of  sins  forgiven,  he  goes  with  his  risen  Lord  to  the 
uttermost  parts  of  the  earth  to  teach  the  nations  to  love 
mercy,  to  do  justly,  to  walk  humbly  with  his  God,  in  the 
certainty  of  Christ's  companionship,  for  "Lo,  I  am  with  you 
alway,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world."

The  Church  and  the  Worker 

Churchmen  acquainted  with  the  centuries  know  that  the 
struggle  to  emancipate  the  worker  is  part  of  the  age-long 
resolve  to  lift  man  to  the  status  of  a  brother. 

This  whole  issue  is  of  major  concern  to  the  Church.  Such 
terms  as  "economic  order,"  "the  industrial  machine,"  and 
"economic  democracy"  must  not  obscure  the  fact  that 
we  are  dealing  with  human  beings.  Where  human  beings 
are  present,  the  Church  must  go,  because,  for  the  churchman, 
personality  is  of  infinite  worth.  Institutions  must  be  tested 
by  their  contribution  to  the  enrichment  of  personality.  Just 
as  the  State  must  be  regarded  as  an  instrument  to  be  used 
by  the  people  and  for  them,  so,  too,  the  economic  order,  with 
its  vast  industrial  machine,  its  rich  resources  of  soil,  and  its 
technology,  must  be  regarded  as  a  means  whereby  life  shall 
be  made  fuller  for  all,  in  a  word,  "abundant,"  as  Jesus  put  it. 

The  Church,  therefore,  calls  for  the  rebasing  and  the 
remotivating  of  the  work  life  to  the  end  that  genius  may  have 
full  opportunity  for  expression,  and  men,  in  the  co-operation 
of  full  employment,  may  make  the  earth  productive.  The 
conflict  that  inevitably  flows  from  the  unrestricted  play  of 
self-interest  must  be  eliminated.  The  labor  movements  of 
the  world  have  become  increasingly  powerful.  In  some  sec- 
tions of  the  labor  movement,  the  capitalistic  system  is  ac- 
cepted as  basic.  In  others,  there  is  the  demand  for  socialism. 
In  still  others,  Communism  is  declared  to  be  the  answer. 
Methods  of  change  run  the  gamut  from  peaceful  persuasion 
in  the  exercise  of  political  democracy  to  the  methods  of 
revolutionary  violence.  In  all  these  manifestations,  the 
Church  is  gravely  concerned. 

We  rejoice  in  the  large  and  increasing  number  of  Chris- 
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tian  businessmen  who  are  dedicating  their  executive  and 
engineering  talents  to  the  high  task  of  translating  the  ethical 
ideals  of  Jesus  into  the  practices  of  business  enterprise.  Such 
men  seek  to  discover  scientific  means  to  realize  justice  and 
brotherhood  in  labor  relations.  Such  men  are  pioneering 
the  way  to  the  peaceful  solution  of  the  economic  problem  and 
to  the  better  society.  They  give  generously  of  their  means 
to  the  educational  institutions  of  the  Church,  to  its  ministry 
of  healing  and  of  service,  to  the  missionary  and  evangelistic 
movements  of  Methodism.  The  ministry  of  reconciliation 
becomes  effective  when  such  men  sit  with  men  of  similar 
spirit  from  labor  and,  in  loyalty  to  Christ,  seek  to  discover 
and  to  do  the  will  of  God. 

Many  of  the  leaders  of  labor  are  prominent  churchmen, 
but  all  too  few  churchmen  see  in  labor  a  world-wide  move- 
ment that  means  a  new  social  order  as  truly  as  the  coming 
of  the  machine  meant  the  passing  of  feudalism.  This  the 
Church  must  understand.  It  is  one  thing  to  take  the  Christ 
to  the  work  life  of  man.  It  is  another  to  take  the  work  life 
of  man  to  Jesus.  That  calls  for  fundamental  change.   No 
single  denomination  can  do  this.  It  is  a  co-operative  task. 
Is  the  Church,  representing  the  Christ,  sufRcientlv  clear 
in  Its  vision  of  ends  that  it  may  contribute  a  sense  of  direc- 
tion to  the  labor  movement?  Perhaps  this  is  presumptuous 
even  to  suggest.  Leaders  of  labor  who  have  given  their  lives 
to  better  conditions  surrounding  their  fellow  men  will  prob- 
ably resent  any   such   assumption   upon   the   part   of   the 
Church,  which  in  many  sections  has  been   insensitive  to 
human  needs,  unresponsive  to  the  demands  for  justice,  more 
interested  in  maintaining  its  institutional  life  than  in  using 
it  as  a  means  to  permeate  society  with  the  spirit  of  Jesus 
But,  admitting  the  validity  of  such  an  indictment  as  ap- 
plied to  sections  of  the  Christian  movement,  would  it  be 
thought  inappropriate  to  consider  a  new  missionary  move- 
nient  born  of  humility,  grounded  upon  a  thorough  masterv 
of  religious  thought,  reared  in  the  most  rigorous  of  scientific 
training  and  dedicated  to  labor,  that  seeks  to  make  the 
idealism  of  Jesus  the  ruling  force  in  the  work  life? 

To  be  specific,  dare  we  envision  the  labor  movement  • 
Itself  as  a  means  through  which  the  Christian  ideal  mav 
indeed  become  real?  Millions  of  our  population  are  directly 
related  to  the  labor  movement.  Millions  find  in  labor  oppor- 
tunity to  express  ethical  idealism.  The  Communist  seeks  to 
infiltrate  the  labor  movement,  to  win  it  to  the  ideology  of 
Communism.  Is  there  no  obligation  upon  the  part  of  Chris- 
tianity to  carry  the  religion  of  Jesus  to  the  workers  of  the 
world  in  such  fashion  that  His  teaching  so  masters  our  work 
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life  that  the  worker  may  himself  think  of  the  Christ  as  Lord 
and  Master?  The  Church  sends  its  missionaries  to  the  far 
corners  of  the  earth  to  lay  the  foundations  of  a  Christian 
world.  What  of  a  definite  attempt  to  contribute  to  the  labor 
movement  of  the  world  a  leadership  pledged  to  the  Christ? 

Let  us  suppose  that  The  Methodist  Church  had  defi- 
nitely resolved  to  do  this  thing  under  some  appropriate 
Commission  or  Board  and  had  determined  to  recruit  each 
year  fifty  of  its  finest  youth  to  contribute  to  this  high  end. 
Let  us  assume  that  these  young  people  have  been  selected 
with  the  greatest  care,  that  they  are  persons  of  undoubted 
religious  experience,  of  high  intellectual  qualifications,  of 
executive  ability.  The  plan  would  involve  rigorous  training 
in  some  great  university  center  in  which  they  might  be  pre- 
pared to  become  Jeaders  of  labor,  but  qualified  likewise  to 
become  efficient  operatives  in  mines,  in  mills,  in  factories,  on 
railroads.  Upon  graduation,  are  they  to  present  themselves 
to  the  labor  movement  with  the  declaration.  Here  are  your 
future  leaders?  Not  at  all.  They  are  to  go  to  work,  asking- 
nothing  for  themselves,  with  no  assumption  that  because  of 
their  superior  education  they  are  to  be  chosen  immediately 
as  the  leaders  of  labor.  They  must  win  their  way  in  terms 
of  their  worth.  Let  them  join  the  union  and  rise  to  such 
leadership  as  their  talents  and  service  deserve.  At  first, 
this  will  be  leadership  upon  the  local  level,  subsequently 
upon  the  State  level,  and,  finally,  in  the  national  and  inter- 
national realm.  If  fifty  such  persons  go  into  the  labor  move- 
ment each  year  for  twenty  years,  out  of  this  thousand  will 
come  a  leadership  of  great  power.  It  must  be  pointed  out 
that  this  is  no  plan  to  tone  down  the  demands  for  social 
justice.  A  person  who  gives  himself  to  labor,  who  refuses 
to  accept  promotion  to  the  higher  paid  managerial  position, 
is  a  person  of  conviction.  It  is  the  man  of  conviction  who  is 
loyal  to  the  demand  for  justice  when  the  individual  ruled  by 
expediency  falters  and  fails. 

Let  Methodism  provide  specifically  for  the  recruiting  of 
such  young  people.  Let  them  be  trained  in  our  schools,  given 
the  graduate  courses  necessary  for  full  preparation,  then  let 
them  go  to  work.  The  relation  of  the  Church  to  them  would 
be  one  of  intimate  fellowship,  perhaps  at  the  end  of  five  or 
seven  years  to  provide  a  year  of  continuing  graduate  study 
or  travel.  The  Church  should  be  frank.  It  should  make  the 
plan  perfectly  clear  to  the  leaders  of  labor.  It  should  make 
it  clear  that  we  are  not  seeking  to  infiltrate  and  to  control, 
that  we  are  seeking  solely  to  contribute  in  terms  of  character 
the  finest  young  people  we  possess,  to  the  end  that  the  ideals 
that  will  be  regnant  in  the  conduct  of  labor  for  the  years  to 
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come  will  be  Christian  ideals.  Let  it  be  assumed  that  our 
Church  will  be  contributing-  to  the  business  leadership  of 
the  nation  men  similarly  Christian.  We  are  discussing  at 
the  moment  our  contribution  to  labor.  Is  it  too  much  to 
believe  that  leaders  of  organized  labor  and  leaders  of  organ- 
ized business,  both  followers  of  Jesus  Christ,  may  be  able 
to  face  the  economic  issues  in  terms  of  problem-solving,  in 
terms  of  Christian  brotherhood,  and  thus  enable  us  to  lift 
our  productivity,  to  respect  one  another,  to  avoid  the  ways 
of  class  conflict,  and  to  demonstrate  that  within  freedom 
we  can  move  to  a  social  order  more  just,  more  brotherly 
than  can  be  established  ever  upon  the  basis  of  battle? 

Ours  is  a  twofold  task.  We  are  to  bring  the  Christ  to 
the  individual,  whether  he  be  employer  or  employee,  whether 
he  be  citizen  or  governmental  official,  student  or  teacher, 
layman  or  minister.  This  must  be  affirmed  and  reaffirmed. 
We  are  to  bring  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  the  individual ;  but 
no  thinking  man  will  deny  that  we  must  likewise  create 
those  social  institutions  that  more  truly  express  the  Chris- 
tian ideal.  For  instance,  a  democratic  state  is  a  truer  expres- 
sion of  the  Christian  ideal  than  is  a  totalitarian  state.  A 
community  that  preserves  the  conditions  of  freedom  and 
seeks  as  its  major  objective  the  enrichment  of  personality 
is  a  community  more  expressive  of  the  Christian  ideal  than 
is  the  community  where  tyranny  shackles  the  individual  and 
the  objectives  is  the  rule  of  an  elite  or  a  particular  race  or  a 
particular  class.  Thus  the  question  of  social  organization  is 
a  matter  of  primary  concern  to  the  Christian.  The  question 
of  economic  organization  is  likewise  of  concern.  An  economic 
order  ruled  by  the  principle  of  autocracy,  grounded  in  a 
philosophy  of  materialism,  driven  by  the  spirit  of  self- 
interest,  is  less  Christian  than  an  economic  order  grounded 
in  a  spiritual  philosophy,  democratic  in  organization,  and 
driven  by  the  spirit  of  service.  We  simply  cannot  avoid  our 
dual  responsibility.  Methodism  must  not  divide  itself  into 
those  who  speak  of  the  individual  Gospel  and  those  who 
speak  of  the  social  Gospel.  Strictly  speaking,  there  is  neither 
individual  nor  social  Gospel.  There  is  the  Gospel ;  and  the 
Gospel  calls  for  the  changed  heart  and  the  changed  society. 
What  is  needed  now  is  not  recrimination,  the  labeling  of 
brothers  as  "dangerous"  by  other  brothers,  some  calling 
brothers  "Fascists"  and  other  brothers  calling  brothers 
"Communists."  What  is  needed  is  the  firm  commitment  of 
all  brothers  to  the  Christ  and  the  resolve  that  the  engineer, 
the  educator,  the  economist,  the  executive,  all  men  shall 
seek  so  to  transform  the  practices  of  men  that  they  increas- 
ingly express  the  Christian  ideal. 
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Thus,  as  we  approach  the  economic  order,  we  do  not 
come  to  it  in  terms  of  the  dogmatism  of  the  Communist, 
the  dogmatism  of  the  Capitalist,  or  the  dogmatism  of  the 
Socialist.  We  come  to  it  in  terms  of  the  commands  of  our 
Christ.  The  Christian  Gospel  is  not  found  in  Adam  Smith's 
"Wealth  of  Nations"  nor  in  Karl  Marx'  "Kapital."  It  is 
found  in  Matthew,  Mark,  Luke,  and  John,  in  the  Acts  of 
the  Apostles,  the  Epistles  of  the  New  Testament,  and  the 
vision  of  St.  John  in  The  Revelation.  It  is  found  in  the 
lives  of  the  saints  and  martyrs  and  faithful  servants.  It 
is  found  in  the  continuing  revelation  of  God. 

We  judge  practices  by  the  Christian  Gospel.  If  it  be 
our  sincere  judgment  that  what  is  termed  "free  enterprise" 
gives,  in  the  long  run,  larger  opportunities  for  freedom, 
greater  opportunities  for  the  development  of  personality, 
fuller  opportunity  for  the  expression  of  the  Christian  spirit, 
than  does  collective  enterprise  in  a  given  situation,  we  choose 
free  enterprise.  It  is  quite  possible  that  in  the  overwhelming 
percentage  of  enterprise  in  the  United  States  of  America, 
we  may  hold  that  free  enterprise  gives  in  the  long  run  a 
fuller  chance  for  the  expression  of  Christian  principle  than 
does  any  other  kind  of  enterprise,  not  that  it  is  a  full  expres- 
sion, but,  taken  in  the  large,  that  is  our  judgment.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  may  be  situations  in  which  it  is  far  better 
to  use  what  is  termed  "the  public  corporation."  Which  is 
wiser  when  we  enter  the  Tennessee  Valley,  to  call  upon  a 
power  corporation  to  develop  power  efficiently  for  the  benefit 
of  its  stockholders  or  for  a  public  corporation,  owned  by  the 
people,  managed  in  the  Valley  itself  charged  with  develop- 
ing all  the  resources  of  the  Valley  in  the  unity  with  which 
nature  endowed  the  Valley?  A  private  corporation  is  not 
charged  with  the  problem  of  flood  control,  reforestation,  soil 
erosion;  but  a  public  corporation  may  be  so  charged.  Its 
primary  duty  is  the  bringing  back  of  the  soil,  the  covering 
of  the  hills  with  forests,  the  control  of  floods,  the  develop- 
ment of  power,  the  provision  of  navigation,  and,  what  is  far 
more  important,  the  facing  of  the  question  of  soul  erosion. 
Those  w^ho  have  studied  carefully,  without  prejudice,  in  all 
probability  will  come  to  the  conclusion  that  in  that  par- 
ticular situation,  the  use  of  the  public  corporation  is  a 
better  answer  in  the  interest  of  Christianity.  Or,  again, 
when  we  come  to  the  reclamation  of  deserts  or  the  building 
of  a  Hoover  Dam,  projects  that  may  not  be  attractive  to 
private  capital  and  that  move  even  beyond  the  field  of  a 
public  corporation,  the  people  themselves  collectively  may 
say,  "We  will  reclaim  the  desert;  we  will  build  the  canal."

In  other  words,  here,  just  as  in  public  education,  we  use  the 
collective  answer. 

What  is  needed  today  is  an  approach  to  this  whole  issue, 
not  in  terms  of  pre-determined  dogmatism  but  in  terms  of 
the  Christian  Gospel,  resolving  to  use  scientific  means  to 
achieve  moral  ends.  For  men  to  say  that  we  lose  our  free- 
dom when  intelligently  we  use  the  best  means  to  express  the 
Christian  ideal  is  ridiculous.  Surely  the  people  in  demo- 
cratic decision  can  determine  what  is  best  for  the  nation, 
not  only  in  terms  of  fiscal  policy  but  in  terms  of  the  con- 
servation of  our  natural  resources  and,  what  is  more  impor- 
tant than  any  of  these,  the  building  up  of  the  spiritual 
resources  of  the  nation.  Men  are  not  free  when  they  are 
bound  by  the  dogmatism  of  a  particular  way  of  realizing  an 
ideal.  They  are  free  when  they  use  the  best  means  to  give 
the  ideal  the  fullest  expression. 

XI 

Our  World-wide  Church  and  Mission 

Methodism  has  never  been  parochial,  save  in  the  sense 
that  the  world  is  our  parish.  Our  mission  is  a  world  mission. 
In  His  blessed  name,  and  in  response  to  His  irresistible  call, 
the  people  called  Methodists  have  crossed  the  seas,  and  in 
His  spirit  have  sought  to  teach  the  nations  and  to  baptize 
them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Spirit.  We  speak  of  them  as  missionaries,  preachers, 
teachers,  physicians,  and  social  servants,  and  they  are;  but 
before  the  formal  commissioning  they  had  heard  the  Great 
Commission,  and  each  one  in  his  own  words  has  asked  in  his 
own  way  the  heart-searching  question  of  Charles  Wesley : 

"And  can  it  be  that  I  should  gain 
An  interest  in  the  Saviour's  blood? 
Died  He  for  me,  who  caused  His  pain? 
For  me,  who  Him  to  death  pursued? 
Amazing  love !  how.  can  it  be 
That  Thou,  my  Lord,  shoulds't  die  for  me?" 

In  the  sacred  pledge,  they  declared, 

"When  I  survey  the  wondrous  cross 
On  which  the  Prince  of  Glory  died, 
My  richest  gain  I  count  but  loss. 
And  pour  contempt  on  all  my  pride." 
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Our  missionaries  at  home  and  abroad,  together  with  the 
Church  everywhere,  sing: 

"All  hail  the  power  of  Jesus'  name! 
Let  angels  prostrate  fall ; 
Bring  forth  the  royal  diadem, 
And  crown  Him  Lord  of  all." 

It  is  that  Jesus  may  become  the  ruler  of  the  kings  of  the  earth 
that  we  send  our  talented  and  our  dedicated  to  the  remote 
corners  of  the  earth.  To  the  common  people  of  the  world, 
they  have  brought  the  unsearchable  riches  of  the  Christ. 

These  outposts  of  the  Gospel  now  take  on  major  sig- 
nificance in  a  world  of  warring  ideologies.  The  lines  of  com- 
munication must  be  kept  open.  Re-enforcements  must  reach 
them  in  increasing  numbers.  These  our  brethren  who  main- 
tain the  far-flung  lines  of  the  Kingdom  must  know  that 
the  Church  has  resolved  at  last  to  pledge  its  all  in  the  grand 
attack  that  means  final  victory.  Nations,  winning  their 
independence,  and  taking  their  places  at  last  in  the  United 
Nations,  are  about  to  make  fundamental  choices  concerning 
their  ways  of  life.  Are  these  ways  to  be  the  ways  of  material- 
ism, or  the  way  of  Christ? 

Small  minorities  of  Christians  in  all  lands  now  are  at 
the  place  where  they  may  exercise  decisive  influence.  Are 
the  dynamic  forces  of  stateism  and  totalitarianism  to  con- 
quer, or  are  these  forces  to  be  met  by  a  vital  Christian  move- 
ment, that,  refusing  disobedience  to  the  heavenly  vision, 
fighting  the  good  fight,  keeping  the  faith,  may  yet  behold  a 
society  in  which  He  is  indeed  King  of  kings  and  Lord  of  all? 
These  groups  must  be  strengthened,  and  at  once,  lest  they  be 
overwhelmed.  In  Japan,  with  a  population  of  approximately 
70  millions,  it  is  estimated  there  are  but  250,000  Protestant 
Church  members  and  about  half  that  number  of  Roman 
Catholics.  In  China  proper,  not  more  than  three  million 
persons,  out  of  a  population  of  425  million,  are  Christians. 
In  India  and  Pakistan,  with  a  combined  population  of 
approximately  389  millions,  there  are  but  eight  million 
Christians.  Latin  American  countries  have  been  regarded 
as  entirely,  though  only  nominally,  Roman  Catholic.  The 
Chilean  government  during  the  past  year  declared  that 
seventy  per  cent  of  the  Chilean  people  chose  to  be  classed  as 
free  thinkers  ;.25  per  cent,  Roman  Catholic ;  and  five  per  cent 
evangelicals  and  others.  Africa,  with  its  180  millions,  has 
but  six  million  Christians.  In  many  lands,  we  are  not  yet 
an  occupying  force.  We  hold  a  few  bridgeheads.  We  must 
become  not  only  an  occupying  force,  a  liberating  force,  but 
a  Christianizing  force. 
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These  figures  must  not  give  the   impression   of  weak- 
ness.  The   Christian   has   been   given   the   assurance   that 
Greater  works  shall  ye  do  than  I  do."  Our  German  breth- 
ren constitute  a  strong  and  influential  Church.  They  have 
risen   from   the   ruins   of   war   resolved   to   rebuild   their 
churches,  hospitals  and  schools.  Their  leadership  has  taken 
important  place  m  the  interdenominational  movements  of 
Germany.  The  news  of  their  unfailing  loyalty  to  the  Mother 
Church  has  been  received  with  gratitude.  In  Scandinavia, 
lieigium  and  Switzerland,  our  Churches  contribute  vitality  to 
the  religious  life  of  the  whole  people,  and  express  their 
strength m  significant  contributions  of  missionary  personnel 
to  the  missionary  forces  of  the  Church.  In  India,  China,  Ma- 
laya, the  Philippines,  Africa,  and  Latin  America,  Methodism 
moves  forward  in  strength,  wisely  led  and  rejoicing  in  the 
expectant  faith  of  the  younger   Churches   whose   devoted 
members  and  pastors  have  in  many  areas  borne  the  trials 
and  suffering  of  war  heroically.  These  our  brethren  have 
been  not  only  an  inspiration  to  the  Church  throughout  the 
world  but  have  increased  our  understanding  of  the  mind  of 
Gnrist  as  they  m  their  own  way  have  discovered  and  shared 
m  His  unsearchable  riches. 

Methodism  must  make  significant  decisions  in  the  realm 
of  policy.  National  leaders  are  increasingly  aware  that  small 
isolated  groups,  sometimes  in  competition  with  each  other 
cannot  move  with  power  in  an  hour  when  the  people  move 
forward  unitedly  m  national  development.  They  cannot  in 
disunity    plan    absolutely    necessary,    comprehensive,    and 
large-scale  evangelistic  endeavors.  It  is  obvious  that  the 
Churches  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  and  other  coun- 
tries not  physically  devastated  by  war  must  find  the  way  for 
an  immediate  advance  in  the  work  of  Christ  overseas.  In 
order  that  relief  of  the  needy  may  continue,  large  numbers 
ot  national  leaders  be  trained,  the  Church  strengthened,  ecu- 
menical relations  established,  and  a  world-wide  evangelistic 
program  be  inaugurated  so  that  Jesus  Christ  mav  be  known 
loved,  and  obeyed  throughout  the  world,  it  is  necessary  for 
wnrlH  ZT-       ^l'"'"  concerning  policies  in  the  Christian 
woild  mission.  The  natural  and  normal  national  self -con- 
sciousness of  many  peoples  of  the  so-called  mission  fields 
means  new  emphasis  on  the  development  of  national  leader- 
ship, national  responsibility,  and  support  on  the  part  of  the 

policy  should  be  increasingly  directed.  The  beginnings  of 
such  a  policy  have  dominated  American  Methodist  foreign 
missions  in  recent  years.  The  Central  Conferences  and  the 
amiiated  autonomous  Churches  have  spared  for  Methodism 
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the  problems  of  devolution  from  missionary  to  national 
leadership.  Missionary  policy  should  be  directed  toward  the 
strengthening  of  the  younger  Churches,  toward  the  educa- 
tion and  training  of  Christian  leaders  with  a  definite  pro- 
gram of  increasing  self-government,  along  with  more  re- 
sponsibility for  the  financial  support  of  the  Churches  and 
institutions.  These  policies  are  not  now  a  question  of  simply 
being  desirable.  They  are  imperative.  Nationals  must  come 
definitely  into  real  leadership,  and  Church  policy  must  keep 
pace  with  national  development  in  politics,  education,  and  in 
social  and  economic  welfare.  The  work  of  every  missionary, 
the  administration  of  all  missionary  funds,  and  every  policy 
in  the  maintenance  of  Christian  institutions  must  all  con- 
tribute to  this  end.  Strangely  enough,  for  many  years  this 
major  policy,  if  carried  out  faithfully,  will  increase  rather 
than  decrease  the  need  for  more  missionaries  and  more 
funds.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  in  all  mission  lands  the 
Christian  Church  is  limited  in  numbers  and  unable  both  to 
foster  its  own  life  and  at  the  same  time  evangelize  the  multi- 
tudes. Thus  the  world  mission  is  a  co-operative  venture  in 
faith,  dedicated  to  the  holy  purpose  of  sharing  with  all 
men  the  faith  made  manifest  in  Christ. 

There  is  an  almost  unforgivable  contradiction  between 
our  statement  of  purpose  and  our  acts.  We  speak  of  a  world 
mission.  We  sing: 

"Jesus  shall  reign  where'er  the  sun 
Does  his  successive  journeys  run." 

When  the  national  life  was  endangered,  we  poured  out 
our  treasure,  and  we  gave  our  sons.  We  spared  no  sacrifice 
for  victory.  How  dare  we  stand  in  the  presence  of  our  blessed 
Lord  and  report  our  giving  to  the  cause  of  missions?  With 
full  respect  for  all  who  have  given  and  have  served,  we  must 
bow  in  repentance  and  declare  we  have  not  taken  our  obli- 
gations seriously.  He  died  upon  a  cross.  We  recruit  the 
finest  of  our  youth.  We  demand  of  them  the  best  of  educa- 
tional preparation.  We  are  inspired  by  the  clearly  evidenced 
Christian  experience  of  these  young  missionaries  who,  as 
preachers,  teachers,  doctors,  and  other  social  servants, 
dedicate  themselves  to  the  Church  and  its  mission.  We 
commission  them  in  impressive  ritualistic  service,  and  then 
we  send  them  to  the  remote  areas  of  the  earth,  failing  to 
provide  proper  support,  adequate  structures  in  which  to 
serve,  necessary  staff,  and  we  well-nigh  break  their  hearts. 

This  question  of  giving  must  be  lifted  from  a  cam- 
paign for  funds  with  its  periodic  pressure  and  its  appeal  in 
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general  terms  for  World  Service  and  Conference  benevo- 
lences to  the  consecration  of  our  talents  and  resources  in  a 
stewardship  that  is  more  than  signing  a  pledge  but  is  the 
complete  gift  to  self  to  the  Saviour  of  men.  Our  gifts  should 
flow  from  resolve  made  before  the  altar,  rather  than  from 
the  insistence  of  a  home-calling  canvasser. 

Methodism  must  lift  its  eyes  to  the  Cross,  and  more,  it 
must  walk  upon  the  Emmaus  Road  until  at  last  its  eyes  are 
opened.  We  will  then  behold  human  beings  bound  by  sin 
for  whom  there  is  no  salvation  save  as  they  experience  the 
forgiving  love  of  a  Saviour.  We  will  see  societies  caught  in 
the  quicksands  of  economic  and  political  practices  that  mean 
the  repudiation  of  our  Christ  and  their  own  eventual  doom. 
We  must  build  upon  the  rock,  if  our  society  is  to  stand  when 
the  storms  come.  We  will  observe  a  world  with  its  millions 
ready  to  fling  themselves  at  each  other  in  death  struggle, 
its  science  prostituted  to  obliteration  of  the  structures  that 
symbolize  the  civilization  of  man.  We  can  build  a  world  of 
brothers  when  men  have  come,  through  Christ,  to  know  the 
Eternal  and,  in  the  assurance  of  sonship,  pray  "Our  Father." 

We  have  concerned  ourselves  too  long  with  the  mechanics 
of  collecting  funds.  We  must  give  ourselves  to  the  appro- 
priation of  the  dynamic  that  makes  our  giving  but  the 
inevitable  expression  of  our  faith. 

There  is  a  hunger  in  the  realm  of  the  spirit  that  can  be 
satisfied  only  by  the  Bread  of  Life.  There  is  a  thirst  in  the 
soul  never  quenched  except  by  Living  Water.  There  is  loneli- 
ness of  heart  across  the  face  of  the  earth.  Who  is  to  bring 
to  the  lonely  the  knowledge  of  One  who  said,  "Lo  I  am  with 
you  alway"?  There  are  dispirited  who  know  full  well  that 
it  is  sin  from  which  they  must  be  saved,  if  they  are  to  be 
released  from  bondage.  Where  are  the  disciples  to  repeat 
His  words,  "Thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee"? 

"Greater  love  hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay 
down  his  life  for  a  friend"  were  words  spoken  by  one  who 
gave  His  life  upon  the  Cross.  He  also  said,  "Whatsoever  ye 
shall  ask  in  my  name,  that  will  I  do."  "My  peace  I  give 
unto  you."  It  is  indeed  the  peace  that  passeth  all  under- 
standing. 

It  is  precisely  here  that  the  issue  of  the  world  mission 
of  the  Church  must  be  faced,  here  at  the  Cross,  here  in  the 
presence  of  our  Lord.  Brethren  of  the  ministry,  brethren  of 
the  laity,  we  are  His  and  He  is  ours.  Dare  we  do  other  than 
here  resolve  and  here  act  upon  the  resolution  so  that  our 
missionary  enterprise  shall  be  released  forever  from  those 
concepts  of  giving  that  deny  it  the  personnel,  the  resources, 
and   even  the  spirit  requisite  to   winning  the   world   for 
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Christ?  Let  us  double  the  giving  of  the  Church,  and  double 
it  again,  and  set  our  missionaries  free.  Here  the  ancient 
dictum  is  reversed,  for  God  proposes  and  man  disposes. 
This  is  an  encounter  in  the  realm  of  the  spirit.  Let  evan- 
gelism and  education  lead  the  people  to  the  Christ.  He  will 
lead  them  forth,

Conclusion  and  Challenge 

It  was  one  of  our  colleagues  of  yesterday  who  wrote, 
"A  Man  Named  Wesley  Passed  This  Way."  Bishop  Robert 
Mclntyre  had  heard  of  the  answer  given  by  a  Cornish 
Methodist  when  asked,  "How  do  you  explain  the  morality 
of  the  people  and  the  strength  of  their  convictions?"  His 
reply  was,  "A  man  named  Wesley  passed  this  way."  And 
so  the  Bishop  went  home,  and  wrote : 

I  saw,  where  Cornwall's  headlands  made 
The  wide  Atlantic's  iron  brink. 
The  sneering  wrath  of  one  who  said : 
"Hark,  Sirrah!  Tell  me  why  no  drink 
Is  sold  through  all  this  country  side, 
With  churches  filled  by  night  and  day." 
The  smiling  peasant  straight  replied : 
"A  man  named  Wesley  passed  this  way." 

I  look  far  down  the  lurid  past, 

And  saw  the  creeds,  in  conflicts  dire ; 

The  chronicles  of  the  centuries  vast 

Were  streaked  with  blood,  and  seared  with  fire. 

But  lo!  these  foremen  saw  the  glow 

Of  Love's  great  dawn,  and  felt  the  sway 

Of  Christ  the  Lord,  for  all  men  know 

"A  man  named  Wesley  passed  this  way." 

I  gazed  toward  heaven,  in  vision  clear. 
And  watched  the  angel  tall,  who  waits 
To  welcome  those  whom  God  draws  near 
That  city  with  the  twelve  white  gates. 
I  spake  to  him,  "What  strong  soul  led 
To  Jesus'  cross  this  bright  array?" 
His  smile  broke  glorious  as  he  said: 
"A  man  named  Wesley  passed  this  way." 

Fifty-two  years  from  now,  when  man  has  reached  the 
year  Two  Thousand  and  has  won,  let  us  pray,  the  justice, 
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the  brotherhood,  and  the  peace  of  his  dreams,  let  us  hope 
that  the  contribution  of  the  people  called  Methodist  may- 
have  been  so  significant  that  history  may  proudly  record, 
"A  Man  Named  Wesley  Passed  This  Way."

MORNING  SESSION 

The  1948  General  Conference  of  The  Method- 
ist Church  (being  the  Third  General  Conference 
since  the  uniting  of  the  three  constitutent  Church- 
es, and  the  Forty-second  General  Conference  since 
the  establishment  of  Methodism  in  America  in 
1784)  convened  in  Mechanics  Hall  at  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  on  Wednesday  morning,  April  28, 
1948,  at  eleven  o'clock  A.M.  with  Bishop  Paul  B. 
Kern,  President  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  presid- 
ing. 

Preceding  the  official  opening  of  the  Conference, 
the  Bishops,  Delegates,  and  visitors  assembled  in 
historic  Trinity  Church  (Protestant  Episcopal) 
where  Phillips  Brooks  was  the  Rector  for  many 
years,  and  participated  in  the  Sacrament  of  the 
Lord's  Supper,  which  was  administered  by  Bishop 
Herbert  Welch;  Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  of  the 
Nashville  Area ;  Bishop  James  H.  Straughn  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Area;  Bishop  Lewis  0.  Hartman  of 
the  Boston  Area,  assisted  by  Bishop  Shot  K. 
Mondol  of  the  Hyderabad  Area;  Bishop  Z.  T. 
Kaung  of  the  North  China  Area;  Bishop  Willis 
J.  King  of  the  Monrovia  Area;  Bishop  Paul  E. 
Martin  of  the  Arkansas-Louisiana  Area;  Bishop 
Paul  N.  Garber  of  the  Geneva  Area;  and  Bishop 
Edwin  F.  Lee  of  the  Singapore  Area. 

Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  called  the  Conference  to 
order  with  the  statement  "The  Third  General 
Conference  of  United  Methodism  will  now  come  to 
order." 

The  Conference  stood  and  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  James  R.  Houghton,  Professor  of  Music 
in  Boston  University,  and  official  song  leader  of 
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the  General  Conference  joined  in  singing  Hymn 
No.  381,  "The  Church's  One  Foundation  Is  Jesus 
Christ  Her  Lord,"  after  which  Bishop  James  H, 
Straughn  led  in  prayer. 

Bishop  Lewis  0.  Hartman  was  recognized  on  a  *^*JhLi*"'^ 
matter  of  personal  privilege,  and  presented  to 
Bishop  Kern  a  gavel  made  from  the  wood  of  the 
old  elm  tree  under  which  Jesse  Lee  preached  the 
first  Methodist  sermon  in  Boston  on  July  11, 
1790,  symbolizing  the  beginning  of  Methodism  in 
New  England.  Bishop  Lewis  0.  Hartman  next 
presented  Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  a  chair  from  the 
study  of  John  Wesley,  this  chair  to  be  used  by 
the  Presiding  Officers  during  the  sessions  of  the 
General  Conference. 

Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  appropriately  replied. 

Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern  requested  the  Secretary  of  Roii  caii 
the  last  General  Conference  to  call  the  roll.

since  The  Methodist  Church  became  the  legal  and  ecclesias- 
tical successor  to  all  property,  property  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  of  these  three  Churches,  and  since  the  uniting 
Churches  did  not  abandon  nor  intend  to  abandon  their  old 
names  when  they  took  on  the  new  name  of  'The  Methodist 
Church,'  nor  did  they  abandon  nor  intend  to  abandon  the 
histories  and  records  of  Methodism  in  which  were  en- 
shrined the  long  and  honored  use  and  association  of  these 
titles ; 

"And  since  all  three  of  the  uniting  Churches  were  in 
unbroken  historical  connection  with  the  earliest  Methodism 
in  America; 

"And  since  organized  Methodism  in  America,  notwith- 
standing changes  in  its  organizational  form  from  time  to 
time,  including  the  present  organization  of  The  Methodist 
Church  which  began  in  1939,  dates  from  the  Christmas 
Conference  of  1784;   Therefore,  Be  It 

"Resolved,  first,  that  because  of  the  foregoing  facts, 
we  recognize  in  all  official  documents  and  pronouncements 
the  year  1784  as  the  date  on  which  The  Methodist  Church 
was  founded  as  an  ecclesiastical  organization; 

"Resolved,  second,  that  this  and  future  General  Con- 
ferences shall  be  designated  not  in  numerical  sequence 
from  any  particular  date,  but  merely  by  the  calendar  years 
in  which  they  are  respectively  held ;  and 

"Resolved,  third,  that  an  Annual  Conference,  or  local 
church,  or  other  Methodist  body  which  is  composed  of 
merged  units  with  differing  dates  of  origin,  shall  use  as 
the  date  of  its  founding  the  date  of  founding  of  the  older 
or  oldest  of  the  consolidated  units ; 

"Resolved,  fourth,  that  the  Resolution  on  dating  official 
documents  and  pronouncements  adopted  by  the  1944  Gen- 
eral Conference  be  repealed,  and  that  these  Resolutions  be 
and  hereby  are  substituted  for  them,  and  are  approved." 
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The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  Daniel  L. 
Marsh  (New  England)  spoke  to  the  same. 

Bishop  James  H.  Straughn,  with  the  consent  of 
the  Conference,  was  recognized  on  a  matter  of 
privilege  and  spoke  to  the  pending  matter,  and, 
requested  if  the  Conference  approved,  the  inclu- 
sion of  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  on  the 
pending  matter  and  also  an  excerpt  of  Mr.  Henry 
R.  Van  Deusen  regarding  the  same.  By  common 
consent  they  were  inserted  in  the  record  as  fol- 
lows (DB-10)  :

JUDICIAL  COUNCIL  DECISION 

"It  is  clear  to  us  that  the  present  organization  of  The 
Methodist  Church  began  in  1939." 

"The  Declaration  of  Union  passed  by  the  Uniting  Con- 
ference in  that  year  makes  this  fact  indisputable  and  sets 
forth  the  relationship  of  The  Methodist  Church  to  the 
three  uniting  churches.  We  quote  from  Article  V  of  The 
Declaration  of  Union: 

"  'The  Methodist  Church  is  the  ecclesiastical  and  lawful 
successor  of  the  three  uniting  churches,  in  and  through 
which  the  three  churches  as  one  United  Church  shall  con- 
tinue to  live  and  enjoy  their  property,  exercise  and  per- 
form their  several  trusts  under  and  in  accord  with  the 
Plan  of  Union  and  Discipline  of  the  United  Church.' 

"It  is  clear  also  that  organized  Methodism  in  America 
goes  back  to  1784,  while  the  Methodism  Movement  began 
years  before  1784. 

"However,  the  Judicial  Council  is  not  convinced  that 
any  question  of  constitutionality  is  involved  in  the  Resolu- 
tion as  passed  by  the  General  Conference  which  is  now 
challenged  as  unconstitutional. 

"Therefore,  the  Judicial  Council  cannot  take  jurisdic- 
tion and  must  leave  the  whole  matter  to  the  next  General 
Conference  for  clarification."

CONCURRING  OPINION  OF  HENRY  R.  VAN  DEUSEN 

"While  there  may  be  some  doubt  as  to  whether  or  not 
the  Marsh  Resolution  involves  a  constitutional  question, 
over  which  the  Judicial  Council  has  jurisdiction,  yet  we 
can  say  definitely  that  the  part  of  the  Resolution  which 
states  that  'The  Methodist  Church  was  organized  in  1784, 
and  that  the  achievement  of  1939  was  not  the  organization 
of  a  new  church'  is  both  factually  and  legally  incorrect.  In 
other  words,  no  Resolution  now  adopted  by  a  General  Con- 
ference can  in  any  way  change  or  modify  the  language 
adopted  in  the  'Declaration  of  Union,'  and  already  con- 
strued by  the  civil  courts,  and  in  so  far  as  the  Resolution 
attempts  any  change  or  modification  it  is  a  nullity.  What- 
ever may  be  done  in  regard  to  dating  and  numbering  must 
be  done  in  exact  accord  with  the  principles  laid  down  in  the 
Declaration  of  Union."

Luther  W.  Wells  (*)  (Virginia)  presented  the 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lake  Juna- 
luska  Assembly,  Incorporated.  Attached  to  the 
Report  were  two  Memorials  relating  to  Lake 
Junaluska.  Luther  W.  Wells  (*)  (Virginia) 
moved  that  the  Report  together  with  the  attached 
Memorials  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Lay 
Activities  and  Temporal  Economy.  The  motion, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed  and  the  Report  and  at- 
tached Memorials  were  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Lay  Activities  and  Temporal  Economy.

Bishop  Arthur  J.  Moore  called  the  Conference 
to  order  at  10:40  A.M.  Dr.  James  R.  Houghton, 
Professor  of  Sacred  Music  of  Boston  University, 
and  the  Boston  Choral  Arts  Society  led  the  Con- 
ference in  singing  Hymn  268,  "Are  Ye  Able?" 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  introduced  Dr.  H. 
Augustine  Smith,  Professor  of  Church  Music  in 
Boston  University  College  of  Music. 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  presented  the  Choral 
Arts  Society  of  Boston  University.  The  Choral 
Arts  Society,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  H. 
Augustine  Smith,  rendered  the  following  selec- 
tions: "Judge  Me,  0  God,"  by  Mendelssohn; 
"Magnificat,"  by  St.  Sabens;  and  "The  Alleluia" 
of  Randall  Thompson. 

The  Order  of  the  Day,  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mission on  the  Crusade  For  Christ,  having  ar- 
rived. Bishop  J.  Ralph  Magee,  Director  of  the 
Crusade  For  Christ,  made  a  general  statement 
concerning  the  development  and  achievements  of 
the  Crusade,  and,  presented  J.  Manning  Potts 
(Virginia) ,  Associate  Director  of  the  Crusade.

of  Two  Hundred,  and  also  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Crusade  For  Christ.  Albert  P, 
Shirkey  (Southwest  Texas),  Secretary  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  presented  the  following 
Resolution  (DB-22)  and  moved  its  adoption. 
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The  Executive  Committee  requests  that  authority  be 
given  the  Budget  Committee  to  distribute  whatever  surplus 
may  be  received  in  excess  of  $25,000,000,  on  requisition,  to 
the  purposes  included  in  the  original  allocations,  and,  on 
the  same  percentage  basis  as  the  original  allocations;  this 
to  be  done  as  the  agencies  call  for  use  of  these  funds.  This 
request  is  in  line  with  the  action  of  the  Committee  of  Two 
Hundred  which  was  voted  in  its  meeting  in  Atlantic  City, 
February  19,  1946. 

The  motion  to  adopt  was  duly  seconded. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
suggested  that  a  provision  be  inserted  in  the 
above  Resolution,  that  if  the  General  Conference 
shall  later  order  it,  a  part  of  the  above  mentioned 
surplus  shall  be  available  to  pay  the  expenses  for 
a  succeeding  movement.  The  suggested  provision 
v^as  not  accepted,  and,  the  Resolution  was  adopted 
as  presented. 

Albert  P.  Shirkey  (Southwest  Texas)  presented 
a  second  Resolution  from  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee of  the  Crusade  for  Christ  (DB-22A)  and, 
on  his  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  adopted  as 
follows :

Bishop  J.  Ralph  Magee  next  presented  Bishop 
Paul  B.  Kern,  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee 
of  the  Crusade  For  Christ.  Bishop  Paul  B.  Kern 
made  a  brief  statement  concerning  a  report  of  the 
Budget  Committee,  found  on  page  56  of  the  Quad- 
rennial Reports. 

Bishop  J.  Ralph  Magee  stated  that  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  had  requested  representatives 
from  various  parts  of  the  world  to  briefly  state 
what  the  Crusade  For  Christ  had  done  in  their 
individual  territories  and  presented  the  follow- 
ing: Bishop  Dionisio  D.  Alejandro  who  spoke 
of  the  results  in  the  Philippines;  Bishop  Newell 
S.  Booth  who  briefly  spoke  of  the  results  in  Africa.

As  the  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church 
we  would  recognize  the  importance  of  National  Family 
Week  which  begins  Sunday,  May  2,  and  culminates  on 
Mother  s  Day,  May  9.  Through  the  observance  of  this  week 
we  hope  and  pray  our  people  may  come  to  a  deeper  appre- 
ciation of  the  responsibilities  of  parenthood  and  come  to 
make  our  homes  centers  of  Christian  love  and  fellowship. 

We  would  call  the-  attention  of  the  General  Conference 
to  the  fact  that  the  Christian  Family  Series  of  Radio  pro- 
grams entitled,  "Families  Need  Parents,"  prepared  by  the 
radio  department  of  The  Upper  Room  will  be  heard  over 
932  stations  located  in  every  State  in  the  Union,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  28  stations  in  Canada  besides  Alaska 
Hawaii  and  Porto  Rico.  Through  this  means  of  communica- 
tion the  Christian  message  will  be  heard  in  millions  of 
homes.

many. On  motion  of  Glenn  R.  Phillips  (Southern 
California-Arizona),  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
on  Courtesies  and  Privileges,  duly  seconded,  the 
Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  was  in- 
structed to  acknowledge  this  greeting,  and  ex- 
press the  sincere  appreciation  of  the  General 
Conference  of  the  Christian  loyalty  and  idealism 
of  these  "Displaced  Methodist  Pastors"  and  to  give 
assurance  to  them  of  our  sympathetic  and  unfail- 
ing fellowship. 

5.  Presented  Mangal  Singh  (North  India), 
who,  in  behalf  of  the  Delegates  to  the  General 
Conference  from  India,  moved  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  General  Conference  be  instructed  to  send 
loving  greetings  of  the  General  Conference  to 
Bishop  Brenton  Thoburn  Badley.  The  motion  duly 
seconded  prevailed. 

Bishop  Willis  J.  King  was  recognized  and  pre- 
sented to  Bishop  Alexander  P.  Shaw  a  gavel  that 
Bishop'Willis  J.  King  used  in  the  first  Conference 
he  held  in  Monrovia,  Liberia  in  January  1945. 
Bishop  Shaw  received  the  gavel  in  an  appropriate 
manner. 

W.  Ralph  Ward,  Jr.  (New  England  Southern) 
was  recognized  and  presented  the  following  Reso- 
lution (DB-29),  which  on  his  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded was  adopted  as  follows :

Bishop  Fred  P.  Corson  was  recognized,  and, 
made  a  statement  concerning  the  program  to  be 
presented  by  the  Board  of  Home  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  tomorrow  evening,  Sunday, 
May  2,  1948.  On  motion  of  T.  Morton  McDonald 
(*)     (Indiana)    duly  seconded,    Sunday   evening 
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session  was  made  an  official  session  of  the  Con- 
ference. 

Ernest  E.  Tuck  (Philippines)  was  recognized 
and  stated  that  a  little  more  than  two  weeks  ago 
the  young  Republic  of  the  Philippines  was  thrown 
into  deep  sorrow  and  nation  wide  mourning  by 
the  untimely  and  tragic  death  of  its  President, 
the  Honorable  Manuel  A.  Roxas.  Motion  of 
Ernest  E.  Tuck  (Philippines)  duly  seconded, 
prevailed,  instructing  the  Secretary  of  the  General 
Conference  to  send  to  President  Elpidio  Quirino, 
who  has  succeeded  to  the  Presidency  of  the  Re- 
public of  the  Philippines,  a  message  of  sincere 
sympathy  for  the  Filipino  people  in  this,  their 
hour  of  sorrow,  assuring  them  of  our  deep  con- 
cern for  their  welfare.

The  Order  of  the  Day  having  arrived,  considera- 
tion of  the  Report  of  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance,  Thomas  B.  Lugg 
(Illinois)  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  presented  the 
Report  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Serv- 
ice and  Finance  to  the  General  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  1948,  requesting  that  it  be 
printed  in  the  Journal.  By  common  consent  this 
request  was  approved.  For  Report  see  page  821. 

Report  Number  1  of  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  (DCA-66-72)  was  then 
taken  up.  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsyl- 
vania), Recording  Secretary  of  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance,  moved  to 
amend  Paragraphs  736,  737,  738,  740,  742,  746, 
759,  763,  765,  772  and  776,  by  deleting  the  word 
"Commission"  and  substituting  therefor  the 
words  "General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance,"  and  to  further  amend  Paragraphs  781, 
783,  785,  786,  787,  by  deleting  the  word  "Com- 
mission" and  substituting  therefor  the  words 
"Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Serv- 
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ice  and  Finance,"  By  common  consent  these 
amendments,  dealing  only  with  editorial  changes 
regarding  the  name  of  either  the  General  or  the 
Annual  Conference  Commission  were  unanimous- 
ly adopted. 

Motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Penn- 
sylvania), Recording  Secretary  of  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  that  the  items  of  the  Report, 
with  the  exceptions  of  those  involving  the  name 
already  acted  upon  by  common  consent,  be  con- 
sidered Paragraph  by  Paragraph. 

Paragraph  425,  DCA-66,  Column  1  was  taken 
up. 

J.  N.  R.  Score  (Central  Texas)  raised  a  ques- 
tion as  to  the  closing  words  of  the  paragraph.  J. 
Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania)  in 
reply  asked  common  consent  to  insert  the  word 
"autonomous"  before  the  words  "Methodist 
Churches"  found  in  line  5  of  the  black-face  type 
and  to  change  the  words  "Jurisdictional  Bishops," 
lines  2  and  3  black-face  type  to  read,  "Bishops 
elected  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences."  Com- 
mon consent  was  granted. 

Cristobal  G.  Coates  (*)  (River  Plate)  moved 
to  amend  (DB-30)  by  striking  out  the  last  two 
lines  of  the  black-face  type  reading  as  follows : 
"same  basis  as  the  travel  expense  of  Central  Con- 
ference Bishops"  and  substituting  therefor  the 
words  "same  basis  as  the  Bishops  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church."  The  motion  being  duly  seconded 
Cristobal  G.  Coates  (*)  (River  Plate)  spoke  to 
the  sahie. 

Mangal  Singh  (North  India)  spoke  in  favor  of 
the  proposed  amendment.

A  count  vote  being  called  for,  and  no  objection 
being  raised  by  any  member  of  the  General  Con- 
ference, the  Tellers  proceeded  to  tabulate  the 
results  of  the  count  vote.  (DB-31)  The  amend- 
ment was  adopted  by  a  vote  of  399  for  to  212 
against.  Paragraph  425  was  then  adopted  as 
amended. 

Chester  A.  Smith  (*)  (New  York)  raised  the

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ops."    J.    Edgar    Skillington     (Central    Pennsyl- 
vania) answered  the  question  satisfactorily. 

Paragraphs  736,  737,  a  new  Paragraph  to  be 
inserted  between  Paragraph  737  and  Paragraph 
738  (DCA-66,  Column  2)  738,  740,  and  741  were 
separately  considered,  and,  each  separately 
adopted,  on  motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania)  duly  seconded. 

Paragraph  743  was  presented.  John  M.  Ver- 
steeg  (Ohio)  raised  two  questions  relative  to  the 
implications  of  Paragraph  743.  J.  Edgar  Skilling- 
ton (Central  Pennsylvania)  replied  to  the  same. 
J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
asked  common  consent  to  add  at  the  close  of  the 
black-face  type  the  following  words,  "as  these 
relate  to  the  financial  interests  of  the  Church," 
Common  consent  was  unanimously  given.  Para- 
graph 743  was  then  adopted  on  motion  of  J 
Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania)  duly 
secpnded. 

Paragraph  745  was  presented.  Daniel  L.  Marsh 
(New_  England)  moved  to  amend  (DB-32)  by 
changing  the  language  in  the  second  parentheses 
at  the  top  of  the  first  column  DCA-67  concerning 
StII-^^tI^^^^'^^^^  Appeal,"  by  striking  out  the  words 
•Methodist  Churches  bound  by  no  geographical 
limitations"  and  substituting  therefor  the  words 
The  Church  at  large."  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania)  accepted  the  proposed  amend- 
ment for  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance,  there  being  no  objection 
raised  by  any  member  of  the  Commission,  or  of 
the  General  Conference.  Paragraph  745  as  thus 
amended  by  common  consent,  was  adopted  on 
motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Penn- 
sylvania), duly  seconded. 

Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam,   Secretary  of  the   councn  of 
Council    of    Bishops,    stated    that    the    General      Y:tJe\ 
Conference  had  directed  the  Council  of  Bishops 
to  make  some  nominations  for  its  action,  and 
that  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  Council  of 
Bishops  to  be  excused  for  this  important  matter 
On  motion  of  H.  Clifford  Northcott  (Illinois)  duly 
seconded,  the  Council  of  Bishops  were  excused  to 
make  the  nominations. 

Paragraphs  747,  751,  757,  and  760  were  sepa- 
rately presented,  and,  each  was  separately  adopted. 
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on  motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Penn- 
sylvania), duly  seconded. 

Paragraph  763  was  taken  up  and  J.  Edgar 
Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania)  asked  com- 
mon consent  to  change  the  word  "minister's"  in 
line  7,  black-face  type,  to  the  word  "ministerial." 
The  Conference  unanimously  granted  consent  for 
this  editorial  change. 

Frank  Parrish  (*)  (Newark)  presented  the 
following  Resolution  (DB-33)  relative  to  Para- 
graph 763,  as  follows : 

All  apportionments  made  by  the  General  Conference 
and  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  be  made  by  totals 
to  the  several  Annual  Conferences,  each  of  which  shall 
distribute  its  quotas  to  its  Pastoral  Charges  by  such 
methods  as  it  may  determine. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
spoke  to  the  proposed  Resolution. 

Motion  of  Ernest  W.  Peterson  (*)  (Oregon) 
duly  seconded,  prevailed  referring  the  Resolution 
to  the  Committee  on  Lay  Activities  and  Temporal 
Economy. 

Charles  V.  Adams  (*)  (Central  Pennsylvania), 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Presiding  Officers, 
was  recognized  on  a  matter  of  high  privilege  foi> 
the  Conference,  and,  requested  the  Committee  on 
Presiding  Officers  to  meet  on  the  platform  during 
the  recess  period. 

Leon  T.  Moore  (Philadelphia)  asked  an  expla- 
nation as  to  what  was  included  in  the  words 
"ministerial  salaries."  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania)  for  the  Commission,  answered 
the  question. 

Paragraph  763,  with  its  editorial  change,  was 
then  adopted  on  motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington 
(Central  Pennsylvania),  duly  seconded. 

Paragraphs  765,  767,  770,  771,  772,  and  a  new 
Paragraph  to  be  inserted  between  present  Para- 
graphs 772  and  773  was  separately  presented 
and  each  separately  adopted  on  motion  of  J. 
Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania)  duly 
seconded. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
moved  that  the  time  of  recess,  now  rapidly  ap- 
proaching be  postponed  until  consideration  of 
the  pending  Report  of  the  Commission  be  com- 
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pleted.  The  motion  was  duly  seconded,  but,  on 
being  put  to  a  vote  did  not  prevail.  The  Conference 
adjourned  for  recess  with  consideration  of  Report 
Number  1  of  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  pending.

Motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Penn- 
sylvania) duly  seconded,  prevailed  that  we  re- 
consider Paragraph  763,  DCA-67,  Column  3,  for 
the  purpose  of  making  an  amendment. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania 
moved  the  following  amendment  (DB-34)  : 

The  apportionment  against  each  Charge  shall  be  an 
amount  equal  to  the  approved  percentage  of  the  current 
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annual  cash  salary  paid  to  the  minister  or  ministers,  who 
are  effective  members  of  the  Conference,  or  Accepted  Sup- 
plies employed  by  the  Charge;  provided  that  the  Annual 
Conference  may  by  two  thirds  vote  apportion  the  total  for 
the  Conference  on  such  basis  as  it  may  decide;  and 
further  provided  that  the  apportionment  shall  be  subject  to 
such  adjustment  during  the  quadrennium  as  may  be  pro- 
vided for  by  the  General  Conference. 

The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

On  motion  of  Albert  W.  Martin  (North  Arkan- 
sas), duly  seconded,  Paragraph  763  with  all 
amendments  appertaining  thereto,  was  referred 
to  the  Committee  on  Lay  Activities  and  Temporal 
Economy. 

On  motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central 
Pennsylvania)  duly  seconded,  two  new  Paragraphs 
to  follow  Paragraph  772,  DCA-68,  Column  2  were 
adopted. 

Paragraph  774  was  presented.  John  B.  F. 
Yoak,  Jr.  (West  Virginia)  raised  a  question  con- 
cerning this  Paragraph  and  J.  Edgar  Skillington 
(Central  Pennsylvania)  answered  the  question. 
Paragraph  774  was  adopted  on  motion  of  J.  Edgar 
Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania)  duly  seconded. 

The  Report  called  for  the  deletion  of  Paragraph 
775  of  the  1944  Discipline.  John  B.  F.  Yoak,  Jr. 
(West  Virginia)  spoke  against  the  deletion.  Mo- 
tion of  Lynn  J.  Radcliffe  (Rock  River),  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  that  action  on  this  Paragraph 
be  postponed  until  after  we  hear  the  Report  of 
the  Committee  on  Special  Program  for  the  Quad- 
rennium. 

Paragraph  780  was  presented.  Daniel  L.  Marsh 
(New  England)  moved  to  amend  by  inserting  the 
word  "thereof"  following  the  word  "Disburse- 
ments" in  the  next  to  the  last  line  of  the  black- 
face type  DCA-68,  Column  3.  By  unanimous  con- 
sent this  was  done,  and,  the  Paragraph  was 
adopted,  on  motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania),  duly  seconded. 

Paragraphs  781,  782,  791  and  1139  were  sepa- 
rately presented  and  each  separately  adopted  on 
motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Penn- 
sylvania) duly  seconded. 

On  motion  of  James  A.  Perry  (Troy)  duly 
seconded  Paragraph  786  was  referred  to  the 
Committee    on    Lay    Activities    and    Temporal 
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Economy  for  their  consideration  and  report  to 
this  body. 

On  motion  of  David  E.  Lindstrom  (*)  (Illinois) 
duly  seconded.  Paragraph  802  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Lay  Activities  and  Temporal  Econ- 
omy for  their  consideration  and  report. 

Paragraph  747  DCA-67,  Column  1  previously 
adopted  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Con- 
ference, in  order  that  Roy  L.  Smith  (Southern 
California-Arizona),  Editor  of  the  Christian  Ad- 
vocate, might  speak  thereto.  Motion  of  J.  Edgar 
Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania)  prevailed  by 
unanimous  consent  granting  Roy  L.  Smith  (South- 
ern California-Arizona),  Editor  of  the  Christian 
Advocate,  the  privilege  of  the  floor  that  he  might 
speak  to  Paragraph  747. 

Roy  L.  Smith  (Southern  California-Arizona), 
Editor  of  the  Christian  Advocate,  spoke  to  Para- 
graph 747. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
answered  the  questions  raised  by  Roy  L.  Smith 
(Southern  California-Arizona),  Editor  of  the 
Christian  Advocate,  and  also  a  question  raised  by 
Roy  R.  Roudebush  (*)   (North  Indiana). 

Chester  A.  Smith  (*)  (New  York)  moved  a 
reconsideration  of  Paragraph  747.  The  motion 
duly  seconded  did  not  prevail. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
stated  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  adopt  the  Re- 
port as  a  whole  as  each  item  had  been  acted  upon 
separately.  For  Report  see  page  792. 

Charles  A.  Jones  (*)  (Ohio),  a  member  of  the

the  Journal.  The  motion  duly  seconded,  prevailed.

Charles  A.  Jones  (*)  (Ohio)  presented  Part 
VII  of  the  Report  of  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance,  entitled  "A  Survey 
of  the  Benevolences  of  The  Methodist  Church," 
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and  on  his  motion  duly  seconded,  it  was  ordered 
printed  in  the  Journal.  For  Report  see  page  876. 

Bishop  H.  Lester  Smith  was  recognized  on  a 
matter  of  privilege,  and,  presented  Henry  M.  Zim- 
merman, (*)  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  The  Methodist  Church,  for  the  presentation  of 
a  legal  matter  relating  to  the  business  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Methodist  Church,  and, 
requested  permission  for  Henry  M.  Zimmerman 
(*)  to  explain  the  matter.

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RESOLUTION 
Preamble 

In  1947  Louisa  C.  Reilly,  of  Limestone  County,  Texas, 
died,  leaving  a  will  reading  as  follows: 

"Weatherford,    Texas. 
March  2,  1925. 

"After  my  death,  it  is  my  wish  that  what  I  leave  be 
used  for  Lucille  and  Edna  Miller,  Louisa  Gay,  Edith  and 
Adis  Weaver's  education.  I  want  them  to  go  through  high 
school.  If  there  is  anything  left  over  give  it  to  the  Meth- 
odist Protestant  Church.  It  is  my  wish  that  C.  D.  Copeland 
may  attend  to  this.  I  want  him  to  take  pay  for  his  time. 

Louisa    C.    Reilly." 

This  will  was  duly  probated  in  the  Probate  Court  of 
Limestone  County,  Texas.  The  parties  mentioned  in  the 
will  are  all  through  high  school,  at  least  they  are  beyond 
the  age  of  high  school. 

In  recent  months  it  has  been  discovered  that  there  are 
a  number  of  lots  in  the  town  of  Bronte,  Coke  County, 
Texas,  and  perhaps  some  other  property  belonging  to  the 
estate  of  the  said  Louisa  C.  Reilly.  It  is  apparent  from  the 
will  that  no  particular  congregation  or  local  church  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  was  to  be  the  recipient  of 
this  bequest,  but  that  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  as 
a  denominaion  was  to  be  the  beneficiary  under  this  pro- 
vision of  the  will.  That  being  the  case,  the  legal  title  to 
this  property  now  rests  in  the  Trustees  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  the  successor  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church, 

The  Methodist  Church  at  Bronte,  Texas,  thinks  it  should 
be  the  legal  owner  of  this  property,  same  being  within  the 
bounds  of  that  Charge.  It  thinks,  however,  that,  it  should 
share  the  proceeds  of  this  property  with  the  nearest  former 
Methodist  Protestant  Church,  same  being  the  Bethel 
Methodist  Church  at  San  Angelo,  Texas,  about  thirty 
miles  from  Bronte,  Texas.  Both  of  these  churches  need 
financial  aid. 
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The  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Methodist  Church  no 
doubt  will  consider  these  suggestions,  and  take  such  action 
thereon  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

Resohition. — Therefore  be  it  resolved,  by  the  General 
Conference  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  The  Methodist 
Church  proceed  to  administer  the  property  coming  into 
its  hands  from  said  Louisa  C.  Reilly  estate,  and  to  sell, 
lease  for  oil,  or  otherwise  dispose  of  same,  and  appropriate 
the  proceeds  derived  therefrom  as  it  may  deem  proper, 
taking  into  consideration  the  particular  needs  in  the  area 
where  such  property  is  located.

David  E.  Lindstrom  (*)  (Hlinois)  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  3  (DB-50)  by  adding  "accept 
for  meetings  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  which  deal 
with  World-wide  Peace  or  other  World-wide  mat- 
ters." The  motion  was  duly  seconded.  Charles  A.

Whereas,  This  Conference  has  by  action  already  taken 
on  the  recommendation  of  its  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  &  Finance  said:  "In  view  of  the  decreasing 
percentage  vv^hich  is  annually  being  set  aside  for  World 
Service,  the  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World 
Service  &  Finance  is  urged  to  use  every  effort  to  protect 
the  General  Missionary  and  Benevolence  interests  of  the 
Church." 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  General  Conference  urgently 
requests  the  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World 
Service  &  Finance  of  each  Annual  Conference  to  hold  the 
line  as  to  the  percentage  now  being  set  aside  for  World 
Service  by  them,  so  that  no  Annual  Conference  shall 
jeopardize  the  reality  of  the  33^3%  advance  proposed  here- 
with. 

We  urgently  request  each  Annual  Conference  to  stop 
the  movement  to  decrease  the  percentage  set  aside  for 
World  Service  where  it  now  is  and  to  maintain  it  un- 
changed during  the  new  quadrennium.  We  further  request 
them,  in  consideration  of  the  critical  world  situation,  to 
move  wherever  possible  in  the  other  direction  by  making 
an  increase  in  the  percentage  to  be  set  aside  for  World 
Service. 

We  further  request  that  such  Annual  Conferences  as 
now  have  an  established  policy  of  increasing  the  amount 
set  apart  for  Annual  Conferences  in  direct  ratio  to  any 
increase  for  World  Service  be  urged  to  adjust  their  pro- 
cedure so  as  to  provide  a  real  increase  of  the  requested 
33%%  for  World  Service. 

We  direct  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  to  communicate  this  action  to  the  Chairman 
of  each  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service 
&  Finance  to  the  end  that  he  implement  this  action 
throughout  the  quadrennium  in  his  Conference. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
made  a  statement  concerning  the  amendment. 

Frank  L.  Shaffer  (West  Virginia)  spoke  against 
the  amendment. 

F.  Bringle  Mcintosh  (Ohio)  spoke  for  the 
amendment. 

John  B.  F.  Yoak,  Jr.  (West  Virginia)  spoke 
against  the  amendment. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania), 
Recording  Secretary  of  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance,  closed  the  debate.

Richard  C.  Raines  (Northern  Minnesota)  an- 
nounced, and  the  Conference  joined  in  singing 
the  first  and  last  stanzas  of  Hymn  475,  "0  Zion, 
Haste  Thy  Mission  High  Fulfilling,"  after  which 
Bishop  Edwin  Holt  Hughes  led  in  prayer. 

Richard  C.  Raines  (Northern  Minnesota)  read 
the  preamble  of  the  Report,  briefly  commenting 
on  the  same. 

Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam  presented,  and,  ex- 
plained the  First  Objective. 
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Bishop  Costen  J.  Harrell  presented,  and,  ex- 
plained the  Second  Objective. 

Richard  C.  Raines  (Northern  Minnesota) 
stated  that  Lynn  J.  Radcliffe  (Rock  River)  had 
made  two  suggestions  to  be  added  to  the  Report, 
and  on  his  motion,  duly  seconded,  they  were  sepa- 
rately added  as  follows : 

(1)  (DB-84)  Add  to  Paragraph  6,  DCA-162, 
top  of  Column  2,  the  following:  "The  Council  of 
Bishops  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancies  on 
the  Quadrennial  Advance  Committee." 

(2)  (DB-85)  Add  to  Paragraph  8,  DCA-162, 
Column  2,  the  following  Paragraph :  "The  Con- 
ference Advance  Committee  may  be  enlarged  by 
any  Annual  Conference  that  may  deem  this  ac- 
tion necessary  for  the  most  effective  promotion 
of  the  objects  of  our  Quadrennial  Advance." 

Richard  C.  Raines  (Northern  Minnesota) 
moved  the  adoption  of  the  Report,  as  amended. 
The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Harry  W.  McPherson  (Illinois)  moved  to 
amend  (DB-86)  Paragraph  5,  DCA-162,  Column 
1,  by  changing  the  word  "second"  in  line  two  to 
read  "third."  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed. 

Lynn  J.  Radcliffe  (Rock  River)  spoke  in  favor 
of.  the  Report. 

Chester  A.  Smith  (*)  (New  York)  moved  to 
amend  the  last  paragraph  in  Column  2,  DCA-161, 
by  adding  after  the  word,  "Christianity"  in  line 
6  (DB-87),  the  words,  "and  to  the  making  of 
America."  The  motion,  being  duly  seconded, 
Chester  A.  Smith  (*)  (New  York)  spoke  to  the 
same. 

Bisop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam  by  common  consent 
spoke  to  the  pending  amendment.  The  amendment 
of  Chester  A.  Smith  (*)  (New  York)  being  put 
to  a  vote,  was  not  adopted. 

J.  N.  R.  Score  (Central  Texas)  moved  the 
previous  question  on  all  before  the  General  Con- 
ference. The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed  by 
more  than,  the  two-thirds  majority,  according  to 
the  ruling  of  the  Chair.  A  count  vote  was  called 
for.  The  vote  for  the  count  vote  was  taken.  The 
call  for  the  count  vote  was  not  sustained  by  one- 
fifth  of  the  Conference,  and  the  previous  question 
was  ordered. 
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The  recess  period  drawing  near,  motion  of 
David  D.  Jones  (*)  (North  Carolina,  C),  duly 
seconded,  prevailed,  that  the  time  be  extended  for 
the  completion  of  this  item,  and,  the  introduction 
of  the  wives  of  the  Bishops. 

Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer  (Rock  River),  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  spoke  to  the  Report. 

Motion  of  Richard  C.  Raines  (Northern  Min- 
nesota), duly  seconded,  prevailed  that  the  Report 
be  adopted  by  a  standing  vote. 

The  Conference  unanimously  adopted  the  Re- 
port, and,  remained  standing  while  Marshall  T. 
Steel  (North  Texas)  led  in  the  Prayer  of  Conse- 
cration. For  Report  see  page  775. 

Glenn  R.  Phillips  (Southern  California-Ari- 
zona), Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesies 
and  Privileges,  requested  that  a  telegram  re- 
ceived by  Ralph  W.  Sockman  (New  York)  from 
Professor  Albert  Einstein  be  presented  immediate- 
ly on  convening  after  the  recess  period. 

The  Chair  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  there 
was  an  Order  of  the  Day,  consideration  of  and 
action  on  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion, set  for  that  time.  Daniel  L.  Marsh  (New- 
England),  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation, stated  that  the  Committee  on  Education 
will  be  given  sufficient  time  for  the  reading  of 
the  telegram.

In  our  time  there  weighs  on  the  clergy  a  particularly 
heavy  responsibility,  and,  on  the  other  hand,  they  are 
presented  with  a  vmique  opportunity  to  render  an  in- 
valuable service  to  the  community  by  providing  informa- 
tion and  enlightenment  to  vast  sections  of  the  people.  And 
in  this  you  are  freer  than  the  press  and  the  radio  whose 
organs  unfortunately  are  so  susceptible  of  being  influenced 
by  political  authorities  and  vested  interests. 

The  United  States  are  at  present  the  most  powerful 
fact  in  world  politics.  Politically,  militarily  and  Economi- 
cally: her  attitude  and  decision  largely  determine  the 
destinies  of  nations;  War  means  from  now  on  the  end  of 
civilized  humanity,  but  under  present  conditions  a  real 
and  lasting  peace  cannot  be  based  any  longer  on  national 
armaments,  but  solely  on  a  supra-national  organization 
capable  of  making  crucial  decisions  in  matters  of  inter- 
national security,  and,  equipped  with  adequate  means  to 
enforce  these  decisions.  Without  such  world  government 
a  pernicious  armaments  race  and  eventually  war  itself 
cannot  be  avoided.   Please  lend  your  assistance  lest  our 
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generation  fails  in  meeting  this  most  fateful  problem  of 
our  age.

Bishop  H.  Lester  Smith  called  the  Conference 
to  order  at  11 :00  A.M. 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  led  the  Conference  in 
singing  Hymn  268,  "Are  Ye  Able." 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  presented  the  Boston 
University  Girls'  Glee  Club,  and  under  his  direc- 
tion they  rendered  the  following  selections : 
"Gloria  In  Excelis  Deo"  by  Robert  Cooper,  and 
"Duo  Seraphim"  by  Victoria.

Earl  R.  Brown  (North-East  Ohio)  asked  a 
question  concerning  the  new  Paragraph  to  follow 
Paragraph  652,  Column   1.  DCA-234,  "Aflfiliated 
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Autonomous  Churches."  Leon  T.  Moore  (Phila- 
delphia) answered  the  question. 

Charles  A.  Robbins  (*)  (Pacific  Northwest) 
moved  to  amend  the  new  Paragraph  black-face 
type  following  Paragraph  652,  Column  1,  DCA- 
234,  "Affiliated  Autonomous  Churches,"  by  in- 
serting the  word  "General"  between  the  words 
"the"  and  "Board"  found  in  the  seventh  line  of 
the  new  Paragraph. 

The  amendment  was  accepted  by  Leon  T.  Moore 
(Philadelphia)  for  the  Committee,  no  objection 
being  raised  by  any  member  of  the  Commission 
on  Central  Conferences,  or  of  the  Committee  on 
Conferences,  or  by  any  member  of  the  General 
Conference. 

Oscar  Thomas  Olson  (North-East  Ohio)  moved 
that  the  Enabling  Acts  be  adopted  without  read- 
ing. The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Bishop  H.  Lester  Smith  raised  the  question 
"Are  there  any  new  Enabling  Acts?" 

Cristobal  G.  Coates  (*)  (River  Plate)  stated 
that  Enabling  Act  No.  14,  Column  3,  DCA-234, 
Subject,  "Southeastern  Asia  Provisional  Central 
Conference"  was  new. 

John  R.  Kenney  (California),  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Central  Conferences,  stated  that 
technically  Enabling  Act  No.  13,  Column  3,  DCA- 
234,  Subject,  "Southeastern  Asia  Central  Con- 
ference" was  also  new. 

Leon  T.  Moore  (Philadelphia)  read  Enabling 
Acts  Thirteen  and  Fourteen. 

The  motion  of  Oscar  Thomas  Olson  (North- 
East  Ohio)  duly  seconded  prevailed  and  the  four- 
teen Enabling  Acts  found  in  Columns  1,  2,  and  3, 
DCA-234,  were  adopted. 

Ernest  Fremont  Tittle  (Rock  River)  moved  to 
amend  Item  3  at  the  top  of  Column  1,  DCA-235, 
by  inserting  in  the  fifth  line  following  the  words 
"Board  of  Temperance,"  the  following  words, 
"the  Commission  on  World  Peace."  The  amend- 
ment w^as  accepted  by  C.  Cooper  Bell  (Virginia), 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences  for 
the  Committee,  no  objection  being  raised  by  any 
member  of  the  Commission  on  Central  Confer- 
ences, or  any  member  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
ferences, or  by  any  member  of  the  General  Con- 
ference. 
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Mrs.  Frank  G.  Brooks  (*)  (Upper  Iowa) 
moved  to  amend  the  second  Paragraph,  black-face 
type,  at  the  top  of  Column  3,  DCA-233,  by  insert- 
ing in  line  12  between  the  words  "the"  and 
"Woman's"  the  words  "Foreign  Department  of 
the."  The  amendment  was  accepted  by  Leon  T. 
Moore  (Philadelphia)  for  the  Committee,  there 
being  no  objection  raised  by  any  member  of  the 
Commission  on  Central  Conferences,  or  any  mem- 
ber of  the  Committee  on  Conferences,  or  by  any 
member  of  the  General  Conference. 

Thomas  B.  Lugg  (Illinois),  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Fi- 
nance, moved  to  amend  the  second  paragraph, 
black-face  type.  Column  3,  DCA-233,  by  adding 
to  the  paragraph  the  following,  "The  expense  of 
the  Commission  is  to  be  paid  from  the  General 
Administration  Fund."  The  amendment  was  ac- 
cepted by  C.  Cooper  Bell  (Virginia),  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Conferences,  for  the  Committee, 
no  objection  being  raised  by  any  member  of  the 
Commission  on  Central  Conferences,  or  by  any 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences,  or  by 
any  member  of  the  General  Conference. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
moved  to  amend  the  second  paragraph,  black-face 
type.  Column  3,  DCA-233,  by  deleting  the  words 
"two  Central  Conference  Bishops,"  in  line  3  of 
said  Paragraph  and  substituting  therefor  the 
words,  "two  Bishops  assigned  to  work  in  Central 
Conferences." 

The  amendment  was  accepted  by  C.  Cooper

Oscar  Thomas  Olson  (North-East  Ohio)  raised 
a  question  as  to  what  was  meant  in  the  statement 
"In  agreement  with  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,"  found  in  lines  7  and  8  of  Item 
3  at  the  top  of  Column  1,  DCA-235. 

Leon  T.  Moore  (Philadelphia)  gave  a  satis- 
factory answer  to  the  question. 

Nolan  B.  Harmon  (Virginia)  raised  a  question 
as  to  the  desirability  of  printing  the  Enabling 
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Acts  in  the  Discipline  of  1948  as  proposed  in  Item 
1  of  "Recommendations"  found  at  the  bottom  of 
Cohimn  3,  DCA-234,  and,  requested  common  con- 
sent of  the  Conference  to  hear  Murray  H.  Leiffer 
(Southern  California- Arizona)  on  this  Recom- 
mendation. 

Common  consent  being  unanimously  given, 
Murray  H.  Leiffer  (Southern  California-Arizona) 
spoke  to  the  question,  and  suggested  that  the 
Enabling  Acts  be  printed  in  the  Journal  only. 

John  R.  Kenney  (California)  Chairman  of  the 
Commission  on  Central  Conferences,  stated  this 
would  be  perfectly  satisfactory  to  the  Commission 
on  Central  Conferences. 

C.  Cooper  Bell  (Virginia),  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Conferences,  accepted  for  the  Com- 
mittee, the  suggestion  that  the  Enabling  Acts 
appear  in  the  Journal  only,  there  being  no  objec- 
tion raised  by  any  member  of  the  Commission  on 
Central  Conferences,  or  any  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Conferences,  or  by  any  member  of  the 
General  Conference. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
started  to  speak  from  the  platform.  Loyd  F. 
Worley  (New  York  East)  raised  the  point  of 
order  "Is  it  not  necessary  for  a  Delegate  to  stand 
in  his  place  to  be  recognized"?  Bishop  H.  Lester 
Smith  stated  that  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central 
Pennsylvania)  was  on  the  platform  at  the  re- 
quest of  the  Committee  on  Conferences  and  there- 
fore the  point  was  not  well  taken. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
moved  that  the  Committee  on  Correlation  of  Legis- 
lation be  authorized  to  harmonize  the  legislation 
in  Paragraph  425,  Column  1,  DCA-66,  adopted 
May  1st,  1948,  in  the  adoption  of  Report  No.  1  of 
the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  with  the  Legislation  now  proposed  in  the 
same  Paragraph  425  found  in  Column  8,  DCA- 
232,  if  adopted. 

The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer  (Rock  River),  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions, 
General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
was  recognized  at  the  request  of  C.  Cooper  Bell 
(Virginia),  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Con- 
ferences, to  speak  relative  to  Item  3,  Column  1, 
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DCA-235.  Oscar  Thomas  Olson  (North-East 
Ohio)  moved  that  Item  3  at  the  top  of  Column  1, 
DCA-235,  be  deleted.  The  motion  being  duly  sec- 
onded, Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer  (Rock  River)  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  deletion. 

The  vote  on  the  motion  to  delete  was  taken, 
but  had  not  been  announced,  when  John  R 
Kenney  (California),  Chairman  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  Central  Conferences,  requested  to  be  heard 
on  the  matter  of  the  deletion  of  Item  3.  By  common 
consent  the  action  the  Conference  had  taken  to 
vote  on  the  motion  of  Ralph  E.  Diffendorfer 
(Rock  River),  to  delete  Item  3,  Column  1,  DCA- 
235,  before  John  R.  Kenney  (California),  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Central  Conferences 
had  spoken,  was  reconsidered. 

John  R.  Kenney  (California)  spoke  against  the 
deletion. 

Charles  V.  Adams  (*)  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
spoke  foi'  the  deletion. 

Leon  T.  Moore  (Philadelphia),  Chairman  of 
the  Sub-Committee,  presenting  the  Report,  spoke 
against  the  deletion. 

The  vote  being  taken,  the  motion  of  Oscar 
Thomas  Olson  (North-East  Ohio)  to  delete  Item 
3  was  not  adopted. 

J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsylvania) 
moved  to  amend  the  second  paragraph,  black-face 
type,  top  of  Column  3,  DCA-233,  by  adding  "two 
representatives  from  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance." 

C.  (hooper  Bell  (Virginia),  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Conferences,  accepted  the  proposed 
amendment  for  the  Committee,  there  being  no  ob- 
jection raised  by  any  member  of  the  Commission 
on  Central  Conferences,  or  by  any  member  of  the 
Committee  on  Conferences,  or  by  any  member  of 
the  General  Conference.

NINTH  DAY,  THURSDAY,  MAY  6,  1948 
AFTERNOON  SESSION 

Pursuant  to  adjournment  the  General  Confer- 
ence convened  at  2:30  p.m.,  Thursday  afternoon. 
May  6th,  1948,  with  Bishop  Raymond  J.  Wade, 
presiding. 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  led  the  Conference  in 
singing  Hymn  240,  ''What  A  Friend  We  Have  In 
Jesus,"  after  which  Marshall  R.  Reed  (Detroit) 
led  in  prayer. 

Dr.  James  R.  Houghton  presented  Mrs.  Nora 
Gardner  Riggs,  Aberdeen,  South  Dakota,  who  sang 
as  a  solo  "Alleluia"  by  Mozart. 

Bishop  Lewis  0.  Hartman  was  granted  the 
privilege  of  the  floor,  and  expressed  the  thanks  of 
the  body  to  Dr.  Theodore  Ferris,  Rector  of  Trinity 
Episcopal  Church,  for  its  use  for  the  Holy  Com- 
munion Service  on  the  opening  day  of  the  General 
Conference. 

Glenn  R.  Phillips  (Southern  California-Ari- 
zona), Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Courtesies 
and  Privileges,  presented  six  various  matters,  and, 
action  was  taken  on  each  as  indicated. 

(1)  Presented  Bishop  Shot  K.  Mondol  who 
made  a  statement  concerning  the  conference  which 
he  had  with  the  Prime  Minister  of  India,  Pandit- 
Jawaharlal  Nehru  of  the  Indian  Union  before  he, 
Bishop  Mondol  left  India  for  the  General  Con- 
ference, and  that  the  Prime  Minister  asked  him  to 
convey  his  gratitude  and  appreciation  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  for  the  contribution  and  work  of 
Methodism  in  India.  Unanimous  consent  was  given 
to  include  in  the  cablegram  previously  ordered 
sent  to  the  Prime  Minister,  and  an  expression  of 
appreciation  for  his  message  to  the  General  Con- 
ference. 

(2)  Presented  James  A.  Perry  (Troy)  who 
moved  a  suspension  of  the  Rules  for  the  adoption 
of  an  unpublished  Resolution.  The  motion,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed,  by  more  than  the  two-thirds 
majority. 

On   motion   of  James   A.    Perry    (Troy),   duly 
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seconded,  the  following  message    (DB-139)   was 
ordered  sent  to  the  President  of  the  United  States : 

Mr.  President: 

The  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  rep- 
resenting nearly  every  nation  on  the  globe  sends  to  you 
greetings  and  felicitations.  Protestant  religion  and  demo- 
cratic government,  based  alike  on  freedom,  character, 
and  an  open  road  to  talent,  have  a  natural  unity  w^hile 
exercising  their  functions  severally. 

We  are  keenly  aware  of  the  great  responsibility  of 
your  office,  and  the  critical  situation  of  this  hour.  Amid 
conflicting  ideologies  and  grave  tensions  we  know^  that 
only  by  Divine  guidance  can  you  and  your  Counselors  ar- 
rive at  safe  and  effective  conclusions  of  mind  and  program 
of  action. 

We  believe  that  such  assistance  of  the  Almighty  is 
available. 

We  see  over  against  those  theories  of  success,  which 
include  violence  and  national  conflict,  the  sincere  desire 
for  peace,  and  co-operation  of  the  overwhelming  majority 
of  the  peoples  of  all  the  earth. 

It  now  appears  that  we  have  a  sure  opportunity  to 
mobilize  this  basic  goodwill  by  a  new  strategy  resident  in 
Christianity  and  Democracy.  American  generosity,  to- 
gether with  the  practice  of  justice  and  fairness  for  all 
peoples  together  everywhere,  will  build  the  foundation 
of  peace  and  progress. 

We,  therefore,  Mr.  President,  assure  you  of  our  continu- 
ous prayers  and  our  support  in  every  moral  and  ethical 
issue  for  the  welfare  of  our  own  nation,  and  for  all 
nations  over  the  world. 

(3)  Presented  Karl  K.  Quimby  (Newark), 
Cultivation  Secretary  of  the  General  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension,  who  briefly  spoke 
on  the  "United  Church  Canvass"  as  an  invaluable 
resource  for  implementing  the  "Advance  Move- 
ment for  Christ  and  His  Church." 

(4)  Presented  Ira  M.  Hargett  (Louisville) 
who  presented  a  Resolution  (DB-140)  and  moved 
a  suspension  of  Rules  for  consideration  of  and 
action  on  the  Resolution.  The  motion,  duly  sec- 
onded, prevailed  by  more  than  the  two-thirds 
majority.  Ira  M.  Hargett  (Louisville)  moved  the 
adoption  of  the  Resolution  and  its  reference  to 
the  Committee  on  Rules  of  Organization  of  the 
1952  General  Conference.  The  motion  was  duly 
seconded.  Chester  A.  Smith  (*)  (New  York) 
moved  to  amend  by  inserting  the  words  "and 
Prohibition"  following  the  word  "Temperance"  in 
the  Resolution.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  pre- 
vailed. 
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The  Resolution  as  amended  was  adopted,  and 
by  vote  of  the  Conference  referred  to  the  Commit- 
tee on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  of  Order 
for  the  1952  General  Conference,  as  follows : 

Whereas,  Our  Board  of  Temperance  is  recognized  as  a 
great  militant  leader  in  the  field  of  Temperance  and  Pro- 
hibition; and 

Whereas,  We  Methodists  propose,  under  the  leadership 
of  our  Bishops,  to  place  increasing  emphasis  on  temperance 
in  the  quadrennium  just  beiore  us;  and 

Whereas,  The  brazen  aggressiveness  and  modern 
streamlining  of  the  liquor  traffic  is  making  its  insidious 
appeal  to  our   American   women   and  young   people;    and 

Whereas,  The  work  of  temperance  cannot  be  given 
adequate  consideration  as  a  part  of  the  Committee  on  State 
of  the  Church  because  of  its  crowded  calendar;  Therefore 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  General  Conference  request 
the  Committee  on  Plan  of  Organization  and  Rules  for  the 
next  General  Conference  to  include  a  Committee  on  Temp- 
erance and  Prohibition  as  a  regular  Standing  or  Legis- 
lative Committee  of  the  General  Conference."

J.  N.  R.  Score  (Central  Texas),  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Chairmen,  moved  that  at  this 
time  we  hear  the  Report  of  the  Judicial  Council, 
on  Report  No.  4  of  the  Ministry,  referred  to  them 
Wednesday,  May  5th,  1948,  for  their  consideration 
and  action.  The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed.

Dawson  C.  Bryan  (Texas),  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Membership  and  Evangelism,  pre- 
sented Report  No.  11  of  the  Committee,  Calendar 
No.  64,  DCA-191,  Subject,  "Membership  Secre- 
tary," and  on  his  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was 
adopted.

Dawson  C.  Bryan  (Texas),  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Membership  and  Evangelism,  pre- 
sented Report  No.  12  of  the  Committee,  Calendar 
No.  65,  DCA-191,  Subject,  "Members  Received," 
and  on  his  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Report  was 
adopted.  For  Report  see  page  648. 

Dawson  C.  Bryan  (Texas),  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Membership  and  Evangelism,  re- 
quested George  A.  Fallon  (New  England)  to  pre- 
sent the  next  Report  of  the  Committee. 

George  A.  Fallon  (New  England)  presented 
Report  No.  14  of  the  Committee  on  Membership 
and  Evangelism,  Calendar  No.  81,  DCA-194-195, 
Subject,  "Message  of  Evangelism." 

Dawson  C.  Bryan  (Texas),  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Membership  and  Evangelism,  asked 
common  consent,  for  the  Committee,  to  insert  at 
the  end  of  the  first  two  lines.  Column  1,  DCA-195, 
the  following  amendment  (DB-144)  : 

"We  warn  our  people  of  the  barrenness  of  church  mem- 
bership without  the  fellowship  of  worship. 

Our  leaders  are  disturbed  by  the  habitual  absence  fi-om 
public  worship  of  many  who  have  taken  the  vows  to  be 
loyal  by  their  presence. 

We  affirm  our  conviction  that  worship  in  the  sanctuary 
is  necessary  to  the  highest  development  of  the  individual 
Christian.  It,  moreover,  is  essential  for  efficient  function- 
ing of  the  organized  Church.  There  is  no  substitute  for  this 
regular  practice. 

Common  consent  was  unanimously  given  for  the 
insertion. 

Motion  of  Dawson  C.  Bryan  (Texas),  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Membership  and  Evangelism, 
duly  seconded,  prevailed,  adopting  the  Report.  For 
Report  see  page  651.

Cristobal  G.  Coates  (*)  (River  Plate)  pre- 
sented the  following  (DB-145)  request  for  an 
Enabling  Act  for  the  Provisional  Annual  Confer- 
ence of  Bolivia  and  on  his  motion,  duly  seconded, 
it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Conferences. 


That  for  the  special  reasons  detailed  below,  an  ex- 
ception be  g-ranted  to  the  Provisional  Annual  Conference 
of  Bolivia  so  that  it  may  be  continued  as  a  Provisional 
Annual  Conference  with  a  minimum  of  four  instead  of  six 
ministerial  meinbers;  and  that  the  corresponding  Enabling 
Act  be  authorized. 
Reasons ; — 

Besides  the  four  regular  ministerial  members  plus  two 
ministers  on  probation,  there  are  one  or  two  ministerial 
missionaries  working  in  Bolivia,  who  have  not  joined  that 
Provisional  Annual  Conference  because  they  do  not  wish 
to  sever  connections  with  their  Annual  Conference  in  the 
U.S.A. 
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Also  there  are  in  Bolivia  two  large  Methodist  Schools, 
and  an  important  Methodist  Hospital  with  more  than  10 
missionaries  in  these  Institutions.  The  sum  of  these  activi- 
ties gives  the  work  in  this  Conference  right  to  representa- 
tion in  the  Central  Conference  in  which  they  have  always 
been  welcome. 

Motion  of  J.  N.  Pw.  Score  (Central  Texas), 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed  referring  Paragraph  555,  of 
the  1944  Discipline  to  the  Judicial  Council  for 
their  consideration,  and  the  report  of  their  de- 
cision to  the  General  Conference. 

John  B.  ¥.  Yoak,  Jr.  (West  Virginia),  Calendar 
Secretary,  moved  that  Report  No.  3  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Membership  and  Evangelism,  Calendar 
Nos.  6  and  85,  DCA-196-195,  Subject,  "Transfer 
of  Church  Membership,"  adopted  May  5th,  1948, 
be  reconsidered  'for  a  correction  by  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee,  Dawson  C.  Bryan  (Texas).  The 
motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed. 

Dawson  C.  Bryan  (Texas),  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Membership  and  Evangelism,  asked 
common  consent  to  delete  in  lines  two  and  three, 
Column  3,  DCA-196,  the  words  "the  certificate 
of  transfer  to  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  new 
community,"  and  substituting  therefore  the 
words,  "a  letter  of  notification  to  the  member  and 
to  the  pastor  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  new 
community  simultaneously"  (DB-146).  By  com- 
mon consent  this  was  granted,  and  on  motion  of 
Dawson  C.  Bryan  (Texas),  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Membership  and  Evangelism,  the  Re- 
port as  corrected  was  adopted.  For  Report  see 
page  636. 

Bishop  Raymond  J.  Wade  announced  that  the 
Judicial  Council  desired  to  retire  and  consider  the 
matters  referred  to  the  Judicial  Council,  and 
asked  if  there  were  any  other  matters  to  be  re- 
ferred to  the  Judicial  Council  at  this  time. 

Willard  H.  Blue  (Tennessee),  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Enabling  Acts,  stated  the  Commit- 
tee requested  an  opinion  of  the  Judicial  Council 
(DB-147)  as  to  whether  it  is  necessary  to  re-enact 
Paragraphs  1634,  1635,  1636,  1637,' 1639,  1641, 
1643,  1646,  1648,  1649,  1650,  and  1651  of  the  1940 
Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  as  were  done 
by  the  General  Conference  of  1944  in  the  adoption 
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of  Report  No.  11  of  the  Committee  on  Enabling 
Acts,  Subject,  "Re-enactment  Of  Certain  Para- 
graphs Of  The  1940  Disciplirie  Of  The  Methodist 
Church"  found  on  page  581  of  the  Journal  of  the 
General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  of 
1944. 

On  motion  of  Willard  H  Blue  (Tennessee), 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Enabling  Acts, 
duly  seconded,  the  request  was  referred  to  the 
Judicial  Council  for  their  consideration,  decision, 
and  report  to  the  General  Conference. 

The  call  of  the  Calendar  was  resumed,  under 
the  direction  of  John  B.  F.  Yoak  (West  Virginia) , 
Calendar  Secretary. 

Daniel  L.  Marsh  (New  England),  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Education,  presented  the  Re- 
port of  the  Joint  Committee  (DB-148)  to  which 
had  been  referred  Report  No.  5  of  the  Committee 
on  Education,  Calendar  No.  32,  DCA-144,  Subject, 
"Admission  Of  Preachers  On  Trial,"  and  Report 
No.  6  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry,  Calendar  No. 
62,  DCA-152,  Subject,  "Admission  On  Trial  Of 
Accepted  Supplies,"  and  stated  that  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Joint  Committee  is  that  Report 
No.  5  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  Calendar 
No.  32,  DCA-144,  Subject,  "Admission  of  Preach- 
ers on  Trial,"  be  adopted,  and  that  the  following 
statement  (DB-148)  also  be  adopted. 

"In  view  of  Methodism's  growing  appreciation  of  our 
opportunities  in  the  rural  field  and  the  necessity  to  provide 
more  adequate  ministerial  leadership  for  this  important 
area,  and,  in  recognition  of  the  problems  involved  in  ob- 
taining at  this  time  a  sufficient  number  of  men  with  the 
highest  academic  attainments  who  are  ready  to  devote 
themselves  to  a  rural  ministry: 

We  recommend  that  this  General  Conference  direct 
the  Board  of  Ministerial  Training,  in  conjunction  with  the 
Association  of  Methodist  Theological  Schools,  the  Uni- 
versity Senate,  and  the  Department  of  Town  and  Country 
Work  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension, to  establish  special  schools  and/or  courses  for 
rural  pastors,  designed  to  make  available  to  Accepted 
Supply  Pastors  who  are  high  school  graduates,  and  have 
a  minimum  of  four  consecutive  years  of  full-time  ex- 
perience, the  opportunity  to  complete  sufficient  education, 
so  as  to  meet  Paragraph  323  of  the  Discipline  (1944)."

62.  DCA-152,  Subject,  "Admission  On  Trial  Of 
Accepted  Supplies,"  By  unanimous  common  con- 
sent this  was  done,  and  Report  No.  6  was  with- 
drawn. For  Report  see  page  658. 

William  L.  Clegg  (North  Carolina.  SE)  moved 
to  amend  Report  No.  5  of  the  Committee  on  Edu- 
cation, Calendar  No.  32,  DCA-144,  Subject,  "Ad- 
mission Of  Preachers  On  Trial,"  by  adding  at  the 
end  of  the  words  "accredited  four  year  college" 
found  at  the  top  of  Column  2,  DCA-144  the  fol- 
lowing (DB-149)  :  "or  has  served  seven  consecu- 
tive years  as  an  Accepted  Supply  in  the  field  and 
is  38  years  of  age."  The  motion  was  duly  seconded.

Maccabeus.

William  H.  Utz,  Jr.  (*)  (Missouri)  asked  a 
question  relative  to  the  Report,  and  Burnell  L.

George  M.  Davenport  (North  Alabama)  moved 
to  amend  (DB-174)  Paragraph  1625,  Item  3, 
black-face  type.

Frank  S.  McKnight  (Erie)  asked  a  question 
pertaining  to  the  proposed  amendment,  and, 
George  M.  Davenport  (North  Alabama)  answered 
the  question. 

Motion  of  J.  N.  R.  Score  (Central  Texas), 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Chairmen,  duly 
seconded,  prevailed,  extending  the  time  to  com- 
plete consideration  of  and  action  on  Chapter  4 
of  the  Report  now  under  consideration. 

Ernest  Fremont  Tittle  (Rock  River)  moved  to 
amend  Paragraph  1620  (DB-175)  by  adding  to 
the  Paragraph  the  following: 
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"and  accepted  supply  pastors  who  has  served  for  ten 
or  more  consecutive  years  shall  on  retirement  receive  an 
annuity  at  the  same  annuity  rate  as  Conference  mem- 
bers." 


The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Burnell  L.  Schubel  (St.  Louis),  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Conference  Claimants,  stated 
that  the  amendment  did  not  apply  to  Paragraph 
1620,  and,  that  provision  had  been  made  for  the 
objective  sought  in  the  amendment.  Ernest  Fre- 
mont Tittle  (Rock  River)  with  the  consent  of  his 
seconder'withdrew  the  proposed  amendment. 

Ernest  Fremont  Tittle  (Rock  River)  moved  to 
amend  (DB-176)  Paragraph  1633,  Item  2,  Column 
3,  DCA-223,  by  deleting  the  word  "may"  im- 
mediately preceding  the  black-face  type  at  the 
bottom  of  Item  2  and  substituting  therefor  the 
word  "shall."  The  motion  was  duly  seconded,  but 
on  being  put  to  a  vote  was  not  adopted.

The  motion,  being  duly  sec- 
onded, D.  L.  Landrum  (Texas,  SC)  spoke  to  the 
same. 

R.  C.  Griffith  (Upper  South  Carolina)  spoke 
against  the  amendment. 

A.  Wesley  Pugh  (North  Indiana)  moved  the  pre- 
vious question  on  all  before  the  General  Confer- 
ence. The  motion,  duly  seconded,  prevailed  by 
more  than  the  two-thirds  majority,  and  the  pre- 
vious question  was  ordered. 

J.  N.  R.  Score  (Central  Texas),  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Ministry,  closed  the  debate  for 
the  Committee.

Ormal  L.  Miller  (Kansas),  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Interdenominational  Relations  and 
Activities,  presented  Report  No.  1  of  the  Commit- 
tee, Calendar  No.  102,  DCA-230,  Subject,  "Com- 
mission On  Church  Union,"  and  moved  its  adop- 
tion. The  motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Thomas  B.  Lugg  (Illinois),  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Fi- 
nance, moved  to  amend  the  Report  by  adding 
"The  expense  of  this  Commission  is  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  (General  Administration  Fund."

Pursuant  to  adjournment  the  General  Confer- 
ence of  The  Methodist  Church  convened  in  after- 
noon session,  Friday,  May  7th,  1948,  at  2 :30  P.M., 
with  Bishop  J.  Ralph  Magee  presiding. 
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Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  James  R.  Houghton 
the  Conference  joined  in  singing  Hymn  279,  "God 
Of  Grace  And  God  Of  Glory."

ing tribute  to  Dr.  Lucius  H.  Bugbee  (Northern 
Minnesota)  the  first  Editor  of  Church  School 
Publications  of  The  Methodist  Church. 
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DR.  LUCIUS  H.  BUGBEE 

On  the  morning  of  February  22,  1948,  as  he  was  walking 
to  church  in  Bemus  Point,  New  York,  Dr.  Lucius  H. 
Bugbee  was  killed  by  a  truck.  He  was  on  his  way  to  teach 
his  Sunday  school  class.  Though  he  was  73  years  of  age 
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at  the  time  of  his  death,  he  had  been  active  and  in  good 
health.  Only  a  few  days  before,  the  Editor  of  Church 
School  Publications  had  received  for  publication  some  of 
the  finest  articles  which  had  come  from  his  pen. 

Dr.  Bugbee  was  born  at  Glendale,  Ohio,  on  April  20, 
1874.  He  was  finely  educated,  holding  degrees  from  Grove 
City  College,  Syracuse  University,  Boston  University, 
and  the  University  of  Chicago.  He  was  a  member  of  Phi 
Beta  Kappa.  After  serving  churches  in  New  York,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  Pennsylvania,  he  became  pastor  of  Hennepin 
Avenue  Church,  Minneapolis,  Minnesota.  After  a  long  and 
successful  period  of  service  at  Hennepin  Avenue  Church,  he 
was  elected  Editor  of  Church  School  Publications  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  In  1940  he  was  elected  the 
first  Editor  of  Church  School  Publications  of  The  Method- 
ist Church.  After  four  years  of  magnificent  leadership,  he 
retired  in  1944.  Recently  he  had  devoted  much  of  his  time 
to  writing.  Each  year  he  had  created  the  meditations 
carried  in  "The  Sanctuary."  His  latest  book  appeared  a 
few  weeks  before  his  death  under  the  title,  AT  THE 
DOOR  OF  THE  CHURCH.  It  contains  guidance  in  pre- 
paring candidates  for  church  membership.  Thousands  are 
indebted  to  this  man  for  leadership  and  help.  Tributes 
have  been  offered.  Perhaps  a  single  statement  which 
appeared  in  the  Hennepin  Avenue  Church  bulletin  on 
February  29,  1948  comes  nearest  to  expressing  our  com- 
mon judgment:  "As  few  other  Christians  he  seemed  to 
have  learned  the  secret  of  living  in  two  worlds  at  the  same 
time.  He  had  seen  with  his  own  eyes  the  Light  that  never 
was  on  sea  or  land,  and  the  glory  of  it  gave  radiance  to 
his  message,  and  a  moving  authentic  note  to  his  testi- 
mony." 

Whereas,  Dr.  Lucius  H.  Bugbee  has  been  called  to  his

John  M.  Versteeg  (Ohio)  suggested  as  a  second

Mrs.  John  H.  Werner  (*)  (Baltimore)  then 
moved  as  a  substitute  for  Report  No.  16  of  the 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  Calendar 
No.  197,  DCA-278,  Subject,  "Inter-Agency  Com- 
mittee On  Social  Issues,"  the  Report  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  Study  the  Field  of  Social  Action  found 
on  page  11  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 

The  motion,  being  duly  seconded,  Mrs.  John  H. 
Werner  (*)    (Baltimore)  spoke  to  the  same. 

George  L.  Poor  (Pacific  Northwest)  spoke 
against  the  substitution. 
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Joe  S.  Henry  (*)  (West  Texas)  raised  a  point 
of  order  that  Calendar  No.  227,  Report  No.  25, 
Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  DCA-282, 
Subject,  "Committee  to  Study  the  Field  of  Social 
Action,"  is  not  before  the  Conference. 

Bishop  J.  Ralph  Magee  ruled  the  point  of  order 
not  well  taken. 

Abbott  L.  Fletcher  (*)  (Northern  Minnesota) 
asked  a  question  concerning  the  "Budgetary 
Recommendation"  found  in  Column  2,  of  the  Re- 
port of  the  Special  Committee  to  Study  the  Field 
for  Social  Action  found  on  page  11  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate. 

John  M.  Versteeg  (Ohio)  answered  the  ques- 
tion. 

Lynn  J.  Radcliffe  (Rock  River)  moved  the  pre- 
vious question  on  the  motion  to  substitute.  The 
motion  was  duly  seconded. 

Before  the  motion  was  put  to  a  vote  Mrs.  John 
H.  Werner  (*)  (Baltimore)  requested  permission 
of  the  General  Conference  to  withdraw  her  sub- 
stitute motion.  Common  consent  being  unanimous- 
ly given  for  this,  Mrs.  John  H.  Werner  (*)  (Batli- 
more)  with  the  consent  of  her  seconder  withdrew 
her  motion,  to  substitute  the  Special  Report  of 
the  Committee  to  Study  the  Field  of  Social  Action 
found  on  page  11  of  the  Daily  Christian  Advocate. 

Ernest  Fremont  Tittle  (Rock  River) ,  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
asked  common  consent  to  amend  the  Report  by 
adding  a  Paragraph,  "The  expense  of  this  Com- 
mittee will  be  borne  by  the  various  Agencies  in- 
volved." Unanimous  common  consent  was  given 
for  the  amendment.

This  opinion  was 
concurred  in  by  J.  N.  R.  Score  (Central  Texas), 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry.

East  Ohio)  Friedrich  Wunderlich  (Northwest- 
Germany)  spoke  to  the  pending  matter  giving  the 
reasons  why  the  Germany  Central  Conference 
requested  this  special  legislation  in  their  behalf. 

Leon  T.  Moore  (Philadelphia)  moved  that  Para- 
graph 579  with  special  application  only  to  the 
Germany  Central  Conference  as  recommended  in 
Report  No.  21  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry, 
Calendar  No.  157,  DCA-271  be  placed  as  an  addi- 
tion to  Paragraph  579  found  in  the  adopted  Re- 
port No.  5,  Column  2,  DCA-233  of  the  Committee 
on  Conferences,  Calendar  No.  113,  Subject,

the  apportionments  for  same. 

(3)  To  notify,  following  the  adjournment  of  the  Annual 
Conference,  each  District  Superintendent  of  the  Conference 
the  amounts  apportioned  to  each  Charge  of  the  District 
for  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund. 

(4)  To  administer  the  program  of  Minimum  Support 
during  the  Conference  year. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Conference  Commission  on 
Ministerial  Support  for  funds  shall  be  consolidated  with 
the  recommendations  of  the  Conference  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  into  a  single  recommendation 
to  the  Annual  Conference  for  its  action  and  determination." 
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The  motion  being  duly  seconded,  Carl  McFall 
(*)   (West  Oklahoma)  spoke  to  the  same.

In  Paragraph  423  add  after  the  word  "place,"  line  4,  the 
words  or  at  an  adjourned  session  thereof. 
The  amended  Paragraph  will  read: 

Par.  423.  The  Bishop  or  Bishops  elected  by  a  Jurisdictional  or 
Central  Conference  shall  be  consecrated  at  the  session  of  the  Jurisdic- 
tional or  Central  Conference  at  which  the  election  or  elections  take 
place,  or  at  an  adjourned  session  thereof.  (Rest  of  paragraph  un- 
changed.) 

On  motion  of  J.  Edgar  Skillington  (Central  Pennsyl- 
vania) ,  Recording  Secretary  of  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance,  the  Committee  on  Correlation 
of  Legislation  was  authorized  (see  Journal,  Page  338)  to 
harmonize  Paragraph  425  in  this  Report  with  Paragraph 
425  in  Report  No.  1  of  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance,  Column  1,  DCA-66,  adopted  May  1,

The  Paragraph  as  harmonized  by  the  Committee  on  Cor- 
relation of  Legislation  and  appearing  in  the  1948  Discipline 
of  The  Methodist  Church  is  as  follows : 

In  Paragraph  425,  delete  the  words  Jurisdictional  Bish- 
ops, Central  Conference  Bishops,  missionary  Bishops,  and 
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Bishops  of  affiliated  Methodist  churches,  which  shall  meet  at 
least  once  in  each  quadremnmn,  and  substitute  therefor 
Bishops  elected  by  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  and  Central 
Conferences,  and  Bishops  of  affiliated  autonomous  Methodist 
Churches,  which  shall  meet  in  each  quadrennium  immedi- 
ately prior  to  the  General  Conference,  on  call  of  the  Council 
of  Bishops.  In  case  of  an  emergency  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Conference  may  be  called  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  at  any 
time  during  the  quadrennium.  The  expense  shall  be  charged 
to  the  Episcopal  Fund.  The  travel  expense  of  Bishops  from 
affiliated  autonomous  Methodist  Churches  shall  be  paid  on 
the  same  basis  as  the  bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church. 
The  Paragraph,  as  amended,  will  read : 

Paragraph  425.  There  shall  be  a  Conference  of  Methodist  Bishops 
composed  of  all  the  Bishops  elected  by  the  General,  Jurisdictional, 
and  Central  Conferences,  and  Bishops  of  affiliated  autonomous  Meth- 
odist Churches,  which  shall  meet  in  each  quadrennium  immediately 
prior  to  the  General  Conference,  on  call  of  the  Council  of  Bishops.  In 
case  of  an  emergency  a  special  meeting  of  the  Conference  may  be 
called  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  at  any  time  during  the  quadrennium. 
The  expense  shall  be  charged  to  the  Episcopal  Fund.  The  travel  ex- 
pense of  Bishops  from  affiliated  autonomous  Methodist  Churches 
shall  be  paid  on  the  same  basis  as  the  Bishops  of  The  Methodist 
Church. 

Part  IV,  Chapter  III,  Section  III : 

Par.  561.  In  lines  one  and  two,  delete  are  hereinafter  and 
substitute  the  words  have  been.  In  lines  three  to  five,  delete 
or  as  may  develop  from  authorized  Provisional  Central  Con- 
ferences, as  set  forth  in  Par.  569.  In  lines  seven  and 
eight,  delete  twenty  and  substitute  thirty  in  each  case.  At 
the  end  of  the  paragraph  add  a  Central  Conference  now  in 
existence  may  be  continued  with  a  lesser  number  of  dele- 
gates for  reason  deemed  sufficient  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence. 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read: 

Par.  561.  There  shall  be  such  Central  Conferences  as  have  been 
authorized,  or  shall  be  hereafter  authorized  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence. They  shall  have  the  privileges  and  powders  as  hereinafter  set 
forth,  provided,  that  a  Central  Conference  shall  have  upon  organi- 
zation at  least  a  total  of  thirty  ministerial  and  thirty  lay  delegates  on 
the  basis  of  representation  as  set  forth  in  Par,  562,  except  that  in 
cases  wherein  reasons  may  be  deemed  sufficient  by  the  General  Con- 
ference, said  General  Conference  may  fix  a  different  number.  A 
Central  Conference  now  in  existence  may  be  continued  with  a  lesser 
number  of  delegates  for  reasons  deemed  sufficient  by  the  General 
Conference. 

In  Paragraph  564,  at  the  end  of  the  first  sentence  add 
these  words  with  the  right  to  hold  such  adjourned  sessions 
as  it  may  determine.  The  amended  paragraph  will  read : 
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Par.  564.  Each  Central  Conference  shall  meet  within  the  year  suc- 
ceeding the  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church,  at  such  time  and  place  as  the  Central  Conference  itself  or 
its  Bishops  may  detei*mine  with  the  right  to  hold  such  adjourned 
sessions  as  it  may  determine.  The  sessions  of  said  Conference  .  .  . 
(rest  of  the  parag:raph  unchanged). 

In  Paragraph  565,  in  the  first  line,  after  the  word  "one" 
add  the  words  or  more.  At  the  end  of  the  first  sentence  add 
the  words  or  Provisional  Central  Conference.  In  the  fifth 
line  delete  the  words  that  Central  Conference  and  substi- 
tute the  words  those  Conferences,  and  in  line  4  after  the 
word  "by"  add  a  majority  of. 

The  amended  paragraph  will  read : 

Par.  565.  The  Council  of  Bishops  may  assign  one  or  more  of  their 
number  to  visit  any  Central  or  Provisional  Central  Conference.  When 
so  assigned,  the  Bishop  shall  be  an  accredited  representative  of  the 
General  Church  and  vi^hen  requested  by  a  majority  of  the  Bishops 
resident  in  those  Conferences,  may  exercise  therein  the  functions  of 
the  episcopacy. 

Then  add  the  following:  The  Council  of  Bishops  may  assign  one  or 
more  of  their  number  for  episcopal  visitation  to  the  Affiliated  Au- 
tonomous Churches,  and  may  also  provide,  if  and  when  necessary,  for 
episcopal  visitation  of  mission  fields  not  included  in  Central  or  Pro- 
visional Central  Conferences. 

Par.  567.  Delete  the  entire  paragraph  as  it  now  reads  and 
substitute  the  following: 

Each  Central  Conference,  within  the  bounds  of  which  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  has  work  shall  maintain  a  co-opera- 
tive and  consultative  relationship  with  the  said  Board  through  a  duly 
constituted  Executive  Committee,  Executive  Board,  or  Council  of  Co- 
operation, but  the  legal  distinction  between  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  and  the  organized  Church  on  the  field  shall  always 
be  kept  clear. 

Section  IV,  Par.  574.  Delete  the  entire  first  Paragraph  as 
it  now  reads  and  substitute  the  following : 

A  Central  Conference  shall  participate  in  the  General  Episcopal 
Fund  upon  payment  of  its  apportionment  on  the  same  basis  as  that 
fixed  for  Annual  Conferences  in  Jurisdictional  Conferences.  When  the 
total  estimated  support,  including  salaries  and  all  allowances  for  the 
Bishops  elected  by  it,  and  the  amount  that  it  will  be  able  to  provide 
on  apportionment,  have  been  determined  by  a  Central  Conference, 
these  amounts  in  itemized  form  shall  be  submitted  to  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance.  This  Commission,  after 
consideration  of  the  relative  cost  of  living  in  various  Central  Con- 
ferences, shall  determine  the  amount  to  be  paid  from  the  General 
Episcopal  Fund  in  meeting  this  budget,  after  which  the  Treasurer  of 
the  General  Episcopal  Fund  shall  pay  the  amount  established  to  the 
Bishop  concerned,  or  as  the  Central  Conference  may  determine. 

A  minister  who  has  served  a  term,  or  part  of  a  term.  .  .  . 
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Par.  576.  Delete  the  entire  Paragraph  as  it  now  reads  and 
substitute  the  following: 

If  an  episcopal  vacancy  should  occur  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, within  the  bounds  of  a  Central  Conference  during  the  quadren- 
nium,  the  Central  Conference  within  which  such  vacancy  occurs  is 
authorized  to  elect  a  Bishop  to  fill  the  vacancy,  provided  the  number 
of  Bishops  holding  residential  supervision  within  the  bounds  of  these 
Central  Conferences  shall  at  no  time  during  the  quadrennium  exceed 
two  in  Latin  America,  four  in  China,  four  in  Southern  Asia,  one  in 
Germany,  one  in  Northern  Europe,  one  in  the  Philippines,  and  one  in 
Southeastern  Asia. 

Par.  578.  In  lines  three  and  four  delete  the  words  church 
membership  and  substitute  the  words  the  local  church,  and 
after  the  word  ''Worship"  add  temporal  economy.  In  line 
seven  delete  the  word  Discipline  and  substitute  the  words 
Constitutioan  and  the  General  Rules  of  The  Methodist 
Church. 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read : 

Par.  578.  A  Central  Conference  shall  have  power  to  make  such 
changes  and  adaptations  as  the  peculiar  conditions  on  the  fields  re- 
quire, regarding  the  Local  Church,  Ministry,  Special  Advices,  W.or- 
ship,  arid  Temporal  Economy  within  its  territory,  and  shall  have 
the  power  to  decide  the  official  status  and  ordination  of  women,  pro- 
vided, that  no  action  shall  be  taken  which  is  contrary  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  the  General  Rules  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

In  Par.  579,  delete  in  the  last  line  the  words  his  or^dination 
as  deacon  after  one  year  and  substitute  the  words  immedi- 
ately upon  his  ordination  as  a  deacon.  Add  the  words  pro- 
vided that  all  other  conditions  are  fully  met. 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read : 

A  Central  Conference  shall  have  the  authority  to  change  the  pro- 
sions  for  the  ordination  of  ministers  in  such  way  that  the  ordination 
of  an  Elder  may  follow  immediately  upon  his  ordination  as  a  Deacon, 
provided  that  all  other  conditions  are  fully  met. 

In  Par.  580,  divide  the  last  sentence  into  two  sentences 
after  the  word  "members"  in  line  11.  In  the  last  line  delete 
1948  and  substitute  1952.  Beginning  in  line  9,  it  will  read: 

No  Annual  Conference  shall  be  organized  with  fewer  than  thirty- 
five  ministerial  members.  An  Annual  Conference  shall  not  be  con- 
tinued as  an  Annual  Conference  with  fewer  than  twenty-five  minis- 
terial members  after  the  General  Conference  of  1952. 

In  Par.  582,  delete  the  entire  Paragraph  as  it  now  reads 
and  substitute  the  following : 

A  Central  Conference  shall  have  power  to  make  changes  and  adapta- 
tions in  procedure  pertaining  to  the  Annual,  District,  and  Quarterly 
Conferences  within  its  territory,  and  to  add  to  the  business  of  the 
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Annual  Conference  supplementary  questions  considered  desirable  or 
necessary  to  meet  its  own  needs. 

In  Par.  586,  the  third  line,  after  the  word  "ministers"  add 
including  Bishops. 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read : 

A  Central  Conference  shall  have  the  authority  to  adopt  rules  of 
procedure  governing  the  investigation  and  trial  of  its  ministers,  in- 
cluding Bishops,  and  lay  members  of  the  Church  and  to  provide  the 
necessary  means  and  methods  of  carrying  them  into  effect;  provided, 
however,  that  the  ministers  shall  not  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  trial 
by  a  Ministerial  Committee  and  lay  members  of  the  Church  to  the 
right  of  trial  by  a  duly  constituted  Committee  of  Church  Members, 
and  also  provided  the  rights  of  appeal  are  adequately  safeguarded. 

To  Par.  594,  add: 

A  Central  Conference  shall  have  the  right  to  negotiate  with  other 
Protestant  bodies  looking  toward  the  possibility  of  Church  Union, 
PROVIDED,  that  any  proposals  for  Church  Union  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  General  Conference  for  approval  before  consummation. 

In  Par.  596,  line  three,  after  the  word  "purchase"  add  the 
word  own.  The  amended  Paragraph  will  read : 

A  Central  Conference,  through  its  duly  incorporated  property- 
holding  body  or  bodies,  shall  have  the  authority  to  purchase,  own, 
hold,  or  transfer  property  for  or  on  behalf  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
and  of  all  the  unincorporated  organizations  of  The  Methodist  Church 
within  the  territory  of  that  Central  Conference,  or  on  behalf  of  other 
organizations  of  The  Methodist  Church  which  have  entrusted  their 
property  to  that  Central  Conference. 

Delete  Paragraph  597  as  it  now  reads  and  substitute  the 
following : 

Commission  on  the  Structure  of  Methodism  Overseas: 
There  shall  be  a  Commission  on  the  Structure  of  Methodism  Over- 
seas for  the  quadrennium  1948-52.  Recognizing  the  diflference  in  con- 
ditions that  exist  in  various  fields  of  the  world,  and  the  changes  taking 
place  in  those  fields,  this  Commission  should  continue  to  study  the 
structure  and  supervision  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  its  work  out- 
side of  the  United  States  and  its  territories,  and  its  relationship  to 
other  Church  bodies;  and  shall  prepare  such  recommendations  as  it 
considers  necessary  for  presentation  to  the  General  Conference  of  1952. 
This  Commission  shall  be  constituted  as  follows:  two  Bishops  as- 
signed to  work  in  Jurisdictional  Conferences,  two  assigned  to  work  in 
Central  Conferences,  one  person  from  each  Jurisdictional  Conference, 
one  person  from  each  Central  or  Provisional  Central  Conference,  all  to 
be  nominated  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  approved  by  the  General 
Conference.  There  shall  be  added  to  the  Commission  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Etxension  four  persons,  two  from  the  Division 
of  Foreign  Missions  and  two  from  the  Foreign  Department  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  two  representatives  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance.  Bishops  having 
supervision  of  work  outside  the  United  States  and  its  territories  and 
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Bishops  of  Affiliated  Autonomous  Churches  shall  be  considered  con- 
sultative members  of  the  Commission  and  shall  be  called  in,  when 
available,  at  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  Commission.  When  a 
representative  of  a  Central  or  Provisional  Central  Conference  cannot 
be  present  to  represent  his  field,  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  that  field 
shall  designate  someone  to  represent  it. 

The  expense  of  the  Commission  is  to  be  paid  from  the  General  Ad- 
ministration Fund. 

The  Commission  shall  meet  at  least  twice,  once  immediately  fol- 
lowing election,  and  once  immediately  before  the  General  Conference 
of  1952. 

In  Par.  602,  last  line  of  the  opening  Paragraph,  delete 
1944--^8  and  substitute  1948-52.  Delete  sub-paragraphs  1, 
3,  U,  8.

The  amended  Paragraph  will  read: 

Par.  602.  For  the  purpose  of  providing  presidential,  visitational, 
and  residential  Episcopal  supervision  of  territory  embraced  in  Pro- 
visional Central  Conferences,  and  in  emergency  situations  in  Central 
Conferences,  it  is  recommended  that  provision  be  made  for  the  quad- 
rennium  1948-52  according  to  the  following  arrangement: 

1.  The  Southeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  provide  resi- 
dential and  presidential  supervision  for  the  Central  and  Southern 
Europe  Provisional  Central  Conference,  and  is  hereby  authorized 
according  to  the  provision  of  P.  8,  4,  and  P.  439  to  have  one  Bishop 
in  addition  to  its  quota  (P.  534)  in  order  to  provide  for  this  super- 
vision. 

2.  The  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  provide  residential 
and  presidential  supervision  for  the  work  in  Liberia,  and  is  hereby 
authorized  according  to  the  provision  of  P.  8,  4,  and  P.  439  to  have 
one  Bishop  in  addition  to  its  membership  quota  (P.  534)  in  order  to 
provide  for  this  supervision. 

3.  The  Northeastern  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  provide  resi- 
dential and  presidential  supervision  for  the  work  in  Angola,  Belgian 
Congo,  Portuguese  East  Africa,  Southern  Rhodesia,  and  the  Union  of 
South  Africa  of  the  Africa  Provisional  Central  Conference,  and  is 
hereby  authorized  according  to  the  provision  of  P.  8,  4,  and  P.  439 
to  have  one  Bishop  in  addition  to  its  membership  quota  (P.  534)  in 
order  to  provide  for  this  supervision. 

4.  The  South  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  provide  for 
Episcopal  visitation  to  the  Latin  America  Central  Conference  and  to 
the  Affiliated  Autonomous  Churches  of  Latin  America. 

Inasmuch  as  the  territory,  in  which  is  located  the  work  for  which 
the  foregoing  provides  the  Episcopal  supervision,  is  not  in  any  case 
included  in  the  geographical  boundaries  of  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference which  elects  the  Bishop  or  Bishops  involved,  therefore,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  said  Bishops  be  directed  to  report  on  the  super- 
vision of  their  fields  to  the  Council  of  Bishops  as  well  as  to  the  Cen- 
tral Conferences  or  Provisional  Central  Conferences  to  which  they 
are  related. 

If  during  the  ensuing  quadrennium   any  emergency  in   Episcopal 
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supervision  should  arise  in  any  of  the  mission  fields  covered  by  the 
foregoing  provisions,  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall  provide  the  neces- 
sary Episcopal  supervision. 

Affiliated  Autonomous  Churches 
In  the  second  paragraph  of  Par.  605  delete  the  Japayi 
Methodist  Church,  the  Korean  Methodist  Church  and  after 
the  word  "Brazil"  substitute  The  Methodist  Church  or  its 
legitimate  successor  in  Korea,  the  united  Church  of  Christ 
in  Japan  or  its  legitimate  successor.  In  the  third  line  of  the 
third  paragraph  delete  the  word  four.  Paragraph  605  as 
amended  will  read : 

Par.  605.1.    (No  change) 

2.  Contractual  agreements  with  the  Methodist  Church  of  Mexico, 
the  Methodist  Church  of  Brazil,  The  Methodist  Church  or  its  legiti- 
mate successor  in  Korea,  the  united  Church  of  Christ  in  Japan  or  its 
legitimate  successor,  entered  into  by  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  and/or  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  or 
The  Methodist  Church,  shall  be  continued  until  changed  or  modified 
by  mutual  agreement. 

The  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  is  author- 
ized to  harmonize  and  make  uniform  the  present  agreements  and 
practices  with  respect  to  the  Churches  named  above  by  extending 
to  each  of  them  any  provision  contained  in  the  present  agreement 
with  any  of  them  if  such  change  is  desired  by  the  Affiliated  Autono- 
mous Church  concerned  and  judged  to  be  advisable  by  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension. 

Add  a  new  Paragraph  to  follow  Par.  652.  It  will  read : 

An  Annual  Conference  in  the  United  States  of  America  shall  in- 
clude in  its  Journal  a  list  of  the  missionaries,  ministerial  and  lay, 
active  and  retired,  who  have  gone  from  the  Conference  into  the  active 
service  of  the  Church  in  fields  outside  the  United  States  and  its  ter- 
ritories. The  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  shall 
furnish  such  lists  to  the  Secretaries  of  the  Annual  Conferences. 

Enabling  Acts 

The  following  Enabling  Acts  include  re-enactments  of 
some  of  the  Enabling  Acts  passed  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence of  1944,  referred  to  in  Paragraph  2002,  but  printed 
only  on  Pages  764-766  of  the  Journal  of  the  1944  General 
Conference,  and  new  Enabling  Acts  (Nos.  3,  6,  11,  12,  13, 
and  14). 

1.  CHINA  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE.  The  China  Central  Con- 
ference is  authorized  to  elect  one  or  more  Bishops  for  China;  PRO- 
VIDED, that  by  such  an  election  there  shall  not  be  more  than  four 
effective  Bishops  resident  in  that  field  at  any  one  time  during  the 
quadrennium. 

2.  PHILIPPINES  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE.  The  Philippines 
Central  Conference  is  authorized  to  elect  one  Bishop  for  the  Philip- 
pines;   PROVIDED,    that    by    such    election    there    shall    not    be    more 
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than  one  effective  Bishop  resident  in  that  field  during  the  quadren- 
nium  ending  in  1952.  The  Philippines  Central  Conference  is  also  au- 
thorized (Par.  561)  by  the  General  Conference  to  conduct  a  Central 
Conference  with  the  privileges  and  powers  as  provided  under  Central 
Conference  legislation;  PROVIDED,  that  it  shall  have  at  least  a  total 
of  twenty  ministerial  and  twenty  lay  delegates  on  the  regular  basis 
of  representation. 

3.  PHILIPPINES  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE.  The  Philippine 
Central  Conference  is  authorized  to  form  three  Annual  Conferences 
out  of  the  existing  two  Annual  Conference  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Par.  580. 

4.  LATIN-AMERICA  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE.  The  Latin- 
America  Central  Conference  is  hereby  authorized  to  elect  two  Bishops 
for  South  America;  PROVIDED,  that  by  such  election  there  shall  not 
be  more  than  two  effective  Bishops  resident  in  that  field  at  any  time 
during  the  quadrennium.  The  Latin-America  Central  Conference  is 
also  authorized  (Par.  561)  by  the  General  Conference  to  conduct  a 
Central  Conference  with  the  privileges  and  powers  as  provided  under 
Central  Conference  legislation;  PROVIDED,  that  it  shall  have  at  least 
a  total  of  fifteen  ministerial  and  fifteen  lay  delegates  on  the  regular 
basis  of  representation. 

5.  AFRICA  PROVISIONAL  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE.  The 
Africa  Provisional  Central  Conference  is  authorized  by  the  General 
Conference  to  organize  as  a  Central  Conference  during  the  quadren- 
nium ending  in  1952;  PROVIDED,  that  it  shall  have  fulfilled  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Discipline  for  the  organization  of  a  Central  Con- 
ference as  found  in  the  Paragraph  of  the  Discipline  relating  thereto. 

6.  CENTRAL  AND  SOUTHERN  EUROPE  PROVISIONAL 
CENTRAL  CONFERENCE.  The  Central  and  Southern  Europe  Pro- 
visional Central  Conference  shall  have  such  powers  of  a  Central  Con- 
ference as  are  indicated  in  Par.  601. 

7.  SWITZERLAND  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE.  The  Switzerland 
Annual  Conference  in  the  present  emergency  shall  be  given  enlarged 
rights  and  privileges  during  the  quadrennium  ending  in  1952  only  as 
indicated  in  the  following  specification: 

A.  The  Switzerland  Annual  Conference  is  authorized  to  add  to  the 
business  of  the  Annual  Conference  supplementary  questions  considered 
desirable  or  necessary  for  meeting  its  own  needs;  to  make  such  adap- 
tations in  procedure  as  the  peculiar  conditions  of  the  field  require; 
and  to  adapt  the  temporal  economy  of  the  Church  within  its  own  ter- 
ritory, including  orders  of  business  suitable  for  District  and  Quarterly 
Conferences. 

B.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Bishop  in  charge,  the  Switzerland 
Annual  Conference  shall  have  the  power  to  prescribe  Courses  of  Study 
for  its  ministry  including  local  preachers,  exhorters,  deaconesses, 
teachers,  both  male  and  female,  and  all  other  workers  whatsoever, 
ordained  or  lay.  It  shall  also  make  rules  and  regulations  for  examina- 
tions in  these  Courses. 

C.  The  Switzerland  Annual  Conference  is  authorized  to  conform 
the  detailed  rules,  rites  and  ceremonies  for  the  solemnization  of  mar- 
riage, to  the  statute  laws  of  Switzerland. 

D.  The  Switzerland  Annual  Conference  is  authorized  to  prepare 
and  translate  simplified  or  adapted  forms  of  such  parts  of  the  Ritual 
as  it  may  deem  necessary,  such  changes  to  require  the  approval  of  the 
Bishop  in  charge. 

E.  The  Switzerland  Annual  Conference  is  authorized  to  adopt  rules 
for  procedure  for  the  trial  and  appeal  of  its  ministers  as  the  necessi- 
ties of  the  field  may  require;  to  appoint  a  Committee  on  Appeals  to 
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hear  and  determine  the  appeal  of  a  travelinjE:  preacher  of  that  Confer- 
ence from  the  decision  of  a  committee  on  trial;  PROVIDED,  however, 
that  these  rules  shall  in  all  respects  conform  to  the  restrictions  and 
limitations  prescribed  in  the  chapter  on  Jurisdictional  Administration. 

8.  ANGOLA  PROVISIONAL  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE.  Upon 
full  compliance  with  ail  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  of  1948  relatini? 
thereto,  the  Angola  Provisional  Annual  Conference  is  authorized  to 
organize  into  an  Annual  Conference  during  the  quadrennium  ending 
in  1952. 

9.  SOUTHEAST  AFRICA  PROVISIONAL  ANNUAL  CONFER- 
ENCE. Upon  full  compliance  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline 
of  1948  relating  thereto,  the  Southeast  Africa  Provisional  Annual  Con- 
ference is  authorized  to  organize  into  an  Annual  Conference  during 
the  quadrennium  ending  in  1952. 

10.  CENTRAL  CONGO  PROVISIONAL  ANNUAL  CONFER- 
ENCE. Upon  full  compliance  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline 
of  1948  relating  thereto,  the  Central  Congo  Provisional  Annual  Con- 
ference is  authorized  to  organize  into  an  Annual  Conference  during 
the  quadrennium  ending  in  1952. 

11.  POLISH  PROVISIONAL  ANNUAL  CONFERENCE.  Upon 
full  compliance  with  all  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  of  1948  re- 
lating thereto,  the  Polish  Provisional  Annual  Conference  is  authorized 
to  organize  into  an  Annual  Conference  during  the  quadrennium  ending 
in  1952. 

12.  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE  OF  SOUTHERN  ASIA.  The 
Central  Conference  of  Southern  Asia  is  authorized  to  increase  the 
number  of  Annual  Conferences  by  one,  at  anj'  time  during  the  quad- 
rennium, in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Par.  580. 

13.  SOUTHEASTERN  ASIA  PROVISIONAL  CENTRAL  CON- 
FERENCE. The  Southeastern  Asia  Provisional  Central  Conference 
is  authorized  to  organize  into  a  Central  Conference  during  the  quad- 
rennium ending  in  1952,  with  the  privileges  and  powers  as  provided 
under  Central  Conference  legislation,  on  condition  that  it  shall  have  a 
total  of  at  least  twenty  ministerial  and  twenty  lay  delegates  on  the 
basis  of  representation.  Upon  completion  of  such  organization,  it  is 
authorized  to  elect  one  Bishop  for  Southeastern  Asia,  provided  that 
there  shall  not  be  more  than  one  effective  Bishop  resident  in  that 
field  during  the  quadrennium.  In  accordance  with  Par.  424  the  Council 
of  Bishops  is  requested  to  provide  Episcopal  supervision  until  the 
Central  Conference  is  organized  and  a  Bishop  elected  and  consecrated. 

14.  SOUTHEASTERN  ASIA  PROVISIONAL  CENTRAL  CON- 
FERENCE. The  Southeastern  Asia  Provisional  Central  Conference 
is  authorized  to  increase  its  number  of  Annual  Conferences  by  one, 
during  the  quadrennium  ending  in  1952,  provided  that  the  Burma 
Annual  Conference  shall  decide,  in  consultation  with  the  Central  Con- 
ference of  Southern  Asia,  to  become  a  part  of  the  Southeastern  Asia 
Provisional  Central  Conference. 

Recommendations 

The  Commission  on  Central  Conference  recommends  to 
the  General  Conference: 

(1)  That  the  Enabling  Acts  recommended  by  the  Commission  on 
Central  Conferences  and  passed  by  the  General  Conference  be  printed 
in  the  General  Conference  Journal  of  1948. 

(2)  That  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
be  authorized  to  grant  to  Bishop  Alejandro,  of  the  Philippines  Cen- 
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tral  Conference,  pension  credit  for  the  years  1944-46,  on  the  grounds 
that  he  was  duly  elected  in  1944  and  served  from  that  time,  although 
the  war  prevented  his  being  consecrated  as  a  Bishop  until  1946. 

(3)  That,  in  keeping  with  the  obvious  fact  that  we  are  a  World 
Church,  we  urge  that  The  Methodist  Publishing  House,  the  General 
Board  of  Lay  Activities,  the  General  Board  of  Evangelism,  the  Gen- 
eral Board  of  Temperance,  the  General  Commission  on  Wor'd  Peace, 
the  General  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes,  and  the  Commission  on 
Ministerial  Training  shall,  in  agreement  with  the  General  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension,  include  the  fields  outside  the  United 
States  and  its  territories  in  their  programs  and  activities.  We  also 
urge  favorable  consideration  of  the  Memorials  to  the  General  Con- 
ference looking  towards  such  authorization.

been  permitted  to  remain  in  the  Discipline,  Par.  607. 

1.  It  appears  that  the  term  "Mission  Conference"  has  the  same 
connotation  as  "Provisional  Annual  Conference"  (footnote  on  p.  13 
of  the  Discipline) .  The  term  Provisional  Annual  Conference  is  used 
throughout  in  the  body  of  the  Discipline  instead  of  Mission  Confer- 
ence. 

2.  Further,  in  the  parallel  case,  In  Re:  Election  of  Delegates  to 
Central  Conferences  bij  Mission  Conferences  (May  3,  1940,  pp.  28-29 
of  Judicial  Decisions),  a  Constitutional  Amendment  was  regarded 
as  necessary  to  permit  the  election  of  ministerial  and  lay  delegates 
from  Provisional  Annual  Conferences  to  Central  Conferences  (see  the 
last  phrase  of  Par.  17).  It  will  be  noted  that  the  term  here  used  is 
"Provisional  Annual,"  rather  than  "Mission"  Conference. 
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3.  However,  in  Par.  607  it  is  stated  that  a  Provisional  Annual 
Conference  "may  elect  one  ministerial  and  one  lay  delegate  to  the 
Jurisdictional    Conference." 

4.  In  the  light  of  these  items,  it  would  appear  that  this  portion  of 
Par.  607  is  unconstitutional,  according  to  the  Judicial  Decision  of 
May  3,  1940.  If  this  is  the  case,  then  the  statement  of  the  right  of  the 
Provisional  Annual  Conference  to  elect  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional 
Conference  should  be  deleted  from  the  Discipline  and,  if  it  is  desired 
to  do  so,  a  Constitutional  Amendment  should  be  initiated  to  confer 
this  power  in  a  constitutional  manner. 

5.  If  it  is  now  unconstitutional,  certain  of  the  delegates  who  have 
been  elected  to  forthcoming  Jurisdictional  Conferences  are  not  quali- 
fied to  be  seated  and  should  be  informed  as  soon  as  possible. 

Therefore,  this  General  Conference  hereby  votes  to  origi- 
nate the  following  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  The 
Methodist  Church.

in  case  such  hearing  is  requested;  (4)  the  making  of  such  payment 
shall  not  be  used  as  the  ground  of  contractual  obligations  upon  the 
part  of  the  Conference,  or  as  the  ground  of  any  special  or  additional 
annuity  claim  of  a  member  against  the  Conference,  neither  shall  it 
prevent  disallowance  of  his  annuity  claim  by  Conference  action; 
(5)  ministers  entering  an  Annual  Conference  shall  not  be  charged 
an  initial  entry  fee  by  any  or^nization  mentioned  in  Item  1  of  this

have  been  made  therefore  on  an  actuarial  reserve  basis.

(Within  the  terri- 
tory of  the  Illinois  Corporation  all  service  in  special  appointments 
prior  to  May  29,  1924,  shall  be  regarded  as  valid  irrespective  of  sub- 
sequent limitations  enacted  by  the  General  Conference  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  prior  to  unification.)  Nothing  hereinbefore 
provided  in  this  sub-section  shall  prevent  an  Annual  Conference  from 
fulfilling  any  special  arrangement  which  it  may  have  entered  into 
prior  to  January  1,  1946,  whereby  it  agreed  to  assume  the  annuity 
responsibility  for  a  minister  while  serving  under  special  appointment 
to  an  institution  or  organization  not  under  the  control  of  the  Confer- 
ence. 

(d)   As  a  student  left  without  appointment  to  attend  school  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  three  Conference  years,

(h)  The  last  three  years  on  trial  as  pastor,  associate  pastor  or  as 
a  student  left  without  appointment  to  attend  school  may  also  be

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period  of  approved  service  as  a  student,  whether  on  trial  or  in  the 
effective  relation,  shall  be  restricted  to  three  Conference  years. 

(i) — In  calculating  fractional  years  of  service  of  a  Conference 
Claimant,  the  following  formula  shall  be  used  in  all  cases,  irrespec- 
tive of  the  time  when  such  service  was  rendered,  including  those  in- 
volved in  clearinghouse  operations:  Any  period  up  to  one  month  and 
fourteen  days  shall  not  be  counted ;  one  month  and  fifteen  days  to  four 
months  and  fourteen  days  shall  be  counted  as  one  quarter  of  a  year; 
four  months  and  fifteen  days  to  seven  months  and  fourteen  days  shall 
be  counted  as  one  half  of  a  year;  seven  months  and  fifteen  days  to 
ten  months  and  fourteen  days  shall  be  counted  as  three  quarters  of  a 
year;  ten  months  and  fifteen  days  to  eleven  months  and  twenty-nine 
days  shall  be  counted  as  one  year.  Each  of  the  above-mentioned 
periods  shall  be  inclusive  of  all  days  therein. 

Item  3.  The  following  years  of  service  on  trial  or  in  the  effective 
relation  shall  not  be  approved  as  a  basis  of  annuity  claim: 

(a)  Years  for  which  a  pension,  or  any  form  of  compensation  or 
"deferred  salary"  is  received  from  any  source  other  than  the  Annual 
Conference. 

(b)  A  year  of  service  rendered  concurrently  by  a  minister  and  his 
wife,  whether  on  the  same  pastoral  charge  or  otherwise,  as  members 
of  an  Annual  Conference  or  as  Accepted  Supplies  therein,  shall  be 
counted  only  as  one  year.  A  year  of  service  rendered  as  an  Accepted 
Supply  pastor  by  the  wife  of  a  ministerial  member  of  the  Conference 
on  a  separate  pastoral  charge  shall  not  be  eligible  for  count  as  full- 
time  pastoral  service.

of  service  multiplied  by  the  annuity  rate  payable  to  retired  ministers.

Upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  and 
approval  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Conference  given  annually  the 
aforementioned  dependency  benefit  claim  may  be  validated  for  a 
child  past  sixteen  years  of  age,  in  case  of  evident  mental  or  physical 
incapacity  to  provide  self-support.  However,  before  allowing  such 
claim  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  require  a  medical 
certificate  and  may  require  subsequent  certificates  certifying  the 
continuance  of  such  incapacity.

Par.  1640.  Divided  Annuity  Responsibility.  Item  1.  Within  the 
Territory  of  the  Missouri  Corporation,  the  responsibility  for  annuity 
for  approved  years  of  service  of  a  Conference  Claimant  shall  rest 
with  the  Annual  Conference  within  the  said  Territory  in  which  the 
service  was  performed,  or  with  the  legal  successor  of  that  Conference.

In  the  event  of  the  failure  of  the  member  to  make  the  afore- 
mentioned contributions  as  required,  the  Annual  Conference  shall 
withhold  the  equivalent  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  normal  alloca- 
tion for  his  service  annuity  credit  for  the  year  during  which  the  de- 
fault occurred,  and  the  member's  credit  account  shall  be  adjusted 
accordingly.  However,  the  benefits  provided  in  Pars.  1648,  Item  2, 
1649,  and  1652  shall  not  be  affected  by  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

Item  2.  In  case  of  a  transfer  into  a  Conference  participating  in 
the  Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Fund,  the  fractional  allocation  for  the

In  case  a  minister  transfers  out  of  a  Conference  partici- 
pating in  the  Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Fund,  the  last  contribution 
due  from  him  while  he  is  a  member  of  such  Conference  shall  be  that 
normaly  falling  due  before  the  date  of  his  transfer  out  and  the  allo- 
cation to  be  credited  to  his  account  for  service  in  that  Conference 
shall  be  proportional  to  the  quarterly  payments  due  within  the  frac- 
tional part  of  the  year  which  he  serves  in  the  Conference. 

Item  4.  As  a  matter  of  office  policy,  in  the  operations  of  the  Min- 
isters Reserve  Pension  Fund,  the  quarterly  ministerial  contributions 
required  to  be  made  as  of  February  15,  May  15,  August  15,  November 
15,  shall  be  regarded  respectively  for  purposes  of  allocation  of  "serv- 
ice annuity"  credits  falling  within  and  corresponding  to  the  quarter 
of  the  Conference  year  in  which  the  specified  date  occurs.

Also,  for  the 
purposes  of  said  allocation,  service  of  ministers  as  members  of  the 
Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Fund,  transferring  in  or  out  of  the  Confer- 
ence during  the  Conference  year  shall  be  adjusted  under  the  rule 
concerning  fractional  years.

Item  5.  If  the  minister  be  required  to  make  a  contribution  to  the 
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Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Fund,  he  shall  not  be  required  by  the 
Annual  Conference,  or  by  any  organization  thereof  related  to  the 
support  of  Conference  Claimants,  to  make  any  other  contribution  for 
pension  purposes.

The  Board  of  Pensions  of  The  Methodist  Church  may  make  pro- 
visions for  partial  reserve  funding  of  annuities  payable  under  the 
Pension  Code,  subject  to  the  following  regulations: 

Item  1.  An  annual  contribution  may  be  required  from  any  minis- 
terial member  of  the  Conference,  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  Min- 
isters Reserve  Pension  Fund  and  who  has  not  attained  the  age  of 
voluntary  retirement  mentioned  in  Par.  1617,  Item  2,  on  the  same 
basis  as  described  in  Par.  1646  of  the  Plan  of  the  Ministers  Reserve 
Pension  Fund. 

In  general,  all  rules  of  the  Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Fund  regard- 
ing the  figuring  and  collection  of  the  aforesaid  contribution  shall  be 
applicable. 

In  special  circumstances,  in  which  the  Annual  Conference  may  be 
unable  to  match  the  payment  of  the  minister  in  making  the  allocation 
designated  in  (2)  hereunder,  a  larger  contribution  by  the  minister 
may  be  determined  upon  approval  of  the  same  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  ministerial  members  of  the  Conference  and  on  obtaining  the  con- 
sent of  The  Board  of  Pensions. 

Item  2.  From  a  Fund  already  provided  or  to  be  raised  for  that 
purpose,  the  Annual  Conference  may  allocate  annually  to  the  credit 
of  each  minister  included  in  this  plan,  such  sum  as  it  may  designate, 
based  on  a  percentage  of  the  average  salarv  of  the  Conference  as  de- 
fined in  Par.  1618,  Item  6.  The  language  of  Par.  1646  shall  apply  to  the 
process  of  collection  and  allocation. 

Item  3.  In  general,  the  application  of  the  moneys  contributed  and 
allocated  respectively  as  provided  in  (1)  and  (2)  of  this  Paragraph 
shall  be  according  to  the  plan  outlined  in  Pars.  1647,  1648,  1649, 
1650.  Provision  for  refunding  contributions  shall  be  in  accordance 
with  Par.  1651. 

Item  4.  Any  reserve  pension  payable  under  the  provisions  of  this 
Paragraph  shall  be  considered  as  an  addition  to  the  pension  nor- 
mally provided  under  the  Pension  Code,  but  it  shall  not  be  subject 
to  disallowance,  except  in  ca^e  of  location,  withdrawal,  or  expulsion 
for  cause  prior  to  retirement,  in  which  case  The  Board  of  Pensions 
may  refund  to  the  person  concerned  the  amount  of  his  own  con- 
tribution plus  accrued  interest  thereon  as  determined  by  The  Board 
of   Pensions. 

Item  5.  Participation  in  the  plan  provided  in  this  Paragraph  does 
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not  imply  any  right  of  the  participant  to  make  a  claim  on  The  Board 
of  Pensions  for  disability  or  other  non-annuity  benefits. 

Item  6.  As  in  the  case  of  the  Ministers  Reserve  Pension  Fund,  all 
accounting  and  administration  of  partial  reserve  funds,  under  this 
Paragraph  of  the  DISCIPLINE,  shall  be  in  the  hands  of  The  Board 
of  Pensions.  However,  for  purposes  of  contact  and  co-operation  between 
The  Board  of  Pensions  and  the  Conference,  a  Reserve  Pension  Commit- 
tee shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  Conference.  The  Secretary  of  this 
Committee  shall  co-operate  with  The  Board  of  Pensions  in  obtaining 
personal  data  from  the  ministers  concerned  and  in  any  other  respect 
calculated  to  promote  smooth  operation  of  the  partial  reserve  fund- 
ing plan.  The  Committee  referred  to  in  Par.  1645,  Item  7,  if  already 
organized  in  the  Conference  shall  serve  this  purpose. 

Item  7.  In  any  matter  involving  operation  of  the  foregoing  partial 
reserve  funding  plan  in  which  it  is  necessary  to  regulate  minor  de- 
tails not  hereinbefore  covered  in  this  Paragraph,  the  Board  of  Pensions 
shall  furnish  the  necessary  guidance  as  to  method.

LAY  EMPLOYEES  PENSION  FUND

printed  in  the  Journal  of  any  Annual  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  situated  in  the  United  States  of  America. 

(c)  The  Fund  shall  be  held,  administered  and  disbursed  by  The 
Board  of  Pensions  of  The  Methodist  Church,  Incorporated  in  Illinois, 
for  the  entire  territory  served  by  The  Board  of  Pensions  of  The 
Methodist  Church. 

Item  2.  Definitions,  (a)  Employer  shall  mean  any  church,  board, 
commission,  agency,  institution  or  organization  in  the  United  States 
of  America  listed  in  the  BOOK  OF  DISCIPLINE  of  The  Methodist 
Church  or  in  the  Directory  printed  in  the  Journal  of  any  Annual 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  situated  in  the  United  States  of 
America. 

(b)  Participating  employer  shall  mean  any  employer  which  shall 
elect  to  participate  in  the  Fund  and  shall  contribute  thereto  as  pro- 
vided in  Item  3   (a). 

(c)  Lay  employee  shall  mean  any  person  employed  in  the  United 
States  of  America  by  one  employer,  as  hereinbefore  defined,  after 
such  person  shall  have  been  so  employed  for  one  continuous  year, 
other  than  a  Minister,  Probationer  for  the  ministry,  an  Accepted 
Supply  Pastor  or  a  Deaconess. 

(d)  Participating  lay  employee  shall  mean  a  lay  employee,  of  a 
participating  employer,  who  shall  contribute  to  the  Fund  as  provided 
in  Item  3  (b). 

(e)  Illinois  Corporation  shall  mean  The  Board  of  Pensions  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  Incorporated  in  Illinois. 
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Item  3.  Contributions,  (a)  Any  employer  may  become  a  partici- 
pating employer  by  indicating  its  intention  so  to  do  on  appropriate 
forms  provided  therefor,  and  contributing  to  the  Fund  annually  within 
ten  days  after  the  close  of  each  calendar  year  a  sum  equivalent  to 
not  less  than  six  per  cent  (6%)  of  the  amount  of  compensation  paid 
to  its  lay  employees  during  such  calendar  year.  If  house  rent,  board, 
lodging  or  similar  accommodations  be  furnished  a  participating  lay 
employee  by  a  participating  employer,  then  a  sum  equivalent  to  the 
reasonable  value  thereof  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  of  compensa- 
tion, aforesaid,  for  the  purpose  of  computing  said  contribution. 

(b)  Each  participating  employer  shall  deduct  from  the  compensa- 
tion of  its  lay  employees  at  the  time  stich  compensation  is  paid 
and  the  accommodations  set  forth  in  Item  3  (a)  are  furnished,  a  sum 
equivalent  to  not  less  than  three  per  cent  (3%)  of  the  same  amount 
used  in  the  computation  set  forth  in  Item  3  (a),  which  sum  shall  be 
forwarded  to  the  Illinois  Corporation  concurrently  with  the  contribu- 
tion set  forth  in  Item  3  (a). 

(c)  After  a  lay  employee  shall  have  become  a  participating  lay 
employee,  then  if  the  participating  employer  and  such  participating 
lay  employee  shall  contribute  the  amounts  provided  for  in  Item  3  (a) 
and  Item  3  (b)  on  the  basis  of  the  employment  of  such  participating 
lay  employee  from  the  beginning  of  the  employment,  then  such  par- 
ticipating lay  employee  shall  participate  in  the  plan  from  the  first 
day  of  his  or  her  employment. 

(d)  Any  participating  employer  may  contribute  to  the  Fund,  for 
the  credit  of  any  of  its  participating  lay  employees  on  account  of  his 
or  her  services  rendered  in  prior  years  to  such  participating  employer, 
a  sum  equivalent  to  nine  per  cent  (9%)  of  the  annual  compensation 
paid  to  any  such  participating  lay  employee  during  such  prior  years,  or 
any  portion  thereof  with  accrued  compound  interest  at  three  per  cent 
(3%)  per  annum. 

Item  4.  Change  of  Employment,  (a)  If  any  lay  employee  or  par- 
ticipating lay  employee  shall  change  participating  employers,  his  or 
her  employment  shall  be  considered  as  being  uninterrupted  for  the 
purpose  of  his  or  her  participation  in  the  Fund. 

(b)  If  any  participating  lay  employee  removes  his  or  her  resi- 
dence to  a  foreign  country,  then  the  respective  contributions  of  such 
participating  lay  employee  and  the  participating  employer  shall  cease 
and  determine,  but  such  participating  lay  employee's  credit  in  the 
Fund  shall  remain  therein  until  the  retirement  of  such  participating 
lay  employee. 

Item  5.  Absence  on  Leave.  The  absence  of  a  lay  employee  from  the 
service  of  a  participating  employer  shall  not  affect  his  or  her  right 
to  become  a  participating  lay  employee  in  the  Fund,  and  the  absence 
of  a  participating  lay  employee  from  the  service  of  a  participating 
employer  shall  not  affect  his  or  her  right  to  participate  in  the  Fund, 
provided  that  any  such  lay  employee  or  participating  lay  employee, 
as  the  case  may  be,  is  on  leave  of  absence. 

Item  6.  Retirement,  (a)  When  a  participating  lay  employee  becomes 
sixty  (60)  years  of  age,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  he  or  she  may 
retire,  or  the  participating  employer  may  retire  him  or  her.  In  the 
event  a  participating  lay  employee  becomes  totally  and  permanently 
disabled  prior  to  sixty  (60)  years  of  age  and  shall  furnish  a  certificate 
of  a  physician  to  such  effect,  such  participating  lay  employee  may 
retire  at  the  then  attained  age,  or  in  the  event  a  participating  lay 
employee's  health  is  impaired  or  he  or  she  is  disabled,  in  the  sole 
judgment  of  the  participating  employer,  then  the  participating  em- 
ployer may  retire  such  participating  lay  employee.  IJpon  such  retire- 
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ment  of  a  participating  lay  employee,  voluntarily  or  involuntarily, 
there  shall  be  paid  to  the  participating  lay  employee  an  annuity  on 
the  basis  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  moneys  standing  to  his  or  her 
credit  on  the  books  of  the  Fund,  upon  the  date  of  retirement,  accord- 
ing to  the  table  of  annuity  rates  for  such  purpose  in  current  use  by 
the  Illinois  Corporation  for  the  Fund. 

(b)  At  the  time  of  retirement  of  a  participating  lay  employee, 
such  participating  lay  employee  may  request,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Illinois  Corporation,  that  an  annuity  be  paid  to  him  or  her 
and  his  or  her  spouse  or  to  some  other  person  as  joint  tenants  with 
the  right  of  survivorship.  Such  annuity  shall  be.  computed  on  the 
same  actuarial  basis  as  provided  for  in  Item  6  (a). 

7.  Death.  A  participating  lay  employee  shall  have  the  right  to 
designate  a  beneficiary  of  the  aggregate  amount  of  moneys  standing 
to  his  or  her  credit  on  the  books  of  the  Fund  in  the  event  of  such 
participating  lay  employee's  death  prior  to  his  or  her  retirement. 
In  the  event  of  the  death  of  a  participating  lay  employee  prior  to 
his  or  her  retirement,  then  the  said  sum  standing  to  his  or  her  credit 
on  the  books  of  the  Fund,  shall  be  paid  to  such  beneficiary  so  desig- 
nated, if  any;  otherwise  to  the  executor  or  administrator  of  the 
estate  of  such  participating  lay  employee. 

Item  8.  Termination  of  Employment,  (a)  In  the  event  the  employ- 
ment of  any  participating  lay  employee  shall  be  terminated  prior  to 
his  or  her  retirement,  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  contributions  made 
by  such  participating  lay  employee,  together  with  the  interest  cred- 
ited thereon,  shall  be  returned  to  the  participating  lay  employee  and 
thereupon  such  participating  lay  employee  shall  have  no  further  in- 
terest in  or  claim  upon  the  Fund;  provided,  however,  that  if  the  con- 
tributions required  to  be  made  in  Item  3  (a)  and  Item  3  (b)  shall 
have  been  made  by  and  for  such  participating  lay  employee  for  a 
period  of  ten  years  or  more,  then  upon  the  termination  of  employ- 
ment of  such  participating  lay  employee,  the  participating  lay  em- 
ployee may  elect  to  allow  his  contributions  to  remain  in  the  Fund 
until  he  or  she  attains  sixty  (60)  years  of  age,  in  which  event  the 
contributions  made  by  the  participating  employer  on  account  of  such 
participating  lay  employee  shall  likewise  remain  in  the  Fund,  and 
when  he  or  she  attains  sixty  (60)  years  of  age,  the  aggregate  sum 
standing  to  the  credit  of  such  participating  lay  employee  on  the  books 
of  the  Fund  shall  be  used  to  provide  an  annuity  for  said  participating 
lay  employee  on  the  same  basis  as  set  forth  in  Item  6  (a)  and  Item 
6  (b). 

(b)  In  the  event  the  employment  of  any  participating  lay  employee 
shall  be  terminated  and  the  Illinois  Corporation  shall  return  his  or 
her  contributions,  as  provided  in  Item  8  (a),  the  contributions- made 
by  the  participating  employer  which  stand  to  the  credit  of  such  par- 
ticipating lay  employee,  together  with  the  interest  credited  thereon, 
shall  remain  in  the  Fund. 

Item  9.  Accounting  and  Reports,  (a)  The  sums  set  forth  in  Item 
3  (a)  and  Item  3  (b),  together  with  a  statement  setting  forth  the 
name  of  each  participating  lay  employee,  the  amount  contributed 
by  the  participating  employer  for  each  participating  lay  employee, 
the  amount  contributed  by  each  participating  lay  employee,  the  total 
amount  to  be  credited  to  each  participating  lay  employee,  and  such 
other  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  Illinois  Corporation 
shall  be  forwarded  by  each  participating  employer  to  the  Illinois 
Corporation,  from  time  to  time,  as  said  Illinois  Corporation  may  re- 
quire. Such  statements  of  the  participating  employer  shall  be  final. 

(b)  The  books  and  records  of  the  Illinois  Corporation  pertaining  to 
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the  Fund  shall  show  the  amounts  of  the  respective  contributions  by 
each  participating  lay  employee  and  by  each  participating  employer 
for  the  account  of  each  participating  lay  employee  and  the  allocation 
of  interest  on  account  of  such  respective   amounts. 

(c)  Within  a  reasonable  time  after  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year  of 
the  Illinois  Corporation,  such  corporation  shall  transmit  to  each  par- 
ticipating employer  a  financial  report  concerning  the  Fund.  Said 
Illinois  Corporation  shall  transmit  concurrently  therewith  to  each 
participating  employer  statements  showing  the  amounts  credited  to 
the  account  of  each  participating  lay  employee  of  such  participating 
employer,  which  statements  shall  be  distributed  by  such  participating 
employer  to  its  respective  participating  lay  employees. 

(d)  The  Illinois  Corporation  shall  segregate  the  assets  of  the  Fund 
from  the  assets  of  any  and  all  of  other  Funds  owned,  held  or  ad- 
ministered by  it  and  shall  maintain  proper  and  necessary  books  and 
records  in  regard  thereto.  The  assets  of  the  Fund  shall  be  solely 
liable  and  responsible  for  any  and  all  of  the  liabilities  created  here- 
under and  none  of  the  assets  of  any  of  the  other  Funds  owned,  held, 
or  administered  by  the  Illinois  Corporation  shall  be  liable  or  re- 
sponsible therefor. 

Item  10.  Certificates.  The  Illinois  Corporation  shall  issue  to  the 
participating  lay  employees  certificates  in  such  form  as  the  Illinois 
Corporation  may  determine.  Said  Illinois  Corporation  shall  also  de- 
liver to  the  participating  lay  employees  a  copy  of  the  rules  affecting 
participating  lay  employees,  that  may  be  published  from  time  to 
time,  by  said  Illinois  Corporation. 

Item  11.  Expenses  of  Administration.  The  expenses  of  the  Il- 
linois Corporation  for  administering  the  Fund  shall  be  borne  by  the 
General  Administration  Fund  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  par- 
ticipating employers  upon  such  basis  as  shall  be  determined,  from 
time  to  time,  by  the  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church. 
Until  otherwise  so  determined,  each  participating  employer  shall  pay 
annually  to  the  Illinois  Corporation  on  account  of  each  participating 
lay  employee  the  sum  of  three  dollars  ($3.00).  The  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  pay,  out  of  the  Adminis- 
tration Fund,  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  ($15,000.00)  per  an- 
num, in  convenient  installments,  for  the  quadrennium  beginning  June 
1,  1948,  and  ending  May  31,  1952. 

Item  12.  Allocation  of  Interest.  The  Illinois  Corporation  shall  have 
the  sole  and  exclusive  right  to  determine  the  amount  of  interest  which 
shall  be  credited  annually  at  the  close  of  each  calendar  year  to  the 
accounts  of  the  participating  lay  employees. 

Item  13.  Employees  of  Bishops.  Persons  employed  by  the  Bishops 
of  The  Methodist  Church  shall  not  be  eligible  for  participation  in  the 
Fund. 

Item  14.  Forms.  The  Illinois  Corporation,  for  purposes  of  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Fund,  may  perscribe  such  forms  as  it  deems  fit. 

Item  15.  Rules.  The  Illinois  Corporation  shall  have  authority  to 
adopt  rules,  and,  from  time  to  time,  to  change,  modify,  amend,  alter, 
and  supplement  the  same,  for  the  administration  of  the  Fund,  which 
rules  shall  be  binding  upon  participating  employers  and  participating 
lay  employees  alike. 

Chapter  IX 
PENSIONS  SPECIALLY  FUNDED 

Par.  1658,  Item  1.  Effective  June  1,  1948,  any  person  resident 
within  the  United  States  who  has  served,  or  is  serving,  as  a  Secretary 
of  a  Bishop  or  Bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church   and  who  retires 
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thereafter  from  such  service  or  from  the  service  of  a  General  Board 
or  Agency  of  The  Methodist  Church,  at  any  time  after  the  attain- 
ment of  age  sixty  years  shall  be  entitled  to  make  an  annuity  claim 
on  the  Episcopal  Fund  for  Secretarial  service  rendered  to  a  Bishop  or 
Bishops,  and  upon  the  General  Boards  or  Agencies  of  The  Methodist 
Church  for  service  rendered  to  them  or  their  predecessor  Boards  and 
Agencies,  irrespective  of  breaks  in  the  sequence  of  service.  If  said 
Boards  and  Agencies  have  no  funds  immediately  available  for  the 
purpose,  steps  shall  be  taken  as  soon  as  possible  to  provide  same. 

Item  2.  The  Board,  or  Agency,  or  Bishop  responsible  for  re- 
tirement of  a  person  concerned  hereunder,  at  time  of  retirement,  shall 
notify  all  who  are  involved  in  providing  the  pension. 

Item  3.  In  providing  for  pensions  hereunder,  it  shall  not  be  per- 
missible to  require  a  retroactive  personal  contribution  to  a  Pension 
Fund  by  any  employee  concerned.  Persons  involved  hereunder,  while 
serving  Methodist  Boards  or  Agencies,  will  be  subject  to  the  rules 
of  said  Boards  and  Agencies  regarding  a  personal  contribution  for 
pension  by  the  employee.  Secretaries  of  Bishops  shall  be  admitted 
to  the  Joint  Contributory  Annuity  Plan  of  the  Illinois  Corporation 
of  The  Board  of  Pensions  on  such  terms  as  may  be  arranged  by  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  and  the  Illinois 
Corporation  of  The  Board  of  Pensions,  and  the  Episcopal  Fund  shall 
provide  a  reserve  fund  to  cover  the  previous  services  of  Secretaries 
of  the  Bishops. 

Item  4.  All  full-time  employees  of  the  Bishops  in  the  United 
States  shall  file  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  such  per- 
sonal data  as  he  may  require. 

Item  5.  Full-time  lay  employees  in  the  office  of  the  Crusade  for 
Christ  shall  have  funded  for  future  provision  of  pensions,  in  each 
case,  the  equivalent  of  7  ^2  '-/c  of  salary  received  while  serving  in  that 
office;  these  respective  credits  to  be  reserved  from  any  undesignated 
surplus  funds  under  the  control  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Crusade  for  Christ  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  The  Board  of  Pensions, 
Illinois  Corporation,  until  time  of  retirement  of  the  individuals  con- 
cerned, subject  to  the  above-mentioned  rules  inasmuch  as  applicable.

"The  theological 
schools  of  the  Church  are  established  and  maintained  for  the 
training  of  ministers.  They  exist  for  the  benefit  of  the  whole 
Church,  and  their  support  shall  be  provided  by  the  Church  as 
a  part  of  its  general  benevolent  giving. 

Whereas  the  Bishops  in  their  Episcopal  Address  to  this 
General  Conference  declared  that  as  the  Church  "must 
strengthen  its  theological  institutions." 

Whereas  a  Survey  Committee  sponsored  by  the  Univer- 
sity Senate,  by  the  Association  of  Methodist  Schools  and 
Colleges,  by  the  Association  of  Methodist  Theological 
Schools,  and  by  the  Bishops  has  found  after  a  careful  study 
of  each  of  the  ten  schools  that  a  minimum  of  $250,000  more 
than  they  now  receive  from  World  Service  sources  is  needed 
annually  to  enable  these  schools  to  perform  adequately  the 
work  of  the  Church  expects  of  them  in  the  training  of  men 
and  women  for  religious  leadership  as  missionaries,  minis- 
ters, directors  of  religious  education,  and  teachers  in  our 
colleges  and  seminaries. 

Now,  therefore.  Be  It  Resolved  that  the  Bishops  be  asked 
to  appoint  a  Committee  of  15  to  report  to  this  body  not 
later  than  next  Wednesday  morning  as  to  the  source,  or 
sources,  from  which  these  additional  funds  might  be  made 
available:  this  Committee  to  be  composed  of  5  Bishops,  5 
ministerial,  and  5  lay  delegates.

The  Committee  recommends  that  Paragraph  198  (Part 
II,  Chapter  IV)  be  amended  as  follows:  Add  to  the  end  of 
the  first  sentence  in  line  6  and  an  offering  shall  be  received 
for  the  benefit  of  Negro  Schools  related  to  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation. Delete  the  next  sentence  beginning  The  Board  of 
Education  shall,  and  substitute  the  following:  The  Division 
of  Educational  Institutions  of  the  Board  of  Education  shall 
be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  this  day,  and  shall  re- 
ceive all  moneys  derived  from  its  observance,  and  shall  use 
them  for  the  promotion  of  educational  institutions  for  Ne- 
groes related  to  the  Board  of  Education  (due  recognition 
being  given  the  historic  responsibility  of  the  former  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  aid  to  the  Colored  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church). 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read : 

Paragraph  198.  As  a  means  of  educating  the  Church  in  regard 
to  better  race  relations  and  the  needs  of  Negro  schools,  Race  Rela- 
tions Sunday  (second  Sunday  in  February)  shall  be  observed  in  all 
the  congregations  as  the  date  when  the  interest  of  Christian  Educa- 
tion for  Negro  youth  shall  be  presented,  and  an  offering  shall  be  re- 
ceived for  the  benefit  of  Negro  schools  related  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

The  Division  of  Educational  Institutions  of  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion shall  be  responsible  for  the  promotion  of  this  day,  and  shall  re- 
ceive all  money  derived  from  its  observance,  and  shall  use  them  for 
the  promotion  of  educational  institutions  for  Negroes  related  to  the 
Board  of  Education  (due  recognition  being  given  the  historic  respon- 
sibility of  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  aid  to 
the  Colored  Methodist  Episcopal  Church). 

The  total  amount  raised  .  .  .  and  so  on  to  the  end  of  the  Paragraph.

The  Committee  recommends  that  Par.  1370   (Part  VII, 
Chapter  III,  Section  I)  be  amended  as  follows:  After  "ac- 
quire" in  line  6  insert  or  affiliate  with:  and  after  "of  the 
Division"  in  lines  8  and  9,  add  and  of  the  University  Senate. 
The  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

Par.  1370.  No  educational  institution   or  foundation  of  The  Meth- 
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odist  Church  shall  hereafter  be  established  until  its  plans  and  or- 
ganization shall  have  been  approved  by  the  University  Senate  and 
the  Division  of  Educational  Institutions;  and  no  Annual  or  Provi- 
sional Annual  Conference  in  the  United  States  shall  acquire,  or 
aflSliate  with,  through  any  Board  or  society,  a  school,  college,  univer- 
sity, or  other  educational  institution,  unless  the  approval  of  the 
Division  and  the  University  Senate  shall  have  been  previously  obtained 
and  unless,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Division,  there  is  reasonable  as- 
surance of  financial  support  sufficient  to  equip  and  maintain  the  in- 
stitution in  the  classification  approved  for  it  by  the  University  Senate. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  Par.  1364  be  amended  as 
follows :  Substitute  all  for  the  in  line  2 ;  in  line  4  insert  or 
other  Boards  after  "Education";  in  line  11  insert  Board, 
after  "related." 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Par.  1364.  The  Senate  shall  act  as  a  consultant  and  counselor  on 
all  educational  matters  to  all  educational  institutions  related  to  the 
Church  and  as  needed  shall  make  to  them,  to  the  Conference  Boards 
of  Education  or  other  Boards  concerned,  and  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion recommendations  leading  to  their  improvement  or  accreditation. 
Failure  of  any  educational  institution  to  make  reasonable  progress 
in  complying  vi^ith  the  recommendations  of  the  Senate  for  the  improve- 
ment of  its  educational  and  religious  services  may  render  it  in- 
eligible for  further  financial  support  by  the  Board  of  Education  or 
by  its  related  Board,  Annual  Conference  or  Conferences. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  Par.  1365  be  amended 
as  follows:  In  line  4  following  "church"  insert  or  Confer- 
ence Board  of  Education. 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

Par.  1365.  The  Senate  as  the  accrediting  agent  for  all  educational 
institutions  of  the  Church  may  investigate,  on  its  own  initiative  or  at 
the  written  request  of  any  Board  of  the  Church  or  Conference  Board 
of  Education,  the  quality  and  standards  of  the  educational  work  of 
an  institution  related  to  said  Board,  and  shall  report  to  the  Board 
concerned  its  recommendations  as  to  what  specific  changes  or  im- 
provements should  be  made. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  section  on  the  Uni- 
versity Senate  (present  Paragraphs  1361  to  1371,  inclusive) 
be  moved  from  its  present  position  to  a  position  immediately 
following  Par.  1379,  and  that  this  section  on  the  University 
Senate  be  introduced  by  a  new  Paragraph,  as  follows : 

The  University  Senate 

Par.  1369.  The  University  Senate  shall  be  the  accrediting  and 
standardizing  agency  for  all  educational  institutions  in  the  United 
States  related  to  The  Methodist  Church. 

This  order  will  show  the  close  relation  of  the  Senate  to  the  Board 
of  Education,  but  also  will  indicate  that  it  is  not  an  integral  part  of 
the  Board. 
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Paragraphs  1361  to  i;n9  need  to  be  renumbered  to  take  account 
of  this  change.

Report  No.  4.  Education  in  the  Local  Church 

(Memorial  No.  178)

The  Committee  recommends  that  in  the  1944  Discipline, 
Part  II,  Chapter  V,  line  11  of  Paragraph  172,  after  the  words 
"Youth  Division"  there  be  inserted  in  parenthesis  the  words 
(Methodist  Youth  Fellowship)  so  that  the  Paragraph  as 
amended  will  read  as  follows : 

Par.  172.  The  Board,  when  designated  by  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ence as  the  Official  Board,  shall  be  composed  of  the  duly  elected 
stewards  of  the  church  or  charge,  the  trustees,  the  pastor,  the  lay 
leader,  the  superintendent  of  the  church  school,  the  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Education,  the  lay  member  of  the  Annual  Conference, 
the  President  of  Methodist  Men  or  Brotherhood  or  Men's  Club,  the 
church  or  charge  treasurer,  or  treasurers,  the  Director  of  Christian 
Education,  the  associate  pastor,  and  a  representative  of  the  Youth 
Division  (Methodist  Youth  Fellowship).  All  members  of  the  Official 
Board  shall  be  members  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Amend  Part  II,  Chapter  VI,  Paragraph  182,  as  follows : 
Insert  a  new  Paragraph  immediately  following  Paragraph 
181.  This  will  take  the  place  of  a  section  to  be  deleted  from 
Paragraph  1401,  and  will  read  as  follows : 

Par.  182.  Each  church  shall  have  a  church  school.  The  term 
"church  school"  means  the  total  Christian  educational  program  and 
organization  in  the  local  church  for  which  the  Board  of  Education  is 
responsible.  A  church  school  includes  such  activities  and  organiza- 
tions as  the  following:  Sunday  school;  extended  sessions  for  children; 
Sunday  evening  and  weekday  groups  of  children,  the  youth,  or  adults; 
nursery  home  roll;  youth  extension  roll;  adult  home  department; 
vacation  church  school;  leadership  education  agencies;  weekday  re- 
ligious education;  and  all  other  educational  work  of  the  church  with 
children,  youth,  young  adults  and  adults  promoted  by  the  Board  of 
Education.  Boy  Scouts  and  Girl  Scouts  and  similar  organizations  and 
clubs  may  be  included  in  the  church  schools  when  their  program  is  a 
part  of  the  program  of  the  church  school  and  is  under  the  direction 
of  the  church  Board  of  Education  and  the  pastor.  The  church  Board 
of  Education  may  authorize  other  organizations  in  the  church  to 
sponsor  such  groups.  In  order  that  there  may  be  uniformity  in  the 
records,  each  local  church  school  shall  follow  the  standard  provided 
by  the  General  Board  of  Education  defining  membership  and  at- 
tendance and  governing  the  maintenance  of  the  roll. 
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Delete  Paragraph  183  and  in  its  place  substitute  the  fol- 
lowing : 

Par.  183.  Each  local  church  shall  organize  a  church  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, which  shall  be  composed  of  the  pastor,  the  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education  or  educational  assistant,  the  church  school  superin- 
tendent, the  three  church  school  divisional  superintendents,  a  repre- 
sentative of  a  young  adult  group  elected  by  it,  a  representative  of 
the  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  elected  by  it,  a  representa- 
tive of  the  Official  Board  elected  by  it,  one  representative  each  from 
the  other  agencies  in  the  church  elected  by  them,  the  missionary  edu- 
cation counselor  (where  there  is  one),  and  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  four  youth  elected  by  the  youth.  In  addition  there  may  be  mem- 
bers at  large,  elected  by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  chosen  for  their 
fitness  for  leadership  in  Christian  education.    (See  Par.   192.) 

In  small  churches  the  Board  may  be  composed  of  the  pastor,  the 
church  school  superintendent,  one  teacher  of  children,  one  teacher  of 
youth,  one  youth  chosen  by  the  youth  of  the  church,  one  person  repre- 
senting the  adult  organization  elected  by  it,  a  representative  of  the 
Official  Board  elected  by  it,  and  a  representative  of  the  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  elected  by  it.  Members  at  large,  chosen 
for  special  fitness  for  leadership,  may  be  added  by  the  Quarterly 
Conference  or  the  Annual  Church  Conference. 

The  church  Board  of  Education  shall  have  supervision  of  all  the 
work  of  the  church  school  as  defined  in  Par.  182  and  shall  co-ordinate 
all  the  educational  work  of  the  local  church.  The  Board  shall  be  aux- 
iliary to  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Education,  the  Jurisdictional 
Board  of  Education,  and  the  General  Board  of  Education,  and  shall 
seek  to  maintain  an  effective  church  program  of  Christian  education 
in  harmony  with  the  standards  set  by  these  Boards. 

Delete  Paragraph  184. 

In  Paragraph  185,  line  5,  line  8,  line  13,  change  gerieral 
superintendent  to  read  church  school  superintendent.  Im- 
mediately preceding  the  last  sentence  in  this  Paragraph,  in- 
sert in  parenthesis  (where  there  is  an  employed  director  of 
Christian  Education,  the  local  church  Board  of  Education 
shall  define  the  areas  of  administrative  responsibility  of 
each).  Paragraph  185,  as  amended,  will  then  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

Par.  185.  Prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  church  school  year,  the 
Quarterly  Conference  or  the  members  of  the  church,  when  authorized 
by  the  Quarterly  Conference,  shall,  on  nomination  of  the  pastor  (or 
of  a  Nominating  Committee  selected  by  the  Board  of  Education,  of 
which  the  pastor  shall  be  Chairman),  elect  a  church  school  superin- 
tendent, and  not  more  than  five  persons  at  large  for  membership  on 
the  Board;  and,  on  nomination  of  the  pastor  and  church  school  super- 
intendent, shall  elect  three  assistant  superintendents, — viz.,  a  super- 
intendent of  the  Children's  Division,  a  superintendent  of  the  Youth 
Division,  and  a  superintendent  of  the  Adult  Division,  who  shall  super- 
vise the  work  of  their  respective  Divisions.  The  church  school  super- 
intendent shall  be  the  administrative  officer  of  the  Church  Board  of 
Education.  (Where  there  is  an  employed  director  of  Christian  Edu- 
cation, the  local  church  Board  of  Education  shall  define  the  areas  of 
administrative  responsibility  of  each.)  He  shall  make  regular  i-eports 
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to  this  Board  and  to  the  Quarterly  Conference  concerning  the  church 
school,  giving  the  information  called  for  by  the  Division  of  the  Local 
Church  of  the  General  Board. 

In  Paragraph  187,  Section  1,  change  one  to  eleven  years 
inclusive  to  read  birth  to  eleven  years  inclusive.  The  section 
as  amended  will  then  read  as  follows : 

Par.  187 — Sec.  1.  To  make  provision  for  the  organization,  guidance, 
and  supervision  of  the  three  Divisions  of  the  church,  as  follows:  The 
Children's  Division  (Birth  to  eleven  years  inclusive),  the  Youth  Divi- 
sion, or  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  (twelve  to  twenty-three  years 
inclusive),  and  the  Adult  Division  (twenty-four  years  and  over); 
provided  that  the  General  Board  of  Education  may  modify  these 
age  provisions  as  needed. 

In  Par.  188,  lines  2,  6,  13,  change  general  superintendent 
to   read   church  school   superintendent. 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read : 

Par.  188.  We  recommend  that  there  be  a  Workers'  Conference  in 
each  church,  composed  of  the  pastor,  the  church  school  superintendent, 

the-  assistant  superintendents,  other  general  officers  of  the  church 
school,  all  adult  officers  and  teachers,  and  student  officers  in  the 
departments  of  the  Youth  Division.  The  church  school  superintendent 
shall  be  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Workers'  Conference,  which  shall 
meet  at  least  quarterly.  The  Workers'  Conference  shall  provide  for 
study  and  discussion  of  the  educational  tasks  of  the  church,  and  for 
making  such  recommendations  to  the  church  Board  of  Education  as 
it  may  deem  advisable;  provided  that  in  small  churches,  at  discretion 
of  the  pastor  and  the  church  school  superintendent,  the  Workers' 
Conference  may  meet  with  the  church  Board  of  Education,  and  the 
combined  body  may  perform  all  the  duties  of  both  bodies,  except  the 
election  and  confirmation  of  officei-s  and  teachers  specified  in  "Par. 
191,  in  which  case  the  Boai'd  of  Education  itself,  as  provided  for  in 
Par.  187,  Sec,  10,  shall  act.  Provision  shall  be  made  for  such  age- 
group  divisional  and  departmental  conferences  as  may  be  needed. 

Delete  Par.  189  and  in  its  place  substitute  the  following: 

Par.  189.  We  recommend  that  there  be  in  each  church  a  Council  of 
Children's  Workers  composed  of  the  superintendent  of  the  Children's 
Division,  the  Department  Superintendents  (teachers  in  the  small 
church),  the  Secretary  of  Children's  Work  of  the  Woman's  Society 
of  Christian  Service:  of  which  the  pastor,  the  church  school  superin- 
tendent, and  the  Director  of  Christian  Education  (where  there  is  one) 
shall  be  members.  The  Council  of  Children's  Workers  shall  develop 
and  extend  the  total  program  of  the  church  for  the  Christian  training 
of  children;  shall  be  active  in  aiding  Christian  family  life;  shall  keep 
the  church  informed  of  the  needs  and  plans  for  the  children  of  the 
church;  and  shall  report  regularly  to  the  church  Board  of  Education. 

2.  The  Council  shall  meet  monthly  or  as  often  as  necessary  and 
exercise  such  supervision  over  the  various  programs  being  promoted 
in  the  church  for  chil'dren  as  is  necessary  to  prevent  duplication  or 
omissions  in  serving  the  total  church. 

3.  The  Children's  Division  shall  be  organized  into  classes  and 
departments  appropriate  to  the  age  groups  involved.  It  shall  conduct 
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its  work  with  children  in  harmony  with  the  standards  established 
by  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  and  Conference  Boards  of  Education, 
shall  use  the  literature  approved  for  use  with  children  in  Methodist 
church  schools,  and  shall  include  in  its  work  such  Sunday  and  week- 
day activities  as  are  necessary  for  a  complete  and  unified  program 
of  Christian  education  for  children,  in  harmony  with  Par.  1401.  The 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  the  church  Board  of  Edu- 
cation are  authorized  to  co-operate  in  the  missionary  education  of 
children. 

Par.  190.  In  place  of  the  present  wording  substitute  the 
following : 

Par.  190.  1.  We  recommend  that  there  be  in  each  church  a  Council 
of  Youth  Workers  composed  of  all  persons  who  work  with  youth 
including  counselors,  advisers,  and  teachers,  with  the  superintendent 
of  the  Youth  Division  serving  as  Chairman,  to  enable  adult  workers 
with  youth  to  counsel  together  in  the  discharge  of  their  responsibili- 
ties. In  churches  having  Department  organization  within  the  Youth 
Division  (the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship),  the  Department  Staff 
Meetings  may  take  the  place  of  a  Council  of  Youth  Workers.  This 
Council  shall  meet  monthly  or  as  often  as  necessary  and  shall  ex- 
ercise such  supervision  over  the  various  programs  being  promoted 
within  the  Youth  Division  (the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship)  for  its 
respective  age  groups  as  is  necessary  to  prevent  duplication  or  omis- 
sion in  serving  the  total  youth  programs  of  the  church. 

2.  There  may  be  in  each  church  a  church  Council  of  Methodist 
Youth,  of  which  the  superintendent  of  the  Youth  Division  of  the 
church  school  shall  be  the  counsellor,  composed  of  proportionate 
representation  from  the  members  of  the  Departments  within  the 
Youth  Division  of  the  church  school  and  all  other  activities  of  the 
Methodist  Youth  Fellowship,  together  with  their  adult  advisers,  the 
church  Council  of  Methodist  Youth  shall  be  responsible  for  the  repre- 
sentation of  the  youth  of  the  church  in  organizations  of  the  Meth- 
odist Youth  Fellowship  in  which  the  local  church  may  have  repre- 
sentation. 

3.  The  youth  of  The  Methodist  Church  between  ages  twelve  and 
twenty-three  inclusive,  including  all  organizational  units,  shall  be 
known  as  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship.  Since  the  members  of  the 
Youth  Division  are  the  members  of  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship, 
the  terms  "YOUTH  DIVISION"  and  "METHODIST  YOUTH  FEL- 
LOWSHIP" shall  be  used  SYNONYMOUSLY. 

4.  The  Youth  Division  (the  Methodist  Youth  FelloAvship)  shall  be 
subdivided  by  ages  into  departments;  PROVIDED,  however,  that  in 
small  churches  the  entire  Youth  Division  may  be  organized  as  one 
Department. 

5.  Each  Department  shall  seek  to  develop  its  work  in  harmony 
with  the  Disciplinary  provisions  and  with  the  standards  established 
by  the  Conference,  Jurisdictional,  and  General  Boards  of  Education. 
Each  Department  shall  include  in  its  work  Sunday  morning,  Sunday 
evening,  and  such  other  meetings  and  activities  as  are  appropriate 
to  a  complete  program  of  Christian  education  for  youth;  PROVIDED, 
that  the  result  shall  be  a  unified,  or  correlated,  program  of  work  in 
each   Department. 

6.  Each  Department  shall  organize  in  accordance  with  the  plan  of 
the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  as  outlined  by  the  General  Board  of 
Education.  The  DEPARTMENT  COUNCIL  shall  be  responsible  for 
carrying  on  all  activities  of  the  Department  as  outlined  in  Section  5 
above.  The  Department  Council  shall  meet  monthly  or  as  often  as

necessary  and  shall  represent  the  entire  Department  in  matters  which 
concern  that  age  group  of  the  Youth  Division  (the  Methodist  Youth 
Fellowship). 

7.  The  church  Board  of  Education  and  all  other  agencies  concerned 
shall  encourage  and  maintain  in  the  organization  and  program  of 
the  Youth  Division  (the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship)  opportunity 
for  initiative  and  expression  on  the  part  of  youth  as  well  as  oppor- 
tunity for  adult  counsel,  and  the  use  of  Methodist  literature  and  pro- 
grams shall  be  promoted  in  connection  with  the  youth  organization. 

Par.  191 — In  place  of  the  present  wording  substitute  the 
following : 

Par.  191.  1.  We  recommend  that  there  be  in  each  church  a  Council 
of  Adult  Workers  composed  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Adult  Di- 
vision, the  teachers  and  Presidents  of  adult  classes,  Presidents  and 
teachers  of  young  adult  groups,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Adult 
Home  Department,  the  Charge  Lay  Leader,  the  President  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  the  President  of  Methodist 
Men,  the  President  of  any  other  adult  group,  and  such  other  admin- 
istrative oflBcers  of  the  Council  may  elect,  with  the  pastor.  Director 
of  (Christian  Education,  and  the  church  school  superintendent  as  ex 
officio  members.  The  Council  shall  meet  monthly  or  as  often  as  neces- 
sary, and  exercise  such  supervision  over  the  various  programs  being 
promoted  within  the  church  for  adults  as  is  necessary  to  prevent 
duplication  or  omission  in  serving  the  total  church. 

2.  The  Council  of  Adult  Workers,  in  accordance  with  the  plans  and 
policies  of  the  Conference,  Jurisdictional,  and  General  Boards  of 
Education  and  the  church  Board  of  Education,  shall  encourage  leaders 
to  organize  adult  classes,  young  adult  groups,  the  adult  home  depart- 
ment, and  such  other  groups  as  shall  promote  the  purposes  of  the 
church  and  enable  it  to  reach  the  largest  possible  number  of  adults 
with  an  effective  program  of  Christian  education.  The  Council  shall 
be  the  over-all  planning  body  for  the  church's  program  of  Christian 
education  of  adults  for  which  the  Board  of  Education  is  responsible, 
and  for  co-ordinating  the  work  of  the  several  groups  in  the  Adult 
Division  of  the  local  church.  Each  class  and  group  may  select  its  own 
officers  and  teachers,  provided  the  teachers  shall  be  confirmed  by 
the  church  Board  of  Eklucation. 

3.  For  the  Adult  Division  there  shall  be  a  Superintendent,  who 
shall  be  an  assistant  to  the  church  school  superintendent,  and  who 
shall  be  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Adult  Workers. 

4.  The  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  and  Methodist  Men 
are  groups  in  the  Adult  Division  on  a  co-operative  basis.  They  shall 
maintain  their  relationship  to  the  overhead  agencies  of  the  General 
Conference,  to  which  they  are  auxiliaries,  so  as  to  preserve  their  in- 
terests and  fulfill  their  responsibilities  to  their  overhead  organiza- 
tions. 

Par.  192 — In  place  of  the  present  wording  substitute  the 
following : 

Par.  192.  1.  On  nomination  of  the  pastor,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  church  Board  of  Education,  the  Quarterly  Conference  may  employ 
annually  a  Director  of  Christian  Education,  whose  duties  shall  be 
defined  and  whose  work  shall  be  supervised  by  the  pastor  and  the 
Church  Board  of  Education,  in  accordance  with  standards  of  the 
General  Board  of  Education.  Persons  employed  for  this  purpose,  not 
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meeting  the  standards  of  the  General  Board  of  Education,  may  be 
known  as  educational  assistants.  The  Director  or  the  educational 
assistant  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Quarterly  Conference,  of  the 
church  Board  of  Education,  and  of  all  Committees  and  Councils  under 
the  church  Board  of  Education. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Education  to 
determine  whether  applicants  meet  the  standards  of  the  General 
Board  of  Education  for  Directors  of  Christian  Education  and  to 
certify  and  keep  a  record  of  those  who  do.  In  discharging  this  duty 
the  Conference  Board  of  Education  shall  set  up  a  Committee  to  re- 
view the  credentials  of  candidates  for  the  office  of  a  Director  of  Chris- 
tian Education  and  make  recommendations  to  the  Conference  Board 
of  Education  for  certification  by  the  Board.  Whenever  possible  one 
or  more  Directors  should  serve  on  this  Committee.  The  Directors 
shall  furnish  information  for  purposes  of  review  and  approval  of 
status  annually  to  the  Annual  Conference  Board  of  Education  upon 
blanks  provided  by  the  General  Board.  The  General  Board  of  Educa- 
tion shall  be  the  certifying  agency  for  persons  serving  as  Directors 
of  Christian  Education  at  the  time  of  the  session  of  the  General  Con- 
ference in  1948,  and  shall  report  to  the  General  Conference  Board 
of  Education  for  recording  and  publishing  as  provided. 

3.  A  roster  of  certified  Directors  should  be  included  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Education  and  published  in  the 
CONFERENCE  JOURNAL.  Certified  Directors  may  move  to  another 
Annual  Conference  and  be  recorded  there  without  re-establishing 
status.  Certified  Directors  of  Christian  Education  may  be  conse- 
crated and  commissioned  at  a  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  or 
other  suitable  time,  for  which  a  ritual  shall  be  provided  and  pub- 
lished in  the  DISCIPLINE  of  1952.  Until  such  service  is  officially 
adopted,  a  suggested  Ritual  is  available  from  the  Board  of  Education, 
810  Broadway,  Nashville  2,  Tennessee. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  there  be  inserted  a  new 
paragraph  following  Paragraph  192,  as  follows : 

Each  local  church  Board  of  Education  may  appoint  a  missionary 
education  counsellor  whose  duty  shall  be  to  aid  the  officers,  teachers 
and  leaders  to  carry  on  a  vital  and  effective  program  of  missionary 
education  and  promote  world  service  giving  on  the  fourth  Sunday 
in  the  church  school.  The  missionary  education  counsellor  shall,  after 
confirmation  by  the  church  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension, 
be  a  member  of  this  latter  Board,  as  of  the  church  Board  of  Educa- 
tion. 

Amend  Part  II,  Chap.  VII,  as  follows :  Immediately  fol- 
lowing Par.  199  insert  a  new  paragraph  as  follows : 

Par.  200.  Each  local  church  shall  observe  National  Family  Week 
from  the  first  to  the  second  Sunday  in  May.  It  shall  be  the  purpose 
of  this  week  to  focus  attention  upon  the  importance  of  religious 
living.  Ministers  are  urged  to  preach  upon  the  importance  of  Chris- 
tian teaching  in  the  home  and  the  need  for  close  co-operation  be- 
tween the  church  school  and  home  and  the  use  of  religious  literature 
in  the  home.  Opportunity  should  be  given  for  parents  to  dedicate 
themselves  to  the  teaching  of  religion  in  the  home  by  precept  and 
example.  Because  of  the  close  relationship  of  the  church  school  and 
the  home  in  the  teaching  of  children,  youth,  and  adults,  the  promo- 
tion of  observance  of  National  Family  Week  shall  be  the  responsi- 
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bility  of  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church  in  co-operation  with  other 
Boards  and  Agencies  of  the  Church. 

The  sole  purpose  of  this  observance  shall  be  to  strengthen  family 
life  in  keeping  with  Par.  2011  of  the  Discipline.  Therefore,  a  special 
offering  should  not  be  taken  in  connection  with  National  Family 
Week. 

Amend  Part  IV,  Chap.  IX,  Par.  669,  as  follows :  In  line  4 
change  the  words  {3)  the  Christian  education  ivork  through 
the  church  schools,  vacation  schools,  young  people's  organi- 
zations; to  read  (3)  the  Christian  education  work  through 
the  church  schools,  including  vacation  schools,  and  Meth- 
odist Youth  Fellowship. 

Amend  Part  VII,  Chapter  I,  Par.  1131,  as  follows:  Five 
lines  from  the  end  of  the  paragraph  change  the  words  for 
use  in  church  schools,  You7ig  People's  Societies  to  read  for 
use  in  church  schools  including  Methodist  Youth  Fellow- 
ships and  so  on  to  the  end  of  the  sentence. 

Part  VII,  Chapter  II,  Section  IX,  Par.  1273,  in  line  5 
change  World  Comradeship  Fund  to  Methodist  Youth  Fund.

The  Division  shall  establish  standards  defining  membership  and 
attendance  in  the  church  school  and  governing  the  maintenance  of 
the  membership  roll. 

In  line  16  and  ff.  strike  out  the  section  beginning  the 
term  church  school  as  used  and  ending  promoted  hy  the 
Board  of  Education.  (This  has  been  incorporated  in  a  new 
paragraph  following  Par.  181.) 

The  Paragraph,  as  amended,  shall  read  as  follows : 

Par.  1401.  The  Division  of  the  Local  Church  shall  develop  a  com- 
prehensive and  unified  program  of  Christian  education  which  shall 
lead  to  a  knowledge  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  the  Christian  religion,  and 
the  Christian  Church.  It  shall  provide  for  worship,  fellowship,  study, 
and  service,  including  visual,  recreational,  evangelistic,  and  missionary 
activities,  and  education  in  the  Christian  way  of  life.  It  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  forming  standards  and  preparing  programs  for  the  or- 
ganization and  work  of  Christian  education  in  the  local  church  in 
accordance  with  provisions  as  set  forth  in  Pars.  181-98,  including 
standards  for  the  office  of  Director  of  Christian  Education.  It  shall  also 
seek  ways  and  means  of  promoting  the  attendance  of  childi-en,  youth, 
and  adults  in  all  church-school  organizations,  and  especially  in  the 
group  known  as  the  Sunday  school. 

The  Division  shall  establish   standards   defining   membership   and 
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attendance  in  the  church  school  and  governing  the  maintenance  of  the 
membership  roll. 

The  Division,  in  co-operation  virith  the.  Editorial  Division,  shall 
seek  to  inform  the  Church  on  all  phases  of  church-school  work; 
shall  establish  and  maintain  standards;  shall  co-operate  w^ith  the 
Curriculum  Committee  in  determining  the  curriculum  of  the  church 
school,  including  the  courses  of  leadership  education;  and  give  direc- 
tion to  a  comprehensive  and  unified  program  of  Christian  education 
in  the  local  church.  It  shall  provide  for  instruction  concerning  the 
significance  and  work  of  the  Church  and  the  functions  of  its  various 
officers  and  Boards. 

In  Par.  1404  after  "Education"  in  line  3  add  the  Editorial 
Division.  Delete  annual  in  line  4.  The  Paragraph  as  amend- 
ed will  read  as  follows : 

Par.  1404.  The  Division  shall  have  authority  to  co-operate  with  the 
Jurisdictional  and  Annual  Conference  Boards  of  Education,  the 
Editorial  Division,  and  other  agencies  in  the  promotion  and  holding 
of  a  meeting  to  be  known  as  the  Methodist  Conference  on  Christian 
Education.

The  Committee  recommends  concurrence  on  the  following 

program  of  education  for  the  next  quadrennium. 

Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  goals  and  special  emphases  of  the 
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educational  and  evangelistic  work  adopted  by  the  Division 
of  the  Local  Church  of  the  General  Board  of  Education  for 
the  ensuing  quadrennium  be  approved,  as  follows : 

I.  Add  1,700,000  new  church  school  members. 

With  a  Methodist  constituency  of  approximately  20,000,000  peo- 
ple in  this  country,  a  church  school  membership  of  7,200,000  should 
be  the  minimum  goal  for  church  school  membership  in  1952. 

II.  Win  1,000,000  persons  to  Christ  and  church  membership  through 
the  church  school. 

One  quarter  million  per  year  is  approximately  the  total  number 
of  church  school  pupils  who  are  not  already  members  of  the  Church. 
We  should  aim  at  nothing  less  than  reaching  every  one  of  them  for 
Christ  and  the  Church.  The  evangelistic  character  of  the  Sunday 
school  classes,  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship  assemblies  and  institu- 
tutes  should  be  particularly  noted  and  steadily  advanced. 

III.  Enlist  youth  and  young  adults  in  Christian  life-service  voca- 
tions. 

This  should  be  an  enterprise  enlisting  several  Boards  and  Agen- 
cies. This  Division  carries  an  unusual  responsibility  by  reason  of  its 
youth  program  and  organization  and  its  leadership  training  program. 

IV.  Study  the  Christian  program. 

Four    areas    are    proposed    as    a    Church-wide    study    in    Sunday 
schools,  vacation  schools,  youth  and  adult  groups.

V.  Challenge  and  teach  families  to  be  Christian. 

The  close  relation  between  the  home  and  the  church  school  has 
long  been  recognized.  The  beginnings  of  religious  teaching  of  young 
children,  baptizing  babies,  training  young  people  for  Christian  home- 
making,  classes  for  young  pai-ents,  emphasis  on  Christian  teaching 
and  living  in  the  home,  larger  use  of  The  Christian  Home  magazine 
are  some  elements  in  this  emphasis. 

VI.  Teach  the  facts  about  beverage  alcohol. 

1.  One  million  youth  pledged  to  total  abstinence  and  active  oppo- 
sition to  beverage  alcohol. 

2.  Regular  and  systematic  education  concerning  the  effects  of 
beverage  alcohol  in  the  human  body  and  in  society. 

3.  Particular  attention  to  the  training  of  church  school  teachers 
and  leaders  in  best  approaches  to  this  problem. 

VII.  Elevate  the  stewardship  ideal  in  the  church  school. 

1.  Every  church  school  member  a  reglar  contributor  to  the  church 
budget. 

2.  Systematic  stewardship  education  in  all  classes  and  groups. 

3.  Education  in  proportionate  giving,  recognizing  the  tithe  as  a 
principle. 

4.  Goal  for  giving  to  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolences 
through  the  church  school — a  minimum  of  ten  cents  per  month  per 
member  of  the  school. 

VII.  Strengthen  the  rural  church. 

Believing  that  the  needs  of  the  rural  church  should  receive  un- 
usual attention  in  the  ensuing  quadrennium  and  that  Christian  edu- 
cation is  a  necessary  and  integral  part  of  any  constructive  rural 
church  program,  we  propose  that  unusual  attention  be  given  to 
strengthening  the  church  schools  in  rural  churches. 

IX.  Educate  concerning  a  Christian  social  and  world  order. 

Recogniizing   the   social   implications    of    Christian    teachings    and 
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the  desirability  of  a  deep  concern  with  social  issues  by  our  church 
members,  we  should  give  special  attention  in  the  ensuing  quadren- 
nium  to  a  constructive  study  in  every  local  church  of  the  Christian 
teachings  concerning  these  issues  as  they  are  dealt  with  in  the  Social 
Creed  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

X.  Cultivate  commitment  to  teaching  Christ  in  all  of  life's  rela- 
tionships. 

1.  Imbue  Sunday  school  teachers  with  the  necessity  of  bemg 
evangelists. 

2.  Challenge  laymen  to  reveal  the  living  Christ  in  all  personal  and 
social  relationships.

The  Committee,  having  carefully  considered  the  memo- 
rials listed  above,  makes  the  following  statement  of  faith 
and  practice : 

We  note  that  these  memorials  are  declarations  of  faith  and  state- 
ments of  interpretation  of  living  experience  rather  than  matters  that 
can  be  implemented  into  action  by  legislation.  They  are  of  the  spirit, 
so  not  possible  of  legal  regulation. 

Within  our  Methodism  there  is  much  room  for  variety  of  opinion 
and  interpretation.  Our  founder,  John  Wesley,  once  said  that  he  was 
not  so  much  interested  in  the  opinions  of  the  folks  called  Methodists 
as  he  was  in  the  vitality  of  their  religious  experience.  "If  thy  heart 
be  as  my  heart,  give  me  thy  hand." 

We  are  one  in  purpose.  We  pray,  "Our  Father  .  .  ,  Thy  Kingdom 
come,  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth." 

Studied  carefully,  we  believe  that  our  church  school  literature  will 
reveal  more  Bible  references  incorporated  and  more  biblical  material 
used  than  at  any  previous  time  in  our  long  history. 

Never  have  we  had  editors,  writers,  and  educational  leaders  more 
consecrated  than  at  the  present  time.  Reports  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence clearly  support  this  statement. 

Men  are  being  reborn,  children  nurtured  in  the  Christian  faith,  and 
youth  are  committing  themselves  to  Christ  and  His  way  of  life  as 
never  before  under  the  guidance  of  our  ministers,  our  church  school 
leaders,  and  the  training  of  our  educational  leaders  in  our  Christian 
institutions.  We  are,  however,  only  at  the  beginning  of  what  a 
united,  consecrated  effort  might  achieve.  Together  we  can  go  forward. 

We  are  praying  that  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  came  to  "lead  us  into 
all  truth"  and  "to  teach  us  all  things  and  bring  to  our  remembrance 
whatsoever  Christ  said  in  the  days  of  His  flesh,"  may  have  in- 
creasing responsiveness  on  our  part. 

We  would  do  the  will  of  God  under  the  guidance  of  His  Holy 
Spirit.  In  this  great  spiritual  adventure  we  earnestly  solicit  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  all  Methodists. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  maintain  carefully  all  of  historical  and  tra- 
ditional values  both  in  the  beliefs  and  practices  of  our  Methodism, 
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while  we  pledge  ourselves  to  the  acceptance  of  the  "new  light  that 
shall  yet  break  forth  from  the  word  of  God"  and  to  a  positive  Chris- 
tian crusade  demanded  by  the  unchristian  chaos  of  this  challenging 
hour. 

The  issuance  of  a  report  by  the  Curriculum  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  entitled  Some  Points  of  Needed  Emphasis  in 
Making  the  Curriculum  of  Christian  Education,  indicates  an  alertness 
to  possible  deviation  from  Methodist  beliefs,  and  this  report  is,  in 
our  judgment,  an  adequate  and  effective  assurance  to  all  who  may  be 
disturbed,  that  Methodism's  church  school  literature  will  be  entirely 
Methodistic.

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In  1784  The  Methodist  Church  at  the  time  of  its  organiza- 
tion launched  a  plan  of  higher  education.  Now  there  are  128 
educational  institutions  related  to  The  Methodist  Church 
which  have  investments  in  buildings,  equipment,  libraries, 
and  laboratories,  and  endowments  of  approximately  one- 
half  billion  dollars.  These  institutions  enroll  208,665  stu- 
dents, or  nearly  one-tenth  of  the  total  number  of  all  students 
attending  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  the  United 
States.  This  list  includes  some  of  America's  best  known  uni- 
versities, several  of  its  strongest  liberal  arts  colleges,  and 
some  of  the  best  equipped  institutions  for  Negro  youth  in 
the  nation. 

The  current  academic  year  finds  2,338,226  of  the  nation's, 
youth  enrolled  in  institutions  of  higher  education.  This  is 
ten  times  the  number  enrolled  in  1900.  It  is  one  million  more 
than  the  highest  enrollment  before  the  war.  The  trend  to- 
ward increased  enrollments,  however,  is  not  wholly  a  result 
of  the  war,  but  is  really  a  part  of  a  sociological  movement  in 
the  nation.  In  1900,  high  schools  enrolled  only  11  per  cent 
of  the  youth  of  high  school  age,  or  700,000 ;  in  1940,  high 
school  enrollments  had  risen  to  70  per  cent,  or  7,000,000. 
Likewise,  the  trend  of  the  college  enrollments  has  been  up- 
ward. Several  predictions  indicate  that  they  will  reach 
3,000,000  by  1952  and  probably  4,500,000  by  1960.  Obviously 
the  situation  is  such  that  The  Methodist  Church  cannot  hope 
to  keep  its  place  in  the  educational  program  of  the  nation  if 
its  plant  facilities  and  finances  are  not  lifted  to  meet  these 
precedented  demands. 

The  Episcopal  Address  forcefully  emphasizes  the  impor- 
tance of  the  Church's  maintaining  control  over  its  institu- 
tions "so  that  these  institutions  may  continue  to  make  their 
contribution  to  the  evangelization  of  the  world."  This  can- 
not be  accomplished  if  the  Church  does  not  make  adequate 
provision  for  the  operation  and  development  of  its  institu- 
tions. At  present  the  amounts  being  given  by  the  Church 
for  the  maintenance  of  its  educational  work  represents  only 
about  one-fourth  of  the  amount  needed.  Subsidization  of 
veterans'  education  by  the  Federal  Government  accounts  for 
over  50  per  cent  of  maintenance  receipts.  With  the  decline 
in  the  yield  from  invested  funds,  endowments  which  one 
time  furnished  30  per  cent  of  maintenance  income  now  pro- 
duce approximately  10  per  cent. 

The  schools  now  exist  almost  solely  through  income  from 
tuition,  and  if  this  charge  is  moved  upward,  with  the  in- 
creased cost  for  the  keeping  of  a  well-prepared  instructional 
staff  and  the  maintaining  of  the  necessary  facilities,  they 
may  become  "Class  Schools"  and  no  longer  serve  the  people 
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for  whom  they  were  founded.  The  maintenance  of  free  edu- 
cational enterprises  within  a  free  state  will  be  imperiled  if 
the  future  of  our  schools  depends  upon  Federal  aid,  for 
Federal  aid  eventually  can  mean  Federal  control. 

For  all  of  its  work  the  Church  draws  heavily  upon  its  own 
institutions  for  its  trained  personnel.  And  its  contemplated 
plans  for  the  expansion  of  its  world  reach  are  contingent 
upon  its  educational  institutions  training  the  necessary  lead- 
ers. The  educational  institutions  of  the  Church  must  be  con- 
sidered as  a  part  of  the  over-all  plan  of  the  Church's  strategy 
in  creating  a  Christian  view  of  life.  It  must  have  institu- 
tions in  which  it  may  cultivate  Christian  attitudes  and  where 
it  may  train  young  men  and  young  women  to  become  vital 
Christian  leaders  with  an  awareness  of  proper  values  and 
an  understanding  of  social  obligations.  The  program  of  the 
Christian  Church  cannot  be  realized  if  it  depends  for  its 
trained  leadership  upon  institutions  that  treat  religion  as  a 
marginal  matter,  not  as  the  heart  of  the  educational  process. 

In  view  of  the  unprecedented  demands  upon  our  institu- 
tions of  higher  learning.  Be  It  Resolved: 

1.  That  the  General  Conference  take  definite  steps  to  bring  to 
the  attention  of  The  Methodist  Church  the  imperative  necessity  of 
making  adequate  provision  for  our  responsibilities  in  higher  educa- 
tion, both  in  Methodist  colleges  and  Wesley  Foundations; 

2.  That  it  recommend  the  raising  of  a  total  sum  that  shall  repre- 
sent an  average  of  at  least  50  cents  per  member  per  annum  for 
current  maintenance  of  Methodist  institutions  of  higher  learning  as 
the  goal  for  the  coming  quadrennium,  said  amount  to  be  raised  as 
each  Annual  Conference  may  determine;  and  that  it  encourage  ade- 
quate support  for  Wesley  Foundations; 

3.  That  it  give  its  endorsement  to  the  efforts  of  the  educational 
institutions  which  seek  to  provide  adequate  educational  plants  and 
equipment  in  keeping  with  the  trends  of  our  nation  and  the  needs 
of  the  Church; 

4.  That  in  view  of  the  urgency  of  the  situation  the  General  Con- 
ference instruct  its  Board  of  Education  in  addition  to  its  normal 
procedures  to  take  exceptional  steps: 

(a)  to  acquaint  the  Church  with  the  needs,  opportunities,  and 
distinctive  qualities  of  Christian  higher  education; 

(b)  to  encourage  enrollments  for  our  institutions  from  among 
our  own  youth,  particularly  those  who  have  made  life  service  com- 
mitments; 

(c)  to  promote  adequate  facilities  for  all  Methodist  students  de- 
siring education  in  Methodist  institutions; 

(d)  to  provide  financial  counseling  to  institutions  and  Annual 
Conferences  for  securing  the  resources  needed  for  the  development 
and  maintenance  of  our  educational  institutions; 

(e)  to  give  special  attention  to  the  religious  life  of.  students  in 
Methodist  colleges  and  Methodist  students  on  non-Methodist  campuses. 

5.  That  the  Board  of  Education,  in  co-operation  with  the  University 
Senate,  move  to  make  the  ideal  of  the  Commission  on  Objectives,  as 
expressed  in  the  Episcopal  Address,  a  reality  and  particularly  that  part 
which  states  that  "These  institutions  stand  deliberately  for  something 
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in  the  field  of  religion  and  the  practices  that  religion  demands.  There 
is  a  Christian  world  view,  a  Christian  way  of  life,  a  Christian  commit- 
ment to  the  Christian  Leader.  The  educational  institutions  related  to 
the  Church,  in  addition  to  their  educational  services,  must  be  evange- 
listic, in  the  proper  sense  of  that  term.  Without  apology,  the  Methodist 
institution  must  seek  to  win  its  students  to  the  Christ.  Our  schools 
must  be  Christian  without  apology  and  Methodist  with  pride.  Our  fac- 
ulties must  be  Christian  in  fact.  Our  efforts  must  be  to  make  the  stu- 
dents Christian  just  as  truly  as  we  try  to  teach  them  to  think.  We  must 
seek  to  graduate  Christians  as  certainly  as  we  graduate  doctors, 
lawyers,  musicians.  There  must  be  an  end  to  the  negative  liberalism 
that  glories  in  non-sectarianism  that  too  often  is  non-everything  in 
religion  and  that,  in  the  long  run,  destroys  the  reason  that  justifies  the 
Church's  maintaining  educational  institutions."

Responsibility  of  Methodism  for  higher  education  in  the  nation's 
capital  was  recognized  by  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  in  1892  and  the  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  1894,  and  likewise  by  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church.  Current  conditions  emphasize  the  necessity  of  a 
reappraisal  of  this  responsibility. 

The  Council  of  Bishops,  concerned  that  Methodism  measure  up  to  its 
educational  obligations  and  opportunities  in  the  nation's  capital, 
recommends  that  the  General  Conference  shall  direct  the  Council  of 
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Bishops  to  appoint  a  representative  Commission,  composed  of  Bishops, 
members  of  the  University  Senate,  and  others,  to  canvass  the  educa- 
tional responsibilities  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  to  report  its  findings  to  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  Board  of 
Educcation  of  The  Methodist  Church,  and  that  recommendations  for 
further  action,  in  the  light  of  the  findings  of  the  Commission,  be 
requested  from  these  bodies;  provision  for  the  necessary  expense  of 
the  Commission  to  be  provided  from  the  General  Administrative  Fund.

Whereas  there  is  a  constantly  growing  demand  for  a  unified  and 
comprehensive  program  of  radio  and  audi-visual  education  in  The 
Methodist  Church,  and  for  the  wisest  possible  use  of  audio-visual  ma- 
terials, including  radio  and  television,  in  the  evangelistic  and  educa- 
tional and  missionary  outreach  of  the  Church,  and 

Whereas  to  enable  The  Methodist  Church  to  participate  in  inter- 
denominational plans  for  radio  and  audio-visual  education  and  pro- 
motion, it  is  necessary  for  the  General  Conference  to  provide  or 
designate  some  body  as  its  official  representative  in  this  field,  there- 
fore 

Be  it  resolved  That  the  General  Conference  instruct  the  Council  of 
Bishops,  the  Board  of  Publication,  the  Council  of  Secretaries,  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  of  the  General  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension,  and  the  Commission  on  Public  Informa- 
tion of  The  Methodist  Church,  jointly  to  establish  and  finance  an  inter- 
•agency  Audio-Visual  Commission  for  these  purposes: 

1.  To  unify  and  co-ordinate  the  audio-visual  programs  of  all 
Methodist  agencies  dealing  with  projected  pictures,  recordings,  tran- 
scriptions, radio  and  television  programs,  and  other  audio-visual 
materials. 

2.  To  make  the  studies  necessary  for  the  development  of  a  unified 
and  comprehensive  program  to  serve  all  age  groups  in  home,  church, 
and  community,  and  to  represent  the  great  causes  of  the  Church. 

3.  To  produce  and  distribute  such  programs  and  materials  in  this 
field  as  the  Audio-Visual  Commission  may  determine,  subject  to  the 
financial  resources  made  available  by  the  constituent  agencies. 

4.  To  represent  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  Protestant  Film  Com- 
mission, the  Religious  Film  Association,  the  Protestant  Radio  Com- 
mission, the  International  Council  of  Religious  Education,  and  other 
Interdenominational  Audio-visual  Agencies.

It  is  through  education  of  this  type  that  the  racial  and 
religious  hatreds  which  weaken  our  nation  can  be  abolished,  and  that 
the  propagandas  which  might  otherwise  hasten  the  peoples  of  the 
world  into  World  War  III  can  be  recognized  for  what  they  are  and 
their  effectiveness  avoided.

"Throughout  The  Methodist  Chui'ch  there  exists  a  critical  shortage 
of  well-prepared  Christian  Workers  for  the  tasks  of  religious  educa- 
tion, home  and  foreign  missions,  and  other  Church-related  activities. 
At  the  same  time  the  demand  for  such  workers  is  increasing. 

"The  Methodist  Church  has  never  adopted  a  comprehensive  plan  for 
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the  advanced  preparation  of  such  workers.  Ten  theological  schools 
for  the  preparation  of  pastors  are  supported  by  the  Church,  but  for 
the  specialized  preparation  of  the  unordained  Christian  worker  there 
is  no  comparable  provision.  The  largest  number  attend  Scarritt  Col- 
lege for  Christian  Workers,  which  was  designed  for  this  purpose;  a  few 
enroll  in  theological  seminaries  or  are  given  limited  graduate  prepa- 
ration in  one  or  two  other  institutions,  but  the  opportunities  for  such 
specialized  preparation  are  entirely  insufficient. 

"During  the  period  of  the  Crusade  for  Christ,  an  attempt  was  made 
to  enlist  5000  volunteers  for  Christian  service,  but  no  program  was 
formulated  to  provide  these  volunteers  with  adequate  preparation  for 
their  work,  so  that  hundreds  of  young  people  may  soon  find  the  way 
to  service  blocked  for  lack  of  opportunity  to  prepare. 

"In  view  of  this  situation  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Scarritt  College 
for  Christian  Workers,  an  institution  owned  by  the  General  Conference, 
presents  the  following  recommendation  as  a  memorial : 

"That  this  matter  be  referred  to  the  proposed  Interboard  Committee 
on  Vocational  Guidance,  in  case  such  Committee  is  authorized  by  the 
General  Conference,  or  if  not,  to  the  Interboard  Committee  on  Mis- 
sionary Education  (Par.  1274  of  the  Discipline)  ;  said  Committee  to 
examine  present  facilities  and  practices  and  make  recommendations  to 
the  proper  Board  or  Boards  which  shall  have  authority  to  inaugurate 
and  support  a  comprehensive  program  for  the  preparation  of  the 
unordained  Christian  Worker.

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PROPOSED  LEGISLATION  FOR  INTER-BOARD 
COMMITTEE  ON  CHRISTIAN  VOCATIONS 

Par.  1415.  There  shall  be  an  Inter-board  Committee  on  Christian 
Vocations.  Its  purpose  shall  be  to  develop  plans  and  correlate  efforts 
for  the  more  effective  enlistment  and  guidance  of  persons  in  vocations 
in  the  Church  and  its  agencies  and  to  seek  to  interpret  to  the  Church 
through  its  several  Agencies,  the  total  field  of  vocation  in  Christian 
terms.  It  shall  give  leadership  in  developing  a  philosophy  of  Christian 
vocation,  always  stressing  the  potential  sacredness  of  all  useful  work. 
It  shall  lead  in  discovering  and  making  known  the  various  needs  of 
the  Church  at  home  and  abroad,  and  seek  to  enlist  youth  for  Christian 
service  through  all  the  appropriate  agencies  of  the  Church. 

The  Inter-board  Committee  on  Christian  Vocations  shall  be  com- 
posed of  three  Bishops  to  be  selected  by  the  Council  of  Bishops;  five 
representatives  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  four 
representatives  of  the  Board  of  Education,  two  representatives  of  the 
Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes,  one  representative  of  the  Commission 
on  World  Peace,  one  representative  of  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities, 
and  one  representative  of  the  Board  of  Evangelism,  to  be  selected  by 
their  respective  agencies;  the  Educational  Director  of  the  Commission 
on  Ministerial  Training,  and  the  Secretary  of  the  National  Conference 
of  Methodist  Youth. 

The  Inter-board  Committee  shall  elect  from  its  membership  an 
Executive  Committee  of  seven  persons  consisting  of  one  Bishop,  one 
individual  from  the  Commission  on  Ministerial  Training,  one  from 
the  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes,  two  from  the  Board  of  Education, 
and  two — one  a  woman — from  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension. 

There  shall  be  a  Secretary  for  the  Committee.  He  shall  be  elected 
by  the  Board  of  Education,  on  nomination  of  the  Inter-board  Com- 
mittee on  Christian  Vocations.

or  may  have  been  established,  until  the  General  Conference  shall  direct 
otherwise;  and  further,  said  Corporation  is  authorized  to  do  all  acts 
and  things  necessary  to  carry  out  the  directions  of  the  General  Con- 
ference pertaining  to  its  further  operation  and  to  the  transfer  of 
said  permanent  trust  and  other  funds  and  property  to  the  General 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  The  Methodist  Church  or 
its  respective  corporate  administrative  Divisions,  when  and  as  the 
same  may  be  done  according  to  law  and  the  terms  of  various  trusts. 

The  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  of  The 
Methodist  Church  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  fix  the  number  and 
to  elect  the  managers  of  said  Corporation  from  among  the  member- 
ship of  said  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  acting 
in  this  regard  on  behalf  and  in  place  of  the  General  Conference;  and 
also  to  nominate  the  Secretaries  and  Treasurer  for  election  by  the 
Corporation.  Said  Corporation  is  further  authorized  and  empowered 
to  apply  for  any  Amendments  to  its  Charter  necessary  to  continue  its 
corporate  existence  under  this  authority.

A.  The  Switzerland  Annual  Conference  is  authorized  to  add  to  the 
business  of  the  Annual  Conference  supplementary  questions  considered 
desirable  or  necessary  for  meeting  its  own  needs;  to  make  such  adapta- 
tions in  procedure  as  the  peculiar  conditions  of  the  field  require;  and 
to  adapt  the  temporal  economy  of  the  Church  within  its  own  territory, 
including  orders  of  business  suitable  for  District  and  Quarterly  Con- 
ferences.

Annual  Conference  is  authorized  to  organize  into  an  Annual

XIV.  The  Central  Conference  of  Southern  Asia  is  au- 
thorized to  increase  the  number  of  Annual  Conferences  by 
one,  at  any  time  during  the  quadrennium,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  Par.  580. 

XV.  The  Southeastern  Asia  Provisional  Central  Confer- 
ence is  authorized  to  organize  into  a  Central  Conference 
during  the  quadrennium  ending  in  1952,  with  the  privileges 
and  powers  as  provided  under  Central  Conference  legisla- 
tion, on  condition  that  it  shall  have  a  total  of  at  least 
twenty  ministerial  and  twenty  lay  delegates  on  the  regular 
basis  of  representation.

The  General  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  of  The  Methodist  Church 
respectfully  memorializes  the  1948  session  of  the  General  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church  to  effect  such  change  in  legislation  as 
necessary  to  bring  about  the  request  presented  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  Home  for  the  Aged  at  West  Lafayette,  Ohio  (a  home 
of  the  former  Methodist  Protestant  Church). 

The  Board  of  Trustees  for  the  Home  for  the  Aged  at  West  La- 
fayette, Ohio  in  session  on  January  30,  1948  passed  the  following 
motion : 

"A  motion  made  by  T.  L.  Montgomery  and  seconded  by  H.  W. 
Peterson  was  duly  carried  by  unanimous  vote  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Home  for  Aged  at  West  Lafayette,  Ohio  that  the  General 
Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  of  The  Methodist  Church  become  the 
successor  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home  for  Aged  at  West 
Lafayette,  Ohio;  that  the  assets  of  this  institution  all  be  turned  over 
to  said  General  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes,  and  that  the  General 
Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  of  The  Methodist  Church  have  full 
power  to  complete  the  liquidation  of  this  Home,  as  lawful  successor  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Home  for  the  Aged  at  West  Lafayette, 
Ohio." 

The  General  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  of  the  Methodist  Church 
in  regular  session  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  February  17,  1948  passed  a 
unanimous  Resolution  assuming  this  responsibility  if  the  General 
Conference  of  1948  authorizes  this  Board  to  do  so.

Following  the  end  of  the 
Paragraph  add  these  sentences:  All  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers shall  be  members  of  The  Methodist  Church.  Should  a 
vacancy  occur  among  those  elected  by  the  Jurisdictions,  the 
Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction  where  a  vacancy  occurs  shall 
elect  the  person  to  fill  the  unexpired  term."

Par.  1523.  MANAGEMENT.— The  management  of  the  Board  shall

active  administrator  of  an  institution  under  the  general  supervision  of 
the  Board.  All  of  the  Board  of  Mg^agers  shall  be  members  of  The 
Methodist  Church.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  among  those  elected  by 
the  Jurisdictions,  the  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction  M'here  a  vacancy 
occurs  shall  elect  the  person  to  fill  the  unexpired  term. 

In  Par.  1524,  line  7,  strike  out  the  semicolon  after  "Sec- 
retary" and  insert  the  word  and.  Following  the  word 
"Treasurer"  add  these  words,  all  of  whom  shall  be." 

The  Paragraph  will  then  read  as  follows: 

Par.  1524.  OFFICERS— 1.  The  officers  of  the  Board  of  Managers 
shall  be  a  President,  elected  by  said  Board  from  among  the  Bishops 
who  are  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  four  Vice-presidents,  each 
of  whom  shall  represent  one  of  the  four  major  interests  of  this  Board, 
namely:  Hospitals,  Child  Welfare,  Homes  For  Aged,  Homes  For 
Youth;  a  Recording  Secretary  and  a  Treasurer  all  of  whom  shall  be 
elected  by  the  Board  of  Managers  for  the  quadrennium;  and  such  other 
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officers  and  agents  as  the  Board  of  Managers  may  from  time  to  time 
determine. 

In  Paragraph  1525,  item  2,  line  1,  change  the  word  eleven 
to  the  word  twelve.  Line  3,  change  the  word  four  to  the 
word  five.  In  third  line  following  the  word  "Board"  and 
before  the  words  "the  Executive"  the  following  words  be 
added:  with  the  provision  that  each  Jurisdiction  shall  be 
represented  on  the  Committee  by  an  elected  member.

Section  IV  (Annual  Conference  Boards),  Par.  1531  (2), 
line  1  following  word  "once"  and  before  the  word  "during" 
add  words  before  or. 
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The  Paragraph  will  then  read  as  follows : 

Par.  1531.  2.  Such  Conference  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  before 
or  during  the  regular  session  of  each  Annual  Conference  and  shall  be 
in  co-opei-ation  with  the  General  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  to 
promote  the  interest  of  the  hospitals  and  homes  within  the  bounds  of 
said  Annual  Conference.  In  those  Conferences  where  civil  law  requires 
the  election  of  Boards  of  Trustees  or  Managers  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, the  Conference  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  may  nominate 
persons  for  such  election.

"At  each  quadrennial  session  of  the  General  Conference,  the  Council 
of  Bishops  shall  nominate  by  majority  vote  four  times  the  number  of 
ministers  and  four  times  the  number  of  laymen  to  be  elected  at  such 
session  of  the  General  Conference.  At  the  same  daily  session  at  which 
the  above  nominations  are  announced,  nominations  for  each  class  may 
be  made  from  the  floor,  but  at  no  other  time. 

"The  names  of  all  such  nominees  shall  be  published  in  the  Daily 
Advocate,  with  the  name  of  the  Conference  to  which  each  belongs,  for 
for  two  consecutive  issues  immediately  prior  to  the  day  of  election, 
which  shall  be  set  by  action  of  the  General  Conference  at  the  session 
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at  which  the  nominations  are  made;  and  from  these  nominations  the 
General  Conference  shall  elect  without  discussion,  by  ballot  and  by 
majority  vote,  the  necessary  number  of  each  class;  provided,  however, 
that  as  a  result  of  the  election  each  Jurisdiction  shall  be  represented  on

Whereas,  Old  St.  George's  Church  is  American  Methodism's  oldest 
and  most  historic  Church,  having  been  used  continuously  for  v^^orship 
and  service  to  her  community  since  November  23,  1769; 

Whereas,  Within  her  walls,  the  first  three  Conference  of  American 
Methodism,  the  first  Watch  Night  Service  in  America,  and  the  first 
Love  Feast  in  America  by  the  Methodists,  were  held; 

Whereas,  By  her  society  were  received,  or  fjom  her  pulpit  were 
preached  the  first  sermons  in  America  by  Robert  Williams,  Joseph 
Pilmoor,  Richard  Boardman,  John  King,  Richard  Wright,  Thomas 
Rankin,  George  Shadford  and  others,  particularly  the  immortal  Francis 
Asbury; 

Whereas,  From  St.  George's  pulpit,  on  the  3rd  day  of  December, 
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1769,  Joseph  Pilmoor  made  his  memorable  "Statement  of  Faith  and 
Body  of  Principles  of  Methodism,"  proclaiming  it  to  be  "an  organiza- 
tion having  no  Schismatic  aim,  but  seeking  earnestly  the  revival  of 
spiritual  religion"; 

Whereas,  By  her  Pastors,  John  Dickins  and  Ezekiel  Cooper,  spon- 
sored by  her  Trustees,  the  Methodist  Book  Concern  was  established 
and  placed  on  a  firm  financial  basis; 

Whereas,  Within  the  walls  of  Old  St.  George's,  the  first  Book  Room 
was  opened  by  Dickins,  and  under  her  walls  repose  the  mortal  remains 
of  both  Dickins  and  Cooper; 

Whereas,  By  her  Trustees,  the  Charter  Fund  was  drafted,  presented 
to  the  General  Conference  of  1796,  and,  after  adoption  by  that  Con- 
ference, was  incorporated  and  sponsored  for  many  years  by  St. 
George's; 

Whe)'eas,  The  interest  in,  and  the  inspirational  and  educational 
value  of  Old  St.  George's,  are  increasingly  manifest  in  visitations  by 
individuals  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  by  pilgrimages  from 
Churches  and  various  organizations; 

Whereas,  There  has  been  planned,  adjoining  the  Church,  at  a  cost 
of  approximately  $40,000,  a  fire-proof  structure  containing: 

1.  A  "Hall'  of  Records,"  for  the  records  of  old  but  extinct  Methodist 
Churches  in  the  Philadelphia  Area. 

2.  A  Library,  comprising  the  combined  Libraries  of  the  Philadelphia 
Conference.  Historical  Society,  Old  St.  George's  Church  and  the  New 
Jersey  Conference  Collection. 

3.  A  "Museum,"  containing  many  priceless  relics,  manuscripts  and 
papers  now  in  St.  George's  possession,  or  that  may  be  entrusted  to  her 
keeping. 

Whereas,  At  this  Historical  Center,  thus  created,  the  numerous 
visitors  to  Old  St.  George's  will  find  much  of  interest,  instruction  and 
inspiration,  and  those  particularly  interested,  invaluable  assistance  and 
information  for  research  work; 

Whereas,  The  membership  of  the  Church,  reduced  (by  deaths,  re- 
movals and  a  radical  change  in  the  character  of  the  neighborhood  from 
residential  to  two-thirds  business)  to  but  nineteen  active  or  contribut- 
ing members,  obviously  cannot  carry  on  the  work  planned  for  Old  St. 
George's  as  a  Historical  Center; 

Whe7-eas,  The  General  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church,,  meeting  at  Atlantic  City,  May  25,  1932,  officially  recognized 
Old  St.  George's  as  a  Methodist  Landmark;  and  the  General  Conference 
of  The  Methodist  Church  in  1940  adopted  a  Memorial,  recognizing  Old 
St.  George's  as  a  "shrine  of  Methodism  worthy  of  the  cai-e  of  the 
general  Church,"  and  the  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church 
in  1944  adopted  a  Resolution  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500.00  annually 
be  allocated  to  St.  George's  Methodist  Church.

The  Committee  concurs  in  the  following : 

The  Trustees  of  John  Street  Methodist  Church,  New 
York,  N.  Y.,  do  hereby  respectfully  and  urgently  memo- 
rialize the  1948  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  to  authorize  the  Home  Division  of  the  General  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  to  provide  a  Special 
Grant  of  $1,500  per  annum  for  the  quadrennium  1948  to 
1952  to  aid  in  meeting  the  current  expense  budget  of  that 
church  as  approved  and  administered  by  the  Trustees. 

The  reasons  that  necessitate  the  presentation  of  this  re- 
quest are  as  follows : 

1.  The  John  Street  Methodist  Church  is  the  oldest  Methodist 
Society  in  America,  organized  in  1766,  and  having  continuously  occu- 
pied the  present  site  at  44  John  Street,  New  York,  since  October  1768. 
Numerous  priceless  historic  items  are  housed  in  'The  Wesley  Chapel' 
of  the  present  church  building. 

2.  The  General  Conference  of  1868  accepted  title  to  the  property 
and  the  present  church  building  under  a  special  Charter  issued  at 
that  time  by  the  Legislature  of  New  York  State.  Under  this  Charter 
the  General  Conference  regularly  elects  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
the  Church,  who  are  solely  responsible  to  the  General  Conference.  This 
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authority  was  reaffirmed  at  the  Uniting  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church.  The  Report  of  the  Trustees  for  the  quadrennium  1944  to  1948 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  the  1948  General  Conference.  Refer- 
ence is  made  in  the  Report  to  the  necessity  for  the  presentation  of 
this  Memorial. 

3.  No  other  church  in  the  denomination  enjoys  this  unique  status. 

4.  Under  authority  already  given  to  them  by  the  General  Conference 
of  1944,  the  Trustees  plan  to  solicit  and  secure  an  adequate  endowment 
for  the  historic  church.  Details  of  this  plan  may  be  made  available  to 
the  General  Conference  at  its  desire. 

5.  Until  income  from  such  new  endowments  can  become  effective 
for  current  budget,  the  problem  of  meeting  the  minimum  operating 
costs  of  the  church  is  increasingly  difficult.  Such  a  Special  Grant  as  is 
requested  in  this  Memorial  appears  to  be  the  only  way  in  which  the 
denomination  as  a  whole  can  wisely  and  properly  give  aid  in  the 
immediate  situation. 

6.  The  Home  Division  of  the  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  finds  that  its  ordinary  rules  of  procedure  prevent  the  alloca- 
tion of  such  a  grant,  because  of  the  peculiar  and  unique  status  of  John 
Street  Church.  The  specific  authority  of  the  General  Conference  is 
necessary  for  the  provision  of  the  proposed  grant. 

7.  The  Board  of  Missions  of  the  New  York  East  Annual  Conference 
has  approved  and  urged  the  presentation  of  this  Memorial  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  church.

Whereas,  Bishop  Asbury  is  outstanding  in  American  history  as  a 
great  pioneer  of  Christianity  who  did  much  to  establish  religion,

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  General  Conference  of  The 
Methodist  Church,  on  behalf  of  its  membership  of  eight  and  a  half 
million  persons  in  the  United  States: 

First:  That  the  President  and  Congress  of  the  United  States,  the 
Department  of  the  Interior,  and  the  National  Park  Service  be  earnestly 
requested  to  clear,  restore,  and  improve  that  section  of  the  Road  which 
lies  within  and  adjacent  to  the  Great  Smoky  Mountains  National  Park, 
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and  to  designate  and  appropriately  mark  the  same  as  the  "Francis

Second:  That  the  Governors,  Legislatures,  and  Highway  Commis-

(a)  Authorized  by  the  Quarterly  Conferences  of  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  the  charges  on  the  District,  or 

(b)  Authorized  by  action  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Title  to  a  District  Parsonage  and  its  furnishings  may  be  held  in 
trust  by  a  District  Board  of  Trustees  or  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Annual 
Conference,  as  determined  by  the  Annual  Conference.  Such  District 
Board  of  Trustees  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three  or  more  than 
nine  persons  of  the  same  qualifications  provided  for  Trustees  of 
charges  (Par.  241)  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  District  Superin- 
tendent and  elected  by  the  District  Conference  or,  if  there  be  no 
District  Conference,  by  the  District  Stewards  or  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ference, as  determined  by  action  to  be  taken  by  the  Quarterly  Confer- 
ences when  acquisition  of  the  District  parsonage  is  authorized.  They 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  three  years,  except  as  to  the  first  Board, 
one-third  of  whom  shall  be  nominated  and  elected  for  a  term  of  one 
year,  one-third  for  a  term  of  two  years  and  one-third  for  a  term  of 
three  yeai's,  and  shall  serve  until  their  successors  have  been  elected. 
They  shall  report  annually  to  the  District  Conference,  if  thei-e  be  one, 
and  to  the  Annual  Conference.  If  the  title  to  the  District  Parsonage  is 
not  held  by  a  District  Board  of  Trustees,  the  title  shall  be  held  by  the 
Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference  of  which  such  District  is  a  part. 

Except  as  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory  or  country  prescribe 
otherwise.  District  real  property  held  in  trust  by  a  District  Board  of 
Trustees  may  be  mortgaged  or  sold  and  conveyed  by  them  only  by 
authority  of  the  District  Conference  or  by  the  Annual  Conference, 
whichever  body  elected  the  District  Board  of  Trustees;  or  if  such  real 
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proper.ty  is  held  in  trust  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Annual  Conference,  it 
may  be  mortgaged  or  sold  or  conveyed  only  by  authority  of  the  Annual 
Conference.  When  acquisition  of  a  District  Parsonage  is  authorized  by 
the  Quarterly  Conferences  of  two-thirds  of  the  charges  in  a  District, 
the  purchase  price  and  maintenance  cost  shall  be  equitably  distributed 
among  the  chai-ges  of  the  District  by  the  District  Stewards. 

When  District  boundaries  are  changed  by  division,  re-arrangement 
or  consolidation,  so  that  a  District  Parsonage  purchased,  owned  and 
maintained  by  one  District  is  included  within  the  bounds  of  another 
District,  each  such  District  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  its  just  share  of 
the  then  reasonable  value  of  the  Parsonage  property  in  which  it  has 
invested  funds;  and  the  amount  of  such  value  and  just  share  shall  be 
determined  by  a  Committee  of  three  persons,  appointed  by  the  Bishop 
of  the  Area,  who  shall  not  be  residents  of  any  of  said  Districts.  The 
Committee  shall  hear  claims  of  each  such  District  regarding  its 
interest  therein  before  making  decision.  From  any  such  determination, 
there  is  reserved  the  right  of  appeal  by  any  church  or  District  which 
contributed  funds  toward  the  purchase  of  the  property  to  the  next 
succeeding  Annual  Conference. 

Any  sum  i-eceived  as  or  from  such  share  shall,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Annual  Conference,  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  than 
purchasing  or  building  or  maintaining  a  District  Parsonage  in  the 
same  or  another  District. 

The  same  procedure  shall  be  followed  in  determining  equities  of  a 
District  in  any  other  property  which  may  be  included  in  another

We  approve  the  recommendations  of  the  above  Report 
of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance, 
referred  to  us  for  consideration  of  and  action  on  by  the 
General  Conference  with  the  following  suggested  changes: 
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B.  Minimum  Salary  Report 

By  action  of  the  1944  General  Conference,  all  memorials 
dealing  with  "Minimum"  and  "Basic  Salary"  plans  were 
referred  to  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  for  study  and  report. 

During  the  quadrennium,  a  Committee  of  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  has  given  this 
very  careful  and  extended  study. 

In  harmony  M^ith  the  memorials,  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  presents  the  following  as  leg- 
islative changes  and  additions  which  will  be  necessary  if 
approval  is  given  to  the  requests  for  strengthening  Mini- 
mum support  and  if  permissive  legislation  is  granted  An- 
nual Conferences  for  the  establishment  of  a  "Basic  Salary" 
plan. 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
transmits  this  report  to  the  General  Conference  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  be  approved. 

The  proposed  legislation  follows : 

1.  Minimum  Salary  Revisions 

Amend  by  deleting  Pars.  806-809  inclusive  and  substi- 
ting  the  following  therefor : 

Par.  806  Minimum  Salary  Plan.  L  Each  Annual  Conference,  after 
careful  study  of  its  needs  and  its  sources  of  income  for  ministerial 
support  shall  adopt  a  schedule  of  minimum  support  for  its  Pastors, 
including  full-time  Accepted  Supply  Pastors,  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  Conference  may  adopt  which  do  not  conflict  with  the 
provisions  of  this  legislation  as  here  set  forth.  The  schedule  may  allow 
for  differences  in  living  conditions,  number  of  dependents  in  the 
Pastor's  family,  or  any  other  variants  as  directed  by  the  Annual  Con- 
ference. 

2.  In  so  far  as  practicable,  this  schedule  of  minimum  support  shall 
be  observed  by  the  Bishops  and  District  Superintendents  in  arranging 
charges  and  making  appointments. 

3.  The  Minimum  Support  Fund  secured  as  hereinafter  prescribed 
shall  be  used  to  provide  for  each  full-time  Pastor,  whose  salary  from 
the  pastoral  charge  is  less  than  the  minimum  support  as  determined 
by  the  schedule,  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  salary 
apportioned  by  the  pastoral  charge,  plus  supplementary  aid  from  other 
sources,  and  the  amount  of  the  minimum  support  indicated  for  such 
Pastor  according  to  the  schedule.  Such  payments  shall  be  made  from 
a  Conference  treasury  established  by  the  Conference  for  that  purpose. 

4.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
estimate  the  total  amount  necessary  to  maintain  the  schedule  of 
minimum  support  for  the  Pastors  thereof  as  adopted  by  the  Conference, 
which  total  amount  shall  be  apportioned  as  an  item  of  ministerial  sup- 
port to  the  Districts  or  pastoral  charges  as  the  Annual  Conference  may 
determine. 

5.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  or 
some  other  agency  created  or  designated  by  the  Conference  for  that 
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purpose   shall    administer   the    minimum    support    plan    and    shall    be 
responsible  for  collecting  and  disbursing  the  funds. 

Par  808  Sustentation  Fund.  An  Annual  Conference  may  establish 
a  Sustentation  Fund,  which  shall  be  administered  by  the  Conference 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance,  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing emergency  aid  to  the  ministers  of  the  Conference  who  may  be  m 
special  need.  On  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  the  amount  needed  for  this  purpose  may 
be  apportioned  to  the  pastoral  charges  as  the  Conference  may  de- 
termine. 

Amend  Par.  261  by  adding  the  words  *'and  for  the  Mini- 
mum Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants" in  line  24,  so  that  the  sentence,  as  amended,  will  read : 

"The  apportionments  to  the  charge  for  the  General  Administration 
Fund  for  District  Superintendents,  for  Conference  Claimants  and  tor 
the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  are  not  subject  to  change  or  alteration  by 
the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  local  church." 

Amend  Paragraph  264,  1-a,  by  deleting  the  words  "and 
local  expense,"  in  line  1,  and  by  deleting  the  remainder  ot 
the  sentence  after  the  words  "Conference  Claimants  m  line 
4  and  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the  Minimum  Salary 
Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claimants"  line  4,  so 
that  the  section  as  amended  will  read : 

«a)  Ministerial  Support,  which  shall  include  pastor's  salary  and 
suitable  provision  for  a  dwelling;  apportionments  for  District  Superin- 
tendents, Bishops  and  Conference  Claimants;  and  for  the  Minimum 
Salary  Fund," 

Amend  Paragraph  802  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the 
Minimum  Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants" so  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read : 

"Par  802  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  determine  what  plan  and 
method  shall  be  used  in  distributing  the  apportionments  for  the  sup- 
port of  District  Superintendents  and  Conference  Claimants  and  tor 
the  Minimum  Salarv  Fund  to  its  several  Districts  and  charges  wheth- 
er by  a  percentage'  based  on  the  Pastor's  current  salary  paid  or  by 
some  other  method." 

Amend  Paragraph  803  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the 
Minimum  Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants," line  2,  and  also  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants" in  line  11  so  that  the  sentence,  as  amended,  will  read: 

"Par  803.  When  the  apportionments  for  Bishops,  District  Superin- 
tendents, and  Conference  Claimants  and  for  the  Minimum  Salary 
Fund  for  the  several  Districts  and  charges  have  been  determined,  pay- 
ments made  to  the  same  in  each  pastoral  charge  shall  be  exactly 
proportional  to  the  amount  paid  on  Pastor's  salary.  The  Treasurer  or 
Treasurers  of  each   pastoral  charge  shall   accordingly   make   propor- 
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tional  distribution  of  the  funds  raised  in  that  charge  for  the  support 
of  the  funds  raised  in  that  charge  for  the  support  of  the  ministry,  and 
remit  monthly,  if  practicable,  and  quarterly  at  the  latest  (Par.  789), 
the  items  for  Bishops,  District  Superintendents,  and  Conference 
Claimants  and  for  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  to  the  proper  Treasurer 
or  Treasurers." 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
transmits  this  report  to  the  General  Conference  with  the 
recommendations  that  it  be  approved.

II.  Pastor's  Automobile  Expense 

Amend  Paragraph  180,  No.  3,  by  placing  a  period  after 
the  word  "minister"  in  line  7  and  deleting  the  remainder 
of  the  sentence.

5,  so  that  the  phrase  between  the  commas  in  line  5  will  read : 

"local-church  expenses  including  provision  for  necessary  office  ex- 
pense and  for  the  cost  of  operating  a  car  in  the  work  of  the  parish."

Amend  Par.  264  by  adding  a  new  Section  to  be  numbered 
1-b,  as  follows : 

"b)  Local  Church  Expense,  which  shall  include  all  current  expense 
items  of  the  local  church  such  as  necessary  office  expense,  cost  of 
operating  a  car  in  the  work  of  the  parish,  employed  helpers,  supplies  of 
all  kinds,  repairs  and  other  items  that  properly  belong  to  local  current 
expense;"

An  Annual  Confer- 
ence may  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  at  any  regular  ses- 
sion adopt  a  Basic  Salary  Plan  for  the  support  of  its  active 
itinerants  and  supply  pastors  who  are  giving  full  time  to  the 
ministry  of  the  Church;  provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not 
institute  the  Basic  Salary  Plan  until  the  plan  has  been  ap- 
proved and  ratified  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
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Quarterly  Conference  present  and  voting  in  seventy-five  per 
cent  of  the  pastoral  charges  of  such  Conference.  The  Dis- 
trict Superintendents  shall  certify  to  the  Conference  Sec- 
retary the  results  of  the  votes  taken  in  the  several  Quarter- 
ly Conferences.  , ,.  ,    j      i 

1.  The  Basic  Salary  Plan  shall  provide  an  estabhshed  sal- 
arv  schedule  for  the  support  of  the  regular  active  itinerants 
and  supplv  pastors  giving  their  full  time  to  the  ministry  of 
the  Church,  which  may  allow  for  differences  of  living  condi- 
tions, number  of  dependents  in  the  family,  and  other  vari- 
ants. Upon  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  the  Basic  Salary  Schedule 
may  be  changed  from  time  to  time  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
Annual  Conference. 

2.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  estimate  the  amount  necessary  to  provide  such 
ministerial  support  as  may  be  required  by  the  schedule 
adopted,  which  amount  shall  be  distributed  as  an  apportion- 
ment to  the  Districts  or  pastoral  charges  by  a  method  to  be 
determined  bv  the  Conference. 

3.  The  amounts  due  from  the  pastoral  charges  on  appor- 
tionment shall  be  paid  to  a  Conference  treasury  established 
for  that  purpose  and  all  basic  salaries  due  shall  be  paid  from 
that  treasury.  The  basic  salary  provided  for  each  minister 
concerned  shall  constitute  his  entire  salary  except  as  here- 
inafter provided. 

4.  Anv  pastoral  charge,  which  has  made  adequate  provi- 
sion for*  paving  its  apportionments  for  all  ministerial  sup- 
port items  in  full,  may  augment  the  basic  support  of  its 

5.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  administer  the  Basic  Salary  Plan  and  shall 
be  responsible  for  collecting  and  disbursing  the  funds. 

Amend  Paragraph  763  by  adding  the  following  Para- 
graph : 

"In  such  Annual  Conferences  as  may  adopt  the  basic  salary  plan  for 
ministerial  support,  the  apportionment  for  the  Episcopal  Fund  to  the

In  Paragraph  261,  after  the  words  "Administration 
Fund"  add  for  Episcopal  Fund. 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

The  apportionments  to  the  charge  for  the  General  Administration 
Fund,  for  Episcopal  Fund,  for  District  Superintendents,  for  Conference 
Claimants  and  for  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  are  not  subject  to  change 
or  alteration  by  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  local  church. 

In  Paragraph  180,  No.  4,  by  adding  a  hyphen  (-)  and 
the  word  church  after  the  word  "local"  in  line  5,  and  after 
the  word  "expense"  add  including  provision  for  actual  of- 
fice and  travel  expenses  in  the  work  of  the  parish,  in  those 
Annual  Conferences  so  directing.

agency  contemplated  by  such  donors,  trustors  or  testators  under  the 
direction  of  the  Annual  Conference.  The  Board  shall  have  power  to 
invest,  reinvest,  buy,  sell,  transfer,  and  convey  any  and  all  funds  and 
properties  which  it  may  hold  in  trust,  subject  always  to  the  terms  of 
the  legacy,  devise,  or  donation,  provided  however,  the  foregoing  shall 
not  apply  to  churches,  colleges,  orphanages,  or  incorporated  Boards. 
When  the  use  to  be  made  of  any  such  donation,  bequest,  or  devise  is 
not  otherwise  designated,  the  same  shall  be  added  to  and  become  a 
part  of  "The  Permanent  Fund"  of  the  Annual  Conference.  Funds  com- 
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mitted  to  this  Board  may  be  invested  by  it  only  in  collateral  that  is 
amply  secured  and  after  such  investments  have  been  approved  by  the 
said  Board  or  its  Agency  or  Committee  charged  with  such  investment 
unless  otherwise  directed  by  its  Annual  Conference. 

B.  The  Board  may  intervene  and  take  all  necessary  legal  steps  to 
safeguard  and  protect  the  interests  and  rights  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence anywhere,  and  all  matters  relating  to  property  and  rights  to 
property  whether  araising  by  gift,  devise,  or  otherwise,  or  where  held 
in  trust  or  established  for  the  benefit  of  the  Annual  Conference  or  its 
membership. 

C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  within  the  bounds  of  whose 
charge  any  such  gift,  bequest,  or  devise  is  made  to  give  prompt  notice 
thereof  to  said  Board,  which  shall  proceed  to  take  such  steps  as  are 
necessary  and  proper  to  conserve,  protect,  and  administer  the  same. 
But  the  Board  may  decline  to  receive  or  administer  any  such  gift, 
devise,  or  bequest  for  any  reason  satisfactory  to  the  Board.

It  is  our  conviction  that  the  time  has  come  in  The  Meth- 
odist Church  for  a  unified,  co-ordinate,  all-out  effort  to  en- 
list the  men  of  Methodism  in  a  great  program  of  world 
redemption.  The  Crusade  for  Christ  in  all  of  its  phases  has 
stirred  the  hearts  of  our  laymen  throughout  the  Church  to 
a  new  interest  in  advancing  the  Kingdom  of  Christ.  They 
have  responded  to  each  appeal  and  program  as  it  has  been 
presented  and  with  unusual  interest  in  the  Year  of  Stew- 
ardship. 

The  broad  foundations  of  the  work  of  Lay  Activities  has 
been  laid  successfully.  It  ought  to  be  possible  to  launch  a 
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great  movement  for  enlisting  the  men  of  our  Church  with 
new  interest,  conviction  and  activity  for  its  program  of 
world  redemption.  This  should  begin  in  our  own  country, 
but  extend  to  every  other  country  in  the  entire  world. 

We  are  faced  with  many  problems  in  our  world  today. 
Some  of  the  most  acute  of  these  are :  race  antagonisms,  eco- 
nomic exploitation  and  injustices,  industrial  strife,  break- 
down of  the  home,  the  appalling  evil  of  the  liquor  traffic, 
greed  and  selfishness  both  individual  and  national,  and 
other  serious  social  questions.  It  would  be  our  purpose  not 
to  center  the  minds  of  the  men  of  our  Church  primarily  on 
these  problems  but  upon  the  fact  that  we  have  their  solution 
in  the  Gospel  of  Christ.  In  a  co-operative  effort  we  would 
have  the  opportunity  to  bring  a  new  conviction  to  the  men 
of  Methodism  that  the  Christian  Movement  is  worthy  of  the 
enlistment  of  all  the  resources  which  they  possess  of  per- 
sonality, time,  abilities  and  possessions. 

The  program  which  has  been  conceived  would  consist 
first  of  a  great  world-wide  council  of  the  men  of  the  Church 
at  some  central  point,  consisting  of  duly  elected  men  from 
every  charge,  approximately  21,000,  Through  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Bishops  and  the  various  Boards  and  Agencies 
of  the  Church  we  would  endeavor  to  bring  to  this  National 
Council  the  best  speakers  that  can  be  secured  anywhere 
throughout  the  world. 

The  National  Council  should  be  followed  by  a  similar  well- 
planned  meeting  in  each  Annual  Conference;  and  then  in 
each  District  and  Sub-District  and  at  last  in  the  local 
charge.  Every  effort  should  be  made  to  secure  in  these 
several  meetings  the  largest  possible  attendance  of  the  men 
of  the  Church  for  inspiration,  instruction  and  dedication. 
The  meeting  of  the  local  charge  could  be  followed  by  Con- 
versation Groups  or  number  of  themes  primarly  related  to 
the  program  of  the  Church  for  world  redemption. 

The  General  Board  of  Lay  Activities  and  the  National 
Council  of  Conference  Lay  Leaders  in  joint  session  at  Des 
Moines,  Iowa,  July  15  to  18,  1947,  ordered  a  Memorial  to 
the  1948  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  to 
give  its  hearty  approval  and  endorsement  to  this  movement 
and  to  set  aside  such  time  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  it 
into  effect  as  soon  after  the  sessions  of  the  General  Confer- 
ence as  may  be  practicable.

Wo7'ship  of  the  National  Youth  Confererice;  two  ministe7'S, 
one  layman,  one  laywoman,  and  one  youth  member  from 
each  Jurisdiction,  elected  by  the  Jurisdictiotml  Conferences;

The  Committee  recommends  concurrence  in  the  follow- 
ing : 

That  the  following-  provisions  be  made  in  the  Discipline 
of  The  Methodist  Church  so  that  the  basic  Methodist  prin- 
ciple be  carried  out,  namely,  that  a  person  is  a  member  of 
The  Methodist  Church  as  a  connectional  Church  and  not 
only  as  a  member  of  the  local  congregation.  His  member- 
ship should  be  located  in  a  Methodist  church  in  the  commu- 
nity where  he  resided  and  should  be  transferred  to  corre- 
spond to  his  change  of  residence  from  one  community  to 
another. 

I.  When  a  member  changes  his  place  of  residence  from 
one  city,  town  or  rural  community  his  membership  shall  be 
transferred  to  a  local  Methodist  Church  which  is  near 
enough  to  him  to  attend  regularly. 

II.  The  methods  by  which  his  transfer  is  to  be  effected 
are  recommended  as  follows : 

1.  A  member  who  moves  from  one  community  to  another 
should  immediately  request  his  Pastor  to  transfer  his  mem- 
bership to  a  Methodist  church  in  the  new  community. 

2.  The  Pastor  upon  hearing  that  a  member  is  about  to 
move  should  ascertain  the  Methodist  church  in  the  new 
community  to  which  the  member  wishes  his  membership 
transferred  and  should  forward  the  membership  to  said 
church. 

3.  If  a  member  has  moved  his  place  of  residence  and  has 
neglected  to  request  the  transfer  of  his  membership,  the 
Pastor  of  the  church  from  which  he  moved  is  responsible 
for  sending  a  Certificate  of  Membership  to  the  Methodist 
Church  in  the  new  community. 

In  case  there  is  more  than  one  Methodist  church  in  the 
new  community  the  Pastor  shall  send  his  Membership  Cer- 
tificate to  the  District  Superintendent,  who,  either  himself, 
or  through  one  of  his  Pastors,  shall  ascertain  from  the 
member  the  particular  church  to  which  he  wishes  his  mem- 
bership transferred.  In  case  he  does  not  express  a  prefer- 
ence the  District  Superintendent  shall  place  his  membership 
in  a  Methodist  church  near  his  place  of  residence  for  pas-

toral  oversight.  The  member  may  continue  his  membership 
in  this  church  or  request  that  it  be  transferred  to  any  other 
Methodist  church  in  the  community  which  is  near  enough 
for  him  to  attend  regularly. 

4.  A  member,  by  annual  written  request  to  his  Pastor, 
may  retain  his  membership  in  the  community  from  which 
he  has  moved. 

5.  A  member  shall  not  have  his  name  removed  from  the 
roll  until  definite  information  has  been  received  that  he  has 
been   properly  enrolled   as   a   member   elsewhere. 

6.  When  a  Pastor  discovers  a  member  of  The  Methodist 
Church  residing  in  his  community  whose  membership  is 
elsewhere,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  secure  his  transfer  of  mem- 
bership to  some  Methodist  church  in  the  new  community. 

III.  Members  and  their  families  of  those  in  the  Armed 
Services,  those  who  occupy  elective  or  appointive  govern- 
mental positions,  and  students  away  from  home  mav  retain 
their  memberships  where  they  maintain  their  places"^of  resi- 
dence without  written  consent. 

In  order  to  put  into  action  the  above  provisions  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  is  hereby  memorialized  to  make  the  fol- 
lowing revisions  to  the  Discipline  of  1944 : 

Section  IV.  Active  and  Inactive  Members. 

Par.  126 — which  now  reads :

Par.  129.  Eliminate  Par.  129  which  reads :

Whefi  a  member  desires  a  transfer  of  membership  from 
one  pastoral  charge  to  another,  the  Pastor,  or  if  there  is  no 
Pastor  the  District  Superintendent,  shall  send  a  CERTIFI- 
CATE OF  TRANSFER  to  the  Pastor  of  the  charge  to  ivhich 
the  member  is  to  be  transferred.  Such  Certificate  when  re- 
quested shall  not  be  refused  except  for  reasons  that  justify 
judicial  proceedings  against  such  member.  Notice  of  the 
issuance  of  a  Certificate  of  Ti^ansfer  shall  be  given  to  the 
member  ivho  is  thus  transferred.  The  person  being  thus 
transferred,  until  received  elsewhere,  shall  be  amenable  to 
and  shall  suppo7't  the  church  issuing  the  certificate  of  trans- 
fer.

Substitute  for  Par.  131  the  following  so  that  the  new  Par. 
131  shall  read  as  follows : 

When  a  member  is  about  to  move  to  a  new  community,  he  should 
immediately  request  his  Pastor  to  transfer  his  membership  to  a  Meth- 
odist church  in  the  new  community.  Upon  hearing  of  such  contemplated 
removal,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Pastor  to  call  upon  the  member 
and  ascertain  the  Methodist  church  in  the  new  community  to  which 
he  wishes  his  transfer  of  membership  sent.  The  Pastor,  or  if  there  is 
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no  Pastor,  the  District  Superintendent,  shall  send  a  Certificate  of 
Transfer  to  the  Pastor  in  the  charge  to  which  the  member  is  to  be 
transferred.  Such  certificate  shall  not  be  refused  except  for  reasons 
that  justify  judicial  proceedings  against  such  member. 

If  a  member  has  moved  his  residence  and  has  neglected  to  request 
the  transfer  of  his  membership,  the  Pastor  of  the  church  in  the 
community  from  which  the  member  moved  is  responsible  for  forwarding 
a  letter  of  notification  to  the  member  and  to  the  Pastor  of  the  Meth- 
odist church  in  the  new  community  simultaneously. 

In  case  there  is  more  than  one  Methodist  church  in  the  community 
to  which  the  member  has  moved,  his  letter  of  notification  shall  be 
sent  to  the  District  Superintendent,  who  himself  or  through  one  of 
his  Pastors,  shall  ascertain  from  the  member  the  particular  church 
to  which  he  wishes  his  membership  transferred.  In  case  the  member 
does  not  express  a  preference  the  District  Superintendent  shall  send 
the  letter  of  notification  to  a  church  near  his  place  of  residence  for 
pastoral  oversight.  The  member  may  continue  his  membership  in  this 
church  or  request  a  transfer  to  any  other  Methodist  church  in  the 
community  which  shall  be  near  enough  for  him  to  attend  regularly. 

When  a  Pastor  discovers  a  member  of  The  Methodist  Church  resid- 
ing in  his  community  whose  membership  is  elsewhere  it  shall  be  his 
duty  to  make  every  effort  to  secure  his  transfer  of  membership  to  some 
Methodist  church  in  the  new  community. 

In  the  tiiansfer  of  membership  the  following  form  shall  be  used: 

''This  is  to  certify  that  A.  B.,  who  holds  a  notice  of  this  letter,  is 
an  acceptable  member  of  the              Methodist  Church  in  .  Since 

he  (she)  has  moved  to  the  following  address  ,  his  (her)  mem- 
bership is  hereby  transferred  to  the  Methodist  Church  in  , 
and  he  (she)  is  affectionately  commended  to  the  fellowship  of  said 
church.

Each  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism  shall  include  in 
its  membership  the  District  Superintendents,  one  pastor  and 
one  lay  member  from  each  of  the  Districts,  such  members 
of  the  Jurisdictional  Board  as  may  reside  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life 
of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and 
the  Conference  Secretary  of  Evangelism,  together  with 
such  further  organization  as  the  Annual  Conference  may 
desire. 

To  Paragraph  1559,  add  the  following  words: 
No  salaried  officer,  employee,  or  one  receiving  remunera- 
tion from  the  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism. 

So  that  the  amended  Paragraph  will  read  as  follows : 

Each  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism  shall  include  in  its  member- 
ship the  District  Superintendents,  one  pastor  and  one  lay  member 
from  each  of  the  Districts,  such  members  of  the  Jurisdictional  Board 
as  may  reside  within  the  bounds  of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Secre- 
tary of  Spiritual  Life  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian 
Service,  and  the  Conference  Secretary  of  Evangelism,  together  with 
such  further  organization  as  the  Annual  Conference  may  desire.

program  of  Evangelism  for  the  next  quadrennium : 
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Program  of  Evangelism  for  the  Quadrennium,  1948-1952. 

Christian  Evangelism  has  always  been  of  the  essence  of 
the  spirit  and  genius  of  The  Methodist  Church.  The  bring- 
ing of  all  men  to  Christ  and  Christ  to  all  men  is  the  chief 
mission  of  Methodism. 

Never  in  our  lifetime  have  the  tides  of  evangelistic  in- 
terest risen  so  high  as  during  the  "Year  of  Evangelism." 
God  has  gloriously  answered  our  faith.  He  has  richly  re- 
warded our  efforts  with  the  largest  ingathering  recorded  by 
any  communion  in  American  history. 

We  regard  this  past  success  as  a  divine  mandate  to  great- 
er faith  and  achievement.  We  believe  that  God  wills  that 
we  "go  on  to  perfection." 

Never  in  the  history  of  mankind  were  there  such  epochal 
destinies  in  the  balance  as  at  this  present  hour.  The  situa- 
tion calls  for  a  maximum  exercise  of  the  redemptive  spirit 
of  Christ  both  within  and  without  the  Church.  A  crisis  hour 
in  human  history  demands  that  we  break  through  conven- 
tional procedures.  In  the  presence  of  such  threats  as  the 
clash  of  conflicting  ways  of  life,  the  terrifying  possibility 
of  atomJc  destruction  and  the  attributions  of  our  present- 
day  secularism ;  Evangelism  must  address  itself  to  the  cru- 
cial issues  which  face  us.  The  Church  must  be  summoned 
to  cleanse  her  heart  and  rise  with  fresh  and  vital  power 
to  her  redemptive  task. 

The  American  family  is  in  grave  danger.  The  church  home 
in  too  many  instances  has  been  despiritualized  by  modern 
secularism.  The  family  desperately  needs  Christ. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  the  following  program  for  the 
next  quadrennium,  designed 

1.  TO  REACH  AND  WIN  THE  INDIVIDUAL 

A.  We  propose  to  win  2,000,000  persons  on  profession  of  faith  and 
vows  by  visitation,  education  and  pulpit  evangelism  with  these  yearly 
goals  for  the  quadrennium: 

1949  400,000 

1950  500,000 

1951  500,000 

1952  600,000 

B.  We  propose  to  train  them  and  assimilate  them  to  the  end  that 
they  may  be  intelligent,  faithful  followers  of  Christ  and  effective 
members  of  the  Church. 

C.  We  propose  to  train  500,000  lay  workers  and  100,000  young  peo- 
ple in  evangelism. 

D.  These  goals  compel  us  in  co-operation  with  other  agencies  and 
leaders  of  the  Church  to  establish  or  re-open  2,500  churches  in  rural 
and  urban  areas  and  to  help  recruit  hundreds  of  ministers  and  other 
Christian  workers  for  this  task. 

E.  We  propose  to  challenge  every  minister,  layman,  laywoman, 
and  youth  to  a  spiritual  revitalization  and  definite  dedication  to  win 
others   with   special  effort  made   in   securing  life-work  decisions  for 
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the  ministry  and  mission  field,  and  to  provide  an  opportunity  for  this 
accomplishment  through  such  means  as  conferences  and  retreats. 

F.  We  propose  a  more  intensive  training  of  Church  School  teachers 
to  be  personal  evangelists,  this  and  training  of  young  people  in 
evangelism  to  be  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Education. 

2.  TO  REACH  AND  WIN  THE  FAMILY 

A.  We  propose  to  launch  a  visitation  program  that  will  seek  to 
enroll  every  Methodist  family  in  the  Christian  Family  Movement  in 
which  our  people  will  practice  daily  family  worship,  Christian  living 
in  home  and  community  and  regular  worship  in  the  Church. 

B.  We  propose  to  foster  the  enrollment  of  1,000,000  baptized  chil- 
dren on  the  preparatory  membership  roll  before  the  General  Con- 
ference  of    1952. 

C.  We  propose  to  impress  every  Methodist  family  with  the  respon- 
sibility of  being  an  evangelistic  agency  to  win  its  children  and  friends 
for  Christ  and  the  Church. 

3.   TO   REACH   AND   WIN   THE   MULTITUDES 

A.  We  propose  in  co-operation  with  the  other  Christian  groups,  to 
undertake  the  evangelization  of  America,  the  Christianization  of  the 
social  order  including  all  our  national  and  international  relationships, 
taking  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  the  unchurched  multitudes  by  all 
worthy  means  at  our  command,  such  as  radio,  television,  press,  adver- 
tising, motion  pictures,  tracts,  literature,  preaching  in  shop,  store  and 
street. 

B.  We  pledge  full  co-operation  with  the  United  Evangelistic  Ad- 
vance of  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America  begin- 
ning on  World  Communion  Sunday,  in  October,  1949  and  closing  on 
December  31,  1950. 

C.  We  recommend  the  regular  use  of  evangelistic  services  and 
seminars  on  religion. 

These  are  our  goals. 

We  believe  that  God  is  calling  us  onward.  God  calls  us  to 
save  the  individual,  to  redeem  the  family  and  to  Chris- 
tianize the  world. 

God  calls  us !  We  must  not,  we  dare  not  fail. 
Let  us  raise  banners  high  and  march  forward  to  claim  the 
victory  for  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.

That  the  following  provisions  be  made  in  the  Discipline 
of  The  Methodist  Church  so  that  the  basic  Methodist  prin- 
ciple be  carried  out,  namely,  that  a  person  is  a  member  of 
The  Methodist  Church  as  a  connectional  Church  and  not 
only  as  a  member  of  a  local  congregation.  His  membership 
should  be  located  in  a  Methodist  church  in  the  community 
w^here  he  resides  and  should  be  transferred  to  correspond  to 
his  change  of  residence  from  one  community  to  another. 

L  When  a  member  changes  his  place  of  residence  from 
one  city,  town  or  rural  community  to  another  he  should 
immediately  request  his  Pastor  to  transfer  his  membership 
to  a  Methodist  church  in  the  new  community. 

IL  The  Pastor  upon  hearing  that  a  member  is  about  to 
move,  should  ascertain  the  Methodist  church  in  the  new 
community  to  which  the  member  wishes  his  membership 
transferred  and  should  forward  the  membership  to  said 
church. 

in.  At  each  session  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  the  Pas- 
tor shall  provide  the  District  Superintendent  a  list  of  the 
names  and  addresses  of  members  who  have  changed  their 
residence  and  have  not  transferred  their  membership.  The 
District  Superintendent  shall,  once  each  quarter,  forward 
such  names  and  addresses  to  either  (a)  a  Pastor  of  a 
Methodist  church  in  the  community  to  which  such  mem- 
ber or  members  have  moved  or  (b)  to  the  District  Super- 
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intendent  of  the  District  within  the  bounds  of  which  such 
a  member  has  moved. 

IV.  When  a  Pastor  discovers  a  member  of  The  Methodist 
Church  residing  in  his  community  whose  membership  is 
elsewhere,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  secure  his  transfer  of 
membership  to  some  Methodist  church  in  the  community. 

In  order  to  put  into  action  the  above  provisions,  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  is  hereby  memo- 
rialized to  make  the  following  revisions  to  the  Discipline 
of  1944: 

Section  V,  Transfer  of  Membership.  Paragraph  131  which 
now  reads : 

When  a  member  desires  a  transfer  of  membership  from 
one  pastoral  charge  to  another,  the  Pastor,  or  if  there  is  no 
Pastor,  the  District  Superintendent,  shall  send  a  Certifi- 
cate of  Trayisfer  to  the  Pastor  of  the  charge  to  ivhich  the 
member  is  to  be  transferred.

that  the  child  is  now  enrolled  as  a  Preparatory  Member  in 
the  Methodist  Church,  so  that  it  will  read: 

The  Pastor  of  the  church  shall,  at  the  time  of  administering  the 
Sacrament  of  Baptism,  furnish  the  person  baptized,  or  the  parents 
or  guardians  of  the  child  who  i§  baptized,  with  a  certificate  of  bap- 
tism which  shall  also  clearly  state  that  the  child  is  now  enrolled  as 
a    Preparatory    Member    in     the  Methodist    church. 

Change  the  position  of  Paragraph  121,  making  it  the 
concluding  paragraph  of  Paragraph  119,  so  that  Paragraph 
119  as  revised  will  read  as  follows: 

We  hold  that  all  children,  by  virtue  of  the  unconditional  benefits 
of  the  atonement,  are  members  of  the  kingdom  of  God  and  are  there- 
fore graciously  entitled  to  baptism.  The  minister  shall  earnestly 
exhort  all  parents  to  dedicate  their  children  to  the  Lord  in  baptism 
as  early  as  convenient,  and  before  baptism  is  administered  he 
shall  diligently  instruct  the  parents  regarding  the  vows  which 
they  assume  in  this  Sacrament.  It  is  expected  of  parents  or  guardians 
who  present  their  children  for  baptism  that  they  use  all  dili- 
gence in  bringing  them  up  in  conformity  to  the  word  of  God;  and 
they  shall  be  admonished  of  this  obligation  and  earnestly  exhorted  to 
faithfulness  therein.  At  the  time  of  baptism  of  children,  the  parents 
shall  be  instructed  as  to  the  significance  of  the  Sacrament.  The  parents 
shall  likewise  be  informed  that  the  children  will  be  enrolled  after 
baptism  as  Preparatory  Members,  unless  the  parents  determine  other- 
wise, and  that  through  its  church  .school  program  the  church  will  share 
with  the  parents  in  responsibility  for  the  Christian  training  of  their 
children.  The  Pastor  of  the  church  shall,  at  the  time  of  administering 
the  Sacrament  of  Baptism,  furnish  the  person  baptized  or  the  parents 
or  guardian  of  the  child  who  is  baptized,  with  a  Certificate  of  Baptism 
which  shall  also  clearly  state  that  the  child  is  now  enrolled  as  a 
Preparatory  Member   in   the  Methodist   church. 
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Amend  Part  II,  Chapter  II,  Section  II,  Paragraph  120, 
line  2,  by  deleting  in  visible  covenant  relation  to  God  and 
by  deleting  sub-paragraph  2,  which  begins  with  the  ^yords 
The  parents  of  all  children,  so  that  it  will  read : 

We  regard  all  children  who  have  been  baptized  as  being  under  the 
special  care  and  supervision  of  the  Church.  All  children  who  are 
baptized  by  a  Methodist  minister  and  other  baptized  children  under 
the  care  of  a  Methodist  church  shall  be  enrolled  as  Preparatory  Mem- 
bers in  The  Methodist  Church  until  this  status  is  terminated  by  their 
reception,  after  a  proper  course  of  training,  into  full  membership,  or 
by  death,  withdrawal  or  transfer  to  another  Evangelical  Denomina- 
tion. 

Amend  Part  II,  Chapter  II,  Section  II,  Paragraph  122, 
by  deleting  the  words  this  shall  constitute  the  Preparatory 
Membership  Roll.  It  shall  give  the  names  of  their  parents 
and  date  of  birth,  and  the  date  of  baptism  and  place  of  resi- 
dence. Shoidd  they  move,  and  substituting  the  words  It  shall 
give  the  date  of  birth,  the  date  of  baptism,  the  names  of 
their  parents  (or  guardians)  and  their  place  of  residence. 
This  shall  constitute  the  Preparatory  Membership  Roll. 
Should  the  parents  move,  so  that  it  shall  read : 

The  Pastor  shall  keep  and  transmit  to  his  successor  an  accurate 
register  of.  the  names  of  baptized  children  in  his  pastoral  charge. 
It  shall  give  the  date  of  birth,  the  date  of  baptism,  the  names  of  their 
parents  (or  guardians)  and  their  place  of  residence.  This  shall  consti- 
tute the  Preparatory  Membership  Roll.  Should  the  parents  move,  the 
pastor  shall  issue  a  transfer  of  preparatory  membership  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  for  transfei-ing  full  members.  (Par.  131-133).  The 
number  of  persons  on  the  Preparatory  Membership  Roll  shall  be 
reported  to  the  Annual  Conference. 

Insert  a  new  Paragraph  following  Paragraph  122  as  fol- 
lows: 

Par.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  church 
school,  in  co-operation  with  the  Pastor,  to  lead  all  members  of  the 
church  school  to  make  a  profession  of  faith  in  Christ,  to  have  a 
comprehension  of  the  responsibilities  involved  in  such  profession,  and 
to  give  evidence  of  and  desire  and  earnest  determination  to  discharge 
them.  The  Pastor  shall  prepare  the  teachers  of  the  church  school  in 
connection  wih  their  regular  duties  to  instruct  all  members  in  the 
Junior  Department  and  above  in  the  meaning  and  practice  of  church 
membership,  and  shall  supplement  such  instruction  as  he  may  deem 
necessary. 

Amend  Part  II,  Chapter  II,  Section  II,  Paragraph  123  by 
deleting  baptized  at  the  end  of  line  1. 

In  line  4,  delete  at  least  once  a  iveek  for  a  i-easonable  pe- 
riod and  substitute  for  a  minimum  of  thirteen  sessions. 

Change  preparatory  members  to  members  of  the  prepara- 
tory classes. 
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Delete  //  need  be,  the  pastor  may  appoint  one  or  more 
suitable  persons  to  assist  him  in  such  class  inst^'uction. 

Add  the  end  of  the  paragraph,  In  order  that  this  special 
training  by  the  pastor  may  be  properly  related  to  the  needs 
and  experiences  of  children  and  to  the  Christian  teaching 
they  are  receiving  in  the  church  school,  the  pastor  may  ap- 
point one  or  more  suitable  persons  to  assist  him  in  such 
class  instruction  for  church  membership.  He  shall  plan  care- 
fully for  the  reception  of  members  of  the  church  according 
to  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline. 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read  as  follows : 

The  Pastor  shall  organize  into  classes  the  children  of  the  church 
when  they  have  reached  the  age  of  twelve  years,  or  at  an  earlier 
age  when  it  is  deemed  advisable,  and  shall  meet  them  for  a  minimum 
of  thirteen  sessions  to  instruct  them  in  the  nature,  design,  and 
obligations  of  baptism  and  in  the  truths  of  the  Scriptures;  to  urge 
them  to  g'ive  regular  attendance  upon  the  public  worship  of  the 
Church;  to  advise,  exhort  and  encourage  them  to  an  immediate 
personal  acceptance  of  Jesus  Christ  as  Lord  and  Saviour;  and  to  in- 
struct them  in  the  use  of  the  means  of  grace  in  living  the  Christian 
life;  provided  that  unbaptized  children  may  likewise  be  included  in 
such  classes.  Such  unbaptized  children  may,  with  the  consent  of  their 
parents  or  guardians,  be  recognized  and  recorded  as  members  of  the 
Preparatory  Classes.  In  order  that  this  special  training  by  the  Pastor 
may  be  properly  related  to  the  needs  and  experiences  of  children  and 
to  the  Christian  teaching  they  are  receiving  in  the  church  school,  the 
Pastor  may  appoint  one  or  more  suitable  persons  to  assist  him  in  such 
class  instructions  for  church  membership.  He  shall  plan  carefully  for 
the  reception  of  members  of  the  church  according  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Discipline. 

Amend  Part  II,  Chapter  II,  Section  II,  Paragraph  124, 
by  deleting  Whenever  baptized  children,  and  substituting 
when  children  have  thus  been  prepared  and,  so  that  it  will 
read: 

When  children  have  thus  been  prepared  and  shall  give  evidence  of 
understanding  their  Christian  privileges  and  obligations  and  of  their 
Christian  faith  and  purpose,  they  may  be  admitted  into  full  member- 
ship in  the  church  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Discipline  for 
admission  into  the  church    (Pars.   1913,   1914-1915.)

The  Message  of  the  Church  Concerning  Evangelism 
We  lift  our  hearts  in  gratitude  to  Almighty  God  for  the 
victories  achieved  during  the  past  four  years,  especially  for 
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the  notable  evangelistic  advances  made  in  the  Crusade  for 
Christ.  These  victories  were  given  to  the  Church  because 
she  dared  claim  the  victory  in  the  name  of  Christ  and  be- 
cause the  people  called  Methodists,  believing  they  were  liv- 
ing in  crucial  times,  lifted  the  Cross  to  unprecedented 
heights  and  took  the  gospel  to  more  people  than  at  any 
time  in  Methodist  history.  Yet  in  spite  of  our  victories  des- 
perate days  lie  ahead  because  most  crucial  needs  remain 
and  millions  still  grope  their  blind  way  outside  the  King- 
dom. 

Though  a  complex  and  critical  .situation  confronts  us,  we 
do  not  despair,  for  we  know  we  have  the  only  adequate 
answer;  that  answer  is  the  forgiving  grace  and  the  re- 
deeming love  of  God  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ,  our  Lord. 
His  truths  are  imperatives  for  the  individual  and  for  society. 
His  precepts  are  the  revelation  of  ultimate  reality.  He  alone 
can  make  bad  men  good  and  good  men  better.  He  alone  can 
give  men  the  deep  concern  they  need  to  hold  them  stead- 
fastly to  the  task  of  world  redemption.  Through  Christ 
alone  can  man  be  made  over,  the  family  redeemed  and  the 
world  Christianized. 

Let  no  one  think  that  evangelism  is  merely  an  exhortation 
to  men  and  women  to  be  as  good  as  they  can  be.  Rather  it  is 
a  promise  of  salvation  to  those  who  in  repentant  faith  ac- 
cept what  God  stands  ready  to  give.  It  offers  all  men  the 
transformation  of  life  through  the  power  of  Christ.  It  be- 
gins with  the  conversion  of  the  individual,  but  its  "ultimate" 
goal  is  the  transformation  of  the  world. 

Evangelism  seeks  to  persuade  men  to  a  conscious  faith  in 
Christ  as  their  Saviour  and  a  conscious  surrender  to  Him  as 
their  Lord.  It  seeks  to  bring  about  an  encounter  with  Christ 
of  absolute  decisiveness.  It  thus  seeks  to  open  the  way  for 
the  Spirit  of  God  to  do  His  divine  renewing,  transforming 
work  in  the  heart  of  the  believer.  Evangelism's  glorious 
ambition  is  to  make  Christ  known,  loved,  and  obeyed  every- 
where. 

Such  evangelism  roots  in  the  glory  of  the  experience  of 
redemption.  The  most  immediate  expression  of  an  experi- 
ence of  renewal  is  the  sharing  of  that  experience  with 
others.  He  who  has  such  an  experience  will  exert  all  his 
powers  of  persuasion  and  entreaty  to  lead  others  into  a  like 
precious  experience. 

Evangelism  today  must  come  to  an  understanding  not 
only  of  the  perennial  sources  of  sin  and  weakness  in  human 
personality,  but  also  of  the  particular  forces — psychological, 
ideological,  political  and  economic — which  have  created  the 
secularism  of  our  times.  We  need  an  intelligence  in  respect 
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to  the  strategy  and  maneuver  of  the  foe,  instead  of  inveigh- 
ing against  these  forces  or  the  persons  caught  in  their  grip, 
and  we  must  seek  to  overcome  evil  with  good  by  presenting 
clearly  and  vitally  what  the  Christian  faith  is  and  does. 
Secularism  can  be  met  only  as  the  rank  and  file  of  persons 
understand  that  Christianity  has  curative  and  creative 
forces  which  afford  greater  confidence  for  the  ordering  of 

life. 

Evangelism  should  confront  those  who  have  not  been 
reached  by  Christianity  with  its  redemptive  message.  This 
task  must  be  accomplished  not  only  through  special  agen- 
cies of  the  Church  using  such  techniques  as  the  radio, 
the  screen,  and  street  preaching,  but  also  by  every  Chris- 
tian bearing  witness  as  opportunity  affords  to  what  he 
knows  and   has   experienced   of   the   power  of   Christ. 

Evangelism  by  confronting  men  with  Christ  should  seek 
to  bring  sinful  man  to  repentance.  A  faith  in  and  love  of 
God  can  change  the  crisis  of  self-despair  so  that  life  be- 
comes no  longer  self-centered  but  God-centered.  Evangelism 
will  thus  help  people  to  find  resources  for  personal  living 
other  than  those  of  the  secularism  of  today. 

Evangelism  must  bring  men  and  women  into  the  fellow- 
ship of  the  Church.  It  must  forever  remind  the  Church  that 
it  must  multiply  itself  and  thus  extend  the  reach  of  the 
outward  thrust  of  the  Christian  fellowship.  At  the  same 
time  that  it  seeks  to  add  to  the  Church  those  who  are  being 
saved,  evangelism  must  seek  to  vitalize  all  the  members, 
agencies  and  activities  of  the  Church  by  renewed  contact 
with  the  Spirit  of  Christ.  It  must  likewise  bring  a  new 
emphasis  upon  the  importance  of  the  Church  with  its  work 
and  worship. 

We  warn  our  people  of  the  barrenness  of  Church  member- 
ship without  the  fellowship  of  worship.  Our  leaders  are 
disturbed  by  the  habitual  absence  from  the  public  worship 
of  many  who  have  taken  the  vows  to  be  loyal  by  their  pres- 
ence. We  affirm  our  conviction  that  worship  in  the  Sanctuary 
is  necessary  to  the  highest  development  of  the  individual 
Christian.  It,  moreover,  is  essential  for  efficient  functioning 
of  the  organized  Church.  There  is  no  substitute  for  this 
regular  practice. 

Evangelism  must  cultivate  the  inner  life  of  prayer  and 
meditation  and  make  plain  the  road  from  personal  piety  to 
social  expression.  It  should  encourage  families  to  practice 
family  devotions  and  provide  for  the  formation  of  cells  in 
the  interest  of  the  deepening  of  the  spiritual  life.  It  should 
seek  constantly  the  development  of  personal  faith,   spir- 
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itual  experience,  religious  activity,  and  sensitivity  to  the 
contemporary  needs  of  the  world. 

'  Evangelism  must  seek  to  permeate  society  with  the  Spirit 
of  Christ  and  to  accomplish  such  revolutionary  changes 
in  society  as  to  promote  justice  for  all.  It  must  seek  to  bap- 
tize all  of  life  in  the  Spirit  of  Jesus  and  be  concerned  about 
the  earnest  and  intelligent  application  of  our  religious  con- 
victions and  ideals  to  all  our  personal  and  social  problems. 
It  must  seek  a  new  clean  atmosphere  in  which  the  Christian 
way  of  life  is  regarded  as  the  normal  way  for  people  to  live. 
Thus  evangelism  should  seek  to  restore  man's  confidence 
as  he  faces  the  personal  and  social  frustrations  of  our  day. 

We  appeal  to  the  Church  to  gird  herself  for  yet  larger 
victories  in  the  field  of  evangelism,  keeping  upon  her  heart 
the  vast  multitudes  in  America  and  throughout  the  world 
who  are  yet  to  be  won  to  Christ,  a  large  proportion  of  whom 
are  the  natural  responsibility  of  The  Methodist  Church.  We 
urge  her  to  rally  all  her  leadership  and  agencies  toward  the 
accomplishment  of  this  greatly  to  be  desired  end.  We 
recommend  the  use  of  all  present  plans  of  evangelism  which 
have  been  found  workable  and  the  development  of  those 
new  strategies  which  appear  to  be  necessary  to  reach  the 
unreached  multitudes  today. 

We  would  stress  especially  the  importance  of  winning  the 
family  if  America  and  the  world  are  to  be  won  for  Christ. 
Any  adequate  evangelism  must  both  reach  the  thousands 
of  homes  everywhere  now  unreached  by  the  Church  and 
encourage  in  church  homes  the  establishment  of  the  habit 
of  daily  family  devotions  and  the  faithful  following  out  of 
Christian  patterns  of  daily  living. 

We  urge  our  Pastors  and  lay  members  to  seek  for  them- 
selves constantly  ever-increasing  experience  of  the  power 
and  grace  of  God  and  to  dedicate  themselves  with  ever- 
deepening  devotion  to  doing  the  will  of  God  in  their  own 
lives  and  establishing  the  Kingdom  through  the  wide  earth. 

We  believe  that  God  is  calling  us  to  go  forward.  This  is 
the  Divine  summons.  We  must  obey.  We  dare  do  no  less.  So 
let  us  lift  our  banners  high  and  march  forward  "For  Christ 
and  His  Church."

Par.  303.  A  person  may  be  licensed  to  preach  by  the  District  Confer- 
ence (Par.  670)  or  by  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  Church  in  which 
he  is  a  member  (Par.  150  (2),  675).  Unless  the  License  is  renewed  it 
expires  after  one  year. 

1.  To  Qualify  for  a  license  to  preach,  where  a  District  Conference 
exists,  the  person  must  take  the  following  steps: 

(a)  Secure  the  recommendation  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the 
church  in  which  he  is  a  member. 

(b)  Appear  before  the  District  Conference  or  such  Committee  as  it 
may  establish  for  this  purpose  (which  may  be  known  as  the  Interim 
District  Licensing  Committee).  (Par.  670-73.) 

(c)  Pass  a  satisfactory  written  examination  in  the  studies  prescribed 
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for  candidates  for  license  to  preach,  be  examined  on  the  subjects  of 
Doctrine  and  Discipline,  and  agree  to  abstain  wholly  from  the  use  of 
tobacco. 

2.  To  Qualify  for  a  license  to  preach,  where  there  is  no  District  Con- 
ference, the  person  must  take  the  following  steps: 

(a)  Appear  before  and  secure  the  written  approval  of  the  District 
Committee  of  Qualifications  of  Local  Preachers.   (Par.  675.) 

(b)  Pass  a  satisfactory  written  examination  in  the  studies  prescribed 
for  candidates  for  license  to  preach,  be  examined  on  the  subjects  of 
Doctrine  and  Discipline,  and  agree  to  abstain  wholly  from  the  use  of 
tobacco. 

(c)  Satisfy  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  church  of  which  he  is  a 
member  that  he  is  a  suitable  person  to  receive  a  license  to  preach.  The 
approval  of  the  Quarterly  Conference  shall  be  indicated  by  individual 
written  ballot  of  the  members  of  the  Conference. 

Par.  304.  Local  preachers  other  than  Accepted  Supply  Pastors  shall 
be  examined  by  the  District  Conference  (or  by  the  District  Committee 
on  Qualifications  of  Local  Preachers  where  no  District  Conference 
exists)  in  the  Course  of  Study  prescribed  for  them.  The  Conference 
(or  Committee)  shall  also  inquire  into  the  gifts,  labors,  and  usefulness 
of  each  local  preacher,  where  there  is  evidence  that  his  gifts,  grace, 
usefulness,  and  his  faithfulness  and  proficiency  in  study  warrant,  his 
license  may  be  renewed  annually  by  the  appropriate  licensing  agency. 
In  the  case  of  local  preachers  who  are  candidates  for  the  traveling 
ministry,  examinations  may  be  suspended  while  they  are  pursuing 
regular  courses  of  study  in  our  theological  seminaries  or  in  universities 
or  colleges  approved  by  the  authorized  standardizing  agency. 

In  Par.  150  (2),  (dealing  with  the  duties  of  the  Quar- 
terly Conference)  add  in  line  1,  after  ''Recommended  by," 
the  words  individual  written,  and  at  the  end  of  sub-section 
2,  add  the  words  provided  they  have  previously  received 
the  written  approval  of  the  District  Committee  on  the  Quali- 
fications of  Local  Preachers. 

Sec.  2  of  Par.  150  will  then  read: 

2.  Recommend  by  written,  secret  ballot  proper  persons  to  the  Dis- 
trict Conference  for  license  to  preach  (Par.  670),  when  in  its  judgment 
their  gifts,  graces,  and  usefulness  shall  warrant;  and  in  case  no  Dis- 
trict Conference  is  authorized  by  the  Annual  Conference,  license  such 
persons  to  preach,  provided  they  have  previously  received  the  written 
approval  of  the  District  Committee  on  the  Qualifications  of  local 
Preachers.

Without 
this  recommendation  no  Quarterly  Conference  may  issue  a  license. 

The  District  Committee  on  Qualifications  of  Local  Preachers  shall 
have  the  responsibility,  similar  to  that  of  the  District  Conference,  in 
recommending  to  the  Annual  Conference  suitable  candidates  for  ac- 
ceptance as  Accepted  Supply  Pastors,  for  Admission  on  Trial,  for  local 
Deacon's  orders,  for  local  Elder's  orders,  for  Keadmission  into  the 
traveling  connection  and  for  restoration  of  credentials.  The  vote  in  all 
such  cases  shall  be  by  individual  written  ballot  by  the  members.

Memorial  to  the  General  Conference  on  the  Silver  Pol- 
icy with  China : 

"Whereas,  the  United  States  of  America  bears  her  full  share  of 
guilt  for  the  present  condition  of  China,  in  that  she  failed  to  call  Japan 
to  account  for  early  aggressions  in  Manchuria ;  sold  the  materials  for 
war,  at  a  profit,  to  Japan  until  Pearl  Harbor;  and  in  the  interest  of 
powerful  lobbies  established  a  policy  of  purchasing  silver  at  a  price 
which  drained  the  metal  base  of  China's  currency  from  her  country 
and  so  made  inevitable  the  present  tragic  conditions  of  inflation  in 
China,  and 

"Whereas,  the  stabilizing  of  economic  conditions  in  China  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  is  of  greatest  importance,  not  only  for  the 
relief  of  grave  distress  in  China  and  the  Far  East,  but  also  in  relation 
to  the  ultimate  establishment  of  lasting  peace,  and 

"Whereas,  The  Methodist  Church,  in  view  of  her  long  continued 
interest  in  the  advancement  of  universal  social  justice  and  peace,  has 
repeatedly  recognized  the  primary  importance  of  establishing  and 
maintaining  stable  and  equitable  economic  conditions  throughout  the 
world,  and 

"Whereas,  the  United   States  of  America  at  the  present  has  an 
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enormous  and  unused  store  of  silver  in  seigniorage  in  the  amount  of 
one  billion,  seventy-one  million  dollars  ($1,071,000,000), 

"Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Central  Kansas  Annual  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church  memorialize  the  General  Conference 
of  1948  to  include  in  its  statement  on  social  action  recognition  of  the 
pressing  need  that  the  United  States  of  America  make  available  ade- 
quate amounts  of  its  surplus  silver  store  to  arrest  inflation  in  China 
and  provide  a  stabilizing  base  for  Chinese  currency,  and  that  the 
General  Conference  make  the  strongest  possible  representation  to  the 
government  of  the  United  States  in  the  interest  of  this  action. 

Having  considered  Memorial  No.  321  and  believing  that 
The  Methodist  Church  has  a  vital  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  Chinese  people,  this  Committee  finds  itself  m  sympathy 
with  the  purpose  of  the  Memorial.  It  believes,  however,  that 
this  is  a  subject  requiring  full  and  expert  consideration  such 
as  cannot  well  be  given  during  the  session  of  the  General 
Conference  and  it  believes  also,  that  such  a  Resolution  as 
this  would  be  more  effective  if  backed  by  the  widest  possible 
group  of  Church  Agencies. 

It,  therefore,  recommends  that  the  General  Conference 
forward  the  Memorial  to  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference 
of  North  America,  asking  full  and  sympathetic  considera- 
tion together  with  the  counsel  of  Christian  experts  in  the 
field  of  national  and  international  finance,  with  the  hope 
that  appropriate  action  may  be  taken  by  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sions Conference.  The  Committee  also  suggests  the  advisa- 
bility of  seeking  the  co-operation  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches  of  Christ  in  America  in  the  proposed  study  and

Amend  the  second  literary  paragraph  as  follows :  In  line 
2,  change  twelve  to  twenty-four  and  two  to  four;  in  line  3, 
change  six  to  twelve  and  in  line  4,  change  six  to  twelve, 
so  that  Par.  1172,  as  amended,  will  read: 

Far.  1172.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  be  composed  as  follows: 
(1)  all  effective  Bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church  resident  in  the 
United  States  of  America;  (2)  members  elected  quadrennially  by  the 
Jurisdictional  Conferences — one  minister  and  three  lay  members,  two 
of  whom  shall  be  women,  from  each  Jurisdiction  for  each  450,000 
mernbers,  or  major  fraction  thereof,  in  the  Jurisdiction,  and,  in 
addition,  one  young  man  and  one  young-  woman  under  twenty-one  years 
of  age  from  each  Jurisdiction;  provided  that  no  Jurisdiction,  in 
addition  to  its  effective  Bishops,  shall  have  fewer  than  two  ministers 
and  six  lay  members,  four  of  whom  shall  be  lay  women  and  two  laymen, 
and,  in  addition,  two  youth  members,  one  man  and  one  woman,  under 
twenty-one  years  of  age.  In  nominating  and  electing  such  members, 
the  Jurisdictional  Conference  shall  have  as  a  basis  for  choice  the 
following:  (a)  one  minister  and  one  layman  designated  by  each 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Jurisdiction,  on  nomination  of  its  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension;  (b)  twice  the  necessary  number  of 
lay  members,  who  shall  be  designated  by  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's 
Society  from  the  three  members  nominated  by  eacn  Conference 
Woman's  Society  of  the  Jurisdiction;  (c)  and  one  young  man  and 
one  young  woman  from  those  nominated  by  the  Youth  Organization  of 
each  Annual  Conference  in  the  Jurisdiction.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  of 
Managers  shall  be  filled  by  the  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  which 
the  vacancies  occur  ad  interim,  having  regard  to  the  various  classifi- 
cations of  members. 

The  Board,  on  nomination  of  the  Council  of  Bishops,  is  authorized 
to  elect  quadrennially  twenty-four  laymen — four  from  each  jurisdic- 
tion, twelve  assigned  to  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions  and  twelve 
assigned  to  the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension — 
who  shall  serve  as  members  at  large  of  the  Board. 

The  Board,  on  nomination  of  the  Woman's  Division   of  Christian 
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Service,  is  authorized  to  elect  quadrennially  twelve  women,  two  from 
each  Jurisdiction,  for  the  Division,  who  shall  serve  as  members  at 
large. 

The  Board  shall  elect  to  membership  the  Chairman  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  Missions  and  World  Friendship  of  the  National  Conference  of 
Methodist  Youth. 

Chapter  II,  Section  III :

2.  There  shall  be  an  Interdivision  Committee  on  Work  in 
Home  Fields.  (See  Par.  1238.) 

3.  There  shall  be  an  Inter-board  Committee  with  the 
Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  for  Conference  and  Con- 
sultation on  matters  of  common  concern. 

4.  In  Department  of  Work  in  Home  Fields  there  shall 
be  a  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work.  (See  Par.  1251.) 

Par.  1247.  Insert  after  2,  a  new  paragraph  to  be  num- 
bered "3,"  which  reads  as  follows : 

3.  It  shall  seek  to  co-operate  with  other  agencies  of  the  Church 
having  similar  purpose,  endeavoring  to  develop  Christian  fellowship 
and  to  deepen  concern  for  the  total  responsibility  of  the  Church. 
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Change  present  3  to  4,  so  that  Par.  1247,  as  revised,  will 
read: 

Par.  1247.  The  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and 
Local-Church  Activities  shall  supervise  and  promote  the  work  of  the 
Division  along  the  lines  of  community  service  and  social  relations. 

1.  It  shall  seek  to  make  real  and  effective  the  teachings  of  Jesus 
as  applied  to  individual,  class,  racial,  and  national  relationships.  It 
shall  endeavor  to  enlist  the  participation  of  church  women  in  such 
questions  as  have  a  moral  or  religious  significance  or  an  important 
beai'ing  on  public  welfare. 

2.  It  shall  seek  to  inspire  in  the  women  of  the  local  church  a  greater 
devotion  to  and  concern  for  the  total  life  and  work  of  the  local  church. 

3.  It  shall  seek  to  co-operate  with  other  agencies  of  the  church 
having  similar  purpose,  endeavoring  to  develop  Christian  fellowship 
and  to  deepen  concern  for  the  total  responsibility  of  the  Church. 

4.  This  Department  shall  have  a  Standing  Committee,  composed 
of  the  Executive  Secretary  and  Chairman  of  the  Department,  Chair- 
man of  the  Resource  Committee,  the  Jurisdictional  Secretaries  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local-Church  Activities,  and  such 
other  persons  as  the  Division  may  provide  upon  recommendation  of 
the  Department. 

Par.  1248.  Amend  in  line  3,  by  inserting  after  the  words 
"Executive  Committee"  the  words  A  Section  of  Education 
and  Cultivation,  and  amend  line  5,  in  sub-paragraph  2,  by 
omtting  the  word  Joint,  so  that  Par.  1248,  as  amended,  will 
read: 

Par.  1248  1.  The  Division  shall  be  empowered  to  create  such  Bu- 
reaus and  Committees  as  the  work  may  demand.  There  shall  be  an 
Executive  Committee,  A  Section  of  Education  and  Cultivation,  a 
Committee  on  Missionary  Personnel,  a  Committee  on  Trust  Funds 
and  Investments,  a  Committee  on  Finance  and  Estimates.  There 
shall  also  be  a  Standing  Committee  on  the  World  Federation  of 
Methodist  Women. 

2.  The  cultivation  and  promotion  of  the  work  of  the  Woman's

3.  The  Woman's  Division,  working  through  the  Inter-Board  Com- 
mittee on  Missionary  Education,  is  authorized  to  co-operate  in  the 
missionary  education  of  young  women,  girls  and  children  in  accord- 
ance with  plans  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church 
Extension  and  the  Board  of  Education. 

Par.  1251.  Amend  c)  by  deleting  the  last  two  words 
Woman's  Division  and  substituting  therefor  the  words 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  so  that  c),  as 
amended,   will  read: 

Par.  1251  c)  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Secretary  or  Secretaries 
of  the  Bureau  of  Deaconess  Work  elected  by  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension. 
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All  other  parts  of  Par.  1251  remain  unchanged. 

Par.  1253.  Amend  line  5,  in  1,  by  deleting  the  words  All 
licensed  Deaconesses  and  substituting  therefor  the  words 
All  active  Deaconesses  within  the  bounds,  so  that  the  Para- 
graph, as  amended,  will  read : 

Par.   1253.  Annual   Conference   Deaconess   Board. 

1.  Annual  Conference  Deaconess  Boards  shall  be  set  up  in  all 
Conferences  where  five  or  more  Deaconesses  are  working;  Annual 
Conference  Deaconess  Boards  may  be  set  up  in  Conferences  where 
fewer  than  five  Deaconesses  are  working.  All  active  Deaconesses 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  shall  be  members  of  the  Con- 
ference Deaconess  Board.  Superintendents  of  Districts  in  which  there 
is  deaconess  work,  or  effective  elders  as  alternates,  two  representa- 
tives of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service,  and  at 
least  one  non-deaconess  representative  from  the  local  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  each  institution  within  the  Conference  where  Deaconesses 
live  or  are  employed  shall  also  be  members  of  the  Conference  Dea- 
coness Board. 

All  other  Paragraphs  in  Par.  1253  remain  unchanged. 

Par.  1254.  Amend  Art.  3  as  follows :  In  line  2,  after  the 
words  "composed  of,"  insert  the  words  its  officers  and  from 
three  to.  In  line  9,  after  the  word  "Association"  delete  the 
remainder  of  the  Paragraph  as  follows :  such  officers  of 
the  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  as 
are  not  otherwise  members;  and  two  Bishops  chosen  by  the 
Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction.

Each  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society  shall  elect  a 
President,  one  or  more  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  a  Secretary  of  Foreign  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Home  Work,  a 
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Secretary  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities, 
*a  Secretary  of  Promotion,  a  Secretary  of  Missionary  Education  and 
Service,  a  Secretary  of  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  a  Seci'etary  of  Stu- 
dent Work,  a  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Children's 
Work,  and  a  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life.  These  officers  shall  be  elected 
at  its  first  meeting  following  the  meeting  of  the  Jurisdictional  Con- 
ference. Other  officers.  Superintendents,  and  Secretaries  may  be 
elected  and  such  Committees  appointed  as  the  work  may  demand  in 
accordance  with  the  plans  of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service. 

Art.  5.  In  line  two  amend  by  omitting  annual  and  also 
amend  by  placing  a  period  after  the  word  "office"  at  the 
end  of  line  4.  Delete  the  remainder  of  the  sentence  which 
reads  as  follows :  ivith  the  exception  of  the  Treasurer,  ivho 
may  continue  for  a  longer  period  of  time.  Substitute  there- 
for the  following  new  sentence:  This  term  of  office  applies 
to  all  officers,  so  that  Art  5,  as  amended,  will  read :

President  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local-Church 
Activities,  a  Secretary  of  Literature  and  Publications,  a 
Secretary  of  Supplies,  and  such  other  Secretaries  of  lines 
of  work  as  may  be  required,  and  substitute  the  following 
Paragraph : 

Art.  3.  The  Conference  Womans'  Society  shall  be  com- 
posed of  representatives  from  societies  in  the  local  church, 
the  number  to  be  determined  by  each  Conference  according 
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to  its  requirements;  such  District  Officers  as  the  Confer- 
ence Society  may  determine,  from  each  District;  all  Chair- 
men of  Conference  Standing  Committees;  officers  or  mem- 
bers of  the  Woman's  Division  or  of  the  Jurisdictional  Wom- 
an's Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference 
and  the  following-  Conference  Officers:  a  President,  a  Vice- 
President,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Secretary  of  Promo- 
tion, a  Treasurer,  a  Secretary  of  the  Wesleyan  Service 
*  Guild,  a  Secretary  of  Student  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Youth 
Work,  a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Education  and  Service,  a  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  Secretary  of 
Literature  and  Publications,  a  Secretary  of  Supply  Work, 
a  Secretary  of  Spiritual  Life,  a  Secretary  of  Status  of  Wom- 
en, a  Secretary  of  Missionary  Personnel,  and  such  other 
Secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as  may  be  required. 

Art.  4.  Amend  second  literary  paragraph  as  follows :  In

The  Conference  Woman's  Society  shall  be  composed  of 
representatives  from  societies  in  the  local  church,  the  number  to  be 
determined  by  each  Conference  according  to  its  requirements;  such 
District  Officers  as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine,  from 
each  District;  all  Chairmen  of  Conference  Standing  Committees: 
Officers  or  members  of  the  Woman's  Division  or  of  the  Jurisdictoinal 
Woman's  Society  residing  within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference  and 
the  following  Conference  Officers:  A  President,  a  Vice-President,  a 
Recording  Secretary,  a  Secretary  of  Promotion,  a  Treasurer,  a  Sec- 
retary of  the  Wesleyan  Service  Guild,  a  Secretary  of  Student  Work, 
a  Secretary  of  Youth  Work,  a  Secretary  of  Children's  Work,  a  Secre- 
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tary  of  Missionary  Education  and  Service,  a  Secretary  of  Christian 
Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  a  Secretary  of  Litera- 
ture and  Publications,  a  Secretary  of  Supply  Work,  a  Secretary  of 
Spiritual  Life,  a  Secretary  of  Status  of  Women,  a  Secretary  of  Mis- 
sionary Personnel,  and  such  other  Secretaries  of  lines  of  work  as 
may  be  required. 

Article  4.  Meetings. — There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Con- 
ference Woman's  Society,  at  which  reports  shall  be  received  from  the 
Conference  officers  and  from  the  Districts,  officers  shall  be  elected, 
the  necessary  business  transacted  and  pledges  made  for  the  year. 
There  shall  be  a  program  of  inspiration  and  information  in  harmony 
with  the  plans  and  projects  of  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's  Society  and 
the  Woman's   Division   of  Christian    Service. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  quadernnium  the  Conference  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service  shall  elect,  according  to  instructions  in 
the  Discipline,  women  from  the  Conference  (three  of  whom  shall  be 
Conference  Officers),  for  membership  in  the  Jurisdictional  Woman's 
Society  of  Christian  Service.  Three  women  shall  also  be  nominated 
for  membership  on  the  General  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension. At  the  annual  meeting  preceding  the  Assembly,  delegates 
shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  stated  membership. 

Article  5.  Amendments. — Proposed  amendments  to  this  Constitu- 
tion shall  be  sent  to  the  Recording  Secretary  of  the  Woman's  Divi- 
sion at  least  sixty  days  before  the  annual  meeting.

— The  officers  of  the  District  shall  be  a 
President,  a  Secretary  of  Promotion,  a  Recording  Secretary,  and  such 
other  officers  as  will  best  develop  and  promote  the  interests  of  the 
Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service  of  the  District.  The  District 
President,  Secretary  of  Promotion,  and  such  other  District  Officers 
as  the  Conference  Society  may  determine  shall  be  members  of  the 
Conference  Executive  Board.

AND  Cultivation 
Amend  by  omitting  the  word  Joint,  making  the  heading 
read, 

Division  of   Education  and  Cultivation 

Par.  1258.  Amend  in  lines  1  and  13,  by  omitting  the  word 
Joint  in  each  instance,  so  that  the  Paragraph,  as  amended, 
will  read : 

Par.  1258.  The  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation  shall  be  com- 
posed of  six  Bishops,  one  from  each  Jurisdiction;  six  men  and  two 
women  from  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions,  elected  by  that  Divi- 
sion; six  men  and  two  women  from  the  Division  of  Home  Missions 
and  Church  Extension,  elected  by  that  Division;  eight  women  from 
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the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  elected  by  that  Division; 
one  Executive  Secretary  from  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions;  one 
Executive  Secretary  from  the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church 
Extension;  three  Executive  Secretaires  from  the  Woman's  Division 
of  Chrsitian  Service;  and  two  Executive  Secretaries  from  the  Divi- 
sion of  Education  and  Cultivation.  In  all  these  selections  there  must 
be  due  regard  to  equitable  representation  from  the  Jurisdictions. 
This  Division  shall  undergird  with  education  and  cultivation  the 
total  program- of  the  Board. 

Par.  1264.  Delete  Par.  1264,  which  reads  as  follows,  in 
its  entirety : 

1264.  The  ivoman  Secretaries  and  ivoman  Editors  of  this 
Division  shall  carry  out  the  plans  and  policies  of  the  Wom- 
an's Division  of  Christian  Service  in  promoting  orgayiiza- 
tions  for  the  various  age  groups  in  local  churches,  Districts, 
Conferences  and  Jurisdictions;  in  providiyig  missionary 
education  for  ivomayi's,  young  ivomen's,  girls'  and  children's 
societies;  in  creating,  editing  and  puhlishing  such  period- 
icals, books  and  leaflets  as  the  work  of  the  societies  may 
necessitate.  This  Division  shall  co-operate  m  all  plans  neces- 
sary for  the  efficiency  of  the  Womafi's  Societies  of  Christian 
Service  in  the  Jurisdictions,  Coriferences,  Districts  and 
churches. 

Par.  1264,  as  amended,  will  then  read : 

A.  The  Secretaries  and  Editors  of  the  General  Section  of  the 
Division  shall  carry  out  the  plans  and  policies  of  the  Division  of 
Foreign  Missions  and  the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension, in  the  promotion  of  missionary  education  in  all  the  age  groups 
of  the  church  school,  in  co-operation  with  the  Board  of  Education; 
and  in  creating,  editing  and  publishing  such  periodicals,  books  and 
leaflets  for  the  local  congregations,  the  Districts  and  the  Annual 
Conferences,  as  the  work  of  the  General  Divisions  may  necessitate. 

B.  The  Woman  Secretaries  and  Woman  Editors  of  these  Divisions 
shall  carry  out  the  plans  and  policies  of  the  Woman's  Division  of 
Christian  Service  for  the  various  age  groups,  including  the  promotion 
of  organizations  for  women,  in  local  churches.  Districts,  Conferences 
and  Jurisdictions;  in  providing  missionary  education  for  children, 
youth,  students  and  women;  in  creating,  editing,  and  publishing  such 
periodicals,  books,  and  leaflets  as  the  work  may  necessitate.  This 
Division  shall  co-operate  in  all  plans  necessary  for  the  efl^ciency  of 
the  Woman's  Societies  of  Christian  Service  in  the  Jurisdictions,  Con- 
ferences, Districts,  and  Churches. 

Par.  1267.  Amend  by  omitting  the  word  Joint  in  the  first 
line,  so  that  the  Paragraph,  as  amended,  will  read : 

Par.  1267.  The  funds  for  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation 
shall  be  appropriated  by  the  Board. 

Section  VIII.  Councils 
Par.  1268.  Art.  1.  Amend  by  deleting  the  first  sentence 
in  its  entirety.  There  shall  be  a  Secretarial  Council,  com- 
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posed  of  all  the  Executive  Secretai'ies  of  the  four  Divisions 
of  the  Board,  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 

There  shall  be  a  Secretarial  Council,  composed  of  one 
Executive  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  from  the  Division 
of  Foreign  Missions,  one  Executive  Secretary  and  the  Treas- 
urer from  the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension; two  Executive  Secretaries  from  the.  Division  of 
Education  and  Cultivation;  one  Executive  Secretary  each 
from  the  Department  of  Work  in  Foreign  Fields,  the  De- 
partment of  Work  in  Home  Fields,  and  the  Department  of 
Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church  Activities,  and 
the  Treasurer  from  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice, these  persons  to  be  designated  annually  by  the  Divi- 
sions. 

Par.  1268,  Art.  1,  as  amended,  will  read: 

Par.  1268.  Art.  1.  Secretarial  Council.  There  shall  be  a  Secretarial 
Council  composed  of  one  Executive  Secretary  and  the  Treasurer  from 
the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions;  one  Executive  Secretary  and  the 
Treasurer  from  the  Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Exten- 
sion; two  Executive  Secretaries  from  the  Division  of  Education  and 
Cultivation;  one  Executive  Secretary  each  from  the  Department  of 
Work  in  Foreign  Fields,  the  Department  of  Work  in  Home  Fields, 
and  the  Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  and  Local  Church 
Activities,  and  the  Treasurer  from  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian 
Service,  these  persons  to  be  designated  annually  by  the  Divisions.

"It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this 
Council  to  make  recommendations  to  the  Board  or  to  the  Divisions,  on 
matters  w^hich  concern  the  Board  as  a  whole;  to  have  general  super- 
vision of  joint  services  of  the  Board  and  the  several  Divisions;  and 
to  prepare  items  of  business  and  to  carry  out  such  arrangements  for 
Board  and  Committee  meetings  that  may  be  required." 

Par.  1269.  Art.  2.  Missionary  Councils.  1.  Amend  in  line 
8,  by  changing  the  period  after  the  word  "Extension"  to  a 
comma,  and  adding  the  following:  Conference  Missionary 
Secretary,  President  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  and  other  representatives  of  the  Con- 
ference Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.  Amend  in 
line  10,  by  omitting  the  word  Joint. 

Par.  1269,  as  amended,  will  read : 

Par.  1269.  Art.  2.  Missionary  Councils.  1.  There  may  be  a  General 
Missionary  Council  composed  of  the  members  of  the  Board  and  the 
Secretaries,  Associate  and  Assistant  Secretaries,  Treasui'ers,  Super- 
intendents, Directors,  and  other  members  of  the  full-time  employed 
staff  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  the  Annual 
Conference  Boards  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  Conference 
Missionary  Secretary,  President  of  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension  and  other  representatives  of  the  Conference  Board 
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of  Missions  and  Churclt  Extension.  Meetings  of  this  Council  may  be 
held,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Division  of  Educational  Cultiva- 
tion or  the  Council  itself  may  determine,  for  the  consideration  of  any 
or  all  matters  relating  to  missions  and  church  extension  and  for  the 
dissemination  of  missionary  information  and  inspiration  throughout 
the  Church. 

2.  There  may  be  a  Jurisdictional  Missionary  Council  held  within 
each  Jurisdiction  at  such  times  and  places  as  the  Jurisdictional  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  may  determine  in  consultation 
with  the  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation  and  in  harmony  with 
its  plans. 

Section  IX.  Co-operation  with  Other  Boards 
AND  Agencies

The 
promotion  of  plans  and  materials  created  by  this  Committee  shall  be 
a  responsibility  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension.

Par.  1276.  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Committee 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Board  of  Education,  on  nomination  of  the 
Inter-board  Committee  on  Missionary  Education,  and  shall  be  con- 
firmed by  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension.

tJ'^^L  ^^\  Community  life  is  an  integrating  factor  in  our  societv. 
I  he  Church  should  assign  its  pastors  and  plan  its  program  to  serve 
the  total  parish  area.  The  stronger  central  church  and  adjacent  rural 
churches  should  work  together  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  area  This 
gives  adequate  basis  for  Circuit,  parish,  or  group  minister  plan  based 
on  scriptural  responsibility  and  Methodist  tradition. 

Par.  226.  An  effective  denominational  Church  serving  everv  rural 
community  is  our  primary  objective.  Federated  and  Union  Churches 
have  afforded  expedient  temporary  service  as  acceptable  alternatives 
in  some  helds  but  should  obtain  denominational  entitv  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. Mutual  exchange,  denominational  withdrawal  and  affiliated 
membership  are  among  the  methods  found  helpful.  Denominational 
overlapping  and  excessive  competition  in  overchurched  areas  should 
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be  adjusted.  We  support  allocation  of  denominational  responsibility 
in  new  fields  of  work  to  obviate  the  need  for  each  Church  to  feel  it 
must  establish  a  project  to  take  care  of  its  own  constituency,  naming 
the  State  Council  of  Churches,  wherever  possible,  as  the  agency 
through  which  such  allocation  agreed  upon  can  be  consummated. 

Par.  227.  The  group  ministry  is  a  voluntary  plan  of  co-operation 
and  association  of  churches  in  a  natural  area  to  make  better  use  of 
ministerial  and  lay  leadership.  A  council  composed  of  ministerial  and 
lay  representatives  from  each  church  is  the  usual  form  of  organiza- 
tion. This  may  be  carried  out  on  either  a  denominational  or  inter- 
denominational basis. 

Par.  228.  The  larger  parish  is  usually  organized  with  one  minister 
as  Chairman,  directing  the  work  of  a  staff  of  specialized  workers, 
guided  by  a  Council  made  up  of  representatives  elected  by  the  co- 
operating churches.  The  purpose  -is  to  serve  effectively  the  entire 
constituency  of  the  area  through  the  sharing  of  resources.  This  shar- 
ing of  leadership,  resources  and  information  can  greatly  facilitate  the 
work  of  the  church  in  a  given  sector.  It  may  be  carried  out  on  either 
a  denominational  or  interdenominational  basis. 

Par.  229.  The  parish  area:  A  clear  designation  of  parish  boundaries 
is  necessary  in  order  that  there  may  be  pastoral  responsibility  for 
every  family  within  a  parish  and  to  avoid  duplication  of  effort  and 
competition  between  Methodist  churches  of  a  given  city  or  rural  area.

The  Committee  on  Missions  and  Church  Extension  pro- 
poses the  following  Resolution  for  the  General  Conference : 

1.  The  General  Conference  is  deeply  impressed  with  the  sections 
of  the  Quadrennial  Report  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension and  of  the  Episcopal  Address  dealing  with  the  urgent  need 
of  immediate  advance  in  the  world-wide  mission  of  the  Church.  The 
response  of  the  Church  in  the  next  four  years  will  determine  Meth- 
odism's contribution  to  the  solving  of  the  problems  faced  by  the 
Church"  in  these  critical  years.  We  are  convinced  that  the  Christian 
minorities  in  the  lands  overseas  must  be  greatly  strengthened.  A 
world-wide  evangelistic  program  must  be  inaugurated  so  that  Jesus 
Christ  may  be  known,  loved  and  obeyed  throughout  the  world.  This 
will  mean  doubling  or  tripling  our  present  giving  in  missionaries 
and  in  money.  We  heartily  commend  to  the  whole  Church  the  stirring 
facts  outlined  in  the  report  of  the  Board  and  the  challenge  contained 
in  the  Episcopal  Address,  and  recommend  that  both  be  brought  force- 
fully to  the  attention  of  all  our  congregations. 

2.  The  Conference  has  read  with  deepest  interest  of  the  move- 
ments toward  church  union  in  various  parts  of  the  world.  We  are 
convinced  that  a  larger  unity  among  Christians  of  every  land  is 
God's  will  for  our  day.  We  recognize  that  traditional  denominational 
affiliations  may  sometimes  hinder  the  closer  union  of  Christians  who 
are  bound  together  by  common  language,  history  and  aspirations. 
We  believe  that  the  Church  is  by  its  very  nature  supranational  and 
should  guard  against  losing  its  freedom  for  criticizing  unchristian 
attitudes  and  policies  in  the  life  of  the  nations.  We  are  grateful  for 
the  distinctive  contributions  of  The  Methodist  Church  within  world- 
wide Protestantism  and  are  not  inclined  hastily  to  sever  the  ties 
which  bind  the  Methodist  churches  in  America  to  those  of  other 
lands.  But  we  wish  to  assure  our  Methodist  brethren  overseas  that  if, 
in  the  providence  of  God,  they  are  led  to  join  in  church  fellowship 
or  organic  union  with  other  ecclasiastical  bodies,  they  may  be  certain 
that  the  Methodists  of  the  United  States  will  support  them  in  all 
wisely  conceived  plans  for  more  inclusive  Christian  co-operation  and 
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church  union  and  will  continue  to  co-operate  with  them  in  personnel 
and  in  financial  aid.  Meanwhile,  we  recognize  the  solemn  obligation 
of  our  North  American  churches  greatly  to  augment  and  strengthen 
our  work  overseas  as  an  evidence  of  our  genuine  missionary  spirit, 
our  evangelistic  passion,  and  our  ecumenical  purpose. 

3.  in  view  of  the  problems  which  have  emerged  in  the  growth  of 
our  churches  overseas,  the  Conference  recommends  that  the  Com- 
mission on  Central  Conferences,  or  its  successor,  make  a  detailed 
study  of  the  relation  of  Methodism  overseas  to  North  American 
Methodism,  including  possible  representation  of  the  overseas  Churches 
on  the  general  Boards  of  The  Methodist  Church;  and,  further,  that 
this  study  include  the  relations  of  our  churches  to  other  Methodist 
bodies  overseas  as  well  as  the  movements  toward  fuller  co-operation 
or  organic  union  with  other  denominations  outside  the  United  States; 
and  that  the  results  of  this  study  be  presented  to  the  General  Con- 
ference of  1952. 

4.  The  Conference  rejoices  with  our  Indian  brethren  in  their 
newly  won  independence  and  joins  with  them  in  the  earnest  hope 
that  communal  strife  may  cease  and  a  constructive  peace  be  estab- 
lished throughout  India  and  Pakistan.  We  are  grateful  for  the  effective 
witness  of  the  Indian  Christians  to  the  gospel  of  reconciliation  during 
the  recent  riots  and  for  the  unusual  response  to  their  sacrificial 
ministry.  We  congratulate  the  missionary  administrators  of  southern 
Asia  on  the  great  reduction  of  the  debt  resting  upon  the  Church  in 
that  field. 

5.  The  Conference  calls  attention  to  the  unsurpassed  evangelistic 
and  educational  opportunities  which  today  face  the  Christian  Church 
in  Japan.  We  commend  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
for  the  vmited  approach  toward  post-war  problems  in  Japan,  through 
the  Inter-Board  Committee  and  the  Council  of  Co-operation  in  Japan. 

6.  The  Conference  rejoices  with  our  brethren  in  the  Philippines 
as  they  enter  upon  the  privileges  and  opportunities  of  independent 
national  life,  and  recommend  that  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  Prot- 
estant work  in  the  islands  be  suitably  celebrated  during  the  coming 
year. 

7.  The  Conference  congratulates  Chinese  Methodists  on  the  Cen- 
tennial of  their  work,  and  has  been  greatly  heartened  by  the  inspir- 
ing messages  of  Generalissimo  Chiang  Kai-shek,  President  of  the 
Chinese  Republic,  the  Hon.  C.  K.  Wellington  Koo,  and  Mr.  John 
Foster  Dulles,  in  our  celebration  of  this  Centennial. 

8.  The  Conference  approves  the  far-sighted  policy  of  the  Division 
of  Foreign  Missions  in  creating  a  portfolio  on  the  relation  of  business 
and  government  to  missions  in  the  Far  East.  We  recognize  that  this 
interest  in  international  relationships,  and  the  influence  we  may 
exercise  upon  them,  is  an  integral  and  vital  concern  of  the  Church. 

9.  The  Conference  commends  every  effort  to  co-ordinate  the  work 
of  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions  with  that  of  the  Foreign  Depart- 
ment of  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service,  through  the 
Inter-Division  Committee,  the  Field  Committees  and  other  adminis- 
trative agencies,  and  urges  that  such  co-ordination  be  continued  and, 
if  possible,  intensified. 

10.  The  Conference  hails  with  satisfaction  the  increasing  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  in  co-operative 
enterprises,  like  the  Foreign  Missions  Conference,  the  International 
Missionary  Council,  Church  World  Service,  Inc.,  and  related  organiza- 
tions mentioned  in  the  Report  (pp.  136-137).  We  strongly  recommend 
the  continuation  and  strengthening  of  this  policy  whenever  the  work 
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may  be  more  efficiently  done  and  the  gospel  more  effectively  preached 
in  such  co-operative  fashion. 

11.  Finally,  the  Conference  commends  the  Division  of  Foreign 
Missions  for  the  steps  taken  to  secure  a  comprehensive  and  thoroughly 
documented  History  of  Methodist  Missions  and  recommends  that  the 
project  be  carried  through  to  its  completion.

Growing  out  of  an  effective  appeal  by  the  members  of  the 
Ministerial  Association  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  to  the  Fed- 
eral Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America,  urging  a 
token  of  good  will  from  the  Protestant  Churches  of  America 
to  the  people  of  Japan,  then  later  endorsed  by  the  Foreign 
Missions  Conference  of  North  America,  and  after  much 
discussion  with  religious  and  educational  leaders  in  Japan 
as  to  what  best  would  meet  post-war  needs  in  that  country, 
it  has  been  decided  that  the  Christian  people  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada  should  be  asked  to  lay  the  foundations 
for  a  great  Christian  University  in  Japan.  This  is  especially 
desirable  because  there  is  now  no  institution  for  graduate 
studies  and  research  under  Christian  auspices  in  Japan. 

It  is  proposed  that  this  University  be  international,  inter- 
racial and  interdenominational  in  character,  and  consist  of 
a  central  campus,  a  university  senate  and  a  degree-granting 
body  to  which  other  Christian  schools,  for  the  sake  of  co- 
ordination and  excellence  of  educational  standards,  may  be 
related.  On  the  campus  it  is  proposed  to  open  the  Univer- 
sity with  a  school  of  education,  a  central  library  and  an 
administrative  unit. 

This  project  has  been  approved  both  in  Japan  and  in  the 
United  States  and  Canada,  and  a  Board  of  Sponsors  is  in 
process  of  formation.  It  is  now  proposed  that,  in  order  to 
provide  the  finances  for  the  initial  developments  in  estab- 
lishing such  an  institution,  the  American  people  be  asked 
within  the  next  year  to  contribute  to  a  fund  of  fifteen  mil- 
lion dollars. 

Along  with  other  Boards  of  Missions  and  church  groups, 
the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and  Church  Extension  and  the  Foreign  Department  of  the 
Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service  have  already  given 
endorsement  to  this  undertaking.  The  financial  campaign 
will  be  on  a  community  basis  and  no  quotas  will  be  sug- 
gested to  the  churches.  It  is  now  recommended  that  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  commend  the 
project  to  Methodist  people  everywhere.

Considering  the  deep  interest  and  sense  of  brdtherhood  the  Meth- 
odists of  America  have  long  had  for  the  liberty-loving  people  of 
Korea,  among  whom  the  seeds  of  the  Gospel  have  fallen  upon  fertile 
soil,  and 

Mindful  of  the  enslavement  of  the  people  of  Korea  for  a  full 
generation  under  the  Japanese,  during  all  of  which  time  the  fire  of 
freedom  was  nurtured  in  the  breasts  of  the  people,  and  warmed  in 
the   Christian    congregations   of  that   land,   and 

Deeply  regretful  of  the  post-war  division  which  has  cut  so  deeply 
into  the  heai-ts  and  minds  of  the  Korean  people,  as  well  as  having 
had  disastrous  effects  upon  their  economic  and  political  well-being, 
and 

Fully  supporting  the  Resolutions  of  the  United  Nations  which 
will  eventuate  in  an  election  on  May  9,  to  establish  a  national  and 
sovereign  government  of  Korea,  based  upon  the  voting  in  all  parts 
of  Korea  accessible  to  the  United  Nations  Commission  on  Korea,  and 

Recognizing  the  heroic  struggle  of  the  Democratic  National  Par- 
ties comprising  the  overwhelming  majority  of  the  Korean  people  to 
prevent  the  forcible  subversion  of  their  liberties  by  the  organized 
International  Communist  Party. 

The  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  quadrennial 
session  in  Boston,  Mass.,  does  hereby  commend  the  United  Nations 
for  the  great  forward  step  it  has  taken  in  providing  for  the  enlistment 
of  a  national  and  sovereign  government  of  Korea,  and  does  hereby 
call  upon  the  United  Nations  to  urge  the  Soviet  Union  to  fulfill  its 
solemn  pledges  to  lestore  the  unity  and  independence  of  the  Korean 
nation  by  permitting  an  authorized  election  to  take  place  in  the  area 
under  its  temporaiy  control. 

We  hereby  Resolve: 

1.  That  support  by  the  United  States  government,  the  Churches  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  American  people  be  freely,  promptly,  and 
effectively  extended  to  the  new  government  for  all  of  Korea  which  is 
being  formed  under  the  sponsorship   of  the   United  Nations; 

2.  That  the  United  Nations  should  continue  to  use  its  authority 
and  good  offices  to  attempt  to  secure  the  re-unification  of  all  Korea 
under  a  free  government  elected  by  the  people  without  duress;  and 

3.  That  eft'ective  assistance  should  continue  to  be  given  by  the 
Christians  of  America  toward  the  spiritual  and  physical  rehabilita- 
tion and  educational  progress  of  the  long-persecuted  people  of  Korea.

subject  as  follows:  "Our  employees'  relationships  to  or- 
ganizations outside  the  Church  are  matters  for  personal 
decisions,  and  management  is  not  to  interfere  unless  a 
moral  question  is  involved.  We  stand  for  the  right  of  em- 
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ployees  and  employers  alike  to  organize  for  collective  bar- 
gaining; protection  of  both  in  the  exercise  of  their  right; 
the  obligation  of  both  to  work  for  the  common  good.  It  is  an 
individual's  own  business,  and  only  his,  whether  he  chooses 
to  join  a  labor  union  or  chooses  not  to  join.  He  will  receive 
fair  and  considerate  treatment,  as  a  person  and  as  an  em- 
ployee, regardless  of  his  attitude  on  labor  unions.  The  Pub- 
lishing Agents  desire  that  there  shall  be  no  doubt  or  ques- 
tion in  any  employee's  mind  regarding  their  attitude  toward 
organized  labor.  The  Methodist  Publishing  House  is  neither 
pro-union  nor  anti-union.  Any  implication  that  The  Pub- 
lishing House  discriminates  either  for  or  against  a  union  or 
non-union  employee  has  no  basis  in  fact.  Any  indication  of 
discrimination  against  union  or  non-union  members  because 
of  their  attitudes  toward  organized  labor  should  be  reported 
to  the  Publishing  Agents."

Your  Committee  on  Publishing  Interests,  charged  with 
the  responsibility  of  reporting  to  the  General  Conference 
concerning  the  work  of  the  Publishing  Agents  and  the  Pub- 
lishing House  for  the  quadrennium  1944-48,  issues  the  fol- 
lowing statement : 

The  Methodist  Publishing  House,  entrusted  by  the  Church  with 
the  responsibility  of  disseminating  religious  information  and  ad- 
vancing the  cause  of  Christ  through  the  publication  of  books,  tracts, 
and  periodicals,  has  in  the  quadrennium  of  1944-48  achieved  distinct 
gains  both  in  the  quantity  and  quality  of  its  work,  and  has  demon- 
strated an  efficiency  in  the  management  of  its  business  comparable 
to  that  of  the  most  successful  commercial  establishments  in  the  land. 

I — Financial  Status 

Despite  acute  shortages   in  both  material   and   manpower   and   an 

increased  difficulty  in  maintaining  a  satisfactory  operating  standard, 

the   Publishing   House   has   nonetheless    shown   a   steady  rise   in   net 

income.   "At  the   end  of  the   first  full   year   of   operation  following 
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unification,"  so  the  report  of  the  Publishing  Agents  reads,  "total  net 
sales  amounted  to  $5,524,429.  For  the  final  year  of  the  quadrennium 
now  ending  sales  amounted  to  $9,910,349.  Combined  assets  for  the 
first  year  of  the  united  operations  were  $7,715,275.  This  past  year 
they  had  grown  to  $11,959,337."  The  report  to  the  General  Conference 
of  1944  stated  that  the  indebtedness  of  the  Publishing  House  had  been 
substantially  reduced.  Now  we  are  able  to  report  it  has  been  paid  in 
full  and  we  are  debt  free.  Net  sales  of  products  and  advertising  space 
during  the  four  years  ending  May  31,  1947,  reached  a  total  of  $34,- 
309,854.74.  This  is  an  increase  in  net  sales  of  $15,218,465.55  over  the 
last  quadrennium.  (The  Report,  however,  covered  a  period  of  only 
three  and  one-half  years.)  The  amount  of  $1,550,000,  distributed  dur- 
ing the  quadrennium  for  Conference  Claimants,  represents  the  sur- 
plus from  the  Publishing  House,  all  of  which  is  distributed  to  these 
Conference  Claimants  under  the  constitution  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

II — Administration 
This  last  quadrennium  witnessed  the  completion  of  the  organization 
of  the  Publishing  House  according  to  the  plan  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Publication  in  October,  1940.  Early  in  the  year  1946  the  Staff  was 
completed  and  the  five  administrative  agencies  were  set  up  in  their 
present  form:  1)  Accounting  Division,  2)  Publishing  Division,  3) 
Sales  Division,  4)  Manufacturing  Division,  and  5)  Personnel  and 
Public  Relations  Division.  The  Publishing  House  now  employs  fifteen 
hundred  persons,  an  increase  of  three  hundred  employees  over  1944. 
Eighteen  and  three-tenths  per  cent  of  them  have  at  least  twenty  years 
of  service.  The  Publishing  House  maintains  a  broad  and  liberal  pro- 
gram of  insurance  and  retirement  benefits. 

Ill — ^Periodicals  and  Church  School  Literature 
During  the  quadrennium  the  circulation  of  graded  courses  and 
other  magazines  for  the  church  school  has  increased  from  4,743,281 
to  5,807,536,  a  total  of  1,010,022  copies  per  issue,  or  an  increase  of 
21.5  per  cent.  More  than  250,000  copies  of  various  undated  material 
were  sold  during  the  last  year  alone,  and  the  Editor  of  Church  School 
publications  estimates  that  close  to  two  hundred  million  copies  of  dated 
and  undated  materials  have  been  put  into  use  by  his  department  during 
the  last  four  years.  More  than  six  million  Methodists  now  use  the 
Church  School  literature. 

Other  Boards  and  Agencies  of  the  Church  employ  the  services  of 
The  Methodist  Publishing  House.  Last  year  alone  the  total  production 
for  the  several  Boards  and  organizations  of  Methodism  amounted  to 
over  one  million  dollars  in  printed  materials,  or  35  per  cent  of  the 
total  volume.  We  are  able  to  save  from  10  to  25  per  cent  in  the  cost 
of  printed  materials  through  the  services  of  our  Publishing  House. 

IV — Church  Papers 
The  two  Church  organs.  The  Christian  Advocate  and  The  Central 
Christian  Advocate  have  continued  strong  and  effective  throughout 
the  quadrennium.  The  total  number  of  subscribers  to  The  Christian 
Advocate  as  of  July  31,  1947,  was  345,365,  an  increase  of  75,401  over 
the  last  quadrennium.  The  total  number  of  subscribers  to  The  Central 
Christian  Advocate  is  31,503,  and  increase  of  3,832.  In  publishing  the 
news  of  the  Church  and  in  furnishing  the  home  with  Christian  maga- 
zines, The  Christian  Advocate  and  The  Central  Christian  Advocate 
have  done  much  to  interpret  the  message  of  Christ  to  our  age  and  to 
guide  men  in  intelligent  and  effective  action  in  the  service  of  God  and 
the  improvement  of  society. 
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V — Abingdon-Cokesbury  Press 
Abing-don-Cokesbury  Press  is  reported  to  be  the  largest  publisher  of 
religious  books  in  the  United  States,  perhaps  in  the  entire  world.  Sales 
for  this  quadrennium  were  $6,981,488.82  as  compared  with 
$3,549,757.87  for  the  period  ending  in  1944,  an  increase  of 
$3,431, 730. 95.  The  total  production  of  all  publications,  including  sup- 
plies for  churches  and  church  schools  by  the  Abingdon-Cokesbury 
Press,  during  the  quadrennium,  amounted  to  49,040,957  units.  We  note 
that  the  following  new  services  have  been  developed  during  the 
quadrennium:  Abingdon-Cokesbury  children's  books;  the  authoriza- 
tion of  The  Interpreter's  Bible,  which  we  anticipate  as  one  of  the 
greatest  contributions  to  our  understanding  of  the  Scriptures;  the 
Abingdon-Cokesbury  Award,  for  the  stimulation  of  outstanding  writ- 
ing in  the  field  of  religion. 

VI— Appraisal 
In  the  light  of  these  significant  achievements  in  the  field  of  religious 
publishing,  we  want  to  commend  the  Publishing  Agents.  In  their  work 
they  have  recognized  the  spiritual  mission  of  the  Church;  and  by 
adapting  the  printed  word  to  the  various  ages,  classes  and  nationalities 
within  the  worldwide  constituency  of  Methodism,  they  have  aided  in 
the  advancement  of  the  causes  of  Christ  through  both  the  development 
of  spiritual  values  in  the  individual  and  the  gaining  of  more  Christian 
emphases  in  society.

3.52  (22)  for  keeping  a  permanent  record  of  baptisms,  which  record 
shall  include  the  Christian  and  family  name  of  each  person  baptized, 
address,  date  and  place  of  birth,  date  and  place  of  baptism,  name  of 
the  officiating  minister,  and  names  of  the  parents. 

Paragraph  :  (To  take  the  place  of  present  paragraph  122) 

The  record  of  preparatory  membership  shall  include  the  names  of 
baptized  children  (Paragraph  120)  and  other  persons  who  are  in  prep- 
aration for  full  membership.  This  record  shall  include  the  following 
information:  Christian  and  family  name,  address,  baptismal  record, 
date  and  by  whom  received  as  a  prepartory  member,  and  date  and 
how  the  preparatory  membership  is  terminated.

Memorial  from  the  Methodist  Committee 
FOR  Overseas  Relief 

TO   THE 

General  Conference  of  1948 
As  noted  in  the  MCOR  Report  contained  in  HANDBOOK, 
the  need  for  a  definite  organized  work  of  Overseas  Relief  by 
The  Methodist  Church  has  not  disappeared.  Much  has  been 
accomplished  during  the  past  quadrennium,  but  the  reasons 
which  governed  the  General  Conference  of  1944  in  continu- 
ing the  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  seem  still 
to  be  valid.  After  a  careful  review  of  the  situation  the 
Committee  therefore  presents  the  following  recommenda- 
tions for  the  consideration  of  the  General  Conference  of 
1948.  (These  recommendations,  1  to  5,  are  substantially 
the  same  as  adopted  by  the  General  Conference  of  1944. 
Added  or  changed  words  are  in  black  face  type.) 

1.  The  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  shall 
be  continued;  with  the  proviso  that  if,  at  any  time  during 
the  next  quadrennium,  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  Gen- 
eral Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  decided  that 
the  specific  work  of  the  Committee  is  no  longer  needed,  the 
Cornmittee  shall  be  discharged  and  its  responsibilities  and 
assets  be  transferred  to  such  Agency  as  those  two  bodies 
may  determine. 

2.  The  Committee  shall  consist  of  thirty-three  representa- 
tive members ;  one  Bishop,  one  other  minister,  one  lay  man 
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and  one  lay  woman  from  each  Jurisdiction,  to  be  nominated 
by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  elected  by  the  General  Con- 
ference; plus  six  members  to  be  elected  by  the  Board  of 
Missions  and  Church  Extension,  taking  into  account  the 
several  Divisions  of  the  Board,  and  three  by  the  Board  of 
Education.  In  addition,  the  Committee  shall  be  empowered 
to  co-opt  not  more  than  seven  members-at-large.  Vacancies 
shall  be  filled  by  the  body  concerned ;  the  College  of  Bishops 
of  the  Jurisdiction  affected,  or,  by  the  Board  involved,  or,  in 
the  case  of  the  co-opted  members,  by  the  Committee  itself. 
The  Committee  is  authorized  to  elect  its  own  officers,  to 
appoint  sub-committees  if  desired,  to  employ  such  assistance 
as  may  be  needed,  and  to  provide  for  its  necessary  expense 
of  administration  and  promotion  out  of  undesignated  re- 
ceipts. Its  financial  officers  shall  be  bonded. 

3.  The  Committee  is  authorized  and  empowered : 

1.  To  be  the  representative  of  The  Methodist  Church  in  the  field 
of  Overseas  Relief;  also  in  the  field  of  rehabilitation,  in  conference 
with  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions  and  the  Foreign  Department 
of  the  Woman's  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Ex- 
tension: 

2.  To  transmit  to  our  Church  the  appeals  for  help  from  recog- 
nized agencies,  and  to  receive  and  allocate  the  funds  contributed  for 
relief  purposes  by  chuiches,  groups  or  individuals; 

3  To  give  special  attention  and  assistance  to  the  national  work- 
ers and  the  people  of  our  Methodist  churches  overseas  who  are  in 
need  because  of  war  or  other  disasters.  In  countries  where  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  is  at  work,  it  would  be 
expected  that  the  administration  of  specifically  Methodist  relief 
would  be  through  the  Board  and  the  Bishops  in  charge  and,  where 
possible,  the  indigenous  Church; 

4.  To  co-operate  with  Church  World  Service  and  other  Interde- 
nominational Relief  Agencies,  as  the  MCOR  may  deem  wise  from 
time  to  time. 

5.  When  considered  desirable,  to  supplement  the  work  of  other 
Agencies  ministering  to  the  relief  of  human  suffering  in  the  spirit 
of  Christ. 

4.  In  order  to  provide  adequate  means  for  the  prosecu- 
tion of  this  work,  the  Committee,  in  addition  to  its  receipts 
by  voluntary  gifts  and  by  participation  in  the  Communion 
collections,  including  in  particular  the  offering  of  World- 
Wide  Communion  Sunday,  shall  be  included  in  any  general 
Church-wide  appeal  for  War  emergencies  or  post-war  work. 
In  view  of  the  size  and  the  world-Avide  connections  and  re- 
sponsibilities of  The  Methodist  Church,  and  of  the  un- 
diminished need  in  a  score  of  nations,  the  MCOR  most  ear- 
nestly petitions  the  General  Conference  to  provide  in  its 
coming  quadrennial  program  an  ample  place  for  the  appeal 
to  the  Methodist  people  on  behalf  of  this  humanitarian  and 
spiritual  ministry. 
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5.  Authorization  is  given  to  the  Committee  to  acknowl- 
edge gifts  by  its  own  Special  Gift  Vouchers.  Gifts  for  relief 
cannot  receive  credit  on  World  Service  "On  Apportion- 
ment." 


A.  We  recommend  that  the  General  Conference  give  ex- 
pression to  its  sympathy  with  and  approval  of  Church  World 
Service,  the  chief  channel  for  the  co-operative  relief  and 
reconstruction  work  of  more  than  twenty  denominations. 

B.  The  present  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief,  with  its 
officers  and  sub-committees,  is  authorized  to  continue  to 
function  until  its  successor  shall  be  organized. 

C.  The  Council  of  Bishops  is  asked  to  appoint  a  Convener 
for  the  new  Committee  and  to  set  the  time  and  place  for  its 
organizational  meeting.

"And  since  organized  Methodism  in  America,  notwithstanding 
changes  in  its  organizational  form  from  time  to  time,  including  the 
present  organization  of  The  Methodist  Church  which  began  in  1939,

"We  stand  far  these  propositions:  Christianity  cannot  be  national- 
istic; it  must  be  universal  in  its  outlook  and  appeal.  War  makes  it  ap- 
peal to  force  and  hate,  Christianity  to  reason  and  love.  The  influence  of 
the  Church  must  therefore  always  be  on  the  s'de  of  every  effort  seek- 
ing to  remove  animosities  and  prejudices  which  are  contrary  to  the 
spirit  and  teaching  of  Christ.  It  does  not  satisfy  the  Christian  con- 
science to  be  told  that  war  is  inevitable.  It  staggers  the  imagination 
to  contemplate  another  war  with  its  unspeakable  horrors  in  which 
modern  science  will  make  possible  the  destruction  of  whole  populations. 
The  methods  of  Jesus  and  the  methods  of  war  belong  to  different 
worlds.  War  is  a  crude  and  primitive  force.  It  arouses  passions  which 
in  the  beginning  may  be  unselfish  and  generous,  but  in  the  end  war 
betrays  those  who  trust  in  it.  It  offers  no  security  that  the  decisions 
will  be  just  and  righteous.  It  leases  arrogance  in  the  heart  of  the  victor 
and  resentment  in  the  heart  of  the  vanquished.  When  the  teachings  of 
Jesus  are  fully  accepted,  war  as  a  means  of  settling-  international  dis- 
putes will  die,  and  dying  will  set  the  world  free  from  a  cruel  tyrant." 
(From  Par.  2010.  Sec.  15,  the  Discipline.; 

Since  1944,  the  truth  of  these  statements  has  become  tragically 
apparent.  Though  overt  hostilities  have  ceased,  peace  has  not  come. 
Nationalism  has  increased.  Vindictiveness  and  resentment  dominate  the 
making  of  peace  treaties.  Fear  and  Avant  abound.  Rivalry  and  suspicion 
among  victor  nations,  misery  and  despair  among  millions  of  the  de- 
feated, cloud  the  future.  If  there  is  to  be  any  peace  on  earth,  it  can 
come  only  through  that  good  will  toward  men  which  lies  at  the  heart 
of  the  Christian  faith. 

Because  war  is  contrary  to  every  tenet  of  love  and  reason  for  which 
Christianity  stands,  the  Church  must  continue  to  declare  its  sinfulness 
and  say  with  the  Oxford  Conference  on  Life  and  Work,  "War  is  a 
defiance  of  the  righteousness  of  God  as  revealed  in  Jesus  Christ  and 
Him  Crucified.  It  involves  compulsory  enmity,  diabolical  outrage  of 
human  personality  and  a  wanton  distortion  of  the  truth."  Moreover, 
recently  developed  forms  of  Avarfare  make  it  necessary  to  add  another 
note  to  this  condemnation,  for  war  as  we  now  know  it  may  destroy  all 
civilized  human  life  upon  this  planet.  It  can  decisively  put  an  end  to 
the  exercise  upon  Earth  of  those  curative  and  creative  forces  which 
Christianity  holds  in  its  keeping.  The  Church  must  use  its  spiritual 
power  to  destroy  war,  or  war  will  destroy  the  Church  and  humanity. 
More  clearly  than  before,  we  now  see  that  our  only  earthly  securitv  is 
in  obedience  to  the  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  who  has 
"made  of  one  blood  all  nations  of  men  for  to  dwell  on  all  the  face  of 
the  Earth." 

Since  Christianity  and  war  are  utterly  opposed,  the  Church  as  the 
body  of  Christ,  the  carrier  of  the  Gospel,  the  institution  that  bears 
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Christ's  name,  must  not  become  the  agent  of  any  government  for  its 
furtherance.  The  task  of  the  Church  is  healing,  reconciliation,  the 
removal  of  prejudice  and  hate,  the  cementing  of  bonds  of  brotherhood, 
the  exalting  of  God  as  the  Father  and  Ruler  of  all  mankind  and  Christ 
as  the  Saviour  of  all.  This  task  it  cannot  perform  if  it  becomes  a 
partisan  in  international  conflict  and  destruction.  "Christianity  cannot 
be  nationalistic;  it  must  be  universal  in  its  outlook  and  appeal." 

Regarding  the  duty  of  the  individual  Christian,  opinions  sincerely 
differ.  Faced  by  the  dilemma  of  participation  in  war,  he  must  decide 
prayerfully  before  God,  what  is  to  be  his  course  of  action  in  relation 
thereto.  What  the  Christian  citizen  may  not  do,  is  to  obey  men  rather 
than  God,  or  overlook  the  degree  of  compromise  in  our  best  acts,  or 
gloss  over  the  sinfulness  of  war.  The  Church  must  hold  within  its 
fellowship  persons  who  sincerely  differ  at  this  point  of  critical  decision, 
call  all  to  repentance,  mediate  to  all  God's  mercy,  minister  to  all  in 
Christ's  name. 

II— The  Church  and  Peace 

A.  Moral  and  Spiritual  Conditions 

The  primary  conditions  of  peace  lie  in  the  attitudes  of  men.  Since 
the  Church  in  a  unique  way  holds  in  its  keeping  the  moral  and  spiritual 
forces  needed  for  a  peaceful  world,  the  Church  has  a  unique  and 
God-given  responsibility. 

Among  the  unholy  aspects  and  fertile  causes  of  war  are  the  claims 
of  each  state  to  absolute  national  sovereignty;  the  cancelling  of  dis- 
tinctions of  right  and  wrong — as  more  and  more  barbarous  forms  of 
cruelty  are  held  to  be  legitimate;  self-righteousness;  the  treating  of 
persons  as  things;  the  narrowing  of  the  bounds  of  compassion  and 
justice;  the  condoning  of  human  bondage;  economic  self-interest;  the 
distortion  of  the  truth  by  propaganda  and  deliberate  falsehood;  reli- 
ance on  military  force  as  the  sole  arbiter  in  conflict  and  instrument  for 
the  restraint  of  evil. 

To  each  of  these  factors  the  Christian  gospel  has  a  decisive  word  to 
speak.  No  earthly  state,  but  God  alone,  is  ruler  of  the  universe.  To  his 
righteous  law  nations  as  well  as  individuals  are  subject,  and  no  claims 
of  military  necessity  can  make  what  is  evil  good.  By  him  all  men  are 
judged  and  called  to  repentance.  All  persons  were  made  in  the  image  of 
God  and  however  sinful  are  infinitely  precious  in  his  sight.  All  men  are 
children  of  God  and  brothers  one  of  another;  before  Him  no  distinctions 
of  nation,  race,  class,  culture  or  political  alignment  can  stand.  God 
wills  all  men  to  be  free  to  work  out  their  destinies  in  a  just  society 
amid  conditions  favorable  to  the  abundant  life,  and  to  share  in  the 
resources  of  the  Ea^-th  as  He  has  provided  for  all.  God  condemns  un- 
truth and  every  violation  of  the  integrity  to  which  we  are  called  in 
Christ.  God  was  in  Christ  reconciling  the  world  unto  Himself.  To  us. 
He  has  committed — not  implements  of  destruction  for  the  arrest  of 
evil — but  the  word  of  reconciliation. 

As  the  Church  preaches,  promotes,  practices  these  affirmative  Chris- 
tian notes,  it  can  be  an  agency  of  profound  and  far-reaching  signifi- 
cance in  laying  the  foundations  of  peace.  Particular  attention  is  called 
to  the  great  work  already  done  in  promoting  world  fellowship  and 
understanding  through  the  missionary  movement  and  the  Ecumenical 
Church.  That  the  bonds  of  brotherhood  among  Christians  to  an 
encouraging  degree  held  firm  during  the  recent  war  is  occasion  for 
humble  thanksgiving  to  God.  From  the  beginnings  already  made  a 
world  community  must  be  fashioned  in  which  occasions  of  war  will  give 
way  before  the  righteous  rule  of  the  Lord  of  all  the  Earth. 
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B.  Relief  of  Suffering 

Among  the  primary  tasks  of  the  Church  is  the  duty  to  relieve 
human  misery.  When  millions  of  our  brothers  for  whom  Christ  died 
are  hungry,  cold,  and  homeless  and  children  die  of  starvation,  no 
Christian  can  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  voice  of  Him  who  says,  "Inasmuch 
as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  brethren,  ye  have 
done  it  unto  me."  The  command  of  Christ  and  political  realism  unite 
in  making  this  ministry  an  essential  condition  of  peace,  for  war  walks 
on  the  heels  of  hunger. 

Such  relief  should  be  given  through  various  channels.  We  r«joice 
that  governments,  churches,  and  individuals  have  made  generous  con- 
tributions for  this  period.  Much  more  must  be  done.  Since  no  private 
giving  can  be  adequate  in  amount,  there  must  be  large-scale  govern- 
ment appropriations  on  a  non-partisan  basis,  given  for  the  welfare  of 
the  recipients.  The  gifts  of  Methodists  both  through  Church  World 
Service  and  the  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  should  be 
greatly  increased.  There  is  a  place  for  personalized  giving  to  individ- 
uals known  to  be  worthy  and  in  need,  for  in  such  personal  connections 
ties  of  fellowship  are  cemented. 

C.  Inteniational  Organization 

We  rejoice  that  the  past  quadrennium  has  seen  the  formation  of  the 
United  Nations  organization.  Notwithstanding  imperfections,  it  pro- 
vides techniques  for  the  peaceful  settlement  of  disputes  if  the  neces- 
sary moral  and  spiritual  conditions  can  be  met.  While  public  attention 
has  been  greatly  centered  on  the  failures  of  the  Security  Council  to 
reach  agreement  because  of  the  veto,  it  should  be  noted  that  the 
General  Assembly  provides  a  valuable  sounding  board  for  the  moral 
judgment  of  the  world  and  that  various  agencies  of  the  United  Nations 
organization  are  functioning  constructively.  Among  these  are  the 
Commission  on  Human  rights  (which  the  Churches  had  a  large  part  in 
bringing  into  being),  the  Food  and  Agricultural  Organization,  the 
World  Health  Organization,  and  United  Nations  Educational,  Scientific 
and  Cultural  Organization.  When  peace  treaties  have  been  made  the 
United  Nations  can  function  more  freely.  It  should  be  strengthened  by 
a  larger  financial  support  and  greater  use  made  of  it  in  the  economic 
field.  We  commend  to  the  Churches  wider  study  of  the  structure  of  the 
United  Nations  organization,  confidence  in  its  potential  usefulness, 
and  the  undergirding  of  its  delegates  with  prayer  and  moral  support 
in  their  efforts  to  create  a  functioning  international  organization  for 
peace  and  justice. 

Believing  that  permanent  peace  requires  the  taking  of  steps  toward 
a  federated  form  of  world  government,  we  look  beyond  the  United 
Nations  organization  to  the  development  of  world^overnment  through 
a  more  effective  use  of  the  machinery  now  available.  A  world  of 
absolute  national  sovereignties  competing  with  one  another  leads  in- 
evitably to  tension   and   conflict. 

D.  Soviet  and  U.  S.  Relations 

Peace  in  the  immediate  future  depends  primarily  on  the  establish- 
ment of  better  relationships  between  the  Soviet  Union  and  the  United 
States.  Whether  the  tensions  and  issues  which  divide  these  two  powers 
can  be  resolved  by  orderly  processes  is  one  of  the  supreme  challenges 
of  our  time. 

Christian  men  and  women  especially  have  an  inescapable  responsi- 
bility to  resist  a  mood  of  despair,  blind  hatred,  hysteria  and  hopeless- 
ness. They  should  seek  to  develop  mutual  understanding  in  which  dif- 
ferences with  Russia  can  be  reconciled. 
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The  Christian  Church  should  not  remain  complacent  in  the  present 
world  situation  in  which  there  are  powerful  world  forces  which,  left 
unchecked,  could  lead  us  tow  ard  untold  misery  and  tragedy.  Our  worst 
menace  is  a  spirit  of  hopelessness  that  any  courses  of  action  other  than 
war  is  possible.  Christian  people  should  reject  a  spirit  of  fatalism 
about  war.  We  affirm  our  convictions  that  war  between  the  Soviet 
Union  and  the  United  States  is  not  inevitable. 

The  Christian  Church  has  a  divine  obligation  to  witness  with 
prophetic  vigor  to  God's  righteous  love  for  all  mankind  and  to  support 
positive  steps  which  give  evidence  of  the  reality  of  the  Christian  world 
fellowship.  We  therefore  believe  that  the  Church  should  support 
governmental  policy  which  would  not  primarily  depend  upon  armed 
force  but  would  constructively  promote  economic  recovery,  improved 
conditions  of  social  welfare  and  democratic  respect  for  human  rights 
and  fundamental  freedoms. 

It  is  our  conviction  that  neither  the  peoples  of  the  Soviet  Union  nor 
of  the  United  States  desire  war.  We  call  upon  all  of  our  peoples 
promptly  to  undertake  to  change  the  prevailing  mood  which  we  be- 
lieve conducive  to  war.  We  reaffirm  the  statement  adopted  by  the 
Federal  Council  of  Churches  on  April  26,  1948,  in  which  it  said:  "Some 
have  come  to  look  upon  a  'preventive  war'  as  an  acceptable  means  of 
settling  the  present  international  conflict.  Such  a  state  of  mind  we 
unqualifiedly  condemn.  The  last  war  ended  with  the  dropping  of  two 
bombs  which  alone  killed  over  100,000  persons  and  shattered  the  lives 
of  many  more.  New  war  would  plunge  the  world  into  utter  misery. 
Whatever  the  military  result,  it  would  be  an  intensification  of  the 
misery  Mhich  makes  men  willing  to  exchange  freedom  for  dictatorship." 

We  urge  our  respective  governments  to  support  a  continuing  process 
of  negotiations  on  diplomatic,  high  levels. 

E.  Reduction  ond  Control  of  Armaments 

We  recognize  the  need  of  national  defense.  When  nations  rely 
primarily  on  military  force,  both  the  spiritual  and  economic  founda- 
tions of  peace  are  undermined.  Fear  and  suspicion  increase  the  danger 
of  hostilities;  the  diversion  of  wealth  to  this  channel  withdraws  it  from 
the  constructive  pursuits  of  peace.  The  militarization  of  the  public 
mind  reduces  the  possibility  of  the  free  interplay  of  ideas.  We  em- 
phasize the  following  statement  from  the  Episcopal  Address: 

"Religious  leaders  and  men  charged  with  political  responsibility 
must  face  a  fundamental  fact.  Ideas  cannot  be  destroyed  by  military 
force.  It  is  possible  to  destroy  the  cities  of  an  enemy,  to  bring  his 
armed  forces  to  surrender,  in  a  word,  to  defeat  him  as  far  as  the 
physical  power  to  resist  is  concerned.  But  an  ideology  cannot  be  suffo- 
cated by  poison  gas  nor  demolished  by  atomic  bombs.  Ideas  are  con- 
quered by  better  ideas  whose  truth  has  been  revealed  in  practices  that 
enrich  personality." 

The  Charter  of  the  United  Nations  opens  the  way  to  halting  the 
armament  race.  On  December  16,  1946,  the  General  Assembly  passed  a 
Resolution  which  includes  principles  and  general  procedures  for  the 
control  and  reduction  of  armaments.  We  regret  that  more  has  not  been 
done  to  implement  this  action.  We  call  upon  our  governments  to  take 
the  lead  in  making  this  action  effective. 

Seven  church-wide  organizations  of  The  Methodist  Church,  led  by 
the  Council  of  Bishops,  have  declared  their  opposition  to  any  system  of 
peacetime  universal  military  training.  We  reaffirm  this  stand.  We 
appeal  to  the  United  States  to  give  bold  leadership  looking  toward  the 
universal  abolition  of  peacetime  conscription  by  or  through  the  United 
Nations. 
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F.    Dependent    and    Minority    Peoples 

According  to  the  Christian  faith  all  persons,  however  economically 
or  culturally  underprivileged,  wherever  located,  are  of  supreme  and 
equal  worth  in  the  sight  of  God.  We  protest,  therefore,  against  all 
forms  of  domination  of  subject  peoples  for  the  advantage  of  those 
more  favorably  situated.  No  nation  should  embark  upon  a  policy  of 
colonial  expansion  or  the  extension  of  imperialistic  "spheres  of  influ- 
ence."  We  affirm  our  conviction  that  the  territories  seized  in  the  recent 
war  should  be  administered  primarilv  in  the  interest  of  the  persons 
who  inhabit  them.  We  rejoice  in  notable  advances  toward  freedom  and 
self-government  among  lands  formerly  held  as  colonial  possessions. 

The  same  principles  of  equality  of  opportunity  holds  regarding 
minority  groups  residing  within  a  nation.  Every  group  regardless  of 
race,  religion  or  economic  status  should  have  freedom  of  worship,  of 
political  and  cultural  expression,  and  of  economic  advancement.  Both 
the  principles  of  democracy  and  the  Christian  valuation  of  personality 
require  that  this  autonomy  be  maintained.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  church 
to  give  prophetic  witness  in  word  and  action  until  existing  limitations 
such  as  restrictions  in  voting,  education,  employment,  housing,  and 
use  of  public  facilities  are  removed. 

G.  Economic  Justice 

We  believe  that  all  men  have  within  them  divine  possibilities  and 
must  be  accorded  a  fair  and  equal  chance  to  become  the  best  of  which 
they  are  capable:  that  it  is  required  of  us  to  "seek  first  the  Kingdom  of 
God  and  His  righteousness."  Every  human  ambition  and  practice  must 
be  brought  into  conformity  with  this  demand. 

The  true  end  of  economic  activity  is  the  satisfaction  of  human  needs. 
Material  necessities  are  a  prerequisite  of  a  good  life  for  all  men  and 
are  important  in  winning  and  maintaining  peace. 

In  a  Christian  social  order  there  will  be  no  place  for  operations, 
other  than  gifts,  where  wealth  changes  hands  without  commensurate 
service  having  been  rendered.  Those  who  possess  an  abundance  of 
this  world's  wealth  have  stewardship  opportunities  which  should  be 
expressed  in  this  hour  of  human  need.  In  our  interdependent  world  we 
realize  there  can  be  no  lasting  economic  well-being  or  security  in  one 
part  of  the  world  while  want  and  insecurity  exist  elsewhere.  We 
reaffirm  the  principle  stated  by  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches:  "The 
peace  must  make  provision  for  bringing  within  the  scope  of  interna- 
tional agreement  those  economic  and  financial  acts  of  national  govern- 
ments which  have  widespread  international  repercussions."  We  look 
with  favor  upon  such  currency  and  monetary  arrangements  as  seek 
to  stimulate  and  stabilize  international  trade.  We  condemn  cartels  that 
restrict  production  for  human  needs  in  the  interests  of  larger  profits 
for  those  able  to  effect  monopolistic  practices.  Economic  imperialism 
has  had  its  day  and  must  give  way  to  ideals  of  service  and  co-opera- 
tion. 

The  issue  of  national  sovereignty  is  important  in  the  field  of 
economic  relations.  As  Christians,  nationals  of  many  nations,  we  call 
upon  our  people  to  accept  whatever  limitations  on  tariffs,  trade  rela- 
tions, access  to  raw  materials  may  be  necessary  to  provide  an  equality 
of  opportunity  for  all  men  to  raise  their  standard  of  living,  even 
though  this  may  temporarily  lower  our  own.  We  must  be  willing  to 
sacrifice  treasure  to  aid  in  establishing  an  economic  order  capable  of 
meeting  human  needs  and  of  relieving  the  suffering  of  the  world.

Your  Committee  considered  Memorials  579  and  954  and 
recommend  the  following  to  be  adopted,  to  appear  in  the 
Discipline  under  Chapter  V  of  the  Appendix  as  a  Miscel- 
laneous Resolution : 

The  Methodist  Church  is  committed  to  the  public  school  as  the 
most  effective  means  of  providing  common  education  for  all  our  chil- 
dren. We  hold  that  it  is  an  institution  essential  to  the  preservation 
and  development  of  our  true  democracy.  But  our  public  schools  are 
hard  pressed.  More  than  100,000  men  and  women  are  teaching  on  sub- 
standard emergency  licenses;  some  of  these  have  not  had  even  high 
school  education.  In  face  of  drastic  teacher  shortage,  fewer  young 
people  are  entering  the  teachers'  colleges  while  the  school  population 
is  on  the  increase.  Thousands  of  children  did  not  attend  any  school 
in  1947;  their  schools  were  closed.  Meanwhile  public  tax  funds,  in 
increasing  sums,  are  diverted  to  sectarian  schools.  Opponents  of  the 
public  schools  call  the  schools  "Godless"  while  at  the  same  time  legal 
restrictions  are  placed  upon  the  recognition  of  religion  in  the  schools. 
It  is  time  for  the  friends  of  the  public  schools  to  be  alert  to  this 
situation  and  to  be  active  in  their  support. 

We  desire  to  co-operate  with  educational  leaders  in  achieving  the 
highest  functioning  of  the  American  public  school  system  in  terms 
of  the  intellectual  and  moral  development  of  the  pupils  and  the  en- 
richment of  the  national  life.  We  therefore  call  upon  our  people, 
(1)  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  program  and  problems  of  the 
public  school  and  to  do  all  they  can  to  encourage  and  strengthen  the 
work  of  teachers  and  administrators,  and  (2)  to  present  to  our  ablest 
youth  the  spiritual  and  public  service  opportunities  of  public  school 
teaching  as  a  vocation. 

We  are  unalterably  opposed  to  the  diversion  of  tax  funds  to  the 
support  of  private  and  sectarian  schools.  In  a  short  time  this  scat- 
tering process  can  destroy  our  American  public  school  system  and 
weaken  the  foundations  of  national  unity. 

We  believe  that  religion  has  a  rightful  place  in  the  public  school 
program,  and  that  it  is  possible  for  public  school  teachers,  without 
violating  the  traditional  American  principle  of  separation  of  Church 
and  State,  to  teach  moral  principles  and  spiritual  values.  We  hold 
that  it  is  possible,  within  this  same  principle  of  separation  of  Church 
and  State,  to  integrate  religious  instruction  with  the  regular  cur- 
riculum; for  example,  teaching  religious  classics  in  courses  in  litera- 
ture, and  in  social  studies  showing  the  influence  of  religion  upon  our 
society.  Such  teaching  would  afford  a  background  for  the  further  and 
more  specific  instructions  on  the  part  of  home  and  Church.  The  home 
and  Church  must  carry  the  chief  responsibility  for  nurturing  vital 
faith  which  motivates  life  but  the  home  and  Church  must  have  the 
support  of  our  public  schools.  Our  society  must  discover  the  tech- 
niques within  the  principle  of  separation  of  Church  and  State  by 
which  that  support  can  be  achieved.

We  recommend  that  the  policy  of  The  Methodist  Church 
be  such  as  to  give  a  major  place  in  its  program  and  work 
to  the  upbuilding  and  strengthening  of  churches  in  rural 
areas  throughout  the  world. 

With  gratitude  to  our  Council  of  Bishops,  the  Bishops' 
Committee,  and  the  Committee  on  Arrangement  for  their 
leadership  in  rural  work  in  arranging  for  the  National 
Methodist  Rural  Life  Conference  at  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  and 
to  the  Bishops  for  their  Declaration  on  this  subject  in  the 
Episcopal  Address,  we  recommend  the  following  as  prac- 
tical ways  and  means  "of  making  a  sound  approach"  to 
rural  work  throughout  the  world  and  "a  thoughtful  devel- 
opment of  long  range  plans" : 

1.  We  request  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  Department  of  Town 
and  Country  Work  to  set  up,  within  the  coming  quadrennium,  an- 
other Rural  Life  Conference,  on  a  national  and/or  regional  basis, 
for  the  purpose  of  implementing  further  the  action  already  taken,  and 
for  advancing-  this  work  in  the  whole  Church. 

2.  We  urge  all  Pastors,  District  Superintendents,  Bishops,  and 
other  administrative  ofiicials  faithfully  to  put  into  eflfect  all  new 
Disciplinary  legislation  which  pertains  to  rural  work. 

3.  We  call  upon  all  Confei-ence  Commissions  on  Town  and  Country 
Work  to  support  and  promote  aggressive  programs  for  the  carrying 
out  of  that  phase  of  their  Disciplinary  functions  which  have  to  do 
with  research  and  surveys,  with  particular  attention  to  the  location 
of  churches,  the  arrangement  of  Circuits,  adequate  financial  support, 
and  all  related  matters  affected  by  the  modern  rural  community. 
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4.  We  call  upon  our  homes,  local  churches,  Methodist  Youth  Fel- 
lowships and  our  Bishops  to  address  themselves  to  the  task  of  helping 
"to  create  a  definite  status  for  the  Town  and  Country  Church  and 
Pastor,"  to  the  end  that  The  Methodist  Church  may  have  a  specially 
trained  rural  ministry  and  an  articulate  and  enduring  program  of 
service  for  the  rural  community. 

5.  We  call  upon  our  people  to  recognize  their  responsibility  to  God 
for  the  conservation,  development,  and  right  use  of  the  total  human 
and  physical  resources  of  the  rural  community.  We  appeal  for  intel- 
ligent and  persistent  effort  in  the  interest  of  family,  farm  and  home 
ownership,  better  health  and  educational  opportunities,  better  hus- 
bandry and  stewardship  of  the  soil;  fair  market  prices  and  trade;  ade- 
quate financing  of  farm  enterprises;  and  better  rural-urban  relation- 
ships. 

6.  Believing  that  democracy  and  the  future  of  the  Rural  Church 
find  their  enduring  stability  in  a  widespread  distribution  and  owner- 
ship of  property,  we  urge  that  our  Church  give  support  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a  national  policy  for  establishing  economic  and  socialized 
enterprises  on  the  land  and  in  the  towns  of  our  rural  communities, 
as  opposed  to  a  large-scale  and  especially  absentee  ownership.

Responsible  churchmanship  requires  that  the  General 
Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  give  immediate  and 
careful  attention  to  the  growing  urgency  of  the  problem  of 
racial  discrimination.  It  is  no  longer  a  purely  sectional  prob- 
lem, even  in  these  United  States.  While  some  sections  of 
this  country  face  it  in  a  much  more  serious  form  than  others, 
it  is  now  a  nation-wide  problem.  Reports  from  every  Con- 
tinent make  it  plain  that  racial  discrimination  is  world- 
wide in  scope  and  any  proper  approach  and  ultimately  cura- 
tive efforts  will  take  "the  world  as  its  parish."  This  pros- 
pect may  dismay  others,  but  not  a  General  Conference  of 
The  Methodist  Church. 

I — To  this  end  and  in  a  spirit  of  profound  humility  we 
call  upon  our  Church  to  inquire  into  the  nature  of  the  prob- 
lem of  racial  discrimination,  to  rejoice  in  the  steps  that 
have  already  been  taken  toward  its  solution,  and  to  press 
steadily  forward  in  a  spirit  of  Christian  fellowship  until 
this  goal  has  been  reached. 

II — Racial  discrimination  is  a  fact  which  asserts  itself 
both  in  principle  and  in  practice. 

In  principle,  it  is  much  more  than  simple  recognition  of 
the  fact  of  racial  differences.  It  proceeds  on  the  assumption 
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or  the  pseudo-demonstration  of  the  intrinsic  superiority  of 
some  and  in  the  intrinsic  inferiority  of  others. 

In  practice,  the  principle  manifests  itself  in  the  laws, 
customs,  and  institutions,  and  total  life  of  a  people.  In  its 
sharpest  form,  racial  discrimination  is  slavery ;  in  its  mild- 
est form  it  is  condescension.  The  very  principle  upon  which 
it  proceeds  precludes  the  relationship  of  even-handed  co- 
operation which  is  essential  alike  to  a  Christian  community 
and  a  democratic  society. 

Ill — The  principle  of  racial  discrimination  is  in  clear 
violation  of  the  Christian  belief  in  the  Fatherhood  of  God, 
the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  and  the  Kingdom  of  God — the 
proclamation  of  which,  in  word  and  life,  is  our  Gospel.  We 
therefore  have  no  choice  but  to  denote  it  as  un-christian 
and  to  renounce  it  as  evil.  This  we  do  without  equivocation. 

The  practice  of  racial  discrimination  can  be  no  better, 
morally  and  spiritually  speaking,  than  the  principle  from 
which  it  stems.  It  too  is  evil,  being  the  prolific  mother  of 
injustice,  dissension,  and  division  in  any  society  which  prac- 
tices it.  Yet  toleration  of  this  practice,  in  some  form  or 
other,  is  as  old  as  the  Christian  Church  itself  and  is  co- 
extensive with  the  history  of  the  U.  S.  A.  Consequently, 
thoughtful  persons  will  know  that  it  cannot  be  removed  by 
a  Resolution.  Neither  will  it  be  removed  without  real  de- 
termination by  significant  parts  of  the  Church  and  the 
nation.  Hence,  we,  as  Christians,  must  address  ourselves 
with  patience  and  perseverance  to  the  infinitely  compli- 
cated task  of  removing  racial  discrimination,  root  and 
branch,  from  our  common  life,  both  in  the  Church  and  in 
the  nation  in  which  we  live. 

IV — We  thank  God  for  the  progress  already  made  by 
Christian  Churches  in  their  struggle  against  racial  dis- 
crimination. We  cannot  doubt  that  the  Christian  conscience 
and  judgment  are  now  sharply  focused  on  the  evil.  We  call 
attention  to  the  massive  evidence  on  this  point  included  in 
the  Report  of  the  Commission  to  Consider  the  Relations  of 
All  Races  in  The  Methodist  Church.  The  strong  stands  taken 
by  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches  of  Christ  in  America, 
the  International  Council  of  Religious  Education,  the  Home 
Missions  Council  in  North  America  are  more  than  feeble 
tokens  of  good  will ;  they  are  forthright  statements  of  realis- 
tic policy  and  have  as  their  common  objective  the  ultimate 
elimination  of  racial  discrimination  from  the  Christian  fel- 
lowship. 

Although  the  problem  is  probably  keenest  and  the  way 
toward  a  solution  more  difficult  within  The  Methodist 
Church,  we  have  not  been  standing  idly  by  while  other 
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Christian  Churches  have  moved  forward.  A  study  of  the 
pronouncements  of  the  growing  bodies  and  of  our  elected 
leaders  over  the  last  twenty-five  years  indicates  a  steadily 
increasing  determination  to  find  and  embrace  a  proper 
Christian  solution  to  the  problem  of  racial  discrimination. 
The  action  of  the  General  Conference  of  1944  in  adopting 
the  Resolution  calling  into  being  the  Study  Commission,  to 
whose  Report  we  have  referred,  is  unequivocal:  "We  look 
to  the  ultimate  elimination  of  racial  discrimination  within 
The  Methodist  Church." 

V — As  we  detail  the  steps  to  be  taken  at  this  point,  we 
propose  to  be  guided  by  the  wise  admonition  of  the  Episco- 
pal Address  to  the  General  Conference  of  1948:  ".  .  .  we 
must  be  wise  enough  to  recognize  differences  that  do  exist 
in  the  thought  and  practices  of  our  people,  and  proceed,  not 
upon  the  principle  that  demands  conformity  but  upon  that 
which  achieves  unity  in  diversity."  (p.  23.) 

We  therefore  recommend : 

1.  That  provision  be  made  whereby  all  programs  emanating'  from 
the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  General  Agencies  of  the  Church  shall 
be  planned  and  promoted  throughout  the  entire  Church  with  full 
participation  of  all  racial  groups. 

2.  That  the  attention  of  the  entire  Church  should  be  given  to  the 
recruiting,  training  and  employment  of  more  colored  personnel  by 
the  Agencies  of  The  Methodist  Church  on  regular  staffs  and  in  insti- 
tutions at  home  and  abroad. 

3.  That  complete  equality  of  accommodations  for  all  races  be  pro- 
vided in  national  and  international  meetings  of  The  Methodist  Church 
and  its  Agencies. 

4.  That  the  institutions  of  our  Church — colleges,  universities,  theo- 
logical schools,  hospitals  and  homes — be  asked  to  restudy  any  policy 
which  proceeds  on  the  basis  of  racial  discrimination. 

5.  That  we  individually  and,  wherever  possible,  collectively  stand 
for  equality  of  political  franchise  and  of  economic  and  educational 
opportunities  for  all  races. 

6.  That  this  and  succeeding  General  Conferences  enact  such  per- 
missive legislation  as  is  and  may  be  needed  to  facilitate  co-operation 
between  and  among  the  Churches  and  the  Conferences  of  the  Church 
on  problems  now  originating  in  the  life  of  the  Church  because  of 
present  organizational  structures. 

7.  That  the  General  Conference  authorize  a  continuing  Commission 
to  study  the  practices  and  organization  of  the  World-wide  Church 
to  the  end  that  racial  discrimination  shall  ultimately  be  eliminated 
from  our  fellowship;  which  Commission  is  to  report  to  each  General 
Conference. 

8.  That  every  Methodist,  and  every  Methodist  Church,  Conference, 
and  institution  accept  the  achievement  of  full  fellowship  in  our 
churches  a  vital  responsibility. 

Conclusion 
We  are  not  unmindful  of  the  difficulties  to   which   we 
summon  The  Methodist  Church  in  this  matter.  For  we  are 
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of  all  races  and  nations.  Yet  we  are  a  frontier-church !  We, 
therefore,  summon  The  Methodist  Church  once  more  to 
take  up  her  position  on  a  frontier. 

We  recommend  that  this  Report  be  included  in  Par.  2016 
immediately  following  the  section  on  World  Peace.

President,  a  Second  Vice-President  inserting  after  the  word

the  end  of  the  sentence,  add  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
Board  may  determine.

Conference  to  launch  the  Methodist  New  Advance  Temper- 
ance Movement.  In  accord  with  the  findings  of  that  notable 
meeting,  we  proposed : 

1.  That  we  lay  upon  the  hearts  and  conscience  of  our  people,  the 
duty  of  total  abstinence  from  all  alcoholic  beverages  as  an  element 
of  the  Christian  Stewardship  of  personality  and  influence. 

2.  That  we  earnestly  stress  the  vital  necessity  of  systematic 
temperance  education  throughout  our  Church.  We  commend  the  pres- 
ent close  and  practical  co-operation  of  the  Connectional  Agencies 
of  Methodism  in  this  task. 

3.  We  urge  the  early  passage  of  adequate  legislation  to  stop  the 
heartless  exploitation  of  our  young  people  and  the  entire  population 
by  means  of  advertising  to  promote  the  use  and  sale  of  alcoholic 
beverages.  The  task  of  temperance  education  should  not  be  made 
more  difficult  by  government-protected  education  for  intemperance. 

4.  We  call  for  legislation  in  every  State  to  permit  the  people  to 
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protect  their  own  environment  by  voting  out  the  liquor  traffic  in  any 
political  sub-division.

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QUADRENNIAL  PLAN  FOR  CHRIST  AND 
HIS  CHURCH 

Adopted  May  5.  See  Journal,  Page  305. 

The  peoples  of  the  world  rise  from  the  ruins  of  war, 
hungry  and  hopeless,  confused  and  disillusioned,  but  deeper 
than  the  hatred  alive  in  many  hearts  is  the  desire  for  love 
and  fellowship,  for  peace  and  understanding.  The  Church 
must  hear  its  Master  speak,  "Inasmuch  as  ye  did  it  unto 
one  of  the  least  of  these  my  hi-ethren,  ye  did  it  unto  me.  .  .  . 
If  thine  enemy  hunger,  feed  him." 

The  yearning  of  the  common  man  for  the  life  abundant 
is  bound  to  the  conviction  that  only  ignorance  and  selfish- 
ness stand  between  him  and  the  realization  of  his  dream. 
Man  is  ready  scientifically  to  solve  the  problems  of  produc- 
ing enough  of  food,  clothing,  and  housing  to  meet  his  phys- 
ical needs;  but  man  is  not  ready  spiritually  to  solve  the 
problems  of  living  together,  of  establishing  justice  and 
brotherhood,  and  thereby  to  meet  the  needs  of  his  soul.  We 
must  hear  our  Lord,  "Seek  ye  first  the  Kingdom  of  God 
and  his  righteousness  and  all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  you.  I  came  that  ye  might  have  life  and  that  ye  might 
have  it  more  abundantly.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  Mam- 
mon." 

Whether  we  take  up  arms  and  nation  march  against  na- 
tion in  war,  or  take  up  tools  and  the  workers  of  the  world 
labor  in  peace;  whether  we  acquiesce  in  inequality,  deepen 
class  consciousness  and  drift  into  class  war,  or  use  intelli- 
gence to  create  equal  opportunity  and  discover  the  larger 
unity  that  lies  in  brotherhood ;  whether  we  continue  to  dis- 
criminate against  our  fellow  man,  or  build  a  society  in 
which  a  man's  opportunity  to  earn  his  living  is  based  upon 
his  character  and  his  capacity  and  not  upon  his  color,  will 
be  determined  at  last  by  the  faith  to  which  we  give  our 
minds  and  hearts.  And  He  taught  His  disciples  to  pray, 
"Our  Father  ivho  art  in  heaven,  hallowed  be  Thy  name; 
Thy  kingdom,  come;  Thy  tvill  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in 
heaven." 

"Follow  Me,"  He  said.  In  an  hour  when  materialistic 
ideologies  struggle  for  the  soul  of  man,  the  Church  must 
win  his  heart  and  save  his  soul.  We  have  heard  His  com- 
mand, "Go  ye."  We  march  forward  For  Christ  and  His 
Church,  in  the  knowledge  that  life  is  found  by  losing  it. 
Thus,  in  the  full  gift  of  self,  both  we  and  the  Church  shall 
come  alive  to  serve  and  to  save. 
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The  Crusade  for  Christ  was  the  response  of  the  people 
called  Methodists  to  the  leading  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  an 
hour  of  unprecedented  crisis  and  unparalleled  need.  From 
the  beginning,  the  Crusade  was  blessed  of  God  because  it 
came  from  God.  This  we  devoutly  believe.  We  have  sought 
again  to  discover  God's  will  for  us. 

We  bring  to  you  a  Quadrennial  Plan  for  your  considera- 
tion and  in  response  to  numerous  Memorials;  and  recom- 
mend that  it  be  called  For  Christ  and  His  Church. 

The  plan  has  two  highly  significant  objectives: 

1.  A  Teaching  and  Preaching  Endeavor  in  which  Methodists 
may  achieve  a  deeper  understanding  of  and  commitment  to  Our 
Faith,  Our  Church,  Our  Ministry,  and  Our  Mission. 

2.  A  World-wide  Advance  in  which  Methodists  may  share  in  a 
ministry  of  relief  and  in  carrying  the  Gospel  of  Christ  to  the 
peoples  of  the  earth. 

These  objectives  are  to  be  reached  in  a  simultaneous  and 
continuous  effort  throughout  the  quadrennium,  in  which  all 
the  appropriate  Boards  and  other  Agencies  will  co-operate 
and  during  which  all  the  normal  activities  of  the  Church 
will  be  carried  forward  with  increasing  effectiveness. 

I.  The  First  Objective 

In  order  that  the  "understanding  of"  and  "commitment 
to"  may  be  achieved,  there  should  be  a  definite  emphasis  in 
each  of  the  four  years  of  the  quadrennium ;  and  each  teach- 
ing and  preaching  emphasis  should  be  accompanied  by  an 
action  program  expressive  of  that  emphasis. 

The  emphasis  shall  be,  as  follows:  First  Year,  Our  Faith; 
Second  Year,  Our  Church;  Third  Year,  Our  Ministry; 
Fourth  Year,  Our  Mission. 

The  First  Year,  Our  Faith.  The  year  should  begin  with 
a  world-wide  preaching  mission  led  by  the  Council  of  Bish- 
ops and  participated  in  by  the  Bishops  and  chosen  ministers. 
It  should  be  followed  in  the  Districts  and  local  churches 
with  a  preaching  and  teaching  emphasis  with  all  of  the 
resources  of  the  Church  mobilized.  In  order  to  bring  unity 
and  clear  definition  to  the  teaching  emphases,  a  series  of 
carefully  written  booklets  should  be  prepared.  There  should 
be  one  booklet  for  each  of  the  major  subjects  of  our  faith, 
for  instance:  Our  Faith  in  God,  Our  Faith  in  Christ,  The 
Holy  Spirit,  The  Kingdom  of  God,  The  Forgiveness  of 
Sins,  Love,  The  Life  Everlasting.  There  is  inspiring  and 
transforming  compulsion  in  the  thought  of  the  men  and 
women  and  children  of  a  world  Church  sincerely  and  simul- 
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taneously  seeking  knowledge  of  God  and  of  His  Son,  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord, 

During  the  First  Year,  when  the  Church  studies  Our 
Faith,  the  action  program  should  be  the  Lifting  of  World 
Service  Giving  to  levels  commensurate  with  contemporary 
need. 

The  Second  Year,  Our  Church.  A  similar  series  of  book- 
lets should  be  prepared  to  deal  with  The  Nature  of  the 
Church,  The  History  of  the  Church,  The  Contribution  of 
The  Methodist  Church  to  Evangelical  Christianity;  and  an 
understanding  of  the  Church  in  terms  of  its  privileges,  such 
as  worship  and  fellowship,  and  its  creative  contributions  in 
terms  of  Christian  character  and  of  social  change.  (All 
references  to  titles  for  booklets  are  purely  illustrative.  Final 
decision  in  such  matters  will  be  made  by  the  Committee 
charged  with  directing  the  Quadrennial  Plan.) 

During  the  Second  Year,  in  which  our  people  study  Our 
Church,  the  program  of  action  should  be  an  evangelistic 
effort  to  reach  the  unchurched,  together  with  a  program  of 
church  extension  designed  to  organize  and  build  churches 
and  church  schools  in  new  communities  throughout  the 
world. 

The  Third  Year,  Our  Ministry.  Our  Christian  vocation 
must  be  interpreted  in  the  light  of  the  Protestant  principle 
of  "the  universal  priesthood  of  all  believers"  in  which  the 
"call  to  the  ministry"  and  the  divine  summons  to  all  voca- 
tions shall  be  clarified  and  hallowed.  In  this  year,  two  book- 
lets might  be  prepared  dealing  with  the  clerical  and  lay 
aspects  of  the  call  and  the  divine  summons. 

During  the  Third  Year,  the  action  program  should  be 
recruitment  of  talented  and  dedicated  youth  for  the  minis- 
try of  the  Church  and  other  Christian  vocations. 

The  Fourth  Yeai',  Our  Mission.  Our  Mission  shall  be  pre- 
sented in  terms  of  Our  Mission  in  the  Home;  Our  Mission 
in  the  Community;  Our  Mission  in  the  Nations;  and  Our 
Mission  in  the  World. 

The  action  program  of  the  Fourth  Year  is  to  be  formu- 
lated, but  shall  have  as  its  objective  the  establishment  of  the 
Christian  home,  the  Christian  community,  the  Christian  na- 
tion, the  Christian  world. 

n.  The  Second  Objective 
The  world-wide  ministry  of  The  Methodist  Church  during 
the  quadrennium  now  ending  reflects  the  vision  and  re- 
sponse of  a  devoted  people.  The  General  Conference  of  1944 
challenged  the  Church,  through  the  Crusade  for  Christ  to 
contribute  $25,000,000  for  world  rehabilitation  and  relief 
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and  it  responded  with  $27,000,000.  In  addition,  a  little  less 
than  $24,000,000  was  apportioned  during  the  quadrennium 
for  World  Service,  and  loyal  Methodists  responded  by  con- 
tributing more  than  was  asked  of  them.  With  humility,  we 
thank  God  for  a  Church  that,  in  this  confused  and  tragic 
era,  has  thus  responded  to  the  need  of  the  world  and  to  the 
challenge  written  in  the  heart  of  the  Gospel. 

The  plight  of  the  world  is  no  less  desperate  and  the  call 
of  our  Risen  Lord  no  less  insistent  than  in  1944.  We  are  con- 
vinced that  our  Methodist  people  desire  and  expect  that 
their  Church  shall  open  for  them  effectual  channels  by 
which  they  may  in  yet  larger  ways  minister  to  mankind  in 
our  Saviour's  name. 

The  World  Service  Commission  has  recommended  to  the 
General  Conference  that  our  World  Service  apportionments 
for  the  ensuing  quadrennium  shall  be  increased  one-third. 
This  increase  is  essential  to  continue  our  manifold  minis- 
tries for  Christ  and  His  Church,  But  need  of  the  world  and 
need  of  our  souls  call  for  an  Advance.  We  therefore  recom- 
mend that  the  General  Conference  adopt  as  the  second 
phase  of  our  Church-wide  movement  For  Christ  and  His 
Church  the  following  plan  by  which  our  people  may  volun- 
tarily participate  in  the  expanding  work  and  ministry  of 
the  Church: 

1.  We  challenge  our  Methodist  constituency  to  raise  by  purely  vol- 
untary methods  A  Special  Fund  over  and  above  the  World  Service 
apportionments,  which  shall  be  called  the  Advance  Fund.  It  is  our 
conviction  that  if  the  call  and  appeal  are  effectively  carried  to  our 
people,  our  Benevolent  giving  for  the  ensuing  quadrennium,  including 
both  World  Service  and  the  Advance  Fund,  w^ill  at  least  equal  the 
total  asked  of  the  Church  through  World  Service  and  the  Crusade 
during  1944-1948. 

2.  The  Appeal  for  the  Advance  Fund  shall  be  made  through  two 
channels: 

A.  By  presenting  duly  authorized  Specials  to  our  Conferences  and 
churches,  with  the  expectation  that  many  of  our  Conferences  and  large 
numbers  of  churches  and  congregations  vdll  undertake  special  projects 
at  home  and  overseas; 

B.  By  observing  each  year  a  special  week,  called  the  Week  of  Dedi- 
cation, when,  after  information  and  cultivation  with  spiritual  under- 
girding  and  emphasis,  a  voluntary  cash  offering  shall  be  i-eceived  in 
every  congregation  throughout  world-wide  Methodism. 

3.  As  far  as  possible,  all  Specials  shall  be  specific  projects  that  may 
be  visualized  and  described.  In  the  case  of  Overseas  Relief,  Specials 
shall  be  in  shares  of  $100  each,  and  a  local  congregation  may  undertake 
as  many  shares  as  it  desires,  or  such  portion  of  a  share  as  it  may 
desire.  A  Conference  may,  if  it  so  desires,  assume  a  Special  for  the 
Advance  Fund,  such  as  an  overseas  hospital  or  a  mission  station,  or 
some  project  of  like  proportion. 

4.  The  projects  for  the  Week  of  Dedication  shall  be  determined 
each  successive  year  by  the  Quadrennial  Advance  Committee,  after 
full  consultation  with   the  participating  agencies,   and  the   ratio  of 
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distribution  to  these  participating  agencies  shall  be  determined  in  like 
manner. 

5.  The  Week  of  Dedication  shall  be  climaxed  each  year  on  the  third 
Sunday  in  Lent,  when  the  Dedication  Offering  shall  be  received  in  all 
our  churches.  In  charges  of  moi'e  than  one  church,  the  pastor  shall 
receive  the  offering  as  near  thereto  as  possible. 

6.  A  Committee  known  as  the  Quadrennial  Advance  Committee 
shall  be  constituted,  as  follows:  10  Bishops,  at  least  one  of  whom  shall 
be  named  from  each  Jurisdiction;  12  ministers,  each  Jurisdiction 
having  at  least  one  representative;  and  12  laymen  chosen  from  the 
Church  at  large,  3  of  whom  shall  be  women.  These  members  of  the 
Committee  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  elected  by 
the  General  Conference.  In  addition,  the  following  shall  be  ex-officio 
members:  The  Secretary  of  the  Division  of  the  Local  Church  of  the 
Board  of  Education ;  the  General  Secretary,  the  Board  of  Lay  Activi- 
ties; the  General  Secretary,  the  Board  of  Evangelism;  the  Chairman 
of  the  Council  of  Secretaries ;  and  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance. 

The  Council  of  Bishops  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  on 
the  Quadrennial  Advance  Committee. 

7.  To  the  Quadrennial  Advance  Committee  shall  be  committed  the 
organization,  promotion,  and  administration  of  the  entire  For  Christ 
and  His  Church  Movement.  They  are  hereby  authorized  to  perfect  such 
plans  and  arrangements  as  they  may  judge  to  be  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  intent  of  this  General  Conference,  including  arrangements  to 
meet  the  current  expense  of  the  same. 

8.  In  each  Annual  Conference,  the  Bishop,  the  District  Superin- 
tendents, the  Conference  Missionary  Secretary,  the  President  of  the 
Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Conference  Board  of  Lay  Activities,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Conference  Board  of  Ministerial  Training,  the  President  and  Execu- 
tive Secretary  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Evangelism,  the  President 
and  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Education,  the 
President  of  the  Conference  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service, 
the  President  of  the  Conference  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes,  the 
Executive  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultiva- 
tion of  the  Conference  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  and 
six  other  laymen,  three  of  whom  shall  be  women,  to  be  selected  by  the 
Bishop  and  District  Superintendents  shall  constitute  the  Conference 
Advance  Committee.  They  shall  promote  the  entire  For  Christ  and  His 
Church  Movement.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  District  Superin- 
tendents to  encourage  the  churches  in  their  respective  Districts,  par- 
ticularly the  churches  of  larger  means,  to  undertake  a  specific  project 
over  and  above  their  World  Service  offering.  The  District  Superintend- 
ent shall  also  further  and  promote  the  Week  of  Dedication  in  their 
respective  Districts,  giving  full  emphasis  to  both  its  spiritual  and 
financial  aspects. 

The  Conference  Advance  Committee  may  be  enlarged  by  any  An- 
nual Conference  that  may  deem  this  action  necessary  for  the  most 
effective  promotion  of  the  objects  of  our  Quadrennial  Advance. 

9.  The  participating  agencies  shall  be  the  Foreign  Division  of  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension;  the  Home  Division,  with 
special  emphasis  on  Church  Extension;  and  Overseas  Relief.  Should 
a  situation  arise  during  the  ensuing  quadrennium,  not  at  present 
foreseen  or  anticipated,  that  would  make  it  appear  that  an  agency  of 
the  Church  not  at  present  included  should  participate  in  the  Advance 
Program  funds,  the  same  may  be  included  by  a  majority  vote  of  both 
the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the  Commission   on   World   Service  and 
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Finance.  By  the  same  procedure,  the  participation  of  any  agency  may 
be  ended. 

10.  All  funds  received  on  Specials  shall  be  sent  to  the  Board  or 
Agency  for  whose  work  the  particular  Special  is  raised;  or  through  the 
Annual  Conference  Treasurer  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  remit  any  such  funds  re- 
ceived by  him  to  the  Board  or  Agency  for  which  it  is  intended. 

Week  of  Dedication  offerings  shall  be  remitted  by  the  local  church 
to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  who  shall  remit  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance,  who  in  turn  shall 
make  proper  distribution  to  the  participating  agencies.  The  Treasurer 
of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  be  the 
Ti'easurer  of  the  movement  authoi-ized  in  this  instrument.  Participat- 
ing Agencies,  hereinbefore  named,  shall  report  promptly  to  him  all 
receipts  on  all  Specials. 

11.  Each  participationg  Agency  shall  render  each  year  to  the 
Quadrennial  Advance  Committee  an  accurate  account  of  its  receipts 
and  disbursements  from  the  Advance  Program  Fund,  and  the  said 
Committee  shall  make  a  like  accounting  to  the  General  Conference  of 
1952. 

12.  The  Quadrennial  Advance  Committee  shall  have  power  to  alter 
any  details  of  administration  herein  set  forth,  provided  such  alteration 
is  approved  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Genei'al  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  and  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

Thus  the  Crusade  for  Christ  carries  on  in  the  Movement 
For  Christ  and  His  Church,  with  recommitment  to  Our 
Faith,  Our  Church,  Our  Ministry,  and  Our  Mission,  and 
an  Advance  that  will  undergird  our  Foreign  Mission  enter- 
prise and  provide  for  Church  Extension  and  overseas  relief. 
In  the  more  than  40,000  Methodist  churches  on  every  con- 
tinent, let  us  advance  For  Christ  and  His  Church  so  that 
hearts  may  be  strangely  warmed,  faith  inspired,  and  God's 
will  be  done  on  earth  as  it  is  in  heaven.

REPORT  OF  COMMISSION  ON 
ENTERTAINMENT 

Adopted  April  28.  See  Jounml,  Page  218. 

The  Commission  on  Entertainment  for  the  General  Con- 
ference of  The  Methodist  Church,  1948,  session,  presents 
for  your  consideration  the  following: 

1.  Your  Commission  did,  pursuant  to  authority  given  it 
by  the  General  Conference,  1944  session,  proceed  in  due 
time  and  form  to  select  the  city  in  which  the  1948  session 
of  said  Conference  would  be  held,  and  has  selected  the  city 
of  Boston,  Mass.;  that  it  has  designated  the  seat  of  the 
Conference  be  the  Mechanics  Hall  in  said  city,  and  recom- 
mends that  its  action  in  this  respect  be  approved. 

2.  That  it  has  allocated  the  seats  in  the  grand  hall  by 
lot  among  the  several  Conferences  of  said  Methodist  Church 
and  that  the  allocation  of  seats  as  published  in  the  seating 
plan  as  given  on  pages  5  and  6  of  the  Daily  Christian  Ad- 
vocate of  this  date,  April  28,  1948,  be  approved  as  the  offi- 
cial seating  plan  of  this  Conference,  subject,  however,  to 
such  minor  changes  as  may  be  found  necessary ;  and  your 
Commission  respectfully  requests  that  it  be  authorized  to 
make  from  time  to  time  such  adjustments  and  changes  as 
are  found  necessary. 

Par.  501 — Sec.  2  of  the  1944  Discipline  provides  "General 
or  Executive  Secretaries  of  the  General  Boards  of  the 
Church  who  are  not  elected  members  of  the  General  Con- 
ference shall  have  the  privilege  of  the  floor  on  matters  af- 
fecting the  interests  of  their  Boards,  but  without  vote  and 
at  the  expense  of  their  respective  Boards." 

In  accordance  with  this  provision  and  in  harmony  with 
the  titles  of  the  administrative  officers  of  the  various  Boards 
and  their  divisions,  your  Commission  has  provided  seats 
for  the  Executives  of  the  following: 

Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Evtensinn 

Division  of  Foreign  Missions 

Division  of  Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension 

Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Service 

Joint  Division  of  Education  and  Cultivation 
Board  of  Education 

Division  of  Educational  Institutions 

Division  of  the  Local  Church 

Editorial  Division 
Board  of  Temperance 
Board  of  Lay  Activities 
Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes 
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Board  of  Evangelism 
Board  of  Pensions 

It  is  the  feeling  of  the  Commission  on  Entertainment 
that  the  Par.  501,  Sec.  2,  in  using  the  words  "General 
Boards"  intended  to  include  all  of  the  administrative  agen- 
cies mentioned  in  Part  VII  of  the  Discipline  and  so  has 
provided  seats  also  for  the  following: 

Publishing  Agents 
Commission  on  World  Peace 
Commission  on  Ministenal  Training 
■   Department  of  Public  Information 

3.  That  it  has  suggested  meeting  places  for  the  Legis- 
lative Committees  of  the  Conference  in  Committee  rooms 
located  in  said  Auditorium,  nearby  Churches,  and  office 
buildings.  The  correct  list  of  said  meeting  places  is  pub- 
lished on  pages  3,  4,  and  5  of  the  Handbook  and  the  Com- 
mission recommends  that  its  suggestions  in  this  respect  be 
approved. 

4.  Your  Commission  has  provided  offices  for  the  Gen- 
eral Officers  of  the  Conference  and  a  place  of  meeting  for 
the  Judicial  Council  in  various  rooms  of  said  Auditorium, 
a  correct  list  of  which  is  published  in  the  Handbook  on 
pages  3,  4,  and  5,  and  your  Commission  respectfully  requests 
your  approval  of  its  action  in  this  respect. 

5.  Your  Commission  recommends  that  the  Bar  of  the 
Conference  be  fixed  to  include  that  portion  of  the  floor  on 
the  second  floor  of  said  Auditorium  which  has  been  assigned 
for  the  seating  of  official  delegates  to  said  General  Con- 
ference, including  the  platform,  as  shown  on  the  printed 
diagram  of  said  floor  and  shown  on  page  6  of  the  Daily 
Christian  Advocate  of  Wednesday,  April  28,  1948. 

6.  Your  Commission  has  provided  press  tables  in  front 
of  the  platform  and  we  recommend  that  the  representatives 
of  the  press  as  designated  from  time  to  time  by  this  Com- 
mission be  given  seats  at  these  tables. 

7.  Your  Commission  recommends  that  the  nine  (9) 
members  of  the  Judicial  Council  of  The  Methodist  Church 
be  seated  upon  the  platform  during  all  business  sessions  of 
the  Conference. 

8.  Your  Commission  recommends  that  Fraternal  Dele- 
gates and  distinguished  guests  be  seated  on  the  platform 
from  time  to  time  as  occasion  requires. 

9.  Your  Commission  recommends  that  the  date  and  place 
of  the  1952  sessions  of  the  General  Conference  be  fixed  by 
the  Commission  on  Entertainment  in  harmony  with  the 
provision  of  the  Discipline. 
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10.  Your  Commission  recommends  that  the  General  Con- 
ference vote  a  per  diem  of  $9.00  to  each  delegate  for  the 
days  he  is  in  attendance  upon  the  sessions  of  the  General 
Conference. 

11.  Your  Commission  requests  that  when  the  Council  of 
Bishops  makes  its  nomination  of  members  to  serve  on  the 
Commission  on  Entertainment  for  the  General  Conference 
of  1952  that  they  appoint  one  of  the  Bishops  to  convene  the 
Commission  for  organization  within  eighteen  months.

COMMITTEE  OF  FIFTEEN 

Adopted  May  6.  See  Journal,  Pages  332,  333. 

The  life  and  work  of  The  Methodist  Church  is  largely 
dependent  upon  a  succession  of  ministers  adequately  trained. 
Because  the  recruits  for  this  high  calling  were  not  as  nu- 
merous as  they  should  have  been  in  recent  years,  the  Church 
is  now  faced  with  a  disturbing  shortage  of  ministers.  Recent 
surveys,  as  well  as  the  growing  list  of  churches  left  "to  be 
supplied,"  bear  witness  to  this  serious  situation. 

The  tide  in  ministerial  recruitment  has  turned.  The  num- 
ber of  young  men  looking  to  our  ministry  has  been  greatly 
increased  through  the  efforts  by  our  Bishops  and  other 
leaders  during  the  past  quadrennium.  There  are  at  present 
more  pre-theological  students  in  our  schools  and  colleges 
than  has  been  the  case  for  many  years.  The  oncoming  of 
these  recruits  calls  attention  to  the  Church's  program  of 
ministerial  training.  An  adequate  program  of  training  is 
just  as  significant  as  a  plan  of  recruitment.  They  belong 
together  and  cannot  be  separated. 

For  the  professional  training  of  its  ministers,  the  Church 
has  established  ten  Schools  of  Theology.  In  order  to  secure 
an  objective  appraisal  of  their  programs,  these  schools 
joined  with  the  University  Senate  and  the  Council  of  Bish- 
ops in  conducting  a  survey  of  each  of  the  ten  institutions. 

The  surveyors  reported  that  several  of  these  schools 
could  be  classified  as  to  the  effectiveness  of  their  work  with 
the  first  10  of  more  than  200  institutions  of  similar  char- 
acter in  the  United  States.  They  added,  however,  that  some 
of  these  schools  must  be  strengthened  if  they  are  to  con- 
tinue and  that  none  of  the  schools  was  offering  as  rich  a 
program  of  theological  education  as  might  be  possible  if 
they  had  more  adequate  resources.  The  surveyors  suggested 
that  the  support  of  these  schools  by  the  Church  should  be 
increased  at  once  in  the  amount  of  $250,000  annually. 

The  General  Conference  took  action  on  Saturday,  May  1, 
authorizing  a  Committee  of  Fifteen  to  suggest  a  source,  or 
sources,  within  the  Church  from  which  additional  funds 
might  be  made  available  for  the  support  of  the  Schools  of 
Theology.  This  Committee  has  now  held  several  meetings 
and  has  canvassed  four  alternatives  which  seem  to  be  the 
only  sources  from  which  additional  funds  might  be  secured. 
These  sources  are: 

1.  An  additional  special  fund  of  $250,000  annually  apportioned  to 
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the  local  churches  under  the  general  head  of  ministerial  support  or  on 
some  other  basis. 

2.  An  increase  in  the  percentage  of  the  World  Service  dollar  avail- 
able for  theological  education. 

3.  Inclusion  in  the  askings  of  the  special  fund  For  Christ  and  His 
Church. 

4.  Establishment  of  another  special  Sunday  in  line  with  several 
others  now  observed  at  which  time  a  special  offering  would  be  taken 
for  the  support  of  theological  institutions. 

It  does  not  seem  expedient  to  your  Committee  at  this 
time  to  propose  any  one  of  these  four  alternatives  as  a  pos- 
sible source  of  additional  income.  There  is  strong  opposi- 
tion in  many  quarters  throughout  the  Church  to  another 
apportionment  or  another  Special  Day.  To  ask  for  a  larger 
share  of  the  World  Service  dollar  or  to  participate  in  the 
special  appeal  For  Christ  and  His  Church  would  seem  to 
some  to  set  the  cause  of  theological  education  over  against 
other  causes  worthy  of  Church-wide  support  in  this  time  of 
urgent  need.  To  propose  another  special  fund  in  the  light  of 
increased  askings  for  World  Service  and  the  additional  fund 
"For  Christ  and  His  Church"  would  not  meet  with  general 
favor  sufficient  to  secure  its  adoption. 

Your  Committee  reluctantly  accepts  the  above  conclusion 
with  the  full  knowledge  that  this  means  there  can  be  no 
immediate  help  given  to  these  schools  in  spite  of  their  great 
needs.  Our  action  if  adopted  also  means  that  this  General 
Conference  is  failing  to  provide  for  these  institutions  in 
keeping  with  the  mandate  given  by  the  Bishops  in  the  Epis- 
copal Address  to  the  effect  that  "the  Church  must  strength- 
en all  its  theological  institutions." 

Believing  as  we  profoundly  do  that  the  members  of  this 
General  Conference  as  well  as  the  membership  of  our  Meth- 
odist Churches  would  like  to  see  our  schools  of  theology 
strengthened  in  line  with  the  suggestions  of  the  surveyors 
and  of  the  Episcopal  Address,  we  therefore  recommend  that 
the  Association  of  Methodist  Schools,  in  co-operation  with 
a  Committee  to  be  appointed  by  the  Division  of  Educational 
Institutions  of  the  Board  of  Education  and  with  the  Stand- 
ing Committee  on  Theological  Schools  of  the  World  Service 
Commission,  be  asked  to  do  three  things  during  the  next 
quadrennium : 

1.  To  continue  the  study  of  the  Schools  of  Theology  in  our  Church 
and  to  review  the  entire  question  of  an  adequate  support  of  these  in- 
stitutions and  to  present  a  written  report  to  the  General  Conference 
of  1952  not  later  than  the  second  day  of  its  session. 

2.  To  conduct  a  joint  Church-wide  campaign  of  information  to  the 
end  that  the  laynien,  as  well  as  the  ministers  of  our  churches,  may  be 
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informed  concerning  the  work  and  the  needs  of  our  ten   schools   of 
theology. 

3.  To  make  an  appeal,  if  in  its  judgment  such  a  plan  seems  wise  and 
practical,  to  all  our  local  churches,  without  apportionment  of  any 
kind,  for  whatever  support  of  our  schools  of  theology  the  laymen  and 
the  minister  of  the  local  church  in  their  sole  discretion  are  ready  to 
contribute. 

This  report  is  submitted  with  the  hope  that  during  the 
third  year  of  the  quadrennium  when  the  ministry  is  to  be 
magnified  and  exalted,  these  schools  may  be  given  a  special 
opportunity  to  lay  their  needs  on  the  hearts  and  minds  of 
"the  people  called  Methodists"  in  such  compelling  fashion 
as  to  secure  a  more  adequate  support  for  the  work  they  are 
asked  to  perform  for  Christ  and  His  Church.

Your  Committee  commends  the  progress  made  by  the 
Methodist  Information  Service.  Their  releases  to  the  public 
press,  and  to  our  Methodist  publications,  have  served  to 
inform  the  Church,  and  to  bring  even  the  remotest  incidents 
of  significance  to  the  attention  of  the  entire  Church.  Your 
Committee  is  convinced  by  the  results  of  the  past  and  the 
possibilities  of  this  service  that  it  should  be  enlarged  until 
it  serves  with  increasing  effectiveness  every  section  of  the 
Church.  Methodist  News  should  be  made  available  to  Meth- 
odist people  in  the  cities  and  rural  areas  of  America,  and 
throughout  all  the  Church  outside  these  United  States.  To 
make  possible  a  more  complete  coverage,  and  give  the  widest 
publicity  to  the  activities  of  the  Church,  we  propose  and 
recommend  the  following : 

1.  The  General  Conference  approve  the  budget  of  $75,000.00  an- 
nually proposed  for  Methodist  Information  Service  by  the  World 
Sei'vice  Commission. 

2.  The  Methodist  Information  Service  shall  have  the  official  re- 
sponsibility of  offering  correct  information  to  the  public  press  in  I'e- 
spect  to  all  mis-statements  concerning  The  Methodist  Church  which 
have  been  printed  in  their  periodicals,  to  which  attention  is  called  in 
writing  by  at  least  five  members  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

3.  That  in  each  Episcopal  Area,  the  resident  Bishop,  in  consultation 
with  the  Director  of  Methodist  Information  Service,  may  designate  one 
or  more  persons  in  his  Aiea  to  co-operate  with,  and  to  serve  as  the 
representative  of  Methodist  Information  Service  in  giving  the  widest 
publicity  within  his  Episcopal  Area  to  the  news  releases  from  the 
Methodist  Information  Service.

tional  literature  were  referred  to  this  Committee  for  its 
study  and  instruction,  and  the  Committee  was  ordered  to 
report  its  recommendations  back  to  this  session  of  the  Gen- 
eral Conference. 

The  Memorials  before  this  Committee  came  from  every 
section  of  our  Church,  indicating  a  deep  concern  over  the 
apparent  lack  of  co-ordination  of  our  general  agencies  in 
their  effort  to  promote  efficiently  and  effectively  the  great 
program  of  The  Methodist  Church  throughout  its  constitu- 
ency and  present  a  challenge  to  the  masses  of  people  of  our 
Church  and  the  world  at  large. 

The  Memorials  ask  the  General  Conference  to  do  two 
things : 

1.  Broaden  public  relations  and  make  more  effective  the  publicity 
that  goes  to  the  public  press  and  which  is  put  on  the  radio  concerning 
the  activities  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

2.  Reduce  the  number  and  quantity  of  promotional  periodicals, 
leaflets  and  bulletins  that  are  now  going  to  our  ministers  and  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Church  fx'om  the  general  Boards,  Commissions  and 
Service  Agencies  of  the  Church. 

As  periodicals,  bulletins,  radio  and  newspaper  releases 
are  all  a  part  of  effective  publicity  and  essential  to  a  success- 
ful program  of  our  Church,  we  believe  that  the  problem 
raised  by  these  Memorials  is  a  larger  and  more  basic  one 
than  a  hasty  examination  of  the  situation  can  wisely  solve 
by  a  casual  study  made  with  the  information  at  hand  in  this 
busy  session  of  the  General  Conference.  Hasty  action  mak- 
ing arbitrary  decisions  could  result  in  severely  handicap- 
ping the  success  of  the  great  challenge  that  has  been  lifted 
up  before  our  people  by  your  action  in  adopting  the  quad- 
rennial program  "For  Christ  and  The  Church." 

It  is  your  Committee's  judgment  that  the  problem  which 
has  been  before  us  is  an  indication  of  a  much  larger  and  more 
basic  problem  than  an  adjustment  of  periodical  publications, 
and  some  simple  change  in  the  present  method  of  handling 
newspaper  publicity.  We  believe  that  the  lack  of  co-ordina- 
tion and  effectiveness  of  our  present  plan  of  promotion 
stems  from  certain  duplications  and  overlapping  of  the  pro- 
grams of  our  General  Boards,  Commissions,  and  Service 
Agencies,  and  until  these  conditions  are  corrected,  it  will 
be  impossible  to  correct  the  problem  referred  to  your  Com- 
mittee without  facing  the  possibility  of  jeopardizing  the 
program  of  the  Church. 

It  is  clearly  evident  from  the  numerous  Special  and  Inter- 
board  Committees  already  authorized,  or  proposed,  all 
seeking  to  study  and  correct  overlapping  and  duplication, 
and  to  effect  co-ordination — that  the  Boards  and  Agencies 
themselves  recognize  the  need  of  some  definite  action. 
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In  view  of  the  conclusion  of  your  Committee,  based  upon 
tJie  Memorials  referred  to  it,  we  present  for  your  considera- 
tion the  following  recommendations : 

1.  We  recommend  that  the  General  Conference  of  1948  set  up  a 
Commission  for  this  quadrennium  to  make  an  impartial  and  objective 
study  of  all  General  Boards,  Commissions  and  Service  Agencies  of 
The  Methodist  Church — the  study  to  be  a  complete  survey  of  their 
administrative  and  pi-omotional  programs,  including  publishing,  in- 
vestment policies,  relationships  of  departments  and  Divisions  of  each 
Board,  Commission  or  other  Agency,  and  their  relationship  to  other 
Boards  and  Agencies,  and  any  other  matters  that  the  Committee  may 
consider  pertinent  to  the  study  with  a  view  of  finding  ways  and  means 
to  reduce  duplication  and  over-lapping  and  to  increase  the  efficiency 
and  economy  of  the  operations  of  our  General  Boards,  Commissions 
and  Service  Organizations; 

2.  We  recommend  that  this  Commission  be  instructed  to  make  a 
full  report  of  its  activities,  findings  and  recommendations  to  the 
General  Conference  of  1952.  This  report  shall  be  published  not  later 
than  December  1,  1951,  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  of  Bishops  and  all  general  officers  of  the  Church,  and  of  those 
persons  elected  as  Delegates  to  the  General  Conference  of  1952. 

3.  We  recommend  that  this  Commission  be  composed  of  the  Bishops 
who  are  members  of  the  World  Service  Commission  for  the  quadren- 
nium 1948-52,  two  pastors,  and  two  lay  members  from  each  Jurisdic- 
tion, provided  that  no  member  of  a  General  Conference  Board,  Com- 
mission, or  Agency  and  no  salaried  employee  of  a  General  Jui'isdic- 
tional  or  Annual  Conference  Board  or  Agency  be  made  a  member  of 
this  Commission  but  that  staff  members  of  all  Board  and  Agencies  be 
available  at  the  call  of  the  Commission  as  resource  persons.  The 
members  of  the  Commission  are  to  be  nominated  by  the  Council  of 
Bishops  and  elected  by  the  General  Conference.  Vacancies  occurring 
during  the  quadrennium  shall  be  filled  by  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

4.  We  further  recommend  that  the  Commission  have  authority  to 
employ  a  professional  organization  to  assist  them  in  making  this  sur- 
vey and  study. 

We  recommend  that  the  necessary  expense  of  this  Com- 
mission, not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  $60,000.00  annually  as 
certified  by  its  Chairman  and  Secretary,  be  charged  against 
the  General  Administration  Fund  of  The  Methodist  Church.

REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON 
THE  STUDY  OF  THE  DISCIPLINE 

Adopted  April  30.  See  Journal,  Pages  233,  23If. 

The  creation  of  the  Committee  on  the  Study  of  the  Dis- 
cipline arose  out  of  the  necessity  and  desirability  of  har- 
monizing the  governmental  structure  of  our  working  or- 
ganization particularly  at  the  point  of  judicial  procedure. 
This  was  accomplished  in  large  part  in  the  General  Confer- 
ences of  1940  and  1944.  The  Committee  in  this  quadren- 
nium  has  given  careful  consideration  to  the  problems  in- 
volved. 

All  recognize  that  the  Book  of  Discipline  is  a  very  neces- 
sary and  useful  publication.  It  must  serve  the  local  church, 
the  General  Church,  the  ministry,  the  laymen.  It  should 
be  compact  and  yet  complete.  Careful  examination  reveals 
how  successfully  editors,  profiting  by  experience,  have  con- 
structed the  volume.  After  examination,  interrogation,  and 
survey  it  does  not  appear  that  any  essential  general  change 
is  necessary  in  the  form  and  order  of  the  Book  to  meet  the 
extensive  and  complicated  needs  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

Some  objection  had  been  raised  as  to  the  size  of  the 
volume.  A  shorter  form  was  published  during  the  quadren- 
nium  especially  prepared  for  the  average  layman.  This  has 
not  been  extensively  used.  Less  than  25,000  copies  have  been 
sold  as  compared  to  more  than  100,000  of  the  complete 
volume.  It  is  very  evident  that  both  ministers  and  laymen 
prefer  the  Book  of  Discipline  in  its  entirety. 

The  majority  of  changes  suggested  in  the  various  sections 
will  be  related  to  Boards  and  organizations  of  the  Church 
and  will  be  presented  naturally  in  due  form  as  Memorials  or 
by  way  of  General  Conference  Committees.  Because  of  our 
General  Conference  authorization  the  Commission  has  not 
given  consideration  to  this  field  and  we  have  recognized 
that  the  scope  does  not  include  the  work  committed  to  spe- 
cial groups  such  as  the  special  Commission  on  the  Study  of 
the  Local  Church. 

From  various  sources  suggested  changes  have  been  re- 
ceived. The  Committee  has  instructed  the  officers  to  forward 
these  suggestions  for  appropriate  action  to  the  Secretary 
of  the  General  Conference  as  Memorials  but  without  ap- 
proval or  disapproval  by  the  Committee. 

We  have  found  that  there  is  demand  that  a  few  promi- 
nent and  useful  facts  about  the  Church  as  to  present-day 
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membership,  contributions  and  organizations  be  included 
in  the  Discipline.  Such  a  tabulation  and  statement  should 
not  require  more  than  two  to  four  pages  and  might  be 
printed  immediately  after  the  .historical  statement,  or  even 
better  be  included  in  the  appendix.  When  laymen  or  minis- 
ters desire  to  know  the  total  membership,  Church  School 
enrollment,  the  complete  Crusade  or  World  Service  con- 
tributions, the  number  of  educational  and  philanthropic  in- 
stitutions, etc.,  a  convenient  answer  could  here  be  found.  We 
so  recommend. 

We  suggest  that  the  Decisions  of  the  Judicial  Council 
related  to  paragraphs  in  the  Discipline  be  referred  to  by 
notation  by  the  Editor  of  the  1948  Discipline. 

In  view  of  the  decreased  necessity  of  the  work  of  the 
Commission  now  that  the  United  Church  is  functioning  so 
successfully  we  recommend  the  discontinuance  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Study  of  the  Discipline  in  the  new  quadren- 
nium.

REPORT  NO.  1  OF  THE  GENERAL  COM- 
MISSION ON  WORLD  SERVICE 

Adopted  Paragraph  by  Paragraph  May  1.  See  Journal, 
Pages  2US,  2U7,  2U9. 

Recommendations  for  Changes  in  Legislation  as  made  by 
the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  to 
the  1948  General  Conference. 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
has  given  careful  consideration,  through  its  Committee  on 
Legislation,  to  the  laws  of  the  Church  under  which  it  oper- 
ates. Certain  changes  in  legislation  are  recommended.  No 
radical  change  is  suggested.  Many  of  the  changes  are  in 
the  interest  of  clarity.  Some  will  make  for  better  effective- 
ness in  the  working  of  the  Commission. 

There  follows  the  recommended  changes  which  are  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration  and  action. 

In  Paragraph  425,  delete  the  words  jurisdictional  bishops, 
Central  Conference  bishops,  missionary  bishops,  and  bishops 
of  affiliated  Methodist  churches,  which  shall  meet  ut  least 
once  in  each  quadrennium,  and  substitute  therefor  Bishops 
elected  by  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  and  Central  Confer- 
ences, and  Bishops  of  affiliated  autonomous  Methodist 
Churches,  which  shall  meet  in  each  quadrennium  immedi- 
ately prior  to  the  General  Conference,  on  call  of  the  Council 
of  Bishops.  In  case  of  an  emergency  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Conference  may  be  called  by  the  Council  of  Bishops  at  any 
time  during  the  quadrennium.  The  expense  shall  be  charged 
to  the  Episcopal  Fund.  The  travel  expense  of  Bishops  from 
Affiliated  Autonomous  Methodist  Churches  shall  be  paid  on 
the  same  basis  as  the  Bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

The  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read  : 

Paragi'aph  425,  There  shall  be  a  Conference  of  Methodist  Bishops 
composed  of  all  the  Bishops  elected  by  the  General,  Jurisdictional,  and 
Central  Conferences  and  Bishops  of  Affiliated  Autonomous  Methodist 
Churches,  which  shall  meet  in  each  quadrennium  immediately  prior  to 
the  General  Conference,  on  call  of  the  Council  of  Bishops.  In  case  of 
an  emergency  a  special  meeting  of  the  Conference  may  be  called  by 
the  Council  of  Bishops  at  any  time  during  the  quadrennium.  The 
expense  shall  be  charged  to  the  Episcopal  Fund.  The  travel  expenses  of 
Bishops  from  Affiliated  Autonomous  Methodist  Churches  shall  be  paid 
on  the  same  basis  as  the  Bishops  of  The  Methodist  Church.

Amend  Paragraph  736 — 1944  Disci])line  as  follows: 

In  line  one  delete  the  word  "Commission"  and  in  its  place 

insert  the  words,  "General  Commission  on  World  Service 

and  Finance." 

In  line  three  insert  following  the  word  "Treasurer,"  the 

words  "who  shall  also  be  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 

Commission,"  so  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

Par.  736.  The  officers  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-president,  a  Recording  Secre- 
tary, and  a  Treasurer  M'ho  shall  also  be  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
Commission,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Commission.  They  shall 
serve  until  the  adjournment  of  the  next  succeeding  quadrennial  session 
of  the  General  Conference  and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected 
and  qualify.  The  President,  Vice-president  and  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  from  the  membership  of  the  Commission.  The  Treasurer,  who  is 
an  employee  of  he  Commission  (par.  735),  shall  not  be  a  member  of 
the  same.  He  shall,  however,  sit  with  the  Commission  and  its  Executive 
(Committee  at  all  sessions  of  the  same,  and  shall  have  right  to  the  floor 
without  the  privilege  of  voting.  The  officers  shall  perform  the  duties 
uually  associated  with  their  respective  offices.  The  Commission  shall  be 
duly  incorporated. 

Amend  Paragraph  737 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  the  first  Paragraph  change  the  word  "Commission"  to 
the  words  "General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance"  so  that  the  first  sentence  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  meet 
annually,  and  on  call  of  the  President  or  a  majority  of  the  membership 
thereof." 

Insert  a  new  Paragraph  between  the  present  Paragraphs 
737  and  738  which  shall  read  as  follows : 

"Par.  After  consultation  Avith  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  the 

Council  of  Secretaries,  in  a  special  called  meeting,  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  submit  to  each  quadren- 
nial session  of  the  General  Conference,  for  its  action  and  determination, 
a  World  Service  Program  outlining  the  general  objectives  of  the  Church 
for  the  forthcoming  quadrennium." 

Amend  Paragi-aph  738 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  following  the  word  "Treasurer"  add  the 
words,  "of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance,"  so  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall,  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  session  of  each 
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Annual  Conference,  transmit  to  the  presiding  Bishop  thereof,  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance,  and  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  a  statement  of  the  apportion- 
ments to  the  Conference  for  the  World  Service  Fund,  the  General 
Administration  Fund,  and  the  Episcopal  Fund." 

Amend  Paragraph  740 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  two,  change  the  words,  "Commission  to  consist" 
to  read,  "General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
consisting  of"  so  that  the  sentence  as  amended  shall  read : 

"There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  consisting  of  the  officers  of  the  Com- 
mission and  six  members  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Commission." 

Amend  Paragraph  741 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

Following  the  word  "causes"  in  line  four  add  the  words 
"or  authorized  agencies." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"Prior  to  each  quadrennial  session  of  the  General  Conference  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  make  a  dili- 
gent and  detailed  study  of  the  needs  of  all  the  general  causes  or 
authorized  agencies  of  the  church  asking  to  be  included  in  the  World 
Service  Budget." 

Amend  Paragraph  742 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  six,  substitute  for  the  word  "Commission"  the 
words,  "General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows : 

"The  Executive  Secretary  or  other  duly  authorized  representative  of 
each  Board  and  Agency  of  The  Methodist  Church  requesting  support 
out  of  the  World  Service  Fund,  and  the  authorized  representative  of 
any  other  Agency  for  which  askings  are  authorized  by  the  General  Con- 
ference, shall  appear  before  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  at  a  designated  time  and  place  to  represent  the  cause  for 
which  each  is  responsible." 

Amend  Paragraph  743 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

Delete  the  entire  Paragraph  which  now  reads : 
"The  Commission,  after  7naki7ig  diligeyit  effort  to  secure 
full  information  regarding  the  general  causes  of  the  Church, 
in  order  that  none  may  be  neglected,  jeopardized,  or  ex- 
cluded, shall  recommend  to  the  General  Conference  for  its 
action  and  determinatioyi  the  amount  to  he  apportioned  in 
the  Annual  World  Service  Budget  for  each  Board  and  au- 
thorized Agency  of  the  Church.  The  total  amount  thus  des- 
ignated for  the  several  Boards  and  Agencies,  when  approved 
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bi/  the  General  Conference,  shall  be  the  Amiual  World  Serv- 
ice Budget  for  the  ensuing  qwadrennium.  The  Commission 
shall  recommend  also  to  the  General  Conference  for  its  ac- 
tion and  determination  a  plafi  and  schedule  for  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  receipts  on  the  World  Service  Budget  among  the 
several  Boards  and  Agencies." 

And  rewrite  it  so  as  to  read : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  make 
diligent  effort  to  secure  full  information  concerning  the  general  benev- 
olence and  service  causes  of  the  Church,  in  order  that  none  may  be  neg- 
lected, jeopardized,  or  excluded.  It  shall  study  in  relation  to  each  other 
the  proposed  programs  of  the  several  Boards  and  Agencies  as  pre- 
sented to  it  (Paragraph  742)  and  shall  withhold  approval  of  any  item  or 
items  for  inclusion  in  the  World  Service  Budget  which  in  its  judgment 
represents  unnecessary  duplication  of  activities  or  programs.  Basing  its 
judgment  of  needs  upon  the  programs  of  the  several  Boards  and  Agen- 
cies as  approved  by  it,  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  recommend  to  the  General  Conference  for  its  action  and 
determination  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  in  the  Annual  World 
Service  Budget  for  each  Board  and  authorized  Agency  of  the  Church. 
The  total  amount  thus  designated  by  the  General  Commission  for  the 
several  Boards  and  Agencies,  when  approved  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence, shall  be  the  Annual  World  Service  Budget  for  the  ensuing  quad- 
rennium.  The  Commission  shall  recommend  also  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence for  its  action  and  determination  a  plan  and  schedule  for  the 
distribution  of  the  receipts  for  the  World  Service  budget  among  the 
several  Boards  and  Agencies.  During  the  quadrennium  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  have  full  authority  to 
correlate  the  work  of  the  World  Service  Boards  and  Agencies  in  the 
interest  of  co-operation,  economy,  and  effectiveness  as  these  relate 
to  the  financial  interests  of  the  Church." 

Amend  Paragraph  745 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

Rewrite  the  Paragraph  which  now  reads : 
"Any  General  Board  or  Agency  requesting  the  privilege 
of  a  special  Church-wide  financial  appeal  during  the  quad- 
re7inium,  in  the  interest  of  its  ivork,  shall  present  such  re- 
quest to  the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
ivhen  the  askings  of  the  Board  or  Agency  for  the  ensuing 
quadrennium-  are  preserited,  and  the  Commission  shall  make 
recommendation  to  the  General  Conference  relating  thereto 
for  its  action  and  determination." 

So  that  the  rewritten  paragraph  shall  read : 

"Any  General  Board,  Cause,  Agency,  institution  or  any  organization, 
group,  officer  or  individual  of  The  Methodist  Church  desiring  or  pro- 
posing to  make  a  special  Church-wide  financial  appeal  during  the 
quadrennium  or  at  any  time  in  the  interim  of  the  quadrennial  sessions 
of  the  General  Conference,  shall  present  a  request  for  authorization  to 
make  such  appeal  to  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance,  when  the  askings  of  the  regular  Boards  and  Agencies  are 
presented  as  provided  in  Paragraph  742.  The  General  Commission  shall 
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then  report  such  request  to  the  General  Conference  with  a  recommen- 
dation for  its  action  thereon.  ('Special  appeal'  shall  be  understood  to 
mean  any  appeal  other  than  the  general  appeal  for  support  of  the 
World  Service  program  as  represented  in  the  World  Service  Budget. 
See  Paragraph  743)  ('Church-wide  appeal'  shall  be  understood  to  mean 
any  appeal  to  the  Church  at  large,  however  it  may  be  made,  except  ap- 
peals to  such  special  groups  as  alumni  of  an  educational  institution.)" 

Amend  Paragraph  746 — 1944  Disciplme  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  delete  the  word  ''Commission"  and  insert  in 
its  place  the  words,  "General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  also 
recommend  to  the  General  Conference  the  days  in  connection  with  the 
Church-wide  observance  of  which  the  taking  of  special  offerings  shall 
be  authorized,  and  in  the  case  of  each  shall  recommend  whether  or 
not  the  receipts  derived  therefrom  shall  be  credited  to  the  contributing 
church  as  a  part  of  its  world  service  apportionment,  and  charged  against 
the  claims  of  the  Board  or  Agency  receiving  the  same.  All  such  recom- 
mendations are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General  Conference." 

Amend  Paragraph  747 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

Rewrite  the  last  part  of  the  Paragraph  beginning  on  line 
seven,  page  172,  which  now  reads : 

'Wo  General  Board,  or  institution  (stick  as  a  school,  col- 
lege, university,  or  hospital),  or  other  cause  or  hiterest  of 
the  Church  shall  7nake  a  special  Church-wide  appeal  for 
funds  tvithout  the  approval  of  the  General  Conference,  or, 
in  the  interim  betiveen  General  Conferences,  without  the 
approval  by  majority  vote  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  of 
the  Geyieral  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance." 

So  that  the  amended  portion  of  the  Paragraph  shall  read  : 

"No  General  Board,  cause,  agency,  institution  or  any  organization, 
group,  officer,'  or  individual  employed  by  The  Methodist  Church  or 
any  of  the  authorized  groups  of  The  Methodist  Church  shall  make  a 
Church-wide  financial  appeal  in  the  interim  of  the  quadrennial  ses- 
sions of  the  General  Conference  unless  authorized  as  provided  in 
Paragraph  745,  except  with  the  approval  of  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  and  the  Council  of  Bishops.  In  cases  of 
emergency  the  Executive  Committee  of  either  of  these  bodies  may 
act  in  such  matter  for  the  body  itself  but  only  by  a  three-fourths 
vote.  (See  Paragraph  745.)" 

Amend  Paragraph  751 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  eight  following  the  words  "General  Boards  and 
Agencies"  add  the  words  "and  the  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance." 

In  line  five,  at  the  top  of  page  173  of  Paragraph  751 
change  the  word  "first"  to  the  word  "prior." 
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So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Boards  and  Agencies  participating  in  the  World  Serv- 
ice Fund  shall,  severally  and  co-operatively,  promote  throughout  the 
Church  the  World  Service  program  and  the  causes  represented  there- 
in. To  the  end  that  duplication,  overlapping  and  competition  may  be 
eliminated,  the  work  of  promotion  is  especially  committed  to  the  Ex- 
ecutive Secretaries  of  the  said  participating  General  Boards  and  Agen- 
cies and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance,  organized  as  a  Council  of  Secretaries.  The 
Council  shall  co-ordinate  the  promotion  of  the  causes  represented  in 
the  total  World  Service  Program  of  the  Church,  shall  prepare  and 
publish  such  materials  as  will  inform  our  people  concerning  the  same, 
and  shall  use  such  means  as  they  judge  to  be  most  effective  to  enlist 
their  full  hearty  support.  The  expense  of  the  promotion  committed  to 
the  Council  of  Secretaries  shall  be  a  prior  claim  on  the  World  Service 
Fund,  and  shall  be  payable  before  distribution  is  made  to  the  respec- 
tive Boards  and  Agencies." 

Amend  Paragraph  757 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  three  following  the  words  "Judicial  Council"  add 
the  words  "Statistical  Office,"  and  at  the  close  of  the  Para- 
graph add  the  following : 

"Any  Board,  Agency  or  institution,  requiring  or  desiring 
support  from  the  General  Administration  Fund  shall  pre- 
sent its  case  for  the  same  to  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  at  a  time  and  place  which  will 
be  indicated  by  the  officers  of  the  Commission.  The  Commis- 
sion having  heard  such  requests  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  General  Conference  with  recommendations  for  its  action 
and  determination." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Administration  Fund  shall  provide  for  the  expenses 
of  the  sessions  of  the  General  Conference,  of  the  Judicial  Council,  of 
the  Statistical  Office,  and  such  General  Conference  Commissions  and 
Committees  as  may  be  constituted  by  the  General  Conference,  and  for 
such  inter-church  causes  and  other  activities  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  General  Conference.  Any  Board,  Agency  or  institution  requiring  or 
desiring  support  from  the  General  Administration  Fund  shall  present 
its  case  for  the  same  to  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  at  a  time  and  place  which  will  be  indicated  by  the  officers 
of  the  Commission.  The  Commission  having  heard  such  requests  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  General  Conference  with  recommendations  for 
its  action   and  determination." 

Amend  Paragraph  759 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  substitute  for  the  words  "commission"  the 
words  "General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance." 

So  that  the  sentence  shall  read : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  ap- 
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portion   among  the   several   Annual    Conferences   of  the    Church   the 

total    General    Administration    Budget,    as    approved  by    the    General 

Conference,  by  the  same  ratio  and  percentage  that  each  Conference 
shares  in  the  total  world  service  budget." 

Amend  Paragraph  760 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

At  the  close  of  the  present  Paragraph  add  the  words 
"Where  the  General  Conference  has  not  allocated  definite 
sums  to  Commissions  and  Agencies  receiving  money  from 
the  General  Administration  Fund,  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance,  or  its  Executive  Commit- 
tee, shall  have  authority  to  determine  the  amount  to  be 
allocated  to  each." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  disburse  the  funds  received  by  him  for  the  General  Ad- 
ministration Fund  as  authorized  by  the  General  Conference  and  as 
directed  by  the  Commission.  Where  the  General  Conference  has  not 
allocated  definite  sums  to  Commissions  and  Agencies  receiving  money 
from  the  General  Administration  Fund,  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance,  or  its  Executive  Committee,  shall  have 
authority  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  allocated  to  each." 

(Par.  763  below  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Lay 
Activities  and  Temporal  Economy  for  consideration  and 
action. — Editor. ) 

Amend  Paragraph  763 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  three  of  the  Paragraph  eliminate  the  words  "Pas- 
tors" and  after  the  word  "paid"  in  same  line,  add  the  words 
"to  the  minister  or  ministers." 

In  line  four  of  the  Paragraph  change  the  word  "Commis- 
sion" to  read  "General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance." 

In  line  five,  eliminate  the  word  "Pastors"  and  substitute 
in  its  place  the  word  "ministers." 

In  lines  eleven  and  thirteen  delete  the  words  "and  every." 

In  line  fourteen,  eliminate  the  words  "Pastors"  and  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  sentence,  add  the  words  "to  the  minister 
or  ministers  employed  by  the  charge;  provided  that  the 
apportionment  shall  be  subject  to  such  adjustment  during 
the  quadrennium  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the  General 
Conference." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Episcopal  Budget  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  charges, 
of  the  whole  Church  in  proportion  to  the  current  cash  salary  paid  to 
the  minister  or  ministers  annually  by  each.  The  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  estimate  what  percentage  of  the 
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total  ministerial  salaries  paid  by  the  entire  Church  will  yield  an 
amount  equal  to  the  estimated  Episcopal  Budget,  and  shall  make  recom- 
mendations to  the  General  Conference  concerning  the  same  for  its 
action  and  determination.  When  such  percentage  has  been  approved 
by  the  General  Conference,  it  shall  be  the  basis  of  the  annual  appor- 
tionment against  each  charge  of  the  Church  for  the  Episcopal  Fund. 
The  apportionment  against  each  charge  shall  be  an  amount  equal  to  the 
approved  percentage  of  the  current  annual  cash  salary  paid  to  the 
minister  or  ministers  employed  by  the  charge;  provided  that  the  appor- 
tionment shall  be  subject  to  such  adjustment,  during  the  quadren- 
nium,  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the  General  Conference." 

Amend  Paragraph  765 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  one,  following  the  word  "Treasurer"  insert  the 
words  "of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  pay  monthly  the  claim  for  the  official  travel  of  each 
Bishop  or  Missionary  Bishop,  upon  presentation  of  an  itemized 
voucher." 

Amend  Paragraph  767 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  lines  eight,  nine  and  ten  eliminate  the  words  "Chair- 
man of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  of  the  same"  and  substitute  therefor  the  words  "the 
Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund." 

In  line  twelve,  eliminate  the  words  "said  Commission" 
and  substitute  therefor  the  words  "General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"Should  any  retired  Bishop,  in  the  interim  of  the  quadrennial  ses- 
sions of  his  Jurisdictional  Conference,  be  called  into  active  service  by 
the  Councl  of  Bishops  and  assigned  to  active  Episcopal  duty  (Par.  436 
No.  4),  he  shall  be  entitled  to  remuneration  for  such  service  out  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund.  In  event  of  such  assignment  of  a  retired  Bishop  to 
active  Episcopal  duty,  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall 
notify  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  giving  full  information  as  to  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  work 
assigned  him.  On  the  basis  of  this  information  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  or  its  Executive  Committee  shall  deter- 
mine what  salary  remuneration  and  what  expense  allowance  shall  be 
allowed  the  Bishop  concerned  during  the  period  of  his  active  service. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund  shall  make  remittances  to  him 
accordingly." 

Amend  Paragraph  770 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  two  strike  out  the  words  "aid  in  standardizing" 
and  substitute  therefor  the  words  "established  standard- 
ized." 
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In  line  three,  strike  out  the  word  "formulating,"  and  sub- 
stitute therefor  the  words,  "shall  formulate." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  estab- 
lish standardized  annuity  rates  and  shall  formulate  policies  for  the 
writing  of  annuities  by  institutions  and  agencies  operating  under  the 
auspices  of  The  Methodist  Church." 

Amend  Paragraph  771 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

Delete  Paragraph  771  which  reads : 

"The  Commission  may  receive,  take  title  to,  sell,  dispose 
of,  or  hold  absolutely  or  in  trust,  property,  real  and  persoyial, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  World  Service  Fund,  the  General  Ad- 
ministration Fund,  or  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  The  Methodist 
Church  and  for  proper  distribution  among  the  causes  sup- 
ported by  these  Funds." 

In  its  place  insert  the  following : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  may  re- 
ceive, take  title  to,  collect  or  hold  absolutely  or  in  trust  for  the  benefit 
of  the  World  Service  Fund,  the  General  Administration  Fund,  the 
Episcopal  Fund  of  The  Methodist  Church  or  any  other  Fund  or  Funds 
properly  committed  to  its  care,  or  for  proper  distribution  among  the 
causes  supported  by  these  Funds,  any  and  all  donations,  bequests  and 
devises  of  any  kind  or  character,  real  or  personal,  that  may  be  given, 
devised  or  bequeathed,  or  conveyed  unto  said  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance,  and  to  administer  the  same  and  the  in- 
come therefrom  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  donor,  trustor 
or  testator. 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  also 
have  power  to  invest,  re-invest,  buj%  sell,  transfer  and  convey  any  and 
all  Funds  and  properties  which  it  may  hold  absolutely  or  in  trust; 
subject  always  to  the  terms  of  the  legacy,  devise  or  donation." 

Amend  Paragraph  772 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  two,  substitute  for  "Commission,"  the  name, 
"General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance"  and, 
at  the  close  of  the  Paragraph,  add  the  following  words : 

"If  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  discover  what,  in  its  judgment,  is  unneces- 
sary duplication  of  activities  or  lack  of  correlation  in  the 
programs  of  several  Boards  and  Agencies  in  relation  to 
each  other  it  shall  promptly  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Boards  or  Agencies  involved  to  the  situation  and  shall  co- 
operate with  them  in  correcting  the  same.  The  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance,  when  so  authorized  by  the  said  Commission,  shall 
decline  to  supply  from  the  World  Service  Treasury  money 
to  continue  activities  which  have  been  held  hy  the  Commis- 
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sion  to  duplicate  unnecessarily  each  other  or  plainly  violate 
the  principle  of  correlation  as  applied  to  the  total  benevo- 
lence program  of  the  Church." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  rewritten  shall  read : 

"In  the  event  of  any  inter-board  disagreement  on  matters  of  policy 
and  program  involving  World  Service  funds,  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  act  as  arbiter.  It  shall  also  consider 
any  complaints  from  contributors,  whether  they  be  individuals  or 
organizations.  If  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  discover  what,  in  its  judgment  is  unnecessary  duplication 
of  activities  or  lack  of  correlation  in  the  programs  of  the  several 
Boards  and  Agencies  in  relation  to  each  other  it  shall  promptly  direct 
the  attention  of  the  Executive  Secretaries  of  the  Boards  or  Agencies 
involved  to  the  situation  and  shall  co-operate  with  them  in  correcting 
the  same  and  may  decline  to  supply  from  the  World  Service  Treasury 
money  to  continue  activities  which  have  been  held  by  the  Commission  to 
duplicate  unnecessarily  each  other  or  plainly  violate  the  principle  of 
correlation  as  applied  to  the  total  benevolence  program  of  the  Church." 

Add  a  new  Paragraph  following  Paragraph  772  which 
shall  read  as  follows  : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  is  author- 
ized to  set  up  a  Committee  composed  of  three  members  of  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  and  two  members  of  the 
Council  of  Secretaries,  on  "Wills,  Bequests  and  Gifts,"  which  Com- 
mittee shall  prepare  materials,  develop  mailing  lists  and  take  such 
actions  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  encourage  Methodists  to  pro- 
vide for  their  continued  interest  in  World  Service,  or  one  or  more 
of  the  World  Service  Agencies,  through  bequests  and  gifts.  The  ex- 
pense of  this  Committee  shall  be  a  part  of  the  prior  claim  for  promo- 
tion of  the  World  Service  Fund  as  indicated  in  Paragraph  751." 

Add  a  new  Paragraph  to  be  inserted  between  Paragraphs 
772  and  773  to  read  as  follows : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
recommend  to  each  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  a  uniform  procedure  for  presenting  its  report  to  the 
Annual  Conference  and  shall  prepare  a  form  for  the  guidance  of  the 
Annual  Conference  Treasurer  in  making  his  annual  statement  in  the 
Conference  Journal  and  Year   Book." 

Amend  Paragraph  774 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  six,  strike  out  the  word  "may"  and  substitute 
therein  the  word  "shall," 

In  line  seven,  immediately  following  the  words  "service* 
vouchers,"  add  a  new  sentence  to  read,  "World  Service 
Boards  and  Agencies  (or  any  individual,  Committee,  Com- 
mission, Agency,  or  Board  authorized  to  make  a  Church- 
wide  appeal  for  funds),  not  equipped  to  issue  World  Serv- 
ice Special  Gift  vouchers,  shall  channel  all  special  gifts 
through  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance." 
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Add  at  the  close  of  the  Paragraph  the  sentence:  "Indi- 
viduals soliciting  funds  for  World  Service  projects  shall 
channel  the  money  received  through  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  or  the 
Treasurer  of  the  appropriate  Board  or  Agency." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"Individual  donors  or  local  churches  may  make  special  gifts  to  the 
support  of  any  cause  or  project  which  is  a  part  of  the  work  of  any  one 
of  the  World  Service  Boards  or  Agencies.  Such  gifts  shall  not  apply 
on  the  benevolence  apportionment  of  any  local  church.  They  shall, 
however,  be  acknowledged  by  Special-gift  World  Service  vouchers. 
World  Service  Boards  and  Agencies,  or  any  individual,  Committee, 
Commission,  Agency  or  Board  authorized  to  make  a  Church-wide 
appeal  for  funds,  not  equipped  to  issue  World  Service  Special-gift 
vouchers,  shall  channel  all  special  gifts  through  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance.  Such  special-gift 
vouchers  shall  be  credited  in  the  Special-Gift  World  Service  column 
in  the  Conference  minutes.  Special  gifts  shall  not  be  charged  against 
the  Board  or  Boards  receiving  them  in  the  ratio  distribution  of  the 
on-apportionment  Benevolences.  Special  gifts  may  be  sent  directly  to 
the  Board  or  Agency  concerned,  or  to  the  central  treasury  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance.  The  Board  or 
office  issuing  a  Special-gift  voucher  shall  send  at  the  same  time  a 
duplicate  voucher  to  the  central  treasury  for  forwarding  to  the  Confer- 
ence Treasurer.  Bequests,  gifts  on  the  annuity  plan,  gifts  to  perma- 
nent funds,  and  gifts  for  property  shall  be  classified  as  Special  gifts. 
Individuals  soliciting  funds  for  World  Service  projects  shall  channel 
the  money  received  through  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  or  the  Treasurer  of  the  appropriate 
board  or  agency,  which  Board  or  Agency  shall  issue  the  proper  vouch- 
ers." 

Delete  Paragraph  775  of  the   1944  Discipline. 

(Note — Par.  775  was  not  deleted.  See  Journal,  page  332. — Editor.) 

Amend  Paragraph  776 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  three,  preceding  the  word  "Commission,"  add  the 
word  "General." 

So  that  the  amended  Paragraph  shall  read : 

"The  authorized  world  service  Boards  and  Agencies  may  solicit 
additional  or  special  gifts  from  individual  donors  or  special  groups. 
The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  have 
power  to  limit  the  total  amounts  that  may  be  thus  solicited  by  any 
Board  or  Agency  during  any  one  year,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mission such  action  is  necessary." 

Amend  Paragraph  780 — 1944  Disciplive  as  follows: 

Following  the  word  "all"  at  the  end  of  line  six,  add  the 
words  "Conference  Benevolence  and  Service." 

At  the  close  of  the  Paragraph  add  the  sentence,   "All 
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Boards  and  Agencies  or  any  authorized  Conference-wide 
appeal,  receiving  financial  support  from  Conference  Be- 
nevolences shall  make  to  the  Annual  Conference  Commis- 
sion on  World  Service  and  Finance  audited  reports  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements  in  such  detail  and  at  such  times 
as  the  Commission  may  direct." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Chairman  of  each  Conference  Board  or  Agency,  or  other  duly 
authorized  representative,  shall  have  opportunity  to  represent  the 
claims  of  each  Board  or  Agency  before  the  Conference  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance.  The  Commission  shall  make  diligent  effort 
to  secure  full  information  regarding  all  Conference  Benevolence  and 
Service  Causes,  that  none  may  be  neglected,  jeopardized,  or  excluded, 
and  shall  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  its  action  and 
determination  the  total  amount  to  be  apportioned  for  Conference 
Causes,  and  included  in  the  Conference  Benevolence  Budget.  All  Boards 
and  Agencies  or  any  authorized  Conference-wide  appeal,  receiving 
financial  support  from  Conference  Benevolences  shall  make  to  the 
Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  audited 
reports  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  thereof  in  such  detail  and 
at  such  times  as  the  Commission  may  direct." 

Amend  Paragraph  781 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  following  the  first  word  "The"  add  the  word 
"Conference,"  so  that  the  amended  Paragraph  shall  read : 

"The  Conference  Commission  shall  also  recommend  to  the  Annual 
Conference  for  its  action  and  determination  the  amount  or  the  per- 
centage of  the  total  sum  of  the  Conference  Benevolence  Budget  which 
shall  be  apportioned  to  each  cause  included  in  the  said  budget." 

Amend  Paragraph  782 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  add  the  word  "Conference"  after  the  first 
word  "The." 

In  line  nine,  following  the  word  "shall,"  add  the  words, 
"include  a  statement  of  the  percentage  for  World  Service 
and  the  percentage  for  Conference  Benevolences  and  shall." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Annual  Conference  Commission,  upon  receiving  from  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
a  statement  of  the  amount  apportioned  that  Annual  Conference  for 
World  Service,  shall  combine  the  World  Service  apportionment  and 
the  approved  Annual  Conference  Benevolence  Budget  (Paragraph  780) 
in  one  total  sum  to  be  known  as  World  Service  and  Annual  Conference 
Benevolences.  The  total  World  Service  and  Annual  Conference  Benev- 
olence Budget  thus  established  shall  include  a  statement  of  the  per- 
centage for  World  Service  and  the  percentage  for  Annual  Conference 
Benevolences  and  shall  be  distributed  annually  among  the  Districts  or 
charges,  by  the  method  determined  by  the  Annual- Conference  (Para- 
graph 783),  and  by  such  divisions  and  ratios  as  the  Conference  may 
approve.  A  like  distribution  shall  be  made  of  Jurisdictional  Confer- 
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ence  apportionments  and  any  other  apportionments  that  have  been 
properly  made  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The  distribution  of  all  ap- 
portionments mentioned  in  this  Paragraph  shall  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Annual  Conference." 

Amend  Paragraph  783 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  one,  following  the  word  "The"  add  the  words 
"Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance" 
so  that  the  amended  Paragraph  shall  read : 

"The  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
shall  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  its  action  and  determin- 
ation whether  the  apportionments  referred  to  in  Paragraph  782  shall 
be  made  by  the  Commission  to  the  Districts  only,  or  to  the  charges  of 
the  Conference.  If  the  apportionments  are  made  by  the  Commission  to 
the  Districts  only,  then  the  distribution  to  the  charges  of  each  District 
shall  be  made  by  the  District  Stewards.  The  Conference  may  order 
that  the  entire  distribution  to  all  charges  of  the  Conference  be  made  by 
the  District  Superintendents." 

Amend  Paragraph  785 — 1944  Disciplme  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  following  the  first  word  "The"  and  the  word 
"Conference"  and  in  the  same  line,  following  the  word 
"Commission"  add  the  words  "World  Service  and  Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read: 

"The  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
shall  include  in  its  recommendations  to  the  Annual  Conference  the 
amounts  computed  by  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  (Paragraph 
1613)  as  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  for  annuity  payments  and  relief." 

Amend  Paragraph  786 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

(Note — Par.  786  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Lay  Activities 
and  Temporal  Economy  for  consideration  and  action.  See  Page  248. 
— Editor. ) 

In  line  one,  following  the  first  word  "The"  add  the  word 
"Conference"  and  in  the  same  line  following  the  word 
'Commission"  add  the  words,  "World  Service  and  Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
shall  at  each  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  report  to  the  Conference 
the  standard  percentage,  based  on  current  annual  cash  salarv  paid  to 
the  minister  or  ministers  under  appointment  by  the  Bishop,  approved 
by  the  General  Conference  and  apportioned  to  each  charge  in  the  An- 
nual Conference  for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  as  set  forth  in  Paragraph  763." 

Amend  Paragraph  787 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  following  the  word  "Commission"  add  the 
words  "on  World  Service  and  Finance." 
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So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
upon  receiving  from  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  a  statement  of  the  amount  apportioned  to  the  Annual  Con- 
ference for  the  General  Administration  Fund  (I'aragraph  738),  shall 
apportion  the  same  to  the  several  Districts  or  charges  of  the  Confer- 
ence, using  the  same  method  and  percentages  adopted  for  distributing 
the  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolence  Budget  (Paragraph 
783)." 

Amend  Paragraph  791 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  eight,  delete  the  words  "proportionate  share  of 
each"  and  insert  in  their  place,  the  words,  "ratio  of  each 
established  by  the  Annual  Conference." 

So  that  the  sentence  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Annual  Conference  Treasurer  shall  each  month  divide  the 
total  amount  thus  received,  setting  aside  the  proper  amount  for  World 
Service  and  the  proper  amount  for  Annual  Conference  Benevolences, 
according  to  the  ratio  of  each  established  by  the  Annual  Conference 
in  the  total  World  Service  and  Annual  Conference  Benevolence  Budg- 
et." 

Amend  Paragraph  802 — 1944  Discipliyie  as  follows : 

(Note — Par.  802  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Lay  Activities 
and  Temporal  Economy  for  Consideration  and  action.  See  page  249. 
See  Report  No.  24  of  the  Committee  on  Lay  Activities  and  Temporal 
Economy,  page  473. — Editor.) 

Add  as  a  last  sentence  the  following:  "The  apportion- 
ment for  the  Episcopal  Fund  is  based  upon  the  cash  salary 
paid  to  the  minister,  or  ministers,  employed  by  the  Charge." 

So  that  the  amended  Paragraph  shall  read : 

"Each  Annual  Conference  shall  determine  what  plan  and  method 
shall  be  used  in  distributing  the  apportionments  for  District  Superin- 
tendents and  Conference  Claimants  to  its  several  Districts  and  charges, 
whether  by  percentages  based  on  the  pastor's  current  salary  paid  or 
by  some  other  method.  The  apportionment  for  the  Episcopal  fund  shall 
be  based  upon  the  cash  salary  paid  to  the  minister  or  ministers  em- 
ployed in  each  charge." 

Amend  Paragraph  1139 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  lines  eight,  nine  and  ten,  strike  out  the  words  "and  a 
representative  from  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  or  from  the  Central  Treasury." 

In  line  four  following  the  words  "Book  Editor"  place  a 
comma  and  add  the  following  "one  the  treasurer  of  the  Gen- 
eral Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Conference  shall  elect  quadrennially  a  Commission  on 
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Records,  Forms  and  Statistical  Blanks  to  consist  of  nine  members,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  the  Book  Editor,  one  the  Treasurer  of  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  and  one  the  Director  of  the 
Statistical  Office,  and  six  members  nominated  by  the  Council  of  Bishops 
who  shall  consist  of  one  Annual  Conference  Treasurer,  one  Annual 
Conference  Statistician,  one  pastor,  one  layman,  and  two  District 
Superintendents,  selected  to  represent  the  major  geographical  sections 
of  the  Church."

A.  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE  REPRESENTATION  ON  THE  GENERAL 
BOARDS  AND  COMMISSIONS 

In  compliance  with  a  mandate  of  the  1944  General  Con- 
ference, the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  has  made  a  study  of  the  Central  Conference  Rep- 
resentation on  the  General  Boards  and  Commissions;  and 
respectfully  submits  the  following  report : 

At  the  1944  General  Conference  the  following  report  re- 
ferred to  as  Report  No.  36  dealing  with  Memorial  No.  7 
was  presented  as  follows : 

"Resolved  that  the  Central  Conference  of  Southern  Asia  memorial- 
ize the  General  Conference  to  provide  for  the  representation  on  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  or  at  least  those 
Central  Conferences  which  have  a  Christian  community  of  450,000  or 
over,  within  the  provision  for  six  members  at  large  found  in  Paragraph 
820  of  the  1940  Discipline.  This  need  not  be  the  same  person  for  four 
years,  but  any  such  pei'sons,  lay  or  ministerial,  as,  from  time  to  time, 
the  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conference  concerned  may  find  easily 
available  for  the  meetings." 

The  foregoing  Memorial  was  referred  by  the  1944  Gen- 
eral Conference  Committee  on  Membership,  Lay  Activities 
and  Temporal  Economy,  which  made  the  following  recom- 
mendation to  the  1944  General  Conference  which  was  ap- 
proved : 

"Whereas,  there  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Membership, 
Lay  Activities  and  Temporal  Economy  a  Memorial  from  the  Central 
Conference  of  Southern  Asia  requesting  representation  on  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance; 

"Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  be  instructed  to  make  a  study  of  the  question  of 
representation  from  the  Central  Conferences  on  the  General  Boards 
and  Commissions  of  the  Church  and  to  report  its  findings  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  1948  session  of  the  General  Conference." 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
has  made  a  careful  study  of  all  of  the  issues  involved  in  the 
above  Resolution  and  after  such  study  is  of  the  opinion  that 
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representation  from  the  Central  Conferences  on  the  General 
Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  Church  is  inadvisable  at 
this  time  for  the  reasons,  first,  such  representation  is  im- 
practical and  secondly,  the  financial  expense  involved  in 
such  representation  would  be  far  too  great  to  justifj^  such 
representation. 

Your  Commission  therefore  recommends  to  the  1948  Gen- 
eral Conference  that  the  request  of  the  Central  Conferences 
for  representation  on  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  and  the  other  General  Boards  and 
Commissions  of  the  Church  be  M^ithheld. 

B.  MINIMUM  SALARY  REPORT 

(Note — The  entire  Section  under  "B"  was  referred  (page  263)  to 
the  Committee  on  Lay  Activities  and  Temporal  Economy  for  consid- 
eration and  action.  See  their  Report  No.  20.  Page  ^IQ.' Editor.) 

By  action  of  the  1944  General  Conference,  all  Memorials 
dealing  with  "Minimum"  and  "Basic  Salary"  plans  were 
referred  to  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  for  study  and  report. 

During  the  quadrennium,  a  Committee  of  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  has  given  this 
very  careful  and  extended  study. 

In  harmony  with  the  Memorials,  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  presents  the  following  as  the 
legislative  changes  and  additions  which  will  be  necessary 
if  approval  is  given  to  the  requests  for  strengthening  mini- 
mum support  and  if  permissive  legislation  is  granted  An- 
nual Conferences  for  the  establishment  of  a  "Basic  Sal- 
ary" plan. 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
transmits  this  Report  to  the  General  Conference  with  the 
recommendations  that  it  be  approved. 

The  proposed  legislation  follows : 

I.  MINIMUM  SALARY  REVISIONS 

Amend  by  deleting  Pars.  806-809  inclusive  and  substi- 
tuting the  following  therefor: 

Par.  806  Minimum  Salary  Plan.  1.  Each  Annual  Conference,  after 
careful  study  of  its  needs  and  its  sources  of  income  for  ministerial 
support  shall  adopt  a  schedule  of  minimum  support  for  its  Pastors, 
including  fulltime  Accepted  Supply  Pastors,  subject  to  such  rules  and 
regulations  as  the  Conference  may  adopt  which  do  not  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  legislation  as  here  set  forth.  The  schedule  may 
allow  for  differences  in  living  conditions,  number  of  dependents  in  the 
Pastor's  family,  or  any  other  variants  as  directed  by  the  Annual 
Conference. 

2.  In  so  far  as  practicable,  this  schedule  of  minimum  support  shall 
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be  observed  by  the  Bishops  and  District  Superintendents  in  arranging 
charges  and  making  appointments. 

3.  The  minimum  support  fund  secured  as  hereinafter  prescribed 
shall  be  used  to  provide  for  each  full-time  Pastor,  whose  salary  from 
the  pastoral  charge  is  less  than  the  minimum  support  as  determined 
by  the  schedule,  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  salary 
apportioned  by  the  pastoral  charge,  plus  supplementary  aid  from 
other  sources,  and  the  amount  of  the  minimum  support  indicated  for 
such  Pastor  according  to  the  schedule.  Such  payments  shall  be  made 
from  a  Conference  treasury  established  by  the  Conference  for  1hat  pur- 
pose. 

4.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
estimate  the  total  amount  necessary  to  maintain  the  schedule  of 
minimum  support  for  the  Pastors  thereof  as  adopted  by  the  Confer- 
ence, which  total  amount  shall  be  apportioned  as  an  item  of  ministerial 
support  to  the  Districts  or  pastoral  charges  as  the  Annual  Conference 
may  determine. 

5.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  or 
some  other  agency  created  or  designated  by  the  Conference  for  that 
purpose  shall  administer  the  minimum  support  plan  and  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  collecting  and  disbursing  the  funds. 

Par.  808  Sustentation  Fund.  An  Annual  Conference  may  establish  a 
Sustentation  Fund,  which  shall  be  administered  by  the  Conference 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance,  for  the  purpose  of  provid- 
ing emergency  aid  to  the  ministers  of  the  Conference  who  may  be  in 
special  need.  On  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  the  amount  needed  for  this  purpose  may  be 
apportioned  to  the  pastoral  charges  as  the  Conference  may  determine. 


Amend  Par.  261  by  adding  the  words  ''and  for  the  Mini- 
mum Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claimants" 
in  line  24,  so  that  the  sentence,  as  amended,  will  read  : 

"The  apportionments  to  the  charge  for  the  General  Administration 
Fund,  for  District  Superintendents,  for  Conference  Claimants  and  for 
(he  Minimum  Salary  Fund  are  not  subject  to  change  or  alteration  by 
the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  local  church.." 

Amend  Paragraph  264,  la,  by  deleting  the  words  "and 
local  expense,"  in  line  1,  and  by  deleting  the  remainder  of 
the  sentence  after  the  words  "Conference  Claimants"  in 
line  4,  and  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the  Minimum 
Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claimants," 
line  4,  so  that  the  section  as  amended  will  read  : 

"a)  Ministerial  Support,  which  shall  include  Pastor's  salary  and 
suitable  provision  for  a  dwelling;  apportionments  for  District  Superin- 
tendents, Bishops  and  Conference  Claimants;  and  for  the  Minimum 
Salary  Fund." 

Amend  Paragraph  802  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the 
Minimum  Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants" so  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read : 

"Par.  802.  Each  Annual  Conference  shall  determine  what  plan  and 
method  shall  be  used  in  distributing  the  apportionments  for  the  sup- 
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port  of  District  Superintendents  and  Conference  Claimants  and  for 
the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  to  its  several  Districts  and  charges,  whether 
by  a  percentage  based  on  the  Pastor's  current  salary  paid  or  by  some 
other  method." 

Amend  Paragraph  803  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the 
Minimum  Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants" line  2,  and  also  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants" in  line  11  so  that  the  sentence,  as  amended,  will  read: 

"Par.  803.  When  the  apportionments  for  Bishops,  District  Superin- 
tendents, and  Conference  Claimants  and  for  the  Minimum  Salary 
Fund  for  the  several  Districts  and  charges  have  been  determined, 
payments  made  to  the  same  in  each  pastoral  charge  shall  be  exactly 
proportional  to  the  amount  paid  on  Pastor's  salary.  The  Treasurer 
or  Treasurers  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall  accordingly  make  pro- 
portional distribution  of  the  funds  raised  in  that  charge  for  the  support 
of  the  ministry,  and  remit  monthly,  if  practicable,  and  quarterly  at 
the  latest  (Par  789),  the  items  for  Bishops,  District  Superintendents, 
and  Conference  Claimants  and  for  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  to  the 
proper  Treasurer  or  Treasurers." 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
transmits  this  report  to  the  General  Conference  with  the 
recommendation  that  it  be  approved. 

The  proposed  legislation  follows : 

II.  pastor's  automobile  expense 

Amend  Paragraph  180  No.  3,  by  placing  a  period  after 
the  word  "minister"  in  line  7  and  deleting  the  remainder  of 
the  sentence. 

Amend  Paragraph  180  No.  4,  by  adding  a  hyphen  (-) 
and  the  word  "church"  after  the  word  "local"  in  line  5,  and, 
by  adding  the  following  words  "including  provision  for 
necessary  office  expense  and  for  the  cost  of  operating  a  car 
in  the  work  of  the  parish"  after  the  word  "expenses"  in 
line  5,  so  that  the  phrase  between  the  commas  in  line  5  will 
read: 

"local-church  expenses  including  provision  for  necessary  office  ex- 
pense and  for  the  cost  of  operating  a  car  in  the  work  of  the  parish." 

Amend  Par.  264  by  renumbering  lb  as  Ic. 

Amend  Par.  264  by  adding  a  new  section  to  be  numbered 
lb,  as  follows : 

"b)  Local  Church  Expense,  which  shall  include  all  current  expense 
items  of  the  local  church  such  as  necessary  office  expense,  cost  of  oper- 
ating a  car  in  the  work  of  the  parish,  employed  helpers,  supplies  of  all 
kinds,  repairs  and  other  items  that  properly  belong  to  local  current 
expense;" 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance, 
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after  extensive  study,  set  up  the  following  suggested  legis- 
lation for  "A  Basic  Salary  Plan"  and  transmits  the  same  to 
the  General  Conference  without  recommendation  or  preju- 
dice for  its  consideration  and  action. 

III.   BASIC  SALARY   PLAN 

Paragraph  807  Basic  Salary  Plan.  An  Annual  Conference  may  by 
a  two-thirds  majority  vote  at  any  regular  session  adopt  A  Basic 
Salary  Plan  for  the  support  of  its  active  itinerants  and  Supply  Pastors 
who  are  giving  their  full  time  to  the  ministry  of  the  church,  provided, 
however,  that  it  shall  not  institute  the  Basic  Salary  Plan  until  the  plan 
has  been  approved  and  ratified  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  Quarterly  Conferences  present  and  voting  in  seventy-five  per  cent 
of  the  pastoral  charges  of  such  Conference.  The  District  Superintend- 
ents shall  certify  to  the  Conference  Secretary  the  results  of  the  votes 
taken  in  the  several  Quarterly  Conferences. 

1.  The  "Basic  Plan  shall  provide  an  established  salary  schedule  for 
the  support  of  the  regular  Active  Itinerants  and  Supply  Pastors  giving 
their  full  time  to  the  ministry  of  the  church,  which  may  allow  for 
differences  of  living  conditions,  number  of  dependents  in  the  family, 
and  other  variants.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Commis- 
sion on  World  Service  and  Finance  the  Basic  Salary  Schedule  may  be 
changed  from  time  to  time  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ence. 

2.  The  Conference  Commission  on  AVorld  Service  and  Finance  shall 
estimate  the  amount  necessary  to  provide  such  ministerial  support  as 
may  be  required  by  the  schedule  adopted,  which  amount  shall  be  dis- 
tributed as  an  apportionment  to  the  Districts  or  pastoral  charges  by 
a  method  to  be  determined  by  the  Conference. 

3.  The  amounts  due  from  the  pastoral  charges  on  apportionment 
shall  be  paid  to  a  Conference  treasury  established  for  that  purpose  and 
all  Basic  Salaries  due  shall  be  paid  from  that  treasury.  The  basic 
salary  provided  for  each  minister  concerned  shall  constitute  his  entire 
salary  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

4.  Any  pastoral  charge,  which  has  made  adequate  provision  for 
paying  it  apportionments  for  all  ministerial  support  items  in  full,  may 
augment  the  basic  support  of  its  pastor. 

5.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
administer  the  Basic  Salary  Plan  and  shall  be  responsible  for  collecting 
and  disbursing  the  funds. 

Amend  Paragraph  763  by  adding  the  following  Para- 
graph : 

"In  such  Annual  Conferences  as  may  adopt  the  Basic  Salary  Plan 
for  ministerial  support,  the  apportionment  for  the  Episcopal  Fund  to 
the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  an  amount  equal  to  the  approved  per- 
centage of  the  total  current  cash  salaries  paid  to  the  pastors  thereof 
which  amount  shall  be  distributed  to  the  pastoral  charges  as  the 
Annual  Conference  may  determine." 

Amend  Paragraph  788,  by  adding  the  following: 

"In  such  Annual  Conferences  as  may  adopt  the  Basic  Salary  Plan 
for  ministerial  support,  the  support  for  the  several  District  Superin- 
tendents thereof  shall  be  included  therein.  The  amounts  necessary  to 
provide  for  suitable  dwelling,  travel  and  office  expense  may  be  included 
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in  the  Basic  Salary  Budget  or  apportioned  separately  as  the  Confer- 
ence may  determine." 

Amend  Paragraph  1623  1,  by  adding  the  following: 

"In  such  Annual  Conferences  as  may  adopt  a  Basic  Salary  Plan 
•  for  ministerial  support,  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  prospective 
annuity  disbursements  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  pastoral  charges 
either  as  a  percentage  of  the  amount  for  the  Basic  Salary  Budget  or 
or  on  the  basis  of  a  graduated  scale  to  be  determined  by  the  Confer- 
ence." 

C.  A  Resolution  Presented  by  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 

(Note— This  Resolution  was  adopted  May  3,  1948.  (See  Page  263.) 
On  May  8,  1948,  this  action  was  rescinded  (see  Page  450),  because  the 
General  Conference  created  a  Commission  to  study  such  matters.  See 
Report  No.  2,  Committee  of  Thirty-one.  See  Journal,  page  449. — 
Editor.) 

Following  an  extended  survey  made  by  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance  during  the  quad- 
rennium  1940-44,  this  Commission  presented  to  the  1944 
General  Conference  a  recommendation  substantially  as 
stated  below.  Unfortunately  this  resolution  was  a  part  of  a 
larger  report  which  the  General  Conference  ordered  re- 
ceived and  made  a  part  of  the  record ;  hence  no  action  was 
taken. 

Your  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
now  repeats  the  recommendation  in  the  following : 

A  resolution  calling  for  a  commission  to  study  the  be- 
nevolence program   of  the   METHODIST  CHURCH 

Whereas,  it  is  apparent,  from  a  study  of  the  Benevolence  income  of 
the  whole  Church  that  there  does  not  exist  in  The  Methodist  Church 
any  consistent  plan  for  the  making  of  a  Benevolence  policy  applicable 
to  the  Church  as  a  whole;  and 

Whereas,  many  organizations  within  the  Church  have  the  power  to 
inaugurate  and  maintain  benevolence  institutions  and  organizations; 
and 

Whereas,  there  is  an  overlapping  of  the  duties  and  emphases  of  the 
World  Service  Boards  and  Agencies  as  now  constituted; 

Therefore,  be  it  resolved,  that  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  be  instructed  to  make  a  study  of  the  whole  benev- 
olence program  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  several  Boards  and 
Agencies  to  which  it  execution  is  committed  with  a  view  to  achieving 
a  large  measure  of  economy,  efficiency  and  productiveness,  through 
elimination  of  overlapping,  duplication  and  lack  of  co-ordination;  said 
study  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  quadrennium  and  report  thereof 
made  to  the  General  Conference  of  1952.

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
presents  to  the  General  Conference  the  following  recom- 
mendations concerning  the  Episcopal  Fund  Budget  for  the 
quadrennium  beginning  June  1,  1948. 

I.   JURISDICTIONAL  BISHOPS 

1.  The  salary  of  an  effective  Bishop   shall  be  $9,000.00  per  year, 

2.  The  allowance  for  a  retired  bishop  or  missionary  bishop  shall  be 
$3,600.00  per  year. 

3.  The  allowance  for  the  widow  of  a  deceased  bishop  or  missionary 
Bishop  shall  be  $2,100.00  per  year  provided  that  prior  to  the  death  of 
her  husband  she  had  been  his  wife  for  a  period  of  at  least  fifteen 
years  while  he  was  in  the  effective  ministry  of  The  Methodist  Church 
as  a  Bishop  or  a  travelling  preacher.  The  allowance  for  the  widow  of 
a  deceased  Bishop  or  Missionary  Bishop,  who,  prior  to  the  death  of 
her  husband  has  been  his  wife  for  a  shorter  period  than  fifteen  years 
while  he  was  an  effective  minister  of  The  Methodist  Church,  shall  be 
determined  on  the  basis  of  that  fraction  of  the  said  fifteen  years, 
during  which  she  was  his  wife. 

4.  The  amounts  to  be  allowed  for  the  support  of  minor  children  of 
deceased  Bishops  shall  be  determined  in  each  case  by  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance. 

5.  For  an  Episcopal  residence  furnished  an  effective  Bishop,  where 
the  residence  is  held  for  The  Methodist  Church  by  a  Board  of  Trustees 
there  shall  be  allowed  annually  the  sum  needed  to  cover  the  cost  of 
maintenance;  provided  however,  that  during  the  period  when  an  Area 
or  Conference  is  paying  oft"  a  lien  against  an  Episcopal  residence,  the 
fair  rental  value  of  the  residence  may  be  paid  to  the  trustees  monthly; 
the  total  for  the  year  not  to  exceed  $2,000.00.  When  a  Conference  or 
Area  Committee  furnishes  an  Episcopal  residence,  or  a  residence  is 
secured  by  the  Bishop  himself,  there  shall  be  allowed  annually  the 
sum  needed  to  cover  actual  rental  cost,  provided  this  shall  not  exceed 
$2,000.00  per  year. 

6.  For  secretarial  and  office  expense  each  effective  Bishop  shall  be 
allowed  annually  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $2,700.00. 

7.  Cost  of  "official  travel"  of  each  effective  Bishop  shall  be  paid 
upon  presentation  of  an  itemized  statement  of  expense.  "Official 
Travel"  shall  be  interpreted  to  include  all  official  travel  within  the 
assigned  Area  including  the  cost  of  long  distance  telephone  calls, 
telegrams,  and  postage,  and  such  official  travel  outside  the  Area  for 
the  work  of  The  Methodist  Church  as  are  not  paid  for  by  the  General 
Boards  and  Commissions.  Travel  outside  the  area  for  addresses  and 
lectures  for  which  honorarium  is  received  is  not  "official  travel." 

8.  Bishops  elected  by  a  Jurisdictional  Conference  and  assigned  to 
Areas  outside  the  United  States  shall  be  paid  the  expense  of  travel 
of  the  wife  and  minor  children  to  the  Area  headquarters.  The  travel 
expense  of  the  Bishop  will  be  paid  to  one  meeting  of  the  Council  of 
Bishops  in  the  interim  between  General  Conferences.  One  round  trip 
passage  for  his  wife  will  be  paid  in  each  quadrennium.  Travel  expense 
of  minor  children  will  be  paid  when  returning  to  the  United  States  for 
college. 
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9.  Travel  expense  incurred  by  a  retired  Bishop  resident  in  the 
United  States  in  attending  the  meetings  of  the  General  and  Jurisdic- 
tional Conferences  and  of  the  semi-annual  meetings  of  the  Council  of 
Bishops  shall  be  paid. 

II.    CENTRAL    CONFERENCE    BISHOPS 

1.  The  General  Commission  on  World  Sei'vice  and  Finance,  in 
compliance  with  Paragraph  574  of  the  1944  Discipline,  shall  make  to 
each  Central  Conference,  when  necessary,  such  remittances  as  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  determine. 
Due  consideration  shall  be  given  of  the  representation  made  by  the 
Central  Conferences  of  their  authorized  representatives  concerning 
the  needs  of  each. 

2.  The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
determine  what  sum  shall  be  paid  from  the  Episcopal  Fund  for  the 
support  of  the  several  retired  Central  Conference  Bishops,  and  the 
widows  of  Central  Conference  Bishops.  Where  term  episcopacy  has 
been  established,  the  General  Episcopal  Fund  shall  give  consideration 
only  to  those  years  during  which  a  minister  has  served  as  a  Bishop. 
Retirement  allowances  shall  be  made  from  the  Episcopal  Fund  only 
after  a  Central  Conference  Bishop  has  reached  the  age  of  retirement 
as  set  by  the  Central  Conference  or  has  been  retired  for  physical 
disability.  In  no  case  shall  automatic  retirement  take  effect  before 
the  65th  birthday. 

3.  Travel  expenses  will  be  paid  each  Central  Conference  Bishop 
attending  the  sessions  of  the  General  Conference  and  the  meeting  of 
the  Council  of  Bishops  held  in  connection  therewith,  and  one  other 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  during  the  ensuing  quadrennium. 

4.  Travel  expense  for  one  round  trip  to  the  United  States  during  the 
quadrennium  \vi\\  be  paid  a  wife  of  a  Central  Conference  Bishop;  pro- 
viding the  original  home  of  the  wife  is  in  the  United  States. 

III.    INCREASE    OR  DECREASE   DURING    QUADRENNIUM 

The  amounts  above  authorized  are  subject  to  increase  or 
decrease  during  the  quadrennium,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  a 
three-fourths  majoritj^  of  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance,  economic  conditions  make  necessary 
a  change. 

IV.  TRAVEL  EXPENSE  VOUCHERS 

1.  Any  and  all  travel  expense  will  be  paid  only  upon  the  presenta- 
tion of  an  itemized  statement. 

V.   APPORTIONMENT   FOR  THE   EPISCOPAL   FUND 

1.  The  apportionment  for  the  quadrennium  shall  be  a  sum  equal  to 
one  and  three  quarters  percent  of  the  cash  salary  (not  including  house 
allowance)  paid  to  the  minister  or  ministers  of  each  charge  throughout 
the  entire  Church,  the  same  to  become  effective  in  each  Annual  Con- 
ference at  its  first  session  after  August  1,  1948.  For  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences meeting  between  the  adjournment  of  the  General  Conference 
and  August  1,  1948,  the  apportionment  for  the  year  1947-1948  shall 
apply  for  the  Conference  year  of   1948-1949.  The  General   Commis- 
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sion  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  be  authorized  to  increase  or 
decrease  the  rate  of  apportionment  during  the  quadrennium  as  may 
become  necessary  or  advisable,  providing  that  the  rate  shall  not  be 
increased  above  2^/4  percent. 

The  estimated  annual  requirment  for  this  Fund  during  the  ensuing 
quadrennium  is  $893,300.  The  estimated  return  upon  the  foregoing 
proposed  apportionment  is  $833,620.00  Any  annual  deficit  will  be  paid 
from  the  reserve. 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  is  directed 
to  alter  the  provisions  of  Section  V  so  as  to  conform  to  any  new  legis- 
lation that  may  be  adopted  by  this  General  Conference. 

VI.  DETERMINATION   OF  VALIDITY   OF   CLAIMS 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  shall  act  for  the  Commission, 
within  the  authority  conferred  upon  it  by  the  Commission, 
in  determining  the  validity  of  any  claims  upon  the  Episco- 
pal Fund  which  may  be  presented  during  the  ensuing  quad- 
rennium.

Your  Commission  makes  the  additional  further  recom- 
mendations : 

1.  That  the  corporation  empowered  to  set  up  the  pension  plan  for 
lay  church  workers  be  authorized,  on  presentation  of  a  monthly  state- 
ment of  expense  to  draw  upon  the  General  Administration  Fund  in 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  $15,000  annually. 

2.  That  out  of  the  fund  set  aside  for  General  Conference  Expenses

Travel  in  the  United  States  in  reaching  the  seat  of  the 
General  Conference  shall  be  the  same  as  for  residents  of  the  United

8.  That  the  above  total  sum  be  apportioned  among  the  Annual 
Conferences  of  the  Church  by  the  same  ratio  and  percentages  as  are 
used  m  apportioning  the  total  World  Service  budget  (see  par  759  1944 
Discipline),  and  that  apportionments  for  this  General  Administration 
b  und  Budget  shall  not  be  subject  to  change  or  revision  either  by  the 
Annual  Conferences  or  by  the  charges  or  local  churches 

9.  The  several  interests  included  in  the  Annual  Budget  of  the  Gen- 
eral Administration  Fund  shall  participate  in  the  receipts  for  that 
^und  in  proportion  to  the  amounts  allocated  to  them  respectively 
All  Items  m  the  Budget  of  the  General  Administration  Fund,  except- 
ing the  General  Conference  expenses  shall  be  limited  to  the  quad- 
rennial total  for  each  item,  but  this  shall  not  be  interpreted  to  mean 
that  payments  m  any  one  year  may  not  exceed  the  annual  budget  item.

In  the  war  emergency  days  of  the  1940-44  quadrennium, 
the  Council  of  Bishops  set  up  "The  Fellowship  of  Suffering 
^^':^..y^^^^.  ^^^^  ^^^  ^  request  for  a  voluntary  offering 
-U  T.  5?^  ^1^^^  Communion  Service,  the  same  to  be  called 
The  Fellowship  of  Suffering  and  Service"  and  to  be  divided 
as  follows:  50  per  cent  for  Overseas  Relief,  25  per  cent  for 
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a  Commission  on  Chaplains  and  25  per  cent  for  a  Commit- 
tee on  Camp  Activities, 

Bishop  W.  W.  Peele,  Chairman  of  the  Fellowship  of  Suf- 
fering and  Service,  appeared  before  the  General  Commis- 
sion on  World  Service  and  Finance,  at  its  pre-General  Con- 
ference meeting,  setting  forth  the  continued  need  for  this 
offering. 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
recognizes  the  splendid  service  rendered  by  The  Methodist 
Church  through  this  program ;  commends  the  service  given 
by  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  recommends  to  the  General 
Conference  the  continuance  of  "The  Fellow^ship  of  Suffer- 
ing and  Service"  offerings  during  the  quadrennium  1948-52. 

No.  6.  Miscellaneous  Recommendations 
Adopted  May  3.  See  Journal,  Page  271. 

1.  Recommendations  on  the  Relation  of  the  World  Service 
Agencies  to  Annual  Conference  Agencies. 

a.  We  recommend  that  during  the  next  quadrennium  a  study  be 
undertaken,  under  the  direction  of  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance,  between  the  World  Service  Agencies  and  the  com- 
parable Conference  Agencies  seeking  to  discover  and  eliminate  un- 
necessary duplication  of  services;  this  study  to  be  undertaken  in  the 
interest  of  co-operation  and  economy  of  effort  and  money. 

b.  We  recommend  that  each  Annual  Conference  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  be  requested  to  include  in  the  Conference 
benevolence  budget  only  such  items  as  are  clearly  of  a  benevolence  or 
missionary  character.  In  vievi^  of  the  decreasing  percentage  which  is 
annually  being  set  aside  for  World  Service,  the  Conference  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  is  urged  to  use  every  effort  to  protect 
the  general  missionary  and  benevolence  interests  of  the  Church.  Ad- 
ministrative items,  resulting  from  the  connectional  program  of  the 
Church,  should  be  raised  separately,  and  not  combined  or  confused 
with  the  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolence  Budget. 

2.  Recommendations  on  Payments  to  Theological  Schools. 

We  recommend  that  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commis- 
sion on  World  Service  and  Finance  be  authorized  to  dis- 
tribute the  share  of  the  Theological  Schools  in  the  World 
Service  funds  according  to  the  ratio  approved  by  the  Asso- 
ciation of  Theological  Schools. 

3.  Recommendations  on  Budgets.  We  recommend  that  the 
Annual  Budget  for  the  General  Commission  on  World  Serv- 
ice and  Finance  be  $7,500.00,  and  that  the  Annual  Budget 
for  the  Central  Receiving  Treasury  be  $52,840.  In  view  of 
the  uncertain  conditions  prevailing  and  in  order  to  permit 
the  Commission  to  care  for  emergencies  arising  during  the 
quadrennium,  we  recommend  that  the  General  Commission 
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on  World  Service  and  Finance  be  authorized  to  adjust  the 
foregoing  Budgets  as  the  emergency  or  need  may  require. 

4.  Recommendations  on  Administration  Fund.  We  recom- 
mend that  the  Central  Receiving  Treasurer  keep  a  record  of 
payments  of  the  General  Administration  Fund  as  made  by 
each  Annual  Conference,  and  that  the  deficit  or  surplus  of 
one  or  more  years  be  added  or  subtracted  (as  the  case  may 
be)  to  the  apportionment  of  the  next  succeeding  year,  the 
same  to  be  based  upon  the  World  Service  fiscal  year,  so  that 
each  Annual  Conference  shall  be  called  upon  to  pay  in  full, 
for  the  quadrennium,  the  amount  apportioned.  We  further 
recommend  that  this  plan  be  initiated  by  adjusting  the  ap- 
portionment for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  June  1,  1948,  in 
the  amount  of  the  deficit  or  surplus  (as  the  case  may  be) 
accruing  for  the  quadrennium  closing  May  31,  1948.

Report  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  to  the  General  Conference  relating  to  the  World 
Service  Budget  for  the  quadrennium  1948  to  1952.  (See 
Discipline,  Paragraphs  741-743  and  748.) 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
has  through  its  Treasurer  reported  the  achievement  of  our 
Church  during  the  quadrennium  now  nearing  its'  end  in 
terms  of  the  gifts  of  our  people  for  our  World  Service  and 
other  related  causes,  an  achievement  which  is  encouraging. 
Our  hearts  are  gladdened  as  we  consider  what  these  mil- 
lions have  meant  and  will  mean  in  terms  of  human  well- 
being,  temporal  and  spiritual,  and  in  terms  of  a  contribu- 
tion to  the  progress  of  the  Kingdom  and  Gospel  of  Christ. 
We  are  deeply  grateful  that  God  has  thus  prospered  His 
work  in  our  hands  as  a  Church. 

Looking  to  the  coming  quadrennium  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance  has  called  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  World  Service  Boards  and  Agencies  to 
appear  before  it  and  report  to  it  their  respective  require- 
ments for  the  quadrennium  1948  to  1952  in  order  that  they 
may  accomplish  the  tasks  for  which  they  were  severally 
created  as  they  appraise  the  same  in  relation  to  the  needs 
and  opportunities  with  which  they  are  confronted. 
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Having  sympathetically  and  yet  critically  heard  these  re- 
ports, and  studied  them  earnestly  and  prayerfully,  the  Gen- 
eral Commission  recommends  to  the  General  Conference 
that  the  sum  of  the  Annual  World  Service  Budget  for  The 
Methodist  Church  for  the  quadrennium  1948-1952  shall  be 
33  1/3  per  cent  more  than  the  amount  fixed  for  this  budget 
for  the  quadrennium  1944  to  1948,  or  $7,903,379,  and  it 
recommends  that  the  share  of  this  apportioned  to  each  An- 
nual Conference  shall  be  a  sum  equal  to  the  World  Service 
apportionment  given  it  for  the  quadrennium  1944-1948  plus 
33  1/3  per  cent  of  the  same. 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
further  recommends  that  money  received  in  payment  of  the 
foregoing  apportionments  beginning  June  1,  1948,  shall 
be  distributed  in  accordance  with  the  following  schedule: 

I.  First  Claims  shall  be  made  on  the  regular  World  Serv- 
ice Funds  for  the  expense  of  promotion  and  for  the  World 
Service  share  of  the  expenses  of  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  and  the  Central  Office. 

II.  Fixed  sums  shall  be  paid  annually  from  the  regular 
World  Service  receipts  as  follows :

To  the  Board  of  Pensions,  Mo.  Corp 61,880 

To  the  Board  of  Pensions,  111.  Corp.  for  aid  in  provid- 
ing pensions  for  Deaconesses,  to  be  administered 
by  the  Woman's  Division  of  the  Board  of  Missions 
and   Church   Extension    32,000 

Total     $179,651 

The  Treasurer  shall  pay  one  twelfth  of  the  foregoing 
amounts  each  month  to  the  Boards  indicated. 

III.  The  balance  of  the  receipts  for  the  regular  World 
Service  program  shall  be  distributed  according  to  the  fol- 
lowing ratios :

*  From  the  receipts  of  the  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  Mount 
Sequoyah  Assembly  is  to  receive  one-fourth  of  1  per  cent  annually,  and  not  to  exceed 
$4,000  annually.  It  is  recommended  that  this  allowance  be  discontinued  not  later 
than   the  close  of  this   next  quadrennium,   or  May   31,    1952. 

**  Two  per  cent  of  the  total  realized  from  this  ratio  shall  be  paid  each  year  to 
Scarritt  College  for  Christian   Workers,   and  not  to  exceed   $4,000   annually. 
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The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
wishes  to  say  most  distinctly  and  emphatically  that  it  does 
not  regard  the  sum  $7,903,379  as  even  an  approximately 
accurate  indication  either  of  the  needs  of  our  World  Serv- 
ice Agencies  or  of  what  our  people  should  give  to  meet  those 
needs.  Receipt  of  this  sum  each  year  during  the  quadren- 
nium  will,  in  the  judgment  of  the  General  Commission,  en- 
able the  several  Boards  and  Agencies  only  to  consolidate 
and  continue  the  work  they  are  doing,  whereas,  the  need 
and  opportunity  for  increased  service  in  the  United  States 
and  overseas  as  represented  by  the  Boards  and  Agencies 
to  the  Commission  surpass  those  of  any  other  period  within 
the  memory  of  living  men.  The  Commission  therefore  chal- 
lenges the  General  Conference  and  the  Church  to  hope  and 
expect  and  determine  that  the  sum  represented  by  this 
budget  and  these  apportionments  shall  be  regarded  by  our 
people  as  representing  only  the  needs  of  a  maintenance  pro- 
gram and  provide  resources  in  excess  of  these  apportion- 
ments sufficient  to  finance  a  program  creditable  to  a  world 
Church  in  this  day  of  world  chaos.

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
presents  to  the  General  Conference  the  following  report  on 
Methodist  Overseas  Relief. 

The  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  was  created 
by  the  1940  General  Conference,  continued  by  the  1944  Gen- 
eral Conference,  and  was  designed  to  aid  the  Church  in 
meeting  the  needs  occasioned  by  the  war.  The  need  for 
Overseas  Relief  continues  to  exist. 

The  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  in  a  report  signed 
by  Bishop  Herbert  Welch,  presented  to  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance,  at  its  pre-General 
Conference  meeting,  a  statement  of  the  principles  upon 
which  Overseas  Relief  had  been  distributed  and  a  statement 
of  needs  for  this  next  year. 

The  immediate  needs  for  the  year  1948-49  total  $2,080,- 
000.00.  The  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  suggests  that 
the  money  may  be  forthcoming  through  : 

Direct  Gifts .  .     $1,000,000 

Communion   Offerings    300,000

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
make  the  following  recommendations  concerning  offerings 
taken  in  connection  with  Special  Days : 

1 — The  Fourth  Siniday  Offeiniig,  or  World  Service  Sunday  Offering 
is  authorized  to  be  taken  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of  each  month  in  the 
church  school  for  the  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolence  Budg- 
et, the  same  to  be  remitted  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  for  proper 
division  between  World  Service  and  Conference  benevolences.  (Para- 
graph 187  (7)  and  Paragraph  268  of  1944  Discipline). 

2 — -One  Sunday  in  each  year  shall  be  observed  by  the  church  school 
as  Methodist  Student  Day  (formerly  Children's  Day  or  College  Day) 
with  an  offering  for  the  Student  Loan  and  Scholarship  Fund,  and  is 
not  to  receive  World  Service  credit.  (Paragraph  197 — 1944  Dis- 
cipline). 

3 — As  a  means  of  educating  the  Church  in  regard  to  better  race 
relations  and  the  needs  of  Negro  schools,  a  Special  offering  shall  be 
taken,  preferably  on  the  second  Sunday  in  February,  to  be  known  as 
a  Race  Relations  Offering,  the  same  to  be  sent  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  This  offering  shall  not  receive  World  Service 
credit.  (Paragraph  198  of  1944  Discipline.) 

4 — One  Sunday  in  each  year  shall  be  observed  as  Church  School 
Rally  Day  when  an  offering  shall  be  taken,  the  same  to  be  used  as 
directed  in  Paragraph  197  of  the  1944  Discipline.  This  offering  shall 
not  receive  World  Service  credit.

To  THE  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church 

1948 

To  the  General  Confereyice  of  The  Methodist  Church: 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Discipline  and 
the  directives  of  the  1944  General  Conference,  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  submits  here- 
with its  report  to  the  General  Conference  of  1948. 

For  the  sake  of  clearness,  the  report  of  the  Commission 
will  be  presented  in  eight  parts. 

Part  I.  A  statement  of  the  duties  committed  to  the  Com- 
mission by  the  General  Conference;  the  functions  per- 
formed ;  a  listing  of  the  General  Funds  of  the  Church  and 
the  amounts  handled  of  each  Fund  from  June  1,  1944  to 
February  29,  1948;  together  with  a  brief  statement  con- 
cerning each  Fund. 

Part  II.  A  report  of  the  World  Service  Fund,  the  Episco- 
pal Fund,  the  Administration  Fund,  the  Crusade  Fund,  the 
Fellowship  of  Suffering  and  Service,  the  Overseas  Relief, 
and  all  other  financial  operations  of  The  Methodist  Church 
for  the  first  three  years  of  the  quadrennium  and  the  first 
nine  months  of  the  fourth  year  of  the  quadrennium.

Part  I.  Duties  and  Functions  of  the  General  Commis- 
sion ON  World  Service  and  Finance 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
is  an  agency  created  by  and  responsible  to  the  General  Con- 
ference. Its  office  is  located  at  740  Rush  Street,  Chicago  11, 
Illinois. 

Its  membership  numbers  thirty-one;  nominated  by  the 
Council  of  Bishops  and  elected  by  the  General  Conference. 
Two  ministers  and  two  laymen  are  chosen  from  each  Juris- 
diction and  seven  are  chosen  at  large  without  reference  to 
Jurisdiction,  two  of  whom  are  Bishops. 

The  function  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  is  to:  (1)  Make  recommendations  to  the  Gen- 
eral Conference  relative  to  the  General  Funds  of  the  Church 
and  (2)  to  receive  and  disburse  these  Funds  as  directed  by 
the  General  Conference. 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
is  required  to  make  the  following  recommendations  to  the 
General  Conference: 

1.  The  amounts  to  be  apportioned  for  the  World  Service  Fund,  the 
Episcopal  Fund,  and  the  General  Administration  Fund  for  the  next 
quadrennium. 

2.  The  causes  to  be  supported  through  the  World  Service  Fund  and 
the  ratio  or  amount  to  be  received  by  each. 

3.  The  apportionments  to  the  Annual  Conferences  for  the  World 
Service  Fund,  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  the  General  Administration 
Fund. 

4.  Any  special  collection  or  special  days  for  the  General  Boards  and 
Agencies. 

5.  The  salaries  and  expense  allowances  for  the  active  Bishops  and 
pensions  of  retired  Bishops,  the  widows  of  Bishops  and  the  minor 
children  of  deceased  Bishops. 

6.  The  Budget  for  the  General  Administration  Fund. 

7.  The  salaries  and  expense  items  paid  to  the  several  officers  of  the 
General  Boards  and  Agencies  of  the  church  and  to  their  chief  as- 
sistants.  (See  Par.  773  of  the  1944  Discipline.) 

The  General  Conference  has  designated  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance  to  perform  the  fol- 
lowing functions : 

1.  To  act  as  arbiter  in  all  cases  of  inter-board  disgreement  in 
financial  matters. 

2.  To  consider  all  complaints  from  contributors. 

3.  To  aid  in  standardizing  annuity  rates  and  formulating  policies 
for  the  writing  of  annuities. 
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The  General  Funds  of  the  Church  are  the  World  Service 
Fund,  the  Episcopal  Fund  and  the  General  Administration 
Fund.  During  the  past  quadrennium,  the -Treasurer  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  has 
also  handled  the  Crusade  Fund,  the  monies  for  the  Meth- 
odist Committee  for  Overseas  Relief,  the  Methodist  Com- 
mittee on  Camp  Activities,  the  Methodist  Commission  on 
Chaplains,  the  Fellowship  of  Suffering  and  Service  and  the 
Week  of  Dedicatioii.  There  follows  a  report  of  the  Funds 
handled  by  the  Treasurer's  office.

DEFINITION    OF    FUNDS 

The  World  Service  Fund: 

The  World  Service  Fund  includes  the  General  Benevo- 
lences of  The  Methodist  Church  as  approved  by  the  General 
Conference  and  included  in  the  World  Service  Budget. 

This  Fund,  after  it  has  been  apportioned  to  the  Annual 
Conference,  is  combined  with  the  Annual  Conference  Benev- 
olences and  apportioned  to  the  local  church  under  the  name 
of  "World  Service  and  Annual  Conference  Benevolences." 
The  local  church  benevolence  dollar  is  divided  by  the  Con- 
ference Treasurer  on  the  ratio  established  by  the  Annual 
Conference.  This  is  obtained  by  determining  the  ratio  of 
World  Service  and  Annual  Conference  Benevolences  to  the 
total  sum.

The  following  World  Service  Boards  and  Agencies  are 
included  in  the  General  Conference  Benevolences :  the  Board 
of  Missions  and  Church  Extension,  the  Board  of  Education, 
the  Theological  Schools,  the  Commission  on  Ministerial 
Training,  the  Board  of  Temperance,  the  Board  of  Hospitals 
and  Homes,  the  Board  of  Pensions,  the  Board  of  Lay  Activi- 
ties, the  Board  of  Evangelism,  the  Commission  on  World 
Peace  and  the  American  Bible  Society. 

The  General  Administration  Fund: 

The  General  Administration  Fund  provides  for  the  ex- 
penses of  the  sessions  of  the  General  Conference,  of  the 
Judicial  Council,  the  Statistical  Office  and  of  such  General 
Conference  Commissions  and  Committees  as  are  constituted 
by  the  General  Conference  and  such  inter-church  causes  and 
other  activities  as  are  authorized  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence. 

The  Annual  Budget  of  the  General  Administration  Fund 
as  authorized  by  the  General  Conference  of  1944  follows:

Councils,  Commissions  and  offices  supported  out  of  the 
General  Administration  Fund  during  the  current  quadren- 
nium  include  the  following:  the  Judicial  Council,  the  Com- 
mission on  Entertainment,  the  Commission  on  Central  Con- 
ferences, the  Ecumenical  Methodist  Council,  the  Commission 
on  Study  of  the  Local  Church,  the  Commission  to  Study  the 
Field  of  Social  Action,  a  Committee  to  Study  the  DiHcipline, 
the  Commission  on  Records,  Forms  and  Statistical  Blanks, 
the  Commission  on  Ritual  and  Orders  of  Worship,  the  Com- 
mission on  Interdenominational  Relations,  the  Commission 
on  Rules  of  the  General  Conference,  the  Commission  on 
Pension  Legislation,  the  Commission  on  Social  Security  for 
Full  Time  Lay  Employees,  and  the  Commission  to  Study  the 
Relation  of  All  Races  in  The  Methodist  Church. 

The  Episcopal  FuiuJ: 

The  Episcopal  Fund  is  raised  separately  from  all  other 
general  funds.  Its  purpose  is  "to  provide  for  the  .salaries  and 
expenses  of  the  effective  Bishops  and  for  the  support  of 
retired  Bishops,  and  the  widows  and  minor  children  of  de- 
ceased Bishops.  The  1944  General  Conference  authorized  an 
apportionment  of  1%%  of  the  cash  salary  of  each  minister 
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under  appointment  to  a  church.  In  July,  1947,  this  appor- 
tionment was  decreased  so  that  it  now  is  11/4%  of  the  cash 
salary  of  each  minister. 

Other  Funds  Handled  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Com- 
mission: 

The  Crusade  for  Christ  Fund  of  $25,000,000  was  author- 
ized by  the  1944  General  Conference.  Through  March  15, 
1948,  $27,004,838.65  had  been  received.  This  money  has 
been  authorized  for  distribution  by  the  Budget  Committee 
of  the  Crusade  as  rapidly  as  it  could  be  used  by  the  Boards 
and  Agencies  which  were  assigned  to  administer  the  ex- 
penditures. 

The  Methodist  Committee  on  Camp  Activities  was  es- 
lished  by  the  General  Conference  in  1940  and  continued  by 
the  General  Conference  of  1944.  This  Committee  has  been 
charged  with  the  responsibility  of  the  entire  Methodist  pro- 
gram of  Overseas  Relief.  In  addition  to  the  money  shown 
in  the  preceding  report,  the  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief 
has  received  substantial  sums  from  the  Crusade  Fund. 

The  Methodist  Committee  on  Camp  Activities  was  es- 
tablished as  a  war  emergency  by  the  Council  of  Bishops. 
These  monies,  as  they  have  been  received,  have  been  sent  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Methodist  Committee  on  Camp  Activi- 
ties and  these  Funds  have  been  administered  under  the 
direction  of  the  Council  of  Bishops. 

The  Methodist  Commission  on  Chaplains  is  also  a  crea- 
tion of  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  was  established  to  care 
for  our  work  with  Chaplains  during  the  war  period.  Since 
many  of  the  Methodist  Chaplains  have  continued  with  the 
Army,  the  Council  of  Bishops  has  continued  this  Commis- 
sion. 

The  Fellowship  of  Suffering  and  Service  is  the  name  given 
to  the  Communion  Day  offerings.  The  money  coming  from 
such  offerings  for  the  Fellowship  of  Suffering  and  Service 
has  been  divided  as  follows :  50  per  cent  for  Overseas  Re- 
lief, 25  per  cent  for  the  Committee  on  Camp  Activities  and 
25  per  cent  for  the  Methodist  Commission  on  Chaplains. 

The  Week  of  Dedication  was  a  part  of  the  program  of 
the  first  quadrennium  of  the  new  Church  and  the  amounts 
shown  in  this  report  represent  a  continuation  of  receipts  for 
the  purposes  indicated  in  the  original  setup  of  the  Week 
of  Dedication.

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
has  given  careful  consideration,  through  its  Committee  on 
Legislation,  to  have  the  laws  of  the  Church  under  which  it 
operates.  Certain  changes  in  legislation  are  recommended. 
No  radical  change  is  suggested.  Many  of  the  changes  are  m 
the  interest  of  clarity.  Some  will  make  for  better  ettective- 
ness  in  the  working  of  the  Commission. 

There  follows  the  recommended  changes  which  are  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration  and  action. 

Amend  Paragraph  425—1944  Discipline  as  foljows: 

In  line  one  and  line  four  change  the  word     shall     to 

"may." 

In  lines  four  to  five,  delete  the  words  "at  least"  and  "in  " 

Add  to  the  sentence  in  line  five  the  words  "immediately 
prior  to  the  General  Conference,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Council  of  Bishops  such  a  meeting  is  wise." 

Add  an  additional  sentence  reading  "The  travel  expense 
of  Bishops  from  affiliated  Methodist  Churches  shall  be  paid 
on  the  same  basis  as  the  travel  expense  of  Central  Confer- 
ence Bishops." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"There  may  be  a  Conference  of  Methodist  Bishops,  composed  of 
all  the  Jurisdictional  Bishops,  Central  Conference  Bishops,  missionary 
Bishops,  and  Bishops  of  affiliated  Methodist  Churches,  which  may 
meet  once  in  each  quadrennium  immediately  prior  to  the  (general 
Conference,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Councjtl  of  Bishops  such  a  meet- 
ing  is  wise.  The  travel  expense  of  Bishops  from  affiliated  Methodist 
Churches  shall  be  paid  on  the  same  basis  as  the  travel  expense  of 
Central  Conference  Bishops." 

Amend  Paragraph  574—1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  lines  ten  and  eleven,  delete  the  words  "for  approval." 
The  last  sentence  in  the  first  paragraph,  beginning  on 
line  twelve  and  reading  "after  approval  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Episcopal  Fund,  etc."  shall  be  deleted  and  the  fol- 
lowing sentence  substituted :  "The  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  shall  determine  what  Grant-in- 
aid  shall  be  paid  from  the  Episcopal  Fund  toward  meeting 
this  budget,  after  which  the  Treasurer  of  the  General  Epis- 
copal Fund,  etc."  so  that  the  two  sentences,  as  amended, 
shall  read : 

"When  the  total  estimated  support  shall  have  been  determined,  this

The  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  shall  determine  what  Grant-in-aid  shall  be  paid 
from  the  Episcopal  Ftmd  toward  meeting  this  budget,  after  which  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Episcopal  Fund  shall  pay  the  amount 
established  to  the  Bishop  concerned,  or  as  the  General  Conference 
may  determined 

Amend  Paragraph  736 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  one  delete  the  word  "Commission"  and  in  its  place 
insert  the  words,  "General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance." 

In  line  two  delete  the  last  "a"  and  insert  between  "and" 
and  "Treasurer,"  the  words  "an  Executive  Secretary  who 
shall  also  be  the" 

In  line  eight,  before  the  word  "Treasurer"  add  the  words 
"Executive  Secretary — "  so  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended 
shall  read : 

Par.  736.  The  officers  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  shall  be  a  President,  a  Vice-president,  a  Recording  Secre- 
tary, and  aw  Executive  Secretary  who  shall  also  be  the  Treasurer,  all 
of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  Commission.  They  shall  serve  until  the 
adjournment  of  the  next  succeeding  quadrennial  session  of  the  General 
Conference  and  until  their  successors  are  ruly  elected  and  qualify.  The 
President,  Vice-president  and  Secretary  shall  be  elected  from  the 
membership  of  the  Commission.

Annual  Conference,  transmit  to  the  presiding  Bishop  thereof,  to  the 
Chairman  of  the  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance,  and  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  a  statement  of  the 
apportionments  to  the  Conference  Treasurer,  a  statement  of  the  ap- 
portionments to  the  Conference  for  the  World  Service  F.'.nd  thn 
General  Administration  Fund,  and  the  Episcopal  Fund." 

Amend  Paragraph  740 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  two,  change  the  words,  "Commission  to  consist" 
to  read,  "General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
consisting  of"  so  that  the  sentence  as  amended  shall  read : 

"There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  consisting  of  the  officer  of  the  Com- 
mission and  six  members  to  be  elected  annually  by  the  Commission."

Conference,  shall   appear  before  the   General   Commission   on   World 
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Service  and  Finance  at  a  designated  time  and  place  to  represent  the 
cause  for  which  each  is  responsible."

"The  Commission,  after  making  diligent  effort  to  secure 
full  information  regarding  the  general  causes  of  the  Church, 
in  order  that  none  may  be  neglected,  jeopardized,  or  ex- 
cluded, shall  recommend  to  the  General  Conference  for  its 
action  and  determination  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  in 
the  Annual  World  Service  Budget  for  each  Board  and  au- 
thorized Agency  of  the  Church.  The  total  amount  thus  des- 
ignated for  the  several  Boards  and  Agencies,  when  approved 
by  the  General  Conference,  shall  be  the  Annual  World  Serv- 
ice Budget  for  the  ensuing  quadrennium.  The  Commission 
shall  recommend  also  to  the  General  Conference  for  its 
action  and  determination  a  plan  and  schedule  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  the  receipts  on  the  World  Service  Budget 
among  the  several  Boards  and  Agencies." 

And  rewrite  it  so  as  to  read : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  make 
diligent  effort  to  secure  full  information  concerning  the  general  benev- 
olence and  service  causes  of  the  Church,  in  order  that  none  may  be 
neglected,  jeopardized,  or  excluded.  It  shall  study  in  relation  to  each 
other  the  proposed  programs  of  the  several  Boards  and  Agencies  as 
presented  to  it  (Paragraph  742)  and  shall  w^ithhold  approval  of  any 
item  or  items  for  inclusion  in  the  World  Service  Budget  which  in  its 
judgment  represents  unnecessary  duplication  of  activities  or  programs. 
Basing  its  judgment  of  needs  upon  the  programs  of  the  several  Boards 
and  Agencies  as  approved  by  it,  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  shall  recommend  to  the  General  Conference  for 
its  action  and  determination  the  amount  to  be  apportioned  in  the 
Annual  World  Service  Budget  for  each  Board  and  authorized  Agency 
of  the  Church.  The  total  amount  thus  designated  by  the  General  Com- 
mission for  the  several  Boards  and  Agencies,  when  approved  by  the 
General  Conference,  shall  be  the  Annual  World  Service  Budget  for 
the  ensuing  quadrennium.  The  Commission  shall  recommend  also  to 
the  General  Conference  for  its  action  and  determination  a  plan  and 
schedule  for  the  distribution  of  the  receipts  for  the  World  Service 
budget  among  the  several  Boards  and  Agencies.  During  the  quadren- 
nium the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
have  full  authority  to  correlate  the  work  of  the  World  Service  Boards 
and  Agencies  in  the  interest  of  co-operation,  economy,  and  effective- 
ness." 

Amend  Paragraph  745 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

Rewrite  the  Paragraph  which  now  reads : 

"Any  General  Board  or  Agency  requesting  the  privilege 
of  a  special  Church-wide  financial  appeal  during  the  quad- 
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rennium,  in  the  interest  of  its  work,  shall  present  such 
request  to  the  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
when  the  askings  of  the  Board  or  Agency  for  the  ensuing 
quadrennium  are  presented,  and  the  Commission  shall  make 
recommendation  to  the  General  Conference  relating  thereto 
for  its  action  and  determination." 

So  that  the  rewritten  Paragraph  shall  read : 

"Any  General  Board,  Cause,  Agency,  institution  or  any  organiza- 
tion group,  officer  or  individual  of  The  Methodist  Church  desiring  or 
proposing  to  make  a  special  Church-wide  financial  appeal  during  the 
quadrennium  or  at  any  time  in  the  interim  of  the  quadrennial  sessions 
of  the  General  Conference,  shall  present  a  request  for  authorization  to 
make  such  appeal  to  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance,  when  the  askings  of  the  regular  Boards  and  Agencies  are 
presented  as  provided  in  Paragraph  742.  The  General  Conimission 
shall  then  report  such  request  to  the  General  Conference  with  a  rec- 
ommendation for  its  action  thereon.  ('Special  appeal  shall  be  under- 
stood to  mean  any  appeal  other  than  the  general  appeal  for  support  of 
the  World  Service  program  as  represented  in  the  World  Service  budg- 
et See  paragraph  743)  ('Church-wide  appeal'  shall  be  understood  to 
mean  any  appeal  to  Methodist  people  bound  by  no  geographical  limi- 
tations, however  it  may  be  made,  except  appeals  to  such  special  groups 
as  alumni  of  an  educational  institution.)" 

Amend  Paragraph  746—1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  one,  delete  the  word  "Commission"  and  insert  in 
its  place  the  words,  "General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  also 
recommend  to  the  General  Conference  the  days  in  connection  with  the 
Church-wide  observance  of  which  the  taking  of  special  offerings  shall 
be  authorized,  and  in  the  case  of  each  shall  recommend  whether  or  not 
the  receipts  derived  therefrom  shall  be  credited  to  the  contributing 
church  as  a  part  of  its  World  Service  Apportionment,  and  charged 
against  the  claims  of  the  Board  or  Agency  receiving  the  same.  All 
such  recommendations  are  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  General 
Conference."

"No  General  Board,  or  institution  (such  as  a  school,  col- 
lege, university,  or  hospital),  or  other  cause  or  interest  of 
the  Church  shall  make  a  special  Church-wide  appeal  for 
funds  without  the  approval  of  the  General  Conference,  or, 
in  the  interim  between  General  Conferences,  without  the 
approval  by  majority  vote  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  of 
the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance." 
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So  that  the  amended  portion  of  the  Paragraph  shall  read : 

"No  General  Board,  cause,  agency,  institution  or  any  organization, 
group,  officer  or  individual  employed  by  The  Methodist  Church  or  any 
of  the  authorized  groups  of  The  Methodist  Church  shall  make  a 
Church-wide  financial  appeal  in  the  interim  of  the  quadrennial  sessions 
of  the  General  Conference  unless  authorized  as  provided  in  Paragraph 
745,  except  v^^ith  the  approval  of  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  and  the  Council  of  Bishops.  In  cases  of  emergency 
the  Executive  Committee  of  either  of  these  bodies  may  act  in  such 
matter  for  the  body  itself  but  only  by  a  three-fourths  vote.  (See 
paragraph  745.)" 

Amend  Paragraph  751 — IQM-DiscipUne  as  follows: 

In  line  eight  following  the  words  "General  Boards  and 
Agencies"  add  the  words  "and  the  Executive  Secretary  of 
the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance." 

In  line  five,  at  the  top  of  page  173  of  Paragraph  751 
change  the  word  "first"  to  the  word  "prior." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Boards  and  Agencies  participating  in  the  World 
Service  Fund  shall,  severally  and  co-operatively,  promote  throughout 
the  Church  the  World  Service  Program  and  the  causes  represented 
therein.  To  the  end  that  duplication,  overlapping  and  competition  may 
be  eliminated,  the  vv^ork  of  promotion  is  especially  committed  to  the 
Executive  Secretaries  of  the  said  participating  General  Boards  and 
Agencies  and  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance,  organized  as  a  Council  of  Secretaries. 
The  Council  shall  co-ordinate  the  promotion  of  the  causes  represented 
in  the  total  World  Service  Program  of  the  Church,  shall  prepare  and 
publish  such  materials  as  will  inform  our  people  concerning  the  same, 
and  shall  use  such  materials  as  will  inform  our  people  concerning  the 
same,  and  shall  use  such  means  as  they  judge  to  be  most  effective  to 
enlist  their  full  hearty  support.  The  expense  of  the  promotion  com- 
mitted to  the  Council  of  Secretaries  shall  be  a  prior  claim  on  the 
World  Service  Fund,  and  shall  be  payable  before  distribution  is  made 
to  the  respective  Boards  and  Agencies." 

Amend  Paragraph  757 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  three  following  the  words  "Judicial  Council"  add 
the. words  "Statistical  Office,"  and  at  the  close  of  the  Para- 
graph add  the  following : 

"Any  Board,  Agency  or  institution  requiring  or  desiring 
support  from  the  General  Administration  Fund  shall  pre- 
sent its  case  for  the  same  to  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  at  a  time  and  place  which  will 
be  indicated  by  the  officers  of  the  Commission.  The  Com- 
mission having  heard  such  requests  shall  report  the  same 
to  the  General  Conference  with  recommendations  for  its 
action    and    determination." 
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So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

The  General  Administration  Fund  shall  provide  for  the  expenses 
of  the  sessions  of  the  General  Conference,  of  the  Judicial  Council,  of 
the  Statistical  Office,  and  such  General  Conference  Commissions  and 
Committees  as  may  be  constituted  by  the  General  Conference,  and  for 
such  inter-church  causes  and  other  activities  as  may  be  authorized  by 
the  General  Conference.  Any  Board,  Agency  or  rnstitution  reqmrmg 
or  desiring  support  from  the  General  Adnmnstration  Fund  shall  pre- 
sent its  case  for  the  same  to  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  at  a  time  and  place  which  will  be  indicated  by  the  officers 
of  the  Commission.  The  Commision  having  heard  such  requests  slrnU 
report  the  same  to  the  General  Conference  with  recommendations  for 
its  action  and  determination." 

Amend  Paragraph  759—1944  DiscivUne  as  follows : 

•    In  line  one,  substitute  for  the  word  "Commission"  the 
words  "General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance. 

So  that  the  sentence  shall  read : 

"The  General  Commision  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  ap- 
portion among  the  several  Annual  Conferences  of  the  Church  the  total 
General  Administration  Budget,  as  approved  by  the  General  Confer- 
ence, by  the  same  ratio  and  percentage  that  each  Conference  share  in 
the  total  World  Service  Budget." 

Amend  Paragraph  760—1944  DiscivUne  as  follows : 

At  the  close  of  the  present  Paragraph  adfl  the  words 
"Where  the  General  Conference  has  not  allocated  definite 
sums  to  Commissions  and  Agencies  receiving  money  from 
the  General  Administration  Fund,  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance,  or  its  Executive  Committee, 
shall  have  authority  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  allocated 
to  each." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  disburse  the  funds  received  by  him  for  the  General 
Administration  Fund  as  authorized  by  the  General  Conference  and  as 
directed  by  the  commision.  Where  the  General  Conference  has  vot 
allocated  definite  sums  to  Commissiovs  and  Agencies  receiving  money 
from  the  General  Administration  Fund,  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance,  or  its  Executive  Committee,  shall  have 
authority  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  allocated  to  each." 

Amend  Paragraph  763 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  three  of  the  Paragraph  eliminate  the  word  "Pas- 
tors" and  after  the  word  "paid"  in  same  line,  add  the  words, 
"to  the  minister  or  ministers." 

In  line  four  of  the  Paragraph  change  the  word  "Com- 
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mission"  to  read  "General  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance." 

In  line  five,  eliminate  the  word  "Pastors"  and  substitute 
in  its  place  the  word  "ministers," 

In-line  fourteen,  eliminate  the  word  "Pastors"  and  at  the 
conclusion  of  the  sentence,  add  the  words  "to  the  minister 
or  ministers  employed  by  the  charge;  provided  that  the 
apportionment  shall  be  subject  to  such  adjustment  during 
the  quadrennium  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the  General 
Conference." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Episcopal  Budget  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  several  charges 
of  the  whole  Church  in  proportion  to  the  current  cash  salary  paid  to 
the  minister  or  ministers  annually  by  each.  The  General  Com,mission, 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  estimate  what  percentage  of  the 
total  ministers'  salaries  paid  by  the  entire  church  will  yield  an  amount 
equal  to  the  estimated  Episcopal  Budget,  and  shall  make  recommenda- 
tions to  the  General  Conference  concerning  the  same  for  its  action  and 
determination.  When  such  percentage  has  been  approved  by  the 
General  Conference,  it  shall  be  the  basis  of  the  annual  apportionment 
against  each  and  every  charge  of  the  Church  for  the  Episcopal  Fund. 
The  apportionment  against  each  and  every  charge  shall  be  an  amount 
equal  to  the  approved  percentage  of  the  current  annual  cash  salary 
paid  to  the  minister  or  ministers  employed  by  the  charge;  provided 
that  the  apportionment  shall  be  subject  to  such  adjustment  during  the 
quadrennium  as  may  be  provided  for  by  the  General  Conference." 

Amend  Paragraph  765 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  following  the  word  "Treasurer"  insert  the 
words  "of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  pay  monthly  the  claim  for  the  official  travel  of  each 
Bishop  or  Missionary  Bishop,  upon  presentation  of  an  itemized 
voucher." 

Amend  Paragraph  767 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  eight,  nine  and  ten  eliminate  the  words  "Chairman 
of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
of  the  same"  and  substitute  therefor  the  words  "the  Treas- 
urer of  the  Episcopal  Fund." 

In  line  twelve,  eliminate  the  words  "said  Commission" 
and  substitute  therefor  the  words  "General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"Should  any  retired  Bishop,  in  the  interim  of  the  quadrennial  ses- 
sions of  his  Jurisdictional  Conference,  be  called  into  active  service  by 
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the  Council  of  Bishops  and  assigned  to  active  Episcopal  duty  (par.  436 
no.  4),  he  shall  be  entitled  to  remuneration  for  such  service  out  of  the 
Episcopal  Fund.  In  the  event  of  such  assignment  of  a  retired  Bishop 
to  active  Episcopal  duty,  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  shall 
notify  the  Treasurer  of  the  Episcopal  Fund,  giving  full  information 
as  to  the  nature  and  scope  of  the  work  assigned  him.  On  the  basis  of 
this  information  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  or  its  Executive  Committee  shall  determine  what  salary  re- 
muneration and  what  expense  allowance  shall  be  allowed  the  Bishop 
concerned  during  the  period  of  his  active  service.  The  Treasurer  of 
the  Episcopal  Fund  shall  make  remittances  to  him  accordingly." 

Amend  Paragraph  770 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  two,  strike  out  the  words  "aid  in  standardizing" 
and  substitute  therefor  the  words,  "establish  standardized." 

In  line  three,  strike  out  the  word  "formulating,"  and 
substitute  therefor  the  words  "shall  formulate." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
establish  standardized  annuity  rates  and  shall  formulate  policies  for 
the  writing  of  annuities  by  institutions  and  agencies  operating  under 
the  auspices  of  The  Methodist  Church." 

Amend  Paragraph  771 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

Delete  Paragraph  771  which  reads : 

"The  Commission  may  receive,  take  title  to,  sell,  dispose 
of,  or  hold  absolutely  or  in  trust,  property,  real  and  per- 
sonal, for  the  benefit  of  the  World  Service  Fund,  the  Gen- 
eral Administration  Fund,  or  the  Episcopal  Fund  of  The 
Methodist  Church  and  for  proper  distribution  among  the 
causes  supported  by  these  funds." 

In  its  place  insert  the  following : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  may 
receive,  take  title  to,  collect  or  hold  absolutely  or  in  trust  for  the 
benefit  of  the  World  Service  Fund,  the  General  Administration  Fund, 
the  Episcopal  Fund  of  The  Methodist  Church  or  any  other  fund  or 
funds  properly  committed  to  its  care,  or  for  proper  distribution  among 
the  causes  supported  by  these  Funds,  any  and  all  donations,  bequests 
and  devises  of  any  kind  or  character,  real  or  personal,  that  may  be 
given,  devised  or  bequeathed,  or  conveyed  unto  said  General  Commis- 
sion on  World  Service  and  Finance,  and  to  administer  the  same  and  the 
income  therefrom  in  accordance  with  the  directions  of  the  donor, 
trustor  or  testator. 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  also 
have  power  to  invest,  re-invest,  buy,  sell,  transfer  and  convey  any  and 
all  Funds  and  properties  which  it  may  hold  absolutely  or  in  trust; 
subject  always  to  the  terms  of  the  legacy,  devise  or  donation." 

Amend  Paragraph  772 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  two,  substitute  for  "Commission,"  the  name  "Gen- 
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eral  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance"  and,  at  the 
close  of  the  Paragraph,  the  following  words : 

"If  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  shall  discover  what,  in  its  judgment,  is  unneces- 
sary duplication  of  activities  or  lack  of  correlation  in  the 
programs  of  the  several  Boards  and  Agencies  in  relation 
to  each  other  it  shall  promptly  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Executive  Secretaries  of  the  Boards  and  Agencies  involved 
to  the  situation  and  shall  co-operate  with  them  in  correct- 
ing the  same.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance,  when  so  authorized 
by  the  said  Commission,  shall  decline  to  supply  from  the 
World  Service  Treasury  money  to  continue  activities  which 
have  been  held  by  the  Commission  to  duplicate  unnecessarily 
each  other  or  plainly  violate  the  principle  of  correlation  as 
applied  to  the  total  benevolence  program  of  the  Church." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  rewritten  shall  read : 

"In  the  event  of  any  inter-board  disagreement  on  financial  matters, 
the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  act  as 
arbiter.  It  shall  also  consider  any  complaints  from  contributors, 
whether  they  be  individuals  or  organizations.  //  the  General  Commis- 
sion on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  discover  rvhat,  in  its  judg- 
ment is  unnecessary  duplication  of  activities  or  lack  of  correlation  in 
the  progra^ns  of  the  several  Boards  and  Agencies  in  relation  to  each 
other  it  shall  pro7)iptly  direct  the  attention  of  the  Executive  Secretaries 
of  the  Boards  or  Agencies  involved  to  the  situation  and  shall  co-operate 
with  them  in  correcting  the  same.  The  Executive  Secretary  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance,  when  so  author- 
ized by  the  said  Commission,  shall  decline  to  supply  from  the  World 
Service  Treasury  money  to  continue  activities  which  have  been  held 
by  the  Commission  to  duplicate  unnecessarily  each  other  or  plainly 
violate  the  principle  of  correlation  as  applied  to  the  total  benevolence 
program  of  the  church." 

Add  a  new  Paragraph  following  Paragraph  772  which 
shall  read  as  follows : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  is  au- 
thorized to  set  up  a  Committee  composed  of  three  members  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  and  two  members 
of  the  Council  of  Secretaries,  on  "Wills,  Bequests  and  Gifts,"  which 
Committee  shall  prepare  materials,  develop  mailing  lists  and  take  such 
actions  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  encourage  Methodists  to 
provide  for  their  continued  interest  in  World  Service,  or  one  or  more 
of  the  World  Service  Agencies,  through  bequests  and  gifts.  The  ex- 
pense of  this  Committee  shall  be  a  part  of  the  prior  claim  for  promo- 
tion of  the  World  Service  Fund  as  indicated  in  paragraph  751."  (For 
the  benefit  of  anyone  wishing  to  make  the  General  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  a  legatee,  the  exact  title  is  The  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
740  Rush  Street,  Chicago  11,  Illinois.) 
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Add  a  new  Paragraph  to  be  inserted  between  Paragraphs 
772  and  773  to  read  as  follows : 

"The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
recommend  to  each  Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service 
and  Finance  a  uniform  procedure  for  presenting  its  report  to  the 
Annual  Conference  and  shall  prepare  a  form  for  the  guidance  of  the 
Annual  Conference  Treasurer  in  making  his  annual  statement  in  the 
Conference  Journal  and  Year  Book." 

Amend  Paragraph  774 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  six,  strike  out  the  word  "may"  and  substitute 
therein  the  word  "shall." 

In  line  seven,  immediately  following  the  words  "service 
vouchers,"  add  a  new  sentence  to  read,  "World  Service 
Boards  and  Agencies  (or  any  individual.  Committee,  Com- 
mission, Agency  or  Board  authorized  to  make  a  Church-wide 
appeal  for  funds),  not  equipped  to  issue  World  Service  Spe- 
cial Gift  vouchers,  shall  channel  all  special  gifts  through  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance." 

Add  at  the  close  of  the  Paragraph  the  sentence:  "Indi- 
viduals soliciting  funds  for  World  Service  projects  shall 
channel  the  money  received  through  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  or  the 
Treasurer  of  the  appropriate  Board  or  Agency." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"Individual  donors  or  local  churches  may  make  special  gifts  to 
the  support  of  any  cause  or  project  which  is  a  pai't  of  the  work  of 
any  one  of  the  World  Service  Boards  or  Agencies.  Such  gifts  shall 
not  apply  on  the  Benevolence  Apportionment  of  any  local  church. 
They  shall  however,  be  acknowledged  by  Special-gift  world-service 
vouchers.  World  Service  Boards  and  Agencies,  (or  any  individual, 
Committee,  Commission,  Agency  or  Board  authorized  to  make  a 
Church-ivide  appeal  for  funds),  not  equipped  to  issue  World  Service 
Special-gift  vouchers,  shall  channel  all  special  gifts  through  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance. 
Such  special-gift  vouchers  shall  be  credited  in  the  special-gift  world 
service  column  in  the  Conference  minutes.  Special  gifts  shall  not  be 
charged  against  the  Board  or  Boards  receiving  them  in  the  ratio 
distribution  of  the  on-apportionment  Benevolences.  Special  gifts  may 
be  sent  directly  to  the  Board  or  Agency  concerned,  or  to  the  office  of 
the  central  treasury  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance.  The  Board  or  office  issuing  a  special-gift  voucher  shall  send 
at  the  same  time  a  duplicate  voucher  to  the  office  of  the  central 
treasury  for  forwarding  to  the  Conference  Treasurer.  Bequests,  gifts 
on  the  annuity  plan,  gifts  to  permanent  funds,  and  gifts  for  property 
shall  be  classified  as  special  gifts.  Individuals  soliciting  funds  for 
World  Service  projects  shall  channel  the  money  received  through  the 
Treasurer  of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
or  tfie  Treasurer  of  the  appropriate  Board  or  Agency." 
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Amend  Paragraph  776 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 
In  line  three,  preceding  the  word  "Commission"  add  the 
word  "General." 

So  that  the  amended  Paragraph  shall  read: 

"The  authorized  World  Service  Boards  and  Agencies  may  solicit 
additional  or  special  gifts  form  individual  donors  or  special  groups. 
The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall  have 
power  to  limit  the  total  amounts  that  may  be  thus  solicited  by  any 
Board  or  Agency  during  any  one  year,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
mission such  action  is  necessary." 

Amend  Paragraph  780 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

Following  the  word  "all"  at  the  end  of  line  six,  add  the 
words  "Conference  Benevolence  and  Service." 

At  the  close  of  the  Paragraph  add  the  sentence,  'All 
Boards  and  Agencies  or  any  authorized  Conference-wide 
appeal,  receiving  financial  support  from  Conference  Be- 
nevolence shall  make  to  the  Annual  Conference  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  audited  reports  of  all  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements  in  such  detail  and  at  such  times 
as  the  Commission  may  direct." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Chairman  of  each  Conference  Board  or  Agency,  or  other 
duly  authorized  representative,  shall  have  opportunity  to  represent 
the  claims  of  each  Board  or  Agency  before  the  Conference  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance.  The  Commission  shall  make  diligent 
effort  to  secure  full  information  regarding  all  Conference  Benevolence 
and  Service  causes,  that  none  may  be  neglected,  jeopardized,  or  ex- 
cluded, and  shall  recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  its  action 
and  determination  the  total  amount  to  be  apportioned  for  Conference 
causes,  and  included  in  the  Conference  Benevolence  Budget.  All  Boards 
and  Ageyicies  or  any  authorized  Conference-wide  appeal,  receiving 
financial  support  from  Conference  Benevolences  shall  make  to  the 
Annual  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  audited 
reports  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements  in  such  detail  and  at  such 
times  as  the  Commission  may  direct." 

Amend  Paragraph  781 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  following  the  first  word,  "The"  add  the  word 
"Conference,"  so  that  the  amended  Paragraph  shall  read : 

"The  Conference  Commission  shall  also  recommend  to  the  Annual 
Conference  for  its  action  and  determination  the  amount  or  the  per- 
centage of  the  total  sum  of  the  Conference  Benevolence  Budget  which 
shall  be  apportioned  to  each  cause  included  in  the  said  Budget." 

Amend  Paragraph  782 — 1944  Dis^cipline  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  add  the  word  "Conference"  after  the  first 
word  "The." 
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In  line  nine,  following  the  word  ''shall,"  add  the  words, 
"include  a  statement  of  the  percentage  for  world  service 
and  the  percentage  for  Conference  Benevolences  and  shall. 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Conference  Commission,  upon  receiving  from  the  Treasurer 
of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  a  statement 
of  the  amount  apportioned  that  Annual  Conference  for  World  Service, 
shall  combine  the  World  Service  Apportionment  and  the  approved 
Conference  Benevolence  Budget  (Paragraph  780)  in  one  total  sum  to 
be  known  as  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolences.  The  total 
World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolence  Budget  thus  established 
shall  include  a  statement  of  the  percentage  for  World  Service  and 
the  percentage  for  Conference  Benevolences  and  shall  be  distributed 
annually  among  the  Districts  or  charges,  by  the  method  deternimed  by 
the  Conference  (Paragraph  783),  and  by  such  divisions  and  ratios 
as  the  Conference  may  approve.  A  like  distribution  shall  be  made  ot 
Jurisdictional  Conference  apportionments  and  any  other  apportion- 
ments that  have  been  properly  made  to  the  Annual  Conference.  The 
distribution  of  all  apportionments  mentioned  in  this  Paragraph  shall 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Annual  Conference. 

Amend  Paragraph  783—1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  one,  following  the  word  "The"  add  the  words  "Con- 
ference Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance"  so  that 
the  amended  Paragraph  shall  read : 

"The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
recommend  to  the  Annual  Conference  for  its  action  and  determination 
whether  the  apportionments  referred  to  in  Paragraph  782  shall  be 
made  by  the  Commission  to  the  districts  only,  or  to  the  charges  ot 
the  Conference.  If  the  apportionments  are  made  by  the  Commission 
to  the  Districts  only,  then  the  distribution  to  the  charges  of  each 
District  shall  be  made  by  the  District  Stewards.  The  Conference  may 
order  that  the  entire  distribution  to  all  charges  of  the  Conference 
may  order  that  the  entire  distribution  to  all  charges  of  the  Conference 
be  made  by  the  District  Superintendents." 

Amend  Paragraph  785—1944  DiscivUne  as  follows: 

In  line  one,  following  the  first  word  "The"  add  the  word 
"Conference"  and  in  the  same  line,  following  the  word 
"Commission"  add  the  words  "World  Service  and  Finance. 

So- that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  : 

"The  Conference  Commission  on  World  eSrvice  and  Finance  shall 
include  in  its  recommendations  to  the  Annual  Conference  the  amounts 
computed  by  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants  (Paragraph  1613) 
as  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  for  annuity  payments  and  relief. 

Amend  Paragraph  786—1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  one,  following  the  first  word  "The"  add  the  word 
"Conference"  and  in  the  same  line  following  the  word 
"Commission"  add  the  words,  "World  Service  and  Finance." 
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So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
at  each  session  of  the  Annual  Conference  report  to  the  Conference  the 
standard  percentage,  based  on  pastor's  current  annual  cash  salary 
paid,  approved  by  the  General  Conference  and  apportioned  to  each 
charge  in  the  Conference  for  the  Episcopal  Fund,  as  set  forth  in 
paragraph  763." 

Amend  Paragraph  787 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows : 

In  line  one,  following  the  word  "Commission"  add  the 
words  "on  World  Service  and  Finance." 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  upon 
receiving  from  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
a  statement  of  the  amount  apportioned  to  the  Annual  Conference  for 
the  General  Administration  Fund  (Paragraph  738),  shall  apportion 
the  same  to  the  several  Districts  or  charges  of  the  Conference,  using 
the  same  method  and  percentages  adopted  for  distributing  the  World 
Service  and  Conference  Benevolence  Budget   (Paragraph  783)." 

Amend  Paragraph  791 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  line  eight,  delete  the  words  "proportionate  share  of 
each"  and  insert  in  their  place,  the  words,  "ratio  of  each 
established  by  the  Annual  Conference." 

So  that  the  sentence,  as  amended,  shall  read : 

"The  Conference  Treasurer  shall  each  month  divide  the  total 
amount  thus  received,  setting  aside  the  proper  amount  for  World 
Service  and  the  proper  amount  for  Conference  Benevolences,  according 
to  the  ratio  of  each  established  by  the  Annual  Conference  in  the  total 
World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolence  Budget." 

Amend  Paragraph  802 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

Add  as  a  last  sentence  the  following :  "The  apportionment 
for  the  Episcopal  Fund  is  based  upon  the  cash  salary  of  all 
the  Pastors,  including  associate  and  assistant  pastors." 

So  that  the  amended  Paragraph  shall  read : 

"Each  Annual  Conference  shall  determine  what  plan  and  method 
shall  be  used  in  distributing  the  apportionments  for  District  Superin- 
tendents and  Conference  Claimants  to  its  several  Districts  and 
charges,  w^hether  by  percentages  based  on  the  Pastor's  current  salary 
paid  or  by  some  other  method.  The  apportionment  for  the  Episcopal 
Fimd  shall  be  based  upon  the  cash  salary  paid  to  the  minister  or 
ministers  employed  in  each  charge." 

Amend  Paragraph  1139 — 1944  Discipline  as  follows: 

In  lines  eight,  nine  and  ten,  strike  out  the  words  "and  a 
representative  from  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  or  from  the  Central  Treasury." 
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In  line  four  following  the  words  "Book  Editor''  place  a 
comma  and  add  the  following  "one  the  Treasurer  of  the  Gen- 
eral Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance. 

So  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  shall  read : 

"The  General  Conference  shall  elect  quadrennially  a  Commission 
on  Records,  Forms  and  Statistical  Blanks  to  consist  of  nine  members, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Book  Editor,  one  the  Treasurer  of  tJie  Gen- 
eral Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  f ^ji  one  the  Directoi 
of  the  Statistical  Office,  and  six  members  nominated  by\he  Council  o± 
Bishops  who  shall  consist  of  one  Annual  Conference  Treasuiei,  one 
Annual  Conference  Statistician,  one  Pastor,  one  layman,  and  tv\o 
District  Superintendents,  selected  to  represent  the  major  geographical 
sections  of  the  Church. 

Part  IV 

A.  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE  REPRESENTATION   ON   THE 
GENERAL  BOARDS  AND  COMMISSIONS 

Acted  on  May  3.  See  Journal,  Page  263 
In  compliance  with  a  mandate  of  the  1944  General  Con- 
ference, the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  has  made  a  study  of  Central  Conference  Repre- 
sentation on  the  General  Boards  and  Commissions;  and 
respectfully  submits  the  following  report : 

At  the  1944  General  Conference  the  following  report  re- 
ferred to  as  Report  No.  36  dealing  with  Memorial  No.  7  was 
presented  as  follows : 

"Resolved  that  the  Central  Conference  of  Southern  Asia  memorial- 
ize the  General  Conference  to  provide  for  the  representation  on  the 
General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  or  at  least  those 
Central  Conferences  which  have  a  Christian  community  of  450,000 
or  over,  within  the  provision  for  six  members  at  large  found  in 
Paragraph  820  of  the  1940  Discipline.  This  need  not  be  the  same 
person  for  four  years,  but  any  such  persons,  lay  or  ministerial,  as, 
from  time  to  time,  the  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conference  concerned 
may  find  easily  available  for  the  meetings." 

The  foregoing  Memorial  was  referred  by  the  1944  Gen- 
eral Conference  Committee  on  Membership,  Lay  Activities 
and  Temporal  Economy,  which  made  the  following  recom- 
mendation to  the  1944  General  Conference  which  was  ap- 
proved : 

"Whereas,  there  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Membership, 
Lay  Activities  and  Temporal  Economy  a  Memorial  from  the  Central 
Conference  of  Southern  Asia  requesting  representation  on  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance;  „r     ,  , 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  be  instructed  to  make  a  study  of  the  question  of 
representation  from  the  Central  Conferences  on  the  General  Boards 
and  Commissions  of  the  Church  and  to  report  its  findings  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  1948  session  of  the  General  Conference." 
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The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
has  made  a  careful  study  of  all  of  the  issues  involved  in  the 
above  Resolution  and  after  such  study  is  of  the  opinion  that 
representation  from  the  Central  Conferences  on  the  General 
Boards  and  Commissions  of  the  Church  is  inadvisable  at 
this  time  for  the  reasons,  first,  such  representation  is  im- 
practical, and  secondly,  the  financial  expense  involved  in 
such  representation  would  be  far  too  great  to  justify  such 
representation. 

Your  Commission  therefore  recommends  to  the  1948  Gen- 
eral Conference  that  the  request  of  the  Central  Conferences 
for  representation  on  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  and  the  other  General  Boards  and  Com- 
missions of  the  Church  be  withheld. 

B.  MINIMUM  SALARY  REPORT 

(Note — For  action  on  B,  see  Report  No.  20,  Committee  Lay  Ac- 
tivities and  Temporal  Economy.  Journal,  Pages  263  and  470.  Editor.) 

By  action  of  the  1944  General  Conference  all  Memorials 
dealing  with  "Minimum"  and  "Basic  Salary"  plans  were 
referred  to  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  for  study  and  report. 

During  the  quadrennium,  a  Committee  of  the  General 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  has  given  this 
very  careful  and  extended  study. 

In  harmony  with  the  Memorials,  the  General  Commission 
on  World  Service  and  Finance  presents  the  following  as  the 
legislative  changes  and  additions  which  will  be  necessary 
if  approval  is  given  to  the  requests  for  strengthening  mini- 
mum support  and  if  permissive  legislation  is  granted  An- 
nual Conferences  for  the  establishment  of  a  "Basic  Salary" 
plan. 

The  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
transmits  this  report  to  the  General  Conference  without 
recommendation  or  prejudice. 

The  proposed  legislation  follows : 

I.  MINIMUM  SALARY  REVISIONS 

Amend  by  deleting  Pars.  806-809  inclusive  and  substitut- 
ing the  following  therefor : 

Par.  806  Minimum  Salary  Plan.  1.  Each  Annual  Conference,  after 
careful  study  of  its  needs  and  its  sources  of  income  for  ministerial 
support  shall  adopt  a  schedule  of  minimum  support  for  its  Pastors, 
including  full-time  Accepted  Supply  Pastors,  subject  to  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  Conference  may  adopt  which  do  not  conflict 
with  the  provisions  of  this  legislation  as  here  set  forth.  The  schedule 
may  allow  for  differences  in  living  conditions,  number  of  dependents  in 
the  Pastor's  family,  or  any  other  variants  as  directed  by  the  Annual 
Conference. 
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2  In  so  far  as  practicable,  this  schedule  of  minimum  Support  shall 
be  observed  by  the  Bishops  and  District  Superintendents  in  arranging 
charges  and  making  appointments.  _ 

3  The  Minimum  Support  Fund  secured  as  hereinafter  prescribed 
shall  be  used  to  provide  for  each  full-time  Pastor,  whose  salary  from 
the  pastoral  charge  is  less  than  the  minimum  support  as  determined 
by  the  schedule,  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  salary 
apportioned  by  the  pastoral  charge,  plus  supplementary  aid  from 
other  sources,  and  the  amount  of  the  minimum  support  indicated  for 
such  Pastor  according  to  the  schedule.  Such  payments  shall  be  made 
from  a  Conference  treasury  established  by  the  Conference  for  that 
purpose.  ,  ,  ^       .  ,  _,.  ,    ,, 

4.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
estimate  the  total  amount  necessary  to  maintain  the  schedule  of 
minimum  support  for  the  Pastors  thereof  as  adopted  by  the  Confer- 
ence, which  total  amount  shall  be  apportioned  as  an  item  of  ministerial 
support  to  the  Districts  or  pastoral  charges  as  the  Annual  Conference 
may  determine.  . 

5.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  or 
some  other  agency  created  or  designated  by  the  Conference  for  that 
purpose  shall  administer  the  minimum  support  plan  and  shall  be 
responsible  for  collecting  and  disbursing  the  funds. 

Par.  808  Sustentation  Fund.  An  Annual  Conference  may  establish 
a  Sustentation  Fund,  which  shall  be  administered  by  the  Conference 
Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance,  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding emergency  aid  to  the  ministers  of  the  Conference  who  may  be 
in  special  need.  On  recommendation  of  the  Conference  Commission  on 
World  Service  and  Finance  the  amount  needed  for  this  purpose  may 
be  apportioned  to  the  pastoral  charges  as  the  Conference  may  de- 
termine. 


Amend  Par.  261  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the  Mini- 
mum Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claimants" 
in  line  24,  so  that  the  sentence,  as  amended,  will  read : 

"The  apportionments  to  the  charge  for  the  General  Administration 
Fund,  for  District  Superintendents,  for  Conference  Claimants  and  for 
the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  are  not  subject  to  change  or  alteration  by 
the  Quarterly  Conference  of  the  local  church." 

Amend  Paragraph  264,  la,  by  deleting  the  words  "and 
local  expense,"  in  line  1,  and  by  deleting  the  remainder  of 
the  sentence  after  the  words  "Conference  Claimants"  in 
line  4,  and  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the  Minimum 
Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claimants"  line 
4,  so  that  the  section  as  amended  will  read : 

"a)  Ministerial  Support,  which  shall  include  Pastor's  salary  and 
suitable  provision  for  a  dwelling;  apportionments  for  District  Super- 
intendents, Bishops  and  Conference  Claimants;  and  for  the  Minimum 
Salary  Fund." 

Amend  Paragraph  802  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the 
Minimum  Salary  Plan"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants" so  that  the  Paragraph  as  amended  will  read : 

"Par.   802.   Each    Annual   Conference   shall   determine   what   plan 
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and  method  shall  be  used  in  distributing  the  apportionments  for  the 
support  of  District  Superintendents  and  Conference  Claimants  and 
for  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund  to  its  several  Districts  and  charges, 
whether  by  a  percentage  based  on  the  Pastor's  current  salary  paid  or 
by  some  other  method." 

Amend  Paragraph  803  by  adding  the  words  "and  for  the 
Minimum  Salary  Fund"  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants" line  2,  and  also  after  the  words  "Conference  Claim- 
ants" in  line  11  so  that  the  sentence,  as  amended,  will  read: 

"Par.  803.  When  the  apportionments  for  Bishops,  District  Super- 
intendents, and  Conference  Claimants  and  for  the  Minimum  Salary 
Fund  for  the  several  Districts  and  charges  have  been  determined, 
payments  made  to  the  same  in  each  pastoral  charge  shall  be  exactly 
proportional  to  the  amount  paid  on  Pastor's  salary.  The  Treasurer 
or  Treasurers  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall  accordingly  make  pro- 
portional distribution  of  the  funds  raised  in  that  charge  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  ministry,  and  remit  monthly,  if  practicable,  and  quarterly 
at  the  latest  (Par.  789),  the  items  for  Bishops,  District  Superintend- 
ents, and  Conference  Claimants  and  for  the  Minimum  Salary  Fund 
to  the  proper  Treasurer  or  Treasurers."

"local-church  expenses  including  provision  for  necessary  office  ex- 
pense and  for  the  cost  of  operating  a  car  in  the  work  of  the  parish." 

Amend  Par.  264  by  re-number  lb  as  Ic. 
Amend  Par.  264  by  adding  a  new  section  to  be  numbered 
lb,  as  follows 

"b)  Local  Church  Expense,  which  shall  include  all  current  expense 
items  of  the  local  church  such  as  necessary  office  expense,  cost  of 
operating  a  car  in  the  work  of  the  parish,  employed  helpers,  supplies 
of  all  kinds,  repairs  and  other  items  that  properly  belong  to  local 
current  expense;" 

III.   BASIC  SALARY   PLAN 

Paragraph  807.  Basic  Salary  Plan.  An  Annual  Confer- 
ence may  by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  at  any  regular  ses- 
sion adopt  a  Basic  Salary  Plan  for  the  support  of  its  active 
itinerants  and  supply  Pastors  who  are  giving  their  full 
time  to  the  ministry  of  the  Church ;  provided,  however,  that 
it  shall  not  institute  the  Basic  Salary  Plan  until  the  Plan

has  been  approved  and  ratified  by  a  majority  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  Quarterly  Conferences  present  and  voting 
in  75  per  cent  of  the  pastoral  charges  of  such  Conference. 
The  District  Superintendents  shall  certify  to  the  Conference 
Secretary  the  results  of  the  votes  taken  in  the  several  Quar- 
terly Conferences. 

1.  The  Basic  Salary  Plan  shall  provide  an  established  salary 
schedule  for  the  support  of  the  regular  active  itinerants  and  supply 
Pastors  giving  their  full  time  to  the  ministry  of  the  Church,  which 
may  allow  for  differences  of  living  conditions,  number  of  dependents 
in  the  family,  and  other  variants.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Con- 
ference Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  the  Basic  Salary 
Schedule  may  be  changed  from  time  to  time  by  a  majority  vote  of 
the  Annual  Conference. 

2.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
estimate  the  amount  necessary  to  provide  such  ministerial  support  as 
may  be  required  by  the  schedule  adopted,  which  amount  shall  be  dis- 
tributed as  an  apportionment  to  the  Districts  or  pastoral  charges  by 
a  method  to  be  determined  by  the  Conference. 

3.  The  amounts  due  from  the  pastoral  charges  on  apportionment 
shall  be  paid  to  a  Conference  treasury  established  for  that  purpose 
and  all  Basic  Salaries  due  shall  be  paid  from  that  treasury.  The 
Basic  Salary  provided  for  each  minister  concerned  shall  constitute  his 
entire  salary  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

4.  Any  pastoral  charge,  which  has  made  adequate  provision  for 
paying  its  apportionments  for  all  ministerial  support  items  in  full, 
may  augment  the  basic  support  of  its  pastor. 

5.  The  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance  shall 
administer  the  basic  salary  plan  and  shall  be  responsible  for  collecting 
and  disbursing  the  funds. 

Amend  Paragraph  763  by  adding  the  following  Para- 
graph : 

"In  such  Annual  Conferences  as  may  adopt  the  Basic  Salary  Plan 
for  ministerial  support,  the  apportionment  for  the  Episcopal  Fund  to 
the  Annual  Conference  shall  be  an  amount  equal  to  the  approved  per- 
centage of  the  total  current  cash  salaries  paid  to  the  pastors  thereof 
which  amount  shall  be  distributed  to  the  pastoral  charges  as  the 
Annual  Conference  may  determine." 

Amend  Paragraph  788,  by  adding  the  following: 

"In  such  Annual  Conferences  as  may  adopt  the  Basic  Salary  Plan 
for  ministerial  support,  the  support  for  the  several  District  Superin- 
tendents thereof  shall  be  included  therein.  The  amounts  necessary  to 
provide  for  suitable  dwelling,  travel  and  office  expense  may  be  included 
in  the  Basic  Salary  Budget  or  appoi'tioned  separately  as  the  Confer- 
ence may  determine." 

Amend  Paragraph  1623  1,  by  adding  the  following: 

"In  such  Annual  Conferences  as  may  adopt  a  Basic  Salary  Plan 
for  ministerial  support,  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  prospecctive 
annuity  disbursements  shall  he  apportioned  to  the  pastoral  charges 
either  as  a  percentage  of  the  amount  for  the  Basic  Salary  Budget  or 
on  the  basis  of  a  graduated  scale  to  be  determined  by  the  Conference." 
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C.  A  RESOLUTION  PRESENTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  COMMISSION  ON 
SERVICE   AND    FINANCE 

(Note — This  Resolution  was  adopted  May  3,  1948.  (See  page  263.) 
On  May  8  this  action  was  rescinded  (See  page  450)  because  the 
General  Conference  created  a  Commission  to  study  such  matters.  See 
Report  No.  2,  Committee  of  Thirty-one.  See  Journal,  page  449. — 
Editor.) 

Following  an  extended  survey  made  by  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance  during  the  quad- 
rennium  1940-44,  this  Commission  presented  to  the  1944 
General  Conference  a  recommendation  substantially  as 
stated  below.  Unfortunately  this  resolution  was  a  part  of 
a  larger  report  which  the  General  Conference  ordered  re- 
ceived and  made  a  part  of  the  record ;  hence  no  action  was 
taken. 

Your  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance 
now  repeats  its  recommendation  in  the  following : 

A  RESOLUTION  CALLING  FOR  A  COMMISSION  TO  STUDY  THE 
BENEVOLENCE  PROGRAM  OF  THE  METHODIST  CHURCH 

Whereas,  it  is  apparent,  from  a  study  of  the  benevolence  income  of 
the  whole  Church  that  there  does  not  exist  in  The  Methodist  Church 
any  consistent  plan  for  the  making  of  a  benevolence  policy  applicable 
to  the  Church  as  a  whole;  and 

Whereas,  many  organizations  within  the  Church  have  the  power  to 
inaugurate  and  maintain  benevolence  institutions  and  organizations; 
and 

Whereas,  there  is  an  overlapping  of  the  duties  and  emphases  of 
the  World  Service  Boards  and  Agencies  as  now  constituted; 

Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  be  instructed  to  make  a  study  of  the  whole 
Benevolence  Program  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  the  several  Boards 
and  Agencies  to  which  its  execution  is  committed  with  a  view  to 
achieving  a  large  measure  of  economy,  efficiency  and  productiveness, 
through  elimination  of  overlapping,  duplication  and  lack  of  co-ordina- 
tion; said  study  to  be  made  during  the  ensuing  quadrennium  and 
report  thereof  made  to  the  General  Conference  of  1952. 

Part  V 

Paragraph  770  of  the  1944  Discipline  places  upon  the 
General  Conference  Commission  on  World  Service  and 
Finance  the  responsibility  of  aiding  in  standardizing  an- 
nuity rates  and  formulating  policies  for  the  writing  of 
annuities. 

Study  has  been  made  by  the  Commission  in  the  policies 
to  be  followed  in  the  writing  of  annuities.  Some  material 
has  been  mailed  to  Boards,  Agencies  and  institutions  which 
write  annuities  and  a  booklet  will  be  prepared  this  next 
quadrennium. 

Annuity  rates  are  set  in  co-operation  with  other  de- 
nominations, under  the  guidance  of  the  Federal  Council  of 
Churches.  These  rates  are  included  as  a  part  of  this  report.

Certain  computations  are  based  on  other  data  in  which 
case  the  source  or  sources  are  indicated. 
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THE  METHODIST  BENEVOLENCE  PLAN 

**In  order  that  all  members  of  The  Methodist  Church  may 
share  in  the  manifold  ministries  at  home  and  abroad  and 
that  the  work  committed  to  us  may  prosper,"  a  financial 
plan  covering  the  prog-ram  of  the  local  church,  the  Annual 
Conference  and  the  General  Conference  has  been  adopted. 
The  phase  of  this  program  which  ministers  to  others  is 
called  the  Benevolences. 

In  providing  adequately  for  a  well-rounded  program  there 
is  freedom  within  order.  However,  there  is  a  very  real 
framework  in  which  this  program  operates. 

On  the  pages  immediately  following  the  structure  is  in- 
dicated :  First,  by  an  explanation  of  Benevolence  terms 
which  will  be  used  throughout  the  study.  Second,  by  out- 
lining in  graphic  form  the  Benevolence  Plan  as  it  relates 
to  the  local  church.  Third,  bj^  discussing  the  Conference 
Benevolence  Budget  which  the  Annual  Conference  combines 
with  its  share  of  the  total  World  Service  Budget. 

PLANS  OF   METHODIST  BENEVOLENCE   GIVING 

The  Methodist  Benevolence  Program  has  been  supported 
largely  by  funds  secured  through  three  plans.  These  plans 
and  their  constituent  parts  are: 

1.  Ratio  Benevolences 
The  ratio  benevolences  consist  of : 

A.  The  World  Service  Fund.  This  fund  supports  the  General 
Benevolence  Causes  of  The  Methodist  Church.  The  amount  apportioned 
for  World  Service  is  determined  by  the  General  Conference. 

B.  Annual  Conference  Benevolences.  The  nature  and  amount  of 
money  apportioned  for  Conference  Benevolences  are  determined  by 
each  Annual  Conference. 

C.  World  Service  and  Conference  Benevolence  budget.  This  is  the 
World  Service  apportionment  to  any  Annual  Conference  plus  its  Con- 
ference Benevolence  Budget,  included  in  one  sum  and  distributed 
among  the  charges  of  the  Conference. 

2.  Non-Ratio  Benevolences 
The  non-ratio  benevolences  are: 

A.  General  Benevolences.  Funds  raised  outside  the  above  indicated 
ratio  for  the  support  of  the  General  Benevolence  program  of  the 
church.  These  are  (1)  World  Service  Special  Gifts.  Special  gifts  may 
be  made  to  the  World  Service  Boards  and  Agencies,  Overseas  Relief, 
the  Committee  on  Camp  Activities,  the  Commission  on  Chaplains,  and 
the  Fellowship  of  Suffering  and  Service. 

B.  Conference  Benevolences.  These  include  all  recurring  funds 
raised  outside  the  ratio  (i.e.,  outside  apportioned  Benevolences)  by 
each  Annual  Conference  for  its  own  Benevolence  Boards,  Agencies  and 
Institutions. 
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C.  Woman's  Society  of  Christian  Service.  The  Woman's  Society  of 
Christian  Service  raises  Benevolence  money  separate  from  the  Gen- 
eral and  Conference  benevolences  and  disburses  this  in  its  World-w^ide 
program  of  missions  through  the  Woman's  Division  of  Christian  Serv- 
ice of  the  Board  of  Misions  and  Church  Extension. 

These  Benevolences  include:  (1)  Woman's  Society  money  sent  to  the 
District  or  Conference  treasurer,  (2)  gifts  through  the  Wesleyan 
Service  Guild,  and  (3)  one  half  of  the  Youth  Fund. 

3.  Crusade  for  Christ 

During  the  quadrennium  from  1944-48  the  Church,  in  an 
effort  to  meet  war  emergency  needs,  asked  for  a  fund  of 
$25,000,000  and  to  date  has  received  more  than  $27,000,000. 

In  order  to  show  the  regular  recurring  Benevolence  pic- 
ture, Crusade  funds  and  special  Conference  campaign 
funds  have  been  omitted ;  except  in  a  very  f aw  cases,  where 
their  inclusion  is  indicated. 

The  over-all  picture  is  shown  in  the  graph  on  the  next 
page. 

THE  CONFERENCE  BENEVOLENCE  BUDGET  AS  OF  1944 

Attention  was  called  in  the  survey  presented  to  the  1944 
General  Conference  by  the  General  Commission  on  World 
Service  and  Finance  to  the  lack  of  uniformity  prevailing 
in  the  several  Annual  Conferences  concerning  what  should 
be  included  in  the  Annual  Conference  Benevolence  budget.

NEED  FOR  CLARIFICATION  AND  CO-ORDINATION 

The  trends  toward  multiplication  of  items  in  the  World 
Service  and  Benevolence  Budget  clearly  indicate: 

1.  The  need  for  clarification  of  the  items  to  be  included. 

2.  Better  co-ordination  of  responsibility  between  the  Annual  Con- 
ference Boards  and  Agencies  and  the  General  Boards  and  Agencies. 

3.  More  co-operation  between  the  Conference  Boards  and  General 
Boards  in  the  promotion  of  Apportioned  Benevolences.  More  informa- 
tion needs  to  be  given  the  local  church  concerning  the  Conference 
Benevolence  Budget,  both  as  to  the  items  included  and  the  amount 
of  money  involved.

The  diagram  appearing  on  page  five  shows  the  several 
methods  by  which  Funds  are  raised  for  the  Benevolence 
Program  of  the  Church.  In  understanding  Methodist  sup- 
port of  the  Benevolence  Program  it  is  helpful  to  visualize  a 
portion  of  the  support  against  the  total,  such  as  World 
Service  on  Apportionment  alongside  Total  Ratio  Benevo- 
lences. Such  a  procedure  has  been  followed  in  the  three 
tables  on  the  following  page.  The  chart  on  page  twelve 
shows  several  types  of  giving  in  relationship  each  to  the 
other  which  enables  one  to  see  the  general  trend  in  the 
support  of  different  aspects  of  Methodist  work.

In  the  above  tables  showing  the  Distribution  to  Benevo- 
lences and  Other  Items  the  last  tv^o  columns  indicate  that 
while  all  items  listed  received  more  support  in  dollars  the 
relative  amount  of  support  changed.  The  change  in  ratio 
was  reflected  chiefly  by  a  decrease  in  ministerial  support 
and  an  increase  in  ''Building,  Debt  and  Interest,"  "Cur- 
rent Expense"  and  "Benevolences,  at  Home."  The  com- 
paratively larger  increase  in  percentage  for  "Total  Benevo- 
lences, at  Home"  in  the  lower  table  is  due  to  Conference 
Campaigns. 

CONCLUSION 

In  the  Uniting  Conference  of  1939  the  Benevolence  Sys- 
tems of  the  three  Uniting  Churches  were  merged  into  a 
single  Benevolence  Plan  for  The  Methodist  Church.  This 
plan  was  accepted  with  very  few  changes  by  the  1940  Gen- 
eral Conference. 

During  the  first  quadrennium,  at  the  direction  of  the 
General  Conference,  a  survey  was  made  of  the  Benevo- 
lence System  and  a  report  was  made  to  the  1944  General 
Conference.  One  sentence  of  this  report  states  that  "It  is

apparent  from  a  study  of  the  distribution  of  the  Benevo- 
lence income  of  the  whole  Church  that  there  does  not  exist 
in  The  Methodist  Church  any  consistent  plan  for  making  a 
Benevolence  Policy  applicable  to  the  Church  as  a  whole. 

The  present  survey  indicates  a  much  greater  proportionate 
growth  in  Conference  Benevolences  than  in  General  Be- 
nevolences. The  increase  in  classification  in  the  Conference 
Benevolences  from  28  in  number  in  1944  to  67  in  number 
in  1948  reveals  the  trend.  Equally  significant  is  the  pres- 
ence of  25  classifications  which  have  first  claim  upon  World 
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Service  and  Conference  Benevolences,  before  the  ratio  dis- 
tribution is  made  to  each, 

A  well-planned  Conference  Benevolence  Program  is  to  be 
highly  commended.  A  good  home  base  must  be  maintained 
if  the  Church  is  to  grow  and  extend  its  influence  throughout 
the  home  field. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  entire  Church  must  unite  upon  a 
great  general  program  to  which  every  Methodist  Church 
gives  support  if  its  influence  is  to  be  felt  in  the  world.  The 
decreasing  proportionate  amount  of  money  available  for 
General  Benevolences,  as  revealed  in  this  survey,  is  an  un- 
healthy sign.  Whenever  the  Benevolences  of  an  Annual 
Conference  become  more  and  more  important,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  General  Benevolences  and  the  total  program, 
there  develops  a  "localism"  which  hampers  growth  and 
diverts  the  interests  of  the  members  from  the  world  mis- 
sion of  the  Church. 

The  items  in  the  Conference  Budget  further  indicate  a 
lack  of  clear  demarcation  between  the  work  and  responsi- 
bilities of  the  General  Boards  and  Agencies  and  the  Confer- 
ence Boards  and  Agencies.  There  seems  to  be  unnecessary 
duplication  of  functions,  not  only  between  certain  of  the 
General  Boards  and  Agencies,  but  also  between  the  General 
and  Conference  Boards  and  Agencies. 

The  conclusion  of  this  survey  is  that  it  would  be  wisdom 
for  this  General  Conference  to  authorize  the  General  Com- 
mission on  World  Service  and  Finance  to  make  a  complete 
study  during  the  coming  quadrennium  of  the  Benevolence 
Program  and  report  to  the  1952  General  Conference  such 
plans  of  reorganization  and  co-ordination  as  may  be  best 
for  the  future  benevolence  work  of  our  great  Church. 

NOTE — The  data  in  the  survey  are  in  general  comparable.  However, 
the  method  of  handling  changes  for  other  than  twelve  month  Confer- 
ence periods  requires  the  following  explanation: 

(1)  As  to  Benevolence  items:  The  method  of  handling  other  than 
strictly  twelve  month  periods  varied  somewhat  in  several  of  the  sur- 
veys prior  to  the  year  1946-47.  For  the  year  1946-47  adjustments  were 
made  for  all  recurring  Benevolence  items  except  special  days  (Race 
Relations  Day,  Student  Day,  Rally  Day  and  Youth  Fund)  which  were 
taken  as  recorded.  When  the  Conference  period  was  not  more  than 
twenty-one  days  over  or  under  twelve  months  no  adjustment  was  made. 
After  the  first  month  addition  or  subtraction  was  made  if  the  period 
exceeded  fifteen  days. 

(2)  As  to  Non-Benevolence  items:  For  the  years  1940-41  through 
1945-46  Total  Ministerial  Support,  Total  Local  Expense,  and  Adminis- 
trative Funds  were  taken  from  the  General  Minutes  for  the  respective 
years.  For  the  year  1946-47,  due  to  the  large  number  of  Conference 
changing  from  a  fall  to  a  spring  session,  adjustments  were  made  on 
a  strictly  monthly  basis.  When  the  Conference  period  was  not. more 
than  twenty-one  days   over  or  under   twelve   months   no   adjustment 
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was  made.  After  the  first  month,  addition  or  subtraction  was  made  if 
the  period  exceeded  fifteen  days. 

In  distributing  money  among  the  various  Benevolence  projects,  esti- 
mates were  made  when  an  incomplete  statement  was  given  if  sufficient 
information  was  available  to  make  what  appeared  to  be  a  reasonable 
estimate.  All  figures  for  the  Crusade  are  from  the  office  of  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  General  Commission  on  World  Service  and  Finance.

IV.  MESSAGE  OF  GENERALISSIMO  AND 
MADAME  CHIANG  KAI-SHEK 

RADIO   MESSAGE    FROM    GENERALISSIMO   AND 
MADAME    CHIANG    KAI-SHEK 

(See  Journal,  page  296) 

It  is  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  address  the  members 
of  the  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church,  meet- 
ing in  Boston. 

The  Generalissimo  and  myself  regard  it  as  particularly 
fitting  that  our  participation  in  your  program  comes  on  this 
100th  Anniversary  of  the  institution  of  the  Methodist 
Church  in  China,  which  is  one  among  the  far-flung  and 
extensive  operations  under  the  supervision  of  the  Meth- 
odist Board  of  Foreign  Missions. 

We  realize  that  in  addressing  this  General  Conference 
we  are  speaking  to  a  body  of  men  and  women  who  not  mere- 
ly represent  Methodism,  but  who  personify  the  thinking, 
praying  international  public  in  every  country  of  the  world. 
For  this  reason  we  feel  certain  that  what  we  say  to  you 
will  have  a  resonance  in  effecting  Christian  attitudes  to- 
ward China's  present  realities. 

Because  we  are  addressing  such  an  audience,  we  want  to 
emphasize  a  point  which,  in  our  opinion,  is  fundamental  to 
an  understanding  of  the  state  of  the  world  today. 

To  us,  one  of  the  basic  tenets  of  Christianity  is  the  truth 
that,  since  man  is  created  in  God's  image,  he  has  an  innate 
right  to  enjoy  respect  and  consideration,  in  his  physical, 
in  his  mental  and  in  his  spiritual  self.  Freedom  of  thought 
and  action  are  the  sine  qua  non  of  human  dignity.  Those 
who  would  outrage  the  dignity  of  the  individual  express 
their  contempt  for  the  godliness  that  is  in  man.  This  Chris- 
tian truth  is  the  foundation  of  the  democratic  ideal  of  our 
age. 

One  of  the  deep  tragedies  of  the  present  world  is  the 
fact  that,  although  V-E  Day  and  V-J  Day  have  come  and 
gone,  this  issue  of  the  freedom  of  the  individual  is  not  yet 
settled.  It  is  still  under  acute  challenge. 

The  world  often  asks  why  China  is  not  yet  at  peace.  We 
might  appropriately  answer  that  nowhere  in  the  world  today 
are  the  conditions  of  genuine  peace  existent.  The  brave  and 
valiant  ideals,  for  which  the  United  Nations  seemed  to  be 
the  guarantor,  have  now  become  little  more  than  a  mirage 
of  hope  in  most  parts  of  the  world.  Man,  everywhere,  is  in 
historic  suspense.   But,   admittedly,   in   China  the   misery, 
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confusion  and  despair  is  more  bitter  than  anywhere  else 
in  the  world. 

Sometimes,  in  moments  of  human  weakness,  when  wrong 
and  injustice  seem  too  triumphant,  we  feel  tempted  to  ask 
Job's  question — why  must  such  things  be? 

Why,  in  a  world  under  Divine  dispensation,  should  the 
evil-doer  and  the  enemy  of  humanity  be  permitted  to  pre- 
vail, if  only  transiently?  Why  cannot  the  Lord,  as  in  the 
days  of  the  children  of  Israel  before  the  walls  of  Jericho, 
give  victory  to  those  who  walk  in  His  way? 

And  then,  in  deeper  thought,  we  realize  that  this  is  not 
God's  plan. 

The  answer,  of  course,  is  that  God  has  endowed  mankind 
with  freedom  of  will.  Although,  if  He  chose,  He  could  make 
the  Kingdom  of  Heaven  to  come  to  pass  on  this  earth,  yet 
it  is  His  plan  that  it  shall  come  through  man's  own  will  and 
efforts.  We  must  all  pass  through  the  fire,  if  we  are  to  be 
worthy  of  God's  Kingdom. 

The  consoling  thought,  in  the  heat  of  the  struggle,  is 
that  conquest  by  force,  while  sometimes  seemingly  suc- 
cessful, in  the  end  always  proves  unavailing.  The  victories 
of  the  ungodly  are  all  Pyrrhic  victories. 

We  in  China  realize  that  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done  to 
better  conditions  among  our  people.  Eleven  years  of  vir- 
tually continuous  war  and  communist  uprising  have  left 
their  tragic  mark  on  our  institutions.  Within  our  means  we 
are  doing  our  best  to  correct  these  iniquities  and  evils.  There 
is  no  disposition,  on  the  part  of  any  of  us,  to  minimize  our 
mistake  or  to  deny  the  gravity  of  our  problems.  This  com- 
plete and  realistic  frankness  to  face  our  shortcomings,  in 
Chinese  public  opinion,  is,  we  believe,  the  saving  thing  in 
the  present  China  situation. 

We  have  been  asked,  what  can  world  Christianity  do  to  aid 
the  Chinese  people  in  this  grave  hour? 

If  there  is  any  one  outstanding  thing  which  the  Chris- 
tians of  Chnia  ask  of  the  Western  world  in  this  time  of 
decision  it  is  that  world  Christianity  support  China  with 
its  prayers. 

The  effectual  fervent  prayer  of  a  righteous  man  availeth 
much,  we  are  assured. 

Prayer  is  a  dynamic  force  for  the  right  in  this  evil- 
haunted  world.  Through  prayer  we  may  change  the  hearts 
of  the  spritually  blind,  and  the  wrong-doers.  Through  prayer 
we  may  bring  about  a  human  regeneration  which  will  point 
the  way  to  a  future  world,  not  based  on  coercion,  but  on  the 
sublime  ideal  of  universal  peace.  As  Christians,  we  believe 
implicitly  in  the  efficacy  of  prayer.  And  as  Christians,  we 
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know  that  we  need  to  pray  for  ourselves  as  well  as  for 
others. 

There  is  no  greater  power  on  earth,  which  can  come  to 
China's  support  in  this  crisis,  than  the  power  which  can  be 
generated  by  the  united  prayers  of  the  Christian  Churches 
of  the  world.  Sustained  by  such  prayers,  we  know  that 
China  will  emerge  triumphant  out  of  the  distress  of  today 
into  a  radiant  and  peaceful  tomorrow.  Righteousness  will 
and  must  give  strength.  We  shall  not  rest  until  our  people 
have  been  delivered  from  their  present  sufferings.  We  have 
unwavering  faith  that  this  is  God's  will. 
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AFRICA

Africa  is  on  a  Crusade  for  Christ,  and  every  emphasis 
of  the  Crusade  during  this  past  quadrennium  has  had  its 
attention  in  Africa. 

During  the  Year  of  Evangelism,  there  v^as  more  than 
an  11  per  cent  increase  in  the  membership  of  the  Church, 
and  that  rate  of  increase  w^as  maintained  in  the  following 
year. 

In  the  Year  of  Stewardship,  self-support  greatly  increased 
throughout  the  Church;  in  one  district  150  per  cent;  in  a 
whole  Conference,  100  per  cent,  and  over  the  Area,  much 
more  than  the  25  per  cent  goal  of  the  Crusade. 

The  churches  in  Africa  are  now  in  the  process  of  an 
advance  in  making  more  effective  and  more  widespread  the 
teaching  of  the  word  of  God. 

The  Crusade  funds  in  Africa  have  come  to  a  continent 
to  serve  it,  to  a  continent  which  was  not  destroyed  by  the 
direct  blast  of  the  war,  but  was  despoiled  by  the  drive  for 
the  materials  to  make  the  bombs  and  the  armaments  of 
that  war. 

The  Crusade  has  brought  its  ministry  to  people  torn  in 
spirit,  to  blasted  personalities,  to  disrupted  social  groups, 
to  people  whose  lives  have  been  restricted  because  of  greed, 
the  avidity  for  land,  the  lust  for  power,  the  urge  to  extend 
control,  these  things  that  brought  on  the  war. 

The  Crusade  has  realized  that  it  is  not  only  the  blast  of 
sudden  catastrophe  which  brings  need  for  medical  aid,  and 
has  given  its  grants  for  the  relief  of  the  constant  catastrophe 
of  widespread  malnutrition  and  terrible  incidence  of  vene- 
real diseases  and  the  tropical  ills  that  torment  that  land. 

So  because  of  the  Crusade  the  foundations  of  the  new 
Hospital  in  Kapinga  are  going  in  now  under  the  direction 
of  a  fine  young  couple  from  Calvary  Church,  Washington, 
and  a  doctor  and  nurse  from  Indiana  are  studying  tropical 
medicine  in  Belgium  to  join  the  Pipers  in  service  in  that 
hospital. 

The  Crusade  funds  are  providing  for  the  extension  of 
the  plant  of  two  other  hospitals  at  Gihuki  in  Portuguese 
East  Africa  and  Quessua  in  Angola,  and  for  making  pos- 
sible the  essential  training  of  nurses  in  Southern  Rhodesia. 
The   Crusade   has   thus   entered   into  the   blessing   of  the 
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prayer  of  Livingstone,  calling  down  the  blessing  of  God  on 
anyone  who  will  take  part  in  healing  the  sores  of  Africa. 

The  increased  tensions  between  groups  and  in  inter- 
national relationships  have  made  even  more  urgent  the 
development  or  organized  co-operation  among  the  Protes- 
tant agencies  working  in  the  various  countries,  among  the 
Protestant  bodies  active  in  Africa,  This  Crusade  has  had  a 
determining  part  in  the  establishment  of  a  full-time  Secre- 
taryship in  the  very  difficult  and  strategic  field  in  Angola. 

Special  problems  in  education  have  arisen  from  the  up- 
rooting of  peoples  and  the  advance  to  new  ways  of  living. 
In  the  midst  of  the  progressing  agrarian  parts  of  South 
Rhodesia  the  Crusade  has  provided  the  first  units  of  a 
school  at  Nutembara.  It  has  given  the  possibility  for  exten- 
sion of  the  remarkable  service  of  that  famous  school  at 
Kambini  in  Mozambique.  The  Crusade  has  made  it  possible 
through  its  scholarships  to  take  some  of  the  finest  young 
people  and  give  them  chances,  otherwise  absolutely  unavail- 
able, to  train  for  leadership  in  the  new  day  that  is  and  is 
to  be  in  Africa. 

The  Crusade  here,  as  elsewhere,  has  stimulated  the  pro- 
vision of  aid  from  other  sources.  Through  the  Crusade,  it 
was  possible  to  begin  to  stake  down  the  dreams  of  years  for 
meeting  the  outstanding  opportunities  of  our  church  in 
Elisabethville,  the  metropolis  of  the  heart  of  Africa.  During 
the  war,  the  population  doubled.  Our  facilities  were  inade- 
quate before  the  war. 

Through  the  Woman's  Division,  the  Crusade  built  The 
House  of  the  Family  as  a  center  for  w^ork  with  women  and 
girls.  The  Foreign  Division  started  classroom  units.  The 
Crusade  included  $15,000  for  a  social  center  to  meet  the 
tremendous  needs  of  a  primitive  rural  people  hurled  into 
the  rushing  confusion  and  strong  temptation  of  a  mining 
center.  It  was  not  enough ;  but  it  started  things  and  resulted 
in  the  allocation  of  sufficient  funds  from  the  Peiffer  estate 
to  build  the  center  which  promises  to  be  a  significant  con- 
tributions to  the  urban  populations  of  Africa. 

The  Crusade  has  provided  similar  funds  for  starting 
social  centers  in  Loanda,  in  Jadotville,  in  Johannesburg. 
These  also  can  be  stimulants  for  securing  adequate  funds 
to  meet  the  greatest  need  the  postwar  conditions  have  pre- 
sented to  our  Church  in  Africa — the  needs  of  the  rural- 
urban  inter-relationship  and  the  confusion  of  industrial 
workers. 

In  other  parts  of  the  world,  the  Crusade  has  helped  to 
restore  libraries  destroyed  and  distribute  books  as  neces- 
sary tools  of  reconstruction.  In  Africa,  it  has  taken  steps 
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toward  the  creation  of  a  literature  that  has  never  existed 
and  to  add  to  the  small  libraries  that  have  been  in  a  few 
of  the  numberless  languages  of  Africa.  Even  the  best  pro- 
vision of  the  past — among  the  Fitsuos  of  Southeast  Africa — 
has  been  but  a  couple  score  of  titles  for  a  whole  language. 
So  the  Crusade  has  participated  to  make  our  Church  the 
largest  shareholder  in  the  impressive  project  of  the  Central 
Mission  Press  of  the  Congo  Protestant  Council.  The  build- 
ing is  up,  the  equipment  installed,  manuscripts  are  in  hand. 
The  presses  are  starting  to  roll  to  pour  out  first  of  all  the 
books  needed  for  the  follow-up  of  the  Laubach  literary 
campaign  now  going  on  in  the  Congo. 

Revolving  literature  funds  have  also  been  supplied  so 
that  our  missions  may  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  of 
this  press. 

Large  increases  in  equipment  have  been  given  to  the 
Central  Mission  Press  in  Johannesburg  to  a  work  that  has 
been  built  up  previously  on  an  entirely  self-support  basis 
by  the  energies  of  Joseph  Preston,  one  of  the  missionary 
members  of  the  Conference.  Other  presses  have  been  aided 
and  literature  funds  provided. 

In  all  of  these  matters  new  housing  has  been  needed.  The 
Crusade  has  provided  some  help  for  that  also  in  Congo, 
Angola,  Mozambique,  Rhodesia,  Liberia. 

Only  small  amounts  were  available  for  lands  outside  of 
the  so-called  war-torn  areas.  I  do  not  know  where  you  will 
go  in  this  world  of  ours  to  get  outside  of  the  war-torn  areas. 
But  in  those  so-called  nonwar-torn  areas,  the  amounts 
were  small,  but  they  have  been  very  fruitful  in  worth- 
while results,  great  in  stimulation,  significant  in  promise. 

The  Crusade  projects  have  faced  spiralling  inflation  and 
advancing  needs.  So  it  has  but  begun  in  these  phases  of  our 
work  in  Africa.  Part  of  the  report  of  the  Crusade  activities 
in  that  continent  must  be  that  all  of  these  projects  look  to 
the  Church  in  the  next  quadrennium  that  is  ahead  of  us  to 
face  the  urgent  timetable  of  advance  that  can  now  win  all  of 
Central  and  South  Africa  solidly  for  Christ.

This  sudden- 
nlss  of  ca  1  certainly  is  a  surprise,  hence  J  ^m  caught  quite 
unprepared.  However,  while  it  is  true  that  I  /m  totally 
unprepared  to  give  you  a  satisfactory  report  of  what  has 
been  doie  in  China  by  the  Crusade  fund  received  yet,  I 
think  it  is  safe  to  say  that  I  am  always  prepared,  and 
indeed  covet  an  opportunity  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
you  whenever  such  opportunity  presents  itself.  And  that  is 

"  You  kTow  tf  d'ear'frTends,  the  Church  in  China  has  al- 
ways regadJ'itself  as  a  child  Church  of  the  Church  m 
America^and  is  proud  of  it.  Consequently  you  have  been 
always  looked  to  by  us  as  our  Mother.  Truly  you  have  played 
thP  role  of  a  loving,  kind  Mother  well,  not  only  in  time  of 
peace   but  also  in  time  of  war.  You  have  not  neglected  us 
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even  in  time  of  war,  when  you  yourself  were  in  the  thick 
and  thin  of  it,  and  made  post-war  planning  for  us  by 
launching  the  Crusade  for  Christ  Movement.  You  have  been 
so  generous  to  give  us  your  financial  aid  and  shared  sacri- 
ficially  with  gifts  of  food,  clothing,  etc.  All  these  have 
helped  to  relieve  the  abject  poverty  of  so  many  church 
workers  and  their  families,  and  for  all  of  these  we  wish  to 
give  you  thanks. 

You  have  no  idea  how  much  we  appreciate  all  that  you 
have  done  and  are  doing.  My  limited  vocabulary 
of  English  certainly  fails  me  to  give  an  adequate  expression 
of  this  appreciation,  although  I  may  do  better  in  Chinese, 
but,  then,  I  am  afraid  you  won't  be  able  to  understand. 
Suffice  it  to  say,  however,  that  we  want  to  thank  you  from 
the  bottom  of  our  hearts  for  your  lovingkindness  in  word 
and  deed,  and  pray  that  God  will  continue  to  bless  you  so  as 
to  make  you  in  turn  a  blessing. 

Physically  speaking,  your  child  Church  in  China  is  in  a 
deplorable  condition.  We  have  come  through  a  terrible  war 
of  more  than  ten  years,  exhausted,  depleted,  but  not  dead, 
rather  quite  alive.  Our  needs  in  personnel  and  equipment 
are  simply  tremendous. 

War  is  costly.  It  has  destroyed  many  of  our  finest  build- 
ings, and  those  which  have  escaped  destruction  are  in  rapid 
deterioration.  Many  of  our  buildings  are  either  without  roof 
or  without  windows,  and  many  of  our  church  buildings 
are  such  unadorned  shells  with  little  inducement  to  worship. 

War  has  also  resulted  in  enormous  displacements  and 
reduction  of  our  church  workers.  Some  have  died,  some  have 
left  the  pulpit  for  some  other  more  profitable  occupation  in 
order  to  keep  families  alive  and  those  who  remain  on  the 
job  are  underfed,  poorly  clad,  inadequately  housed,  and 
daily  pressed  with  a  multitude  of  duties  which  make  study 
and  reading  impossible. 

This,  in  a  nutshell,  is  the  situation  which  has  to  be  faced 
by  your  Child  Church  in  China  and  which  calls  for  unusual 
effort.  The  Crusade  funds  which  you  have  sent  to  China 
have  been  administered  by  a  National  Committee  known  as 
the  Committee  on  Relief  and  Rehabilitation,  of  which  I 
happen  to  be  Chairman.  Whatever  sum  you  sent  over  to  us 
was  used  either  toward  the  physical  rehabilitation  of  build- 
ings or  spiritual  rehabilitation  of  our  church  workers.  The 
latter  takes  the  forms  of  (1)  spiritual  retreat  and  (2)  edu- 
cational scholarships  at  home  or  abroad.  Generally  speaking 
most  of  our  churches  are  functioning  except  those  in  Com- 
munist areas  or  areas  threatened  by  them.  But,  of  course, 
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what  has  been  done  is  not  even  a  fraction  of  what  is  yet  to 
be  done. 

The  very  number  and  size  of  the  difficulties  to  recovery, 
not  to  say  any  appreciable  advance,  are  sufficient  to  cause 
us  to  rededicate  and  to  double  our  efforts.  The  diminishing 
and  over-age  of  workers,  the  spread  of  Communism  which 
keeps  on  the  civil  war,  and  the  deadly  paralysis  of  inflation 
which  hits  most  of  our  members  the  hardest,  are  all  obsta- 
cles that  have  to  be  overcome.  Only  Christian  compassion 
and  fortitude  can  turn  the  scale,  and  only  the  united  efforts 
of  World  Methodism  can  meet  the  needs.  To  this  task  of 
relief  and  rehabilitation  we  wish  to  rededicate  ourselves 
and  for  the  success  of  which  we  wish  to  request  your  con- 
tinual prayer  and  help.  I  thank  you. 

GERMANY

Mr.  Chairman,  my  dear  fellow -Methodists: 

It  is  a  great  and  joyous  privilege  on  behalf  of  all  Meth- 
odists in  Germany  to  thank  this  representative  assembly 
and  through  you  the  whole  of  The  Methodist  Church  with 
the  utmost  sincerity  and  warmth  for  all  that  the  Crusade 
for  Christ  has  meant  to  us.  It  is  a  beautiful  name,  with 
historic  significance,  but  how  much  more  beautiful  is  your 
reality  than  that  of  the  medieval  Crusaders.  They  sought 
to  recover  the  soil,  on  which  the  Cross  stood,  the  grave  of 
the  dead  Jesus.  You  have  been  fired  by  the  spirit  of  Al- 
mighty God  to  carry  the  living  Christ  and  his  perfect  love 
into  every  portion  and  sphere  of  the  poor  suffering  world 
so  battered  by  the  storms  of  fear  and  hate.  I  first  heard  of 
the  Crusade  in  the  summer  of  1945  through  Bishop  A.  J. 
Moore's  book,  Christ  and  Chaos,  which  an  Army  Chaplain 
let  me  have  for  twenty-four  hours  to  read.  It  was  like  a  cup 
of  fresh  cold  water  to  a  man  perishing  of  thirst  in  the  des- 
ert. True,  in  the  year  1940  in  all  the  turbulence  of  war,  our 
Germany  Central  Conference  had  unanimously  assented  to 
Bishop  Melles'  public  statement  that  we  must  cherish  our 
relationship  to  the  General  Conference  as  far  and  as  long 
as  possible.  But  how  were  we  to  know  the  feeling  of  the 
Mother  Church?  Here  was  a  book  written  in  the  darkest 
hour  of  world  conflict.  If  only  I  could  have  obtained  a  copy, 
I  should  have  been  inclined  to  frame  it  in  gold,  had  I  pos- 
sessed any,  what  the  book  said  about  the  German  Methodist 
Church  with  its  five  Annual  Conferences  and  all  its  organi- 
zations that  the  writer  described  so  expertly.   Here  was 
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nothing  but  loving  fellowship  and  readiness  to  help.  So 
the  Crusade  was  a  great  comfort  and  uplifting  before  we 
felt  any  of  its  material  effects. 

The  Crusade  made  it  possible  for  us  to  have  our  General 
Conference  two  years  late — in  November,  1946,  when  we 
hadn't  met  our  brethren  from  the  Eastern  zone  for  years 
and  had  not  sufficient  food  for  ourselves.  "Care"  parcels 
were  the  earthly  basis  on  which  the  spirit  could  build  up 
that  Central  Conference  of  Unanimity,  as  it  was  afterwards 
called,  presided  over  with  such  fatherly  wisdom  by  Bishop 
Wade.  A  car  for  the  newly-elected  Bishop  halved  the  strain 
on  his  war-weakened  heart  and  doubled  his  possibilities  for 
service. 

Through  the  Crusade  and  paper  from  Sweden,  we  have 
again  our  beloved  Church  paper,  the  Evangelist,  as  dear  to 
us  as  your  Christimi  Advocate  to  you.  For  five  years  we  had 
been  without  it,  since  the  Nazis  had  prohibited  all  Chris- 
tian literature  in  June,  1941,  on  account  of  the  paper  short- 
age, which  did  not  seem  to  exist  for  war  propaganda.  True, 
it  is  only  a  very  modest  beginning  with  its  six  pages  every 
fortnight,  and  its  6,000  copies  for  60,000  Methodists. 
Through  the  Crusade  and  the  help  of  the  Swiss  Publishing 
House,  we  have  received  10,000  catechisms  and  are  receiv- 
ing 20,000  hymn  books,  so  bitterly  needed,  as  most  of  our 
hymn  books  have  been  burned  and  the  thousands  of  new 
members  crowding  into  the  church  during  the  last  three 
years  have  none  anyway.  There  are  also  lesson  helps  on  the 
way,  which  have  increased  by  31  per  cent  in  the  last  year. 

And  then  there  is  the  tragic  lack  of  our  141  destroyed 
buildings,  in  addition  to  the  twenty-two  we  lost  in  the  East- 
ern Provinces,  which  are  now  in  the  possession  of  Poland 
and  Russia.  We  have  great  opportunities  with  our  last 
year's  increase  of  10  per  cent  in  membership,  15  per  cent 
in  the  youth  groups.  But  what  if  there  is  no  room  where 
they  can  gather?  How  sad  if  a  minister  has  to  ask  his  con- 
gregation not  to  invite  children  to  come  to  Sunday  school, 
because  there  is  absolutely  no  more  room  for  them ! 

Our  hearts  were  strangly  warmed  with  profound  gratitude 
when  we  learned  that  you  had  set  aside  $500,000  dollars 
for  us  long  before  we  could  inform  you  of  our  losses.  After 
spending  about  $250,000  dollars  of  our  own  on  rebuilding, 
there  are  still  45  churches  totally,  and  33  very  badly,  de- 
stroyed ;  10  hospital  buildings  completely,  and  9  very  badly, 
destroyed ;  and  our  publishing  house  is  entirely  annihilated. 
Altogether,  at  a  conservative  but  realistic  estimate,  an  af- 
fair of  nine  and  one-half  million  dollars.  Out  of  the  Crusade 
money  we  have  already  received  two  prefabricated  wooden 
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churches  from  Sweden,  one  in  Luebeck  to  hold  400  persons 
(there  were  700  in  it  at  the  dedication) ,  the  other  in  Berlin. 
We  could  not  have  carried  on  our  Theological  Seminary, 
now  in  its  ninetieth  year,  with  24  students,  nor  our  17 
Methodist  hospitals  and  the  work  of  our  1,100  deaconesses 
without  your  help. 

With  the  Crusade  scholarships  you  are  giving  our  talented 
and  devoted  young  people  a  chance  to  study  in  America  and 
prepare  themeslves  for  the  great  task  of  leadership.  We 
have  already  availed  ourselves  of  five  such  opportunities 
and  are  planning  some  more. 

But  in  addition  to  all  this  you  have  literally  saved  thou- 
sands of  Germans,  particularly  little  children,  from  death, 
by  feeding  the  hungry,  clothing  the  naked  and  giving  new 
hope  to  the  desperate  through  the  Methodist  Committee  for 
Overseas  Relief,  and  the  many  individual  Methodists  acting 
in  the  spirit  of  the  Crusade.  The  German  people  have  seen 
the  Church  of  Christ  in  the  very  forefront  of  all  relief  work, 
and  have  been  deeply  impressed.  The  Methodist  Church  in 
Germany  has  joined  The  Crusade  in  its  way,  has  collected 
and  distributed  out  of  its  poverty  $400,000  dollars  and  40 
tons  of  food.  Great  is  the  need  still";  we  are  planning  help  for 
tubercular  children  and  students. 

You  have  so  aided  us  in  meeting  the  great  challenge  and 
unparalleled  opportunity  of  preaching  by  word  and  deed  the 
only  means  of  escape  from  the  political,  economical  and 
moral  chaos  that  has  engulfed  the  German  nation ;  the  un- 
conquerable love  of  the  crucified  and  risen  Christ,  that 
passeth  all  understanding.  In  a  Sunday  School  that  had  just 
received  a  gift  of  food,  I  asked,  "Who  do  you  think  sent  this 
food?"  A  pale,  thin  lad  of  ten  years  of  age  put  up  his  hand 
and  said,  "I  think  people  who  love  Christ."  I  thank  God  for 
your  practical  and  realistic  love  of  Christ. 

INDIA 

Bishop  John  A.  Subhan

Though  India  did  not  suffer  directly  from  the  results  of 
the  last  world  war,  yet  some  of  the  great  needs  of  India  were 
the  direct  outcome  of  war  conditions.  The  great  shortage  of 
food,  the  awful  famine  in  Bengal,  the  chaotic  conditions 
which  prevailed  universally  all  over  the  country  so  as  to 
cause  a  breakdown  of  transportation  facilities  all  over  the 
country  and  the  lack  of  resources  to  meet  the  great  needs 
created  by  war,  may  be  mentioned  as  a  few  of  these.  The 
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Methodist  Church  in  America  through  its  Crusade  for 
Christ  movement  extended  its  arm  and  touched  some  of 
these  needs,  brought  relief  and  a  new  inspiration  to  the 
Church  in  India. 

It  brought  an  inspiration,  in  the  first  place,  to  Indian 
Methodism  itself.  A  Crusade  for  Christ  movement  was 
inaugrated  at  the  Central  Conference  meeting  in  Delhi  in 
1944-45.  A  fourfold  program  was  undertaken  by  the 
Churches  under  the  leadership  of  Bishops  in  different  Epis- 
copal Areas.  These  were  as  follows : 

Our  Church  at  worship — a  Church-wide  program  for 
leading  men  and  women  to  a  deeper  consecration  of  their 
lives  for  prayer  and  worship.  Our  Church  leadership  in 
membership — a  campaign  for  creating  new  leadership  and 
to  increase  the  membership  of  the  Church.  Our  Church 
buildings — a  movement  which  aimed  at  erecting  new  centers 
of  worship.  Our  Church  at  work — introducing  a  program 
for  evangelism  in  our  institutions,  and  leading  our  students 
to  a  deeper  consecration  of  their  lives. 

These  all  produced  great  results.  A  large  number  of  new 
prayer  meetings  were  started,  and  a  good  number  of  men 
and  women  consecrated  themselves  for  a  regular  prayer  life, 
either  by  responding  at  altar  call  services  or  by  signing 
pledge  cards.  Funds  were  collected  to  form  a  central  fund 
for  the  support  of  the  pastors.  Several  new  churches  were 
built  for  which  only  the  roofs  were  provided,  while  the  rest 
of  the  expenses  for  such  buildings  were  met  by  the  people 
themselves. 

The  financial  aids  which  were  made  available  by  the 
Crusade  Fund  in  America  enabled  some  forty  Indian  stu- 
dents to  come  to  America  for  higher  training  and  thus 
helped  to  create  a  new  leadership. 

Several  of  the  hospitals  were  better  equipped  because  of 
medical  supplies  and  financial  assistance  through  the 
Crusade  Fund.  Among  the  union  projects  the  establishment 
of  the  medical  college  at  Vellone  was  greatly  helped  in  its 
program  for  future  development.  Other  mission  hospitals 
which  were  enabled  to  equip  themselves  better  by  staff  and 
necessary  materials  were  those  at  Bareilly,  Brindaban, 
Kolar  and  Nadiad. 

The  agricultural  institute  at  Allahabad,  another  union 
project,  rendering  a  great  service  to  India  which  is  an  agri- 
cultural country,  was  also  helped  by  financial  assistance  thus 
received. 

Money  for  village  centers,  each  of  which  consists  of  a 
teaching,  a  preaching  and  a  healing  unit  was  provided  and

made  possible  a  goodly  number  of  such  centers.  One  more 
in  each  Conference  was  added  in  addition  to  centers  which 
already  exist. 

Thus  through  the  Crusade  for  Christ  movement  in  Ameri- 
ca the  mental,  physical  and  spiritual  needs  of  the  Church  in 
India  were  largely  met.  We  all  in  India  owe  a  debt  of 
gratitude  to  the  Church  in  America  for  all  our  benefits  thus 
received. 

PHILIPPINES 

Bishop  Dionisio  D.  Alejandro

Bishop  Moore,  Members  of  the  General  Conference:  When 
word  had  come  to  us,  after  our  liberation,  that  the  Church 
in  America  gave  promise  of  help  through  the  Crusade  for 
Christ  to  rebuild  what  the  war  had  totally  destroyed,  hope 
was  revived  in  our  hearts  and  we  faced  the  dark  future 
with  renewed  faith  and  courage. 

Specifically,  what  the  Crusade  has  done  for  us  follows: 
the  rebuilding  of  our  totally  destroyed  missionary  homes, 
two  in  Manila  and  two  in  the  Provinces ;  one  fine  parsonage 
in  Manila  and  several  in  the  Provinces ;  several  churches 
either  rebuilt  entirely  or  reconditioned,  outstanding  among 
which  is  the  big  Baymbong  Church  in  Nueva  Vizcaya  and* 
St.  Paul's  Church  in  Manila;  the  rehabilitation  of  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Manila  and  the  rebuilding  of  Hugh 
Wilson  Hall,  which  will  house  Harris  Memorial  School  for 
Deaconesses;  through  the  Overseas  Relief,  more  or  less 
physical  and  health  rehabilitation  of  our  pastors  and  women 
workers,  providing  them  with  dental  treatment  and  medical 
help  and  care,  eyeglasses,  and  in  a  few  cases  of  extreme 
need,  cash  relief  during  the  early  days  of  liberation ;  spirit- 
ual and  intellectual  rehabilitation  of  workers  after  libera- 
tion ;  finally,  through  the  Crusade  The  Methodist  Church  in 
the  PhiHppines  has  been  enabled  to  open  four  high  schools 
in  the  Northern  Conference  and  one  junior  college  (Philip- 
pine Wesleyan  College)  in  the  South  Conference  territory. 

I  must  say  that  much  is  needed  to  be  done  yet  and  we  need 
more  help.  Our  Crusade  allotment  of  $860,000  from  the  two 
divisions  of  the  Board  of  Missions  is  utterly  inadequate  to 
cover  our  needs  for  rebuilding  and  restoration  of  what  has 
been  almost  totally  destroyed,  both  by  Japanese  occupation 
and  by  American  bombing  and  shelling  in  the  battle  of 
liberation.  If  we  can  obtain  an  additional  aid  of  $500,000 
more,  we  can  manage  it  somehow.  The  two  biggest  projects 
we  now  wish  to  push  to  completion  are  Central  Student 
Church  and  Mary  Johnston  Hospital. 
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Personally,  I  would  like  to  express  to  you  the  deep  and 
sincere  appreciation  for  the  help  that  you  have  given  to  us 
through  the  Crusade  for  Christ  and  your  other  relief. 

SOUTHEAST  ASIA 

Bishop  Edwin  F.  Lee 
(See  Journal,  page  236) 

It  is  a  real  privilege  to  report  on  the  great  contribution 
to  the  rehabilitation  of  individuals  and  the  restoration  of 
property  in  the  general  Malaysia  field  by  the  funds  sent 
from  the  Methodist  Crusade  during  1945  to  early  1948.  Dur- 
ing the  first  week  in  August  1945  I  arrived  in  Manila,  Philip- 
pines by  Navy  plane.  I  was  traveling  in  the  co-pilot's  seat, 
and  upon  arrival  over  Manila,  the  pilot  purposely  circled 
around  the  city  so  that  I  might  see  the  effect  of  the  war 
damage.  It  was  almost  impossible  to  believe.  Sunken  ships 
with  their  masts  still  showing  in  the  harbor  revealed  the 
terrible  attack  upon  the  Japanese  Navy  and  Merchant 
Marine.  Approximately  two-thirds  of  the  entire  city  of 
Manila  was  either  destroyed  or  badly  damaged.  Our  lovely 
Methodist  Central  Student  Church,  our  only  Cathedral  in 
the  Philippines,  stood  out  as  a  grim  reminder  of  the  battles 
^that  had  been  waged  around  it  as  the  Japanese  troops  used 
'it  for  a  fort.  The  foundation  and  the  walls  remain.  It  is 
feasible  to  restore  the  walls  and  replace  the  roof.  The  im- 
portant thing  is  that  the  foundation  remains.  I  soon  found 
that  the  foundation  of  the  Christian  Faith  among  our  people 
likewise  still  remained.  This  restoration  will  be  possible 
through  Crusade  funds,  and  because  of  that  fact  it  enabled 
all  of  us  to  take  heart  and  to  move  forward  with  courage. 

I  have  been  asked  to  give  k  few  specific  instances  of  the 
contribution  of  the  Crusade  to  the  restoration  of  our 
churches,  schools,  and  hospitals  in  Southeast  Asia.  The  Foo- 
chow  Church,  Singapore,  at  first  seemed  to  be  only  partially 
damaged.  There  was  an  attempt  to  repair  the  building.  It 
was  found,  however,  that  the  bombing  around  the  Church 
had  been  so  severe  that  the  foundations  were  undermined 
and  it  meant  a  practical  rebuilding  of  the  structure.  From 
Crusade  funds  we  were  able  to  allocate  about  $4,500,  U.  S. 
currency.  With  this  initial  appropriation,  the  congregation 
set  about  the  task  of  rebuilding.  One  layman,  Dr.  Chen  Su 
Lan,  offered  to  match  the  congregation  dollar  for  dollar. 
This  meant  the  the  congregation  raised  $7,000  U.  S.  cur- 
rency and  Dr.  Chen  contributed  likewise  $7,000  which  indi- 
cates that  the  local  group  provided  nearly  three-fourths  of 
the  amount  needed.  They  were,  however,  definitely  inspired 
by  the  initial  lift  of  the  Crusade  appropriation. 
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The  Japanese  seemed  to  take  fiendish  delight  in  destroy- 
ing all  the  furniture  inside  our  Churches.  Many  of  our  best 
Churches  were  used  as  warehouses  in  which  they  stored 
crude  oil,  etc.  Our  schools  had  all  their  desks  and  chairs  or 
benches  destroyed,  together  with  their  books.  In  many 
instances  local  congregations  assumed  a  fair  share  of  the 
cost  for  our  Churches  and  the  local  government  assisted 
materially  with  our  schools.  But  without  Crusade  funds, 
many  of  those  schools  and  churches  would  still  be  unusable 
and  the  work  of  the  schools  and  Churches  in  many  centres 
would  be  closed.  This  is  what  has  happened  with  some  other 
denominations,  notably  European,  who  do  not  have  Ameri- 
can dollars  for  their  aid. 

May  I  interject  with  reference  to  the  same  general  pro- 
gram which  has  been  made  possible  by  the  Overseas  Re- 
lief Funds.  Our  retired  ministers  and  their  wives  have  never 
had  an  adequate  retiring  allowance.  During  the  war  period 
they  received  no  such  aid  because  it  was  impossible  to  get 
the  money  to  them.  Most  of  them  lived  by  selling  all  of  their 
furniture  and  some  of  their  clothing.  When  we  returned, 
one  of  the  first  things  done  was  to  allocate  to  each  one  the 
full  amount  of  pension  for  the  four  years  of  the  war.  This 
not  only  relieved  them  materially  but  it  has  also  inspired  a 
number  of  younger  men  to  enter  the  ministry.  The  Asiatic 
is  especially  concerned  about  security  for  his  family  and 
this  means  reasonable  economic  security. 

May  I  take  you  on  a  short  journey  across  from  Singapore 
to  Borneo — three  days  by  steamer.  Borneo  was  hard  hit  by 
the  war.  One  Chinese  Church  built  of  lumber  had  a  direct 
hit  by  a  large  bomb  and  was  completely  destroyed.  The 
concrete  floor  remains.  In  Sibu,  the  largest  town  in  our 
territory,  our  Methodist  Church  was  badly  shattered  by 
several  bombs  that  fell  nearby.  The  roof  and  walls  have 
been  restored  this  year.  One  thing  remains,  and  that  is  a 
small  art  glass  window  depicting  Christ  in  Gethsemane. 
This  was  installed  a  number  of  years  ago  as  a  memorial  to 
Rev.  James  M.  Hoover  by  his  fellow-workers  in  the  Malaya 
Conference,  many  of  whom  are  now  gone.  This  is,  I  under- 
stand, the  only  art  glass  Church  window  in  Borneo.  It  gives 
a  lift  to  the  spirit  of  worship  to  those  who  enter  this  rather 
large  Church  and  who  are  appreciating  Christianity  with 
a  background  of  non-Christian  religions.  I  am  personally 
hoping  that  enough  Crusade  money  is  still  available  to  pro- 
vide a  few  hundred  dollars  to  replace  this  lovely  window. 
A  silent  preacher  of  the  Christian  Faith. 

Over  in  Kuching,  the  small  capital  city  of  Sarawak, 
Borneo,  one  finds  a  modest  tombstone  in  the  little  European 
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cemetery.  It  is  the  marker  for  Jim  Hoover's  grave,  where 
sleeps  one  of  the  greatest  missionaries  our  Church  ever  sent 
to  any  mission  field.  Under  his  name  are  these  words :  "I 
have  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have 
kept  the  Faith."  This  grave  marks  a  Christian  personality 
who  inspired  confidence  across  a  service  of  40  years  in  this 
field.  He  has  been  sleeping  now  for  13  years.  The  Methodist 
Crusade  fund  being  placed  here  and  there  where  it  is  sorely 
needed  in  Borneo  means  to  the  people  in  that  region  that 
The  Methodist  Church  continues  to  keep  the  Faith.  I  cannot 
overemphasive  the  importance  of  the  assurance  of  stability 
in  our  work  across  the  world.  Men  everywhere  are  grasping 
for  stability — political,  economic,  and  spiritual.  Our  great 
contribution  as  a  Church  will  be  of  value  as  we  convey  the 
message  of  stability  to  the  people. 

The  Crusade  for  Christ  has  been  one  of  the  most  strategic 
acts  on  the  part  of  Methodists  in  the  history  of  our  Church. 
The  Crusade  for  Christ  is  one  of  the  noblest  expressions 
of  the  brotherhood  of  man  in  the  history  of  the  world.  This 
has  been  a  tying  together  of  peoples.  In  this  way  the  Meth- 
odists of  Boston  have  become  neighbors  of  the  people  in 
Borneo,  and  the  Methodists  in  Memphis  have  been  neighbors 
to  the  people  of  Malaya.  I  have  chosen  my  words  with  care 
in  the  above  statement.  What  the  people  of  these  regions 
have  said  to  me  can  be  reflected  in  the  following,  which  sums 
up  their  feeling  of  what  has  happened  in  these  post-war 
years.  If  they  were  to  express  it  directly  they  would  say: 

"Thank  God  the  people  called  Methodists  continue  to  pass 
our  way."

Bishop  Hartman,  Mr.  Selby,  Frieiids:  If  further  proof 
were  needed  that  Massachusetts  is  a  very  conservative  state, 
it  would  be  supplied  by  that  generous  introduction  of 
Howard  Selby.  Only  once  in  three  hundred  years  does 
Massachusetts  elect  a  Governor  Bradford. 

We  are  also  a  very  friendly  state,  and  it  is  a  broad  privil- 
ege for  Massachusetts  to  receive  the  first  time  in  nearly  a 
century  the  great  quadrennial  conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  and  to  be  host  to  that  Conference  at  the  first  meeting 
for  many  delegates  since  our  world  was  torn  asunder. 

With  understandable  pride,  we  of  Massachusetts  welcome 
you  to  shores  where  over  three  centuries  ago  altars  were 
first  raised  in  the  wilderness  of  this  continent  that  men 
might  be  free  to  worship  God  in  their  own  way. 

We  welcome  you  to  a  Commonwealth  strong  because  our 
people  come  of  many  peoples  and  the  fabric  of  our  life  has 
been  enriched  by  many  cultures  and  many  traditions. 

In  Massachusetts  we  believe  we  have  demonstrated 
through  three  centuries  that  men  of  differing  races  and 
differing  beliefs  can  live  together  in  peace  and  happiness, 
each  with  his  neighbor.  We  have  found  the  power  for  good 
that  can  be  accomplished  by  working  not  as  any  one  denom- 
ination but  as  many  working  together.  But  we  have  not 
forgotten  that  responsibility  for  our  brethren  is  an  individ- 
ual as  well  as  a  joint  responsibility. 

Travel  in  any  direction  but  a  short  distance  from  where 
we  are  met  tonight,  and  you  will  find  monuments  to  the 
memory  of  great  figures  of  our  Massachusetts  past  who 
gave  devoted  lives  for  a  greater  freedom  of  the  spirit.  Be- 
cause of  them  we  dare  to  say  to  you,  as  was  said  to  Moses 
by  the  burning  bush,  the  ground  whereon  you  stand  is  holy 
ground. 

As  we  gaze  into  the  dark  and  troubled  world  about  us, 
we  realize  with  deeper  reverence  the  mighty  force  of  the 
things  of  the  spirit.  We  turn  more  and  more  to  the  moral 
power  represented  by  the  soldiers  of  religion. 

A  wise  man  pointed  out  not  so  long  ago  that  our  civiliza- 
tion is  a  cumulation  of  small  but  priceless  deposits  led  by 
the  countless  generations  of  the  past.  We  cannot  begin  all 
over  again  with  a  new  alphabet,  a  new  multiplication  table. 
We  cannot  turn  backward  the  inventions  of  science.  But  if 
we  cannot  make  the  world  safe  for  its  inhabitants,  we  can 
at  least  try  to  make  its  inhabitants  safe  for  the  world. 

It  is  that  challenging  thought  which  faces  the  Church 
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today  in  every  nation,  among  every  people.  The  success  of 
such  meetings  as  this  can  bring  about  decency,  dignity, 
order,  and  peace  for  mankind. 

It  is  the  forces  and  spirit,  and  only  those  forces,  whicn 
stand  between  us  and  the  total  destruction  of  humanity  upon 

this  earth.  ^  j_     ^r  u

Mr  President,  Revereyul  Fathers  in  God,  Members  of  the 
General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church,  Ladxes  and 
Gentlemen:  I  am  honored  to  be  the  mouthpiece  of  the  Afri- 
can Methodist  Episcopal   Church  to  this  august  body  of 
religious  leaders   representing  the  largest  family  of   our 
Protestant  faith  and  practice  throughout  the  entire  world 
I  am  under  many  obligations  to  Bishop  Paul  E.  Martin,  ot 
Little  Rock,  who  has  so  kindly  assisted  me  in  making  plans 
for  this  all  important  mission.  Your  Committee  on  Fraternal 
Delegates  and  Courtesies  has  been  most  co-operative,  and 
you  have  received  me  most  cordially  and  turned  aside  from 
the  ideas,  plans  and  interests  that  claim  your  attention  to 
hear  words  of  greeting  and  felicitation  from  the  Bishops, 
ministers,  and  people  of  the  group  of  Methodists  whom  I 
shall  attempt  to  speak  for. 

Certainlv  I  am  aware  of  the  tremendous  responsibility 
which  rests  upon  my  shoulders  and  whatever  may  be  the 
verdict  of  history  concerning  this  humble  effort,  be  assured 
that  it  can  never  be  said  that  we  did  not  attempt  honestly 
and  sincerely  to  keep  faith  with  those  who  have  sent  us  and 
with  you  who  have  so  graciously  received  us. 

The  denomination  which  I  represent  is  the  oldest  branch 
from  the  tree  of  historic  Methodism.  Last  February  we 
celebrated  162  years  of  organized  existence  as  an  independ- 
ent denomination.

Of  all  times  that  Christian  people  would  not  boast  in 
terms  of  statistics  certainly  these  are  those  times.  In  my 
seminary  days  I  shall  never  forget  an  address  delivered  by 
Dr.  E.  Guy  Cutshall  on  the  subject  "The  Sin  of  Keeping 
a  Trophv  in  Repair."  From  this  he  developed  the  theme  that 
the   challenge   of   each   new   day    is   the   winning   of   new 
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trophies,  the  scaling  of  new  mountain  peaks,  and  the  lifting 
of  new  standards  in  the  present  age.  Our  challenge  is  "to 
serve  the  present  age."  Thus  we  come  not  boasting  of  any 
great  and  spectacular  achievements  even  though  we  do  hold 
very  sacred  the  spirit  of  adventure,  courage,  and  daring  and 
cherish  most  dearly  the  ideals  which  led  our  predecessors 
to  strike  out  along  the  path  of  self-help,  brotherhood  and 
co-operation  that  made  possible  a  belief  and  philosophy  of 
life  which  gave  to  Negroes,  many  of  whom  were  recently 
emancipated  from  slavery,  such  self-respect  that  in  the 
language  of  your  learned  Dr.  Smart,  "enabled  them  to  live 
like  philosophers." 

Thus,  we  rejoice  in  this  day  of  unity  and  understanding 
in  the  Methodist  family  which  has  enabled  you  to  meet  here 
where  North  and  South,  East  and  West  are  joined  by  gold 
chains  of  love  around  the  Cross  of  Calvary.  Deep  down  in 
your  hearts  your  brothers  and  sisters  cherish  the  firm  hope 
that  the  circle  will  ever  widen  until  all  the  sons  and 
daughters  of  Methodism  shall  return  to  her  pristine  unity 
of  which  Bishop  Handy  said : 

"Early  Methodism  knew  no  man  by  his  color.  They  all 
worshipped  in  the  same  church,  received  communion  at  the 
same  altar,  and  when  they  died  were  buried  in  the  same 
burial  ground." 

We  acknowledge  a  debt  of  eternal  gratitude  to  you  for 
inspiration,  encouragement  and  enlightenment.  Who  can 
ever  forget  the  great  spirits  who  have  followed  in  the 
wake  of  the  Wesleys — men  and  women  who  have  felt  their 
hearts  grow  strangely  warm — and  with  vision,  insight  and 
courage  have  taken  their  positions  on  the  side  of  the  right 
without  regard  for  consequences  in  the  mightly  issues  that 
have  faced  the  world?  From  the  brains  and  pens  of  your 
great  scholars  have  come  forth  streams  of  intellectual 
thought,  theological  discussions,  moral,  spiritual  and  ethical 
ideas  that  have  watered  the  parched  and  dry  places  of  hu- 
man thought  causing  springs  to  burst  forth  in  the  desert 
and  turning  intellectual  valleys  of  Bacca  into  wells  of 
springs.  We  are  indebted  to  you  for  the  position  which  you 
have  taken  on  the  matter  of  segregation,  social  justice,  and 
for  your  incessant  warfare  against  the  age-old  evils  of 
drink,  crime,  delinquency,  and  war.  Time  would  fail  me  to 
point  out  the  many  benefits  that  obligate  us  to  the  great 
spirits  of  Methodism  which  have  come  from  your  midst. 

This  fact  must  also  be  considered.  Whether  we  have  one 
world  in  spirit  and  creative  goodwill  or  not,  the  total  results 
of  our  scientific  investigation  and  technological  discoveries 
and  inventions  have  been  to  reduce  our  world  to  one  big 
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geographical  neighborhood.  It  is  trite  to  state  that  distance 
has  been  annihilated,  boundary  lines  are  only  imaginary. 
Science  has  taken  the  pulpit,  as  Dr.  Fosdick  says,  and  is 
declaring  in  no  uncertain  terms,  "Either  men  must  live 
together  as  brothers  or  perish  as  foes." 

The  outer  layer  of  flesh  may  be  as  vari-colored  as  are  tints 
of  the  rainbow  but  coursing  through  our  veins  is  one  blood 
and  breathing  from  our  nostrils  is  the  same  breath  of  life. 

John  Donne,  a  colorful  English  preacher,  once  wrote :  "No 
man  is  an  island  of  itself  entire.  Each  is  a  piece  of  a  con- 
tinent and  a  part  of  the  main.  If  a  clod  be  washed  away  by 
the  sea,  England  is  the  less.  The  death  of  every  man  dimin- 
ished me  for  I  am  involved  with  mankind.  Therefore,  go  not 
out  to  see  for  whom  the  bell  tolls — it  tolls  for  thee." 

This  is  but  a  dramatic  way  of  saying  that  everything  that 
happens  to  my  brother  also  happens  to  me  whether  it  be 
good  or  whether  it  be  evil.  For  "the  law  of  changeless  justice 
binds  oppressors  with  oppressed ;  and  close  as  sin  and 
suffering  joined,  they  march  to  fate  abreast." 

Yes,  this  day  demands  that  we  be  concerned  with  the  way 
of  life  of  men  all  over  the  world.  It  is  later  than  we  think 
and  more  swiftly  than  many  imagine  we  are  marching 
towards  that  day  when  there  must  be  a  parliament  of  man 
in  a  federation  that  will  embrace  the  world. 

The  A.M.E.  Church  recognizes  that  there  are  two  great 
concepts  of  government  confronting  us  and  clamoring  for 
our  allegiance — Communism  and  Democracy.  Briefly  stated, 
communism  is  a  philosophy  of  government  that  offers  to 
give  to  the  individual  the  kingdom  of  this  world  provided 
that  he  surrenders  his  very  soul  to  the  collective  authority 
of  the  state.  To  be  sure  there  are  features  of  Communism 
that  appeal  to  underprivileged  peoples.  In  this  system  of 
government  there  is  no  color  line  or  "Jim  Crow"  law.  There 
is  no  discrimination  in  wages  because  of  color.  Such  voting 
as  they  do,  everybody  does.  She  has  stolen  enough  of  the 
garments  of  the  democratic  ideal  and  wears  them  to  the 
degree  that  she  is  personally  respectable  among  the  teeming 
millions  who  have  so  long  been  exploited  by  other  forms  of 
government.  Like  the  tempter  which  met  our  Lord  in  the 
wilderness  of  temptation,  she  takes  man  by  the  hand  and 
says,  "If  you  will  bow  down  and  worship  the  State,  I  will 
give  you  the  kingdom  of  this  world,"  with  emphasis  upon 
this  world.  In  exchange,  you  will  assume  the  personal  initi- 
ative to  achieve  only  for  the  State,  you  must  worship  no 
God  but  the  State.  You  must  live  and  die  for  the  glory  of 
the  State. 

On  the  other  hand.  Democracy  presents  her  claim  to  the 
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sons  of  men  concerning  which  Bishop  G.  Bromley  Oxnam, 
one  of  the  great  spirits  of  this  generation,  has  this  to  say  in 
his  book  on  "The  Ethical  Ideals  of  Jesus  in  a  Changing 
World." 

"Democracy  is  a  system  of  government  that  derives  its 
just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed.  It  is  govern- 
ment by  consent  rather  than  by  coercion.  It  rests  funda- 
mentally upon  the  dignity  of  man.  It  maintains  several 
liberties  which  enable  the  minority  to  be  vocal,  to  scrutinize, 
criticize,  organize  and  through  peaceful  persuasion  to  be- 
come the  majority.  It  is  a  scheme  that  keeps  the  avenues 
open  to  which  originality  may  flow. 

"Democracy  limits  power  and  makes  place  for  construc- 
tive criticism,  while  communism  makes  the  power  of  the 
proletariat  absolute  and  shuts  out  criticism.  Democracy 
makes  place  for  the  creative  mind.  Communism  destroys  it. 
Communism  hews  men  down  to  fit  a  mould,  while  Democracy 
builds  them  up  to  fit  a  task." 

Sam  Walter  Foss,  in  the  "Coming  American,"  voices  the 
spirit  of  democracy  when  he  says : 

"Bring  me  men  to  match  my  mountains 
Bring  me  men  to  match  my  plains. 
Men  with  empires  in  their  purpose 
And  new  eras  in  their  brains." 

Now,  between  these  two  ways  of  life  the  Negro  dwells, 
never  having  enjoyed  the  full  benefits  of  Democracy.  For 
example,  he  begins  his  ride  upon  the  train  in  the  morning  a 
first-class  citizen  and  ends  his  journey  behind  the  curtains 
a  second-rate  untouchable.  But,  being  unwilling  to  sell  his 
birthright  for  a  mess  of  Communistic  porridge,  he  contem- 
plates his  future.  Here  we  look  to  the  great  Methodist 
brotherhood  to  take  the  part  of  the  underprivileged  and  the 
lowly  of  earth  as  John  Wesley  took  it  in  the  day  when 
Methodism  was  born  in  England. 

Today  for  Christian  leadership  is  one  of  destiny  or  of 
doom.  Now  is  the  accepted  time  in  North  and  South  alike  for 
Democracy  to  prove  its  ability  to  crack  the  color  line  and  to 
break  down  the  walls  of  division  that  separate  man  from 
man  and  consequently  from  God. 

Now  is  the  time  for  East  to  meet  the  West  and  North  to 
meet  South.  Now  is  the  time  for  all  of  us  who  own  the  Lord 
Christ  as  our  Master  to  quit  ourselves  like  men  and  be  strong 
and  the  Church  being  the  leaven  in  the  barrel  of  meal  will 
make  Democracy  so  attractive  because  it  works  that  Com- 
munism will  not  have  a  ghost  of  a  show  and  we  shall  snatch 
from  her  vile  hands,  full  of  bloody  purges,  the  tenets  of 
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comradeship  and  brotherhood  which  by  default  Democracy 
has  allowed  her  to  steal.  For  ^such  a  time  as  this  you  have 
come  to  the  Kingdom.  We  salute  you  and  pray  God  to  give 
strength  to  stand  before  the  King.

'  "^The^Cdored  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  frequently  re- 
ferred to  as  the  C.M.E.  Church,  is  in  a  sense  affi hated  with 
The  Methodist  Church.  Our  church  is  78  years  old.  It  is  an 
independent  denomination,  autonomous,  self-determming 
and  self-sustaining.  Yet  there  exist  between  us  certain  his- 
torical bonds  of  fellowship,  mutual  interaction  and  estab- 
lished co-operative  projects  which  quite  definitely  ink  us 
togethe?  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  These  relationships  are 
permanent  and  are  legally  retained  by  a  special  provision  m 
the  Constitution  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

We  are  justly  proud  of  our  Methodist  heritage.  From  the 
first  planting  of  Methodism  on  this  Continent,  we  have  ever 
constituted  I  part  of  the  great  Methodist  family^  We  were 
first  as  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  In 
1844  when  the  division  occurred  between  the  North  ana 
South,  we  were  of  that  division  called  The  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church,  South.  We  sustained  full  and  active  mem- 
bership in  that  body  until  1870.  The  Civil  War  and  the 
reconstruction  period  following  it  P^^o^^^c^dfrtam  changes 
in  the  political  and  social  relationships  of  the  South  \vhich 
necessitated  changes  in  our  ecclesiastical  relation.  Upon 
the  request  and  desire  of  the  Negro  constituency  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  the  1870  General  Con- 
ference authorized  its  Bishops  to  organize  us  into  a  separate 
and  distinct  denomination. 

May  it  be  said  to  the  credit  of  the  Mother  Church  that 
our  struggling  organization  was  never  neglected  nor  for- 
saken. It  was  carefully  guided,  liberally  aided  and  tenderly 
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nurtured  through  the  years,  until  it  reached  the  stage  that 
it  could  become  adequately  sel-f-sustaining. 

In  the  good  providence  of  God,  through  many  struggles 
and  through  much  opposition,  we  have  preserved  the  funda- 
mentals of  Methodism  in  vigor  and  prosperity. 

We  are  supremely  grateful  of  the  fact  that  co-operation 
between  us  since  the  reunion  has  not  diminished,  but  has 
been  increased.  We  greatly  appreciate  the  support  we  re- 
ceive from  your  denomination,  both  morally  and  financially. 
The  reports  of  the  Board  of  Education,  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions and  Church  Extension,  and  other  agencies,  reveal 
substantial  grants  allocated  annually  for  support  of  co- 
operative efforts  promoted  jointly  by  our  two  denominations. 

The  contributions  which  The  Colored  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Church  has  made  for  the  benefit  of  our  race  and  for  the 
Kingdom  indicate  to  some  extent  our  good  stewardship  and 
prudent  use  of  funds  intrusted  within  our  hands.  Our  mem- 
bership has  increased  to  approximately  440,000.  We  own, 
support  and  operate  five  colleges;  a  school  of  theology;  a 
thriving  publishing  house;  a  connectional  hospital;  scores 
of  community  centers,  and  numerous  other  projects  com- 
mensurate with  the  economical  status  and  numerical 
strength  of  our  constituency. 

There  is  at  the  present  time  an  increasing  tendency  to 
seek  union  of  all  Protestant  denominations.  The  possibility 
of  attaining  such  goal  should  be  explored  to  the  fullest  ex- 
tent. Should  it  not  be  considered  the  immediate  concern  of 
Methodists  to  first  seek  union  of  all  major  Methodist  de- 
nominations? 

It  cannot  be  so  easily  overlooked  that  there  remain  apart 
from  the  Methodist  family  more  than  one-and-a-half  million 
members  in  three  major  Methodist  denominations.  It  is 
known  all  too  well  why  these  one-and-a-half  millions  have 
not  clasped  hands  in  the  great  fellowship.  They  are  Negroes 
who  fear  there  would  be  discrimination  practiced  against 
them  should  they  return  to  the  parent  body. 

We  rejoice  in  knowing  that  there  exists  a  growing  spirit 
in  Methodism  to  abolish  segregation  from  within  the 
Church  and  also  without.  Increasing  thousands  desire  to 
break  down  all  barriers  which  hinder  our  entering  into  the 
fuller  fellowship  of  Jesus  Christ.  The  task  of  removing  this 
evil  from  our  American  society  must  be  fully  shared  by  all 
groups  and  races. 

During  the  past  quadrennium  there  appeared  to  be  un- 
official inquiries  concerning  the  possibilities  of  the  Colored 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  merging  into  The  Methodist 
Church.  We  consider  such  merger  a  most  desirable  objective

and  shall  not  cease  working  toward  that  goal.  It  is  true  that 
we  now  eniov  that  freedom,  the  independence  and  man> 
other  advantages  which  result  from  our  being  a  separate 
and  distinct  denomination.  I  believe,  however,  that  my  de- 
nomination will  be  willing  to  forego  these  prn;ileges  in 
nreference  for  the  greater  advantages  of  union.  They  will 
welcome  such  union  when  they  are  assured  that  conditions 
within  and  without  the  Church  will  make  it  Possible  for 
them  to  become  completely  integrated  into  the  fellowship 
without  fear  of  discrimination.  .     ,,      .   ^        .     .     ,,1, 

Our  hearts  are  ready  to  beat  first  m  the  interest  of  such 
greater  fellowship;  our  steps  will  be  well  timed  for  such  a 
march  toward  unity  in  Christ,  and  we  will  smg : 

"Join  hands  then.  Brothers  of  the  faith 
Whatever  your  race  may  be. 
Who  serves  my  Father  as  a  son 
Is  surely  kin  to  me." 

It  is  most  heartening  to  the  persecuted  minority  groups 
that  Methodist  leaders  in  all  sections  of  the  nation  are  con- 
sistentlv  and  persistently  demanding  that  full  civil  rights  be 
granted  all  citizens.  It  is  our  hope  and  prayer  that  the 
crescendo  of  voices  will  steadily  rise  calling  for  justice  m  our 

democracy.  .       ,       .  .     ,         j 

The  outcome  of  present-day  international  crisis  depends 
largely  upon  the  moral  leadership  of  America.  Our  moral 
leadership  is  evaluated  by  the  majority  people  of  the  world, 
not  by  deeds  and  gifts  abroad,  but  by  our  relations  and 
democracy  at  home.  . 

There  remain  before  us  many  stubborn  problems  in  hu- 
man relations.  Time  and  patience  may  solve  some  of  them ; 
but  so  deep  are  the  roots  of  our  prejudices  and  sentiments, 
there  is  need  for  radical  changes  and  uprooting  of  these,  our 
longe  cherished  practices  of  unbrotherly  relationships. 

Will  Methodism  show  itself  worthy  to  face  the  repercus- 
sions which  result  from  change?  Will  Methodism  be  capable 
to  bring  about  the  changes  so  necessary  for  world-wide 

brotherhood?  ,     ^    ,  rri. 

True,  Methodism  has  never  been  afraid  of  changes,  ine 
vital  principle  of  Methodism  from  the  beginning  has  been 
adaptation.  We  should  reject  nothing  new  because  it  is  new 
and  we  should  retain  nothing  old  because  it  is  old. 

We  must  advance  with  the  age  and  make  the  intricate 
machinery  of  modern  times  subserve  the  cause  of  truth  and 
the  glory  of  God.

Mr.  Chairman  Members  of  the  Conference:  It  is  a  bit 
late  to  welcome  you  but  it  may  not  be  too  late  to  greet  you 
on  behalf  of  our  nearly  two  thousand  Protestant  Churches  in 
the  Commonwealth  and  to  tell  you  how  glad  we  are  that  you 
are  here  and  how  much  you  have  already  done  for  us. 

None  of  us  I  think  are  interested  in  proclaiming  Protes- 
tantism as  over  against  any  other  great  religious  group  but 
in  this  part  of  the  country — some  of  you  may  not  realize  it 
— the  Protestant  cause  at  times  lags  with  a  little  sense  of 
inferiority  and  it  needs  an  occasional  boost  and  we  think 
you  are  giving  it. 

We  were  very  hopeful  you  would  come  when  it  first 
became  known  that  Boston  was  being  considered  as  the 
locale  for  this  quadrennial  Conference.  Now  that  you  are 
here  and  we  have  listened  to  and  read  about  your  delibera- 
tions and  your  decisions  and  your  announcements,  we  are 
heartened,  I  can  assure  you,  beyond  measure.  We  feel  as  if 
we  are  taking  a  new  lease  on  life  in  New  England  in  general 
and  in  Boston  in  particular.  Again  I  say,  we  do  not  want 
to  outdo  anybody  but  we  do  want  to  give  a  good  account 
of  our  heritage  as  Protestants. 

We  believe,  as  we  have  always  believed,  that  there  is  a 
genius  in  Protestantism  that  the  whole  world  needs.  Ameri- 
ca needs  it.  You  are  setting  that  before  us  in  a  way  that 
has  given  us  new  courage.  The  Council  of  Churches  repre- 
sents all  of  our  Protestant  groups  in  the  Commonwealth. 
I  say  all  of  them. 

Bishop  Burns  was  the  first  President  of  the  organization 
as  it  now  stands.  Bishop  Welch  was  here  during  my  day,  all 
too  short  a  time.  We  learned  to  love  him  very  greatly.  We 
had  a  hard  time  keeping  up  with  Bishop  Oxnam  but  he 
did  us  a  great  service  in  the  time  he  was  here.  Bishop 
Hartman  was  the  President  of  our  Council  for  two  years. 
We  let  Earl  Ledden  go  and  become  a  Bishop  from  New 
England.  We  would  like  to  have  him  back. 

The  Methodists  have  done  a  great  service  for  us  in  our 
co-operative  work  in  the  Commonwealth  and  now  you  come, 
this  great  Conference,  giving  us  a  sense  of  importance  of 
the  thing  we  are  trying  to  do  and,  perhaps  above  everything 
else  that  you  have  done  for  us  is  the  leadership  that  you 
assume — and  I  think  rightly  assume — in  this  business  of 
Christian  unity  for  which  we  pray  and  which  I  believe  most 
of  us  think  must  in  God's  good  time  come. 
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We  hope  you  have  felt  that  our  press  has  given  you  good 
representation  because  we  have  not  had  anything  like  it  in 
my  day  and  it  should  encourage  you.  We  hope  you  will  come 
again.  We  might  have  a  shining  new  auditorium  for  you. 
We  are  going  to  try  to  get  it. 

We  are  glad  you  are  here  and  we  wish  you  Godspeed  in 
your  great  work. 

FEDERAL  COUNCIL  OF  THE  CHURCHES  OF 

CHRIST  IN  AMERICA

Bishop  Corso7i,  Dr.  Phillips,  Members  of  the  General  Con- 
ference: In  such  a  company  as  this,  it  would  be  carrying 
coals  to  Newcastle  to  urge  co-operation  within  our  whole 
Protestant  family.  Whatever  the  Federal  Council  of  the 
Church  is  today  as  an  instrument  of  co-operation  is  due  far 
more  to  The  Methodist  Church  than  to  any  other  body.  I 
would  simply  remind  you  of  two  reasons  why  our  co-opera- 
tive unity  is  not  optional  but  a  required  course. 

The  first  is  a  deeply  spiritual  reason.  We  must  live  and 
work  as  one,  because  we  really  are  one.  There  is  a  unity 
which  we  actually  possess  because  of  our  common  relation 
to  Christ  and  this  unity  we  must  express  to  the  world. 

The  second  reason  why  we  must  work  together  is  an 
intensely  practical  reason.  Most  things  can  be  done  better 
in  co-operation  and  some  things  we  cannot  do  at  all  unless 
we  do  them  together.  We  can  hardly,  for  example,  hope  to 
have  any  strong  influence  on  government  except  as  we 
stand  together,  and  we  can  make  no  strong  Christian  impact 
on  public  opinion  except  as  we  speak  with  a  voice  that  is 
united  enough  to  be  heard  above  all  the  competing  voices  of 
our  time. 

Let  me  give  simply  two  illustrations.  My  first  illustration 
has  to  do  with  the  way  in  which  we  are  achieving  a  more 
united  front  in  support  of  our  common  Protestant  heritage. 
Next  fall,  in  the  single  week  in  which  Reformation  Day 
falls  there  will  be  at  least  50,  perhaps  100  Missions  of 
Protestant  Witness,  designed  to  emphasize  the  central  prin- 
ciples of  Protestantism.  Each  mission  will  cover  two  days, 
reaching  laymen,  women,  youth,  ministers  of  all  denomina- 
tions, and  culminating  in  a  great  public  rally  as  a  demon- 
stration of  Protestant  strength  in  the  community.  These 
missions,  we  hope,  will  show  that  the  original  literal  mean- 
ing of  pro-testari  is  valid  still,  that  we  have  something  to 
testify  for  as  Protestants  and  know  what  it  is. 

My  second  illustration  has  to  do  with  the  way  in  which 
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the  Churches  are  uniting  to  work  order  and  peace  in  the 
present  crisis.  When  the  European  Recovery  Plan  was  in 
the  critical  stage  of  debate  in  Congress,  a  mass  meeting  of 
worship  and  witness  was  held  in  Washington,  attended  by 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  many  members  of  Congress,  voicing  a  united  Christian 
conscience  in  support  of  a  generous  program  of  American 
aid. 

Again,  only  last  Friday  a  delegation  from  the  Federal 
Council  took  to  the  White  House  in  an  interview  that  lasted 
for  forty-five  minutes  what  was  called,  "A  Positive  Program 
for  Peace,"  formulated  after  weeks  of  study  and  patient 
discussion,  in  which,  in  spite  of  many  differences,  seeming 
insuperable  at  first,  a  large  measure  of  common  ground  was 
found. 

I  leave  with  you  simply  these  two  illustrations  by  way 
of  interpreting  the  report  which  you  will  find  in  your  quad- 
rennial volume  and  conclude  by  remarking  that  all  this,  of 
course,  is  co-operation,  7iot  union,  but  it  is  ministering  to 
the  kind  of  fellowship  of  which,  please  God,  union  may  one 
day  come.

Bishop  Shaw,  My  Preacher  Friends,  Mr.  Harrij  Holmes: 
I  have  had  great  privileges  made  possible  to  me  in  my  life 
in  attending  distinguished  gatherings  of  great  international 
concern,  but  never  in  my  life  have  I  had  a  greater  degree  of 
honor  come  to  me  than  that  which  I  have  this  morning  in 
attending  this  great  legislative  meeting  of  The  Methodist 
Church  of  America. 

I  have  the  great  honor,  also,  on  behalf  of  the  great  Meth- 
odist Church  of  Australia,  and  in  the  name  of  the  President 
General,  to  bring  to  you  and  to  express  in  all  of  the  earnest 
ways  that  I  can  the  fraternal  and  affectionate  greetings 
that  are  extended  to  all  those  of  the  great  congregations  of 
Methodism  throughout  this  great  country  of  America. 

We  feel  united  with  you  in  the  Crusade,  toward  making 
a  better  world  for  Christ,  for  that  is  the  only  way  by  which 
permanent  peace  and  mutual  understanding  can  be  made 
possible  to  this  world. 

Today  there  is  a  desperate  need  for  a  new  confidence  to 
be  made  possible  to  this  world.  There  has  been  for  now 
many,  many  months  a  feeling  gradually  growing  of  a  rift 
between  the  nations  of  this  world  and  a  sense  of  fear  of 
what  the  consequence  might  be. 
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There  has  to  some  been  a  feeling  that  the  United  States 
is  not  the  effective  instrument  that  had  been  desired  of  it.  I 
would  say  to  this  great  audience  of  Methodism  that  there 
is  great  opportunity  presented  through  that  body  of  the 
United  Nations  to  make  it  the  instrument  that  the  world 
wishes  it  to  be,  and  it  requires  the  faith,  sympathy  and 
confidence  of  the  peoples  of  this  land  and  of  every  other 

I  remember  at  the  initiation  of  the  work  of  the  United 
Nations,  how  even  then  there  was  among  certain  of  the  com- 
munities of  the  world  a  feeling  that  it  could  not  work,  and 
it  was  in  that  unfortunate  kind  of  an  atmosphere,  as  I 
remember  it  in  London,  that  I  had  brought  to  my  notice,  al- 
most before  the  Conference  first  assembled,  that  the  United 
Nations  could  not  hope  to  be  able  to  survive.  I  earnestly 
entreated  those  at  that  time  to  give  this  great  organization 
some  opportunity  to  underake  the  great  tasks  that  were 
required  of  it,  but  they  have  failed  to  realize  this :  that  the 
United  Nations'  work  and  responsibility  is  supposed  to 
operate  from  that  time  when  the  peace  treaties  are  estab- 
lished, and  up  to  this  moment  those  who  are  world  leaders 
among  the  nations,  that  are  required  to  effect  the  peace, 
have  not  found  the  means  by  which  that  can  be  done. 

There  is,  I  feel,  a  great  need  that  the  three  foremost 
leaders  of  the  nations  of  this  world  should  at  this  time  find 
some  opportunity  for  a  mutual  meeting  in  a  place  where 
calm  and  peaceful  waters  will  prevail,  so  that  they  may  be 
able  to  discuss  and,  we  trust,  resolve  many  of  the  differ- 
ences that  is  felt  are  today  bringing  that  sense  of  distrust 
and  rift. 

I  believe  that  would  be  the  medium  toward  helping  to 
re-establish  that  faith  that  is  essential  in  the  future  of  the 
world  that  we  might  be  able  to  avoid  again  the  catastrophe 
which  was  the  unfortunate  experience  for  this  world  to 
pass  through  in  the  last  decade.  And,  before  that,  an  ex- 
perience of  similar  character. 

Well,  my  friends,  those  who  doubt  the  wisdom  or  the 
efficacy  of  the  United  Nations,  I  ask  you  to  pause  for  a 
moment  and  to  realize  what  the  alternative  is,  if  it  is  that 
the  United  Nations  finds  itself  incapable  of  being  an  ef- 
fective instrument  for  peace.  That  being  so,  I  want  this 
Conference  and  all  of  the  great  congregations  of  Methodists 
throughout  this  land  and  all  lands,  to  support  with  their 
prayers,  with  their  influence  and  sympathy,  the  work  of 
that  great  organization  that  is  doing  a  magnificent  job  in 
helping  to  try  to  resolve  the  difficulties  of  nations. 

It  has  not  been  in  existence  one-half  the  time  that  we 
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were  engaged  in  the  last  war,  and  many  people  fail  to  re- 
member that  through  that  unfortunate  experience  there 
was  annihilation,  destruction,  and  sacrifice  of  an  appalling 
character,  which  have  left  the  world  in  a  prostrate  condi- 
tion. 

Can  you  imagine  the  work  of  an  organization,  no  matter 
what  it  might  be,  even  that  of  a  Methodist  Conference,  to 
resolve  the  problems  that  are  to  be  faced  in  the  reconstruc- 
tion of  this  world,  in  being  able  to  meet  all  the  problems  of 
displaced  people,  and  the  rebuilding  of  the  countries  that 
have  been  unfortunately  visited  by  war. 

My  friends,  it  is  going  to  take  decades  to  rehabilitate  this 
world  in  a  way  that  we  can  feel  that  a  new  and  better  world 
has  been  established. 

That  being  so,  I  ask  that  we  shall  not  become  so  agitated 
and  exercised  in  mind  about  whether  the  instrument  is 
working  effectively,  because  it  has  not  accomplished  all 
that  we  might  have  desired  of  it  in  the  time. 

Remember,  you  people  are  noted  for  great  bridges  that 
you  build  over  your  waterways,  but  you  would  not  dare  to 
build  any  of  those  bridges  in  a  hurried  way,  for  fear  of 
what  the  ultimate  consequences  might  be. 

I  have  learned  to  appreciate,  as  the  first  President  of  the 
Security  Council,  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  all  the  differ- 
ences, all  of  those  situations  that  might  bring  friction  to  the 
woyXA,  expressed  at  a  forum  such  as  that  of  the  United  Na- 
tions, and  allow  these  countries  to  express  their  opinion. 
Don't  become  discouraged  because  men  speak  and  argue  at 
the  United  Nations,  because  that  is  what  the  United  Na- 
tions organization  has  been  set  up  to  establish,  the  oppor- 
tunity for  these  differences  to  be  reconciled.  You  will  have 
need  to  have  fear  when  these  nations  cease  to  come  to  that 
forum  to  express  their  differences  with  other  nations  of  this 
world.  For  then,  there  is  only  one  other  alternative,  and  it 
is  the  alternative  that  we  would  not  wish  to  see. 

Therefore,  in  the  great  quest  for  peace,  I  earnestly  hope 
that  men  of  good  will  will  help  to  support  the  United  Na- 
tions with  all  of  the  authority  and  power  that  they  can, 
will  appreciate  the  great  work  that  it  has  undertaken,  the 
great  work  that  it  has  yet  to  accomplish,  and  that  we  will 
seek  through  this  world  medium  and  the  prayers  by  which 
we  can  surround  it,  and  the  Christian  witness  that  can  be 
made  possible  through  its  agencies,  to  so  affect  the  world 
that  it  will  reflect  all  of  the  great  expressions  of  the  Chris- 
tian life  and  mutually  reconcile  the  differences  of  men  and 
create  the  great  universal  brotherhood. 

Let  all  who  love  the  Lord  join  hands  to  aid  tbe  common 
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good  and  make  more  close  the  sacred  bands  of  Christian 
brotherhood.  Make  all  these  paths  as  one,  0  Lord,  in  heart, 
in  mind,  in  speech,  that  they  may  set  forth  thy  pure  word 
and  live  the  life  they  preach. 

Let  all  hold  fast  the  truths  whereby  a  Church  must  stand 
or  fall.  In  doubtful  things  grant  liberty,  show  charity. 
Thus  shall  we  to  our  sacred  name  our  title  clearly  prove. 
Why,  even  our  enemies  exclaim,  see  how  these  Christians 
love.  Amen. 

THE  METHODIST  CHURCH  OF  LIBERIA

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  General  Conference: 
I  deeply  appreciate  the  honor  extended  my  government, 
the  Liberia  Methodist  Conference,  and  our  Delegation, 
through  the  warm  courtesies  you  have  just  shown  me. 

I  bring  to  you  greetings  from  President  William  V.  S. 
Tubman  of  Liberia,  a  great  Methodist,  who  in  the  year  1928 
represented  the  laity  of  the  Liberia  Annual  Conference,  at 
that  year's  session  of  the  General  Conference. 

The  Liberian  Government  and  people  were  keenly  touched 
when  proof  of  the  interest  of  the  Council  of  Bishops  in  that 
country  was  shown  by  the  sending  of  Bishop  Robert  N. 
Brooks  to  Liberia,  to  represent  this  great  Church  at  the 
centennial  celebration  of  the  independence  of  the  Repub- 
lic, in  July  of  last  year.  In  behalf  of  my  government  and 
people,  I  wish  to  take  this  occasion  to  again  express  their 
sincere  and  grateful  appreciation  for  this  act  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Bishops. 

Liberia  was  the  first  foreign  soil  on  which  American 
Mission  activities  were  planted.  This  was  done  when  the 
Reverend  Melville  B.  Cox  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church 
of  America  was  sent  as  a  missionary  to  Monrovia,  at  a  time 
preceding  the  birth  of  the  Republic.  The  works  of  Methodist 
Missions  throughout  the  years  have  been  of  great  help  to 
the  nation.  Many  of  our  leaders  in  the  various  walks  of  life, 
both  past  and  present,  were  trained  in  American  Protestant 
Mission  schools  and  colleges,  among  which  the  Methodist 
schools  and  colleges  have  played  important  roles.  For  this 
great  contribution  to  our  nation's  progress,  my  government 
and  people  shall  ever  be  grateful,  and  in  their  behalf,  I 
solicit  the  continued  and  increasing  interest  of  this  great 
Church  in  its  mission  activities  on  the  oldest  of  its  foreign 
fields. 

The  honor  and  pleasure  have  been  mine  to  represent  my 
Church  in  this  great  Christian  Legislative  Assembly,  and 
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at  the  same  time,  head  my  government's  Delegation  at  the 
present  called  session  of  the  United  Nations  Assembly.  I  have 
personally  participated  in  the  two  weeks'  old  debate  touch- 
ing the  age-old  controversy  between  Jews  and  Arabs  in 
Palestine,  with  a  view  of  restoring  peace  among  them,  and 
bringing  about  the  cessation  of  hostility.  It  is  regrettable 
to  state  that  the  Christian  spirit,  the  affinity  of  feeling  that 
usually  characterize  the  deliberations  of  this  great  body, 
are  absent  from  the  58  Nations'  Assembly,  and  as  a  result, 
our  problems  are  becoming  more  intricate  while  hostilities 
increase  in  intensity,  and  world  peace  becomes  a  more  re- 
mote problem. 

Mr.  Chairman,  I  wish  to  express  the  Liberian  govern- 
ment and  people's  appreciations  for  the  great  work  of  Bishop 
Willis  J.  King  is  doing  in  Liberia.  I  refer  to  the  interest  he 
has  personally  put  into  the  work  of  the  field,  which  has  re- 
sulted in  the  building  of  new  churches,  the  awakening  of  a 
greater  spirit  of  Methodism  among  the  people,  and,  above 
all,  the  prosecution  of  the  church  extension  program  among 
the  indigenous  people  of  our  country.  It  is  the  burning  de- 
sire, and  I  take  the  liberty  of  expressing  it  now,  of  the 
Liberian  people  that  Bishop  King  be  permitted  to  return  to 
the  field  to  continue  the  great  work  commenced  by  him. 

Again.  Mr.  Chairman  and  members  of  the  General  Con- 
ference, I  wish  to  thank  you  for  this  great  honor  and  privi- 
lege.

We 
expect  to  have  also  the  choir  of  the  Boston  University,  of 
Boston,   Massachusetts. 

We  expect  to  have  at  least  2500  delegates.  We  are  going 
to  rededicate  our  life  to  the  service  of  our  Lord. 

This  Diamond  Jubilee  celebration  will  represent  the 
efforts  of  the  Mexican  people  in  carrying  on  all  the  wonder- 
ful work  that  was  done,  and  particularly  the  wonderful 
work  done  by  the  missionaries  sent  into  our  country  by  the 
beloved   Mother  Church. 

This  celebration  will  consist  especially  of  three  main  and 
important  discussions.  The  first  one  will  have  to  do  with 
the  history  of  our  Church,  under  the  heading  of  Re-dedica-

Bishop  Moore,  Dr.  Holmes,  and  Felloiv  Methodists:  You 

see.  Bishop,  how  well  I  have  been  trained  during  the  short 

few  weeks  that  I  have  been  in  your  great  land,  trained  to 
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address  you,  for  had  I  not  been  trained  in  this  way,  and 
having  come  from  a  city  that  is  so  essentially  English,  the 
city  of  Cleister,  New  Zealand,  I  would  have  probably  as- 
tounded and  probably  terrified  you  all  by  commencing  as 
follows :  My  Lord  Bishop  and  Your  Lordships. 

But,  you  see,  I  have  been  almost,  shall  I  say,  forewarned, 
and  that  is  to  be  forearmed.  Of  course,  I  haven't  been  very 
long  in  your  magnificent  land,  and  therefore  I  suppose  I 
cannot  say  as  did  the  nervous  farmer  when  he  acknowledged 
a  great  welcome  to  him.  He  got  up,  and  very,  very  nervously, 
he  said,  as  he  looked  about  "Dear  friends,  I  know  you  too 
well  to  call  you  ladies  and  gentlemen." 

Bishop  Moore,  I  am  reminded  of  the  story  that  Professor 
Gilbert  Murray  McCleod  tells  of  how  one  day  he  was  visiting 
a  great  public  school  in  England^  and  he  found  the  Presi- 
dent unexpectedly  busy.  By  some  freak  of  chance — mis- 
chance, some  of  them  said — he  was  left  in  the  care  of  a 
little  lad  who,  unfortunately,  was  not  of  the  cleanest  and  a 
little  unkempt,  but  this  little  lad  did  his  work  pretty  well. 
He  proved  to  be  a  fine  guide.  He  took  the  Professor  around 
and  showed  him  the  school  and  said  proudly,  "You  know, 
sir,  our  school  has  produced  two  generals  and  three  cabinet 
ministers."  He  took  the  Professor  a  little  way  farther  and 
then  he  said,  almost  more  proudly,  "You  know,  sir,  our  foot- 
ball team  has  won  all  its  games  this  year." 

"Is  that  so?"  said  the  Professor.  "Are  you  on  the  football 
team?" 

And  the  grimy,  unkempt  boy  dropped  his  head  and  then 
he  said,  "No,  sir,  no,  sir,  I  am  not  on  the  football  team,  but 
you  mustn't  judge  the  school  by  me." 

I  felt,  as  I  thought  of  that,  that  is  what  I  am  going  to  tell 
the  great  American  people  in  order  that  they  may  not  mis- 
judge my  lovely  country  of  New  Zealand.  You  must  not 
judge  New  Zealand  by  me,  because  it  is  true,  what  Dr. 
Holmes  has  said.  We  are  predominantly  an  English  coun- 
try, and  if  you  study  statistics  you  will  find  that  94.5  per 
cent  of  our  people  are  of  English  stock,  not  European  stock 
but  English  stock ;  that  five  per  cent  of  our  people  are  of  the 
Maori  stock ;  and  that  only  .5,  half  of  one  per  cent,  belong  to 
the  other  peoples,  like  the  Germans,  the  Italians  and  the 
Jews,  the  Chinese,  and  people  like  myself. 

So  it  happens  that  I  am  here  as  fraternal  delegate  from 
the  Methodist  Church  of  New  Zealand.  It  is  another  case  of 
the  eccentricities  of  the  Holy  Spirit — how  odd  of  God ! 

You  know.  Bishop,  fraternal  delegates — and  I  speak  now 
from  my  experience  with  Conference  procedure  as  a  mem- 
ber of  Conference  Arrangement  Committees,  and  also  as

Convener  of  certain  Conference  Committees — or  most  of 
them  are  a  great  nuisance. 

I  now  say  you  have  been  so  generous  about  all  this,  but  I 
know  how  the  Secretary  and  yourself  and  the  other  execu- 
tive members  have  been  scratching  their  heads  almost  and 
saying,  "How  can  we  fit  all  these  folk  in?  How  can  we 
when  we  have  so  much  to  do?" 

Although  I  am  a  Fraternal  Delegate,  I  know  it  is  possible 
to  be  a  Fraternal  Delegate,  particularly  in  international 
politics,  and  not  be  received  fraternally.  However,  I  want 
to  say  that  since  I  have  been  in  this  lovely  land  of  yours, 
I  have  been  treated,  sir — and  I  say  this  without  exaggera- 
tion— as  very  few  visitors  and  very  few  nationals  of  this 
land  have  been  treated,  and  I  am  amazed.  I  was  not  led  to 
expect  such  brotherhood,  such  charm  and  such  grace.  I  am 
wondering  whether  you  haven't  made  a  mistake  about  me. 

When  we  approached  the  wharf  at  San  Pedro,  my  wife 
and  I — we  confessed  this  to  one  another  later — felt  very 
lonely.  We  felt  very  lonely  because  we  have  so  many  friends 
in  New  Zealand.  It  is  only  a  small  country,  and  it  isn't  a 
great  thing  when  you  say  you  have  many  friends  in  a  small 
country.  However,  as  we  stood  on  the  deck  of  our  ship,  and 
our  ship  came  alongside  the  wharf,  we  felt  very  lonely. 
There  was  no  one  to  meet  us.  We  didn't  know  anyone  at  all. 

And  then  I  saw  someone  on  the  wharf  waving  to  me.  I 
felt  that  it  wasn't  for  me.  I  felt  very  lonely  and  very  un- 
happy. I  knew  myself  as  I  surely  am. 

However,  it  was  a  friend  who  had  come  to  meet  us,  some- 
one whom  I  had  never  met  but  who  had  been  asked  to  meet 
this  Methodist  delegate  to  your  land.  It  was  Dr.  Harvey  of 
Los  Angeles,  with  all  his  charm  and  his  friendship  during 
those  few  days  that  we  were  there.  And  then  with  what 
brotherly  love  I  was  received  by  Dickinson  College  and  by 
your  Bishop  Moore,  your  lovely  convener.  Dr.  Holmes.  Sure- 
ly he  has  paid  a  lovely  tribtue  to  New  Zealand.  What  a  fine 
minister  of  propaganda  he  would  make  for  New  Zealand. 

I  have  never,  Bishop  Moore,  been  in  a  great  Conference 
such  as  this,  and  when  I  think  it  is  a  Methodist  Conference 
I  am  amazed  and  I  am  very  proud.  But  I  have  to  reorientate 
my  thinking  about  lots  of  things  in  America,  and  particular- 
ly about  magnitudes.  You  remember  that  story  of  the  three 
men  who  went  on  a  great  elephant  expedition.  One  was  an 
Englishman,  the  other  was  a  Frenchman,  and  the  third  one 
was  an  American.  When  they  got  back  the  newspapers  got 
at  them  and  said,  "You  have  to  give  us  a  few  articles  about 
your  experiences."  So  the  Frenchman  was  asked  to  write 
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an  article,  and  he  typically  wrote  an  article  about  the  love 
life  of  the  elephant. 

The  Englishman  thought  he  would  like  to  write  about 
what  a  graceful  animal  really  the  elephant  is  in  spite  of  its 
size,  and  amid  what  natural,  lovely  surroundings  it  lives. 

It  came  the  turn  of  the  American,  and  the  American 
wrote  very  eloquently,  very,  very  glowingly,  about  the  need 
for  bigger  and  better  elephants. 

Bishop,  I  have  been  thinking  that  I  ought  not  speak  like 
this,  and  if  you  will  allow  me  just  a  few  minutes  longer,  I 
want  to  say  this:  that  the  Methodist  Church  of  New  Zea- 
land, through  me,  humble  servant  of  it  that  I  am,  reaches 
out  its  hand  and  would  symbolically  take  yours,  and  it 
would  bring  its  greetings  from  me  to  you. 

I  want  to  say  that  the  New  Zealand  Church,  like  your 
Church,  belongs  to  one  denomination.  It  is  a  wonderful 
thing  to  belong  to  ecumenical  Methodism,  and  of  your 
Church  you  can  say,  as  I  can  say  of  mine.  Blessed  be  the 
God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  has  chosen 
us  that  we  should  be  holy  and  without  blame.  We  belong  to 
one  great  Church  and  we  are  striving  to  implement  the  ideal 
of  the  Kingdom  and  to  extend  its  sweep  and  its  sphere. 

I  would  like  to  remind  myself  that  that  great  Kingdom 
of  God  is  not  material,  but  it  is  spiritual ;  it  is  not  a  thing  of 
the  earth  but  it  is  a  thing  of  heaven.  That  Kingdom  of  God 
which  we  are  trying  to  usher  in  is  not  material  but  spiritual. 
It  has  inward  righteousness  as  its  essential  and  its  inward 
feature. 

Such  a  love  has  to  enthrall  our  hearts,  said  Jesus,  to  walk 
one  mile  we  ought  to  walk  not  one,  but  two.  It  is  a  great  love 
that  we  have  to  have.  As  I  see  the  challenge  up  today,  I  feel 
we  ought  to  have  this  great  love  in  our  hearts,  the  love  that 
transcends  national  barriers  and  exclusiveness,  a  love  that 
is  prepared  to  love  the  weak,  the  helpless,  the  almost  lost; 
a  love  that  is  prepared  to  give  and  not  to  count  the  cost,  to 
fight  and  not  to  heed  the  wounds,  to  labor  and  not  to  seek 
any  reward  but  that  of  serving  Christ  and  following  him. 

The  Kingdom  of  God  flings  out  a  challenge  to  you  and  to 
me  in  this  unredeemed  w^orld,  this  world  which  is  a  natural 
world,  this  world  which  is  a  sophisticated  world,  this  world 
which  is  a  matter  of  fact  world,  this  world  which  is  a 
worldly  world,  as  Canon  Streeter  put  it.  And  it  is  a  chal- 
lenge to  the  Church  as  well  to  work  and  speak  with  united 
voice. 

How  can  a  divided  Church  speak  to  a  divided  world? 

Only  with  united  effort  can  we  usher  in  the  Kingdom  of 
God. 
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We  in  New  Zealand,  you  know,  sometimes  are  apt  to  be 
parochial  and  insular,  particularly  is  that  the  case  with 
some  denominations.  I  am  reminded  of  a  story  about  the 
Episcopal  Church,  which  is  the  Church  of  England  in  New 
Zealand.  We  work  very,  very  happily  together  now,  but  this 
is  a  story,  shall  I  say,  apocryphal,  I  am  sure,  of  twenty  years 
ago. 

A  vicar  was  working  very  well  in  a  particular  church  in 
a  country  town.  There  was  no  other  church  but  the  Church 
of  England,  the  Episcopalian  Church.  It  happened  a  Meth- 
odist died,  and  the  relations  went  to  this  particular  vicar 
and  said,  "Will  you  please  perform  the  last  rites  for  our 
dear  loved  one?" 

The  vicar  was  a  very  nice  man  indeed,  so  charming  and 
gracious,  but  he  said,  "Oh,  look,  I  have  got  to  observe  the 
regulations  of  my  church.  You  had  better  let  me  send  a 
telegram  off  to  my  Bishop.  It  will  be  all  right,  but  I  have 
to  observe  the  rules  and  regulations." 

So  the  telegram  was  sent  off,  "A  Methodist  died.  Can  I 
perform  the  funeral  service?" 

And  back  came  the  reply,  by  another,  "Yes.  Bury  the  lot." 

Well,  I  must  say,  sir,  we  have  a  better  temper  towards 
other  denominations  today.  I  was  thrilled  at  the  wonderful 
Bishops'  declaration  that  I  saw  in  the  paper  yesterday.  The 
present  situation  is  fraught  for  every  individual,  fraught 
with  challenge  and  opportunity.  Individuals,  as  Christians, 
need  to  align  ourselves  more  faithfully  to  the  spirit  of  Jesus 
Christ. 

Men  die  in  darkness  at  our  side,  without  a  word  to  cheer 
the  tomb.  The  hearts  of  women  bleed  and  break,  with  few  to 
comfort  and  bless.  The  faces  of  people  are  all  tear-stained, 
and  so  few  to  wipe  the  tears  away. 

We  need  to  be  reminded  it  is  not  more  Christians  we 
need  down  there,  but  better  Christians,  We  seem,  as  some- 
one has  suggested,  inoculated  with  Christianity  in  mild 
doses  until  we  have  become  immune  to  the  real  thing.  The 
Galilean  has  been  too  great  for  our  small  hearts.  The  world 
is  waiting  to  respond  to  hearts  that  are  more  consecrated 
to  the  Master. 

As  I  close  I  want  to  give  you  this  illustration  which  comes 
out  of  Dr.  Gossip's  latest  book.  One  day  traveling  with  a 
brilliant  university  man  who  by  his  garb  was  revealed  to 
be  a  minister  of  the  gospel  and  out  of  the  conversation  he 
found  that  this  particular  young  man  was  going  out  to  one 
of  the  loneliest  places  in  Africa,  one  of  the  places  which  is 
called  the  white  man's  grave,  the  return  from  which  was 
scarcely  possible.  He  reasoned  with  this  young,  brilliant 
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man  and  said,  "Look,  you  will  do  so  much  good  here  in 
your  own  land  and  in  your  own  Church  and  with  your  own 
denominations.  Why  go  out  there  and  bury  yourself  there, 
you  particularly?" 

He  said  this  again.  As  that  young  man  rose,  when  they 
had  arrived  at  a  certain  place,  ''Suppose  you  reconsider  it, 

said  the  professor.  .     „      .^  ^        a 

The  young  man  just  stood  up  majestically,  it  seemed,  and 
shook  the  professor  by  the  hand  and  pointed  to  a  little 
badge  he  had  in  the  lapel  of  his  coat.  It  was  a  little  cross. 
He  said,  "He  loved  me,  sir,  and  He  gave  himself  for  me.' 

I  feel,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  that  that  ought  to  be  the 
dominating  challenge  of  our  lives— He  loved  me.  He  gave 
Himself  for  me.  We  must  seek  the  Kingdom,  it  seems  to  me, 
above  our  organizations,  our  serving  at  tables  and  our  Com- 
mittee meetings.  One  great  thought  must  dominate  our  lives 
—Christ's  will,  nothing  more,  nothing  else,  nothing  else. 
That  must  be  our  magnificent  obsession,  the  upmost  for  the 
highest.  There  must  ring  in  our  ears  the  words  that  are  to 
be  found  on  that  memorial  in  the  South  Polar  Region,  those 
words  from  Tennyson's  "Ulysses" :  To  strive  to  seek  to  find 
and  not  to  yield.  t  xi      i 

Thank  vou  so  much  for  this  cordial  welcome.  I  thank  you 
all  for  the  charming  hospitality,  the  goodness  I  have  re- 
ceived at  your  hands  here  today  and  the  other  places  I 
received  them,  not  personally  but  as  your  loving  gesture  to 
and  appreciation  of  the  Methodist  Church  of  New  Zealand. 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 
Bishop  Henry  Knox  Sherrill 
(The  introduction  of  Bishop  Sherrill  by  Bishop  Lewis  0. 
Hartman  was  placed  in  the  Journal  by  the  order 
of  the  General  Conference.  See  Journal, 
page  288. — Editor.) 
(See  Journal,  page  256) 
Historically   the   Protestant    Episcopal    Church    in    the 
United  States  and  The  Methodist  Church  are  closely  re- 
lated. We  both  came  from  the  same  source — the  Church  of 
England.  When  Robert  Lowth,  Bishop  of  London,  was  ap- 
proached by  John  Wesley  with  the  request  that  he  ordain 
two  or  three  Methodists  for  work  in  America,  Bishop  Lowth 
refused  to  do  so  on  the  ground  that  the  candidates  had  no 
knowledge  of  Greek.  With  some  impatience  Wesley  replied 
that  while  his  men  knew  no  Greek  they  did  know  how  to 
to  save  souls.  One  Protestant  Episcopal  historian  observes 
that  had  not  Bishop  Lowth  refused  these  ordinations  The 
Methodist   Church  and  the   Protestant   Episcopal   Church 
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might  here  in  America  have  been  one  Church.  The  two  de- 
nominatio7is  are  not  far  apart.  Both  are  Episcopally  gov- 
erned. Both  subscribe  in  general  to  the  same  Doctrines.  The 
tw^o  Churches  recite  the  same  Creed  and  follow  the  same 
rituals.  On  one  point  only  is  there  any  major  divergence. 
The  issue  has  to  do  with  apostolic  succession.  It  is  not,  how- 
ever, too  much  to  presume  that  some  day — perhaps  in  the 
near  future — even  this  difference  may  be  resolved  and  these 
two  great  commissions  shall  become  one. 

The  first  Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in 
Massachusetts  was  Edward  Boss  who  entered  Harvard  at 
the  age  of  thirteen  and  wrote  a  Master  of  Arts  thesis  on  the 
theme  "Will  the  Blessed  in  the  Future  World  After  the 
Last  Judgment  Make  Use  of  Articulate  Speech  and  Will 
That  Be  Hebrew?"  Bishop  Boss  lived  in  Newburyport  and 
was  a  friend  of  George  Whitefield  whose  face  appears  on 
the  oificial  badge  of  this  General  Conference.  Bishop  Boss 
was  one  of  Whitefield's  six  pallbearers. 

The  ninth  Bishop  of  Massachusetts  is  our  guest  speaker 
on  this  afternoon's  program.  Bishop  Sherrill  is  an  old  Bos- 
tonian  though  not  a  "proper  Bostonian"  in  the  sense  that 
he  was  born  within  the  territory  of  the  Eastern  section  of 
this  great  Commonwealth.  He  came  originally  from  the 
City  of  Brooklyn.  For  a  period  of  seventeen  years  from  1930 
to  1947  he  led  his  Church  in  the  diocese  of  Massachusetts. 
He  gained  an  enviable  reputation  as  a  firm  administrator, 
an  excellent  organizer  and  a  dependable  friend  and  wise 
guide  of  the  clergy. 

Under  his  leadership  there  was  set  up  a  Diocesan  Invest- 
ment Trust  which  became  the  pattern  for  similar  organiza- 
tions elsewhere  in  the  Church.  During  the  war  he  was 
Chairman  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Chaplains  Commission  of 
his  own  Church  and  also  of  the  General  Commission  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  Chaplains.  In  the  war  years  Bishop  Sher- 
rill visited  many  of  the  devastated  countries  of  Europe.  In 
1947  he  became  the  recipient  of  the  highest  office  within  the 
gift  of  his  denomination.  He  is  now  the  Presiding  Bishop 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church.  On  February  29  of  this 
present  year  he  made  a  radio  appeal  to  all  Episcopalians  to 
give  a  million  dollars  for  European  relief.  On  that  single 
day  more  than  the  amount  requested  was  realized. 

About  four  years  ago  the  Bishop  who  today  is  presiding 
at  this  session  of  the  General  Conference  sent  me  a  book — 
Letters  to  a  New  Bishop.  The  author  in  that  volume  sets 
forth  the  qualifications  necessary  for  success  in  the  Epis- 
copacy. It  seems  to  me  that  our  speaker  today  exemplifies 
in  an  extraordinary  degree  many  of  these  requirements.  He 
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has  a  wide  reputation  for  kindliness  and  tact;  he  takes  his 
responsibility  seriously  and  ever  bears  in  mind  that  he 
symbolizes  the  government  of  his  Church.  He  has  an  almost 
inexhaustible  supply  of  patience  without  which  no  Bishop 
can  render  effective  service. 

Bishop  Sherrill  is  sincerely  democratic  in  all  his  relation- 
ships. He  has  the  gift  of  prophecy,  not  in  the  sense  of  fore- 
tellings,  but  in  the  sense  of  vision  and  insight.  He  views 
his  task  comprehensively  and  seeks  not  only  to  help  in  mak- 
ing better  men  and  women  but  also  in  achieving  a  better 
world  of  human  relationships.  We  welcome  him  today.  A 
few  years  ago,  as  I  sat  next  to  Bishop  Sherrill  at  a  recep- 
tion he  took  my  hand  and  said,  "We  must  work  together." 
I  fancy  that  during  his  address  that  call  to  "work  together" 
will  be  heard  as  a  kind  of  dominant  note  as  he  speaks  to  us 
on  "The  Christian  Church." 

Colleagues  of  the  Episcopacy,  delegates,  ladies  and  gen- 
tlemen, it  affords  me  very  great  pleasure  to  present  as  our 
speaker  the  Right  Reverend  Henry  Knox  Sherrill,  presiding 
Bishop  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States. 

(Editor's  Note:  The  full  address  of  the  Right  Reverend  Henry 
Knox  Sherrill,  D.D.,  Presiding  Bishop  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  was 
not  available.  The  following  passage  is  made  up  of  excerpts  for  his 
appreciated  words  to  the  General  Conference,  Sunday  afternoon, 
May  2,  1948.) 

Bishop  Sherrrill  Said  in  Part: 

It  is  indeed  a  privilege  to  be  able  to  address  the  members 
of  the  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church.  Among 
the  Bishops,  clergy  and  laity  of  the  Methodist  Church  are 
greatly  admired  friends  with  whom  I  have  been  privileged 
to  work  for  our  great  common  cause. 

The  contribution  which  the  Methodist  Church  has  made 
through  the  years  towards  the  progress  of  the  Christian 
Gospel  at  home  and  abroad  is  incalculable.  Professor  White- 
head paid  a  remarkable  tribute  to  Methodism  in  his  book 
"The  Adventures  of  Ideas."  He  wrote,  "They  (the  Meth- 
odists) allowing  for  many  qualifications  must  be  credited 
with  one  supreme  achievement — They  made  the  conception 
of  the  brotherhood  of  man  and  of  the  importance  of  men  a 
vivid  reality.  They  had  produced  the  final  effective  force 
which  hereafter  made  slavery  impossible  among  progressive 
races." 

That  same  world-wide  application  of  the  Christian  Gospel 
to  the  difficult  problems  of  today  is  still,  we  may  thank  God, 
true  of  your  great  Church.  I  am  keenly  aware  of  the  his- 
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torical  relationship  of  our  two  Communions.  We  share  a 
common  heritage  and  background.  I  regret  the  unhappy 
episodes  of  the  past  which  led  to  disunion.  Nothing  is  to  be 
gained  at  this  point  by  recounting  these,  we  must  deal  with 
the  present  and  the  future. 

Certainly  we  have  much  in  common  in  the  great  funda- 
mentals of  the  Christian  Faith.  We  are  both  national 
Churches  and  we  are  both  democratic  as  to  our  processes  of 
Church  government  and  of  final  authority.  The  General 
Convention  and  the  General  Conference  are  similar  in  pur- 
pose and  in  atmosphere.  So  it  is  more  than  a  formality  when 
I  bring  you  the  warm  and  fraternal  greetings  of  a  sister 
Communion. 

The  difficulty  and  the  tragedy  of  our  times  are  plain  to 
all,  even  the  most  thoughtless.  The  past,  with  the  fact  of  the 
wholesale  destruction  of  life  and  the  means  to  support  life 
is  serious  enough.  But  the  future  is  even  more  menacing 
with  an  undesirable  drift  toward  a  war  the  results  of  which 
are  impossible  to  calculate.  What  can  the  Christian  Churches 
do  in  this  era  which  is  as  challenging  as  that  faced  by  the 
early  Church  in  the  days  of  the  disintegration  of  the  Roman 
Empire? 

I  take  it  that  we  must  do  more  than  give  advice,  however 
wise,  in  the  passage  of  Resolutions.  There  must  be  an  heroic 
quality  of  thought  and  of  life  within  the  Churches,  so 
dynamic  with  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  that  the  course 
of  history  must  inevitably  be  affected. 

If  we  look  beyond  the  immediate  facts  of  the  world  con- 
dition, we  must  find  that  there  has  been  over  a  long  period 
a  world-wide  failure  to  respond  to  what  we  may  describe  in 
general  as  the  life  of  the  Spirit.  This  has  been  said  many 
times  but  we  must  not  forget  this  fundamental  cause  of  our 
difficulties.  Furthermore  we  have  had  so  far  as  religion  is 
concerned  a  rampant  individualism.  This  may  be  possible  in 
an  era  of  optimism  and  of  progress.  But  this  is  not  true  in  a 
day  of  transition  and  of  chaos.  We  need  greater  cohesiveness 
— a  deepening  of  Christian  Faith  resulting  in  more  sacri- 
ficial action. 

Out  of  the  great  ecumenical  Conferences  came  the  phrase, 
"Let  the  Church  be  the  Church."  If  this  means  let  the  Church 
attend  merely  to  ecclesiastical  housekeeping  as  a  retreat 
from  the  problems  of  the  hour,  then  the  advice  is  mistaken. 
But  if  this  phrase  means  that  the  Church  must  be  supremely 
true  to  the  Master,  making  Her  own  special  contribution 
born  of  the  knowledge  and  of  God,  then  this  advice  is  ever- 
lastingly true. 

The  Church  must  unhesitatingly  testify  to  the  Faith  in 
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God  as  revealed  in  Christ.  Theology  is  important  and  need 
not  be  dull  and  insignificant.  This  is  a  fundamental  question. 
Is  God  the  product  of  our  wishes  and  desires,  the  up-reach  of 
humanity?  Or  is  God  the  source  and  Perfection  of  all 
strength,  the  giver  of  every  good  and  perfect  gift?  There 
can  be  no  question  as  we  view  the  long  range  of  Christian 
history.  There  is  a  givenness  of  God  in  nature,  in  history, 
supremely  in  the  gift  of  Jesus  Christ. 

This  Gospel  is  not  our  own.  It  is  not  primarily  a  descrip- 
tion of  what  we  find  for  ourselves  but  of  what  great  things 
God  has  done  and  one  may  add  is  doing  and  will  continue  to 
do.  But  this  aspect  of  givenness  demands  a  loyalty,  a  conse- 
cration of  the  mind  as  well  as  of  the  heart,  not  born  of  the 
letter  of  the  law  but  of  the  spirit. 

It  is  in  the  knowledge  of  God  that  the  Church  and  the 
Christian  will  face  the  international  tensions,  the  fact  of 
Russia  and  of  Communism,  the  danger  of  nationalism  and 
all  the  other  myriad  of  problems  and  perplexities. 

Let  the  Church  be  the  Church  in  the  field  of  action.  We 
are  the  followers  of  One  who  had  nowhere  to  lay  His  head, 
who  was  despised  and  rejected  and  finally  suffered  death 
upon  the  Cross.  We  speak  easily  of  the  Church  as  the  Body 
of  Christ.  Let  us  realize  that  Christ's  body  was  used  and 
given  unto  death.  The  Church  then  cannot  be  interested  in 
Her  own  life.  Her  own  safety  and  possessions.  She  lives  only 
to  be  used  to  accomplish  the  will  of  God.  Therefore  the 
Church  cannot  be  a  reflection  of  contemporary  standards  or 
lack  of  standards.  If  the  salt  has  last  its  savour  wherewithal 
shall  it  be  salted.  We  are  to  strive  collectively  and  individ- 
ually against  evil  within  ourselves  and  within  society.  Ex- 
ploitation, discrimination,  slums  in  country  and  city,  war, 
extreme  nationalism — these  are  to  be  faced  and  overcome 
cost  what  it  may  because  the  Church  must  be  true  to  the 
Master  who  would  draw  all  men  to  Him. 

The  Church  must  be  the  Church  in  the  creation  of  a  fellow- 
shipship  whose  character  reveals  God  in  Christ.  We  often 
say  of  a  man  that  character  is  what  counts,  not  so  much 
what  he  says.  The  same  test  applies  to  the  Church.  By  their 
fruits  ye  shall  be  known.  It  is  the  character  of  our  fellow- 
ship which  is  supreme. 

Are  we  in  our  Churches  colonies  of  Heaven,  or  are  we 
simply  mere  organizations  in  a  highly  organized  social 
order?  Do  we  manifest  unusual  sources  of  spiritual  power 
and  insight?  Have  we  a  radiance  of  which  the  world  knows 
nothing? 

Dean  Inge  has  said  that  the  Gospel  is  not  good  advice  but 
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good  news.  We  can  face  our  world  of  despair  with  the  procla- 
mation of  all  that  God  is  doing  in  reconciling  the  world  to 
Himself.  A  Church  consecrated  to  God,  in  Christ,  can  redeem 
our  times.  This  is  a  thinking  task  and  opportunity.

Bishop  Hartman,  Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 
I  am  delighted  with  Bishop  Hartman's  reference  to  Father 
Taylor,  because  there  never  has  been  in  this  community  of 
Boston  a  representative  of  The  Methodist  Church  who 
understood  more  fully  and  co-operated  more  completely  with 
the  Unitarians  than  that  great  preacher  and  missionary  to 
the  Saviour. 

Someone  asked  him  once  about  the  future  of  Ralph  Waldo 
Emerson,  and  what  he  thought  of  him.  Father  Taylor's 
reply,  I  think,  goes  right  to  the  heart  of  the  whole  question. 

He  said,  "God  seldom  made  a  sweeter  soul  than  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson,  but  he  knows  no  more  about  theology  than 
Baalam's  ass." 

Whether  these  missionaries  know  anything  about  theology 
today  or  not,  we  recognize  certain  great  qualities  among  our 
brethren  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  we  rejoice,  not  only 
in  your  confidence  in  the  field  of  theology,  but  also  in  the 
magnificent  way  in  which  you  stand  at  the  very  forefront  in 
this  country,  behind  the  proposition  that  religion  that  is  not 
applied  to  the  practical  problems  of  our  day  is  not  properly 
called  religion  at  all. 

We  salute  you  and  I  bring  to  you  the  greeting  of  a  small 
body,  but  one  which  has  deep  respect  for  your  great  tradi- 
tions. We  salute  you  because,  in  this  day  of  confusion  and 
doubt,  of  rising  threats  of  tyranny  from  many  directions  at 
the  same  time,  you  have  stood  so  strongly  and  so  solidly  for 
the  fundamental  principles  of  religious  liberty.  On  that  rock 
we  stand  together  and  it  is  a  rock  against  which  I  believe  in 
these  coming  years  there  is  going  to  be  one  storm  after  an- 
other and  therefore  we  lead  in  the  defense  of  that  principle, 
to  stand  together. 

I  salute  you,  I  welcome  you  to  Boston,  even  if  it  be  toward 
the  end  of  your  great  Conference  gathering.  You  know  the 
familiar  definition  of  Unitarianism  and  with  this  I  shall  go : 
Unitarianism,  a  religion  which  believe  in  the  Fatherhood  of 
God,  the  Brotherhood  of  man  and  the  neighborhood  of 
Boston."  Thank  you.

My  Church  owes  its  very  birth  to  your  Church,  tor  it  was 
the  Reverend  John  Murray,  an  English  Methodist,  who 
after  coming  to  America,  founded  our  fellowship  here. 

I  like  to  thmk 
that  he  brought  with  him  to  us  something  of  your  fine  zeal

To  your  great  Church  I  owe  a  personal  debt  of  gratitude. 
She  supplied  my  childhood  playmates  back  in  Ohio.  It  was 
with  one  of  her  fine  daughters  that  I  fell  in  love.

Then  Mary  Magdelene,  poor  unfortunate  girl  that  she 
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was,  who  loved  but  not  always  wisely — Jesus  made  of  her 
the  first  missionary  to  a  city. 

And  of  that  intolerant  bigot  he  made  an  ambassador  of 
good  will. 

Evidently  Jesus  saw  value  in  each,  saw  that  each  had 
something  to  contribute  to  his  Kingdom.  He  didn't  force 
them  into  a  prescribed  theological  mold.  They  didn't  have 
to  recite  for  him  any  creed.  His  arms  were  outstretched  and 
his  heart  was  big  enough  to  enfold  them  all.  And  they 
worked  together  for  good,  they  and  the  others  of  whom 
Jesus  said,  "And  other  sheep  have  I  which  are  not  of  this 
fold." 

God  grant  that  the  day  may  soon  come  when  the  Christian 
Church  will  recognize  no  divisions  between  people  on  the 
basis  of  class,  race,  nationality  or  religion,  and  thus  be  more 
worthy  of  Him  whose  name  we  bear.  Amen. 

THE  WORLD  COUNCIL  OF  CHURCHES 
Dr.  Henry  Smith  Leiper

Members  of  the  General  Conference  and  Felloiv  Members 
of  the  World  Council  of  Churches:  It  happens  that  twenty 
years  ago,  under  the  benign  and  inspiring  guidance  of  Frank 
Mason  North,  it  was  my  great  privilege  to  enter  ecumenical 
service.  From  then  until  today  I  have  been  in  some  sense 
both  a  colleague  and  servant  of  yours ;  since  The  Methodist 
Church  is  an  integral  part  of  the  movement  for  co-operation 
and  unity. 

This  year  marks  the  culmination  of  a  long  provision 
development  which  you  of  the  tradition  of  John  Wesley 
have  shared  through  many  "fellow-helpers."  Almost  two- 
score  names  flash  to  mind  of  those  who  have  labored  to 
bring  the  Churches  to  this  hour.  From  John  Mott  and  John 
Langdale  and  John  Nuelsen  to  Ivan  Lee  Holt  and  Bromley 
Oxnam — it  has  been  a  noble  company  of  prophetic  and 
magnanimous  Christian  pioneers. 

To  them  (both  those  in  the  Church  triumphant  and  those 
in  the  Church  militant)  I  would  pay  a  debt  of  gratitude  in 
the  name  of  the  134  other  Churches  which  join  with  The 
Methodist  Church  to  constitute  the  World  Council. 

As  the  Council  comes  of  age,  it  affirms  its  formal  partner- 
ship with  its  elder  brother,  the  International  Missionary 
Council — a  partnership  which  James  Baker  and  Ralph  Dif- 
fendorfer  helped  to  consummate.  Here  is  indeed  a  fellowship 
of  mighty  portent:  the  two  chief  organizational  embodi- 
ments of  the  ecumenical  spirit.  We  may  rightly  think  of

each  partner  to  this  team  as  a  symbol  of  potential  world 
community :  a  training  school  for  fuller  unity,  such  as  you 
have  heard  so  earnestly  extolled  in  your  Bishops'  stirring 
and  challenging  address  at  this  Conference. 

And  it  is  also,  I  remind  you,  a  collective  world-wide  re- 
sponse to  the  deep  and  oft-expressed  desire  of  our  one  Lord 
that  his  followers  might  be  one. 

Rather  than  seek  now  to  summarize  the  current  work  of 
the  11  Departments  and  Commissions  of  the  Council,  let  me 
quote  part  of  the  Provisional  Committee's  call  to  Amsterdam 
— the  first  Assembly,  which,  as  Dr.  Fosdick  declares,  may 
prove  to  be  one  of  the  really  outstanding  events  in  all 
Christian  history,  and  which  as  Stanley  Jones  pointed  out 
to  me,  will  bring  together  through  their  official  delegates 
more  Churches  than  there  were  persons  at  the  first  Christian 
celebration  of  Pentecost  in  Jerusalem. 

There  are  the  words  I  want  to  quote  from  the  call : 

"At  this  time  of  crisis  in  the  existence  of  mankind  our 
first  and  deepest  need  is  not  new  organization,  but  the  re- 
newal, or  rather  the  rebirth,  of  the  actual  Churches.  There 
is  urgent  need  by  acceptance  by  Christians  and  the  Christian 
Churches  of  their  responsibility  for  seeking  continually  to 
bring  the  ivhole  of  human  life,  and  relationships  under  the 
kingship  of  Christ." 

What  is  the  philosophy  which  underlies  our  united  attempt 
to  discharge  that  responsibility? 

From  years  of  close  contact  with  the  work  in  all  of  its 
many  aspects,  I  would  risk  over-simplification  to  point  out 
that  the  basic  pattern  is  very  simple ;  and  it  is  simple  with 
the  simplicity  of  that  which  is  truly  great. 

The  unity  Jesus  prayed  for  was  like  that  of  the  ideal 
family.  He  and  His  Father  were  one  with  a  oneness  he 
craved  for  the  whole  family  of  God  on  earth  and  in  heaven. 

In  this  relationship  we  discover  these  elements,  among 
others : 

Mutual  concern 

Communion  and  consultation 

Contributions  each  to  each 

Conciliating  love 

Co-operation  and  co-partnership 

All  these  words  begin  with  the  prefix  from  the  Latin 
meaning  together  with. 

As  partners  in  a  glorious  fellowship  we  say  with  John 
Wesley:  If  thy  heart  be  as  my  heart  give  me  thine  hand. 
And  so  take  council  together. 
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The  great  fellowship  is  a  reality,  but  it  is  too  much  a 
fellowship  of  strategists  and  generals,  rather  than  of  armies 
in  the  field. 

If  it  is  to  make  the  indispensable  contribution  to  our 
divided  world  of  showing  forth  a  power  that  could  create 
the  consciousness  of  community  throughout  the  whole  wide 
earth  there  must  be  a  response  from  each  member  of  the 
member  Churches. 

Salvation  means  health.  Health  requires  wholeness.  Whole 
is  the  word  from  which  we  got  our  word  health.  Jesus  made 
the  leper  whole ;  he  co-ordinated  all  parts  of  his  personality 
and  his  bodily  efforts  were  restored. 

Wholeness  in  the  body  of  Christ  can  be  much  more  nearly 
realized  when  we  each  accept  our  responsibility  for  the  new 
Pentecost  that  may  come  in  this  year  of  our  Lord,  when  for 
the  first  time,  as  I  remind  you,  the  Church  is  actually  world- 
wide, for  this  year  marks  the  entrance  into  Afghanistan,  the 
last  country  in  which  there  were  no  Christians.  If  this  is 
to  be  what  it  should  be  in  the  total  life  of  the  Churches,  it 
is — and  I  conclude  with  the  words  of  William  Temple — of 
the  utmost  importance  that  we  become  aware  of  it,  that  we 
further  it  in  every  way  open  to  us,  and  that  through  it  we 
take  our  part  in  providing  both  the  Spirit  of  Christ  and 
through  the  Spirit  of  Christ  the  instrument  by  which  we 
may  transform  the  world. 

To  that  I  add  one  sentence  from  Toynbee's  "Study  of 
History,"  who  says: 

"In  our  war-ridden  generation,  in  which  the  lately  bril- 
liant prospects  of  a  neo-pagan  dominant  minority  have  been 
rapidly  growing  dim,  the  sap  of  life  is  visibly  flowing  once 
again  through  all  the  branches  of  our  Western  Christendom ; 
and  this  spectacle  suggests  that  perhaps,  after  all,  the  next 
chapter  of  our  Western  history  may  not  follow  the  lines  of 
the  final  chapter  of  Hellenic  history.  Instead  of  seeing  some 
new  Church  spring  from  the  ploughed-up  soil  of  an  internal 
proletariat  in  order  to  serve  as  the  executor  and  residuary 
legatee  of  a  civilization  that  has  broken  down  and  gone  into 
disintegration  we  may  yet  see  an  apostate  Western  Chris- 
tendom given  grace  to  be  born  again. 

If  that  is  to  be,  it  will  be  because  of  what  you  and  the 
other  Churches  yoked  together  with  you  in  World  Council 
as  in  the  Federal  Council  can  bring  in  God's  grace  to  pass. 
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VII.    MEMORIAL    SERVICE    ADDRESS 

THE    RECORD    OF    REMEMBRANCE 
BISHOP  PAUL  E.  MARTIN

The  Writer  of  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews,  said,  "Seeing 
that  we  are  encompassed  about  with  so  great  a  cloud  of 
witnesses  today  we  sense  the  presence  of  the  invisible  wit- 
nesses beyond  the  veil." 

These  friends  who  labored  with  us  in  the  Gospel  and 
whom  we  call  to  remembrance  at  this  hour  were  character- 
ized by  noble  faith,  high  courage  and  full  devotion.  They  had 
answered  the  love  of  God  with  responsive  love  and  the  sacri- 
fice of  Christ  with  gi^ateful  self -surrender. 

We  pause  to  dedicate  ourselves  anew  in  the  sublime  task 
of  making  their  faith  real.  The  memories  that  we  cherish  of 
them  this  day  give  strength  and  power  as  we  endeavor  to 
lift  high  the  torch  they  passed  to  us  as  they  went  away. 
We  are  aware  that  they  held  in  abundant  measure  a  Chris- 
tian philosophy  of  life  whereby  through  deep  convictions 
about  God  and  God's  purpose  and  life's  eternal  meaning, 
they  gained  strength  to  meet  all  sorts  of  experiences  and 
transform  and  glorify  them.  They  knew  whom  they  had 
believed. 

No  two  of  them  were  alike,  but  whether  it  be  the  conta- 
gious laughter  of  Bruce  Baxter,  the  quiet  dignity  of  Ernest 
Richardson,  the  untiring  loyalty  of  Lorenzo  King,  the 
scholarly  bearing  of  William  Franklin  Anderson,  the  ready 
enthusiasm  of  Schuyler  Garth,  the  crusading  zeal  of  James 
Cannon,  Jr.,  the  tested  dependability  of  Friedrich  Heinrich 
Otto  Melle,  the  gracious  thoughtfulness  of  John  Lloyd 
Decell,  the  far-sighted  statesmanship  of  John  Lewis  Nuelsen, 
or  the  missionary  passion  of  John  Wesley  Robinson,  or  the 
devotion  of  these  delegates  and  the  friendship  of  these  loving 
friends,  each  one  possessed  an  illuminated  mind,  a  purified 
conscience  and  a  warm  and  enthused  will. 

There  is  a  sense  of  loneliness  today  as  we  realize  they  are 
gone.  In  the  truest  sense  of  the  word  life  will  not  be  the 
same  without  them,  but  this  is  not  to  be  a  service  in  which 
a  mournful  note  is  sounded.  That  does  not  belong  to  their 
faith  and  ours. 

We  have  just  finished  the  season  of  the  year  when  we 
recall  the  sufferings  of  Jesus  and  see  him  as  a  Man  of 
Sorrows  and  acquainted  with  grief. 

And  yet  no  one  can  read  the  New  Testament  without 
becoming  conscious  that  the  phrase,  "Be  of  good  cheer," 
appears  with  amazing  regularity.  Although  nowhere  else 
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in  all  history  is  to  be  found  the  desperate  ills  of  human 
life  silhouetted  so  black  as  in  the  New  Testament,  it  is,  never- 
theless, a  volume  in  which  an  undefeated  buoyancy  of  spirit 
pervades  almost  every  inspiring  page.  Let  us  never  forget 
those  thrilling  phrases  that  appear  over  and  over  again : 
"Fear  not;  be  not  anxious;  let  not  your  heart  be  troubled." 
Even  as  the  tragic  ending  approaches  and  Christ  sits  with 
his  disciples  at  the  last  meal,  he  says  to  them,  "These  things 
have  I  spoken  unto  you  that  my  joy  may  be  in  you  and  that 
your  joy  may  be  made  full." 

How  do  you  explain  such  confidence?  Well,  for  one  thing 
Christ  never  thought  of  death  as  we  do.  As  he  stood  by  the 
body  of  a  little  girl,  he  brought  peace  and  comfort  to  dis- 
traught parents  as  he  told  them,  "Weep  not.  She  is  not  dead 
but  sleepeth." 

And  on  one  of  the  most  revealing  occasions  of  the  tender 
compassion  of  our  Lord,  found  in  the  gospels,  we  read  that 
even  Christ  wept  as  he  stood  near  the  grave  of  a  beloved 
friend,  but  with  words  of  assurance  he  said,  "Our  friend 
Lazarus  sleepeth,  but  I  go  that  I  may  awaken  him  out  of 
sleep." 

Through  Christ  we  have  come  to  see  that  the  body  is 
only  the  temporary  house  of  an  eternal  soul.  Thus  that 
which  we  call  by  the  name  of  death  is  but  a  natural  part  of 
our  total  experience. 


There  is  a  land  of  pure  delight 
Where  saints  immortal  reign; 
Infinite  day  excludes  the  night, 
And   pleasures   banish   pain. 

There  everlasting  spring  abides. 
And  never  withering  flowers; 
Death,  like  a  narrow  sea  divides 
This  heavenly  land  from  ours. 

Sweet  fields  belond  the  swelling  flood 
Stand  dressed  in  living  green ; 
So  to  the  Jews  old  Canaan  stood 
While  Jordan  rolled  between. 

Could  we  but  climb  where  Moses  stood. 
And  view  the  landscape  o'er. 
Not  Jordan's  stream,  nor  death's  cold  flood. 
Should  fright  us  from  the  shore, 
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Our  faith  in  immortality  comes  not  from  argument  but 
from  the  convictions  we  hold  concerning  God.  Those  early 
fathers  of  the  Church  must  have  had  that  in  mind  as  they 
gave  us  our  Creed.  Listen  to  it  again — 

I  believe  in  God,  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker  of  heaven 
and  earth ;  and  in  Jesus  Christ,  His  only  Son,  our  Lord,  who 
was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Spirit,  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary, 
suffered  under  Pontius  Pilate,  was  crucified,  dead  and 
buried ;  the  third  day  He  rose  from  the  dead ;  He  ascended 
into  Heaven  and  sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God,  the 
Father  Almighty;  from  thence  He  shall  come  to  judge  the 
quick  and  the  dead. 

I  believe  in  the  Holy  Spirit;  the  holy  catholic  Church; 
the  communion  of  saints ;  the  forgiveness  of  sins ;  the  resur- 
rection of  the  body,  and  the  life  everlasting." 

It  begins  with  the  Father  God,  it  reveals  the  vicarious 
sacrifice  of  His  beloved  Son,  it  proclaims  the  divine  com- 
passion, and  it  reaches  its  thrilling  and  natural  climax  with 
the  triumphant  declaration  that  life  in  Christ  shall  never 
end.  Through  such  a  conception  of  a  loving  Father  God 
we  fear  not  death. 

Today  we  would  be  utterly  cast  down  but  for  the  knowl- 
edge that  the  Christ  who  arose  from  the  grave  and  tri- 
umphed over  death  said, 

"Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  ye  believe  in  God,  believe 
also  in  me.  In  my  Father's  house  are  many  mansions ;  if 
it  were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go  to  prepare  a  place 
for  you,  and  if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come 
again  and  receive  you  unto  myself ;  that  where  I  am  ye  may 
be  also." 

In  Maurice  Maeterlinck's  beautiful  fantasy  of  childhood, 
"The  Blue  Bird,"  there  is  a  touching  scene  when  the  little 
boy  and  his  younger  sister  find  themselves,  at  the  close  of 
the  day  in  a  village  cemetery.  As  they  stand  there  facing 
the  rows  of  tombstones  in  the  twilight,  the  little  girl  is 
frightened.  And  so  is  her  brother.  And  then  he  turns  the 
magic  cap,  which  he  wears,  in  which  is  fastened  the  magic 
stone,  and  a  miracle  happens.  Instead  of  the  rows  of  tomb- 
stones, there  stretch  before  them  beautiful  blooming  tulips. 
The  little  girl,  a  bit  bewildered  but  completely  freed  from 
fear,  looks  up  into  the  face  of  her  brother  and  asks,  "Where 
are  the  dead?" 

To  which  he  confidently  replies,  "There  are  no  dead!" 

Praise  God,  in  Christ,  there  are  no  dead! 

"I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life :  he  that  believeth  in 
me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live :  and  whosoever 
liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall  never  die." 
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LOOKING  AHEAD  IN  HOME   MISSIONS

What  is  Home  Missions?  In  the  liroadest  sense  it  is  identi- 
cal with  that  of  the  objective  of  the  Church  as  a  whole — to 
make  America  Christian.  In  a  more  particular  sense  Home 
Missions  "is  the  Church  at  work,  reaching  out  to  new  com- 
munities and  to  neglected  areas  and  populations  of  our 
country,  calling  men  to  the  acceptance  of  Christ,  planting 
and  maintaining  the  Church  and  through  Christ-like  activi- 
ties, releasing  the  power  of  the  Gospel  in  the  midst  of  non- 
Christian  and  anti-Christian  surroundings." 

Thinking  of  our  own  Methodist  Church,  the  Division  of 
Home  Missions  and  Church  Extension  and  the  Home  De- 
partment of  the  Woman's  Division  should  be,  and  are  a 
Board  of  Strategy  ever  studying,  analyzing  movements  of 
populations  and  social  trends  and  planning  for  the  advance 
of  the  Church  in  the  United  States,  as  well  as  its  related 
activities  in  new  areas  of  need  or  strengthening  its  influence 
as  changed  conditions  may  arise. 

The  history  of  Methodist  Home  Missions  is  a  thrilling 
story  of  the  early  evangelists  and  ministers  of  the  gospel 
moving  from  one  geographical  frontier  to  another.  Among 
others  we  recall  the  negro  minister  carrying  the  Bible,  in 
those  early  days,  to  an  Indian  tribe  in  Ohio,  and  establishing 
a  church.  And  Francis  Asbury  preaching  to  the  frontier 
people.  History  states  that  "wolves  followed  him,  he  was 
lost  in  the  swamps,  ruffians  sought  his  life,  a  bullet  grazed 
his  head,  yet  he  kept  on."  The  statue  of  Asbury  on  his  faith- 
ful horse  stands  in  several  cities  of  our  country  as  a  pictur- 
esque reminder  of  the  untiring  efforts  of  this  early  home 
missionary.  Many  others  could  be  mentioned,  each  exerting 
great  influence  upon  the  Christian  development  of  this  land, 
as  the  establishment  of  churches  and  schools  went  forward. 

Geographically  speaking  the  last  frontier  was  reached  in 
the  United  States  about  fifty  years  ago.  We  see  a  well-estab- 
lished Church.  It  has  been  active  among  minority  groups. 
The  1945  edition  of  the  Yearbook  of  American  Churches  in- 
dicates that  approximately  eight  million  of  the  thirteen  mil- 
lion American  negroes  were  members  of  Protestant  denom- 
inations. About  three-fifths  of  the  American  Indians  are 
listed  as  Christians,  as  well  as  an  encouraging  percentage 
of  Oriental  Americans.  Home  Mission  agencies,  ever  con- 
scious of  their  responsibility  to  help  make  every  section  of 
America  Christian,  responded  to  the  needs  of  peoples  in 
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territories  of  the  United  States,  becoming  the  arm  of  the 
Church  opening  work  in  Hawaii,  Puerto  Rico,  Cuba,  Alaska 
and  other  outposts. 

A  new  challenge  came  with  the  great  wave  of  immigra- 
tion from  southern  Europe  during  the  early  1900's.  These 
new  Americans,  by  the  thousands,  congregated  in  the  cities, 
becoming  a  vital  part  of  the  industrial  development  of  the 
nation.  The  frontier  had  shifted.  There  was  not  only  the 
establishment  of  foreign  language  churches,  but  Americani- 
ation  activities  became  essential,  neighborhood  houses  were 
established  and  every  effort  was  made  to  make  these  new 
Americans  feel  at  home  in  their  new  environment.  These 
activities  were  carried  forward  with  an  encouraging  meas- 
ure of  success,  but  today  we  face  the  sad  fact  that  religion 
does  not  exert  the  hoped-for  influence  upon  the  lives  of  the 
second  and  third  generation,  and  all  too  many  have  become 
a  part  of  the  great  mass  of  unchurched  peoples. 

With  the  change  in  immigration  quotas  following  World 
War  I,  the  frontier  again  shifted.  It  became  one  of  changing 
industrial  and  farming  conditions.  Attention  was  directed 
toward  industrial  workers,  labor  movements,  share  croppers, 
migrants — the  home  mission  task  became  one  of  not  only 
reaching  these  groups  but  interpreting  to  an  established 
Church  the  new  trends  and  needs.  Also  helping  them  to  real- 
ize their  responsibility  to  assist  in  the  solution  of  these  prob- 
lems in  a  Christian  manner.  Again  a  notable  chapter  was 
written  in  Home  Missions,  perhaps  an  outstanding  feature 
being  the  wise  development  of  a  united  Protestant  approach 
to  these  new  frontiers.  Methodist  leaders  have  given  and 
'are  now  giving  distinguished  service  in  all  phases  of  this 
united  endeavor. 

Recent  years  have  been  filled  with  rapid  changes  in  every 
phase  of  American  life  and  Home  Mission  Administrators 
have  been  on  the  alert  to  meet  these  new  developments.  It  has 
meant  constant  survey  and  study,  and  many  adjustments.  In- 
creased cost  of  living  and  maintenance  has  affected  every 
project  and  institution. 

The  migration  of  peoples  has  been  a  major  problem.  Since 
1940  it  is  estimated  that  at  least  40%  of  the  population  of 
this  country  has  moved  from  one  section  to  another.  This 
is  reflected  in  increased  populations  in  western  states, 
averaging  30  % ,  with  California  showing  an  increase  of  36  % . 
Other  states,  especially  those  in  rural  areas  have  decreased, 
creating  a  shortage  of  man-power  on  the  farms.  Some  south- 
eastern states  have  lost  population  through  removal  to  urban 
areas  during  the  war  years,  and  the  installation  of  machinery 
which  has  replaced  many  workers.  Many  mid-western  states 
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have  co-operated  through  Church  and  government  agencies 
in  an  endeavor  to  restore  this  man-power  through  locating 
"displaced  persons"  from  Europe,  who  are  the  responsibihty 
of  the  United  States.  A  slogan  heard  often  m  these  agricul- 
tural areas  is  "We  need  D.P.'s"  and  a  survey  shows  that  our 
full  quota  could  be  placed  without  difficulty. 

In  these  davs  when  the  Church  is  called  anew  to  take  ag- 
gressive and  constructive  leadership  in  helping  demonstrate 
the  value  of  a  democratic  way  of  life,  we  need  a  \yillingness 
to  face  frankly  a  recent  analysis  of  "The  American  Heri- 
tage" : 

The  central  theme  of  our  American  heritage  is  the  importance  of 
the  individual  person.  ...  We  have  believed  that  every  human  being 
has  Tn  Essential  dignitv  and  integrity  which  must  be  respected  and 
safeguarded.  ...  We  believe  that  the  welfare  of  the  individual  is  the 
final  goal  of  group  life.  ...  To  be  secure  in  the  rights  he  wishes  for 
Sseff,  each  man  must  be  willing  to  respect  the  rights  of  other  mem 
This  is  the  conscious  recognition  of  a  basic  moral  principle:  al  men 
are  created  equal  as  well  as  free.  Stemming  from  this  prmciple  is  the 
obligatfon  to  build  social  institutions  that  will  guarantee  equality  of 
oppf?tun"ty  to  all  men.  .  .  .  Thus  the  only  aristocracy  that  is  consistent 
S  the  fTee  way  of  life  is  an  aristocracy  of  talent  and  achievement 
The  grounds  on  which  our  society  accords  respect,  influence  or  reward 
to  each  of  its  citizens  must  be  limited  to  the  quality  of  his- personal 
character  and  his  social  contribution." 

This  eloquent  statement  describes  our  Christian  heritage, 
not  merely  our  American  heritage.  It  is  our  American  heri- 
tage largely  because  the  founders  of  American  democracy 
exalted  essentially  Christian  values.  As  a  part  of  our  re- 
sponse to  this  challenge  a  study  is  being  made  of  racial  prac- 
tices in  our  own  institutions,  bringing  ourselves  up-to-date 
on  the  progress  which  the  Church  has  made  through  the 
years  and  facing  courageously  the  areas  which  need 
strengthening  in  order  that  we  may  be  sure  that  we  are 
meeting  the  standard  set  by  our  Lord  through  His  very  pre- 
cept and  example.  Nothing  less  is  worthy  of  His  followers 
who  call  themselves  Christian  and  Methodist.        _  ^ 

As  we  look  ahead  in  Home  Missions  we  recognize  the  im- 
portance of  the  basic  institution  of  our  country  which  we 
love  and  cherish— the  home.  Today,  May  2,  marks  the 
annual  observance  of  Christian  Home  Week.  The  theme 
wiselv  chosen  is  "The  Church  in  the  Home."  The  insecurity 
felt  by  great  hosts  of  our  population  through  recent  years 
has  left  its  scars,  especially  upon  children  and  youth. 

The  factors  contributing  to  this  insecurity  have  received 
attention  bv  other  speakers  but  we  feel  moved  to  refer  to  the 
decrease  of  30%  in  juvenile  delinquency,  as  well  as  a  Z5  r 
decrease  in  divorce  during  the  past  few  months.  We  teel 
that  this  comes  as  a  result  of  the  unified  efforts  of  many 
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character  building  agencies  which  have  directed  their  at- 
tention to  these  tragic  developments  of  the  postwar  years  and 
have  effectively  carried  forward  an  educational  program.  In 
needy  areas  of  the  nation  we  find  our  Home  Mission  workers, 
not  only  with  their  own  fine  program  of  activities,  but  co- 
operating with  community  agencies  to  help  strengthen  home 
life.  We  are  all  deeply  grateful  for  the  educational  materials 
furnished  by  and  the  leadership  given  by  our  General  Board 
of  Education  in  this  particular  field.  We  are  certain  that 
none  better  can  be  found  in  any  denomination.  The  Board 
of  Evangelism  through  the  UPPER  ROOM  and  radio  tran- 
scriptions has  rendered  unique  and  effective  service,  reaching 
scores  who  might  not  otherwise  have  been  touched.  Our 
Church  Press  has  rendered  notable  service  through  helpful 
articles  and  exchange  of  experiences  of  individual  churches 
in  meeting  family  problems. 

Our  goverment  agencies  have  given  leadership  and  this 
week  should  be  made  memorable  by  the  National  Conference 
on  Family  Life  being  held  (May  5-8)  in  Washington,  D.  C. 
We  are  assured  that  this  Conference  will  be  going  beyond 
lip  service  in  the  oft-repeated  statement  that  the  family  is 
our  basic  institution.  The  Conference  will  study  programs 
now  being  carried  on  for  the  benefit  of  the  family.  It  will 
also  ask  how  economic,  social  and  political  facts  and  forces 
exercise  an  unconscious  and  unintended  influence  upon  fam- 
ily living.  All  of  this  has  vital  relationship  to  the  future  of 
Home  Missions  and  the  Church  must  make  its  influence  felt 
in  every  approach  to  establishing  better  homes  in  our  land. 

In  this  rapid  changing  scene  the  fulfillment  of  the  objec- 
tive of  making  America  Christian  demands  an  ever-increas- 
ing devotion  to  the  Home  Missions  Program  of  the  Churches. 
Well  established  Churches  must  be  challenged  to  share  their 
resources  in  greater  measure,  with  the  less  favored.  Young 
people  must  be  challenged  to  share  their  lives  in  service  in 
frontier,  industrial,  rural  and  congested  urban  communities. 

With  only  about  53%  of  the  population  of  the  United 
States  bearing  relationship  to  any  religious  faith — Protes- 
tant, Catholic,  or  Jewish — effective  Christians  are  a  small 
minority  in  the  midst  of  a  secularized  world.  Upon  them  rests 
the  responsibility  not  only  of  extending  the  evangelistic  out- 
reach of  the  Church,  but  Home  Mission  Institutions  should 
be  strengthened  by  more  adequate  support  through  money 
and  personnel. 

These  are  a  few  of  the  tasks  and  opportunities  committed 
unto  us  as  we  look  forward  in  Home  Missions.  The  frontiers 
of  human  and  spiritual  need  call  for  Christians  who  have  a 
conviction,  who  speak  with  conviction,  who  give  with  convic- 
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tion,  who  pray  with  conviction — the  conviction  that  Christ 
spoke  to  the  world  and  that  His  message  is  eternal— un- 
changed and  unchanging. 

CHRISTIAN  RESPONSIBILITY  FOR  PEACE 
By  John  Foster  Dulles 
(See  Journal,  page  298) 
The  Christian  churches  of  this  country  bear  a  heavy  re- 
sponsibility for  peace.  If  there  should  be  war  between  the 
United  States  and  Russia,  it  might  be  due  to  circumstances 
beyond  our  control.  More  probably,  the  war  would  be  one 
which  the  Churches  could  have  prevented.  If  we  should  fail 
in  that  prevention,  it  would  not  be  through  lack  of  desire, 
for  the  Churches'  desire  for  peace  is  immense ;  it  would  not 
be  for  lack  of  power,  for  if  the  Churches  work  zealously  and 
in  unison,  their  power  too  is  immense.  If  there  is  failure,  it 
would  be  because  our  Churches  do  not  have  the  "know-how  . 
That  is  the  elusive,  often  lacking,  quality. 

I  doubt  that  the  Churches  can  prevent  war  merely  by 
preaching  the  evil  of  war.  Also,  I  doubt  that  the  Churches 
can  prevent  war  bv  attempting  to  prescribe  in  detail  the  con- 
duct of  foreign  affairs.  I  do  think  it  likely  that  war  can  be 
prevented  if  our  Churches  assure  that  our  people  will  not,  m 
the  words  of  the  Psalmist  ''rage  and  imagine  vain  things  . 
In  other  words,  if  our  people  are  free  of  hatred  and  anger, 
so  that  they  think  straight  and  see  truly,  war  probably  will 
be  avoided. 

There  is,  as  I  say,  a  chance  that  war  might  come  about 
through  Russian  action  which  we  could  not  prevent.  But  the 
available  evidence  and  the  logic  of  the  situation  strongly  in- 
dicate that  Russian  leaders  do  not  now  want  war  and  would 
not  initiate  war  unless  they  genuinely  felt  that  war  was  our 
intention.  The  Russian  nation  has  already  achieved  its  tra- 
ditional ambitions  in  the  Far  East  and  in  the  west.  Only  to- 
ward the  Middle  East  are  there  unsatisfied  national  ambi- 
tions which  war  might  realize. 

On  the  other  hand,  Russia  suffered  horribly  from  the  last 
war.  Because  she  emerged  victorious  and  because  her  leaders 
now  adopt  a  hard  attitude,  we  forget  how  deeply  she  \yas 
wounded.  Scarcely  a  beginning  has  yet  been  made  in  healing 
those  wounds,  and  the  Russian  people  who  survived  the  last 
war  profoundly  dread  any  repetition. 

So,  while  there  is  a  risk  of  war  on  Russian  initiative, 
which  our  national  policy  must  take  into  account,  it  seems 
that  that  risk  is  small  if  we  conduct  ourselves  properly. 

From  the  standpoint  of  the  United  States,  there  is  no 
reason  whatever  for  war  against  Russia.  We  have  no  quarrel 
with  the  Russian  nation,  which  has  nothing  that  we  want, 
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and  there  is  a  tradition  of  unbroken  friendship  between  our 
peoples. 

The  danger  of  war  comes  from  the  fact  that  the  Soviet 
Communist  Party  is  attacking  free  institutions  by  methods 
of  penetration,  propaganda  and  terrorism  which  the  Amer- 
ican people  deeply  resent  and  which  create  in  them  a  dis- 
position to  strike  back.  That  frame  of  mind  leads  to  thoughts 
of  war  because  the  world  has  for  centuries  been  highly 
organized  on  a  national  basis ;  international  controversies 
have  been  those  of  State  against  State,  and  war  has  been 
the  accepted  instrument  of  solution.  Also,  the  conventional 
defense  against  aggression  is  militarj^  defense  and  deeply 
rooted  habits  of  thought  and  action  lead  our  people  now  to 
turn  to  that.  Also  there  is  a  vested  interest  in  that  type  of 
defense,  in  building  it  up,  and,  perhaps,  in  using  it. 

The  instinctive  reaction  of  our  people,  while  understand- 
able, is  unfortunate  because  it  does  not  fit  the  present  case. 
We  are  not  witnessing  a  conventional  type  of  effort  by  one 
State  to  take  something  away  from  another  State.  It  is  not 
a  State,  but  it  is  a  partj'',  which  originates  that  which  arouses 
our  people.  It  is  not  operating  against  us  as  a  nation,  but 
against  our  institutions.  What  is  happening  is  novel,  the  like 
of  which  men  have  not  seen  since,  1,000  years  ago,  the  new 
and  dynamic  Moslem  faith  struck  out  against  the  established 
institutions  of  Christendom.  Islam,  however,  invoked  mili- 
tary effort  to  make  its  faith  prevail  and  there  is  little  evi- 
dence that  the  Communist  Party  now  has  that  intention.  It 
does  believe  in  violence,  coercion  and  terrorism;  but  as 
weapons  against  individuals.  War  is  not  its  preferred 
method.  Also,  war  is  not  an  appropriate  counter-measure  to 
the  Communist  Party  attack.  In  fact,  instead  of  defending 
our  free  institutions,  war  would  weaken  them,  and  in  the 
long  run  probably  inure  greatly  to  the  benefit  of  the  Com- 
munist Party.  That  party's  first  great  opportunity  came  out 
of  World  War  I.  Its  second  great  opportunity  came  out  of 
World  War  II,  and  a  third  world  war  might  well  make  the 
Communist  Party  supreme  in  the  world. 

It  is  possible  to  pile  argument  upon  argument  to  show  that 
war  is  unnecessary  and  could  not  serve  its  intended  purpose. 
The  problem  of  preserving  peace  is,  however,  not  at  the 
moment  a  problem  of  marshalling  arguments.  It  is  a  prob- 
lem of  finding  minds  that  are  receptive  to  reason.  We  are 
seeing  in  this  country  a  natural  tendency  to  rush  to  arms  in 
time  of  peril.  That  tendency  is  accentuated  by  a  mood  of 
hatred,  which  makes  some  want  to  lash  out  blindly.  Many 
also  feel  that  war  is  inevitable  and  that  it  is  better  to  get  it 
over  with,  particularly  when  we  still  have  atomic  bombs  and 
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the  Russians  do  not.  Also,  the  thought  of  war  no  longer 
evokes  the  horror  which  prevailed  when  atomic  bombs 
ended  World  War  11.  The  result  is  an  inflammable  situation 
which  could  be  exploded  by  even  a  minor  incident. 

The  immediate  task  is  to  create  an  atmosphere  such  that 
the  future  will  be  determined  by  reason,  not  by  accident. 

That  is  a  task  which  peculiarly  falls  within  the  province 
of  our  Churches.  We  have  free  institutions  because  our 
founders  took  a  Christian  view  of  the  nature  of  man.  They 
believed  that  men  were  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  cer- 
tain inalienable  rights  and  also  that  men  had  a  duty  to  God 
and  fellowman  which  would  induce  the  self-control  needed 
to  make  freedom  socially  tolerable.  These  two  interdependent 
religious  conceptions  are  the  foundation  of  our  free  society. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  a  free  society  has  its  dangers.  There 
is  alwavs  danger  that  the  people  wall  be  swept  away  by  mass 
emotionalism  into  doing  reckless  and  unreasonable  things. 
That  risk  is  one  which  Soviet  leaders  constantly  harp  upon 
to  justifv  their  system  of  dictatorship  and  their  control  of 
press  and  speech.  A  free  society  justifies  itself  only  if  its 
members  exercise  self-control.  If  our  Churches  will  see  to 
that,  they  will  make  a  great  contribution  to  peace. 

That  is  the  thesis  of  the  statement  adopted  last  week  by 
the  Federal  Council  of  Churches.  It  seeks  to  change  the  pre- 
vailing mood  of  our  people  so  as  to  create  an  increased 
margin  of  safety  against  war. 

It  calls  upon  our  people  to  end  any  complacency  about 
war  and  to  see  it  as  it  really  is,  namely  something  which 
would  engulf  all  humanity  in  utter  misery  and  make  almost 
impossible  the  achievement  of  the  ends  for  which  we  would 
profess  to  be  fighting.  ,.,,.• 

It  calls  upon  our  people  to  combat  the  mood  ot  hysteria 
or  blind  hatred  which  leads  them  to  grab  the  weapon  which 
is  at  hand  and  to  strike  out  blindly. 

^  It  calls  upon  our  people  to  reject  any  mood  of  fatalism 
about  war,  which  is  not  inevitable  unless  men  make  it  so. 

It  calls  upon  our  people  to  reject  military  counsel  and 
military  strength  as  their  primary  reliance,  and  to  demand 
the  moral,  economic,  social  and  political  programs  which  are 
the  actual  need  of  the  present  situation. 

It  calls  upon  our  Churches  to  lead  this  effort  to  bring  our 
people  to  think  straight  and  to  see  truly. 

These  proposals  are  not  dramatic  and  they  do  not  pretend 
to  be  a  complete  program  for  peace.  There  is  danger  that,  on 
that  account,  our  Churches  may  not  respond  with  vigor  and 
enthusiasm.  I  hope  that  will  not  be  the  case.  We  are  in  a 
situation  so  critical  that  it  is  a  matter  of  urgency  to  create 
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a  mood  which  will  allow  of  constructive  development.  I  am 
convinced  that  there  is  a  good  chance  of  averting  war  if  the 
Churches  will  do  what  the  Federal  Council  statement  asks 
them  to  do. 

Our  Protestant  Bishops  and  ministers  alone  number  some 
150,000  and  they,  in  turn,  can  influence  millions.  Each  of 
these  has  the  duty  of  self-restraint  and  also  the  opportunity 
to  exercise  restraining  influence  on  some  individual,  some 
newspaper,  some  politician,  who  is  creating  a  mood  conduc- 
ive to  war.  If,  during  the  next  few  weeks,  one  million  people 
would  each  exercise  more  conscious  self-control  and  do  such 
things  as  speaking  to  a  friend,  writing  to  an  editor,  writing 
to  a  Congressman,  the  aggregate  total  effect  would  be  enor- 
mous and  could  make  the  difference  between  war  and  peace. 

It  would  be  much  more  exciting  if  Church  leaders  could 
invent  some  dramatic,  specific  formula  which  of  itself  would 
resolve  the  tensions  which  now  exist.  Perhaps  that  can  hap- 
pen. I  hope  so.  But  peace  is  more  apt  to  come  about  through 
a  gradual  day-to-day  improvement  of  the  situation.  If  the 
Churches  will  realize  this,  they  will,  I  am  sure,  exert  their 
influence  in  favor  of  the  myriad  of  little  acts  which,  in  the 
aggregate,  exert  a  tremendous  influence.  Little  things  multi- 
plied many  times,  become  great  things.  If  the  American 
people  will  individually  exercise  the  self-control  and  self-re- 
straint which  is  the  duty  of  members  of  a  free  society,  then 
the  situation  will  instantly  improve  because  then  reason 
and  calm  counsel  can  prevail.  There  are  plenty  of  reasons 
available,  and  there  is  plenty  of  calm  leadership.  But,  in 
times  of  crisis,  reason  and  calm  leadership  become  impotent 
unless  the  people  themselves  exercise  self-control.  To  assure 
that  is  the  first  and  imminent  task.  If  the  Churches  will  do 
it,  they  will  have  made  an  indispensable  contribution  to 
peace. 

To  restore  clear  vision  and  calm  thinking  will  not,  of  it- 
self, produce  peace,  but  only  the  conditions  that  make  peace 
possible.  Some  think  that  peace  can  be  assured  if  we  see 
only  the  good  that  is  in  others  and  the  evil  that  is  in  ourselves. 
I  believe  that  that  involves  blurred  vision  rather  than  clear 
vision  and  that  peace  requires  our  seeing  clearly  what  there 
is  of  righteousness  in  our  institutions  and  then  defending  it, 
not  with  arms  but  with  faith.  War  is  always  likely  when  a 
people  largely  endowed  with  worldly  goods  do  not  have  faith 
in  their  institutions  and  practices.  That  situation  invites  at- 
tack and  those  who  are  not  armed  with  faith  are  apt  to  be 
quick  on  the  trigger. 

Arnold  Toynbee,  in  his  new  volume  "Civilization  on 
Trial,"  refers  to  the  fact  that  western  civilization  has  "been 
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living  on  spiritual  capital,  I  mean  clinging  to  Christian 
practice  without  possessing  the  Christian  belief — and  prac- 
tice unsupported  by  belief  is  a  wasting  asset,  as  we  have 
suddenly  discovered,  to  our  dismay,  in  this  generation." 

Our  people  still  have  Christian  faith  to  a  degree  equal 
to  the  past ;  at  least  that  is  indicated  by  statistics.  Our  na- 
tional practices  still  produce  bountifully.  But  the  connection 
between  faith  and  practice  seems  broken,  and  that  is  a 
source  of  weakness  and  danger.  Let  us  either  get  new  in- 
stitutions in  which  we  can  place  confidence  and  take  pride, 
or  let  us  recapture  our  faith  in  our  existing  institutions. 

Our  Churches  have,  perhaps,  contributed  to  breaking  the 
connection  between  our  faith  and  our  practices  by  emphasiz- 
ing the  imperfection  of  what  is.  What  is,  is  always  imper- 
fect and  it  is  clearly  the  duty  of  the  Churches  to  point  that 
out  and  to  urge  Christian  citizens  to  seek  constant  improve- 
ment. It  would  be  morally  indefensible  and  practically  dis- 
astrous to  identify  what  is  with  perfection  and  to  attempt 
to  sustain  it  unchanged.  But  that  attitude  does  not  involve 
discrediting  what  is  the  essence  of  our  political  institu- 
tions— that  is  the  procedure  by  which  change  is  made. 

The  quality  in  our  institutions  which  justifies  our  confi- 
dence is  that  they  make  possible  change  which  is  peaceful 
and  which  accords  with  the  view  of  the  majority  without 
doing  violence  to  the  minority.  In  that  respect  our  institu- 
tions reflect  a  Christian  concept  of  the  nature  of  man  and 
of  the  dignity  and  worth  of  the  human  personality.  It  is, 
above  all,  that  method  of  change  which  distinguishes  our 
society  from  many  others,  notably  that  of  Soviet  com- 
munism. 

The  long-range  social  ends  which  Soviet  leaders  profess 
are  in  many  respects  similar  to  those  which  Christians  seek. 

As  a  matter  of  political  organization,  Soviet  doctrine  does 
not  look  upon  "dictatorship  of  the  proletariat"  as  the  final 
best  result.  Such  dictatorship  is  "preparing  the  ground  for 
the  withering  away  of  the  state,  which  is  one  of  the  basic 
elements  of  the  future  stateless  Communist  society"  (Prob- 
lems of  Leninism,  Stalin,  p.  38). 

Economically,  Soviet  leaders  seek  "abolition  of  the  ex- 
ploitation of  man  by  man"  (Constitution,  Article  4),  and 
ultimately  the  distribution  of  the  production  of  labor  in 
accordance  with  the  formula  "from  each  according  to  his 
abilities,  to  each  according  to  his  needs"  (p.  570). 

Socially,  communist  doctrine  envisages  the  "equality 
of  rights  of  citizens  of  the  U.S.S.R..  irrespective  of  their 
nationality  or  race,  in  all  spheres  of  economic,  state,  cultural, 
social  and  political  life"  (Constitution,  Article  123). 
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It  seeks  for  colonial  peoples  the  right  to  "independent 
existence  as  states"  (p.  51). 

In  its  foreign  policy,  the  Soviet  Union  seeks  the  amal- 
gamation of  all  nations  'into  a  single  state  union"  (p.  37). 

Most  of  those  ends — and  more — have  been  sought  by  our 
Christian  Churches  long  before  there  was  any  Communist 
Party.  But — and  this  is  a  big  "but" — Soviet  leaders  believe 
in  violent  and  coercive  means,  which  involve  the  forcible 
destruction  of  what  is,  and  the  forcible  imposition  of  what 
is  desired.  Let  me  give  you,  on  this  point,  a  few  more  quota- 
tions from  what  is  now  the  Soviet  "Bible" — Stalin's  "Prob- 
lems of  Leninism" : 

"Force  is  the  midwife  of  every  old  society  pregnant  with  a  new  one" 
(p.  617).  (This  Stalin  quotes  from  Marx.) 

"After  the  new  productive  forces  have  matured,  the  existing  rela- 
tions of  production  and  their  upholders — the  ruling  classes — become 
that  "insuperable"  obstacle  which  can  only  be  removed  by  the  conscious 
action  of  the  new  classes,  by  the  forcible  acts  of  these  classes,  by  revo- 
lution" (p.  617). 

"Can  such  a  radical  transformation  of  the  old  bourgeois  order  be 
achieved  without  a  violent  revolution,  without  the  dictatorship  of  the 
proletariat?  Obviously  not.  To  think  that  such  a  revolution  can  be 
carried  out  peacefully,  within  the  framework  of  boui-geois  democracy, 
which  is  adapted  to  the  rule  of  the  bourgeoisie,  means  that  one  has 
either  gone  out  of  one's  mind  and  lost  normal  human  understanding, 
or  has  grossly  and  openly  repudiated  the  proletarian  revolution"  (p. 
126). 

"Dictatorship  means  .  .  .  unlimited  power,  based  on  force  and  not 
on  law"  (p.  129). 

"One  must  be  a  revolutionary,  not  a  reformist"  (p.  597). 

"A  'peaceful'  path  of  development"  is  possible  only  "in  the  remote 
future"   (p.  35). 

Because  the  Soviet  party  relies  on  means  of  violence, 
coercion,  hatred  and  falsehood,  the  good  ends  it  seeks  do 
not,  in  fact,  arrive — as  is  usual  under  such  circumstances. 
Free  societies  like  our  own,  which  rely  on  peaceful  processes, 
have  made  more  progress  than  the  Soviet  Union  in  reach- 
ing such  goals  as  Soviet  communism  proclaims.  Let  us  see. 

Take  the  matter  of  individual  political  responsibility. 
Here,  effective  political  power  has  steadily  become  more 
diffused,  while  under  the  Soviet  it  remains  highly  concen- 
trated. A  party  which  comprises  about  5^c  of  the  adult 
population  has  exclusive  political  power.  After  30  years, 
Soviet  dictatorship  has  not  even  begun  to  wither  away, 
and  Soviet  leaders  now  talk  about  that  as  a  matter  for  a 
subsequent  historical  era. 

Take  the  matter  of  levelling  economic  inequalities.  That 
has  occurred  here  to  a  large  extent,  principally  by  means  of 
steeply  graduated  income  and  estate  taxes.  A  person  of 
large  earning  power  turns  over  to  the  government,  for  dis- 
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tribution  in  accordance  with  need,  most  of  what  his  ability 
produces.  Within  the  Soviet  Union,  Stalin  says  it  is  neces- 
sary to  reject  the  idea  of  "levelling  the  requirements  and 
the  individual  lives  of  the  members  of  society."  Marxism, 
he  now  says,  "is  an  enemy  of  equalization"  (p.  527).  The 
workers  get  "payment  for  their  work  in  accordance  with 
its  quantity  and  quality"  and  in  accordance  with  the  prin- 
ciple "he  who  does  not  work,  neither  shall  he  eat"  (Consti- 
tution, Arts.  118,  12).  There  is  indefinite  postponement  of 
what  is  now  called  the  "higher  phase"  when  there  will  be 
distribution  "to  each  according  to  his  needs"  (p.  569). 
Money,  it  is  true,  is  not  the  primary  means  to  privilege. 
But  other  means  are  widely  prevalent. 

Take  the  matter  of  non-discrimination  on  account  of 
race,  religion  or  class.  Here,  earnest  and  partly  effective 
efforts  have  been  made  to  achieve  this.  Much  still  remains 
to  be  done  and  racial  discrimination,  particularly  against 
negroes,  remains  a  great  blot  upon  our  society.  But  progress 
has  been  made,  and  that  progress  is  fairly  to  be  contrasted, 
not  with  the  Soviet  treatment  of  colored  people — for  that  is 
there  no  problem — but  with  the  Soviet  treatment  of  the 
bourgeois  class,  which  is  the  class  against  which  prejudice 
there  exists.  It  is  possible  to  say  truly  that  the  negroes  in 
this  country  are  coming  to  be  treated  with  increasing  re- 
spect and  they  more  and  more  have  equality  of  opportunity. 
By  contrast,  within  the  Soviet  Union,  the  bourgeois  class 
is  a  continuing  object  of  proclaimed  hatred,  and  its  victims, 
to  the  extent  of  many  millions,  have  been  liquidated  or  are 
in  concentration  camps. 

Take  the  matter  of  ending  colonial  imperialism.  The 
greatest  steps  forward  have  been  taken  by  Great  Britain, 
which  has  freely  granted  political  independence  to  upwards 
of  500  million  people.  The  United  States  has  given  political 
independence  to  the  Philippines,  has  surrendered  its  poli- 
tical hold  on  Cuba  and  its  imperialistic  domination  of  the 
Caribbean  area.  During  the  same  period,  Soviet  leaders 
have  not  themselves  produced  any  freedom  for  any  people, 
but  the  Soviet  Union  has  annexed  many  millions  both  in  the 
east  and  in  the  west. 

Take  the  matter  of  developing  world  organization.  The 
United  States  took  the  lead  in  creating  the  United  Nations 
and  has  been  moving  steadily  to  increase  its  authority.  At 
the  last  meeting  of  the  Assembly  we  proposed  surrendering 
the  right  of  veto  in  relation  to  the  pacific  settlement  of  dis- 
putes. The  Soviet  leaders  refuse  even  to  discuss  any  diminu- 
tion of  their  veto  power  and  refuse  to  participate  in  the 
Committee  which  is  considering  that  problem. 
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Clear  vision  will  see  that  our  free  institutions,  within 
the  last  30  years,  have  peacefully  effected  tremendous  trans- 
formations. During  the  same  period  the  Soviet  Union  has 
made  little,  if  any,  progress  in  achieving  its  avowed  objec- 
tives. That  is  not  because  those  objectives  have  not  been 
sincerely  sought,  but  because  methods  of  dictatorship  and 
violence  defeat  themselves. 

Soviet  professions  attract  great  attention  and  a  consid- 
erable following  for  the  very  reason  that  the  Soviet  Party 
is  dedicated  to  carrying  them  out  by  methods  of  violence. 
When  people  are  so  sure  they  are  right  that  they  are  willing 
to  die  and  kill  for  their  views,  that  seems  to  carry  great 
conviction.  Fanaticism  gives  an  impression  of  zeal  which  is 
lacking  when  people  seek  their  goals  by  peaceful  means. 
But  Christians,  just  as  they  reject  war  as  a  method  of 
achieving  international  goals,  must  equally  reject  coercion 
and  violence  against  the  individual  as  a  method  of  achiev- 
ing social  goals.  Such  methods  are  un-christian  and  when- 
ever they  are  invoked — even  in  support  of  Christianity,  as 
has  happened — the  result  is  an  evil  and  ugly  thing. 

I  believe  that  Christians  can  proudly  recognize  the  worth 
of  institutions  which,  because  they  reflect  a  Christian  con- 
ception of  the  nature  of  man,  provide  for  change  in  ways 
that  respect  the  dignity  and  worth  of  the  human  person. 
Certainly  our  institutions  are  not  perfect.  But  it  is  undeni- 
able that  they  have  been  the  means  whereby  there  has 
been  steady  progress  toward  Christian  goals.  Those  goals 
are  not  nearly  achieved.  There  is  much  to  be  done,  particu- 
larly in  terms  of  broad  social  welfare.  The  Churches  ought 
never  to  relax  their  pressure  for  constant  improvement 
and  Christians  ought  always  to  be  humble  in  the  face  of 
present  inadequacies.  But  by  demonstrating  their  capacity 
for  peaceful  change,  our  free  institutions  have,  I  submit, 
earned  the  faith  and  confidence  of  our  people. 

Let  us  not  fear  that  faith.  It  will  not  lead  to  war,  either 
a  national  war  or  a  "holy  war."  Faith  in  things;  interest 
that  is  vested ;  that  is  what  is  dangerous  and  stultifying.  But 
faith  in  institutions  which  on  the  one  hand  facilitate  change 
and  on  the  other  hand  assure  that  it  will  occur  peacefully, 
without  violating  human  personalities,  that  is  something 
very  different.  Such  a  faith,  if  coupled  with  works,  is  the 
best  possible  insurance  against  assault  from  without.  Also, 
that  faith  will  assure  against  our  own  resort  to  arms.  We 
shall  have  new  confidence  in  the  rightness  and  in  the  efficacy 
of  peaceful  ways.  As  we  believe  in  them  nationally,  so, 
internationally,  we  shall  seek  peaceful  processes  and  those 
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habits  of  tolerance  which  permit  different  faiths  to  subsist 
peacefully  side  by  side. 

LUKEWARMNESS— THE  CHURCH'S  BESETTING  SIN

"So,  because  you  are  lukewarm,  and  neither  cold  nor  hot, 
I  will  spew  you  out  of  my  mouth." — Rev.  3:16. 

This  message,  as  we  find  it  in  the  third  chapter  of  Revela- 
tion, was  a  message  to  a  Church,  not  an  individual.  It  was 
certainly,  as  Harold  Cooke  Phillips  puts  it,  "one  of  the  great- 
est condemnations  ever  passed  on  a  Church." 

Ordinarily  we  do  not  condemn  lukewarmness  in  as  vigor- 
ous terms  as  are  outlined  in  these  particular  verses.  Ordin- 
arilly  we  do  not  look  upon  a  person  who  is  lukewarm  as  a 
sinner.  And  certainly  we  do  not  look  upon  a  group  of  Chris- 
tians banded  together  in  a  local  church  as  sinners  if  they 
stand  by  and  permit  their  Church  to  be  lukewarm  in  its 
attitude  toward  Christianity. 

And  yet,  it  seems  to  me,  these  verses  are  saying  to  us 
very  clearly  that  a  local  church  that  is  lukewarm  is  a  church 
that  sins ;  and  that  a  local  church  that  sins  by  being  luke- 
warm is  a  church  that  is  making  a  direct  contribution  to 
destruction. 

Let's  see  if  it  actually  works  out  that  way. 

Take  the  local  church's  relationship  to  the  world  of  which 
it  is  a  part. 

There  are  members  of  our  local  churches  who  see  abso- 
lutely no  relationship  between  Christianity  and  the  assump- 
tion of  responsibility  for  what  happens  outside  of  the  bound- 
aries of  their  own  immediate  interests. 

They  are  those  who  are  cold.  There  are  not  many  of  them, 
but  they  are  frank  in  their  attitudes  and  everyone  knows 
just  where  they  stand. 

But  then  there  are  other  members  of  our  local  churches 
who  see  a  definite  relationship  between  the  teachings  of 
Christ  and,  to  take  just  two  examples,  the  alleviation  of 
human  suffering  in  all  parts  of  the  world,  as  well  as  the 
rescuing  of  their  fellow  human  beings  from  movements 
such  as  Communism  which  seek  to  destroy  the  dignity  of 
the  human  soul  and  to  stamp  out  the  last  vestige  of  freedom. 

Such  members  feel  a  responsibility  as  Christians  for 
doing  something  about  human  suffering,  doing  something 
about  Communism,  and  for  arousing  others  to  the  point 
where  they  wall  likewise  do  something  about  such  problems. 

They  are  those  who  are  hot.  And  there  are  many  of  them. 
There  are  millions  of  local  church  members  who  fall  within 
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this  classification.  And  it  is  their  support  which,  as  much 
as  any  other  single  factor,  has  made  it  possible  for  our 
government,  for  example,  to  go  as  far  as  it  has  in  launching 
a  foreign  assistance  program.  Furthermore,  it  is  these  mil- 
lions of  local  church  members  who  have  made  it  possible, 
through  sacrificial  giving,  for  hundreds  of  million  of  dol- 
lars of  private  contributions  to  be  sent  to  all  parts  of  the 
world. 

And,  as  a  result,  these  millions  of  enthusiastic  local 
church  members  have  made  it  possible  for  our  nation  to 
demonstrate  its  deep  interest  in  human  beings  wherever 
they  may  be  and  thus  launch  a  positive  program  for  com- 
bating Communism  rather  than  contenting  itself  with  a 
program  of  denunciation. 

Let  no  one  underestimate  the  part  enthusiastic  members 
of  local  churches  have  played  in  bringing  us  to  the  place 
where  w^e  are  today  in  terms  of  facing  in  a  courageous  and 
forward  looking  manner  our  obligations  as  a  nation  to  all 
mankind.  Isolationism  and  Christianity  just  don't  mix. 

But  in  between  these  two  groups,  namely,  those  who  are 
cold  and  those  who  are  hot,  are  members  of  our  local 
churches  who  are  lukewarm  when  it  comes  to  facing  their 
responsibilities  as  citizens  of  the  world.  And  it  is  their 
lukewarmness,  as  well  as  the  lukewarmness  of  millions 
who  are  outside  the  influence  of  our  local  churches,  which 
can  lead  us  to  destruction. 

Having  put  our  hand  to  the  plow,  we  must  not  look  back. 
We  must  stay  with  the  rest  of  the  world  until  human  suffer- 
ing has  been  eliminated,  and  until  a  bill  of  rights  guaran- 
teeing human  freedom  everywhere  has  become  a  living 
realit3^ 

If  we  do  not,  for  example,  stay  with  this  foreign  assist- 
ance program  until  the  job  is  finished,  it  would  have  been 
far  better  if  we  hadn't  even  started.  Failure  on  our  part 
to  go  the  second  mile,  if  necessary,  in  order  to  ensure  its 
success  will  plant  in  the  hearts  of  men  and  women  through- 
out the  world  seeds  of  bitterness  which  will  inevitably  lead 
to  another  war.  And  the  same  thing  will  be  true  if  we  don't 
give  in  the  future  even  more  generously  than  we  have  in 
the  past  for  the  relief  of  suffering  and  starvation. 

Lukewarmness  does  lead  to  destruction. 

Next,  consider  the  local  church's  relationship  to  the  poli- 
tical, social  and  economic  problems  of  its  own  community. 

There  are  members  in  our  local  churches  who  profess  to 
see  no  relationship  between  the  teachings  of  Christ  and  the 
solution  of  such  problems.  These  are  matters,  they  say,  that 
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are  of  no  concern  to  the  followers  of  Christ.  Consequently, 
they  assume  no  responsibility  for  them. 

They  are  those  who  are  cold.  Again,  there  are  not  too 
many  of  them  in  our  local  churches.  To  the  extent,  however, 
that  they  are  there,  we  know  who  they  are  and  we  know 
just  where  they  stand. 

But  then  there  are  those  who  recognize  that  any  condi- 
tions in  political,  social  and  economic  realms  which  make 
it  impossible  for  one  of  their  fellow  human  beings  to  realize 
his  highest  possibilities  are  conditions  about  which  they 
must  be  concerned. 

They  are  those  who  are  hot.  And  again  there  are  many 
of  them.  Time  and  again  they  have  aroused  communities 
to  the  point  where  they  have  driven  out  of  power  those  who 
sought  to  use  political  authority  for  corrupt  ends.  Time  and 
again  they  have  aroused  communities  to  the  place  where 
they  have  determined  to  correct  conditions  in  their  midst 
which  have  led  to  unnecessary  suffering  upon  the  part  of 
children,  the  sick  and  the  aged.  Time  and  again  they  have 
aroused  communities  to  the  point  where  they  have  resolved 
to  eliminate  practices  which  are  utterly  inconsistent  with 
the  concept  of  the  dignity  of  all  human  souls.  Time  and 
again  they  have  aroused  public  opinion  within  their  com- 
munities until  those  who  sought  to  use  economic  power  for 
purely  selfish  ends  have  been  forced  to  beat  a  hasty  retreat. 

Let  no  one  underestimate  the  contributions  which  have 
been  made  to  the  communities  of  this  nation  by  those  who 
have  been  so  aroused  by  the  teachings  of-  Christ  that  in 
season  and  out  of  season  they  have  worked  within  their  com- 
munities to  bring  His  Kingdom  to  pass. 

But  in  between  these  two  groups  of  hot  and  cold  we 
know  that  there  are  members  of  our  local  churches  who 
can  be  characterized  in  no  other  way  than  by  the  expres- 
sion "lukewarm." 

Because  of  the  lukewarm,  local  governments  are  often 
being  operated  by  those  who  are  inefl^cient  and  in  many 
instances  corrupt.  And  that  means  that  human  beings  are 
called  upon  to  suffer,  and  that  means,  in  many  instances, 
that  human  lives  are  lost. 

Because  of  the  lukewarm,  institutions  within  the  commu- 
nity designed  to  serve  the  orphans,  the  sick  and  the  aged 
are,  in  many  instances,  in  deplorable  conditions. 

Because  of  the  lukewarm,  many  who  operate  in  the  realm 
of  economics  are  permitted  to  operate  in  such  a  manner 
that  some  citizens  within  the  community  are  called  upon 
to  suffer  in  order  to  further  the  selfish  interests  of  others. 

Because  of  the  lukewarm,  discriminatory  practices  are 
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permitted  to  exist  in  communities  which  have  the  effect  of 
depriving  vv^hole  groups  of  our  fellov^^  human  beings  of  an 
opportunity  to  realize  their  highest  possibilities. 

Yes,  lukewarmness  does  lead  to  destruction. 

Next,  let's  consider  the  local  church's  relationship,  to 
those  who  either  do  not  know  the  Master  or  who  follow  Him 
from  afar  off. 

There  are  members  of  our  local  churches  who  are  utterly 
indifferent  to  this  problem. 

They  are  those  who  are  cold.  Again,  there  are  not  many 
of  them.  But  to  the  extent  that  they  are  in  our  midst,  we 
know  just  what  their  attitude  is  and  we  know  that  we 
can't  count  on  them. 

There  are,  however,  members  of  our  local  churches  who 
have  this  problem  on  their  consciences  every  waking  moment 
of  their  lives.  They  are  among  those  who  are  hot.  And  again, 
there  are  many  of  them. 

It  is  their  enthusiasm  which  is  making  it  possible,  for 
example,  for  The  Methodist  Church  to  listen  to  the  type 
of  report  that  it  is  listening  to  at  this  Conference — the  type 
of  report  which  makes  us  all  realize  that  the  Church  is  on 
the  march. 

It  is  their  enthusiasm  which  makes  it  possible  for  us  to 
carry  forward  our  world-wide  missionary  program.  It  is 
their  enthusiasm  which  enables  us  to  press  forward  in  a 
vigorous  and  effective  manner  with  the  program  of  Chris- 
tian education.  It  is  their  enthusiasm  which  enables  us  to 
support  schools,  colleges,  hospitals  and  homes  for  the  chil- 
dren and  the  aged,  where  in  a  forceful  and  courageous  man- 
ner we  minister  to  the  needs  of  the  soul  as  well  as  to  the 
needs  of  the  mind  and  body. 

They  are  evangelists.  They  are  evangelists  who  believe 
in  utilizing  every  possible  approach  in  order  to  bring  about 
the  evangelization  of  the  world. 

Again,  however,  if  we  are  frank  with  ourselves  in  ap- 
praising the  conditions  which  exist  in  our  local  churches, 
we  are  bound  to  admit  that  in  between  these  two  groups 
there  are  millions  of  lukewarm  followers  of  the  Master. 

It  is  because  we  have  so  many  of  the  lukewarm  in  our 
midst  that  our  missionary  program  is  about  10%  as  effective 
as  it  should  be.  And  because  it  isn't  as  effective  as  it  should 
be,  all  over  the  world  problems  involving  the  future  of 
human  beings  are  being  solved  on  the  basis  of  materialistic 
and  humanistic  considerations  instead  of  being  solved  by 
Christ-controlled  lives. 

It  is  because  of  the  lukewarm  that  millions  who  would 
otherwise  be  inside  the  Church  are  standing  on  the  outside. 
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They  are  on  the  outside  in  many  instances  simply  because 
no  one  has  taken  the  time  or  trouble  to  tell  them  about  the 
Master  and  to  invite  them  to  join  His  Church.  They  are 
outside  in  other  instances  because  our  program  of  Chris- 
tian education,  oftentimes  under  the  guidance  of  the  luke- 
warm, has  failed  to  grip  them.  And  because  these  millions 
are  standing  on  the  outside,  they  are  torn  by  inner  conflicts 
which,  in  many  instances,  completely  destroy  the  effective- 
ness of  their  own  lives  and,  at  the  same  time  have  the  effect 
of  visiting  hardship,  suffering  and  inner  conflict  on  others. 

Other  examples  could  be  cited.  They  would  all  bring  us 
to  the  same  conclusion — lukewarmness  within  the  Church 
is  a  sin,  a  besetting  sin  which,  like  all  other  sins,  leads  to 
destruction. 

And  so,  as  the  people  called  Methodists  face  another 
quadrennium,  let  those  of  us  who  have  the  privilege  and  op- 
portunity of  occupying  places  of  leadership  in  our  own  local 
churches  make  sure,  first  of  all,  that  we  do  not  belong  in 
the  company  of  the  lukewarm. 

It  isn't  easy  to  stay  out  of  such  a  company.  Deep  down  in 
our  hearts  we  know  that  we  don't  belong  in  such  a  company, 
and  yet  we  are  always  brought  face  to  face  with  the  fact 
that  the  spirit  is  indeed  willing  but  the  flesh  is  weak. 

When  we  do  come  face  to  face  with  such  a  realization 
and  such  a  recognition,  let's  not  forget  the  fact  that  in  this 
very  same  group  of  verses  in  the  third  chapter  of  Revelation 
to  which  we  have  been  directing  our  thoughts  there  are 
those  very  familiar  words,  "Behold  I  stand  at  the  door  and 
knock ;  if  any  man  hear  my  voice  and  open  the  door,  I  will 
come  in  and  will  sup  with  him  and  he  with  me." 

Trusting  in  our  own  strength,  we  will  join  the  company 
of  the  lukewarm  in  spite  of  ourselves.  Trusting  in  His 
strength  we  will  be  able  to  take  up  a  cross  and  follow  after 
Him.  In  other  words,  we  will  be  able  to  set  and  reach  goals 
for  our  lives  which  can  only  be  reached  if  we  are  willing 
to  make  sacrifices  of  time,  talents,  and  resources. 

But  we  can  not  stop  there.  We  must  go  back  to  our  local 
churches  determined  to  bring  the  lukewarm  to  the  place 
where,  to  quote  from  the  sixteenth  verse  of  this  same  third 
chapter  of  Revelation,  they  are  "zealous"  or,  as  Moffat 
translates  it,  "in  warm  earnest"  and  repent. 

It  isn't  an  idea  that  we  can  just  play  around  with.  If  we 
permit  the  level  of  life  in  our  local  church  to  be  set  by  those 
who  are  lukewarm,  we  must  realize  that  we  are  part  of  a 
Church  that  sins,  and  we  must  realize  that  a  Church  that 
sins  by  being  lukewarm  is  a  Church  that  is  not  just  stand- 
ing by  and  observing  the  destruction  of  spiritual  values  and 
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even  of  life  itself,  but  is  a  Church  that  is  contributing  direct- 
ly to  that  destruction. 

All  right.  What  are  we  going  to  do  about  it? 

(1)  We  must  go  back  to  our  local  churches  and,  with  our 
fellow  members,  face  squarely  the  issue  of  what  we,  as 
Christians,  must  do  and  what  we,  as  Christians,  want  our 
government  to  do  in  order  to  promote  the  economic  recov- 
ery of  the  world  and  combat  Communism. 

If  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master,  and  in  the  light  of  His 
teachings  we  come  to  grips  with  such  issues  back  in  our 
local  churches,  we  can't  help  but  convert  some  of  the  luke- 
warm. 

And  that  is  the  only  way  in  which  it  will  be  done.  Reso- 
lutions and  pronouncements  by  Church  bodies  won't  do  it. 
They  may  help  to  stimulate  and  to  challenge  us.  But  they 
are  going  to  be  absolutely  meaningless  unless  we  face  these 
issues  at  the  local  church  level  and  send  out  from  our  local 
churches  men  and  women  who  say,  '*I  must  love  my  neighbor 
as  myself,  and  because  I  must,  I  must  do  everything  I  can 
to  help  him  realize  his  highest  possibilities ;  and  I  must 
likewise  do  everything  I  can  to  help  him  combat  those 
forces  which  would  wipe  out  the  last  vestige  of  human 
freedom." 

(2)  We  must  go  back  to  our  local  churches  and,  with  our 
fellow  members,  face  squarely  the  question  of  what  we,  as 
Christians,  must  do  to  clean  up  and  strengthen  our  local 
governments ;  of  what  we  must  do  to  ensure  fair  treatment 
of  all  the  citizens  of  the  community,  irrespective  of  race, 
color  or  creed;  and  of  what  we  must  do  to  ensure  the  un- 
selfish use  of  economic  power  by  both  management  and  labor. 

If  in  the  spirit  of  the  Master  and  in  the  light  of  his  teach- 
ing we  come  to  grips  with  such  issues  back  in  our  local 
churches,  we  can't  help  but  convert  some  of  the  lukewarm. 

And  that  is  the  only  way  in  which  it  will  be  done.  Again, 
Resolutions  and  pronouncements  by  Church  bodies  can't  do 
the  job.  They  may  stimulate  and  challenge  us,  but  if  destruc- 
tion is  to  be  prevented,  we  must  send  forth  from  the  Church 
men  and  women  who  say,  "I  must  love  my  neighbor  as  my- 
self, and  because  I  must,  I  and  the  community  of  which  I  am 
a  part  must  do  everything  we  can  to  help  him  realize  his 
highest  possibilities;  and  we  must  likewise  do  everything 
we  can  to  help  him  eliminate  those  forces  which  would  hold 
him  down  so  that  the  selfish  interests  of  a  few  might  be 
served." 

(3)  We  must  go  back  to  our  local  churches  and,  with  our 
fellow  members,  face  as  we  have  never  faced  before  the 
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fact  that  our  primary  mission  in  life  is  to  bring  others  to 
Christ  and  to  His  Church. 

Intellectually,  we  are  willing  to  accept  the  fact  that  Christ 
is  the  answer  and  the  only  answer  for  the  problems  of  our 
day.  But  then,  so  often  we  seek  to  avoid  the  fact  that  He 
can  provide  our  day  with  that  answer  only  as  He  is  given  the 
opportunity  of  working  through  us  and  our  fellow  human 
beings. 

If,  instead  of  avoiding  that  fact,  we  will  go  back  to  our 
local  churches  determined,  along  with  our  fellow  members, 
to  come  face  to  face  with  it,  we'll  convert  some  of  the 
lukewarm. 

And  once  that  has  been  done,  we  and  they  will  realize 
that  our  Christian  education  programs  must  be  second  to 
none  in  effectiveness  because  through  such  programs  we 
have  an  unparalleled  opportunity  of  obtaining  recruits  for 
His  way  of  living ;  we  and  they  will  enthusiastically  support 
a  missionary  program  which  will  go  far  beyond  our  present 
program  in  scope  and  effectiveness;  we  and  they  will  see 
the  opportunities  for  evangelistic  activities  which  are  pre- 
sented to  us  by  our  church-related  schools,  colleges,  hospitals 
and  homes,  and  will  see  to  it  that  they  receive  far  more 
adequate  support  than  they  have  in  the  past;  and,  finally, 
we  and  they  will  decide  to  dedicate  a  far  larger  proportion 
of  our  time  than  we  ever  have  in  the  past  to  contacting 
others  and  inviting  them  to  become  a  part  of  His  Church. 

As  a  result,  we  will  be  preventing  some  of  the  destruction 
which  is  taking  place  right  in  front  of  our  eyes  today  because 
of  lukewarm  church  programs  which  have  failed  to  reach 
in  the  name  of  the  Master  anywhere  near  as  many  of  our 
fellow  human  beings  as  could  be  reached. 

(4)  We  must  go  back  to  our  local  churches  and,  with  our 
fellow  members,  face  the  fact  that  we  can't  be  followers  of 
His  unless  we  are  willing  to  be  stewards  of  all  that  we  have. 

And  that  will  be  the  test  of  the  effectiveness  of  any  pro- 
gram designed  to  convert  the  lukewarm. 

No  half-hearted  dedication  of  time,  effort  and  resources 
to  the  work  of  His  Church  will  do  the  job.  Our  works  must 
be  the  works  of  those  who  are  gripped  by  a  realization  of 
the  fact  that  Christ  and  Christ  alone  can  save  this  world 
of  ours  from  destruction  and,  at  the  same  time,  make  it  a 
worth  while  place  in  which  to  live. 

The  price  which  we  must  pay  is  a  complete  dedication  of 
time,  talents  and  resources  to  direct  service  in  His  name. 

That  alone  will  save  us  from  the  destruction  which  follows 
in  the  wake  of  those  who  sin  by  being  lukewarm.

My  wife  was  a  Methodist  until  she  saw  the  light  and  became 
a  Congregationalist.  So  I  have  a  good  deal  of  feeling  of 
brotherhood  with  you.  Besides  that,  out  in  the  little  country 
town  where  I  was  brought  up,  there  are  only  400  people, 
and  they  had  originally  four  churches  and  one  of  them  was 
the  Congregational  Church,  which  was  kept  alive  mostly 
because  my  mother  was  a  Congregationalist,  and  as  long  as 
there  were  as  many  as  ten,  she  kept  up  that  Sunday  School. 

But  we  lived  next  door  to  the  Methodist  Church,  so  from 
about  the  time  that  I  was  11  or  12  years  old,  through  the  rest 
of  high  school,  we  always  went  to  the  Methodist  Church  and 
participated  in  the  annual  revival  meetings.  The  first  speech 
I  ever  made  was  at  a  revival  meeting  one  night,  in  a  little 
old  Methodist  Church.  So  I  have  indeed  a  sense  of  great 
obligation,  as  well  as  of  kinship  and  affection  for  the  great 
Christian  body  that  you  represent. 

Now,  I  noticed  that  Bishop  Lowe,  with  all  the  fancy  names 
he  applied  to  me,  omitted  the  one  I  hear  myself  called  most 
frequently  nowadays — politician.  And  I  thought  of  the 
story — perhaps  you  have  already  heard  it — of  the  surgeon 
and  the  architect  and  the  politician  who  were  having  an 
argument  as  to  which  of  their  respective  professions  played 
the  most  important  role  in  the  creation  of  the  world. 

The  surgeon  said — having  spent  19  years  in  that  profes- 
sion, I  can  appreciate  his  point  of  view — that  surgery  was 
the  most  important,  because  it  was  by  its  principles  and 
techniques  that  the  Lord  removed  the  rib  from  man  to  create 
woman,  and  you  would  have  to  agree  that  few,  if  any,  things 
would  be  more  important  than  that. 

The  architect  said  that  before  the  Lord  had  had  the  chance 
to  use  surgery  it  was  by  the  principles  of  architecture  that 
he  created  order  and  beauty  out  of  chaos. 

Then  the  politician  smiled — and  having  spent  six  years  in 
that  profession  I  can  appreciate  his  point  of  view — and 
said,  "Who  do  you  think  created  the  chaos?"  I  suggest  from 
your  response  that  that  is  not  a  brand  new  idea  to  you. 

Now,  I  grant  you  that  politicians  sometimes  contribute 
to  the  chaos  they  are  trying  to  deal  with,  even  as  surgeons 
sometimes,  though  they  will  not  admit  they  make  worse  the 
condition  of  the  patient  they  are  trying  to  cure  at  times. 
Nevertheless,  the  primary  business  of  the  man  in  public  life, 
just  the  same  as  the  primary  business  of  a  man  in  ministry, 
or  a  lawyer's  office,  or  in  the  bank,  or  of  the  woman  in  a

class  room,  or  of  a  woman  in  a  home,  especially  if  there  are 
children,  is  to  deal  with  the  problem  of  chaos. 

There  are  conflicts  in  the  world  and  there  always  will  be. 
We  are  different,  we  do  belong  to  different  races,  have  differ- 
ent languages,  different  economic  and  social  backgrounds ; 
we  have  different  religious  faiths.  There  is  no  possibility  in 
our  time  or  the  foreseeable  time  in  the  world  of  ours  of  get- 
ting everybody  to  think  alike  or  everybody  wanting  essen- 
tially the  same  thing,  or  all  of  us  agreeing  in  our  beliefs, 
political,  economic  or  otherwise. 

The  plainest  of  facts  we  face  in  the  world,  it  seems  to  me, 
is  this :  that  we  don't  have  one  world  as  we  hoped  and  believe 
we  would  have,  and  prayed  for.  We  have  two  worlds.  The 
beginning  of  wisdom,  if  we  would  deal  intelligently  with  the 
chaos  that  exists,  is  to  recognize  that  frankly.  The  world  is 
split  right  straight  down  the  middle ;  not  only  poltically  and 
economically,  but  more  important,  ideologically  and  spiritu- 
ally. What  we  are  witnessing  in  one  part  of  the  world  today 
is  not  just  a  temporary  departure  from  the  accepted  values, 
as  has  happened  many  times  in  our  history.  What  we  are 
witnessing  is  a  calculated,  determined,  organized,  systematic 
assault  upon  the  values  themselves. 

All  of  us  fall  short  of  what  we  want  to  be.  We  do  not 
achieve  the  goals  we  set  before  us.  We  do  not  measure  up 
to  our  ideals.  But  at  least  we  recognize  the  ideals. 

But  here  we  are  dealing  with  people  who  haven't  just,  as 
I  say,  departed  from  the  values ;  they  are  attacking  the 
values.  They  are  determined  to  destroy  the  values.  They  do 
not  think  they  are  good.  They  think  they  are  bad,  of  the  devil. 

So  our  problem  is  different  than  it  has  been  in  any  pre- 
vious time — at  least,  in  our  lifetime.  The  world  is  split.  But 
with  that  fact  goes  another  fact  just  as  plain,  namely,  that 
this  cannot  go  on  indefinitely  as  two  such  worlds.  This  planet 
is  just  plain  too  small.  Our  modern  methods  of  communica- 
tion and  transportation  are  too  eflficient.  We  are  too  inter- 
dependent for  all  sorts  of  essential  and  critical  minerals,  to 
mention  only  one  item. 

As  Mr.  Stalin  said,  it  is  inconceivable  that  the  Soviet 
Union  can  exist  for  an  indefinite  period  side  by  side  with 
Western  imperialistic  states.  Now,  he  knows  there  are  two 
worlds,  and  he  knows  it  cannot  go  on  indefinitely  as  two 
worlds.  They  must  become  one ;  at  least,  in  the  sense  of  hav- 
ing a  common  set  of  rules  for  dealing  with  relations  between 
the  two  systems,  or  between  nations  of  the  world. 

That  brings  us  to  the  third  fact,  namely,  there  are  only 
two  ways  by  which  the  two  worlds  can  become  one.  One  way 
is  by  conquering.  That  is  the  way  he  believes  in.  He  said 
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ultimately  one  or  the  other  must  conquer.  You  and  I  do  not 
believe  in  that  method.  We  do  not  want  conquests  of  us  by 
them,  and  we  don't  want  conquest  of  them  by  us  either. 

Well,  the  only  other  method  by  which  you  can  get  the  two 
into  one  pattern  of  behavior,  while  keeping  the  separate 
ideas  and  their  separate  goals,  is  by  agreement,  some  sort 
of  voluntary  agreement.  That  is,  the  first  task  of  our  time 
if  we  would  survive,  to  find  some  method  of  getting  agree- 
ment on  the  handling  of  relations  between  nations,  realizing 
that  it  will  be  decades  before  you  will  get  common  devotion 
to  common  ideals. 

In  essence  our  problem  is  essentially  that  of  the  man  on 
the  corner.  When  automobiles  become  so  very  numerous  and 
traffic  becomes  congested,  it  becomes  necessary  for  all 
drivers  to  agree  upon  a  common  pattern  of  behavior.  That 
means  that  all  the  cars,  whether  driven  by  Republicans  or 
Democrats,  have  to  stop  when  they  come  to  the  red  light  and 
•  go  when  it  is  green,  whether  capitalist  or  communist,  wheth- 
er Catholic,  Protestant  or  Jewish,  whether  they  are  rich 
or  whether  they  are  poor.  They  all  agree  that  it  would  be 
disastrous  for  each  if  anybody  failed  to  obey  this  pattern 
of  behavior.  They  don't  change  their  views;  they  don't  be- 
come alike.  Their  cars  are  still  Cadillacs  and  Fords.  But 
they  all  agree  that  there  is  more  to  gain  by  following  a  pat- 
tern of  behavior  than  by  everybody  going  his  own  way. 

Now,  how  can  we  get  in  the  world  a  set  of  circumstances, 
where  there  is  more  to  gain  for  the  Soviets  as  well  as  for 
ourselves,  by  agreeing  to  a  set  of  traffic  rules,  if  you  wish, 
by  which  life  and  intercourse,  trade,  exchange  of  ideas,  and 
commodities  are  to  be  carried  on  on  this  planet? 

Well,  the  method  we  tried  for  a  long  time  is  what  was 
called  appeasement.  For  10  years  we  tried  to  get  good  rela- 
tions with  the  Nazi  world,  which  was  also  completely  differ- 
ent from  the  one  that  you  and  I  are  trying  to  build.  We  were 
trying  to  get  agreement  by  appeasing.  We  tried  to  get  agree- 
ment with  the  Japanese  militarists  by  appeasing.  It  didn't 
lead  to  peace — it  led  to  war. 

I  have  often  wondered  why  we  imagined  it  would  lead  to 
peace,  and  after,  especially,  the  long  experience  of  failure 
why  we  would  follow  exactly  the  same  tactics  for  two  years 
prior  to  V-J  Day,  and  why  one  and  a  half  days  after  V-J 
Day  the  British  and  French  tried  to  get  peace  with  Hitler 
by  appeasement,  sacrificing  their  principles  and  the  Czecho- 
slovakian  territory.  But  it  didn't  lead  to  peace  in  that 
strange  war. 

Stalin  himsellf  tried  to  get  peace  with  Hitler  by  sacri- 
ficing Poland's  territory,  trying  to  appease.  It  didn't  lead 
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to  peace;  it  led  to  war.  We  tried  to  get  peace  from  Japan 
by  sacrificing  China's  territory,  as  well  as  our  principles. 
It  didn't  lead  to  peace  for  us ;  it  led  straight  to  war. 

Sometimes  my  three  little  children  wear  me  out  with  their 
insistence  on  this  or  that,  and  I  am  inclined  to  say,  why  not 
give  in  this  time?  After  all,  it  isn't  a  very  important  matter, 
and  besides,  they  are  basically  nice  little  youngsters.  Does  it 
lead  to  peace?  No,  it  leads  straight  to  war,  every  single  time. 

If  we  didn't  see  it  before,  it  is  clear  now  that  appeasement 
of  aggression  always  leads  either  to  abject  surrender  or  to 
resistance  by  war,  if  necessary.  Surely  it  is  clear  that  no 
matter  how  many  pledges  some  men  have  signed  saying  that 
never  again  will  they  fight  for  a  country,  most  men  will  go 
to  war,  if  they  do  not  see  any  other  way  that  looks  as  if  it 
will  preserve  the  values  they  have  come  to  treasure.  When 
it  comes  to  a  show-down  we  won't  surrender ;  that  is  clear. 

Therefore,  why  do  we  allow  ourselves  to  get  into  the  posi- 
tion of  either  having  to  go  to  war  or  surrender? 

So  after  trying  for  three  or  four  years  to  get  good  relations 
with  the  other  half  of  the  world,  the  Soviet  Union — of  course, 
I  do  not  mean  the  Russian  people ;  I  mean  the  handful  of  13 
or  14  men  who  control  the  Russians  in  an  iron  grasp;  they 
sufl'er  as  much  as  anybody  else  in  the  world  suffers  under  it. 
When  at  last  the  common  sense  of  the  American  people  re- 
belled against  any  further  attempts  to  get  good  relations 
with  that  half  of  the  world  by  sacrifice  of  our  principles  and 
other  peoples'  rights  and  territories,  then  some  people  rose 
up  and  said :  We  are  getting  tough ;  we  are  the  ones  who  are 
causing  the  Russians  to  feel  insecure,  and  therefore  they 
have  to  do  these  things. 

Now,  I  think  that  wall  bear  examination  for  a  moment. 
For  example,  on  V-J  Day  we  had  the  greatest  military 
superiority  the  world  ever  had,  not  only  in  the  air,  on  the 
land,  in  the  seas,  but  under  the  seas.  We  could  have  imposed 
our  will  upon  Russia  or  anybody  else  at  that  time  relatively 
easily.  It  we  had  had  a  single  grain  of  imperialism  in  our 
national  soul,  if  we  had  had  one  single  evil  design  on  Russia 
or  anybody  else,  we  would  have  imposed  our  will,  wouldn't 
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Well,  what  did  we  do  with  our  superiority?  You  know. 
We  took  it  all  to  pieces  and  threw  it  out  the  window  in  six 
months.  Never  anything  like  it  in  history.  It  was  probably 
a  mistake  the  way  we  did  it.  But  it  was  one  of  the  most  re- 
assuring things  that  ever  happened,  the  demonstration  of  a 
people  that  were  genuinely  free  and  had  political  democ- 
racy that  they  would  not  become  militaristic  as  long  as  they 
are  in  control  of  their  government ;  they  will  dismantle  the

military  plant  just  as  rapidly  as  they  can.  Maybe  not  be- 
cause of  morals,  but  at  least  because  it  cost  too  much  in 
taxes  and  in  boys. 

You  don't  need  to  worry  about  our  country  becoming 
militaristic  as  long  as  you  can  keep  one  policital  democracy. 
But  if  you  allow  such  things  to  run  rampant  in  the  world 
there  is  no  way  to  keep  most  people  from  rising  up  and 
saying,  we  must  build  armaments  against  such  a  trap. 

Somebody  always  says,  of  course,  we  can  always  disarm 
Russia  because  of  the  super-weapon  we  have.  We  said  to 
Russia,  "We  will  give  it  to  you  on  the  same  terms  we  have 
it  ourselves,  if  you  want  it."  The  terms  would  read  that  any 
use  Russia  made  of  atomic  energy  be  under  the  full  inspec- 
tion and  control  of  the  international  organization  without 
any  veto.  Just  the  same  as  any  use  we  would  make  of  atomic 
energy.  Our  own  investments,  including  Oak  Ridge,  would 
be  under  the  full  inspection  and  control  of  the  same  inter- 
national organization,  without  any  vetoes  by  us  either. 

Actually,  that  was  the  most  radical  proposition,  in  the 
true  sense  of  the  word,  the  most  far-reaching,  that  strong, 
victorious  sovereign  nations  in  the  history  of  the  world 
ever  made. 

Then  someone  gets  up  and  says,  "You  know,  Russia  is 
scared  because  of  the  atomic  bomb."  If  that  is  the  case,  she 
knows  how  to  get  it  tomorrow,  if  she  is  willing  to  accept  the 
same  rules  and  regulations  regarding  inspection  as  we  are. 

How  can  anybody  believe  these  irresponsible  charges 
when  there  is  the  deed  ?  The  United  States,  with  all  its  fault, 
that  is  what  we  did,  in  our  effort  to  get  good  relations,  by 
showing  we  didn't  have  any  designs  on  anybody  else.  We 
turned  our  heads  in  the  other  direction  while  the  Soviet  de- 
stroyed the  independence  of  half  a  dozen  countries  in  East- 
ern Europe  whose  independence  had  been  claimed  as  the 
reason  for  World  War  II.  We  accepted  their  thesis,  that  in 
order  to  be  secure  they  had  to  impose  their  will  on  almost 
100  million  people  in  Eastern  Europe. 

One  step  further :  In  order  to  calm  them,  in  order  to  make 
them  dead  certain  they  had  nothing  to  fear  from  us,  that 
we  wouldn't  do  anything  to  interfere  with  what  they  were 
doing  in  violation  of  the  pledges  in  the  Charter — I  say,  in 
order  to  reassure  them  to  that  point,  we  repudiated  the 
Atlantic  Charter.  One  of  the  two  authors  publicly  disavowed 
it,  saying  it  was  not  an  official  public  document,  but  just 
notes. 

What  more  could  a  public  nation  do  in  trying  to  get  good 
relations  by  appeasement  than  we  did? 

Let's  recognize  that  we  cannot  get  good  relations  by  sacri- 
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ficing  principles,  especially  if  you  give  other  peoples'  rights 
away  in  the  process.  When  any  men  sit  down  to  divide  other 
peoples'  territory — I  don't  care  if  they  are  first  cousins  to 
the  Angel  Gabriel — it  will  not  work  out. 

So  we  had  to  move  on  to  a  second  stage  in  our  expanding 
internationanl  policy.  A  year  and  a  half  ago  the  Greek  mess 
was  dumped  in  our  laps,  almost  by  telephone.  We  had  to 
decide  whether  to  appease  further,  or  whether  we  would 
have  to  resist.  If  we  did  not  stop  the  movement  of  this  glacier 
spreading  out  over  Europe  and  parts  of  Asia,  at  the  Greek 
border,  then  all  of  the  Mediterranean  would  have  been  in 
itself  two-fold  and  most  of  Europe  by  the  end  of  last  year. 

Whether  rightly  or  wrongly — however  indefensible  it  was, 
in  my  judgment,  that  we  should  have  gotten  the  world  in  a 
place  where  the  Soviet  had  such  control  and  could  exert  such 
power  on  Greece,  Turkey  and  other  nations — the  fact  re- 
mains that  we  either  had  to  say,  "Thus  far  and  no  farther," 
or  we  had  to  write  Europe  off. 

So  we  moved  on  from  the  stage  of  appeasement  to  the 
stage  of  resistance ;  resistance  to  the  further  spread  of  this 
area  of  tyranny.  But  that  wasn't  enough.  It  was  obvious 
from  beginning  it  wasn't  enough.  All  we  did  was  buy  can- 
non, a  little  respite.  We  had  quickly  to  move  on  to  another 
stage,  a  stage  of  assistance :  On  the  one  hand,  hold  the  fur- 
ther spread  of  the  area  dictation ;  on  the  other  hand,  assist 
the  nations  struggling  to  regain  economic  stability  and 
striving  to  remain  free  against  determined  efforts  to  sub- 
jugate them,  either  from  within  or  by  pressures  from 
without. 

After  a  great  debate,  in  my  judgment,  one  of  the  half 
dozen  most  momentous  political  debates  in  the  history  of 
the  United  States,  we  have  committed  ourselves  to  this  pro- 
gram of  assistance  to  certain  key  countries  in  Europe  and 
Asia  and  it  will  determine  the  development — and  the  fate, 
in  a  sense — of  our  own  country  for  some  years  to  come. 
Having  committed  ourselves — and  I  think  it  was  right  and 
I  worked  my  hands  off  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  to  get 
us  to  do  it — we  have  got  to  make  it  succeed.  Too  many 
Americans  are  still  ignoring  the  fact  that  this  isn't  just  a 
thing  that  you  can  do  lightly;  that  when  we  accepted  the 
ERP  program,  or  when  we  voted  it  and  committed  ourselves 
to  it,  we  took  grave  risks  with  the  solvency  and  the  sound- 
ness of  the  United  States.  This  will  weaken — this  program, 
for  the  moment  at  least — the  United  States  of  America  at 
a  time  when  there  are  great  powers  of  force  loose  in  the 
world  and  somebody  has  got  to  stay  free  and  strong.  It  isn't 
just  the  money  that  is  involved ;  that  is  relatively  secondary. 
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The  main  drain  will  be  the  drain  upon  our  limited  resources, 
the  shipping  abroad  of  commodities  still  in  short  supply, 
the  inevitable  pressures  on  price  ceilings  which  will  cause 
whatever  we  do  to  result  in  some  increase  in  prices,  which 
means  reduction  in  the  standard  of  living  of  the  American 
people. 

That  is  what  we  voted  when  we  voted  that.  We  know  it 
and  that  means  a  little  unrest  in  our  country  and  I  say  if  in 
doing  this  thing  we  succeed  in  producing  in  those  countries 
— those  16  countries  of  Western  Europe — a  compensating 
increase  in  their  strength  which  will  more  than  offset  our 
temporary  weakening  of  ourselves,  then  it  is  a  justifiable 
risk,  a  sound  investment.  But  if  we  weaken  ourselves  tem- 
porarily and,  come  1952  when  the  program  ends  they  aren't 
sound  and  solvent  and  are  still  going  down  one  by  one,  all 
we  shall  have  done  is  to  jeopardize  the  soundness  and  secur- 
ity of  the  United  States  and  we  will  not  have  helped  the 
other  countries  either.  Therefore,  we  must  succeed. 

There  are  several  conditions.  The  first  thing  is  that  the 
16  countries  of  Western  Europe  be  willing  to  make  a  far 
more  vigorous  and  aggressive  and  determined  attack  upon 
their  own  problems,  both  individually  and  collectively,  than 
they  have  been  willing  to  make  up  until  the  last  few  months. 
Some  of  them  still  are  not  awake  to  what  is  involved.  Just 
to  restore  England  as  she  was  or  France  as  she  was  or  Nor- 
way as  she  was  or  Italy  as  she  was  isn't  enough.  They  were 
not  sound  and  solvent  before.  The  war  didn't  create  their 
difficulties.  It  merely  revealed  their  inherent  economic  un- 
soundness and  weakness  and  accelerated  and  aggravated 
the  downhill  slant.  If  they  weren't  basically  sound  even  when 
all  of  Europe  was  together,  what  is  their  condition  now? 
I  say  if  these  nations  weren't  fundamentally  sound  econom- 
ically even  when  they  had  all  of  Europe,  how  much  more 
difficult  it  will  be  in  my  judgment,  how  impossible  it  will  be 
for  them  to  regain  economic  soundness  if  each  of  them  in- 
sists as  it  has  heretofore  on  being  a  separate,  independent 
economic  union? 

We  discussed  this  last  fall  when  I  was  overseas  with  the 
Congressional  committee  with  the  Cabinets  in  15  of  those 
countries.  I  came  from  Minnesota  and  I  would  use  this  illus- 
tration :  I  would  say,  "How  does  it  come  that  the  United 
States  is  in  a  position  today  to  render  assistance?"  I  said, 
"Is  it  beacuse  we  have  greater  resources?"  No.  'Ts  it  because 
we  are  smarter?"  No.  "Is  it  just  because  we  have  been 
spared  the  destructions  of  war?"  That  is  a  factor  but  that 
is  not  the  major  factor.  In  my  judgment  it  is  the  system  our 
forefathers  established  here  whereby  the  Minnesota  iron 
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ore  can  get  together  with  the  coal  it  must  have.  We  don't 
have  a  coal  mine  in  Minnesota.  They  can  get  together  with 
Pittsburgh  and  Cleveland  and  Toledo  and  Detroit  without 
having  to  go  through  a  half  dozen  barriers  and  exchanges 
of  currency  with  waste  and  delays.  We  have  40  clinical  units 
but  we  have  one  economic  unit.  That  is  the  crux  of  the 
matter. 

How  many  of  our  48  States  could  be  sound  and  self- 
sustaining  all  by  itself  if  it  insisted  on  the  completely  sep- 
arate economic  union?  Not  many.  They  say  there  is  one 
State,  Missouri,  and  I  judge  that  is  probably  self-sufficient 
from  what  I  have  seen  recently.  But  not  a  one  of  these  Euro- 
pean nations  with  the  possible  exception  of  France  can  be 
self-sustaining  unless  they  are  willing  to  work  out  the  joint 
pooling  of  their  resources  as  our  forefathers  had  the  sense 
to  establish  here. 

Take  the  problem  of  Germany.  When  you  talk  to  the 
people  of  Western  Europe,  France,  Germany,  Belgium,  Hol- 
land, nobody  can  blame  them  for  feeling  bitterness  and  the 
fear  of  Germany.  If  we  had  been  through  what  they  have 
been  through  at  the  hands  of  the  Germans,  we  would  have 
the  same  determination  that  Germany  is  not  going  to  become 
strong  again.  But  they  are  making  their  decisions  with  their 
hearts  instead  of  their  heads.  They  have  to  recognize  the 
fact  that  if  they  destroy  Germany,  they  won't  destroy  Ger- 
many any  more  than  they  will  destroy  themselves. 

The  Germans  have  to  be  put  back  to  work.  The  Ruhr  is 
no  more  than  a  German  asset,  as  we  naively  assume  as  a  rule. 
It  is  a  European  asset.  Europe  cannot  become  a  sustaining 
organization,  no  matter  how  many  billions  we  pour  in  as 
transfusions,  until  the  industry  and  the  coal  and  the  skill 
of  the  people  who  live  in  the  Ruhr  are  put  to  work  producing 
civilian  goods  to  send  to  the  world  to  get  foreign  exchange 
to  buy  the  raw  materials. 

As  much  as  you  sympathize  they  can't  recover  unless  they 
meet  certain  conditions  of  health.  The  Belgians  and  the 
Dutch  see  it.  The  Belgian  Deputy  Prime  Minister  said  to  us, 
"We  know  we  can't  recover  until  Germany  has  hope  and 
goes  back  to  work." 

We  must  find  some  other  way  than  destroying  Germany 
of  getting  security.  They  must  have , security  but  they  can't 
get  it  by  destroying  Germany.  So  their  choice  is  not  whether 
the  Germans  are  going  back  to  work  or  not.  Their  choice  is 
between  helping  the  Germans  go  back  to  work  with  and  for 
the  free  nations  of  Western  Europe  or  allowing  things  to 
go  on  as  they  are  until  Communism  wins  and  the  Germans 
go  to  work  for  the  Soviet  Union.  Germany  will  either  be  at 
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work  with  and  for  the  free  nations  of  the  world  or  she  will 
be  working  for  the  Soviet  Union  against  the  free  nations 
of  Europe. 

In  essence  it  seems  to  us  that  those  countries  over  there 
are  just  about  where  ours  were  at  the  time  when  Ben  Frank- 
lin said,  "You  will  have  to  hang  together  or  you  will  all  hang 
separately."  They  will  either  get  together  voluntarily  on  the 
basis  of  some  sort  of  federation  or  they  will  be  gotten  to- 
gether involuntarily,  the  way  the  nations  of  Eastern  Europe 
are  gotten  together. 

I  was  shocked  at  the  number  of  people,  thoughtful,  sub- 
stantial, balanced  people  in  Hungary  and  Roumania  and 
those  other  countries  who  are  praying  not  for  peace,  they 
are  praying  for  war,  knowing  it  is  going  to  be  fought  on 
their  soil,  but  they  are  praying  for  war  between  the  United 
States  and  Russia,  hoping  that  out  of  it  there  will  come 
some  release  from  this  awful  enslavement. 

I  talked  to  a  Russian  in  Bucharest  whom  I  had  known 
once  in  Washington  when  he  was  there  with  the  Lend-Lease 
Commission  or  something  during  the  war.  I  said :  "Why  are 
you  treating  these  people  so  ?  Don't  you  realize  that  you  are 
putting  into  their  breasts  a  hatred  of  you  that  is  nothing 
short  of  savage?  Most  of  these  oppressions  are  so  senseless. 
They  don't  accomplish  anything  for  you.  Don't  you  want 
them  to  think  well  of  you?" 

He  said,  "They  can't  do  anything  about  it  and  we  don't 
care  whether  they  like  it  or  not."  He  «aid,  "These  are  the 
methods  by  which  we  control  our  own  people  and  by  which 
we  have  controlled  them  for  25  years.  Why  should  we  be 
gentle  with  Roumanians?" 

The  countries  of  Eastern  Europe  are  very  intensely  na- 
tionalistic and  each  was  proud  of  its  individuality  but  it  is 
not  now.  The  people  of  Bulgaria  don't  decide  where  their 
wheat  goes,  the  people  of  Poland  don't  decide  where  their 
coal  goes,  the  people  of  Czechoslovakia  don't  decide  where 
their  machinery  goes,  the  Soviet  Union  decides. 

The  Soviet  Union  has  one  economic  unit,  hers  and  11 
countries  and  they  have  a  great  advantage  over  the  sixteeen 
nations  of  Western  Europe  if  those  nations  insist  on  being 
16  separate  economic  units. 

It  isn't  because  we  don't  want  to  help,  it  is  because  we 
do,  but  you  know  as  well  as  I  that  we  can't  go  on  indefinitely 
at  the  rate  of  a  half  billion  dollars  a  month  and  that  is  what 
we  have  been  planning  and  appropriating  this  first  year. 

Last  fall  when  we  were  there  I  was  very  discouraged. 
There  was  a  magnificent  spirit  to  endure,  especially  in  Brit- 
ain. "We  will  pull  up  our  belts  one  notch  tighter."  You  have 
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to  take  off  your  hat  in  admiration  of  those  strong  people 
but  my  heart  sank  within  me  because  I  knew  they  couldn't 
recover  with  a  magnificent  negative  courage  to  endure.  They 
have  to  get  a  positive  courage  to  correct  the  situation  and, 
thank  God,  it  is  coming. 

There  are  a  lot  of  words  coming  out  from  behind  the  Iron 
Curtain.  The  native  Communists  in  most  places  have  dis- 
closed their  hands  and  they  are  discovering  they  aren't 
British  first  and  Communists  afterwards  or  French  first  and 
Communists  afterwards  or  Italians  first  and  Communists 
afterwards.  They  are  discovering  that  like  Communists  they 
are  first  Communists  and  they  are  scared  and  hurt,  and  I 
think  Western  Europe  is  being  more  progressive  the  last 
.four  or  five  months  since  we  made  it  clear  to  them  that  we 
wouldn't,  even  if  we  could,  solve  all  their  problems. 

I  think  that  the  thing  is  justifiable  because  it  is  clear.  They 
want  freedom,  they  never  did  before  and  they  are  willing  to 
pay  the  price  for  it  if  they  have  hope  and  they  can  have  hope 
only  if  they  have  help  and  there  is  no  place  at  this  present 
moment  they  can  get  help  except  from  us. 

The  second  condition  that  is  necessary  to  give  us  a  reason- 
able chance  of  success  in  this  great  venture  is  that  Asia  be 
kept  free.  In  my  judgment  if  Asia  is  not  kept  free,  it  is  most 
unlikely  that  we  will  succeed  in  Europe. 

I  am  willing  to  hazard  the  prediction  that  eventually  his- 
torians will  agree  that  World  War  II,  all  along,  was  a  war 
more  than  anything  else  to  determine  who  was  going  to 
control  the  development  of  Asia,  or,  perhaps,  let  us  say,  of 
the  undeveloped  areas  of  the  world.  Hitler  once  said,  "If 
Germany  took  all  Europe  that  wouldn't  solve  all  of  Ger- 
many's problems."  Of  course,  it  wouldn't,  because  there  are 
no  undeveloped  areas  in  Europe.  Hitler  had  to  get  Europe 
to  have  a  springboard  to  get  a  base  from  which  to  move  to 
the  undeveloped  areas,  the  manpower  and  the  undeveloped 
markets  of  the  undeveloped  areas. 

Where  are  they?  They  are  in  three  places — South  Amer- 
ica, Africa  and  Asia.  South  America  and  Africa  have  natu- 
ral resources,  but  only  Asia  has  great  natural  resources  plus 
great  human  resources,  manpower;  a  billion  and  a  quarter 
people,  half  of  the  people  of  the  world,  live  in  Asia. 

Put  it  this  way :  Suppose  we  succeed  in  Europe  better  than 
anybody,  the  most  optimistic,  anticipate.  What  do  we  have? 
We  still  have  the  split  world.  ERP  is  necessary  merely  to  re- 
store balance  between  the  slave  and  the  free  world.  But  what 
you  have  is  an  uneasy  balance — Russia  with  her  11  satellites ; 
the  16  nations  of  Europe,  the  United  States,  Canada,  Aus- 
tralia, New  Zealand  and  a  half  dozen  others.  Maybe  we  have 
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a  little  the  edge,  but  not  much.  Who  really  controls  the  way 
the  scales  tip  between  thos,e  two  great  armed  camps?  The 
billion  people  who  live  in  Asia. 

In  my  judgment,  second  only  to  the  control  of  the  atomic 
bomb,  the  most  crucial  question  of  the  twentieth  century  is 
this:  Which  way  are  the  people  of  Asia  going  to  go?  All  we 
know  now  is  that  we  have  defeated  the  Japanese,  for  ex- 
ample. The  question  is,  who  is  going  to  win  the  Japanese  and 
the  people  of  Asia,  win  them  for  what  kind  of  system,  under 
what  kind  of  system  are  they  to  develop  ?  Are  they  going  to 
be  given  the  chance  to  go  with  the  free  nations,  as  they  over- 
whelmingly want  or  are  they  in  despair  to  be  compelled  to 
go  in  with  totalitarianism? 

Well,  as  China  goes  so  will  go  Asia.  That  has  been  true  for 
a  long  time  and  will  be  true  for  a  long  period  yet,  partly  be- 
cause the  Chinese  occupy  the  strategically  important  part  of 
Asia.  They  are  the  hub ;  partly  because  they  have  great  nat- 
ural resources,  and,  most  of  all,  because  I  think  of  their  great 
human  strength.  Their  government  is  being  paupered,  as  all 
governments  are  that  go  through  such  strain,  but  don't  let 
anybody  misunderstand  that  because  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment is  practically  paupered  and  practically  exhausted, 
therefore  the  Chinese  people  are  weak.  No ! 

Sometimes  we  Americans,  we  get  taken  because  we  have 
some  fancy  gadgets,  and  therefore  we  are  awfully  strong 
and  advanced  people.  We  say  we  have  running  water  and 
electric  lights  and  lots  of  fancy  improvements,  and  we  think 
we  are  just  hot  stuff,  and  all  these  are  backward  people.  Then 
we  go  over  and  try  to  tell  them  what  to  do  and  we  get  im- 
patient. We  say,  ''What  is  the  matter  with  these  dumb  Chi- 
nese? Don't  they  see  our  way  is  best?" 

They  don't,  but  they  are  too  polite  to  say  it.  We  have  been 
at  this  only  about  175  years,  and  we  aren't  doing  too  well  in 
spots.  They  are  going  to  wait  800  more  years  to  see  how  we 
are  getting  along,  and  then  if  it  looks  like  there  is  some  sub- 
stance to  this  new  experiment  then  they  will  consider  it. 

We  may  think  they  are  dumb,  that  they  are  subservient. 
But  they  know  that  a  lot  of  other  countries  came  and  went 
and  they  still  go  on,  they  have  lasted  4,000  years.  They  are 
not  going  to  give  up  that  system  overnight  because  all  the 
high-powered  Americans  are  going  to  tell  them  what  to  do, 
you  know. 

Let's  put  it  this  way:  We  American  doctors  in  public 
health  work,  v/e  sometimes  do  a  dis-service.  We  innoculate, 
vaccinate,  quarantine,  and  protect  all  kinds  of  weak  strains 
as  well  as  strong  strains  from  the  natural  hazards  to  which 
man  normally  is  subject,  exposed.  And,  strange,  we  preserve 
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them,  they  grow  up,  and  they  marry  and  they  propagate, 
and  they  propagate  weak  strains.  Some  geneticists  think  our 
biological  level  is  gradually  falling,  but  there  isn't  anybody 
protecting  the  strains  out  in  China,  for  example.  Anybody 
who  lives  at  all  in  China,  it  is  because  he  got  good  chromo- 
somes for  these  40  centuries. 

You  read  the  advertisement  and  you  find  out  you  have 
to  take  a  little  vitamin  supplement,  you  know,  every  day,  to 
get  you  over  that  little  letdown  which  the  advertisement  says 
you  have  in  the  middle  of  the  afternoon.  But  those  Chinese, 
they  could  get  along  without  vitamin  supplements,  could  live 
on  the  bark  of  a  tree  for  a  good  many  weeks,  and,  biological- 
ly, the  Chinese  are  the  toughest  people  in  the  world,  don't 
forget  it,  not  only  physically  but  emotionally. 

I  am  not  worried  about  the  Chinese ;  with  all  their  suffer- 
ing and  heartaches — in  which  my  own  country  has  a  part — 
they  will  pull  through.  One  Chinese  said  to  me — I  had  only 
been  there  six  years,  I  thought  I  was  hopeless,  I  hadn't  been 
there  long  enough  to  understand — "Don't  be  too  discouraged. 
You  see,  we  only  have  one  gown,  but  j^ou  forget  we  only  had 
two  to  begin  with,  so  it  is  not  so  bad." 

Here  are  these  strong  people.  Which  way  are  they  going 
to  go  ?  There  is  no  question  which  way  they  want  to  go.  They 
proved  their  devotion  to  the  western  democratic  powers. 

But  they  cannot  go  on  indefinitely  without  at  least  moral 
support,  some  recognition  of  their  accomplishments,  instead 
of  the  beratings  and  the  condemnations  and  the  curses  they 
get  from  the  Americans. 

My  friends,  if  our  country  went  through  half  of  what  the 
Chinese  went  through  for  ten  years  and  came  through  in 
half  as  good  shape,  I  should  be  astonished  and  proud  of  my 
country. 

Well,  the  Chinese  will  go  the  same  way  as  the  Greeks  and 
the  French,  if  they  don't  have  effective  help.  Make  no  mistake 
about  it,  I  am  sure  the  Chinese  people  have  the  will  to  go 
ahead,  but  there  comes  a  time  when  there  gets  to  be  a  death 
rattle  in  the  throat.  It  has  been  in  every  other  country,  but 
I  don't  think  it  is  yet  in  China.  If  China  goes  down,  the  ef- 
fect upon  ourselves  as  well  as  on  Asia,  and  even  more,  on 
the  hopes  of  world  peace,  will  be  disastrous. 

If  Asia  isn't  going  to  be  free,  then  let's  be  blunt,  it  would 
have  been  better  for  us,  and  it  would  have  been  better  for 
world  peace,  to  have  had  Japan  in  control  of  China  than  to 
have  Russia  in  control  of  China  and  Asia,  or,  let  me  put  it 
another  way :  If  Russia  is  going  to  be  the  strongest  power  in 
Europe — and  she  is — then  it  would  have  been  better  for  us 
and  for  the  balance  of  power  in  the  world  and  the  hope  of 
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peace,  to  have  had  Japan  in  charge  of  China  than  to  have 
Russia  the  strongest  power  in  both  Europe  and  Asia,  which 
is  what  we  are  going  to  wind  up  with  as  it  appears.  When  the 
history  of  the  nation  is  written,  it  will  be  that  the  war  was 
won  by  the  deaths  of  100,000  Americans — I  saw  the  graves 
over  there — and  the  victory  was  thrown  away  within  two 
and  a  half  years.  That  is,  we  defeated  Japan,  but  Russia  won 
the  war. 

Of  course,  that  is  what  she  intended.  I  will  give  you  a 
simple  illustration.  You  remember,  immediately  after  the 
war  was  over  the  talk  began  all  over  Asia  about  the  demobil- 
ization of  the  boys.  You  heard  stories  of  the  ships,  trans- 
ports, going  over  full  and  coming  back  empty,  and  there  were 
boys  idle,  lonesome,  homesick,  who  wanted  to  get  home.  You 
know  the  stories.  Why  don't  we  get  the  boys  home  ? 

Stars  and  Stripes,  every  day  in  the  Pacific,  carried  edi- 
torials, blasting  the  government  because  they  didn't  get  the 
boys  home.  Well,  it  got  to  the  point  where  there  was  an  in- 
vestigation. We  found  out  that  there  were  17  officers  and  men 
who  ran,  edited  Stars  and  Stripes,  the  Army  paper  in  the 
Pacific  area,  and  15  of  them  were  members  of  the  Commun- 
ist Party ;  they  had  the  cards. 

That  is  what  they  had  been  put  there  for,  one,  two  and 
three  years  ahead  of  time,  to  be  there  so  that  on  the  day  the 
Japanese  surrendered,  the  noise  and  propaganda  of  "Get  the 
boys  home,"  could  be  started,  so  that  we,  who  had  defeated 
the  Japanese,  would  walk  out,  and  they  would  walk  in  and 
take  Asia. 

They  aren't  playing  for  peanuts,  they  are  playing  for 
keeps.  They  don't  wait  until  something  happens  and  then 
think  of  what  to  do  about  it.  They  have  plans 'out  years  and 
years  ahead.  I  don't  blame  them.  I  blame  us,  because  we  are 
so  incompetent.  As  one  of  my  friends  in  the  State  Depart- 
ment said,  "The  trouble  with  us  is  we  don't  act,  we  just  re- 
act." We  wait  until  somebody  else  does  something  and  then 
we  try  to  checkmate.  That  isn't  enough.  We  have  to  move 
and  move  out. 

I  saw  in  the  paper  coming  in  from  the  airport  a  statement 
of  what  you  had  planned  here  to  do,  to  send  missionaries  out 
in  the  years  ahead — that  is  being  active,  not  waiting. 

If  China  goes  down,  Russia  has  control  over  the  greatest 
body  of  strong  manpower  in  the  world,  in  resources,  and 
what  is  to  keep  her  from  taking  all  of  Asia?  In  each  of  the 
other  countries  of  Asia,  there  is  a  strong,  recognized,  dis- 
ciplined Communist  Party.  They  don't  want  more  than  two 
or  three.  They  don't  want  a  majority.  That  is  cumbersome, 
hard  to  control.  They  don't  have  more  than  3  or  4  per  cent 
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in  Russia.  There  hasn't  been  a  single  country  which  they 
took  over  where  they  had  more  than  3  or  4  per  cent. 

The  removal  of  Mr.  Gandhi  from  India  makes  unpredict- 
able what  may  happen  there.  The  Dutch  East  Indies,  French 
Indo-China,  all  those  areas  are  restless.  If  China  goes  down, 
the  Soviet  Union  has  a  direct  geographical  contact  with 
them,  and  Chiang  Kai-shek's  struggle  against  his  country  be- 
coming Communist,  these  21  years  of  struggle,  if  it  fails,  as 
it  will  without  great  assistance  from  us,  Asia  goes. 

And,  of  course,  we  have  to  spend  millions  of  dollars  every 
year,  as  far  as  you  can  see,  to  subsidize  Korea  and  Japan. 
I  talked  with  General  MacArthur  about  this  last  fall.  He  said, 
"I  am  not  worried  about  Japan.  We  are  going  to  aid  Japan 
in  every  possible  way.  What  keeps  me  awake  at  night  is  this 
situation  in  China,  especially  Manchuria.  All  we  do  in  Japan 
will  stand  or  fall  on  what  happens  in  China." 

And  why?  Because  the  Japanese  can't  live,  they  can't  eat, 
they  haven't  the  resources,  they  can't  build  a  nation  that  can 
stand,  unless  they  have  access  to  the  materials  and  the  mar- 
kets of  Asia;  unless  you  are  going  to  subsidize  them  in- 
definitely, as  you  did  last  year  and  the  year  before,  and  will 
this  year  and  the  next  year. 

I  say  not  only  your  money,  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars 
a  year,  but  you  have  to  send  our  boys.  We  disarmed  Japan. 
We  removed  everything  of  a  military  nature.  They  have  no 
army.  Who  will  defend  them  ? 

And  then  we  will  lose  the  Philippines.  Then  nobody  can  be 
so  naive  as  to  imagine  the  Philippines  can  long  remain  free 
or  ever  become  self-sustaining.  If  the  continent  off  which 
they  lie  is  controlled  by  one  of  the  totalitarians  with  an  iron 
curtain  around  them,  more  than  50  years  of  the  finest  in- 
vestment of  life  and  money  in  a  people  that  has  ever  been 
carried  out  in  history  will  go  down  the  drain. 

And  worse  than  that,  if  the  purpose  of  the  ERP  in  Europe 
is  to  help  these  countries  recover,  how  will  Britain  and  Hol- 
land, for  example,  recover  if  they  cannot  restore  something 
of  the  prewar  pattern  of  trade  with  the  Far  East,  the  former 
colonies,  on  the  basis  of  the  colonial  effort?  It  will  be  more 
advantageous  to  the  Europeans  if  it  is  on  a  basis  of  mutual 
advantage.  But  why  can't  they  get  dollars?  Why  can't  they 
get  dollars  from  you?  One  of  the  major  reasons  is  that  they 
cannot  get  access  to  the  principle  source  of  dollars,  which 
was  tea,  rubber,  tin,  oil,  spices,  out  of  the  Far  East. 

Do  you  think  that  come  1952  in  Britain  and  Holland  they 
can  be  self-sustaining  if  they  cannot  restore  something  ap- 
proaching their  prewar  pattern  of  trade  with  Asia?  Which 
thev  won't  be  able  to  do  under  the  Soviets,  you  can  be  sure. 
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One  more:  If  Russia  and  her  fellow-travelers  and  dupes 
in  this  country  can  persuade  us  to  concentrate  all  our  effort 
on  Europe,  as  they  have  usually  been  successful  in  getting  us 
to  do,  until  China  goes  down  and  Russia  has  control  through 
the  satellites  of  China,  and  then  has  security  all  along  her 
Asiatic  frontier,  then,  of  course,  the  Soviet  Union  can  con- 
centrate all  of  its  attention  on  Europe,  where  it  has  an- 
nounced its  determination  to  defeat  recovery. 

My  guess  is  that  if  they  are  able  to  concentrate  all  their 
efforts  and  strength  on  Europe,  they  will  succeed  in  defeat- 
ing ERP. 

I  hate  to  be  so  blunt  and  brutal,  but  I  suspect  that  it  is 
very  possible  that  the  best  hope  we  have  of  preventing  a  war 
with  Russia  in  the  near  future  is  to  keep  her  compelled  to 
divide  her  attention  between  East  and  West.  I  cannot  believe 
these  hard-headed  men  in  the  Kremlin  will  be  as  foolish  as 
Hitler  was,  or  Japan,  in  getting  themselves  into  a  two-front 
war. 

So,  my  friends,  it  isn't  a  question  of  whether  we  are  going 
to  help  the  Chinese.  It  is  a  question  of  whether  the  Chinese 
will  stay  as  they  want  to  stay,  on  the  side  of  freedom.  The 
key  thing  is  not  whether  their  government  is  as  good  as  ours, 
or  as  good  as  they  want  it  to  be.  Of  course  it  isn't !  They  are 
tremendously  unhappy  and  dissatisfied  and  restless  about 
it.  But  the  key,  overall  compelling  consideration  is  this: 
Whether  they  will  be  free  and  on  the  side  of  freedom,  or 
whether  they  are  going  to  be  compelled  to  go  the  way  of  Po- 
land and  Yugoslavia  and  the  other  countries. 

If  China  is  free  she  can  make  all  the  reforms  you  and  I 
want.  She  can  carry  them  off.  And  she  will.  No  Chinese  gov- 
ernment can  resist  the  pressures  in  China  toward  democracy. 
That  was  proved  during  the  years  prior  to  1937.  the  only 
years  of  something  approaching  peace  that  the  Chinese  gov- 
ernment had. 

I  remind  you  that  it  was  the  success  of  the  Chinese  gov- 
ernment in  giving  a  better  government,  not  its  failures,  that 
Japan  attacked.  Freedom — all  those  reforms  and  that 
progress  is  possible.  Enslavement — there  is  no  more  hope  for 
it  than  there  is  in  Bulgaria  or  Latvia  today. 

Well,  somebody  says,  isn't  the  Chinese  government  so  rot- 
ten and  inefficient  and  corrupt  that  any  money  you  put  in  will 
be  wasted?  The  answer  is  no,  not  if  it  is  well  handled.  If 
you  send  over  some  youngsters  on  government  payroll  for  a 
lark,  and  having  mastered  social  service  in  New  York  some 
place,  then  go  to  tell  the  Chinese  how  to  do  it,  and  dumping 
it  on  a  wharf  some  place,  of  course  it  will  go  down  a  rat  hole 
— but  don't  blame  the  Chinese ! 
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Some  of  you  said,  what  about  UNRRA?  We  sent  26  air- 
conditioning  machines  for  Chinese  hospitals  and  there  is  not 
one  in  the  Chinese  hospitals.  They  are  in  the  homes  of  the 
rich  Chinese,  or  in  the  hotels  or  clubs  in  Shanghai.  What  can 
you  do  with  people  as  crooked  as  that? 

Oh,  that  wasn't  crookedness  or  corruption.  That  was 
stupid  of  the  purchasing  department  in  Washington,  and 
UNRRA. 

How  many  of  you  would  welcome  an  air-conditioning  ma- 
chine for  your  hospitals?  But  never  mind.  The  boys  that 
took  your  money  in  taxes  in  UNRRA,  they  started  out  to 
help  the  sick  in  China  by  sending  them  air-conditioning  ma- 
chines for  hospitals  that  didn't  have  any  windows,  roofs,  no 
salts,  quinine,  gauze,  bandages.  We  send  them  air-condition- 
ing machines !  We  will  fix  them  up  quickly,  show  them  what 
civilization  is  like. 

When  the  Chinese  looked  at  the  things  they  didn't  know 
which  end  was  which.  They  didn't  know  how  to  run  them, 
and  they  didn't  have  the  electric  power  half  the  time.  Some- 
body was  dumb  enough,  he  thought,  to  pay  him  a  big  price 
for  an  air-conditioning  machine.  So  he  sold  it  to  get  some 
money  to  buy  the  things  so  badly  needed  at  the  hospital  to 
take  care  of  the  sick.  That  wasn't  corruption ;  that  was  stu- 
pidity in  Washington. 

I  come  from  Minneapolis.  The  two  most  famous  products 
of  the  district  are  Gold  Medal  Flour  and  Pillsbury's  Best. 
My,  how  UNRRA  bought  and  sent  that  over  to  China !  We 
heard  that  all  the  good  flour  was  bought  on  per  cent  and 
sold  on  the  black  market.  Sure,  why  not?  The  UNRRA  man 
came  down  and  made  sure  it  got  into  the  hands  of  the  needy, 
hungry  Chinese  peasant.  The  Chinese  didn't  want  to  eat  that 
stuff,  if  he  ever  ate  anything  that  rich  in  his  life  he  would 
be  sick.  And  he  could  sell  it  for  three  times  as  much  food 
for  his  family,  to  keep  his  family  going  three  times  as  long. 
That  was  not  corruption ;  that  was  common  sense. 

It  can  be  done.  Most  of  us  have  been  through  a  famine  or 
two  in  China.  We  know  if  you  are  willing  to  work  with  the 
Chinese  on  a  reasonable  basis  you  can  carry  out  relief  and 
reconstruction  in  time  of  peace — I  cannot  say  that  is  true 
in  the  midst  of  war. 

So  the  Chinese  government,  I  say,  is  weakened  from  eight 
years  of  war  with  Japan,  and  even  more  from  four  years  of 
taxes  upon  the  Chinese  from  the  Communists,  full-fledged 
since  1934,  and  three-fold :  One  to  destroy  the  government 
of  China,  by  breaking  up  the  Communists  and  economy  until 
the  people  are  in  despair  and  unrest;  second,  by  discrediting 
the  Chinese  government  abroad,  by  playing  up  the  propa- 
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ganda  of  all  the  weaknesses  of  the  Chinese — and  they  are 
there — and  saying  nothing  about  the  good  points  of  China — 
and  believe  me,  they  are  there  too ;  then  third,  by  selling  a 
bill  of  goods  to  the  American  people  that  the  Chinese  Com- 
munists are  not  Communists,  they  are  just  Jeffersonian  Dem- 
ocrats. They  are  rarely  reformers,  and  not  in  the  least  con- 
nected with  or  subservient  to  the  Soviet  Union. 

Even  the  Daily  Worker  makes  that  quip.  They  think  they 
have  China  in  the  bag.  They  laughed  the  other  day  at  what 
was  called  the  "good-hearted  but  soft-headed  Americans  who 
insist  that  the  only  way  to  defend  the  Chinese  Communists 
was  by  pretending  they  were  Jeffersonian  Democrats."  I 
quoted  from  them. 

Altogether,  these  things  have  weakened  China  to  a  point 
where  she  is  a  little  worse  than  Georgia  was  after  Sherman 
got  through.  It  took  Georgia  50  years  to  recover,  I  don't 
know,  with  some  of  the  things  that  happen  in  the  South  I 
wonder  if  some  of  the  places  have  completely  recovered  from 
the  invasion  and  carpetbaggers. 

China  w^ent  through  eight  years,  not  two.  She  had  more 
than  267  years  under  the  foreign  dynasty,  the  Manchus. 
Then  eight  years  under  the  Japanese. 

You  know,  when  you  are  occupied  it  becomes  honorable  to 
cheat,  to  delay,  to  squeeze,  to  defeat,  to  outwit,  to  break  down 
the  invasion.  You  cannot  take  youngsters  and  train  them 
that  it  is  honorable  to  pilfer  and  steal,  then  patriotic  to  help 
America  hold  the  line  and  tie  up  Japan  while  America  builds 
her  navy.  You  know  you  cannot  turn  on  one-  faucet  and  turn 
off  the  other  and  have  a  nice,  good,  honorable  character. 

We  had  a  16-year-old  dynasty  in  this  country.  Some  of 
them  aren't  sure  we  will  be  able  to  recover  from  that  16- 
year-old  dynasty.  China  had  267  years,  and  we  accuse  the 
Chinese  for  a  patriotic  technique  of  something  which  de- 
veloped under  those  circumstances. 

I  am  not  trying  to  justify  or  deny  that  the  weaknesses 
are  there.  I  am  trying  to  understand,  so  we  can  help  intelli- 
gently and  constructively  and,  in  my  judgment,  in  a  Chris- 
tian way  with  a  nation  in  great  difficulty. 

It  could  have  saved  itself  from  this  difficulty  if  it  had 
walked  out  on  us.  We  have  broken  some  of  our  promises  to 
the  Chinese,  but  they  haven't  broken  any  to  us. 

They  have  to  have  moral  support,  economic  support  and 
military  support.  By  that  I  mean  munitions.  We  gave  them 
rifles  and  then  we  wouldn't  give  them  any  ammunition  for 
the  rifles.  They  would  have  been  much  better  off  were  we  to 
give  them  the  old  Springfield  rifles.  They  had  arsenals  where 
they  could  build  up  ammunition  for  the  old  rifles.  But  we 
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took  them  away  and  gave  them  better  rifles.  But  we  didn't 
give  them  ammunition,  unless  they  did  what  we  said.  But 
no,  they  don't  knuckle  under. 

Now,  if  you  were  one  who  opposed  supporting  the  United 
State  war  effort  when  it  was  threatened,  then  you  have  a 
conscientious  right  to  oppose  sending  war  materials  to  China, 
to  help  them  resist  the  attempt  to  destroy  them.  But  if  you 
bought  Liberty  War  Bonds  and  supported  the  efforts  to  arm 
American  sons  against  the  threat,  I  am  unable  to  see  how 
you  can  suddenly  develop  a  conscience  and  think  it  is  wrong 
for  the  Chinese  people  to  try  and  stay  free.  If  it  is  right  for 
us  to  stay  free,  it  is  right  for  them  to  stay  free. 

As  I  say,  they  have  got  to  have  moral  support,  not  in  the 
sense  of  approval  of  all  the  things  to  come ;  of  course  not. 
But  in  the  sense  of  approving  the  people  who  have  the  cour- 
age to  fight  against  these  tyrannies,  alone  if  necessary. 

For  10  years  they  fought  against  Japan  before  we  woke 
up.  We  were  helping  the  Japanese.  For  21  years  they  fought 
against  the  Communists,  alone.  They  are  still  fighting  alone. 

The  Chinese  can  sleep  at  nights.  They  haven't  betrayed 
anybody.  They  have  clear  consciences.  You  and  I  have  not. 
I  hate  to  say  it,  but  that  is  true. 

Well,  our  choice,  then,  in  China  is  not  between  supporting 
the  present  government  or  something  better.  I  wish  it  were. 
I  wish  this  were  true  in  Washington,  as  far  as  that  is  con- 
cerned. Our  choice  is  between  supporting  an  American  gov- 
ernment and  allowing  it  to  go  down,  or  having  the  Com- 
munists in  control,  which  is  infinitely  worse. 

I  am  in  a  position  where  I  cannot  decide  what  is  best 
for  the  patient,  or  what  is  worse  for  the  patient.  If  you  do 
not  know  what  is  best  for  China,  think  what  is  the  worst 
possible  thing  for  China,  Asia,  and  world  peace.  The  worst 
thing  to  have  happen  is  to  come  under  the  Soviet  rule  of 
one  of  the  satellites.  When  you  split  the  world  the  balance 
of  power  is  over  there.  Then  don't  cry  about  your  boys  being 
conscripted  under  Universal  Military  Training,  or  the  taxes 
being  high.  It  will  happen  no  matter  how  much  you  or  I  might 
oppose  it. 

Therefore,  it  isn't  because  I  do  not  want  European  re- 
covery to  succeed — because  I  do — that  I  say  you  have  to  pay 
more  attention  than  before  to  the  Far  East.  If  a  man  has 
gangrene  in  one  foot,  it  isn't  enough  to  save  the  one ;  you  have 
to  save  both  to  save  either. 

Another  decision  is  that  we  are  prepared  to  do  enough  to 
win.  How  would  you  like  a  doctor  who  said  to  you,  "You  have 
pneumonia  and  are  desperately  ill.  I  will  give  you  a  million 
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units  of  penicillin.  I  will  put  you  on  that  if  it  will  help  you 
get  well,  but  I  will  not  give  you  more." 

Now,  did  we  say  we  would  fight  Hitler  up  to  $50  million 
and  if  we  haven't  won  by  then  we  will  surrender?  No.  The 
estimates  on  that  are  $17  billion.  It  depends  so  much  on  the 
world  price  of  grain  and  all  sorts  of  inconceivable  and  un- 
predicted  factors. 

But  I  am  convinced  of  this :  that  if  we  are  prepared  to  pay 
whatever  is  necessary  it  will  cost  us  less,  not  more.  Why? 
Because  if  those  nations  are  sure  that  we  mean  business  we 
will  find  there  are  enormously  greater  resources  in  those 
countries  than  are  visible.  The  French  peasant,  the  Italian 
farmer,  just  like  the  American  farmer,  won't  bring  out  his 
grain,  chickens,  pigs  and  cows  and  sell  them  for  paper  worth 
half  the  value  to  buy  the  pots,  pans,  gingham  and  things  his 
family  wants.  So  he  hordes. 

If  we  can  get  the  economy  going,  the  factories  producing 
goods  that  are  needed  and  get  the  currency  stabilized  to  get 
really  good  value  for  the  products,  you  will  find  there  are 
enormous  reserves  released  to  feed  the  hungry  cities. 

If  we  are  prepared  to  give  them  confidence  that  they  will 
be  able  to  pull  through  against  the  pressures  and  cut  loose 
from  the  pressures,  it  will  cost  us  a  great  deal  less,  not  more. 

You  know,  a  wise  man  said  that  if  you  went  out  to  build  a 
house  you  had  better  survey  your  resources  to  see  if  you  have 
enough  left  to  finish  it.  If  you  haven't  enough  left  to  finish 
it,  you  had  better  not  start  the  house.  That  man's  name  was 
Jesus,  a  very  hard-headed  realist. 

We  are  limited  to  a  program  of  resisting  this  spread  of 
tyranny,  and  we  have  committed  ourselves  to  a  program  of 
assistance  to  nations  still  trying  to  stay  free.  We  have  recog- 
nized what  we  have  got  in  this  unbalanced  world  to  restore 
some  of  our  scrap  military  strength.  If  these  first  two  suc- 
ceed we  won't  have  to  do  so  much  here  at  home.  The  three 
essential  components  of  the  overall  foreign  policy  we  must 
develop  if  we  are  to  prevent  the  political  war  from  degener- 
ating into  atomic  warfare  with  disaster  and  extermination 
for  everybody. 

In  my  judgment,  the  first  three  bide  time.  They  give  a 
last  chance,  probably,  to  try  to  get  the  world  organized  on 
a  better,  sounder  basis ;  to  get  the  United  Nations  reformed, 
rebuilt,  strengthened  or  reconstructed,  so  that  it  can  take 
over  the  job  of  resisting  aggression  from  whatever  source, 
that  it  can  take  over  the  job  as  the  world  wanted  it  to  do, 
but  isn't  able  to  do  under  its  present  structure.  Get  it  fixed 
so  it  can  take  over  the  job.  We  had  to  do  it  for  Greece  last 
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year,  and  for  Western  Europe  this  year  we  had  to  do  it.  No 
other  nation  had  the  strength  or  the  resources. 

But  let's  not  fool  ourselves.  We  cannot  carry  on  the  nurse- 
maid job  plus  the  police  job  indefinitely.  We  have  neither 
the  strength  nor  the  wisdom  to  do  it.  If  we  try  to  be  the 
world's  policeman  indefinitely,  the  world  will  wind  up  hating 
us;  you  can  be  sure  of  that.  We  have  a  breathing  spell  in 
which  we  have  a  chance  to  get  the  free  peoples  of  the  world 
organized  so  there  will  be  an  organization,  world  organiza- 
tion, that  can  finish  it. 

The  people  of  the  world  thought  the  United  Nations  was 
going  to  be  able  to  do  that.  Events  have  proved  that  it  is  not 
able  to;  it  cannot  do  the  job.  In  fact,  it  is  so  constructed 
that  part  of  its  machinery  can  be  used  to  prevent  its  making 
peace ;  so  constructed  that  it  can  be  used  to  defeat  the  very 
thing  you  and  I  mostly  thought  it  was  constructed  to  es- 
tablish. 

You  and  I,  our  country,  accepted  the  veto  in  matters  of 
aggression,  for  example,  because  we  were  afraid  maybe  this 
new  organization  might  get  off  the  beam  and  go  to  war 
against  some  member  nation.  We  wanted  to  be  able  to  veto 
our  going  to  war.  We  were  too  naive  and  tru.stful  to  realize 
that  the  Soviet  rulers  had  in  their  planning  something  quite 
different  from  the  veto.  They  saw  that  the  devil  himself 
couldn't  have  thought  of  a  more  ingenious  device,  whereby 
a  nation,  if  it  so  desired,  could  use  the  machinery  of  the 
League  of  Nations  legally  and  without  reproach,  not  to  make 
peace,  but  to  prevent  peace.  They  haven't  vetoed  war  once. 
Every  one  of  the  vetoes  has  been  a  veto  in  the  direction  of 
peace.  So  the  instrument,  instead  of  being  what  we  thought, 
an  instrument  of  the  peaceful  peoples  of  the  world  to  use  to 
make  peace,  turns  out  to  be  an  instrument  which  a  non-peace- 
ful nation,  one  of  the  Big  Five,  can  use  to  prevent  peace. 
That  is  intolerable. 

If  you  would  have  peace  and  freedom  in  the  world,  what 
can  we  do  about  it?  One  thing  is  to  scrap  the  United  Nations. 
That  would  at  least  be  honest.  The  second  course  is  to  go  on 
as  we  are,  giving  lip  service  to  it,  using  it  for  little  marginal 
things,  but  when  we  get  into  a  real  issue  being  forced  to  use 
our  own  strength.  The  third  thing  to  do  is  not  to  abandon  or 
bypass  it,  but  to  correct  it. 

The  other  day  I  rode  in  a  DC-6.  You  know,  the  best  air- 
plane engineers  in  the  world  worked  on  that  for  years.  They 
thought  it  perfected.  Most  of  the  pilots  I  have  talked  to  who 
have  flown  a  DC-6  said  it  was  the  sweetest  ship  ever  built. 
Two  of  them  got  afire.  What  did  they  do?  Scrap  it,  start 
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over  again?  They  took  it  to  the  factory  and  corrected  the 
defects. 

That  is  what  we  have  got  to  do.  It  is  no  discredit  to  any- 
body. They  were  not  able  to  foresee  some  things.  On  the 
basis  of  three  years'  experience  there  is  an  infinitely  better 
chance.  We  can  get  together  on  some  basis  of  agreement. 

I  can't  see  any  possible  damage  or  harm  to  come  from  an 
attempt  to  correct  it  so  that  it  can  function  to  make  peace 
instead  of  functioning  in  the  opposite  direction. 

Probably  you  saw  in  tonight's  paper  that  after  ten  months' 
effort  we  finally  got  clearance  on  this  matter.  General 
Marshall  appeared  on  this  very  position  and  that  position  is, 
We  must  wait  until  we  have  the  relations.  I  say,  Well,  if  you 
make  a  wrong  diagnosis  and  make  your  remedy  on  that  diag- 
nosis and  plan  your  treatment  on  that  diagnosis,  what  do  you 
do,  insist  that  the  patient  come  around  to  your  diagnosis  or 
change  the  diagnosis  to  fit  the  patient? 

General  Marshall  said,  "We  must  wait  until  we  get  unity." 
If  you  get  unity  there  isn't  any  need  for  an  organization. 
It  is  only  for  these  people  that  are  different.  The  traffic  at 
the  corner  wants  to  go  east  and  north  at  the  same  time  and 
that  is  why  you  need  red  lights.  As  long  as  we  get  up  every 
day  and  say  that  we  mustn't  do  anything  about  it  because  we 
will  offend  the  Russians,  we  will  never  get  together  with 
them.  As  long  as  they  have  a  right  to  think  that  we  think 
we  can't  get  along  with  them,  of  course  we  can't  get  along 
with  them.  They  have  everything  to  gain  and  nothing  to  lose 
by  keeping  up  the  confusion,  I  am  convinced  that  if  we  and 
the  free  peoples  of  the  world  would  demonstrate  that  if  nec- 
essary we  can  and  will  get  along  without  them,  at  that  point 
there  is  a  good  chance  we  would  be  able  to  get  along  with 
them  because  at  that  point  Russia  has  got  more  to  gain  by 
coming  along.  Whenever  we  can  get  enough  nations  in  the 
world  together  on  the  basis  of  justice  so  that  Russia  doesn't 
need  to  go  to  war  and  with  sufficiently  jointly  pooled  and 
controlled  police  forces  so  that  no  nation  can  succeed  even  if 
it  does  go  to  war,  it  doesn't  need  to  go  to  war  to  get  justice 
and  can't  succeed  even  if  it  does,  at  that  point  there  is  a  rea- 
sonable chance  they  will  come  along,  not  because  they 
change  their  ideas  but  because  there  is  more  to  gain  by 
agreement  than  there  is  by  disagreement.  Then  we  begin 
to  get  a  set  of  circumstances  where  we  all  agree  to  go  when 
it  is  green  and  stop  when  it  is  red.  We  aren't  going  to  get 
agreement  with  the  Russians  by  exhortations  or  denuncia- 
tions or  appeasement  or  secret  deals  or  bribes.  We  tried 
them  all  with  disastrous  results.  We  will  get  them  only 
when  we  work  out  a  set  of  circumstances  that  there  is  more 
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for  everybody  to  gain  by  a  common  pattern  of  behavior  in 
dealing  with  the  nations  of  the  world. 

I  realize  that  something  might  plunge  us  into  difficulties 
overnight  but  1  don't  believe  war  with  Russia  is  inevitable. 
In  fact,  I  don't  think  it  is  even  popular  if  we  and  the  nations 
of  the  world  still  free  will  exercise  a  fraction  of  the  initiative 
and  energy  and  vigor  and  imagination  to  build  constructively 
for  a  decent  world  that  we  put  into  getting  ready  to  defend 
ourselves  against  that  which  we  spend  two  or  three  years 
to  build  up. 

Now,  that  brings  me  to  the  conclusion.  My  train  doesn't 
go  until  eleven,  so  you  see  I  am  in  no  hurry.  But  there  is 
something  more  I  want  to  say  because  this  is  what  I  want 
to  say  and  what  I  came  to  say.  I  would  rather  talk  to  you  in 
one  sense  than  I  would  to  members  of  the  Congress  because 
the  members  of  the  Congress — most  of  them — believe  it  is 
their  duty  to  reflect  what  they  think  is  the  thought  of  the 
majority  of  the  people  back  home. 

Basically  the  failure  is  a  moral  failure.  Let's  begin  with 
that.  Basically  the  failure  is  an  attempt  to  solve  these  prob- 
lems, not  on  the  basis  of  righteous  principles,  but  by  dealings, 
maneuvers,  bargainings,  clever  schemes,  and  so  forth.  So 
to  whom  shall  this  broken  world  go  for  clear  guidance  as  to 
what  is  eternally  right  if  not  to  the  Christian  Church?  May- 
be we  will  fail.  We  have  failed  in  times  past  occasionally, 
but  is  there  any  other  hope,  I  ask  you,  for  clear  guidance  as 
to  what  is  God's  will  and  what  is  His  mind  in  these  problems? 

Don't  misunderstand  me ;  it  is  not  the  job  of  the  Church 
to  run  the  State.  Indeed  it  is  not,  but  it  is  the  job  of  the 
Church  to  find  out  what  is  righteous  and  then  to  inspire  its 
Christians  as  citizens  to  go  to  the  ministry  and  the  mission- 
ary work,  into  business  and  politics,  to  take  those  righteous 
Christian  principles  and  try  to  apply  them  the  best  they  can 
in  the  every  day  world. 

I  tell  you  frankly  that  I  don't  like  being  in  politics.  I  would 
like  to  practice  medicine.  I  was  reasonably  successful  as  a 
doctor.  I  knew  I  could  do  some  good  and  I  had  security  for 
my  family.  I  didn't  get  any  anonymous  letters  cussing  me  up 
and  down  for  this,  that  or  the  other  thing  I  never  said.  In 
fact,  I  was  reasonably  respectable  even  in  my  home  town 
when  I  was  a  physician. 

We  Christians  send  telegrams  or  we  call  our  representa- 
tives and  our  Congressmen  in  Washington  and  tell  them  how 
to  vote  but  we  wouldn't  get  into  the  game  ourselves. 

My  profession  as  a  means  to  an  end  was  medicine.  There 
was  no  hope  longer  for  missionary  work  in  China.  She  is  en- 
slaved. The  Communists  are  not  such  fools  as  to  allow  us  to 
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go  around  preaching  liberation  to  the  captives  and  sight 
to  the  bhnd  and,  "You  shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth 
shall  make  you  free."  They  know  that  everything  we  as 
Christians  try  to  do  is  in  head-on  collision  with  what  they 
are  trying  to  do.  Our  missionary  work,  after  a  hundred  years 
of  magnificent  effort,  will  be  closed  except  in  areas  where 
men  can  sneak  in  disguise,  probably  the  way  Morrison  did  in 
China.  Our  own  job  here  was  so  great.  I  wanted  to  help,  if 
I  could,  get  my  own  country  back  on  the  beam.  I  had  no 
illusions ;  I  never  thought  I  was  going  to  set  the  world  on  fire. 

Someone  said  to  me,  "If  you  go  into  politics  you  will  lose 
all  your  ideals."  But  you  don't  have  to  lose  your  ideals  just 
because  you  go  into  politics.  My  profession  now  is  politics 
but  my  life  work  is  Christian  missions. 

We  will  go  back  to  these  moral  principles.  I  would  say  that 
all  of  the  conditions  of  peace  essentially  or  primarily  are 
spiritual  conditions.  I  will  mention  four  and  then  I  will  stop. 

The  first  is  penance.  You  probably  thought  I  was  a  little 
sharp  in  condemning  other  countries.  You  have  to  condemn  a 
certain  type  of  behavior,  whether  it  is  in  Russia  or  Japan  or 
Germany  or  China  or  Spain  or  the  United  States.  It  is  a  cer- 
tain type  of  behavior — not  just  a  person — and  we  have  to  ad- 
mit that  it  is  beyond  us.  Wars  come  almost  always  because 
there  is  some  fault  on  both  sides. 

There  is  a  wrong  kind  of  thinking  and  living  in  the  world. 
We  have  to  be  penitent  because  we  can  approach  in  a  pagan 
way  these  people  who  are  determined  to  destroy  the  things 
that  you  and  I  treasure  above  all  things  else  in  the  world. 

I  was  in  World  War  I.  I  came  home,  took  ofi"  my  uniform, 
went  back  to  medical  school  and  became,  not  a  citizen,  but 
an  ex-soldier.  I  had  a  big  job  to  do  as  a  citizen  but  I  didn't 
see  it.  We  have  done  so  poorly  in  the  20  years  between  the 
wars  when  we  thought  we  could  sell  without  buying.  Some 
Americans  do  think  that.  We  thought  the  rest  of  the  world 
could  be  ground  in  slavery  but  we  could  be  strong  and  free. 
Some  Americans  think  that.  We  vainly  imagined  that  the 
rest  of  the  world  could  be  broken  and  there  could  be  poverty 
and  disease  and  squalor  and  degradation,  but  never  mind, 
we  in  America  would  raise  the  standard  of  living.  Some 
Americans  still  think  that.  And  a  lot  of  people  thought  you 
could  insult  people  because  of  the  pigment  in  their  skin  and 
not  have  them  hate  you.  Some  people  still  think  they  can  do 
that. 

We  trusted  the  false  gods ;  we  trusted  the  material  things. 
We  have  to  be  penitent  because  we  forgot  that  the  key  thing 
is  not  the  power  or  the  training,  it  is  the  character  of  the 
individual  wha  controls  the  power. 
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There  has  to  be  a  just  peace.  If  it  isn't  just  we  can't  do 
it.  No  matter  how  strongly  it  is  imposed,  no  matter  how  weak 
those  are  who  have  been  treated  unjustly,  they  will  find  some 
way  to  conspire  and  intrigue. 

Christians  have  to  see  especially  this  further  thing — a 
spirit  of  mercy;  justice  and  mercy.  Rather  I  should  say  jus- 
tice administered  with  mercy.  Germany  and  France  went 
back  to  war  again  and  again  and  again.  Why?  Because  every 
time  they  had  a  war,  whichever  side  won,  was  vindictive 
toward  the  other  side.  It  didn't  yield.  Justice,  perhaps,  but 
not  mercy  and  the  side  that  was  defeated  worked  until  it 
could  get  strong  and  start  it  again. 

Contrast  that  with  what  happened  at  Appomattox.  Justice 
required  that  Robert  E.  Lee  surrender  his  sword,  yes.  Jus- 
tice required  that  it  be  accepted  but  mercy  turned  it  around 
and  handed  it  back  and  said,  "Let  every  man  keep  his  horse 
or  his  mule.  He  will  need  them  for  the  spring  planting  and 
ploughing." 

Mercy  helped  put  it  back  together  again  and  as  a  result 
of  mercy  there  hasn't  been  a  recurrence  of  war  between  our 
North  and  South,  and  there  won't  be.  It  was  justice  with 
mercy  despite  the  carpetbaggers  and  the  others,  by  and  large. 

Justice  and  mercy !  That  isn't  going  to  come  from  the  gov- 
ernment. The  government  can  pass  around  millions  of  dol- 
lars of  relief  and  the  government  can  administer,  but  you 
don't  put  things  together  again  until  you  have  somebody 
who  is  out  to  minister.  The  government  doesn't  minister. 
The  Church  has  got  to  put  into  peoples'  hearts,  because  of 
the  love  of  God  revealed  through  the  Saviour  Christ,  the 
desire  to  establish  justice  with  mercy. 

This  is  so  important  that  Jesus  said  unto  his  disciples, 
"I  was  in  prison  and  ye  came  to  me."  He  didn't  say  "I  was 
in  prison  and  you  got  me  out."  He  probably  thought  justice 
required  that  he  be  kept  in  prison,  "I  was  in  prison  and  ye 
came  to  me." 

In  addition  to  the  spirit  of  penitence  that  enables  us  to 
stand,  that  requires  us  to  stand  not  like  the  Pharisees  but 
rather  like  the  Publican,  saying,  "Lord,  be  merciful  to  us 
sinners" — approaching  the  problem  in  penitence,  deter- 
mined to  ask  only  what  is  right,  what  is  just,  do  our  best 
to  administer,  to  carry  out  with  mercy. 

In  addition,  we  have  to  have  one  other  thing  that  I  have 
found  in  religious  experience  and  that  is  the  spirit  of  ex- 
pectancy, the  spirit  of  faith,  faith  that  God  is,  that  there  is 
a  moral  order  in  this  universe,  with  laws  that  can  no  more 
be  violated  than  the  laws  of  electricity  or  the  laws  of  atomic

fission ;  and,  therefore,  faitii  in  what  ought  to  be  done,  not 
only  faith  to  start,  but  faith  to  keep  at  it. 

Some  of  my  humanist  friends,  they  are  kindly,  they  are 
idealistic,  they  are  highminded  and  fine-spirited  individuals 
— start  out  to  build  a  Brotherhood,  but  if  you  don't  believe  in 
the  Fatherhood  of  God  you  really  can't  believe  in  the  Broth- 
erhood, and  they  get  tired. 

That  is  what  the  Psalmist  was  talking  about  when  he 
said,  "Create  in  me  a  thing  of  God.  Start  out."  And  then 
he  said,  "Renew !  Renew !  Renew  with  thy  spirit.  Let  there 
be  faith."  I  will  get  tired — I  do — unless  I  return  to  the  fact 
that  this  is  a  moral  order.  Sometimes  when  I  am  most  dis- 
couraged, I  walk  to  that  place  in  Washington  where  there 
is  a  little  tablet  that  says  on  such  and  such  a  date  George 
Washington  said,  "Here  we  will  build  our  capitol."  Thirteen 
broken  colonies,  their  currency  just  paper,  desertions  from 
the  army,  corruption,  rottenness,  and  he  stood  on  that  little 
hill  and  he  said,  "Here  we  will  build  our  capitol." 

And  to  day  the  world  beats  a  trail  to  that  capitol. 

Faith — you  can't  get  that,  you  won't  get  it  in  Washington 
or  anywhere  else  unless  they  believe  in  God,  and  they  won't 
believe  in  God  unless  they  come  to  Him. 

When  I  went  to  China  last  fall,  I  flew  non-stop  from 
Washington  to  San  Francisco,  which  was  12  hours.  In  one  12- 
hour  trip  the  panorama  of  my  country  unfolded  before  me — 
these  mountains  in  the  East,  the  woods  and  the  rivers,  and 
then  the  plains,  and  then  the  Bad  Lands,  and  then  the  high 
plains,  and  then  the  mountains,  and  then  the  deserts  and 
the  snow  and  all  the  rest.  I  thrilled  at  the  sense  of  mission, 
that  my  forefathers  had,  the  moral  compulsion,  not  just  to 
conquer  physically,  but  to  build  a  decent  society  based  on 
respect  for  the  individual  human  being. 

The  world  perishes  for  lack  of  enough  men  and  women 
for  the  moral  compulsion  such  as  our  forefathers  had,  the 
sense  of  mission  to  build  in  the  world  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven. 

The  Methodist  Church  is  the  largest  of  all  the  Protestant 
bodies  in  America.  How  great,  how  terrible,  and  yet  how 
magnificent  your  power  and  your  responsibility  and  your 
opportunity  in  this  day  of  crisis.  You  can't  do  it,  no  matter 
what  recommendations  you  pass,  and  neither  can  I  do  it  in 
my  humble  place.  But  praise  be  to  God,  you  and  I  have  to, 
can  do  it  if  we  set  out  to  do  what  He  calls  us  to  do  with  His 
never-failing  promise,  "Ye  shall  receive  power." 
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CHINA-UNITED   STATES  RELATIONS

The  Quadrennial  Methodist  Conference  is  well  known  for 
its  international  character.  Tonight's  meeting  is  no  excep- 
tion. Many  countries  are  represented  here.  As  the  official 
representative  of  China  to  the  United  States  and  as  a  guest 
speaker,  I  propose  to  address  you  on  the  subject  of  "Rela- 
tions between  China  and  the  United  States."  I  hope  you  will 
not  consider  my  subject  as  anything  but  fitting  and  proper. 

The  relations  between  China  and  the  United  States  are  of 
of  great  interest  and  significance  not  only  to  our  two  peoples 
but  to  the  student  of  international  affairs  in  general. 

Geographically  no  two  countries  are  situated  further 
apart  than  China  and  the  United  States.  Separated  by  the 
broad  expanse  of  the  Pacific  Ocean  they  are  literally  located 
at  the  opposite  ends  of  the  earth.  There  is  a  difference  of 
nearly  twelve  hours  in  time.  So  when  it  is  daytime  in  China, 
it  is  night  in  the  United  States. 

By  origin,  history,  and  tradition  no  two  peoples  are  more 
different  from  each  other  than  the  Chinese  and  the  Ameri- 
cans. Their  language,  religious  beliefs,  modes  of  life  and 
social  conventions  are  all  different.  Yet,  throughout  the 
long  years  of  intercourse  between  them  extending  well  over 
a  century,  their  relations  have  always  been  friendly  and 
cordial  and  have  never  been  marred  by  any  resort  to  armed 
conflict.  This,  I  dare  say,  is  not  the  result  of  mere  accident. 

There  are  many  reasons  which  account  for  the  strong  and 
natural  bond  of  sympathy  and  friendship  uniting  our  two 
peoples.  Modern  anthropologists  say  that  the  national  char- 
acteristics of  a  people  are  largely  influenced  by  geographical 
setting  and  climatic  conditions  under  which  they  live.  If  this 
is  true,  there  is  no  good  reason  to  doubt  it.  Then  the  fact 
that  China  and  the  United  States  are  both  countries  conti- 
nental in  dimensions  with  varying  degrees  of  climatic 
change  is  an  important  factor  in  the  readiness  of  both  to 
understand  each  other.  Students  of  geography  also  point  out 
the  influence  of  the  environment  of  the  Pacific  basin  which 
tends  to  exercise  considerable  unifying  force  upon  the 
formation  of  close  cultural,  political  and  economic  ties  be- 
tween the  two  great  land  masses  on  the  opposite  borders 
of  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

In  their  outlook  on  life,  they  are  both  imbued  with  unmis- 
takable democratic  tendencies,  a  spirit  of  optimism,  and  a 
propensity  toward  a  sense  of  humanism  and  humor  even 
under  adverse  circumstances.  In  social  organization  they  are 
both  characterized  by  an  almost  innate  belief  in  the  dignity 
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of  man  and  by  the  lack  of  sharply  marked  class  distinctions. 
The  profound  faith  which  the  Americans  have  always  enter- 
tained toward  education  has  a  counterpart  in  the  Chinese 
worship  of  learning  and  scholarship,  as  reflected  in  the 
organization  of  the  age-old  system  of  civil  service  examina- 
tions constituting,  as  it  did,  the  regular  channel  through 
which  public  officials  were  recruited.  Side  by  side  with  the 
Christian  belief  in  the  universal  Brotherhood  of  men,  there 
is  the  well-known  Confucian  precept  that  within  the  four 
seas  all  are  brothers  and  therefore  should  be  treated  accord- 
ingly. The  views  of  the  two  peoples  on  humanity  and  the 
world  at  large  are  singularly  identical. 

Such  being  the  general  background  of  the  Chinese  and 
American  peoples,  what  are  the  salient  facts  of  Sino-Amer- 
ican  relations? 

In  the  political  sphere,  the  relations  of  China  and  the 
United  States  have  been  marked  by  notable  harmony  in  their 
fundamental  objectives  and  close  co-operation  in  their  efforts 
to  attain  them.  When  China  was  subjected  throughout  the 
nineteenth  century  from  the  very  beginning  of  her  inter- 
course with  the  Occident  to  repeated  humiliations  and  ag- 
gression at  the  hands  of  the  Western  predatory  powers 
which  did  not  hesitate  to  resort  to  force  when  their  diplo- 
macy failed,  the  United  States  not  only  refrained  from  join- 
ing them  in  the  shameless  or  rather  shameful  game  of  op- 
pressing a  weak  nation  but  persisted  in  its  own  policy  of 
justice  and  friendliness  toward  her.  The  spirit  of  the  Amer- 
ican policy  toward  China  was  clearly  reflected  in  the  instruc- 
tions which  the  Secretary  of  State  Daniel  Webster  gave  to 
Caleb  Cushing,  a  native  son  of  Newburyport,  Massachu- 
setts, who  was  commissioned  to  negotiate  a  treaty  with 
China  subsequently  signed  in  Wanghsia  in  1844.  These  in- 
structions read : 

"Your  constant  aim  must  be  to  pi-oduce  a  full  conviction  on  the 
minds  of  the  Government  and  the  people,  that  your  mission  is  entirely 
pacific :  that  you  come  with  no  purposes  of  hostility  or  annoyance ;  that 
you  are  a  messenger  of  peace  sent  from  the  greatest  Power  in  America 
to  the  greatest  Empire  in  Asia,  to  offer  respect  and  goodwill,  and  to 
establish  the  means  of  friendly  intercourse.  It  will  be  expedient,  on  all 
occasions,  to  cultivate  the  friendly  dispositions  of  the  Government  and 
the  people,  by  manifesting  a  proper  respect  for  their  institutions  and 
manners,  and  avoiding,  as  far  as  possible,  the  giving  of  offense  either 
to  their  pride  or  their  prejudices." 

This  policy  was  steadfastly  pursued  by  the  successive 
administrations  in  Washington,  even  when  other  Powers 
continued  to  play  their  power  politics  at  the  expense  of 
China.  Thus  Anson  Burlingame,  the  distinguished  American 
envoy  who  also  hailed  from  this  great  Commonwealth  of 
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Massachusetts,  wrote  in  1863  in  a  remarkable  report  to 
Secretary  of  State  Seward  in  the  following  words : 

"While  we  claim  our  treaty  rights  to  buy  and  sell  and  hire  in  the 
treaty  ports  .  .  .  we  will  not  ask  for,  nor  take  concessions  of,  territory 
in  the  treaty  ports,  or  in  any  way  interfere  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Chinese  Government  over  its  own  people  nor  even  menace  the  terri- 
torial integrity  of  the  Chinese  Empire." 

This,  indeed,  in  the  words  of  Mr.  Henry  L.  Stimson,  is  a 
policy  of  enlightened  self-interest  as  contrasted  with  self- 
seeking  aggression. 

Again,  when  the  Chinese  Empire  was  threatened  with 
dismemberment  by  the  armed  might  of  the  European  Pow- 
ers which  were  stimulated  by  a  mutual  jealousy  among 
themselves  and  bent  upon  a  rival  policy  of  territorial  ex- 
pansion, the  United  States  intervened  by  the  doctrine  of  the 
Open  Door  coupled  with  the  principle  of  preserving  the  in- 
dependence and  territorial  integrity  of  China.  By  the  Open 
Door  it  was  meant  the  equality  of  opportunity  for  all  Powers 
in  China  in  the  matter  of  trade,  industry  and  investment: 
and  by  the  independence  and  territorial  integrity  of  China 
it  was  meant  that  China  should  remain  free  and  sovereign 
and  that  her  territory  should  be  respected. 

This  timely  intercession  by  the  great  United  States  Secre- 
tary of  State  John  Hay  brought  to  an  end  the  carving  of  the 
Chinese  Empire  into  foreign  spheres  of  influence  and  the 
policy  of  land  grabbing  on  the  part  of  the  European  Powers. 
It  also  gave  a  breathing  space  to  the  people  of  China  to  work 
out  their  political  reconstruction  which  culminated  in  the 
overthrow  of  the  Manchu  dynasty  and  the  establishment  of 
the  Chinese  Republic. 

Furthermore,  the  friendly  and  farsighted  policy  of  the 
United  States  toward  China  has  contributed  much  to  the 
stabilization  of  the  general  situation  in  the  Far  East.  It 
culminated  in  the  conclusion  of  the  Nine-Power  Pact  by 
which  all  the  signatory  Powers  agreed  not  only  to  "respect 
the  independence,  sovereignty,  and  territorial  and  adminis- 
trative integrity  of  China"  but  also  to  "provide  the  fullest 
and  most  unembarrassed  opportunity  to  China  to  develop 
and  maintain  for  herself  an  effective  and  stable  government." 

A  foundation  was  thus  laid  through  the  help  of  the 
United  States  for  the  abandonment  of  the  policy  of  coercion 
on  the  part  of  the  European  Powers  and  the  substitution 
of  a  policy  of  co-operation  which  crystallized  in  the  final 
relinquishment  of  their  consular  and  extra-territorial  juris- 
diction in  China  and  the  close  co-operation  between  China 
and  the  United  Nations  in  the  recent  war  against  tyranny 
and  aggression. 
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The  wartime  collaboration  between  China  and  the  United 
States  was  particularly  friendly  and  intimate,  and  their 
co-operative  undertakings  along  political,  military,  econmic 
and  financial  lines  were  without  parallel  in  the  entire  history 
of  intercourse  between  the  two  countries.  Dedicated  as  they 
were  to  the  supreme  task  of  defending  human  freedom  and 
international  justice,  China  and  the  United  States  marched 
in  unison  and  achieved  final  victory  together. 

Since  the  conclusion  of  hostilties,  the  United  States  and 
China  have  directed  their  efforts  jointly  to  the  organization 
of  machineries  for  the  re-establishment  of  durable  peace 
and  normal  relations  among  nations.  Thus  in  a  series  of 
important  international  conferences,  such  as  the  Monetary 
Conference  at  Bretton  Woods,  the  San  Francisco  Conference 
for  the  organization  of  the  United  Nations,  the  recent  Con- 
ference on  Trade  and  Employment,  the  regular  and  special 
sessions  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  United  Nations 
and  the  constant  meetings  of  the  Security  Council,  and  nu- 
merous others,  the  endeavors  of  the  Chinese  and  American 
delegations  invariably  reflected  similar  fundamental  aims 
as  well  as  fervent  desires  for  the  establishment  of  the  rule 
of  law  and  justice  and  for  the  promotion  of  the  well-being 
and  happiness  among  men.  Time  again,  joint  proposals 
were  submitted  by  the  two  countries  on  a  number  of  im- 
portant questions,  including  methods  for  the  codification 
of  international  law  as  basis  of  conduct  among  nations.  On 
the  much-debated  issue  of  the  so-called  veto  as  accorded  to 
the  permanent  members  of  the  Security  Council,  China  has 
always  maintained  that  this  special  right  confers  upon  the 
incumbent  nations  special  obligations,  while  the  United 
States  has  repeatedly  asserted  that  the  veto  should  be  exer- 
cised, if  at  all,  with  the  utmost  judicious  discretion.  On  other 
international  issues  of  humanitarian  and  cultural  import, 
such  as  the  question  of  the  displaced  persons,  emergency 
relief  for  children,  and  the  activities  of  the  UNESCO,  sup- 
port to  such  worthy  causes  has  been  ungrudgingly  given  by 
our  two  countries. 

When  we  speak  of  the  economic  aspect  of  Chinese-Amer- 
ican relations,  as  I  propose  to  do  now,  we  cannot  help  think- 
ing of  the  interesting  and  inspiring  beginning  of  the  trade 
intercourse  between  our  two  countries  in  the  past  and  the 
great  possibilities  of  growth  and  development  in  the  future. 
It  was  in  1784  toward  the  end  of  the  18th  century  that  the 
first  American  ship,  the  Empress  of  China,  reached  the 
southern  port  of  Canton  of  the  Chinese  Empire.  Samuel 
Shaw,  the  supercargo  of  the  ship,  recorded  in  his  Journal 
that  "the  Chinese  were  very  indulgent  toward  us." 
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The  financial  success  of  this  voyage  at  once  created  much 
interest  in  Boston,  Salem,  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore,  then 
the  principal  maritime  ports  in  the  newborn  United  States. 
Numerous  clippers  followed  suit  and  the  Canton  trade  thus 
started,  became  firmly  established  in  1790.  Professor  Morri- 
son, in  his  fascinating  volume  on  "The  Maritime  History  of 
Massachusetts,"  tells  us  the  interesting  fact  that  the  Oriental 
trade  laid  the  foundation  of  the  great  fortunes  of  so  many 
New  England  families.  Shortly  afterwards,  on  the  Pacific 
Coast,  the  American  fur  companies  also  developed  trade 
relations  with  China.  And  it  was  to  this  trade  with  China 
that  the  beginning  of  pastoral  and  agricultural  activities 
in  the  Pacific  Northwest  were  primarily  due. 

After  a  century  of  ups  and  downs  in  the  commercial  inter- 
course between  our  two  countries  which  reflected  largely  the 
course  of  political  and  economic  development  in  the  United 
States,  American  trade  today  has  come  to  occupy  the  first 
place  in  the  foreign  trade  of  China.  What  China  bought 
from  the  United  States  last  year,  for  example,  constituted 
54%  of  her  total  imports  from  abroad,  and  she  sold  about 
21%  of  her  exports  to  the  United  States,  giving  the  latter  a 
total  percentage  of  more  than  one-third  of  China's  foreign 
trade. 

Just  now  conditions  are  not  too  easy  for  the  conduct  of 
trade  between  our  two  nations  on  account  of  many  factors, 
including  the  shortage  of  supplies  in  the  United  States  and 
the  lack  of  sufficient  American  dollars  in  China  to  pay  for 
American  goods.  And  the  rise  of  prices  and  the  fall  of  the 
Chinese  dollar  have  made  it  difficult  for  China  to  export  her 
products  and  raw  materials  to  the  American  market.  But 
these  difficulties  which  are  the  ills  of  the  post-war  world 
cannot  last  forever.  As  the  situation  in  China  improves 
through  redoubled  efforts  of  the  Government,  these  difficul- 
ties are  bound  to  diminish  and  eventually  disappear. 

The  recent  Act  of  Congress  extending  economic  aid  to 
China  in  the  sum  of  $338  million  for  the  next  twelve  months, 
when  fully  implemented,  will  be  of  great  help  to  the  Chinese 
economic  situation  and  to  the  trade  relations  between  the 
two  countries.  This  friendly  and  statesmanlike  gesture  of 
assistance  is  much  appreciated  by  the  Chinese  nation.  It  is 
welcome  new  proof  of  American  good-will  and  friendship 
for  China,  for  which  the  Chinese  people  feel  deeply  grateful. 

I  feel  certain  that  this  new  aid  will  help  to  relieve  the 
economic  crisis  by  supplying  China  with  a  number  of  essen- 
tial American  commodities  which  she  needs  but  which  she 
is  unable  to  buy  in  sufficient  quantities  because  of  the  lack 
of  American  dollars.  The  prompt  supply  of  these  commodi- 
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ties  will  not  only  meet  the  urgent  needs  in  China  but  will 
also  help  to  withdraw  a  portion  of  the  Chinese  paper  money 
now  in  circulation,  thereby  mitigating  the  acuteness  of  the 
inflation.  It  will  also  help  to  stimulate  trade  between  the 
two  countries  because  of  the  vast  amount  of  necessary  pro- 
curement, shipping  and  distribution  through  private  firms 
and  companies. 

Fundamentally  there  is  every  reason  for  economic  co- 
operation between  China  and  the  United  States  to  increase 
as  time  goes  on.  The  economic  needs  of  the  two  countries, 
far  from  competitive,  are  really  complementary  in  character. 
The  highly  developed  technical  skill  and  industrial  produc- 
tion facilities  of  the  United  States  will  find  in  China,  which 
is  now  on  the  threshold  of  industrialization,  an  immense  field 
for  co-operation.  The  possibilities  of  the  Chinese  market  for 
American  capital  and  goods  are  unlimited  when  we  consider 
the  potential  purchasing  power  of  a  population  of  nearly 
500  millions.  On  the  other  hand,  the  wealth  of  China's  na- 
tural resources  and  the  variety  of  her  agricultural  produce, 
mineral  ores  and  raw  materials  will  supply  at  least  a  part, 
as  she  has  been  doing,  the  needs  of  American  industry  for  a 
long  period.  So  it  is  no  mere  figure  of  speech  to  say  that  the 
needs  of  China  constitute  an  opportunity  for  America.  An 
economic  co-operation  between  our  two  countries  whether 
in  trade,  industry  and  investment  is  bright  and  full  of 
promise  in  the  future  for  reciprocal  benefit. 

Perhaps  the  most  important  aspect  of  Sino- American  re- 
lations because  of  its  far-reaching  effect  is  in  the  cultural 
field.  American  interest  in  the  Orient  was  stimulated  by  the 
growth  of  early  clipper  trade  which  was  in  fact  as  much 
trade  in  ideas  as  it  was  in  commodities.  As  a  result  of  peri- 
odic exchange  of  goods,  each  nation  began,  as  it  was  inevit- 
able, to  learn  something  of  the  other's  strangely  contrasting 
civilization. 

The  impact  which  the  China  trade  had  on  the  shaping  of 
certain  phases  of  the  American  life  and  culture  has  been 
very  noticeable.  Thus  during  the  historic  debate  in  the  1820's 
over  the  occupation  of  Oregon  and  California,  the  argument 
was  repeatedly  advanced  by  proponents  of  westward  ex- 
pansion that  such  measure  would  promote  trade  with  China. 
John  Floyd  of  Virginia  even  declared  in  1821  that  one  of  the 
great  rewards  for  settlement  in  the  Northwest  would  be 
control  of  that  trade  "which  the  West  has  been  seeking 
ever  since  Solomon  sent  out  his  ships  in  search  of  the  gold 
of  Ophir." 

In  the  gradual  growth  of  other  than  political  and  commer- 
cial ties  between  the  two  countries,  the  introduction   of

Chinese  manufactures  into  America  was  a  step  of  primary- 
importance  in  spreading  somewhat  more  broadly  a  knowl- 
edge of  the  Chinese  civilization.  While  tea,  the  principal 
commodity  for  importation  into  the  United  States,  consti- 
tuted an  important  household  beverage,  the  influx  of  nan- 
keens and  crepes  is  said  to  have  opened  a  new  epoch  in  the 
history  of  American  clothing.  In  its  finer  aspect  of  cultural 
interchange,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  porcelain  wares 
from  China  inaugurated  a  reform  in  the  table  furnishings 
of  many  a  family  in  Salem  or  Boston  in  the  early  nineteenth 
century.  Almost  all  opulent  houses  were  adorned  in  one  way 
or  other  with  some  specimens  of  Chinese  pottery.  In  the  his- 
tory of  American  furniture  making,  the  Chippendale  chair  is 
an  important  surviving  evidence  of  the  great  influence 
China  exerted  in  the  days  of  "the  Canton  trade."  Lacquer 
and  lacquer  works  were  much  sought  after  by  connoisseurs. 

In  the  more  philosophical  aspect,  the  Chinese  mode  of 
thinking  was  not  entirely  unknown  to  the  giants  of  early 
American  literature.  For  purposes  of  illustration,  we  may 
refer  to  the  knowledge  which  Nathaniel  Hawthorne  acquired 
of  the  so-called  East  India,  principally  China,  resulting  from 
his  father's  trips  to  the  Orient  as  a  sea  captain.  Thoreau,  the 
philosopher  of  Concord,  in  his  immortal  Walden  narrated 
the  story  of  Confucius  in  his  interview  with  a  minister  of 
the  Wei  kingdom  expounding  the  virtue  of  what  he  called 
daily  ''reducing  the  number  of  one's  faults."  Emerson  is 
said  to  have  read  the  Chinese  classics  in  the  English  transla- 
tion, and  Washington  Irving  was  inspired  to  depict  vividly 
the  trade  with  China  in  Astoria. 

These  are  some  of  the  most  remarkable  traces  of  Chinese 
influence  upon  American  culture.  The  cultural  influences 
which  have  flowed  from  the  United  States  to  China,  on  the 
other  hand,  have  been  even  more  significant.  Of  the  latter, 
American  ideas,  scientific  thoughts,  and  modern  educational 
methods  were  carried  to  China  in  no  small  measure  through 
the  principal  vehicles  of  the  Christian  missionary  movement 
in  China.  Although  the  Nestorians  went  to  China  in  the 
T'ang  dynasty  and  several  Jesuit  priests  arrived  at  the 
Court  of  Ming  Emperors,  organized  movement  for  the  propa- 
gation of  the  Gospel  and  the  spread  of  Western  knowledge 
was  not  inaugurated  until  the  nineteenth  century.  The  first 
American  missionaries  to  China,  Abeel  and  Bridgeman, 
reached  Canton  in  1830,  and  shortly  afterwards  numerous 
other  pioneers  followed.  Societies  and  churches  were  founded 
in  succession  and  great  progress  was  made.  While^the  teach- 
ing of  the  Gospel  of  Christ  has  always  been  much  appre- 
ciated by  those  who  follow  it  closely,  the  thing  which  stanHs 
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out  most  prominently  to  the  majority  of  the  Chinese  is  their 
work  in  the  educational  field.  In  the  roster  of  early  pioneer 
American  missionaries,  the  great  names  which  they  always 
cherish  include  Young  J.  Allen  of  The  Methodist  Church, 
the  translator  of  numerous  Western  books  into  Chinese  and 
the  editor  of  the  famous  OFFICIAL  NEW  GAZETTE.  S. 
Wells  Williams,  the  author  of  the  classical  account  of  the 
Chinese  civilization  entitled  "The  Middle  Kingdom,"  and 
W.  A.  P.  Martin,  the  translator  of  the  volume  on  interna- 
tional law  by  Wheator  into  Chinese,  who  was  also  instru- 
mental in  organizing  the  Tung  Wen  College,  the  first  modern 
school  established  by  the  Chinese  Government  in  the  nine- 
teenth century.  The  diffusion  of  the  light  and  truth  of  West- 
ern learning  and  science  has  been  an  important  contribution 
of  the  American  missionaries  to  Chinese  knowledge  and 
thought  in  addition  to  their  valuable  work  in  this  evangelical 
field. 

But  the  introduction  of  democratic  thoughts  through  the 
mission  schools  and  through  the  Chinese  returned  students 
who  came  to  America  to  study  largely  inspired  by  their  con- 
tact with  American  missionaries  in  China  has  been  of  the 
greatest  import.  It  is  indeed  no  exaggeration  to  say  that 
as  the  principal  channel  through  which  China  became  gradu- 
ally familiar  with  the  West,  the  missionaries  were  preparing 
in  fact  the  ground  for  the  revolution  which  led  to  the  over- 
throw of  the  Manchu  dynasty  and  the  establishment  of  the 
Chinese  Republic.  Their  activities  were  not  by  any  means  the 
sole  cause  for  this  phenomenal  change.  China  was  already 
adjusting  her  national  life  to  the  modern  world  as  a  conse- 
quence of  the  general  impact  of  the  West.  Nevertheless  it 
must  be  said  that  the  activities  of  the  American  missionaries 
helped  materially  to  shape  the  course  of  this  great  event. 
Dr.  Sun  Yat-sen's  Three  Principles,  which  underlie  the 
foundation  of  the  Chinese  Republic  and  which  are  now  in- 
corporated in  the  new  Constitution,  are,  in  the  last  analysis, 
based  upon  the  democratic  concept  of  Abraham  Lincoln  ex- 
pressed in  his  famous  phrase  of  ''government  of  the  people, 
by  the  people,  and  for  the  people." 

The  impact  of  our  two  different  civilizations  each  on  the 
other  has  been  very  great  and  its  influence  has  been  far- 
reaching  especially  on  the  Chinese  side.  Just  think  of  the 
fact,  for  example,  that  the  President  of  China  today  and 
the  first  lady  the  the  land,  whose  Methodist  Bishop  Z.  T. 
Kaung  is  with  us  this  evening,  are  Methodist  Christians.  In 
China  where  freedom  of  worship  has,  with  rare  exceptions, 
been  recognized  for  more  than  two  thousand  years,  we  do 
not,  as  a  rule,  speak  much  of  the  religious  beliefs  of  indi- 
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viduals.  But  the  fact  which  I  have  just  mentioned  is  a  strik- 
ing proof  of  the  profound  influence  of  the  American  mis- 
sionary work  in  China,  a  country  where  the  great  bulk  of 
the  people  have  been  nurtured  for  twenty  centuries  or  more 
in  the  schools  of  Confucianism,  Taoism  and  Buddhism. 

The  widespread  New  Life  Movement,  which  is  sponsored 
by  Generalissimo  and  Madame  Chiang  Kai-shek,  in  part  has 
the  Christian  concept  of  life  and  service  of  its  founders. 
This  movement,  in  many  respects  not  unlike  the  great  work 
of  the  Y.M.C.A.,  aims  to  teach  people  to  cultivate  wholesome 
habits  and  to  pursue  worthy  ideals  of  service  to  society  and 
nation. 

It  is  significant  to  note  that  the  fundamental  outlook  of 
the  Chinese  and  American  peoples  on  life  is  much  the  same, 
they  both  always  try  to  lead  a  better  and  more  useful  life 
to  that,  when  it  comes  to  the  journey's  end,  it  will  not  have 
been  undertaken  in  vain.  Their  ideals  and  aspirations  are 
similar.  They  both  love  freedom,  adore  peace,  cherish  good- 
will toward  all,  pursue  happiness  and  prosperity,  and  like 
to  see  others  equally  happy  and  prosperous. 

It  is  perhaps  due  to  this  underlying  common  denominator 
in  their  sentiments,  thoughts  and  ideals  that  their  countries 
got  along  so  well  with  each  other  ever  since  they  came  into 
contact  more  than  a  century  ago.  Difliculties  sometimes 
arose  between  them  but  they  were  always  settled  by  amic- 
able means.  Never  were  their  peaceful  and  friendly  relations 
ever  serious  interrupted  by  resort  to  armed  conflict.  It  is 
an  example  of  mutual  respect,  friendship  and  co-operation 
between  nations  which  should  be  possible  in  the  whole  world 
if  the  foundation  is  laid  right. 

Rudyard  Kipling's  ballad  of  East  and  West  is  often 
quoted  to  convey  an  idea  of  the  difl^iculty  of  bringing  them 
together,  but  it  is  often  quoted  in  part  and  therefore  with  a 
mistaken  emphasis.  The  complete  ballad  reads: 

"Oh,  East  is  East,  and  West  is  West,  and  never  the  twain  shall  meet 
Till  Earth  and  Sky  stand  presently  at  God's  great  Judgment  Seat 
But  there  is  neither  East  nor  West,  Border,  nor  Breed,  nor  Birth 
When  two  strong  men  stand  face  to  face,  though  they  come  from  ends 
of  the  earth!" 

As  it  is  with  two  strong  men,  so  it  is  with  two  nations 
of  an  equally  strong  character,  like  China  and  the  United 
States.  Between  them  there  is  neither  East  nor  West,  neither 
border  nor  breed  nor  birth.  Nothing  can  separate  them,  for 
though  they  stand  at  different  places  on  the  surface  of  the 
earth,  deep  down  in  their  hearts  there  beat  the  same  throb- 
bings  which  respond  in  the  same  way  to  the  same  sentiments 
and  ideals.  It  is  this  identity  of  high  purpose  and  tender 
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feelings  which  make  it  easy  for  them  to  work  together  for 
a  common  cause. 

Just  now  China  is  passing  through  another  period  of  great 
social  and  political  crisis.  Her  government  and  people  are 
beset  by  the  most  difficult  economic  problems,  which  are 
largely  the  legacy  of  a  full  decade  of  war,  and  the  most 
formidable  armed  revolt  which  draws  its  inspiration  from 
the  Communist  headquarters  abroad  and  from  the  ruthless 
spirit  of  totalitarianism  which  it  inspires. 

The  issues  at  stake  in  the  situation  are  of  great  moment 
to  all  lovers  of  peace  and  democracy.  For  China  the  struggle 
that  is  now  going  on  between  the  Chinese  Communist  forces 
and  the  National  Government  is  a  question  of  deciding 
whether  she  shall  achieve  national  unity  and  remain  a  free 
and  independent  nation,  or  whether  s-he  shall  become  a  to- 
talitarian Communist  State  and  follow  the  trail  of  the 
countries  that  lie  on  the  other  side  of  the  "iron  curtain."  For 
the  world  at  large,  it  is  a  conflict  between  those  who  desire 
to  be  free  and  to  pursue  the  democratic  way  of  life,  and 
those  who  do  not  believe  in  democracy  and  wish  to  enslave 
the  common  people  as  mere  tools  of  the  State.  It  is  part  and 
parcel  of  the  common  struggle  against  the  expansionist  pol- 
icy of  aggressive  Communism  for  world  domination.  Viewed 
against  the  background  of  the  world  situation  in  the  West- 
ern Hemisphere,  in  Europe  and  in  the  Middle  East,  the 
Chinese  conflict  is  really  one  between  democracy  and  Com- 
munism, between  liberty  and  slavery,  between  stability  and 
chaos. 

In  this  struggle  in  Eastern  Asia,  as  in  similar  struggles 
in  other  parts  of  the  world,  the  United  States,  as  the  citadel 
of  democracy  and  the  recognized  leader  in  the  battle  for  a 
peaceful  and  free  world,  has  important  tasks  which  it  cannot 
under-estimate.  And  judging  by  the  record  of  their  close 
co-operation  in  the  past,  I  am  sure  that  the  United  States 
will  co-operate  with  China  in  the  future  with  an  equally  full 
realization  of  the  community  of  their  interests  and  the  iden- 
tity of  their  high  purposes  in  this  distracted  and  disquieting 
world. 

MEDICINE  AND   RELIGION 
Rabbi  Joshua  Loth  Liebman 
(See  Journal,  page  418) 
Bishop  Wade,  Dr.  Meister  and  Friends  of  this  Distin- 
guished Gathering:  I  really  feel  it  an  enormous  privilege  to 
come  here  at  the  end  of  your  deliberations  this  last  night 
before  adjournment  and  to  participate  in  this  program. 
I  was  deeply  touched  as  I  listened  to  the  choir,  the  beauty 
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of  the  voices,  and  particularly  because  this  choir  comes 
to  Boston  to  this  Conference  from  the  city  of  Youngstown, 
where  my  grandfather  of  blessed  memory  was  the  first 
Rabbi  and  established  the  first  synagogue  in  that  community. 
I  think  it  is  quite  significant  of  the  spirit  which  has  ani- 
mated The  Methodist  Church  throughout  America  and 
throughout  the  world,  that  this  moment  of  fellowship  should 
be  experienced  this  evening.  This  happens  to  be  the  evening 
of  my  Sabbath  and  when  I  leave  this  gathering  I  shall  go  to 
my  synagogue  and  conduct  my  services,  the  traditional  Sab- 
bath services  and  preach  to  my  congregation. 

It  is  a  symbol  of  fellowship  in  an  age  of  grave  brutality 
and  callousness,  when  the  conscience  of  humanity  seems  to 
be  suffering  in  so  many  parts  of  the  world  with  moral  and 
spiritual  laryngitis,  when  indeed  we  find  ourselves  con- 
fronted with  vast  problems  and  grave  difficulties,  that  a 
Rabbi  of  Israel  should  come  to  you  to  speak  on  the  theme 
of  Medicine  and  Religion. 

Under  the  auspices  of  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes 
of  this  great  Methodist  Church  fellowship  is  nothing  new  in 
my  experience  with  the  Methodist  leaders.  When  I  came  to 
Boston  in  1939  from  Chicago,  G.  Bromley  Oxnam  came  here 
as  the  leader  of  this  Area.  During  the  years  of  his  leadership 
we  faced  many  problems,  much  tension  in  this  area,  and  it 
was  one  of  the  joys  and  blessings  of  my  life  to  be  able  to 
stand  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  Bishop  Oxnam,  prophetic 
spokesman  of  Christianity  at  its  best. 

When  he  went  to  New  York,  Bishop  Hartman  came  to 
leadership,  and  during  these  past  years  I  have  had  the  same 
kind  of  magnificent  friendship  and  fellowship  with  him. 

I  want  to  say  to  this  Conference  what  is  in  my  heart,  a 
fragmentary  part  of  what  I  was  able  to  say  a  few  months 
ago  at  the  meeting  in  tribute  to  Bishop  Hartman.  Jews  and 
Christians,  White  and  Negro,  men  of  all  creeds  and  all  faiths 
and  all  backgrounds  here  in  New  England  have  been  richly 
blessed  with  the  superb  vision,  the  courage  and  that  same 
type  of  prophetic  statesmanship  which  characterized  his 
predecessor  and  his  predecessors.  I  rejoice  to  call  him  my 
beloved  brother  and  friend. 

During  these  years  I  have  had  also  the  great  joy  of  fellow- 
ship with  many  of  the  Methodist  ministers.  I  know  I  shall  be 
forgiven  if  I  mention  but  one  name,  Reverend  Emory  Bucke, 
with  whom  I  have  worked.  We  have  labored  together, 
struggled  together.  And  he  too  has  been  of  enormous  strength 
and  of  enormous  help  for  liberalism  and  the  dynamic  coura- 
geous message  of  prophetic  religion  in  this  area.  I  congratu- 
late ourselves  in  New  England,  as  well  as  The  Methodist 
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Church,  and  Christianity,  that  we  are  rich  and  blessed  with 
such  men  and  such  leaders. 

Now  we  gather  together  at  a  time  of  great  chaos  and 
menace  and  uncertainty.  No  one  would  seek  for  a  complacent 
peace  of  mind,  a  selfish,  self -centered  search  for  individual 
tranquillity.  The  message  of  this  Conference  is  a  memorable, 
prophetic  message,  and  questions  for  the  disturbed  con- 
science, the  sensitivity  of  conscience,  as  well  as  the  balanced 
mind. 

All  of  us  trying  to  find  a  way  to  the  light  in  this  dark  time 
can  find  certain  symbols,  and  among  those  symbols  the  work 
of  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes.  Theirs  is  a  long  tradi- 
tion; both  in  Judaism  and  Christianity  there  is  a  concern 
for  healing.  It  is  interesting  to  know  that  in  the  Hebrew 
language  the  word  for  hospital  is  "hekdesh."  "Hekdesh, 
hekdesh,  hekdesh — heal,  heal,  heal !"  It  is  related  to  the 
word  of  Isaiah.  The  hospital  was  regarded  as  a  place  of  holi- 
ness because  it  was  a  place  of  healing. 

Religion  and  medicine,  religion  and  science  have  had 
throughout  the  ages  some  turbulent  relations,  many  family 
quarrels,  and  yet  we  know  that  we  are  bound  together  in  this 
inter-dependent  world  now  more  than  ever  before;  bound 
together  by  faith,  by  a  creative  curiosity ;  and  by  subordina- 
tion to  discipline. 

Religion  speaks  of  faith,  the  faith  of  the  heart  and  the 
mind  of  God.  Science  speaks  of  hypothesis,  assumptions.  But 
as  the  late  Dr.  Walter  Cannon  expressed  it,  no  progress  is 
possible  in  science  without  the  creative  intuition,  the  leap 
into  the  unknown,  the  act  of  faith  at  its  best  on  the  part  of 
the  pioneers  in  the  laws  of  nature,  the  laws  of  God. 

I  think  it  is  quite  correct  to  say  that  there  should  be  a 
two-way  passage  between  religion  and  science,  religion  and 
medicine.  Medicine  has  many  things  to  teach  us  in  the  house- 
hold of  religion :  The  lessons  of  tentativeness,  humility,  the 
kind  of  humility  before  facts,  and  great  barriers  against 
pride  and  arrogance. 

Religion  can  learn  from  medicine  and  apply  idealism,  a 
concern  with  compassion,  for  the  healing  of  the  individual. 
Religion  that  often  speaks  of  the  dignity,  of  the  worth  of 
every  person,  can  learn  many  lessons  from  the  practice  of 
medicine.  Medicine  can  say  to  us  of  the  household  of  religion, 
beware  of  the  arteriosclerosis  of  dogma ;  be  on  guard  against 
the  dangers  of  the  bacteria  of  sectarian  pride ;  be  on  guard 
against  uncriticised  and  an  uncritical  faith,  any  retreat 
from  reason. 

Yes,  we  have  much  to  learn  from  the  practice  and  theory 
of  medicine,  even  as  medicine  and  science  have  much  to

learn  from  religion.  We  of  religion  can  say  to  medicine  and 
to  the  great  physicians  of  the  body,  of  the  mind :  you  be  on 
guard  against  idolatry,  the  parochial.  You  know,  many  great 
doctors  are  pre-occupied  and  absorbed  in  the  concrete  tasks 
of  their  service,  and  many  times  lose  a  sense  of  the  wider 
contexts,  of  the  wider  horizons.  Religion  can  and  must  say  to 
science,  all  of  the  healing  resources  of  the  world  are  not 
created  by  us  men;  they  are  just  discovered  by  us,  used  by 
us,  made  available  to  us  by  the  power  greater  than  men, 
the  creative  power  of  God. 

Religion  and  science  have  much  to  learn,  one  from  the 
other,  each,  in  these  dark  days.  The  area  is  different,  many 
of  the  emphases  are  different.  Science  is  so  concerned  with 
fact;  religion  is  primarily  concerned  not  merely  with  the 
relationship  of  man  to  God  and  worship,  but  also  with  the 
great  moral  and  ethical  values. 

Science  can  oftentimes  teach  us  how  to  get  what  we  want. 
Religion  at  its  best  can  and  must  teach  us  what  we  ought 
to  want,  what  should  be  the  imperatives,  driving  us,  the  pur- 
poses spurring  us  on  realistically  toward  God's  kingdom. 

I  think  at  this  moment  of  what  religion  and  medicine 
achieved  together,  how  we  are  bound  really.  And  why  it  is 
quite  important  and  why  it  is  quite  relevant  for  such  a  great 
church  as  The  Methodist  Church  to  be  the  sponsor  of,  the 
patron  of,  great  hospitals,  religious  centers,  research  cen- 
ters, clinics  as  well  as  homes,  the  source  of  physical  healing 
as  well  as  of  spiritual  and  moral  strength.  Religion  and  medi- 
cine are  bound  together. 

We  both  know  how  frail  man  is.  We  stand  together  at  the 
moment  of  birth,  and  we  also  stand  together  when  the  in- 
exorable scissors  are  wielded  by  the  angel  of  death.  We  are 
bound  together  by  a  sense  of  humility  before  the  creative 
resources  of  God.  And  at  our  best,  the  laboratory  and  the 
sanctuary  are  united,  united  in  a  sense  of  commitment  and 
consecreation  to  life,  life  and  more  life. 

In  this  time  of  great  darkness  and  crimes,  when  some  of 
the  voices  of  men  are  being  lifted  in  despair  and  defeatism, 
it  was  indeed  a  source  of  light  and  hope  for  me  in  seeing  the 
words  of  the  Episcopal  Address,  in  hearing  from  Emory 
Bucke  this  evening.  This  Conference  has  taken  its  stand,  as 
other  Conferences  of  The  Methodist  Church,  against  fatal- 
ism, the  failure  of  nerve,  resignation  before  the  evils  of  life. 

Medicine  can  teach  us  by  its  example  and  by  its  achieve- 
ments, can  teach  us  of  religion,  the  lessons  of  hope,  of  prog- 
ress, of  human  unity,  at  a  time  when  we  hear  great  poets, 
like  W.  H.  Auden,  and  great  novelists  and  philosophers, 
men  like  Sarte  of  France. 
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When  we  find  these  prophets  of  doom,  these  spokesmen 
of  pessimism  proclaiming  that  the  human  adventure  is 
doomed  and  that  we  are  approaching  the  absolute  night  of 
dissolution,  it  is  good  for  us  to  be  reminded  by  medicine, 
which  is  the  spokesman  of  life  against  death,  of  its  refusal 
to  bow  the  knee  before  darkness  and  pain. 

In  every  Methodist  hospital,  as  in  every  Jewish  hospital, 
in  every  hospital  throughout  this  country  and  in  the  world, 
in  every  clinic  and  laboratory  there  are  men  working  and 
struggling  and  succeeding  in  the  conquest  of  all  desiccations 
and  pain  for  the  life  which  is  triumphant. 

How  can  we  attempt  to  despair,  how  can  we  permit  a 
premature  despair  to  come  over  the  human  race  when  we 
see  what  has  been  accomplished  in  50  years?  If  we  think 
back  to  50  years  ago,  there  was  no  radium,  no  X-ray,  typhoid 
and  diphtheria  still  unconquered,  penicillin  and  sulfanilimide 
still  absolutely  undreamed-of.  If  we  think  of  the  conquests 
within  the  last  few  years,  these  past  decades,  how  can  we  of 
religion,  how  can  we,  given  this  example  by  our  brothers 
of  science,  ever  sound  the  note  of  despair,  defeatism,  sur- 
render, resignation  to  faith?  Not  only  the  message  of  hope 
from  medicine,  the  message  also  of  progress,  of  new  horizons 
still  before  us,  great  horizons. 

There  is  this  new  field  of  psycho-somatics  in  medicine, 
dealing  with  the  whole  man.  That  is  what  religion  wants  to 
do ;  that  is  what  the  prophets  of  Israel,  that  is  what  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  that  is  what  the  great  sages  and  saints  of  all  the 
great  faiths  of  mankind  tried  to  do — make  man  whole,  make 
man  one  within  himself. 

This  is  the  great  goal  of  some  of  the  new  work  in  medicine, 
in  our  hospitals  and  our  clinics.  We  have  learned  that  there 
are  not  only  broken  bones  and  dislocated  bones  but  broken 
emotions  and  dislocated  emotions. 

The  words  of  Shakespeare,  "Anger  is  my  meat;  I  sup 
upon  myself,  and  so  shall  starve  with  feeling" — those  words 
are  so  profoundly  true.  Anger  is  the  meat  of  millions — anger, 
fear,  hostility,  loneliness,  grief;  all  the  daily  meat  of  mil- 
lions of  people  all  over  the  world.  And  they  sup  upon  them- 
selves and  they  starve  themselves  into  tragedy  and  violence 
and  chaos  with  the  feeding. 

Medicine  and  religion  have  to  join  hands  in  this  area,  to 
learn  how  to  cure  what  the  great  poet  called,  "The  toothache 
in  the  heart  of  mind" — all  these  pains  of  repressed  anxiety, 
hostility  and  rage,  of  hate  instead  of  love,  of  bigotry  instead 
of  brotherhood.  We  have  the  great  task  before  us,  religion 
and  medicine,  of  making  this  conquest  and  achieving  the 
beginnings  of  a  new  inner  unity  for  humanity,  to  make  man 
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one  again,  to  end  the  civil  war  within  the  human  spirit,  the 
human  mind  that  is  the  source  of  so  much  outer  war  and 
cruelty  and  destruction. 

Finally,  medicine  has  a  great  lesson  to  teach  the  nations  of 
the  world.  My  friends,  we  speak  about  one  world  and  we 
dream  of  the  achievement  of  a  United  Nations  of  that  one 
world.  We  are  dismayed  at  the  fragmentizing  of  the  world 
and  the  split. 

In  medicine  there  is  one  world.  There  is  no  Chinese  peni- 
cillin and  American  sulfanilimide.  There  is  one  penicillin 
and  one  sulfanilimide  for  the  whole  human  family.  There 
are  no  boundaries,  no  narrow  sovereignties  in  the  discoveries 
of  medicine,  in  the  healing  drugs.  Men  of  every  race  and 
every  creed  and  every  color  have  created  this  unity. 

Humanity  should  be  able  to  take,  we  in  religion  should 
be  able  to  take,  inspiration.  We  speak  of  unity,  unity  within 
the  household  of  religion.  We  can  take  an  example  from  the 
pages  of  the  doctors  of  the  world,  and  begin  to  follow  in  their 
pathway  the  pursuit  of  truth,  unitedly,  without  barriers  and 
walls  separating  us. 

There  are  many  dangers  ahead  of  the  whole  human  race. 
You  and  I  know  of  them,  we  hear  of  them  and  think  about 
them,  and  we  worry  about  them.  We  have  come  to  a  point, 
really,-  without  exaggeration  where  we  human  beings  are 
going  to  have  to  become  better  than  we  have  ever  been  be- 
fore or  there  will  be  no  humanity.  The  luxury  of  hatred  is 
a  luxury  that  can  no  longer  be  afforded  by  the  human  race 
that  now  lives  on  the  same  street.  We  all  do  live  on  the  same 
street  of  destiny — Russians,  Americans,  Chinese,  British, 
all  the  peoples  of  the  earth ;  they  all  are  going  to  live  together 
on  the  same  street  or  perish  in  the  same  atomic  dust. 

The  choice  before  us,  victory,  is,  shall  it  be  the  isotopes  of 
healing,  or  the  radio-activity  of  death? 

I  submit  to  you  that  in  this  time  of  great  crisis  religion  and 
medicine  can  and  must  unite  in  the  spirit  of  the  great  Amer- 
ican poet  Walt  Whitman,  whose  words  could  be  taken  as  a 
text  and  a  model  for  the  kind  of  life  that  is  needed  in  our 
century:  "I  know  that  all  men  ever  born  are  my  brothers. 
In  all  people  I  see  myself.  I  will  not  have  a  single  person 
slighted  or  left  away.  I  do  not  ask  a  wounded  man  how  he 
feels ;  I  myself  become  the  wounded  person.  When  I  give  I 
do  not  give  a  lecture  on  charity,  when  I  give  I  give  myself. 
Whoever  degrades  another  degrades  me.  I  will  not  have 
something  that  all  cannot  have  the  counterpart  of  on  the 
same  terms,  I  know  that  all  men  ever  born  are  my  brothers," 

That  spirit  of  Whitman,  the  American  poet  of  democracy, 
is  the  spirit  of  the  Doctor  at  his  best  with  his  empathy,  his

ability  to  see  in  the  heart  of  the  needs  of  the  patient ;  of  the 
clergyman  at  his  best  with  his  empathy,  able  to  see  into  the 
sorrows,  the  aspirations,  the  defeats  and  the  fulfillments  of 
the  worshipper  before  him. 

There  is  a  superb  passage  which  is  one  of  my  favorites 
from  an  old  Hebrew  manuscript  with  which  I  want  to  close. 
I  recently  translated  this  myself.  An  aged  Rabbi  was  asked 
the  question,  "We  are  told,  'thou  shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thy  heart,  with  all  thy  soul,  with  all  thy  might,'  but 
we  cannot  see  God.  How  can  we  love  God  whom  we  cannot 
see?" 

That  old  Rabbi  answered,  "How  does  a  child  come  to  know 
how  to  read  a  book?  He  learns  the  alphabet  letter  by  letter 
and  the  more  letters  he  comes  to  know,  the  more  he  is  able 
to  put  the  letters  together  into  words,  the  words  into  sen- 
tences and  finally  the  sentences  into  a  book  and  then  he 
comes  to  know  the  author  of  that  book." 

So  said  that  ancient  Rabbi. 

Every  human  being  is  just  one  letter  in  the  book  of  God 
and  the  more  letters  that  we  come  to  know  and  treasure, 
the  closer  we  come  to  the  author  of  the  Book  of  Life.  Do  we 
men  and  women  learn  to  treasure  the  letters  of  God  or  do 
we  sometimes  erase  them  or  blur  them  by  cruelty  and  selfish- 
ness? The  answer  was  given  in  the  Episcopal  Address  about 
the  letters  of  the  human  alphabet  you  call  Negroes ;  the  great 
words  spoken  in  the  Episcopal  Address  against  anti-Semi- 
tism; the  blurring  of  the  letters  that  are  called  Jews;  the 
words  against  the  blurring  of  any  letters;  the  knowledge 
that  every  human  being  on  this  earth  is  one  equal  consonant 
in  the  vocabularity  of  Divinity.  That  is  the  spirit  that  ani- 
mates hospitals  and  centers  of  healing  and  of  holiness.  That 
is  the  spirit  that  can  unite  us,  men  and  women  of  religion, 
children  of  the  same  God,  to  work  together  in  a  time  of  dark- 
ness, to  build  and  to  create  the  world  of  light,  working  to- 
gether in  the  spirit  of  an  ancient  Hebrew  passage,  "For  the 
blessing  of  all  and  the  hurt  of  none;  for  the  joy,  the  life  of 
all  and  the  woe  of  none." 

THE  CLEVELAND  CONFERENCE  FOR  YOUTH 

Hoover  Rupert 

Prepared  for  Presentation  to  General  Conference 
Education!  Night 

There  is  no  need  to  introduce  the  Cleveland  Conference  to 
a  Methodist  gathering.  So  great  has  been  the  impact  of  The 
Methodist  Youth  Conference  at  the  turn  of  the  year,  that 
few  Methodists  have  not  heard  directly  of  the  Conference. 
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But  if  there  are  those  who  suspect  this  Conference  simply 
to  have  been  a  big  splash  in  the  ocean  of  Methodist  experi- 
ence, to  be  forgotten  completely  or  relegated  to  the  memorial 
shelf  where  we  fondly  view  the  relics  of  our  tradition,  the 
facts  of  the  past  four  months  will  offset  those  suspicions. 

The  Conference  was  planned  from  the  beginning  as  an 
integral  part  of  the  Youth  Program  of  Methodism.  In  a  real 
sense  it  became  the  flowering  of  the  Quadrennial  Crusade 
program  for  the  Methodist  Youth  Fellowship.  A  feature  of 
the  Crusade  for  Christ,  the  Cleveland  Conference  was 
planned  as  well  to  be  the  springboard  for  the  Youth  Program 
of  the  coming  quadrennium. 

Cleveland  Conference  created  a  spiritual  atomic  explosion 
which  has  reverberated  throughout  the  nation  and  the  world, 
and  whose  religious  radiation  continues  to  spark  the  life  of 
Methodist  youth. 

But  you  are  interested  in  specific  results.  What  has  the 
Conference  done  of  permanent  influence  in  bringing  its 
theme  "Christ  Above  All"  into  reality? 

The  Cleveland  Conference  made  an  impact  on  the  nation. 
Millions  of  church  and  non-church  people  heard  of  the  Con- 
ference through  the  twenty  radio  broadcasts  from  Cleveland. 
Other  millions  read  its  story  in  TIME  and  LOOK.  Literally 
thousands  of  column  inches  in  newspapers  about  the  Con- 
ference and  those  who  attended,  told  the  story  to  the  secular 
world. 

Every  State  and  the  majority  of  the  counties  of  the  nation 
had  personal  representatives  at  Cleveland. 

Inquiries  from  business  concerns  who  saw  stories  of  the 
Conference  in  trade  journals  have  come  wanting  to  know 
what  kind  of  a  Christian  Education  Program  can  produce 
such  youngsters  as  those  who  represented  their  fellow  MYF 
members  at  Cleveland.  They  turned  New  Year's  Eve  into 
Watch  Night  Communion.  The  police  assigned  to  the  con- 
vention hall  had  little  to  do  but  direct  traffic  and  answer 
numerous  youthful  questions.  Testimony  from  the  Confer- 
ence city  indicates  the  Conference  made  a  tremendous  im- 
pact on  the  secular  life  as  well  as  the  Church  life  of  the  city. 

Here  were  Christian  youth  witnessing  in  dramatic  and 
dynamic  fashion  for  Christ.  And  the  nation  took  note ! 

In  the  second  place,  the  Cleveland  Conference  made  an 
impact  on  the  Church.  Here  was  the  largest  gathering  of 
Methodist  youth  in  40  years.  Here  was  as  representative  a 
Conference  as  has  ever  been  held  in  Methodism.  Nearly  one- 
third  of  the  charges  of  American  Methodism  were  repre- 
sented by  one  or  more  delegates.  As  nearly  as  we  can  esti- 
mate, more  than  6,000  charges  sent  delegates.  These  were 
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a  good  cross  section — from  an  open  country  church  in  Neb- 
raska with  three  members  in  the  MYF  to  the  largest  city 
church  in  the  denomination.  Every  interest  and  agency  of 
Methodism  that  has  relationship  to  the  Youth  Program  was 
represented  in  Cleveland.  Adults  were  there  as  well  as  youth. 
The  official  registration  of  10,600  included  9,400  youth  and 
1,200  adults. 

The  impact  of  potential  leadership  has  already  been  felt. 
The  Conference  was  planned  to  launch  an  intensive  follow-up 
program.  I  can  report  to  you  that  such  a  program  is  still 
being  intensively  carried  on  four  months  after  the  benedic- 
tion. Follow-up  teams  of  youth  and  adult  leader  have  car- 
ried the  message  of  Cleveland  into  approximately  25,000 
Methodist  churches.  It  is  safe,  I  think,  to  predict  that  three- 
fourths  of  the  congregations  of  Methodism  will  hear  direct 
reports  from  the  Conference.  From  reports  we  have  received, 
we  can  conclude  that  the  average  Cleveland  delegate  has 
given  a  minimum  of  three  reports  of  the  Conference  (some 
have  averaged  three  a  week  for  four  months) .  If  the  average 
attendance  was  50  (and  some  have  spoken  literally  to 
thousands),  this  means  that  165,000  persons  have  heard  a 
personal  report  on  Cleveland.  This  is  in  addition  to  excellent 
coverage  in  Church  Press,  wide  circulation  of  recordings  of 
Conference  addresses,  the  publication  of  the  Pictorial  Re- 
port, and  the  book  of  addresses  scheduled  to  be  published 
next  Monday. 

No  one  can  assess  the  value  of  all  this  from  a  statistical 
standpoint.  But  1,539  youth  decided  at  Cleveland  to  enter 
the  full-time  service  of  the  Church.  Eight  of  the  first  14 
accepted  for  J3  service  in  Japan  made  their  decision  at 
Cleveland.  Reports  of  increased  MYF  activity  and  attend- 
ance due  to  Cleveland  Conference  enthusiasm  and  zeal  grow- 
ing out  of  the  dedication  service,  indicate  that  Methodist 
youth  took  seriously  the  challenge  of  their  leaders  to  go  home 
and  do  something  about  putting  Christ  Above  All. 

Finally,  the  Cleveland  Conference  made  an  impact  on  the 
young  life  of  Methodism.  Three  months  after  the  Cofiference 
I  wrote  to  the  8,672  youth  who  signed  cards  of  dedication  at 
the  closing  of  service.  I  wish  you  could  see  the  hundreds 
of  answers  that  are  pouring  into  our  office.  The  testimony 
they  bear,  vindicates  the  faith  we  had  in  the  potency  of  such 
a  means  of  Christian  education.  One  girl  wrote : 

"Nothing  else  I  have  ever  done  or  shall  do  will  seem  as 
momentous,  as  positive  as  what  happened  in  those  days  at 
Cleveland.  Perhaps  it  was  seeing  what  an  enormously  vital 
thing  our  Church  is,  perhaps  it  was  the  fellowship  of  thou- 
sands of  other  young  people  with  the  same  problems  and 
insecurities  as  I,  but  who,  like  It~^^'ere  seeking  earnestly  to 
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find  the  answer ;  perhaps  it  was  an  honest  realization  of  my 
own  inadequacy  and  incompleteness,  but  I  know  that  at  some 
point  there,  the  words  One  World  and  Christ  Above  All  fell 
into  a  marvelous  pattern  and  the  path  to  Christian  living 
and  service  was  clear  and  unwavering." 

A  young  man  reported  that  some  had  said  it  was  an 
emotional  splurge  which  would  soon  give  out.  "But,"  said 
he,  "three  months  afterward  there  is  still  the  enthusiasm, 
the  absolute  trust  and  confidence  in  God,  and  the  positive 
conviction  that  it  will  continue  to  last  three  more  months, 
three  years,  thirty  years." 

A  girl  from  a  small  city  church  in  New  York  and  a  boy 
from  a  rural  church  in  Montana  said  they  realized  they  are 
part  of  a  great  movement  and  that  their  6  or  8  youth  in  the 
home  church  are  tied  up  with  something  big. 

Another  youth  wrote  that  now  he  had  seen  The  Methodist 
Church  and  what  Christianity  can  do — "but  most  of  all  I 
saw  my  part  in  it  all." 

There  were  thousands  of  new  and  renewed  decisions  for 
Christian  living.  Youth  left  Cleveland  with  global  minds  and 
arrived  home  to  bring  their  fellow  youth  and  their  elders 
a  message  of  inter-racial  and  international  good  will. 

Scores  of  youth  have  written  that  they  have  begun  daily 
Bible  reading  and  personal  devotions  since  Cleveland. 

Time  does  not  permit  going  on  with  hundreds  of  similar 
stories.  But  the  youth  of  Methodism  aren't  merely  looking 
back  to  Cleveland.  They  look  forward  to  lives  of  Christian 
living  because  Cleveland  helped  them  see  its  importance  and 
caused  them  to  determine  to  put  Christ  Above  All. 

A  STATEMENT  ON  WORLD  PEACE

The  Methodist  Commission  on  World  Peace  is  now  twenty- 
four  years  old.  Before  the  Conference  of  1924  the  Disciplines 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  did  not  carry  any  reso- 
lutions on  mention  of  World  peace.  During  the  Quadrennium 
of  1924-1928  the  Peace  Commission  had  no  Budget.  In  1928 
a  very  modest  appropriation  was  made  and  a  Secretary  was 
employed.  The  depression  caused  a  curtailment  in  this  pro- 
gram at  the  General  Conference  of  1932  but  since  1936  we 
have  been  led  by  Dr.  Charles  F.  Boss,  Jr.,  as  our  Executive 
Secretary.  His  indefatigable  labors  and  a  consecrated  devo- 
tion have  gained  for  the  Peace  Commission  a  high  standing 
in  the  minds  of  governmental  agencies  at  Washington  and 
throughout  the  bounds  of  interdenominational  relations. 
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Under  his  leadership  Dr.  Boss  has  reported  our  Church 
in  the  San  Francisco  Conference,  He  was  present  at  a  three- 
day  Conference  of  the  State  Department  at  which  Secretary- 
Marshall  enunciated  his  European  Relief  plans,  previous  to 
his  public  announcement  at  Harvard.  Dr.  Boss  has  recently 
appeared  before  the  Committee  on  Armed  Forces  in  both 
the  Senate  and  House.  Instead  of  being  regarded  as  an  in- 
terferer  between  legislators  the  Church  representatives 
like  Dr.  Boss  are  eagerly  awaited  as  representatives  of  Amer- 
ican public  opinion.  The  service  which  they  render  in  voicing 
the  views  of  our  religious  forces  is  immeasurable. 

While  progress  has  been  made  in  the  peace  movement,  the 
pessimism  now  has  increased  with  the  tension  of  the  times. 
Recently  I  was  asked  to  sign  a  petition  in  Washington  and 
the  one  who  made  the  request  said  that  a  distinguished  lay- 
man had  been  approached  for  his  signature  on  the  same 
document.  The  layman  answered,  "Why  sign  this  petition  or 
any  other?  War  No.  3  has  already  begun  and  all  we  can  do 
is  to  get  it  over  as  quickly  as  possible." 

We,  of  the  Peace  Commission,  do  not  subscribe  to  such 
views.  We  do  not  believe  that  war  with  Russia  is  either  im- 
minent or  inevitable.  The  suggestion  that  we  should  fight 
a  protective  war  against  the  Soviet  Union  is  too  unchristian 
for  consideration  by  a  Church  body  and  we  do  not  believe 
that  they  are  seriously  considering  any  such  contingency. 
America  prides  herself  that  she  has  never  fought  an  aggres- 
sive war.  Certainly  we  do  not  now  consider  such  a  Hitlerite 
program  as  a  war  of  prevention. 

America,  a  so-called  Christian  nation,  is  now  pitted 
against  the  Soviet  Union  which  is  avowedly  a  totalitarian 
government.  Can  the  world  see  any  difference  in  the  policies 
of  these  two  governments?  We  are  determined  that  our 
Christian  nation  shall  demonstrate  a  domestic  economy  and 
foreign  policy  so  superior  that  Godless  communism  menac- 
ing the  nations  that  now  wait  in  suspense  and  hunger  will 
turn  to  America  rather  than  to  Russia  for  leadership. 

A  great  citizen  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
J.  G.  Holland,  formerly  editor  of  the  Springfield  Republican, 
said,  "A  time  like  this  demands  strong  minds,  great  hearts, 
true  faith  and  ready  hands."  How  much  more  imperative  is 
the  present  need  for  such  qualifications? 

As  a  Peace  Commission  we  are  determined  to  develop 
strong  minds  which  can  resist  the  gusty  propaganda  of 
hatred. 

We  are  dedicated  to  creating  great  hearts  with  imagina- 
tion to  see  behind  the  headlines  and  the  microphone  with 
the  sympathy  of  the  Great  Physician.  Our  faith  did  not  begin

in  a  Munich  beer  hall  or  a  Marxian  theory  but  in  our  great 
Hebrew  Church  tradition  and  we  are  setting  ourselves  to 
develop  ready  hands  which  will  bring  democracy  and  world 
peace  to  every  last  person  in  the  land. 

THE  JERICHO  ROAD  RUNS  'ROUND  THE  WORLD

"But  beloved  be  not  ignorant  of  this  one  thing,  that  one  day  is  with 
the  Lord  as  a  thousand  years,  and  a  thousand  years  as  one  day." — II 
Peter  3:8. 

"And  Jesus  answering  said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from  Jerusa- 
lem to  Jericho  and  fell  among  thieves,  which  stripped  him  of  his 
raiment,  and  wounded  him,  and  departed,  leaving  him  half  dead." — 

Luke  10:30. 

There  is  no  equality  among  days.  There  comes  periods  in 
history  when  God  seems  to  crowd  a  thousand  years  into  one 
day. 

The  year  1870  was  such  a  time.  In  that  year  Germany  beat 
France  to  her  knees  and  extorted  an  indemnity  of  $1,000,- 
000,000.  In  addition  she  canie  into  possession  of  the  main 
bodies  of  European  iron  and  coal.  As  a  consequence  she  built 
her  economy  around  heavy  industry  and  by  1910  dominated 
the  industrial  life  of  the  continent. 

In  that  same  year,  1879,  the  Italian  Union  was  set  up  in 
the  Hall  of  Mirrors  in  Versailles  Palace  and  within  forty 
years  the  small  competing  Italian  states  had  become  one  of 
the  great  powers  of  the  continent  with  colonies,  a  thriving  in- 
dustrial life,  and  a  rapidly  expanding  influence  in  the  affairs 
of  the  world. 

In  the  year  1868  the  Meiji  emperor  came  to  the  throne 
of  Japan  and  in  the  year  1870  launched  a  program  which  was 
destined  to  lift  50,000,000  people  out  of  feudalism  and  es- 
tablish them  as  one  of  the  five  great  world  powers  with  a 
population  of  70,000,000. 

It  was  in  the  year  of  1870,  then,  that  the  three  great  Axis 
powers  came  into  existence,  and  the  destiny  of  the  entire 
world  was  involved  in  the  vast  events  of  that  highly  con- 
centrated year.  ' 

It  was  in  August,  1942,  that  the  Nazi-Italian  lines  cracked 
at  El  Alamein,  and  not  long  afterward  Italy  shifted  her  al- 
liance. But  Benito  Mussolini,  the  evil  genius  who  had  seduced 
the  nation  with  Fascism,  managed  to  escape  and  continue  as 
a  menace. 

It  was  midsummer  of  1945  when  the  German  armies  col- 
lapsed and  her  mastery  of  the  continent  came  to  an  end.  It 
was  on  August  14,  1945,  that  the  Japanese  armies  were  sur- 
rendered to  General  Douglas  MacArthur,  representing  the 
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United  States  of  America.  The  greatest  cities  of  Japan  were 
in  ruins,  her  merchant  marine  was  sunk  or  captured,  her 
industrial  system  was  destroyed,  her  navy  lay  at  the  bottom 
of  the  sea,  and  her  wicked  dream  was  at  an  end. 

Within  the  memories  of  men  now  living,  therefore,  the 
world  has  passed  through  two  years  of  high  destiny.  1870 
witnessed  the  rise  of  the  three  trouble-making  nations  of 
the  twentieth  century,  and  the  year  1945  witnessed  their 
complete  and  utter  collapse.  But  as  it  happened  when  Sam- 
son pulled  the  palace  down  over  the  heads  of  his  Philistine 
captors  at  Gaza,  so  the  fall  of  modern  Germany,  Italy,  and 
Japan  brought  civilization  crashing  down  over  us. 

The  1948  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  The  Meth- 
odist Church  is  assembled  under  the  deep  and  tragic  shadows 
of  1945. 

Never  in  the  history  of  The  Methodist  Church  has  any 
body  of  delegates  compared  with  those  who  sit  this  week  in 
these  chairs.  Coming  as  they  do  from  more  than  fifty  lands, 
there  are  among  them  those  who  have  lived  in  the  closest 
intimacy  with  horror  and  suffering.  They  have  watched  the 
scorching  of  the  earth,  the  razing  of  great  and  beautiful 
cities,  the  wrecking  of  life  and  culture,  and  the  despoiling 
and  debauching  of  continents.  They  have  tramped  the  long 
and  terrible  way  with  the  refugees ;  they  have  tasted  the  gall 
of  defeat;  they  have  agonized  and  bled,  languishing  in 
prison. 

Among  the  delegates  to  this  historic  Conference  there  is 
one  who  has  slept  for  weeks  at  a  time  under  bridges  or  hidden 
away  in  caves,  together  with  his  wife  and  little  daughter. 
Another,  caught  beneath  the  rubble  of  a  ruined  city,  and  be- 
lieving he  had  come  to  the  end  of  this  life,  consecrated  muddy 
water  that  had  seeped  into  his  dark  tunnel  and  made  of  it 
the  symbol  of  the  shed  blood  of  his  Lord.  Moldy  bread  he 
consecrated  that  it  might  symbolize  the  broken  body  of  the 
Saviour  of  mankind.  And  with  dirty  water  and  moldy  crusts 
he  celebrated  the  most  historic  Sacrament  of  the  Christian 
faith.  One  of  our  Bishops  languished  in  a  prison  camp  month 
after  month,  running  into  years.  Scores  of  our  pastors  and 
tens  of  thousands  of  our  people  have  enacted  the  tragic  role 
of  refugees.  Upon  the  bodies  of  some  present  here  tonight 
there  are  scars  which  memorialize  their  encounters  with  ges- 
tapos  and  military  police. 

Concentration  camps,  horror  chambers,  tortures,  terrors, 
prison  camps,  bombings,  death  marches,  evacuations,  burn- 
ing villages,  falling  walls,  smoking  ruins,  hordes  of  frenzied 
refugees,  transplantations  of  populations — dig  just  a  little 
way  under  the  surface  and  you  will  uncover  all  this  and  more 
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in  almost  any  row  of  delegates  to  the  1948  session  of  the 
General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church. 

The  Church  in  any  generation  must  be  judged  according 
to  the  accuracy  with  which  it  estimates  the  age  in  which  it 
lives,  and  the  courage  with  which  it  gives  battle  to  con- 
temporary sin.  This  General  Conference  of  1948  dare  not  for- 
get for  even  one  hour  the  generations  unborn  who  will  read 
the  record  the  delegates  write. 

Never  since  the  Diocletian  persecutions  and  the  penning 
of  the  Revelation  on  Patmos,  have  Christian  men  and  women 
been  made  responsible  for  interpreting  the  mind  of  Christ 
to  a  world  more  terrified  and  bewildered.  A  hundred  factors 
make  the  hour  in  which  this  General  Conference  is  assembled 
one  of  the  hinges  of  history. 

At  least  seven  facts  identify  the  year  1945  as  one  into 
which  God  packed  centuries  of  significance. 

1.  Germany  disappeared  as  a  world  power.  There  is,  to- 
day, no  Germany.  There  are  German  people — perhaps  70,- 
000,000  of  them — and  there  is  German  soil,  but  there  is  no 
Qerman  state.  German  leadership  is  gone  as  a  result  of  Nazi 
liquidations  and  allied  executions.  Nothing  parallel  to  the 
obliteration  of  Germany  has  occurred  in  a  thousand  years. 

2.  Russia  has  emerged  as  a  world  power.  In  the  brief  space 
of  30  years,  from  1917  to  1947,  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist 
Republics  has  risen  from  the  level  of  a  revolutionary  move- 
ment to  the  status  of  a  world  power.  180,000,000  people  pos- 
sessing unmatched  and  unmeasured  economic  resources,  ap- 
plying the  most  modern  scientific  techniques,  and  moving 
to  a  perfectly  regimented  rhythm,  have  achieved  a  unity  and 
a  power  hitherto  undreamed  of.  They  constitute  a  nation 
which  holds  but  one  opinion,  which  operates  with  machine- 
like precision  and  ruthlessness,  and  which  is  fired  by  a  pas- 
sion that  is  the  astonishment  of  the  world. 

As  an  economic  and  as  a  sociological  adventure  Russia  is 
without  precedent  or  parallel.  As  a  political  force  she  is  a 
threat  to  every  other  government  in  the  world.  As  a  spiritual 
phenomenon  embodiment  of  stark  materialism.  It  is  easy  to 
overestimate  and  to  underestimate  her  power,  but  withal  she 
is  the  world's  Number  One  Problem. 

3.  The  collapse  of  Japan  differed  from  the  wrecking  of 
Germany  in  the  fact  that  the  Nipponese  political  structure 
did  not  completely  disintegrate.  The  Emperor  is  still  upon 
the  throne.  The  peace  terms  have  not  yet  been  agreed  upon 
but  it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  once  proud  merchant  marine 
will  never  be  rebuilt.  All  aviation  will  be  denied  to  the  nation 
except  under  strictest  control.  Heavy  industry  which  could 
be  converted  to  war  purposes  will  be  forbidden.  With  the 
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emperor  mjrth  exploded,  with  the  "five  families"  liquidated 
and  their  wealth  distributed  to  the  people,  with  women  given 
the  right  to  franchise,  and  with  labor  encouraged  to  organize, 
the  Japan  of  1975  will  bear  little  resemblance  to  the  nation 
of  1939. 

4.  The  center  of  the  world's  gravity  will  be  shifted.  The 
discerning  student  of  world  affairs  in  1948  will  look  to  the 
west  instead  of  to  the  east.  Yonder  in  the  Pacific  the  inter- 
national drama  is  being  enacted  on  the  grand  scale.  There  a 
struggle  is  on  for  the  souls  of  1,250,000,000  people.  It  is  a 
race  between  Russian  Communism  and  American  Democ- 
racy. Just  now  the  issue  is  clearest  in  China,  but  after  that 
comes  India,  Indonesia,  Burma,  Indo-China,  the  Philippines, 
and,  who  knows,  Tibet  and  Afghanistan. 

Yonder  in  the  West  is  the  clash  of  empire :  yonder  is  the 
acute  problem  of  colonization ;  yonder  the  struggle  for  power 
is  going  on  at  a  frenzied  rate,  as  American  insistence  upon 
air  bases  and  Russian  infiltration  into  Asia  abundantly 
proves. 

It  is  on  the  West  that  we  find  the  rising  tide  of  nationalism 
in  its  most  virulent  form.  India  and  Indonesia  have  broken 
with  Europe.  Burma,  the  Philippines,  and  even  Indo-China 
are  bestirring.  Meanwhile  the  greatest  stores  of  undeveloped 
resources  lie  just  under  the  surface.  Tin,  copper,  rubber, 
copra,  oil,  manganese,  nickel,  tungsten,  and  gold  are  a  part 
of  the  stakes. 

5.  There  is  a  world-wide  turn  to  the  left.  Hundreds  of 
millions  of  the  earth's  population  have  suddenly  turned  to 
Communism.  Never  in  the  history  of  mankind  has  there  been 
any  such  movement  as  we  have  witnessed  in  our  lifetime,  in 
which  almost  half  of  the  population  of  the  globe  has,  or 
seems  to  have  been  held  in  such  low  esteem ;  never  have  they 
been  about  to  embrace  a  new  philosophy  of  life  and  econom- 
ics. Never  has  personal  liberty  among  the  earth's  peoples 
seemed  willing  to  exchange  their  freedoms  for  such  thin  pot- 
tage. England  has  gone  socialistic.  Russia  has  been  educating 
tens  of  thousands  of  young  Chinese,  Koreans,  Indians,  Ma- 
layans, Filipinos,  and  even  Tibetans,  in  communistic  doc- 
trines and  modern  scientific  techniques.  And  no  one  needs  to 
recite  the  story  of  communistic  infiltration  into  the  United 
States  of  America  or  the  nations  of  South  America.  The 
abandonment  of  one  ideology  and  the  acceptance  of  another 
by  hundreds  of  millions  is  one  of  the  most  amazing  facts 
ever  recorded  concerning  man. 

6.  The  atomic  bomb  altered  the  whole  course  of  history. 
The  diabolical  device  that  dropped  on  Hiroshima  did  much 
more  than  wipe  out  a  city  of  375,000.  It  made  necessary  the 
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rewriting  of  the  whole  science  of  political  economy,  the  re- 
vision of  all  military  tactics,  and  the  rethinking  of  the  entire 
field  of  international  relations. 

Research  in  the  field  of  cancer  is  going  forward  with 
marked  reasons  for  encouragement.  Agricultural  methods, 
pest  controls,  and  the  protection  of  crops  against  parasites 
are  all  on  the  way.  And  of  one  thing  we  may  be  very  sure : 
we  will  never  live  in  the  world  of  1940  again. 

7.  The  United  States  has  emerged  as  a  world  power. 
Harold  Laski,  the  Britisher,  said  recently  that  "America  be- 
strides the  world  like  a  colussus ;  neither  Rome  at  the  height 
of  its  power,  nor  Great  Britain  in  the  period  of  its  economic 
supremacy,  enjoyed  an  influence  so  direct,  so  profound,  or 
so  pervasive."  The  shrinking  of  the  British  Empire  has  cre- 
ated a  political  vacuum  into  which  the  United  States  is  being 
thrust  in  spite  of  itself,  as  witness  the  case  of  Palestine. 

Few  of  us,  probably,  have  ever  tried  to  think  what  it 
would  be  like  to  live  in  a  world  in  which  there  was  no  north 
star,  neither  have  we  tried  to  imagine  what  it  would  be  like  to 
get  along  in  a  world  in  which  there  was  no  British  Empire. 

Throughout  the  entire  period  of  American  history  the 
American  people  have  lived  behind  two  oceans  which  were 
patrolled  and  policed  by  the  British  Navy.  A  large  share  of 
the  capital  that  developed  our  early  American  industries 
came  from  British  sources.  It  was  British  money  that  built 
the  railways  of  China,  Manchuria,  India,  Korea,  and  Africa. 
British  enterprise  developed  the  tin  mines  and  rubber  plan- 
tations of  Malaya,  South  Africa  and  Mexico,  to  say  nothing 
of  a  long  list  of  Latin- American  nations,  are  equally  indebted 
to  the  British. 

The  Great  Britain  of  1948,  however,  is  an  entirely  differ- 
ent nation  from  the  one  of  1908.  The  world's  money  market 
moved  from  London  to  New  York  in  the  1920's.  Since  that 
time  American  automobiles,  moving  pictures,  agricultural 
machinery,  much  railway  rolling  stock,  gadgets,  and  pro- 
cessed foods  have  dominated  the  world's  markets. 

World  War  II  saw  Great  Britain  come  to  the  end  of  her 
financial  resources.  Millions  of  tons  of  shipping  paid  toll  to 
German  submarines;  the  nation's  gold  supply  practically 
disappeared;  its  coal  exports  bogged  down  in  antiquated 
mining  methods,  labor  unrest,  and  general  weariness. 

The  Empire's  one-time  vast  colonial  structure  is  in  a  state 
of  complete  collapse.  Egypt  is  gone ;  India  is  gone ;  Burma 
is  on  her  way  out;  South  Africa  is  semi-independent;  Malaya 
is  uncertain  and  unprofitable.  Meanwhile  British  statesmen 
are  seriously  considering  a  project  to  move  8,000,000  to 
12,000,000  people  from  the  tight  little  isle  to  Canada  or 
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Africa  in  order  to  relieve  the  congestion  and  the  food  prob- 
lem at  home. 

This  General  Conference  is  meeting,  then,  under  the 
shadows  of  seven  staggering  facts :  (1)  the  disappearance  of 
Germany,  (2)  the  emergence  of  Russia,  (3)  the  collapse  of 
Japan,  (4)  the  shift  of  the  world's  center  of  gravity,  (5)  the 
world-wide  turn  to  the  left,  (6)  the  dropping  of  the  atomic 
bomb,  and  (7)  the  emergence  of  the  United  States  as  the 
dominant  nation  of  the  world. 

The  world  we  face  is  utterly  unlike  any  other  time  has 
known.  We  have  within  our  grasp  the  powers  with  which 
to  conquer  disease.  Great  scientists  like  Joseph  Lister,  Robert 
Koch,  Walter  Reed,  Elie  Metchnikoff,  Paul  Ehrlich,  Ben- 
jamin Rush,  and  Pierre  Curie  have  provided  us  with  tech- 
niques and  theories  so  that  the  world  need  never  again  fear 
an  epidemic  like  the  black  death,  bubonic  plague,  small-pox, 
or  yellow  fever. 

We  have  likewise  conquered  hunger.  Famine  is  nowhere 
necessary  in  all  this  world  of  ours.  Men  like  Mark  Carleton, 
Angus  McKay,  the  Saunders,  William  and  Charles,  father 
and  son,  George  Hoffer,  "Babcock  of  Wisconsin,"  and  hun- 
dreds of  others  have  guaranteed  us  with  their  researchers 
against  all  want.  It  now  rests  with  the  politicians,  econo- 
mists, and  diplomats  to  make  this  world  safe  for  plenty. 
Sulpha  drugs,  penicillin,  electronics,  radar,  jet-propelled 
planes,  ether  waves,  frequency  modulation,  television — what 
a  world  we  could  have  if  we  could  govern  it  and  bring  it 
under  a  decent  mastery ! 

Instead,  this  General  Conference  looks  out  upon  a  world 
characterized  by  destitution,  disease,  malnutrition,  bank- 
ruptcy, industrial  paralysis,  economic  stagnation,  juvenile 
delinquency,  spiritual  apathy,  social  recklessness,  dislocated 
populations,  unprecedented  immorality,  political  hopeless- 
ness, moral  chaos,  religious  wars,  international  impotency, 
and  diplomatic  confusion. 

That  the  Christian  Church  has  been  commissioned  to  rep- 
resent Jesus  Christ  does  not  admit  of  debate.  The  charge  that 
was  laid  upon  the  waiting  and  bewildered  disciples  on  the 
day  of  our  Lord's  ascension  still  stands.  We  are  to  be  his 
witnesses  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth.  If  mankind 
is  ever  to  know  the  mind  of  Christ  and  seek  his  salvation 
then  the  Church  must  act  as  his  interpreter.  There  is  no 
other  way. 

Each  generation  has  faced  its  own  peculiar  alliance  of 
evils  from  which  there  has  been  desperate  need  of  deliver- 
ance. The  problem  of  salvation  has  varied  widely  from  cen- 
tury to  century,  and  the  Church  of  every  age  is  judged  by 
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the  intelligence  and  discernment  with  which  it  has  gone 
about  the  task  of  saving  the  people. 

Four  imperatives  confront  the  delegates  to  this  confer- 
ence. (1)  They  dare  not  be  indifferent  to  this  world  along 
the  Jericho  Road  if  they  propose  to  be  Christian.  (2)  They 
cannot  be  neutral  if  they  are  to  interpret  the  mind  of  Christ. 
(3)  They  will  betray  their  Christ  if  they  degenerate  into 
trivialities.  (4)  They  must  be  contemporary. 

It  is  impossible  to  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  can  look  out 
on  our  world  and  have  no  convictions  concerning  such  mat- 
ters as  exploited  peoples,  atomic  bombs,  robot  planes,  bac- 
teriological warfare,  industrial  war,  child  labor,  displaced 
persons,  and  liquor  advertising.  And  if  Jesus  has  opinions 
then  the  Church  must  endeavor  by  all  the  powers  at  its  com- 
mand to  discover  what  they  are.  If  it  is  to  serve  as  his  rep- 
resentative it  cannot  be  indifferent  to  anything  that  has 
moral  significance. 

All  too  often  it  has  happened  that  the  leaders  of  the 
Church  have  convened  in  the  midst  of  cataclysm  and  have 
exhausted  themselves  debating  issues  which  have  had  no 
relevancy  to  life.  Dr.  Paul  Schilp,  Professor  of  Philosophy  at 
Northwestern  University,  tells  of  a  violent  controversy 
which  raged  inside  the  Russian  Church  at  the  precise  hour 
that  the  Bolshevik  revolution  was  breaking  out  in  Petrograd 
in  1917.  Powerful  leaders  ranged  themselves  on  one  side  or 
the  other  of  the  contention  and  long  debates  were  held  under 
strict  parliamentary  discipline.  Erudite  scholarship  was 
summoned  to  produce  evidence.  The  issue  at  stake  was 
whether  or  not  a  certain  part  of  the  priest's  robe  should  be 
saffron  or  plain  yellow.  Meanwhile,  outside  the  world  was 
bursting  into  flames. 

In  other  instances  precious  spiritual  vitality  has  been  ex- 
pended in  fighting  battles  already  fought.  Henry  Ward 
Beecher,  almost  a  hundred  years  ago,  told  about  an  adven- 
ture with  his  little  house  dog.  The  famous  preacher  was 
strolling  leisurely  down  a  country  road  beside  which  there 
ran  a  high  stone  fence.  The  pudgy  little  pet  was  trotting  on 
ahead  inspecting.  Suddenly  a  chipmunk  leaped  out  from  be- 
tween two  rocks  and  went  racing  down  the  wall  a  hundred 
feet  or  more,  the  diminutive  dog  in  hot  pursuit.  At  a  con- 
venient spot  where  there  was  a  hole  in  the  fence  the  little 
creature  dashed  through  to  safety  and  disappeared  into  the 
field  on  the  other  side.  Its  pursuer,  unable  to  squeeze  through 
because  of  a  lifetime  of  rich  living,  danced  about  furiously 
and  futilely,  filling  the  air  with  the  furore  of  his  frenzy. 
Said  Dr.  Beecher  in  telling  the  story:  "Every  time  we  went 
down  that  way  for  weeks  afterward,  when  we  came  to  the 
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place  where  the  dog  had  started  up  the  chipmunk,  he  would 
go  racing  down  along  the  wall  and  up  to  the  hole.  There  he 
would  re-enact  the  hysterical  little  drama  all  over  again." 
Before  we  laugh  too  heartily  at  the  dumb  creature's  folly  we 
can  well  afford  to  go  back  over  a  few  years  of  Church  history 
and  estimate  the  expenditures  we  have  made  in  old  theo- 
logical battles  long  fought  out. 

From  the  vantage  point  of  this  General  Conference,  and 
the  historic  associations  of  the  city  of  Boston,  I  invite  the 
delegates  to  look  down  the  long  and  torturous  way  called  the 
Jericho  Road  which  stretches  out  from  the  front  entrance 
of  Mechanics  Hall  and  goes  in  every  direction  all  around  the 
world. 

Jesus'  story  of  the  good  Samaritan  is  in  serious  need  of 
new  study.  We  have  become  so  accustomed  to  thinking  about 
the  poor  wretch  who  was  set  upon  by  the  thieves  that  we 
have  almost  forgotten  the  other  characters  in  the  drama. 
There  were  at  least  four  in  the  cast :  the  victim,  the  priest, 
the  Levite,  and  the  Samaritan,  and  they  all  set  out  alone 
along  the  most  dangerous  road  in  Judea.  Each  one  knew  he 
took  his  life  in  his  hands  when  he  did  so. 

Only  by  the  grace  of  God  did  the  priest,  the  Levite,  and 
the  Samaritan  arrive  at  the  scene  of  the  tragedy  unscathed 
and  unharmed.  The  Samaritan  was  a  foreigner  in  the  land, 
and  had  probably  taken  care  to  arm  himself  before  he  set 
out.  The  priest  probably  relied  upon  his  collar  to  identify 
him  as  a  clergyman  and  not  worth  robbing.  The  Levite  may 
have  planned  on  talking  the  thieves  out  of  their  thievery. 

There  is  tense  drama,  however,  in  the  description  of  the 
victim.  Note  the  words:  "stripped,  wounded,  half  dead." 
On  the  highway  that  led  down  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho 
that  morning  there  was  but  one  victim  lying  in  the  pool  of 
blood,  unable  to  rise.  But  the  Jericho  Road  that  stretches 
down  from  Mechanics  Hall  is  littered  with  the  stripped,  the 
wounded,  and  the  half  dead ! 

No  man  with  any  sensitivity  is  able  to  walk  through  the 
ruins  of  Europe  and  be  unmoved.  If  he  thinks  of  the  tragedy 
with  the  mind  of  Christ  he  will  carry  scars  upon  his  soul 
to  the  day  of  his  death.  The  impoverishment  of  an  entire 
continent  is  an  unparalleled  disaster. 

The  soil  of  Europe  is  in  no  wise  the  equal  of  the  rich  loam 
of  Ohio,  Illinois,  Indiana,  Iowa,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  the  Da- 
kotas,  Minnesota,  Oklahoma,  Texas  or  Wisconsin.  For  cen- 
turies it  has  been  drained  of  its  nitrogen,  phosphates,  and 
calcium.  At  least  a  hundred  years  ago  sytematic  fertilization 
began  and  for  the  last  fifty  years  it  has  been  impregnated 
with  chemicals  every  year  in  order  to  keep  it  productive. 
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With  the  outbreak  of  the  war  fertilizer  factories  were  turned 
to  war  production  with  the  result  that  little  or  no  fertiliza- 
tion has  been  added  to  the  soil  during  the  last  decade. 

The  consequences  are  inevitable.  The  soil  has  been  de- 
pleted, its  productivity  has  deteriorated,  and  the  vitamin  con- 
tent of  the  grain  it  produces  is  at  least  20%  subnormal.  Com- 
petent soil  chemists  have  estimated  that  it  will  require  at 
least  twenty-five  years  to  rebuild  the  good  earth  of  Europe. 

During  the  war  the  wool  producing  flocks  were  destroyed 
in  large  part  to  provide  clothing  and  food  for  the  armies. 
This  can  have  but  one  result:  the  whole  continent  will  go 
thinly  clad  and  undernourished  until  the  losses  can  be  re- 
couped. I  have  visited  cities  in  Europe  where  I  have  been 
told  that  every  cow  within  five  miles  represents  a  gift  from 
America.  There  is  not  one  city  in  Europe  outside  of  Den- 
mark, Sweden,  or  Switzerland,  in  which  the  milk  supply 
for  little  children  is  even  pitifully  inadequate. 

These  eyes  of  mine  have  stared  at  the  ruins  of  great 
European  cities  which  cannot  possibly  be  rebuilt  in  less  than 
fifty  years.  I  stood,  for  instance,  on  the  rubble  that  was  War- 
saw, Poland,  and  looked  across  desolation  that  stretched  for 
miles  in  every  direction,  and  saw  not  one  building  left  stand- 
ing intact. 

It  is  my  studied  and  sober  opinion  that  there  will  be  need 
for  The  Methodist  Committee  for  Overseas  Relief  for  the 
next  twenty-five  years  if  we  do  our  duty  by  Europe  alone. 

It  is  almost  impossible  for  the  average  American,  accus- 
tomed as  he  is  to  handling  dollars  whose  value  is  relatively 
stable,  to  realize  the  monetary  chaos  which  prevails  all  over 
Europe.  No  man  anywhere  knows  what  any  medium  of  ex- 
change is  worth,  with  the  exception  of  the  American  dollar. 
Fiat  money,  currency  imperfectly  stabilized  by  governmen- 
tal decree,  black  markets,  incredible  exchange,  uncertainty, 
changing  regimes,  devaluations,  inflation — these  have  robbed 
money  of  all  virtuous  significance. 

The  thrifty  European  who  contrives  by  some  wizardry  to 
make  some  saving  in  francs,  lira,  guilders,  pounds,  or 
zeloties,  rushes  to  his  agent  and  gets  his  money  into  some 
form  of  real  property  for  he  can  never  know  from  one  week 
to  another  what  his  currency  is  to  be  worth.  It  is  not  diffi- 
cult to  understand  the  recklessness  which  such  uncertainty 
must  produce. 

To  the  average  American  the  words  "dollar  shortage" 
mean  nothing  worse  than  a  bit  of  clever  newspaper  slang, 
but  to  every  other  man  in  the  world  those  two  words  are 
direful  and  grim. 

During  the  early  years  of  American  history,  when  the 
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pioneer  was  battling  with  the  wilderness,  the  United  States 
was  in  sore  need  of  European  cash  with  which  to  develop 
the  nation's  natural  resources.  We  were  an  importing,  con- 
suming nation,  seeking  financial  aid  in  England,  Scotland, 
France,  Switzerland,  Holland,  Belgium,  and  even  Germany 
on  occasions. 

Then  American  inventive  genius  and  the  assembly  line 
emancipated  us  from  European  money  lenders.  The  exces- 
sive costs  of  World  War  I  impoverished  Europe  and  the  war 
debts  started  gold  flowing  westward  across  the  Atlantic. 
Between  1915  and  1938  our  exports  exceeded  our  imports 
by  at  least  $1,000,000,000  per  year.  Since  the  close  of  hos- 
tilities in  1945,  exclusive  of  lend-lease,  our  exports  have 
risen  more  than  $5,000,000,000  in  a  single  year  above  ifn- 
ports. 

Any  nation  buying  more  from  the  United  States  than  it  is 
able  to  sell  to  us  must  contrive  in  some  way  to  provide  for 
the  deficit.  Previous  to  the  war  this  was  done  by  (1)  gov- 
ernment or  private  loans,  (2)  payments  for  services  ren- 
dered, (3)  expenditures  by  tourists,  and  remittances  to 
relatives  or  friends  outside  the  United  States. 

Since  1945  private  loans  have  ceased  entirely.  Europe 
prostrate  is  unable  to  render  services,  such  as  shipping, 
insurance,  and  technical  operations.  Because  of  the  stoppage 
of  immigration  in  1924  the  flow  of  remittances  to  Europe 
has  dwindled  to  a  trickle.  Expenditures  by  tourists  have 
scarcely  begun. 

In  the  face  of  this  situation  the  American  people  must  be 
prepared  to  make  large  expenditures  for  peace.  Tariffs  sud- 
denly appear  as  having  moral  significance,  and  in  such  mat- 
ters the  Church  must  take  an  interest  as  Christ's  representa- 
tive. Reciprocal  trade  agreements  become  peacemakers,  and 
as  such  Christ  would  call  them  blessed.  Global  monetary 
plans  are  something  which  should  concern  churchmen  as 
well  as  bankers,  for  hunger,  want,  disease,  desperation,  and 
despair  are  the  stuff  out  of  which  wars  are  made.  Anything 
that  contributes  to  strife  is  something  in  which  the  Church 
of  Christ  must  become  interested. 

The  American  parent,  spurred  by  the  appeals  of  J.  Edgar 
Hoover,  newspapers  and  radio,  sermons,  and  sober  warn- 
ings from  the  courts  and  police  chiefs,  are  becoming  vastly 
concerned  over  the  subject  of  juvenile  delinquancy,  and 
none  to  soon.  But  we  also  need  a  look  down  the  Jericho  Road. 

By  1940  the  war  had  overrun  France  and  all  normal  life 
was  disrupted.  In  a  certain  village  a  ten  year  old  boy  was 
employed  by  the  underground  as  a  messenger  because  he 
was  clever,  resourceful,  and  adventurous.  By  the  time  he 
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was  eleven  he  had  killed  a  German.  By  the  time  he  was 
twelve  he  was  credited  with  four  killings.  At  fourteen  he 
was  a  captain  in  the  underground.  At  fifteen  the  war  ended 
and  his  mother  tried  to  get  him  back  into  school,  but  he 
was  an  old  man  now.  Moreover,  every  uniform  he  had  known 
was  worn  by  an  enemy.  The  heroes  he  respected  had  all 
lived  outside  the  law,  stalking  their  prey  by  night  and  stab- 
bing in  the  dark.  It  is  impossible  to  put  such  boys  back  into 
little  desks  again  to  study  grammar  and  history.  They  have 
made  history. 

Millions  of  families  all  over  Europe  were  uprooted  and 
displaced.  Labor  camps,  refugee  trains,  dispersed  families, 
prison  camps,  public  feeding,  improvised  shelters,  displaced 
persons  camps !  The  little  children  of  Europe,  to  say  nothing 
of  fifty  million  in  the  Orient,  are  survivors  not  of  one  trag- 
edy or  of  one  catastrophe,  but  of  a  lifetime  of  chaos,  evacu- 
ations, hunger,  and  disease.  There  sits  in  this  General  Con- 
ference a  delegate  whose  little  son  said  to  an  American 
woman  only  a  few  months  ago:  "Do  you  know  what  kind 
of  soup  I  like  best?  It's  the  kind  they  make  out  of  the  rose 
pods  after  the  petals  have  fallen." 

There  is  no  bitterness  in  all  the  world  so  terrible  as  that 
which  grows  up  in  the  hearts  of  little  children  who  sense 
injustice  without  being  able  to  define  or  resist  it.  Consider 
then,  if  you  will,  the  task  Europe  faces  as  she  undertakes 
to  re-educate  nearly  45,000,000  children  of  the  continent 
under  16  years  of  age.  And  these  by  the  way,  are  the  ones 
with  whom  our  children  will  have  to  maintain  peace  fifteen 
years  from  now. 

Mention  has  already  been  made  of  the  world  wide  turn  to 
the  left,  but  it  is  necessary  to  call  attention  once  again  to 
the  Communists  who  are  contributing  hazards  to  the  Jericho 
Road.  There  are  certain  facts  which  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  must  face  with  complete  fearlessness  and  honesty. 

In  the  first  place  it  must  be  admitted  that  Communism  has 
made  its  converts  by  the  hundreds  of  millions.  Marxian  ideol- 
ogy, which,  in  1917,  probably  numbered  less  than  100,000 
actual  adherents  in  all  the  world,  is  today  accepted  as  the 
promise  of  salvation  by  hundreds  of  millions  scattered  all 
over  the  world  in  every  country  of  the  earth. 

In  explaining  this  amazing  development.  Dr.  Paul  Hutch- 
inson, the  brilliant  editor  of  The  Christian  Century,  in  an 
address  before  the  Ecumenical  Conference  of  Methodism 
held  in  Springfield,  Mass.,  in  September  1947,  said :  "What 
is  Communism  in  its  missionary  aspects  but  a  religion?  It 
has  its  sacred  scriptures,  its  inspired  revelators,  its  inerrant 
dogma,  its  heresy  trials,  its  excommunications,  its  fiery  in-

quisition,  its  saints,  its  martyrs,  its  hagiology,  its  demonol- 
ogy,  its  pope,  its  ruling  hierarchy,  its  consecrated  priesthood, 
its  missionaries,  its  proselyting  passion,  its  initiatory  vows, 
its  sacred  shrines,  and  its  apocalyptic  future  to  compensate 
for  a  grim  present." 

In  the  second  place,  we  must  understand  it.  An  enterpris- 
ing editor  of  a  midwest  daily  offered  a  prize  recently  for 
the  best  definition  of  Communism  or  a  Communist  and  hun- 
dreds of  replies  piled  up  on  his  desk.  The  results  were  ex- 
tremely revealing.  Not  one  person  in  a  hundred  had  any 
clear  understanding  of  either  term,  but  very  positive  con- 
victions concerning  both. 

There  can  be  no  understanding  of  the  rise  of  Communism 
without  some  realization  of  the  dangers,  the  tragedies,  and 
the  hopelessness  under  which  hundreds  of  millions  struggle 
every  day  on  the  Jericho  Road.  In  the  absence  of  stable  gov- 
ernment, dependable  currency,  regular  food,  sufficient  calor- 
ies, permanent  houses,  steady  work,  productive  employment, 
economic  security,  and  a  few  of  the  simple  good  things  of 
life,  it  is  not  to  be  wondered  at  that  millions  of  the  desperate 
grasp  at  any  straw  which  offers  the  slightest  hope. 

I  stood  one  morning  in  front  of  an  air  terminal  in  a 
European  city  which  had  suffered  much  destruction.  As  I 
watched  the  passing  crowd  a  huge  truck  loaded  with  coal 
stopped  at  the  curb  and  two  women  leaped  down,  adjusted 
wicker  baskets  to  their  backs,  and  took  their  stations  at  the 
rear  of  the  truck  to  receive  their  load  of  coal.  The  driver 
scooped  it  up,  dumped  it  into  the  baskets,  and  the  women 
carried  it  across  the  curb  to  the  shute  which  emptied  into  a 
basement.  They  had  been  carrying  coal  for  perhaps  twenty 
minutes  when  they  stopped  and  began  posting  big  posters 
on  the  truck.  An  election  was  to  occur  two  days  later  and  I 
was  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  language  to  read  the 
poster.  It  said :  "VOTE  COMMUNIST."  When  I  considered 
the  fact  that  these  women  worked  at  least  eight  hours  a  day 
for  something  less  than  fifty  cents,  I  thought  I  could  under- 
stand why  they  advised  the  public  to  vote  communist.  They 
had  little  to  lose  if  conditions  worsened. 

As  a  Christian  I  believe  the  promises  Communism  makes 
to  the  depressed,  the  exploited,  and  to  the  under-dogs  are 
cruel  deceptions.  But  I  also  believe  there  are  too  many  under- 
dogs in  this  world.  And  I  am  also  perfectly  sure  that  if  we 
are  to  compete  with  Communism  we  must  offer  hope  to  the 
helpless  and  hopeless. 

To  me  then  this  means  that  our  American  democracy 
must  be  made  so  effective  that  honest  men  will  not  be  se- 
duced by  Communism.  It  means,  for  instance,  that  the  squal- 
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or,  unsanitary  housing,  disease,  infected  food,  exorbitant 
rents,  over-crowding,  and  dangerous  plumbing  must  be  torn 
out  of  large  areas  of  great  cities  like  Chicago  to  make  room 
for  decent  housing  for  our  Negro  citizens.  A  negro  Bishop  of 
The  Methodist  Church  said  to  me  not  long  ago:  "Give  my 
people  a  decent  place  in  which  to  live,  and  a  fair  market 
for  their  skills,  and  you  will  have  solved  at  least  half  of  the 
race  problem." 

The  hysterical  state  of  mind  in  which  the  world  finds  itself 
just  at  this  moment,  and  particularly  the  madness  that  has 
seized  upon  the  American  people,  makes  it  extremely  diffi- 
cult to  discuss  the  question  of  war  without  either  adding  to 
the  confusion,  or  being  misunderstood  to  be  a  war-monger. 

It  must  be  admitted,  I  think,  that  the  Government  at 
Washington  is  at  least  partly  responsible  for  the  hysteria 
from  which  we  suffer,  and  hysteria  it  is.  Delegates  from 
overseas  have  confessed  their  astonishment  at  the  glib  way 
in  which  the  Americans  predict  the  outbreak  of  World 
War  III.  It  is  impossible,  for  instance,  for  high  officials  of 
the  government  to  give  out  word  of  the  appearance  of  "ene- 
my submarines"  offshore  the  American  coasts  without  the 
people  becoming  alarmed,  even  if  it  happens  that  at  the 
moment  a  high-pressure  effort  in  behalf  of  enlarged  defense 
appropriations  is  in  progress.  When,  a  few  days  or  weeks 
afterward,  however,  it  is  announced  that  the  evidence  was 
highly  circumstantial  the  story  is  apt  to  be  buried  in  the 
back  pages  alongside  the  death  notices. 

In  any  attempt  to  study  the  threat  of  war  the  Pentagon 
penetration  that  has  gone  on  in  Washington  must  not  be 
overlooked.  When  a  conservative  magazine  like  Harper's 
prints  an  article  by  an  analyst  such  as  Hanson  Baldwin, 
Annapolis  graduate  and  conservative  militarist,  in  which 
the  author  shouts  to  high  heaven  in  protest  against  the 
way  "the  army  has  moved  in"  on  civilian  functions,  then 
perhaps  the  Editor  of  a  Religious  Magazine  may  warn  his 
readers  without  being  damned  as  a  yellow  pacifist. 

Perhaps  at  this  point  we  can  be  forgiven  for  doing  a  little 
supposing.  It  will  be  good  for  our  souls  and  our  perpsective. 

Suppose,  for  example,  that  Russia  had  flown  a  huge  plane 
capable  of  carrying  ten  atomic  bombs,  on  an  experimental 
flight  from  Moscow  to  Mexico  City,  over  the  North  Pole. 
And  suppose  the  exploit  had  been  heralded  to  all  the  world 
as  a  "great  scientific  achievement."  But  suppose  that  every 
man  of  the  crew  were  a  highly  placed  officer  in  the  Russian 
army,  and  suppose  that  the  plane  had  been  loaded  with 
scientific  instruments.  Then  suppose  we  knew  that  Russia 
possessed  a  bomb  capable  of  destroying  a  great  city  like 
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New  York  with  a  single  detonation.  What,  in  such  case, 
would  have  been  the  American  reaction  to  that  "innocent 
excursion  into  the  stratosphere"  even  if  we  knew  that  there 
were  8,500,000  well-meaning  Methodists  in  Russia  (which 
there  are  not  of  course) . 

Or  suppose  again  that  the  American  people  knew  that  the 
Russian  War  Department  had  been  conducting  elaborate 
maneuvers  along  the  edge  of  the  Arctic  in  an  effort  to  per- 
fect motor-driven  equipment  which  might  be  expected  to 
transport  men  and  materials  directly  across  the  polar  ice 
cap  at  high  speed. 

Or,  to  suppose  just  once  more,  what  would  American  re- 
action be  if  a  Russian  fleet  should  suddenly  tie  up  in  the 
harbor  of  Acapulco  on  the  west  coast  of  Mexico,  or  in  the 
Jamaican  waters  of  the  Caribbean  just  outside  Kingston, 
or  in  the  spacious  harbor  of  Port  Au  Prince  or  Ciudad  Tru- 
jillo.  Or,  especially  suppose,  that  a  Russian  fleet  and  a  plane 
carrier  should  appear  at  the  doorway  of  Costa  Rica  at  the 
moment  it  is  rent  with  strife  and  disorder. 

Let  nothing  I  have  said  up  to  this  point  be  interperted 
to  mean  that  I  do  not  think  the  situation  is  highly  precari- 
ous. I  do.  Furthermore,  I  resent  with  all  the  powers  at  my 
command  the  foul  accusations  that  have  been  hurled  at 
some  of  our  most  honorable  Americans  who  are  guilty  of 
no  worse  sin  than  that  of  loyalty  to  the  democratic  and 
American  way  of  life. 

It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  the  American  people  have 
a  right  to  ask  their  government  to  make  one  more  honest, 
serious,  and  forthright  effort  to  negotiate  with  Russia.  It 
is  not  necessary  to  sacrifice  any  sacred  principles  to  do  so. 
But  I  am  perfectly  sure  that  the  Lord  Christ  who  com- 
mended the  doctrine  of  the  second  mile  and  the  other  cheek 
would  approve  a  great  nation  like  the  United  States  making 
every  possible  effort  to  avoid  conflict,  and  I  am  perfectly 
sure  also  that  every  American  mother  whose  son  will  be  in 
uniform  would  add  her  prayers  to  the  diplomats'  effort  to 
reach  an  understanding. 

In  the  year  1763  Benjamin  Franklin  said  that  "the 
country  is  completely  settled."  In  1783,  when  the  Peace  of 
Paris  officially  brought  the  American  Revolution  to  an  end, 
the  infant  government  granted  land  to  its  33,000  veterans 
and  they  started  a  trek  to  the  west,  claiming  a  total  of 
2,165,000  acres.  In  addition  the  state  of  Virginia  granted 
another  1,000,000  acres  to  veterans  from  the  old  dominion 
commonwealth.  These  went  out  through  the  Cumberland 
Gap  to  Kentucky  and  Tennessee.  At  the  close  of  the  war  of 
1812  a  large  proportion  of  Andrew  Jackson's  army  stayed 
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in  Louisiana  or  moved  into  Texas.  At  the  close  of  the  Mexi- 
can war  many  of  the  soldiers  wandered  on  west  to  New 
Mexico,  Arizona,  and  California,  arriving  ahead  of  the  gold 
rush  of  1849.  At  the  close  of  the  war  between  the  states 
1,750,000  Union  soldiers  and  800,000  Confederates  were  de- 
mobilized. The  latter  stayed  in  the  south  to  rebuild  the  land, 
but  the  federal  government  gave  land  to  the  former,  and 
within  three  years  following  Lee's  surrender  at  Richmond 
it  was  being  taken  up  at  the  rate  of  6,000,000  acres  per  year. 
Between  1800  and  1880  more  than  a  half  million  direct 
land  grants  had  been  made  to  soldiers.  The  west  absorbed 
the  surplus. 

At  the  close  of  World  War  I  there  were  2,vJ00,000  men 
overseas,  and  2,500,000  in  training  inside  the  United  States. 
In  addition  there  were  11,500,000  employed  in  war  indus- 
tries. When  this  vast  multitude  was  demobilized  we  made  a 
shocking  discovery.  There  was  no  more  west.  Technological 
processes  developed  during  the  war  displaced  men  and  for 
them  there  was  no  land.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
16,000,000  engaged  in  the  war  effort  was  only  1,000,000  in 
excess  of  the  15,000,000  on  the  rolls  of  the  unemployed  at 
the  peak  of  the  depression. 

Alarmed  at  the  growing  population  and  the  problem  of 
unemployment,  Congress  adopted  the  quota  system  of  regu- 
lating immigration  in  1924  and  closed  the  gates  to  the  over- 
flow from  Europe.  This  produced  a  critical  situation  in  al- 
most every  continental  country.  The  fact  that  there  was  no 
more  west  was  a  serious  matter  in  Stockholm  and  Milan  as 
it  was  in  Pittsburgh  or  Schenactady.    ' 

This  simple  fact  is  basic  in  a  large  share  of  the  problems 
of  the  world.  There  is  no  more  west.  The  economic,  social, 
population,  and  racial  problems  of  the  world  have  caught  up 
with  us.  It  is  impossible  to  retreat  farther. 

As  I  look  down  the  Jericho  Road  which  stretches  out  from 
the  doors  of  Mechanics  Hall,  Boston,  I  see  but  one  light  along 
the  way,  and  it  streams  from  a  Cross.  There  is  a  strange 
man  hanging  upon  that  Cross,  another  of  the  victims  of 
the  thieves  who  infest  the  highway.  He  is  stripped  of  his 
garments,  wounded,  and  half  dead. 

But  he  is  also  very  much  alive! 

Even  as  I  stare  at  the  amazing  spectacle  I  hear  Him  say, 
with  magnificent  confidence:  "All  power  is  given  unto  me 
in  heaven  and  in  earth.  I  am  the  way.  Heaven  and  earth 
shall  pass  away  but  my  words  shall  not." 

In  the  name  of  that  Crucified  Stranger  on  the  Jericho 
Road  I  am  appealing  to  my  beloved  Methodism. 

Come,  let  us  take  up  our  cross  and  in  complete  confidence 
let  us  set  out  to  take  this  world  for  Him. 
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Let  it  not  be  said  that  any  Communist  is  more  loyal  to 
Karl  Marx  than  a  Methodist  is  to  Jesus  Christ. 

Let  us  go  out  into  this  world  to  raise  its  hopes,  to  help  it 
solve  its  problems,  to  better  its  life,  to  open  the  doors  of 
opportunity  to  the  youth  and  to  make  it  safer  for  little 
children  of  all  colors. 

It  will  probably  call  for  consecrated  engineers  who  will 
devise  flood  control  projects  so  that  450,000,000  Chinese 
will  have  greater  security  against  famine.  We  must  go  with 
the  gospel  of  salvation  and  of  soil  conservation.  We  must 
seek  to  save  those  who  are  also  ecumenically  lost.  We  must 
stand  guard  over  their  interests  at  Washington  and  bear 
their  burdens  in  the  form  of  lowered  tariffs  if  necessary. 

I  know  this  sounds  like  strange  doctrine,  but  Jesus  said, 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  all  the 
creatures  in  need  of  salvation."  The  kingdom  of  God  cannot 
come  on  earth  if  we  tolerate  starvation,  hunger,  disease, 
dilapidated  tenements,  contagions,  epidemics,  exploitations, 
and  depreciation  of  the  human  soul. 

There  are  all  too  few  days  left  in  which  to  do  the  great 
thing  that  must  be  done  if  we  are  to  become  witnesses  of 
Christ.  The  General  Conference  has  no  time  to  waste  on 
points  of  order,  technicalities,  mere  mechanical  repairs  for 
the  ecclesiastical  machine.  A  world  is  hanging  in  the  bal- 
ances. The  Jericho  Road  is  crowded. 

Let  this  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church 
summon  the  people  for  whom  it  is  responsible  to  the  great- 
est, the  most  heroic,  and  the  most  challenging  advance  any 
Protestant  denomination  has  ever  undertaken. 

Let  us  call  to  our  sons  and  our  daughters  that  they  shall 
give  of  themselves.  Let  us  then  match  their  lives  with  our 
possessions. 

Let  us  do  something  desperate  for  the  sake  of  the  Lord 
Christ  in  a  world  that  is  desperate  because  it  sees  no  sal- 
vation. 

Come  along  then,  my  fellow  Methodists.  The  Jericho  Road 
calls  to  us,  every  one  of  us.  There  is  a  task  as  big  as  our 
imagination  and  as  timeless  as  eternity,  waiting  for  each 
of  us. 

Close  up  the  ranks.  Let  there  be  no  faltering  or  fear. 

The  Jericho  Road  runs  'round  the  world ! 

THE  HEALING  MINISTRY  OF  THE  METHODIST 

CHURCH  IN  EUROPE

The  Methodist  Church  has,  from  the  very  beginning  of 
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the  movement  out  of  which  it  arose,  with  John  Wesley  and 
George  Whitefield  been  in  the  apostolic  succession  and, 
which  is  even  more  important,  in  the  succession  of  Jesus 
Christ  himself,  in  not  regarding  body  and  soul  as  separate 
entities  but  as  different  aspects  of  the  whole  personality,  to 
which  they  by  God's  Grace  have  striven  to  bring  salvation. 
Body  and  soul  are  so  intimately  connected  that  when  Jesus 
met  with  men  that  were  weary  and  heavy-laden,  you  could 
never  be  sure,  whether  He  would  start  with  forgiving  their 
sins  and  then  as  proof  of  His  power  to  forgive  sins  heal 
them  of  their  physical  infirmity  and  tell  them  to  go  their 
way,  or  else  cure  them  of  an  illness  that  had  lasted  36  years 
and  afterward  tell  them  to  sin  no  more,  lest  a  worse  thing 
come  unto  them. 

The  first  order  that  the  Apostolic  Church  created — for 
the  apostolate  was  created  by  Jesus  Christ  Himself — was  the 
order  of  deacon  conferred  on  men  of  honest  report,  full  of 
the  Holy  Ghost  and  wisdom,  primarily  to  serve  the  needs  of 
the  body,  although  the  subsequent  history  shows  that  they 
certainly  did  not  neglect  the  needs  of  the  soul.  And  I  have 
a  strong  suspicion  that  the  first  deaconess  of  the  Church 
mentioned  in  history,  Phebe  of  Cenchrea,  when  she  became 
a  succourer  of  many  and  also  of  the  Apostle  Paul  himself, 
was  directly  rather  ministering  to  the  weariness  and  pain- 
fulness  caused  by  the  thorn  in  his  flesh  as  a  result  of  the 
buffetings  of  the  messenger  of  Satan,  than  giving  him  a 
theological  lecture.  There  is  certainly  no  doubt  that  among 
the  gifts  of  the  spirit  the  gifts  of  healing  granted  to  the 
precursors  of  our  Christian  physicians  and  nurses  played 
a  very  important  part  in  the  history  of  the  Apostolic  Church. 
They  evidently  regarded  the  healing  of  the  sin-disease  of  the 
soul  as  a  necessary  factor  in  the  complete  healing  of  the 
diseases  of  the  body  and  some  measure  of  healing  of  the 
body  as  a  necessary  concomitant  and  proof  of  the  receipt  of 
God's  healing  grace  in  the  soul.  To  put  it  very  simply,  the 
care  of  the  body  is  so  much  a  necessary  part  of  the  ministry 
of  the  Church  that  my  father,  who  was  a  Methodist  minister, 
when  his  trustees  refused  to  grant  him  a  new  stove  for  the 
church,  replied:  "Then  I  cannot  conduct  evangelistic  serv- 
ices, for  I  cannot  convert  people  when  they  have  cold  feet." 

Methodism  in  Europe  has  always  paid  great  attention  to 
this  ministry  of  healing.  And  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  many 
institutions  have  been  lost  in  the  times  of  storm  and  stress 
which  we  have  passed  through,  and  so  are  lacking  just  now, 
when  we  should  need  them  most,  a  great  work  is  still  being 
done  with  homes  for  children,  young  and  old  people,  with 
orphanages,  hospitals,  deaconess  work,  and  homes  of  rest 
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in  Denmark,  Finland,  Sweden,  Norway,  Switzerland,  Hun- 
gary and  Yugoslavia.  I  have  had  the  pleasure  of  visiting  one 
of  our  Homes  for  the  Aged  in  Stockholm,  and  I  can  assure 
you,  the  furnishing  of  the  rooms,  the  magnificent  food  and 
the  loving  care  of  the  Swedish  sisters  were  so  attractive, 
that  the  thought  passed  through  my  mind,  whether  I  could 
not  in  some  way  qualify  for  residence  there  and  administer 
my  Area  from  one  of  those  rooms.  I  also  had  the  privilege 
in  1946  of  spending  some  weeks  in  the  Swiss  home  of  rest 
called  Victoria,  high  up  in  the  mountains.  From  my  bed  I 
could  see  the  snowcapped  peaks  of  the  Monk  and  the  Eiger, 
the  air  was  so  invigorating  and  the  atmosphere  so  peaceful ; 
the  Bible  talks  of  the  District  Superintendent  Mueller  so 
original,  profound,  and  practical  that  I  returned  to  Germany 
strengthened  in  body  and  soul  and  feel  that  a  great  part  of 
the  credit  for  whatever  work  I  may  have  been  able  to  do 
in  the  last  year  and  a  half,  must  be  put  to  the  account  of 
this  Swiss  ministry  of  healing,  which  is  also  enshrined  in 
their  immaculately  clean  and  faultlessly  administered  dea- 
coness hospitals  and  the  wonderful  sanatorium  for  tuber- 
culosis at  Davos,  5000  feet  above  sea  level. 

But  I  hope  I  shall  be  forgiven,  if  in  the  main  I  confine 
what  I  am  going  to  say  about  this  healing  ministry  to  Ger- 
many. It  so  happens  that  I  know  most  about  that,  and  while 
I  have  always  had  a  profound  aversion  against  talking  about 
something  that  I  do  not  fully  know,  I  fancy  that  much  of 
what  I  may  say  about  Germany  will  be  typical  for  the  rest 
of  Europe. 

The  Methodist  Church  has  now  been  working  in  Germany 
for  116  years.  It  is  preaching  the  gospel  in  986  preaching 
•places  by  360  ministers  and  1028  lay  preachers.  From  the 
beginning  it  has  been  deeply  interested  in  putting  into  prac- 
tice the  social  implications  of  Christ's  gospel  of  love  to  all 
men.  One  of  the  chief  instruments  for  this  is  our  deaconess 
work  which  was  founded  as  early  as  1876.  When  the  Amer- 
ican military  government  took  control  of  Germany,  they 
granted  special  financial  privileges  to  institutions  which 
maintained  divine  service  but  refused  to  include  our  deacon- 
ess hospital.  I  claimed  that  our  deaconesses — all  our  deacon- 
esses are  trained  as  nurses  and  pass  the  nurses'  state  ex- 
amination, generally  at  the  top  of  the  list — preached  the 
gospel  by  their  loving  care  in  the  hospitals  as  effectively 
as  our  ministers  in  the  pulpit.  After  a  good  deal  of  discussion 
I  finally  won  through.  We  have  three  deaconess-institutions : 

1.  Bethany  in  South  Germany  with  the  center  in  Frank- 
furt including  a  motherhouse,  nurses  training  school  and 
large  hospital.  And  in  the  same  way, 
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2.  Bethany  in  North  and  Central  Germany  with  the  cen- 
ter in  Hamburg,  and 

3.  Martha-Mary  with  the  center  in  Nuremberg. 

In  these  institutions  we  have  now  1100  deaconesses,  ninety 
of  them  entered  last  year,  and  when  I  left  Germany  in 
March,  over  30  girls  had  come  anew  this  year  to  dedicate 
their  lives  to  this  labor  of  love. 

The  spiritual  movement  that  is  sweeping  through  our 
Church  and  has  brought  us  a  10%  increase  of  membership, 
a  15%  increase  of  membership,  in  our  youth  groups  and  a 
31%  increase  of  our  Sunday  School  enrollment  is  responsible 
for  this  rapid  increase.  They  come  in  from  a  purely  religious 
motive,  with  few  exceptions  devote  their  whole  lives  to  this 
service  of  love,  wear  their  uniform  constantly,  whether  on 
or  off  duty,  and,  while  the  institutions  take  care  of  their 
food,  clothing,  housing  and  cares  for  them  in  the  mother- 
house,  when  they  become  aged  and  infirm,  receive  only  a 
pocket  money  of  40  marks  a  month.  Another  characteristic 
is  that  they  definitely  regard  themselves  as  servants  of  the 
Church.  A  short  time  ago  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
relief  work  of  the  Evangelical  Churches  in  Germany  had 
its  session  in  our  Seminary.  At  dinner  the  director  of  this 
Relief  work.  Dr.  Gerstenmaier,  asked  me  how  one  could 
distinguish  a  Methodist  deaconess.  I  requested  the  matron 
of  our  Seminary,  who  is  one  of  our  deaconesses  and  was  sit- 
ting opposite,  to  turn  her  back  to  us.  Being  a  deaconess,  na- 
turally she  immediately  complied.  Then  I  pointed  out  that 
in  the  back  of  the  bonnet  of  starched  white  linen  she  wore, 
the  two  folds  are  at  the  top  held  together  by  a  small  white 
button. 

"You  see,"  I  said,  "with  other  deaconesses  these  folds  run 
side  by  side  without  any  connection,  like  the  Church  and 
the  deaconess  work;  with  us  Church  and  deaconess  work 
are  one." 

We  have  now  in  Germany  17  Methodist  Hospitals,  in 
which  last  year  we  cared  for  30,000  patients.  We  have  Meth- 
odist deaconesses  serving  in  11  other  hospitals.  In  addition 
we  have  10  deaconess  homes  with  50  deaconesses  going  out 
to  nurse  patients  in  their  own  homes,  80  deaconesses  doing 
church  work  as  pastors  assistants,  and  5  have  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  Bishop  to  co-ordinate  and  inspire  the  female 
youth  work  of  the  Church,  which  is  of  so  decisive  importance 
just  now,  as  at  present  7.3  million  more  women  are  living 
in  Germany  than  men.  Altogether,  the  number  of  persons 
that  have  come  under  the  influence  of  our  deaconesses  dur- 
ing the  past  year  amounts  to  250,000.  And  I  wish  I  could 
show  you  how  effective  that  influence  is.  It  is  a  fact,  that  in 
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very  many  cases  they  heal  not  only  the  body  but  also  the 
soul.  Many  of  the  leading  and  most  active  members  of  our 
Church  have  made  their  first  acquaintance  with  Methodism 
in  the  bed  of  a  Methodist  Hospital.  They  have  there  not  only 
found  restoration  of  health,  but  have  been  converted  to 
Christ. 

Some  years  ago  I  had  a  practical  taste  of  it  myself.  I  lay 
in  our  Frankfurt  deaconess  hospital  with  a  serious  illness, 
which  brought  me  to  the  brink  of  the  other  world.  While  I 
was  lying  there,  I  came  to  the  conclusion,  that  a  six-weeks' 
serious  illness  in  a  hospital  should  be  included  in  the  train- 
ing curriculum  of  every  Methodist  minister,  in  order  to  fit 
him  for  pastoral  work  among  sick  people.  One  of  my  dear 
colleagues  visited  me  when  I  was  at  my  worst,  stayed  for 
li/>  hours  and  insisted  on  discussing  wuth  me  financial  prob- 
lerns  of  our  District,  until  I  at  last  in  despair  politely,  but 
very  firmly  asked  him  to  go  out  and  leave  me  alone.  The 
deaconess  who  was  nursing  me  was  a  simple  village  girl  of 
about  24  years  of  age.  I  was  at  that  time  President  of  the 
Theological  Seminary.  She  had  had  to  do  quite  a  number  of 
unpleasant  things  for  me.  In  the  evening  when  she  had  fin- 
ished preparing  me  for  the  night  she  sat  down  beside  my 
bed,  quietly  but  resolutely  took  out  a  Bible,  read  me  a  pas- 
sage out  of  it  and  then  prayed  for  me,  my  family,  my  work, 
a  good  night's  rest  and  my  recovery  in  an  utterly  unembar- 
rassed fashion,  as  though  it  were  the  most  natural  thing  in 
the  world,  and  with  such  a  fervour  of  singleminded  faith 
that  I  felt  as  though  in  the  midst  of  a  biting  cold  storm  a 
comforting  and  sheltering  warm '  cloak  had  been  thrown 
around  me.  She  had  certainly  done  me  more  spiritual  good 
than  my  dear  old  and  experienced  colleague  with  all  his 
theological  superiority. 

The  National-Socialists  tried  to  put  all  manner  of  difficul- 
ties in  the  way  of  our  deaconess  work  and  openly  threatened 
to  do  away  with  it,  once  they  should  have  won  the  war.  Yet 
in  unguarded  moments  they  could  not  but  acknowledge  the 
superiority  of  our  hospitals  to  theirs,  in  which  the  nurses 
regarded  their  service  only  as  a  means  of  earning  their  liv- 
ing. Once,  when  I  was  called  up  before  the  Gestapo  for 
questioning,  the  official  began  to  ask  me  what  buildings  The 
Methodist  Church  owned  in  Frankfurt.  I  replied,  if  he 
would  tell  me  for  what  purpose  he  was  asking  me  these 
questions,  I  could  give  him  far  more  intelligent  answers. 
Whereupon  the  young  fellow  curtly  told  me  to  mind  my  own 
business  and  answer  the  questions.  When  in  my  list  I 
reached  the  maternity  clinic  with  60  beds  just  south  of  the 
Main,  which  was  afterwards  completely  destroyed  by  bombs, 
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he  interjected  in  a  surprised  tone:  "Why  that  is  a  splendid 
hospital."  I  immediately  answered  as  drily  as  I  could :  "Why 
of  course,  when  we  Christians  do  anything,  it  must  always 
be  the  best."  And  when  these  gentlemen  had  members  of 
their  own  family  fall  ill,  they  preferred  to  send  them  to  our 
hospitals,  rather  than  to  those  in  which  the  national-social- 
istic "brown  sisters"  were  nursing. 

The  war  brought  new  difficulties  and  heavy  loses.  During 
the  constantly  recurring  air  raids  many  of  the  patients 
had  to  be  carried  down  into  the  air  raid  shelters  in  the  cel- 
lars, sometimes  more  than  once  in  the  same  night.  This  they 
did  so  faithfully  and  with  such  self-sacrificing  bravery,  that 
not  one  of  their  patients  was  even  injured,  although  several 
of  our  deaconesses  lost  their  lives  as  a  result  of  the  bombings. 
Of  our  hospital  buildings,  ten  were  entirely  destroyed 
and  some  very  badly  damaged.  The  worst  case  is  that  of 
Martha-Mary  in  Nuremberg,  which  had  buildings  repre- 
senting a  value  of  $500,000.00.  In  1942  and  1943  they  were 
bombed  three  times.  There,  as  elsewhere,  the  deaconesses 
with  their  Director  Jahreiss  at  their  head  performed  won- 
ders of  reconstruction,  acting  as  bricklayers,  joiners,  gla- 
ziers, and  climbing  up  on  the  roofs  in  order  to  replace  the 
tiles  and  slates. 

But  finally  on  January  2,  1945,  the  institution  was  com- 
pletely annihilated.  The  deaconness  had  to  escape  into  the 
cold  night,  some  of  them  in  their  nightdresses,  and  all  their 
clothes  were  burned.  Altogether  about  600  complete  beds, 
household  linen  for  1000  persons  and  the  corresponding 
furniture,  machines  and  technical  implements  have  been  de- 
stroyed and  cannot  be  replaced  in  Germany.  The  deaconesses 
had  to  take  refuge  in  a  lunatic-asylum  in  Ansbach,  about  25 
miles  distant,  where  a  few  rooms  were  placed  at  their  dis- 
posal and  they  are  nursing  V.  D.  patients.  They  are  still  liv- 
ing there  in  dreadfully  close  quarters.  In  one  room  of  mod- 
erate size  35  young  deaconesses  are  sleeping,  one  bed  on 
top  of  the  other.  In  their  endeavor  at  reconstruction  they 
have  already  run  into  a  debt  of  $50,000.00.  And  yet,  in  spite 
of  this  apparently  hopeless  situation,  they  are  bright  and 
cheerful,  making  the  most  of  their  opportunities  for  service 
and  curiously  enough,  it  is  just  this  one  of  our  three  insti- 
tutions that  has  the  greatest  number  of  new  deaconesses. 

Of  course,  in  all  their  activitiees  our  deaconesses  are 
greatly  hampered  by  a  catastrophic  lack  of  clothes  and  shoes 
and  bicycles  as  railway  transportation  had  in  many  cases 
entirely  ceased  and  is  still  very  insufl^cient.  The  hospitals 
are  suffering  very  severely  from  the  lack  of  medical  instru- 
ments and  medicines  of  all  kinds.  Many  people  are  dying  be- 
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cause  of  the  absence  of  these  things.  In  the  case  of  one  of 
our  young  ministers,  the  doctor  said  that  he  could  be  saved, 
if  we  were  able  to  procure  some  penicillin.  We  could  not, 
and  so  he  died. 

The  lack  of  hospital  room  is  appalling,  so  many  hospitals 
having  been  destroyed, .  the  need  of  hospital  beds  having 
greatly  increased  through  the  flood  of  14  millions  of  refu- 
gees, many  of  them  in  very  bad  health,  and  the  general  in- 
crease of  disease.  For  this  reason  we  have  placed  the  back- 
wing  of  our  Theological  Seminary  at  the  disposal  of  our 
Bethany  Deaconess  Institute,  and  they  have  installed  a 
general  hospital  there  with  90  beds,  for  which  there  is 
always  a  long  waiting  list. 

Somebody  said :  "We  have  now  the  systematic  theology 
in  the  front  wing  and  the  practical  theology  in.the  back"  and 
we  certainly  get  on  very  well  together.  But  our  24  students 
are  living  in  very  close  quarters.  We  shall  doubtless  have  a 
big  increase  of  students  next  year,  and  probably  our  Swiss 
students  will  come  to  us  again.  The  only  way  out  we  can 
see,  is  to  get  a  wooden  dormitory  from  Sweden  which  we 
can  only  purchase  for  dollars,  $5000.00  of  them. 

In  additiion.  The  Methodist  Church  in  Germany  has  8 
homes  of  rest,  4  homes  for  old  people,  to  which  in  all  prob- 
ability soon  a  fifth  will  be  added  and  7  vacation  homes  for 
children  and  young  people.  Before  the  time  of  the  national- 
socialistic  regime  we  had  5  children's  homes,  and  we  are 
planning  to  open  five  again,  one  of  them  for  tuberculous 
children,  whose  number  is  increasing  in  terrifying  pro- 
portions. 

There  seems  some  probability  of  being  able  to  procure 
the  buildings,  but  under  existing  conditions  it  appears  im- 
possible to  find  the  necessary  furniture  in  Germany.  And 
yet  these  homes  are  an  absolute  necessity,  if  we  wish"  to 
make  our  contribution  to  the  rearing  of  a  healthy  new  gen- 
eration that  will  be  able  and  ready  to  build  a  new  Germany 
in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  Jesus  Christ. 

The  homes  that  we  have,  are  doing  a  splendidly  effective 
work,  though  often  hampered  by  the  insufficiency  of  food. 
We  have  from  time  to  time  gathered  our  housewives  to- 
gether, the  part  of  our  population  that  is  probably  bearing 
the  heaviest  burden.  A  week  or  a  fortnight  without  having 
to  stand  in  queue  or  to  cook,  is  heavenly,  and  to  have  time 
for  spiritual  contemplation  and  instruction,  is  like  a  new- 
birth.  They  go  gack  into  all  the  problems  of  the  daily  grind 
with  new  faith  and  courage. 

Our  summer  camps  for  young  people  are  one  of  the  most 
important  branches  of  our  work.  They  are  doing  inestimable 
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service  to  the  Church  and  the  oncoming  generation,  not  only 
for  their  health,  but  for  their  moral  education  and  decisive 
religious  influence.  In  one  such  institute  of  40  young  men 
at  the  end  of  their  time  the  whole  number  without  exception 
testified  to  their  decision  to  dedicate  their  lives  to  Christ. 
Last  year  we  had  3500  young  people  in  such  summer  camps. 
This  year  we  are  conducting  90  camps  and  have  already 
had  8000  applications.  When  these  young  people  return  to 
their  churches,  they  form  a  nucleus  of  fresh  religious  life 
that  spreads  and  inspires  the  whole  Church.  But  here  also 
the  food  question  is  of  prime  importance.  You  cannot  influ- 
ence children  and  young  people  educationally  and  spiritually, 
when  they  are  feeling  hungry  all  the  time. 

Another  problem  we  are  working  at,  is  to  get  from  the 
government  hitherto  not  fully  cultivated  land,  for  instance 
the  old  drill  grounds  of  the  army,  in  order  to  establish  Meth- 
odist community  settlements  for  refugees  outside  of  the 
ruined  and  overcrowded  cities,  in  the  country,  where  they 
will  not  be  a  burden  to  anyone,  and  by  tilling  the  land  can 
support  themselves  and  raise  their  families  in  healthy  homes 
with  a  helpful  moral  and  religious  tradition.  The  Mennonites 
and  Moravian  Brethren  have  already  done  so  with  very 
satisfactory  results. 

I  trust  you  will  not  get  a  wrong  impression  from  my  pre- 
sentation of  the  distressful  situation  and  the  towering  diffi- 
cutlies  that  lie  before  us  in  our  social  work.  We  know  that  v^re 
are  suffering  the  inescapable  consequences  of  human  sin 
and  are  not  complaining.  And  while  we  bow  down  before  the 
just  and  holy  God  in  penitence  asking  his  forgiveness  for 
all  that  we  have  done  that  we  should  not  have  done  and  all 
that  we  have  not  done  that  we  should  have  done,  we  also 
raise  our  heads  in  grateful  gladness  to  the  "Lord  God,  Merci- 
ful and  Gracious,  long  suffering  and  abundant  in  goodness 
and  truth,  keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity 
and  transgression  and  sin,"  bearing  no  bitterness  in  our 
hearts  but  "forgiving  one  another  even  as  God,  for  Christ's 
sake  has  forgiven  us." 

In  the  midst  of  all  suffering  we  carry  a  profound  happi- 
ness in  our  hearts,  that  the  ministry  of  healing  that  our 
Lord  has  committed  to  our  unworthy  hands  is  an  essential 
part  of  the  ministry  of  reconciliation,  which  He  has  en- 
trusted to  His  Church,  and  which  no  other  human  agency 
can  perform,  as  none  other  knows  that  "Christ  is  the  propi- 
tiation for  our  sins  and  not  for  ours  only,  but  for  the  sins 
of  the  whole  world." 

We  are  deeply  thankful  for  all  the  warm  encouragement 
and  friendly  help  that  we  have  received  from  so  many  old 
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and  new  friends  in  the  United  States,  in  Switzerland,  Swe- 
den, Great  Britain,  and  elsewhere,  from  the  Board  of  For- 
eign Missions  and  the  Methodist  Committee  of  Overseas 
Relief,  as  well  as  from  the  Chaplains  of  the  United  States 
Army  stationed  in  Germany,  who  have  performed  a  won- 
derful healing  ministry  of  material  help  and  spiritual  re- 
conciliation. And  shouldering  our  responsibilities  in  this 
worlld  fellowship  of  trust  in  God,  we  will  in  Europe  hope- 
fully and  indefatigably  continue  our  God-given  ministry  of 
healing.  And  may  God  bless  our  co-operation. 

A  CENTURY  OF  THE  METHODIST  CHURCH 

IN  CHINA

How  long  is  a  century?  Very  short  in  the  re-growth  of 
a  civilization.  "A  thousand  years  are  but  a  day  in  His 
sight." — Very  long  for  an  individual.  A  year,  month,  a 
single  hour,  can  be  terribly  long  for  him. 

Our  Methodist  Church  has  served  in  China  for  a  century. 
It  is  especially  fitting  to  observe  the  centennial  in  Boston. 

To  be  here  on  this  occasion  has  very  personal  meanings 
for  me.  Thirty-nine  years  ago  this  spring  Mrs.  Ward  and  I 
sailed  from  Boston  for  Foochow,  China,  on  our  first  mis- 
sionary journey.  A  year  ago  last  winter  we  made  our  final 
missionary  journey  together  to  Kiukiang,  China.  Those 
thirty-nine  years  have  been  more  than  a  third  of  a  century. 

In  1847  the  first  group  of  Methodist  missionaries,  three 
of  them,  sailed  from  this  same  city  of  Boston  to  Foochow. 
In  1848,  almost  exactly  one  hundred  years  ago,  the  second 
group  sailed,  likewise,  from  Boston.  They  came  from  South 
Carolina  and  went  to  Shanghai. 

Foochow  and  Shanghai  became  the  first  two  Methodist 
centers  in  China,  There  were  three  Methodists  in  Foochow. 
There  were  two  Methodist  men  and  two  Methodist  women 
and  their  small  children  in  Shanghai.  All  of  them  were 
Americans,  There  were  no  Chinese  Methodists  in  China 
then.  There  were  no  Methodist  schools  or  hospitals  or 
churches. 

It  was  ten  years  before  the  first  Chinese  Methodists  were 
baptized  in  Foochow.  A  few  were  baptized  a  little  earlier 
in  Shanghai,  But  difficulties  and  delays,  rebuffs  and  disap- 
pointments, were  about  the  same  for  both  Missions, 

Gradually  through  the  years,  Chinese  were  trained  and 
ordained  as  Methodist  ministers.  But  they  became  members 
of  distant  Annual  Conferences  in  the  United  States — North 
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Carolina,  Wyoming,  Vermont,  North  Ohio,  California,  East 
Maine — Conferences  well-known  to  us.  There  were  then  no 
Annual  Conferences  in  China. 

But  today  there  are  nine  Annual  Conferences  and  one 
provisional  annual  conference  and  a  China  Central  Confer- 
ence having  that  large  share  of  self-direction  which  our 
Church  has  so  wisely  given  to  major  parts  of  our  world-wide 
non-national  Methodism. 

There  are  over  five  hundred  Chinese  Methodist  preachers. 
All  save  one  of  the  more  than  thirty  District  Superintend- 
ents are  Chinese.  The  Church  in  China  has  two  Chinese 
Bishops,  peers  among  Methodist  Bishops  anywhere. 

A  hundred  years  ago  Chinese  leaders  were  haughtily  satis- 
fied with  their  inherited  education. 

That  which  missionaries  helped  to  bring  was  despised. 

Our  early  Methodists  started  the  simplest  of  schools.  But 
often  they  had  to  pay  parents  to  let  their  children  come, 
furnishing  them  board  and  tuition. 

Today,  China  is  developing  a  national  system  of  modern 
education,  led  by  well-trained  Chinese.  Our  own  Church 
maintains  over  forty  high  schools.  We  have  two  Methodist 
universities,  Soochow  University  for  men  and  women,  and 
Hwanan  College  for  women  only.  We  are  honored  tonight 
by  the  presence  of  His  Excellency,  Dr.  Wellington  Koo,  Am- 
bassador from  China,  who  is  an  alumnus  of  Soochow  Uni- 
versity as  well  as  St.  John's  and  Columbia,  in  New  York 
City.  We  co-operate  with  other  denominations  in  six  union 
universities. 

All  of  these  institutions  are  of  the  best  in  China  under  any 
auspices.  Thousands  of  students  are  turned  away  from 
their  doors  very  year  because  we  have  no  room  to  accept 
more.  Hundreds  of  our  local  Methodist  Churches  and  their 
friends  maintain  primary  schools  for  their  children.  Practi- 
cally all  of  the  current  expenses  of  these  primary  schools  and 
our  high  schools  and  largely  of  the  universities,  are  pro- 
vided from  within  China  itself. 

A  hundred  years  ago  our  missionary  doctors  were  under 
suspicion.  Modern  medicine  and  surgery  were  feared.  Some- 
times our  dispensaries  and  small  hospitals  were  an  occasion 
for  riots. 

Today  modern  medicine  and  surgery  are  in  such  demand 
that  the  medical  profession  is  a  source  of  wealth  for  the  man 
in  private  practice.  Chinese  doctors  and  nurses  often  need 
extra  self-sacrifice  to  remain  in  our  charitable  instiutions 
on  small  salaries.  We  have  over  twenty  Methodist  hospitals. 
Thanks  to  Crusade  funds  and  aid  from  UNRRA,  they  are 
now  better  equipped  than  they  were  before  the  war.  In  prac- 
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tically  every  case,  they  are  the  best  hospitals  in  their  re- 
spective regions.  Methodism  has  helped  to  set  standards  for 
public  health  and  scientific  care  of  the  sick. 

We  were  among  the  pioneers  in  modern  education,  medi- 
cine and  international  outlook.  That  has  brought  numerous 
Christians  and  plenty  of  Methodists  to  the  highest  levels 
of  China's  modern  life. 

A  hundred  years  ago  a  tyrannical  dynasty  was  still  on 
the  throne.  No  official  of  government  could  openly  become 
a  Christian  and  remain  an  official. 

What  a  contrast  today !  At  this  centennial  celebration  we 
are  to  hear  a  message  from  Generalissimo  Chiang  Kai-Shek, 
with  its  English  version  given  by  Madame  Chiang.  Both  of 
them  are  members  of  The  Methodist  Church.  The  message 
will  come  almost  at  the  very  hour  when  he  is  being  inaugur- 
aated  as  the  first  President  of  China  under  the  new  Consti- 
tution. It  may  be  his  first  message  as  President. 

Years  ago  he  said  that  if  he  should  live  for  major  service 
after  the  war,  his  task  then  would  be  far  more  difficult  than 
any  task  which  he  had  undertaken  before.  So  it  is.  Post-war 
disillusionments,  conflicting  proposals  for  progress,  dissatis- 
faction over  economic  hardships,  the  vast  process  of  national 
re-growth, — all  make  it  difficult  for  any  man  to  lead  in  China 
today.  Despite  violent  adverse  criticisms,  the  Generalissimo 
would  probably  have  been  elected  by  a  larger  plurality  of 
popular  vote,  if  one  could  have  been  taken,  than  any  Amer- 
ican who  has  been  elected  President  of  the  United  States 
in  the  last  one  hundred  years.  People  still  look  to  him  more 
than  to  any  other  man  for  national  leadership. 

Yet  if  President  Chiang  were  here  tonight  and  we  were 
to  ask  him  why  he  is  a  Christian,  he  would  reply  as  he  did  to 
curious  reporters  twenty  years  ago  at  the  time  of  his 
baptism.  He  would  say  that  it  is  a  personal  matter. 

We  do  not  advertise  President  Chiang  as  "the  Christian 
General."  Tens  of  Chinese  generals  are  members  of  Chris- 
tian Churches.  Judges  and  officials  of  all  grades  and  men  and 
women  in  business,  in  the  professions,  in  the  trades  and  the 
crafts,  are  Christians.  The  emphasis  is  not  on  their  social  or 
political  or  economic  status,  but  on  the  personal  values  and 
attitudes  of  the  Christian  life. 

We  do  not  prove  the  worth  of  the  Gospel  by  counting  the 
number  of  kings,  and  emperors  and  presidents  who  have 
made  the  sign  of  the  Cross.  The  twelve  apostles  had  no  such 
tokens.  Neither  did  those  first  missionaries  in  China  a  hun- 
dred yearfe  ago. 

In  our  own  country,  as  in  China  and  other  countries,  men 
of  Christian  faith  divide  radically  on  political  issues.  Their 
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alerted  minds  grope  for  solutions  to  countless  problems. 
But  the  hope  of  the  Gospel  is  more  fundamental  than  politi- 
cal promises.  Faith  in  Jesus  and  His  way  of  life  are  more 
assuring  than  faith  in  some  political  scheme  or  in  official 
leaders,  however  much  they  may  be  silhouetted  against  the 
horizons  of  the  nations. 

For  decades  China  has  been  in  the  mere  beginning  of  mod- 
ern re-growth.  Those  who  invaded  China  in  1937  and  forced 
a  terribly  devastating  war  for  eight  exhausting  years,  sought 
to  strangle  the  young  nation  in  its  cradle. 

From  that  menace  China  was  freed  only  to  face  another 
more  subtle  menace  today  on  both  a  national  and  inter- 
national scale.  A  hundred  years  ago  voracious  nations,  like 
vultures,  were  grabbing  at  China's  vitals  from  without. 
The  old  imperial  order  was  crumbling.  Mass  poverty,  illiter- 
acy, the  rigid  hold  of  ancient  habits,  attitudes  and  super- 
stitions and  the  smarting  humiliations  of  defeat  and  inferi- 
ority among  the  nations  stimulated  forces  from  within.  The 
infiltration  of  modern  education  and  spirit,  the  return  of 
increasing  thousands  of  Chinese  students,  from  other  coun- 
tries, produced  the  revolution  which  merely  christened  China 
a  republic  in  1912. 

Succeeding  decades  to  date  and  many  more  decades  yet 
to  come  have  been  needed  actually  to  grow  republican  na- 
tional life  with  safeguards  for  the  peaceful  development  of 
organized  democracy. 

Meanwhile  forces  from  without  China  are  seeking  to  dom- 
inate the  new  China  as  similar  forces  sought  to  dominate 
the  old  Chiha  of  the  yesterdays.  Within  China  is  the  struggle 
between  totalitarian  Communism  and  Democracy.  In  China 
under  Communist  control  there  is  no  hope  today  for  the 
organized  outreaching  Christian  Church  under  Communist 
control.  Yet  the  Gospel  has  life-giving  messages  for  people 
under  any  political  regime. 

The  service  of  the  Church  in  earlier  decades  was  political- 
ly and  socially  disruptive.  Rejected  by  the  old  intelligentsia, 
those  early  missionaries  and  their  Chinese  associates  turned 
to  the  common  people.  Countless  men  and  women  on  the  high- 
est level  of  China's  life  today,  came  from  those  so-called  lower 
classes  of  three  or  four  generations  ago,  to  whom  the  Church 
first  took  its  messages.  As  people  of  such  background  move 
toward  the  top  of  the  social  structure  there  is  the  ever-re- 
curring danger  that  the  attention  of  the  Church  will  be  di- 
rected too  much  to  them  in  their  new  status,  rather  than  to 
the  common  people.  The  Church  has  a  service  for  all  men. 
The  masses  of  the  Chinese  people  call  tragically  for  our  help. 
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Representatives  of  China  take  their  places  constructively 
at  the  council  tables  of  the  United  Nations.  China  is  no  longer 
a  pawn  on  the  international  chessboard,  though  world-wide 
struggles  again  easily  threaten  her  sovereignty. 

In  this  new  situation  has  come  the  Christian  Church  in 
China  and  The  Methodist  Church.  No  longer  is  Christianity 
a  foreign  religion.  No  longer  is  it  merely  a  foreign  mission- 
ary enterprise,  though  misisonaries  have  never  been  so  wel- 
comed and  urged  to  come  as  at  the  present.  They  are  needed 
in  far  larger  number. 

Today  after  only  a  hundred  years,  Christianity  is  the  most 
vital,  outreaching,  religious  force  in  China.  The  Methodist 
Church  is  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  country. 

What  is  a  century  in  the  re-growth  of  a  people?  What  is 
a  century  in  the  re-growth  of  the  culture,  the  attitude,  the 
habits,  and  productivity  of  four  hundred  and  fifty  millions 
of  Chinese?  What  is  a  century  in  the  experiment  of  Democ- 
racy? We  are  experimenting  with  Democracy  in  America, 
in  Europe,  in  India,  in  China — everywhere. 

But,  for  us  Christians,  the  individual  whom  God  has 
touched  through  Jesus  Christ  is  hopefully  at  the  potential 
center  of  that  experiment. 

In  that  same  faith  of  The  Methodist  Church  of  1847  and 
1848,  which  sent  the  first  missionaries  through  this  Port  of 
Boston  to  China,  we  stand  today. 

In  front  of  those  early  missionaries  going  from  Boston 
and  in  front  of  the  American  Church  a  hundred  years  ago 
there  was  a  great  barrier  reef  at  the  entrance  to  Chinese 
hearts  and  the  Chinese  nation. 

That  barrier  reef  of  a  hundred  years  ago  in  China  is  gone. 
The  Christian  message  is  heard  in  its  own  right.  Chinese, 
like  people  elsewhere  in  the  world,  are  distressed  over  the 
tragedies  and  the  perils  of  mankind  in  this  hour.  Christian- 
ity never  had  such  an  intelligent  hearing  in  China  as  it  does 
today.  People  say  to  the  Church  in  substance : — "What  have 
you  to  offer?"  "Can  you  show  us  the  road  ahead?" 

A  tide  of  new  life  is  rising  in  China.  We  dare  to  hope  that 
it  will  be  essentially  Christian. 

We  here  in  1948  will  answer  in  a  new  setting  the  challenge 
which  others  answered  in  1847  and  1848. 

As  one  thinks  of  those  early  years  and  the  frustrations, 
the  persecutions,  imprisonments  and  dangers  even  unto 
death  itself,  the  defeats  and  the  small  successes,  he  is  re- 
minded of  the  words  of  a  poet  who  must  have  stood  beside 
rocks  like  those  at  Nahant  to  the  North  of  Boston.  What  he

said  of  the  breaking  waves  and  the  hard  reef  and  the  rising 
tide  might  be  spoken  of  the  tide  that  has  been  rising  in  China 
during  this  century : 

He  wrote, 

"On  the  far  reef  the  breakers  recoil  in  shattered  foam, 
While  still  the  sea  behind  them  urges  her  forces  home. 
Her  voice  of  triumph  sounds  over  all  the  thunderous  din. 
The  waves  may  be  defeated  but  the  tide  is  sure  to  win." 

We  are  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  century.  It  is  our 
century. 
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THE  SPIRITUAL  FOUNDATION  FOR  WORLD  PEACE

The  most  pressing  problem  confronting  mankind  today 
is  that  of  creating  and  establishing  world  peace.  We  have 
reached  a  point  in  our  history  where  to  go  on  with  war  will 
prove  disastrous.  War  is  no  longer  a  game  that  develops  the 
strength  and  skill  of  the  participants.  It  is  no  longer  a  de- 
vice for  rectifying  injustices.  It  is  no  longer  an  ordeal  that 
nations  feel  called  upon  to  endure  once  or  twice  in  a  genera- 
tion. War  as  we  know  it  today  spells  full-fledged  disaster 
to  all  that  are  involved,  winners  and  losers  alike.  We  have 
been  solemnly  warned,  not  alone  by  our  spiritual  leaders, 
but  by  our  military  leaders  and  our  leaders  in  science,  that 
another  war  would  spell  the  end  of  everything  we  have 
known   as   civilization. 

A  change  is  called  for — a  drastic,  radical  change  in  our 
ways  of  thinking  and  doing.  Thinking  people,  whether  in 
the  Church  or  out  of  it,  have  begun  to  agree  on  that. 
J.  H.  Oldham,  the  eminent  English  clergyman,  recently 
said:  "Without  a  fundamental  change  in  outlook  and  pur- 
poses, mankind  must  perish."  Lewis  Mumford,  an  American 
non-Churchman,  has  been  expressing  his  belief  that  only  a 
change  from  within  can  save  our  civilization.  There  must  be 
a  spiritual  reconstruction  before  any  other  outer  change 
will  be  possible.  So  after  two  thousand  years  the  words  of 
Jesus  suddenly  take  on  a  new  meaning  for  us:  "Verily, 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  ye  must  be  born  again." 

While  there  are  those  within  the  Church  and  without  who 
realize  this  truth,  there  is  as  yet  no  general  understanding 
of  it.  There  are  those  who  feel  that  the  problem  is  political. 
If  we  could  only  get  the  right  laws  and  the  right  men  to 
make  them,  we  should  have  peace.  Others  feel  the  problem 
is  one  of  organization.  If  we  could  only  secure  world 
government,  peace  could  be  established  and  preserved. 
Still  others  believe  the  problem  is  economic.  If  we 
could  only  secure  a  fair  share  of  the  earth's  proceeds  for 
all  peoples,  that  would  ensure  peace.  Undoubtedly  all  these 
items  are  factors  in  the  problem  of  peace.  But  none  of  them 
alone  or  all  of  them  together  constitute  the  dominant  factor. 
The  problem  of  world  peace  is  not  pre-eminently  one  of 
economics  or  politics  or  organization.  It  is  fundamentally 
moral  and  religious.  Unless  men  in  their  hearts  genuinely 
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want  the  things  that  pertain  to  peace,  there  will  be  no  peace. 
That  means  many  things,  but  one  thing  above  all — the 
major  responsibility  for  the  winning  of  peace  rests  squarely 
upon  the  Church. 

It  is  the  business  of  the  Church  to  deal  with  the  spiritual 
area  of  men's  lives.  It  is  the  Church  that  brings  men  in 
touch  with  a  Power  that  can  cleanse  and  heal.  It  is  the 
Church  that  exists  to  challenge  men's  selfishness  and  to  re- 
buke their  evil  which  in  large  leads  to  war.  We  must,  of 
course,  have  the  United  Nations,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
our  leaders  will  produce  something  much  better  along  that 
line.  We  must  have  wise  laws.  We  must  move  away  from  the 
international  anarchy  that  now  prevails  toward  world  gov- 
ernment. We  must  bring  about  a  more  equitable  distribution 
of  the  world's  goods.  But  above  all  is  the  state  of  man's 
spirit.  This  is  fundamental.  If  the  heart  is  not  right,  noth- 
ing will  be  right.  The  conclusion  is  forced  upon  us :  among 
all  the  changes  that  are  necessary  if  mankind  is  to  survive, 
spiritual  reconstruction  comes  first.  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  must  lead  the  way.  Now  is  the  time  for  us  to  go  to 
work.  For  the  Church  means  us.  It  is  not  the  ministers,  the 
District  Superintendents,  the  Bishops  alone  who  must  bear 
this  responsibility.  What  they  can  accomplish  is  much,  but 
they  cannot  do  it  all.  There  are  not  enough  of  them.  The 
Christian  ministry  to  this  troubled  generation  must  be 
undertaken  more  and  more  by  the  rank  and  file  of  Church 
membership.  You  and  I  and  all  of  us  with  the  help  of 
Almighty  God  must  do  this  thing. 

Is  there  any  evidence  that  the  Church  is  responding  to 
this  call  ?  Yes,  there  is  an  impressive  accumulation.  There  is 
that  mighty  movement,  the  Crusade  for  Christ.  First  our 
Church  people  poured  out  their  money  for  rehabilitation 
and  relief.  Touched  and  moved  by  the  plight  of  their  breth- 
ren the  world  over,  they  responded  to  their  needs.  The  sum 
of  over  27  million  dollars  was  raised  for  these  holy  purposes. 
Then  came  evangelism.  Our  Church  was  built  on  that.  Now 
we  are  building  again.  We  did  not  wait  for  the  unchurched 
to  come  to  us;  we  went  to  them.  Our  Methodists  remem- 
bered the  words  of  Jesus,  how  he  said :  "Go  into  the  high- 
ways and  hedges  and  compel  them  to  come  in."  We  did  not 
compel  them,  but  we  did  go  to  them  with  the  good  news. 
We  gave  thefn  every  chance.  We  carried  on  from  our 
churches  to  the  people  the  gospel  of  peace.  The  result  was  a 
mighty  ingathering  of  persons  to  Christ. 

Then  came  the  year  of  stewardship.  Hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  new  converts  and  millions  of  established  members 
were  confronted  with  a  challenge  to  take  this  faith  of  theirs 
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and  do  something  with  it — to  give,  and  serve,  and  share. 
And  along  with  these  efforts  there  went  a  parallel  effort  to 
enlist  more  youth  in  the  program  of  the  church  school  and 
the  youth  groups.  Our  leaders  have  not  forgotten  the  needs 
of  the  Church  of  tomorrow. 

Then  there  is  the  Methodist  program  of  world  service. 
We  have  not  tried  to  keep  the  gospel  in  the  corner.  We  look 
upon  our  Church  never  as  an  end  in  iteself,  always  as  a 
means  to  an  end.  It  is  the  means  of  taking  Christ  to  those 
who  in  personal  character  and  social  attitude  are  without 
Him.  Methodist  missionaries  are  everywhere — in  Africa, 
Central  America,  Asia,  South  America  and  the  islands  of 
the  sea.  We  Methodists  have  determined  to  share  something 
more  with  the  world  than  the  atomic  bomb  and  lend-lease. 
Great  Methodist  schools  and  colleges  and  universities  dot 
our  land.  Our  hospitals  and  homes  are  everywhere,  perform- 
ing their  precious  tasks.  "The  world  is  my  parish,"  said 
John  Wesley,  Methodism's  founder.  And  we  modern  Meth- 
odists have  answered  the  challenge  with  world  service.  We 
have  covenanted  among  ourselves  to  share  the  treasure  of 
faith.  We  are  carrying  on  the  ministries  of  the  saving,  heal- 
ing, peace-loving  Christ.  The  task  of  spiritual  reconstruc- 
tion goes  on,  and  Methodism  plays  her  part.  Another  impor- 
tant phase  of  it  is  the  ecumenical  movement.  Too  long  has 
the  mighty  Protestant  force  been  split  into  impotent  frag- 
ments. Jesus  Christ,  our  founder,  wills  that  these  fragments 
shall  be  one.  In  1939  three  great  branches  of  Methodism 
ended  their  division  and  became  one.  The  resulting  spiritual 
uplift  surged  through  our  great  Church  touching  and  stirring 
its  most  remote  outpost.  It  is  so  good  that  we  want  more  of 
it.  There  is  a  growing  sentiment  among  us  for  a  return  to  our 
historical  alliance  with  the  Protestant-Episcopal  Church. 
Who  can  imagine  what  spiritual  power  such  a  merger  might 
release?  All  the  while  we  are  continuing  our  functional 
unity  with  other  Protestant  groups  through  the  Federal 
Council  of  Churches  and  the  World  Council  of  Churches. 

The  Church  has  not  been  forgetful  of  her  responsibility. 
Much  has  been  done  but  much  remains.  There  is,  for  in- 
stance, the  belief  so  widely  held  that  military  force  is  our 
final  reliance.  This  belief  has  been  repudiated  by  many,  in- 
cluding General  Douglas  MacArthur,  who  recently  said: 
"The  survival  of  civilization  depends  on  the  realization  by 
all  nations  of  the  utter  futility  of  force  as  an  arbiter  of 
international  issues." 

Yet  there  are  still  those  who  continue  in  the  blind  faith 
that  our  military  might  alone  will  save  us.  They  endeavor 
still  to  fasten  upon  American  youth  the  cancer  of  peacetime 
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conscription.  Yet  how  clearly  we  see  that  our  unprecedented 
military  and  naval  strength  has  brought  us  not  security  but 
fear.  Force  is  a  broken  reed.  To  lean  upon  it  is  to  be  let 
down  into  the  pit  of  destrutcion. 

The  world  does  not  need  more  policemen ;  it  needs  a 
change  of  heart.  Science  will  not  produce  it.  Science  could 
release  atomic  energy  but  could  not  prevent  the  making  of 
atomic  bombs.  Education  is  not  going  to  do  it.  The  world 
has  been  brought  to  the  brink  of  disaster  by  men  who  were 
highly  trained.  One  thing  only  can  do  it :  men  must  be  born 
again.  Their  thoughts  and  deeds  must  be  permeated  by 
a  new  principle  altogether.  They  must  accept  for  them- 
selves the  mind  of  Christ.  That  is  the  good  news  of  the 
gospel.  It  is  ours  to  proclaim  it.  There  is  no  more  important 
responsibility  in  the  whole  world. 

Humanity's  need  is  ever  before  us.  Humanity's  cries,  im- 
perious and  clamant,  are  ringing  in  our  ears.  We  of  The 
Methodist  Church  are  going  to  answer  that  call.  We  are  not 
cynical.  We  are  not  afraid.  We  go  not  in  our  own  strength 
but  in  the  strength  of  Christ.  "If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my 
words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall 
be  done.  .  .  ." 

THE  ATOMIC  AGE  AND  MISSIONS

Methodism  entered  a  new  era  on  August  6,  1945,  for  on 
that  day  the  atomic  bomb  was  dropped  on  Hiroshima,  bring- 
ing death  to  both  men  and  women.  Millions  heard  the  news 
over  the  radio,  not  daring  to  believe  it,  not  knowing  whether 
to  be  jubilant  or  terrified.  At  last  the  impossible  had  been 
accomplished.  To  most  of  us  the  atom  was  just  a  name  for 
something  minutely  small  and  unimportant.  Then,  sud- 
denly, it  was  no  longer  unimportant,  but  a  power  that  came 
close  to  being  almighty.  A  substance  called  "Uranium  235" 
had  turned  the  trick.  Beamed  at  the  atom.  Uranium  had 
split  it,  torn  it  asunder,  and  because  the  great  discovery 
had  been  used  as  an  engine  of  such  destruction  as  no  man 
had  imagined,  it  split  wide  open  too,  the  hopes  and  fears 
of  all  the  years. 

We  invented,  and  now  possess  a  monster  weapon  of  such 
proportions  that,  by  comparison,  Frankentsein's  creation 
seems  like  a  small,  tame  housecat.  Civilization  now  possesses 
the  power  to  commit  suicide  at  will.  A  mere  spoonful  of 
atomic  charge  could  blot  out  New  York  City,  burn  up  in  an 
instant  living  creatures,  and  smash  concrete  into  flying 
shrapnel.  A  sizable  number  of  atomic  bombs  could  trans-

form  the  world  into  a  dead  planet  like  the  moon  and  Mars 
or  into  a  ball  of  flame  like  the  sun. 

But  surely  men  who  invented  such  a  weapon  would  be 
able  to  provide  a  defense  against  it?  In  reply  to  this  ques- 
tion Professor  Einstein  stated  that  there  is  absolutely  no 
defense  against  the  atom  bomb.  The  words  that  Professor 
Einstein  spoke  came  from  no  hysterial  alarmist,  but  from 
a  man  who  is  accustomed  to  dealing  with  facts — suspicious 
always  of  brashness,  and  a  lover  of  understatement.  Atomic 
power  can  put  an  end  to  war  and  bring  in  an  age  of  peace 
and  plenty,  or  it  can  cause  devastation  and,  perhaps  the  end 
of  the  world.  An  age  of  peace  and  plenty  can  be  employed 
if  the  human  beings  who  handle  and  direct  it  are  of  the 
right  kind ;  if  men  love  light  more  than  darkness. 

So  the  scientists  emerged  from  their  world  to  probe  into 
human  nature,  and  to  have  a  look  at  the  people  into  whose 
laps  they  had  thrown  the  "A"  bomb.  At  any  rate,  what  the 
scientists  saw  drove  them,  perhaps  for  the  first  time  m  his- 
tory, to  spiritual  help.  They  saw  men  driven  with  greed, 
selfishness  and  hunger.  They  turned  to  the  United  Nations 
where  they  saw  one  nation  suspicious  of  another.  They  saw 
black  markets,  labor  unrest,  management  dissension,  politi- 
cal skullduggery,  social  and  religious  prejudice.  Every  man 
for  himself,  thinking  of  no  one  but  himself.  Is  it  any  wonder 
that  science  turned  to  religion  for  help? 

Thus  have  we  been  faced  with  the  stark  alternative, 
"Christ  or  Chaos?"  The  challenge  facing  us  now  is  to  change 
human  nature.  Never  in  history  has  there  been  such  an  eager 
yearning  for  religion,  with  such  a  frantic  hope  that  it  might 
have  some  saving  grace. 

The  phrase,  "Brotherhood  of  Man,"  has  become  all  im- 
portant. The  word  of  Christ  must  embrace  the  whole  world. 
Love  for  Christ  must  be  in  the  heart  of  every  man.  Since 
any  one  nation  can  use  atomic  power  to  destroy  the  world, 
there  can  be  no  hope  or  safety  until  all  nations  and  all  men 
walk  in  the  way  of  Christ. 

This  means  the  evangelization  of  the  whole  world.  The 
missionary  enterprise  of  The  Methodist  Church  and  all 
Churches  is  the  only  hope  for  the  survival  of  civilization. 
In  an  Atomic  Age  there  can  be  no  pagan  areas  of  either 
geography  or  life.  There  must  be  no  land  whose  people  serve 
non-Christian  gods,  no  land  where  people  are  so  economical- 
ly depressed  that  their  very  hunger  is  a  gnawing  threat  to 
world  security,  no  land  where  illiteracy  of  the  people  makes 
democracy  impossible  and  dictatorship  easy.  All  the  world 
must  have  the  benefits  of  a  Christian  society. 

This  means  that  Methodist  missions   must   have   more 
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churches  and  schools  to  teach  the  people  of  the  world  the 
word  of  Christ;  more  clinics  and  hospitals  to  care  for  the 
sick  and  crippled;  orphanages  and  homes  to  care  for  little 
children  and  the  aged  and  infirm  in  Christ's  way.  Missions 
at  home  and  abroad  must  open  their  doors  even  wider  than 
they  have  in  the  past. 

The  postwar  peace  is  not  yet  won.  Before  this  peace  can 
be  won  and  firmly  established,  the  physical  and  spiritual 
health  of  millions  of  people  throughout  the  world  must  be 
restored  through  the  work  of  missions.  Hunger,  disease 
and  a  sense  of  complete  frustration  face  the  people  of  many 
countries  today. 

First,  missions  must  feed  the  starved  bodies  and  then  feed 
the  starved  minds  of  these  people.  Along  with  requests  for 
food,  clothing  and  medicine  come  earnest  requests  from  mis- 
sion lands  for  books,  periodicals.  Bibles  and  Testaments.  In 
many  countries  there  has  been  no  news  of  the  outside  world 
since  the  war  began.  The  universities,  colleges,  libraries 
and  publishing  facilities  have  been  completely  destroyed. 
Missions  must  supply  this  need  before  the  propaganda 
agents  of  atheistic  and  anti-Christian  forces  begin  their 
destructive  work  with  the  homeless  and  discontented  multi- 
tudes. 

This  calls  for  work,  prayer  and  financial  support  from 
every  one  of  us  here  in  the  United  States.  It  is  our  job  and 
our  neighbors'.  It  is  the  duty  of  each  of  us  to  take  an  active 
part  in  evangelizing  the  world — by  helping  the  missions. 
This  is  the  answer  to  the  problem  posed  by  the  atomic  bomb. 
This  is  the  only  course  of  sanity  and  safety  in  the  Atomic 
Age. 

The  great  phenomenon  of  the  atom  bomb  has  the  whole 
world  wondering.  Will  we  destroy  our  earth  or  will  people 
turn  to  God  ?  In  this  Atomic  Age  it  is  more  important  than 
ever  to  "Love  thy  neighbor  as  thyself."  Through  the  work 
of  the  missions  the  greater  power  of  Christ's  spirit  must 
be  released  and  it  must  spread  until  it  controls  all  men  and 
all  lands.  This  power  alone  is  greater  than  the  nuclear 
energy  of  the  atom  bomb. 

AN  INVESTMENT  IN  CHRISTIAN  CHARACTER 

THROUGH  WORLD  SERVICE  IN  THE 

METHODIST  CHURCH

It  is  indeed  an  honor  to  be  privileged  to  appear  before 
you  this  evening  and  to  present  to  you  my  concept  of  "World 
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Service  in  The  Methodist  Church."  In  an  effort  to  show 
how  influential  and  necessary  World  Service  is,  however, 
I  am  confining  my  topic  to  "An  Investment  in  Christian 
Character  Through  World  Service  in  The  Methodist 
Church." 

But  first,  .  .  .  What  is  World  Service?  It  is  the  serving  of 
every  kind  of  human  need  at  home  and  abroad.  It  is  an 
expression  of  the  Christian  way  of  life.  It  is  the  vast  and 
heroic  labor  of  mercy  which  goes  on  outside  the  home 
towns  and  which,  since  Methodists  don't  see  with  their  eyes, 
we  shall  try  to  visualize  within  our  minds.  Let  us  bring  it 
to  life  so  as  to  increase  devotion  to  Jesus  Christ  and  give 
loyal  support  to  World  Service  in  His  name.  Let  us  love  our 
neighbors  as  ourselves. 

World  Service  can  be  divided  into  two  parts :  First,  as  to 
what  it  does  and  where  and  how  it  does  this  service  which 
takes  71.5  cents  of  the  World  Service  dollar;  and,  secondly, 
the  paying  of  the  agencies  it  uses  to  do  these  things  which 
take  the  other  28.5  cents. 

The  first  are  Foreign  Missions,  Home  Missions,  and 
Church  Extension  which  form  the  "Service  Arm"  of  The 
Methodist  Church  carrying  the  gospel  to  others  in  every 
part  of  this  country  and  around  the  world.  The  "Service 
Arm"  is  conducted  by  the  Division  of  Foreign  Missions  in 
such  localities  as  Africa,  China,  Korea,  Japan,  Malaya,  In- 
dia, Burma,  Europe  and  Latin  America.  The  Division  of 
Home  Missions  works  in  towns  and  rural  parishes  among 
Negroes,  Italians,  and  in  foreign-language  areas,  as  well  as 
among  groups  in  Alaska,  Puerto  Rico,  Hawaii,  and  the 
Dominican  Republic.  The  Joint  Division  of  Education  arid 
Cultivation  is,  too,  a  part  which  is  comprised  of  the  follow- 
ing departments:  Editorial,  Field  Work,  Publicity,  Visual 
Education,  and  Financial  Promotion. 

Second,  the  Board  of  Education  which  gets  15.2  cents  of 
the  World  Service  dollar  is  another  agency  used  to  help  this 
program.  It  is  in  turn  organized  into  the  Division  of  the 
Local  Church  which  has  seven  departments,  the  Division 
of  Educational  Institutions  which  has  five  departments,  and 
the  Editorial  Division.  The  Editorial  Division  is  not  sup- 
ported by  the  World  Service  dollar,  but  by  profit  on  sales 
of  church  books  and  literature. 

Third,  the  nine  theological  schools  consume  4.08  cents. 
Fourth  is  the  Board  of  Pensions  which  takes  care  of  re- 
tired ministers,  ministers'  widows,  orphans  of  ministers, 
and  a  few  deaconesses. 

Fifth,  the  Board  of  Temperance  gets  2.2  cents  to  promote 
an  intensive  program,  institutes,  retreats,  classes,  pageants. 
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etc.  of  literature  about  the  evils  of  intoxicants,  narcotics, 
corrupting  literature,  and  gambling. 

Sixth  is  the  Board  of  Lay  Activities  which  receives  1.65 
cents  and  helps  the  layman  to  enjoy  a  Christian  life  through 
a  church-wide  program  of  conferences,  institutes,  retreats, 
classes,  pageants,  etc. 

Seventh,  the  American  Bible  Society  gets  1.25  cents.  It  is 
supported  by  forty  denominations  and  prints  about  seven 
million  copies  of  the  Bible  annually  to  be  sold  at  30  cents  per 
copy.  The  Bible  is  printed  in  two  hundred  different  lan- 
guages and  is  distributed  by  missionaries,  pastors,  and  lay- 
workers  to  the  poor,  blind,  prisoners,  and  to  the  bed-ridden 
throughout  the  world. 

Eighth,  the  Board  of  Evangelism  gets  1.2  cents.  It  takes 
charge  of  revivals,  spiritual  clinics  for  pastors,  radio  mes- 
sages, establishes  Sunday  Schools,  and  prints  such  devo- 
tional literature  as  The  Upper  Room. 

Ninth,  the  Commission  on  Ministerial  Training  gets  1.05 
cents.  It  sponsors  forty-five  Pastors'  Schools  and  gives  guid- 
ance to  preachers  and  new  ministers  as  well  as  a  graduate 
course  by  correspondence  in  Bible. 

Tenth,  the  Board  of  Hospitals  and  Homes  gets  .97  cents 
and  gives  help  to  seventy-eight  hospitals,  forty-nine  homes 
for  children,  forty-six  homes  for  the  aged,  and  twenty-six 
homes  for  business  girls  and  young  men. 

Finally,  the  Commission  on  World  Peace  gets  0.9  cents 
and  carries  the  spirit  of  good  will  throughout  the  world. 

We  could  in  turn  divide  the  work  of  World  Service  and 
the  dollar  that  supports  it  in  many  other  ways.  Again,  we 
realize  that  World  Service  is  needed  for  the  illiterate,  for 
"men  who  cannot  read  cannot  be  free."  To  two-thirds  of 
the  human  race,  the  Holy  Bible  is  a  blacked-out  book  because 
they  are  unable  to  read.  Here  we  think  of  illiteracy  in  the 
coming  world  powers  of  China,  India,  and  Africa. 

Let's  take  Africa — What  is  Methodist  World  Service  do- 
ing there?  There  is  where  the  Church  has  its  largest  field 
of  service  .  .  .  where  it  has  gathered  converts  by  the  thou- 
sands, especially  in  Angola,  Belgian  Congo,  Liberia,  and 
Mozambique.  Educational  and  medical  facilities  are  used 
extensively  to  help  put  over  this  program. 

Coming  nearer  home — South  America.  .  .  .  There  the 
work  is  done  by  the  Union  Theological  Seminary  in  Buenos 
Aires,  Argentina. 

Still  nearer  home,  we  realize  the  illiteracy  of  our  small 
towns.  Here  again  Methodist  World  Serdce  is  helping.  It 
helps   in   the   migrating   areas,   the   mountain   areas,    the 
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bayous  of  Louisiana,  the  Indian  reservations  of  Oklahoma, 
in  fact,  the  whole  rural  panorama. 

It  has  done  much  for  the  fourteen  million  Negroes  right 
here  in  the  United  States,  for  we  have  nine  colleges,  two 
junior  colleges,  five  high  schools,  one  theological  seminary, 
one  medical  college,  two  nurse  training  schools,  two  hos- 
pitals, and  many  other  institutions.  Among  these  I  am  sure 
you  will  recognize  such  names  as  Bennett  College,  Greens- 
boro, North  Carolina;  Claflin  College,  Orangeburg,  South 
Carolina ;  Bethune-Cookman  College,  Daytona  Beach,  Flori- 
da; Flint-Goodrich  Hospital,  New  Orleans,  Louisiana; 
Gammon  Theological  Seminary,  Atlanta,  Georgia;  and  Me- 
harry  Medical  College,  Nashville,  Tennessee.  I  could  go  on 
and  on  showing  the  community  centers,  pastors'  schools, 
etc.  Truly  Methodist  World  Service  has  done  much. 

But  I  will  not  stop  until  I  relate  to  you  the  thrilling  story 
of  Charles  Soong.  Charles  Soong  was  a  Chinese  boy  who  was 
employed  on  a  ship.  There  he  came  under  the  influence  of  a 
Captain  Charles  Jones,  a  devout  Christian,  for  whom  he  was 
named.  Soong  became  a  convert  in  the  Methodist  Church 
of  Wilmington,  North  Carolina.  Then  a  General  Carr 
took  him  into  his  home  and  let  him  live  as  one  of  the 
family  while  getting  his  education  at  Trinity  and  Vander- 
bilt.  Soong  returned  to  China  as  a  missionary  in  1885.  He 
married  a  Christian  woman  of  strong  character  and  per- 
sonality. To  show  how  General  Carr's  influence  shaped  the 
destiny  of  man  and  helped  the  world  in  World  War  II,  one 
of  the  Soong  girls  married  Dr.  Sun  Yat-Sen,  the  first  Presi- 
dent of  the  Chinese  Republic.  Another  married  Dr.  H.  H, 
Kung,  direct  descendant  of  Confucius  and  Finance  Minister 
of  China.  A  third  became  the  wife  of  Generalissimo  Chiang 
Kai-shek,  military  and  political  leader  of  China.  A  son,  T. 
V.  Soong,  became  a  great  international  financier.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  General  Carr's  little  investment  in  Methodist 
training  paid  high  dividends  in  World  Service. 

Surely  this  impressive  narrative  will  inspire  us  to  give 
generously  so  that  Methodist  World  Service  can  "Go-Tell" 
and  can  free  all  men  for  a  bigger  and  better  democracy 
everywhere  in  the  world,  for  the  glory  and  praise  of  God. 

SOMEHOW

The  first  person  that  President  Truman  saw  when  he  re- 
turned from  his  trip  to  Mexico  was  his  Under-secretary  of 
State,  Dean  Acheson.  Acheson  was  probably  the  best  in- 
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formed  man  in  the  American  government  on  international 
affairs  and  on  the  exact  conditions  in  countries  all  over  the 
world.  It  was  not  at  all  uncommon  to  hear  him  end  a  con- 
versation or  a  speech  with,  "Somehow  people  must  learn  to 
get  along  together."  It  is  with  this  statement,  and  especially 
with  the  "Somehow"  that  I  am  concerned  today. 

The  world  is  in  a  state  of  turmoil!  One  and  one-half 
billion  of  the  two  billion  people  of  the  world  do  not  have 
enough  to  eat,  and  yet  the  ability  of  man  to  produce  food 
is  far  greater  than  ever  before  in  history.  We  could  easily 
produce  enough  for  everyone.  Millions  of  human  beings  are 
ill-clothed  and  ill-housed,  even  though  we  now  have  the 
ability  to  produce  more  and  better  clothing  and  housing 
than  ever  before.  Enough  money  was  spent  by  the  United 
States  Government  alone  in  World  War  II  to  buy  a  four- 
thousand-dollar  house  for  every  family  in  China,  or  an 
eight-thousand-dollar  house  for  every  family  in  the  United 
States.  But — it  was  spent  for  destruction  instead  of  con- 
struction. 

Possibilities  of  the  future  are  even  more  staggering.  Sci- 
entists tell  us  that  we  now  have  the  power  to  wipe  out  civi- 
lization, and  that  civilization  will  be  wiped  out  if  we  have 
another  war.  Newspapers  are  telling  us  that  we  are  on  the 
road  to  another  war! 

Why  is  all  of  this  true?  Simply  because  people  have  not 
learned  how  to  get  along  with  each  other ! 

Men  have  tried  to  get  along  with  each  other,  however. 
They  have  tried  to  prohibit  war  or  to  prevent  war  by  treaties 
and  alliances.  Such  attempts  have  been  largely  unsuccessful. 
Why  is  it  that  they  have  failed  ? 

Because  such  disturbances  go  deeper  than  any  alliance 
or  treaty  ever  will.  Let  us  take,  for  example,  the  terrible 
civil  war  of  China.  This  war,  according  to  Theodore  White 
and  Annalee  Jacoby,  in  their  book.  Thunder  Out  of  China, 
is  merely  a  result,  not  a  cause,  of  something  that  is  far 
deeper.  It  is  caused  by  the  organizations  of  two  groups  of 
people  who  have  never  been  taught  the  principles  of  broth- 
erly love  and  co-operation.  One  is  the  Nationalist  or  Kuo- 
mintang  group  under  Chiang  Kai-shek.  The  other  is  the 
Communists.  Both  sides  are  trying  to  correct  certain  injus- 
tices, but  rather  than  work  out  their  problems  co-operative- 
ly, they  have  resorted  to  the  brutal  struggle  of  war. 

But  will  war  determine  which  faction  is  right?  No!  It 
only  decide  which  has  the  biggest  and  best  equipped  army. 
The  basic  differences  of  the  two  groups  of  people  will  remain 
unsettled;  hatred  will  spring  up  as  it  did  during  the  civil 
war  in  our  own  country.  An  armistice  or  treaty  between 
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two  groups  would  not  be  worth  the  paper  on  which  it  would 
be  printed  unless  it  were  based  on  compromise  and  co-opera- 
tion, and  the  people  were  willing  to  work  together. 

That  has  been  the  trouble  with  many  of  our  western 
treaties  and  alliances.  For  instance,  the  treaty  of  Versailles. 
It  was  dictated,  and  the  defeated  peoples  had  no  idea  of 
living  up  to  the  dictation.  As  a  result,  it  and  many  others 
like  it  have  failed. 

In  contrast,  while  we  must  frankly  admit  our  American 
failures,  we  have  preserved,  except  for  four  years,  a  happy 
union  between  forty-eight  States  because  our  union  was 
based  on  Christian  principles.  The  problem,  then,  is  to 
make  use  of  Christian  ideals  in  the  settlement  of  disputes  a 
living  reality,  instead  of  a  spoken  theory. 

The  problems  and  perplexities  of  the  world  are  like  the 
image  on  a  motion  picture  screen.  Being  projected  on  this 
are  the  images  from  the  small  film.  Likewise,  behind  the 
problems  of  the  world  are  the  incredibly  small  images  in 
the  minds  of  individuals,  and  these  images  are  in  turn  pro- 
jected on  the  screen  of  world  affairs.  Groups,  factions,  na- 
tions are  all  composed  of  persons,  and  of  those  groups  or 
nations  are  unwilling  to  co-operate,  it  is  because  the  people 
of  whom  they  are  composed  do  not  know  the  basic  principles 
of  human  conduct. 

There  is  the  problem!  Teach  the  individuals  those  prin- 
ciples and  they  will  show  up  in  the  actions  of  the  groups 
and  nations.  In  realization  of  this  fact,  Christianity  has 
sought  to  spread  the  message  of  brotherly  love  to  all  corners 
of  the  earth.  In  1904  John  R.  Mott  said,  "We  will  either  send 
a  thousand  missionaries  to  Japan  to  work,  or  a  hundred 
thousand  soldiers  to  Japan  to  die."  We  did  not  send  the 
missionaries.  It  is  estimated  that  if  one-hundredth  of  the 
money  spent  by  our  nation  in  fighting  the  Japanese  had 
been  spent  in  Christianizing  them,  the  war  would  never 
have  been  fought.  The  Methodist  Church,  through  its  World 
Service  program,  spent  a  little  over  six  million  dollars  in 
1946  in  trying  to  teach  other  peoples  the  message  of  Christ. 
The  Crusade  for  Christ  has  raised  over  twenty-seven  miU 
lion  for  the  purpose  of  restoring  the  physical  properties  of 
colleges,  hospitals,  churches  and  schools,  but  even  more  im- 
portant, for  the  spiritual  restoration  of  the  demoralized 
peoples  of  the  earth. 

Splendid  as  all  this  is,  it  is  only  a  special  phase  of  the 
never-ending  World  Service  program  of  the  Church.  This 
program,  to  be  successful,  will  call  for  millions  of  dollars 
and  thousands  of  lives  of  consecrated,  qualified  young  peo- 
ple. The  work  in  the  mission  fields  is  in  imminent  danger. 
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Many  of  the  missionaries  are  old  enough  to  retire,  and 
everywhere  there  is  a  shortage  of  workers.  Why  is  it  that 
literally  millions  of  young  men  will  offer  their  lives  to  win 
a  war,  which  in  reality  is  a  false  victory,  but  so  compara- 
tively few  will  offer  even  their  services  for  the  winning 
of  the  peace? 

This  brings  us  closer  to  home.  Could  it  be  that  we,  here, 
can  merely  talk,  and  lack  the  determination  to  act?  Could  it 
be  that,  having  won  the  war,  we  have  slipped  into  an  atti- 
tude of  complacency?  Have  we  lost  sight  of  the  ultimate  goal 
of  a  brotherhood  for  all  men?  If  so,  we  must  readjust  our 
thinking. 

In  1943,  for  the  first  time  after  three  years  of  silence,  the 
church  bells  of  the  English  churches  filled  the  air  with  their 
happy  melody,  glorifying  the  victory  of  the  Eighth  Army 
in  Africa,  and  the  jubilant  sound  of  these  sweet  singing 
bells  of  Coventry  came  through  the  air  by  short  wave  to 
America.  One  significant  word  was  spoken  by  a  commen- 
tator who  stood  among  the  wreckage  of  an  old  English 
village.  He  said  these  surprising  words :  "There  is  a  strange 
power  in  ruins." 

Indeed,  there  is  a  strange  power  in  ruins !  For  ruins  indi- 
cate a  mistake  which  led  to  destruction.  As  the  old  saying 
goes,  "Experience  is  a  hard  teacher."  We  have  had  experi- 
ence and  we  have  ruins.  It  is  up  to  us  to  derive  the  power 
from  those  ruins  and  learn  the  lesson  that  they  teach  us: 
that  totalitarianism  or  the  might  of  a  fist  or  an  army  is  not 
the  way.  The  path  trod  by  a  lowly  Galilean  is  the  way! 

We  sent  missionaries  in  the  past,  but  by  no  means  enough. 
As  a  result,  we  had  to  send  millions  of  soldiers.  Consequent- 
ly we  face  ruins.  From  the  ruins  we  can  and  must  learn  the 
"Somehow"  by  which  men  can  get  along  together.  World 
Service  is  this  "Somehow."  We  must  send  the  missionaries 
this  time!  We  must  help  to  make  our  own  nations  a  living 
example  of  a  truly  Christian  nation.  We  must  strive  toward 
the  attainable  next  steps,  but  never  forget  the  ultimate  goal, 
that  all  men  everywhere  shall  truly  be  brothers,  and  all 
nations  one  brotherhood. 

CHRISTIANITY  OR  CHAOS?

Many  months  ago,  in  a  small  town  in  Yugoslavia,  there 
lived  a  man  named  Peter.  He  read  many  books,  dabbled  in 
politics,  and  married  a  girl  named  Maria. 

When  Maria  was  heavy  with  child,  the  Germans  occupied 
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Peter's  village  and  took  over  his  home  and  his  business. 
Peter  left  to  fight  in  the  woods  with  the  Yugoslav  partisans. 
He  was  shot  several  weeks  later,  but  before  he  died  he 
wrote  a  letter  to  his  unborn  son  and  left  it  with  the  parti- 
sans who  waited  for  a  chance  to  deliver  it.  That  letter  read 
in  part  as  follows : 

"My  child  sleeping  now  in  the  dark  and  gathering 
strength  for  the  struggle  of  birth,  I  wish  you  well.  When 
your  time,  and  the  time  of  your  mother  comes,  there  will  be 
something  in  you  that  will  give  you  power  to  fight  for  air 
and  light.  Such  is  your  heritage,  such  is  your  destiny  as  a 
child  born  of  woman  ...  to  fight  for  light  and  hold  on 
without  knowing  why. 

"May  the  flame  that  tempers  the  bright  steel  of  your 
youth,  never  die  but  burn  always.  May  you  keep  it  forever 
with  that  in  your  heart  which  always  seeks  the  gold  beyond 
the  rainbow,  the  pasture  beyond  the  desert,  the  dawn  be- 
yond the  sea. 

"Keep  this  love  of  life,  but  throw  away  your  fear  of 
death,  for  life  must  be  loved  or  it  is  lost  in  this  world  where 
men  grow  so  tired. 

"Now  I  know  I  must  die,  and  you  must  be  born  to  stand 
upon  the  rubbish  heap  of  my  errors.  Forgive  me  for  this. 
I  am  ashamed  to  leave  you  an  untidy,  uncomfortable  world 
.  . .  but  so  it  must  be." 

Here  the  letter  ends.  When  the  time  came  that  the  aveng- 
ing partisans  swept  back  into  Peter's  village  they  found 
that  his  widow  had  been  murdered  a  few  days  before  her 
child  would  have  been  born.  The  letter  that  his  comrades 
could  not  deliver  has  become  instead,  a  letter  to  all  the 
unborn  children  in  a  great,  mad  world. 

Yes,  it  was  truly  an  untidy,  uncomfortable  world  that 
man  had  left  to  his  son.  He  was  ashamed  to  do  so,  and  yet, 
as  he  wrote  .  .  .  "so  it  must  be." 

And  think  of  how  many  other  men  during  those  same 
years  left  this  world  with  that  same  feeling  of  humbleness 
and  doubtfulness  as  to  the  outcome  of  this  good  earth  of 
ours.  They  too,  must  have  been  ashamed  of  a  world  wrought 
in  internal  agony  and  suppression  .  .  .  with  a  thought  that 
perhaps  this  brave  new  world  had  died-aborning. 

However,  in  August  of  1945,  something  happened  that 
changed  the  entire  outlook  on  past  thinking  and  made  all 
past  experiences  minute  in  their  very  comparisons.  That 
something  which  has  affected  and  will  affect  the  history  of 
all  mankind  for  the  rest  of  eternity ! 

.  .  .  The  utilization  of  atomic  energy  came  into  being! 
The  stark  realities  of  centuries  to  come  were  now  at  hand ! 
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No  longer  was  it  possible  for  you  and  me  to  leave  to  our 
posterity  the  words,  "Forgive  me  for  this,  .  .  .  but  so  it 
must  be."  Must  be  indeed?  I  need  not  tell  you  of  the  possi- 
bilities and  the  probabilities  of  atomic  energy  should  those 
chances  for  an  untidy,  uncomfortable  world  ever  come 
again.  The  chances  are  a  thousand  to  one,  that  there  would 
be  no  posterity !  It  must  not  be  so ! 

_  Today,  there  falls  to  our  lot  the  obligation  and  the  neces- 
sity of  again  choosing  a  path  which  America  and  the  Ameri- 
can people  will  follow.  And  already,  voices  are  beginning 
to  be  heard,  proclaiming  that  theirs  is  the  only  hopeful 
means  for  a  just  and  lasting  peace.  .;.MiiO 

The  Secretary  of  State,  General  George  C.  Marshall/ Ms 
the  answer.  The  Secretary  of  War  and  the  Secretary  of 
Navy  noisily  proclaim  their  answer.  The  statesmen-poli- 
ticians who  plan  our  future,  propagandize  boldly  for  their 
answer.  Scientists  fearing  their  own  creation,  anxiously 
appeal  to  idealistic  and  religious-minded  peoples  for  their 
answer.  They  themselves  knowing  that  a  world  brought 
about  through  just  and  common  understandings,  through 
international  fellowship  and  brotherhood,  is  the  only  hope 
for  a  suspicious  and  mistrustful  world. 

.  .  .  What  has  been  the  Christian  response  to  this  chal- 
lenge? What  is  our  church,  The  Methodist  Church  doing  to 
answer  that  challenge? 

When  the  three  branches  of  Methodism  united  in  1939, 
one  of  the  major  divisions  of  the  new  Church  was  the  work 
of  the  eleven  World  Service  Agencies.  The  necessity  for  a 
Commission  on  World  Peace  as  a  working  part  of  the  World 
Service  program  was  clearly  seen,  and  definitely  outlined  in 
the  1940  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church.  Since  that 
time  the  work  carried  on  by  this  Commission  has  proved 
that  it  is  one  of  the  most  important  of  all  the  World  Service 
Agencies. 

The  Commission  on  World  Peace  has  long  recognized  the 
power  and  practicability  of  World  Brotherhood  and  worked 
faithfully  toward  the  day  when  all  men  would  accept  Christ 
as  the  ultimate  answer  to  their  needs.  It  is  this  that  they  are 
attempting  to  teach  and  spread  to  men  of  all  lands,  ...  a 
plea  that  the  peoples  of  the  world  might  adopt  an  inter- 
national creed  laid  upon  the  foundation  of  Christian  prin- 
ciples, rather  than  upon  one  of  armed  might  and  totali- 
tarianism. 

To  accomplish  this  purpose,  the  following  is  being  done 
by  the  Commission  on  World  Peace  in  co-operation  with  the 
other  World  Service  Agencies.  (1)  They  have  been  active  in 
maintaining  fellowship  among  Christians  of  every  country 
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around  the  globe.  World  Peace  Fellowship  Teams  were  cre- 
ated this  summer  to  study  and  travel — spreading  peace  edu- 
cation. (2)  In  The  Methodist  Overseas  Relief  Organization, 
they  have  set  up  a  program  of  mercy  by  providing  food, 
clothing  and  medicine  for  starving  thousands.  (3)  They 
have  supported  the  great  ecumenical  movement  to  unite  all 
Christian  programs  over  the  world.  (4)  In  the  Crusade  for 
Christian  World  Order,  over  twenty-seven  million  dollars 
has  been  raised  for  the  rebuilding  and  expansion  of  Meth- 
odist missions  throughout  the  world. 

Oh  yes,  I  realize  that  perhaps  all  this  about  plans  and 
programs  of  the  Church  sounds  like  an  idealistic  dream, 
and  we  might  pass  it  by  as  being  too  general  and  intangible, 
but  if  we  answer  the  ch'allenge  of  World  Service  by  supply- 
ing the  needed  six  hundred  new  ministers  a  year  for  an 
indefinite  period ;  by. sending  three  hundred  eighty-one  mis- 
sionaries, teachers,  nurses  and  doctors  to  the  positions  now 
open  in  the  mission  fields  of  Africa,  East  Asia,  India-Burma, 
Latin  America,  and  South-East  Asia,  then  and  then  only 
can  this  faith  become  realism,  with  works  that  keep  it  from 
dying. 

It  was  with  this  world  outlook  that  Christ  most  surely 
spoke  when  he  summoned  his  disciples  around  him  and 
said,  "Go  ye  therefore  and  make  disciples  of  all  the  Na- 
tions, baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  Teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you,  and  lo,  I  am 
with  you  always  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

As  though  on  the  horizon  of  that  golden  tomorrow  there 
stands  a  signpost  to  a  new  and  better  world  .  .  .  one  road 
leads  to  Christianity,  the  other  to  Chaos.  It  is  ours  to  decide. 

As  one  of  the  leaders  of  our  Church,  Ralph  E.  Diffen- 
dorfer,  has  said,  "To  know  what  God  knows,  and  not  to  be 
what  God  is  ...  is  the  most  dangerous  thing  in  the  world." 

If  our  world  is  to  close  this  great  gulf  between  our  engi- 
neering and  our  ethics,  between  our  knowledge  and  our 
ways  of  life,  then  the  minute  stream  of  our  giving  to  make 
Christianity  known  and  effective,  the  world  over,  must  be 
swollen  into  a  mighty  river ! 

That  is  why  our  individual  support  and  backing  of  our 
Methodist  World  Service  agencies  is  not  a  remote,  abstract 
issue,  but  a  challenge  for  each  and  every  person  in  this 
auditorium  this  evening  .  .  .  with  the  belief  that  humanity 
can  be  spared  the  pain  and  suffering  of  warfare,  that  we  as 
missionaries  of  Methodism,  with  the  courage  and  foreseeing 
to  begin  this  task  toda^,  can  unite  in  such  a  spiritual  re- 
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awakening  that  our  children  and  our  children's  children  may- 
be proud  of  the  name  of  man ! 

.  .  .  And  then,  as  the  dawn  of  a  new  era  breaks  across 
the  morning  skies  and  floods  freedom's  and  Christ's  Holy 
light  upon  the  endeavors  of  a  new  world,  let  there  be  a 
restoration  of  faith  among  ms  all  .  .  .  that  we  saw  the  morn- 
ing break!

We  live  in  a  day  and  age  when  certain  conditions  place 
upon  each  individual  Christian  an  inescapable  responsi- 
bility for  helping  to  correct  the  world's  wrongs — a  responsi- 
bility which  he  cannot  overlook,  reject,  or  escape  and  re- 
main a  Christian.  I  feel  that  the  World  Service  program  of 
The  Methodist  Church  centers  around  that  statement.  We 
cannot  overlook,  reject,  or  escape  that  responsibility  of 
righting  the  wrongs  in  this  world.  There  is  only  one  course 
to  take  in  trying  to  straighten  out  this  chaos  and  that  is  to 
make  more  extensively  known,  the  Christian  way  of  life. 
That  factor  is  taken  up  by  the  World  Service  branch  of 
The  Methodist  Church.  You,  as  a  Christian,  can  be  of  assist- 
ance by  contributing  to  the  support  of  this  worthy  pro- 
gram. It  is  your  responsibility  and  it  cannot  be  overlooked. 

People  are  often  inclined  to  question,  "What  can  my  in- 
significant dollar  do?"  Why,  that  insignificant  dollar,  along 
with  hundreds  and  thousands  of  other  insignificant  dollars, 
will  be  proportionately  divided  and  used  for  the  benefit 
of  all  peoples  according  to  their  needs.  Your  gift,  which  will 
be  supporting  a  Christian  program  carried  on  in  the  interest 
of  your  fellowmen  and  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,  should 
be  given  in  a  true  Christian  spirit,  for  "It  is  not  what  you 
give,  but  what  we  share,  for  the  gift  without  the  giver  is 
bare."  James  Russell  Lowell,  an  eminent  man  of  literature, 
expressed  a  great  religious  truth  when  he  made  that  state- 
ment. "It  is  not  what  we  give,  but  what  we  share,  for  the 
gift  without  the  giver  is  bare." 

That  dollar  you  contribute  will  be  severed  into  many 
divisions.  The  Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension 
will  receive  a  little  more  than  half.  Foreign  missionaries  and 
representatives  of  the  Church,  spreading  the  gospel  of 
Christ  across  the  face  of  the  earth,  are  the  very  foundation 
of  the  Christian  Church,  and  the  Christian  Church  is  the 
root  of  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.  These 
missionaries,  who  are  the  true  disciples  of  Christ,   have 
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established  missions  in  all  the  four  corners  of  the  world. 
They  are  found  everywhere,  struggling  against  tremendous 
odds.  During  the  recent  conflict,  our  soldiers  marching  in 
remote  lands  and  through  almost  impenetrable  jungles,  dis- 
covered that  Christ  also  was  on  the  march  .  .  .  that  His 
word  had  been  taught  and  spoken  even  there,  among  the  so- 
called  "savages."  Think  of  the  wonder  of  it !  Landing  in  No 
Man's  Land  and  finding  there,  greeting  and  reassuring  you, 
your  lifelong  friend  and  protector,  Jesus  Christ.  Yes,  the 
missionaries  are  performing  tasks  that  could  easily  be 
classified  as  miracles.  Through  their  efforts,  civilization  will 
spread,  and  nations  prosper.  So  you  see,  this  fraction  of 
your  dollar,  which  supports  the  Board  of  Missions  and 
Church  Extension,  is  vitally  important  in  the  development 
of  Christian  ideals. 

The  remaining  portion  of  your  Dollar  will  support  several 
other  Agencies  and  Boards.  Predominant  among  these  is 
the  Board  of  Education.  Since  the  beginning  of  history, 
the  Church  has  supported  higher  education.  Churchmen  of 
ancient  times,  who  were  called  monks,  were  the  leaders  in 
the  field  of  literature  and  learning.  The  first  public  schools 
were  established  under  the  influence  of  the  Church;  the 
first  school  for  women  was  sponsored  by  the  Church;  the 
very  first  thought  of  democracy,  freedom  and  equality, 
which  later,  led  to  the  founding  of  a  nation,  was  formulated 
in  the  minds  of  Christian  men.  The  Church  boasts  of  many, 
many  more  first  in  the  "Crusade  for  Education."  Now,  to- 
day, as  followers  of  ChrM  have  done  in  the  past.  The  Meth- 
odist Church  is  taking  up  the  torch  and  encouraging  the 
higher  ideals  of  life  and  living  for  every  person  through 
education.  In  carrying  out  its  work,  this  division  produces 
guidance  material  to  help  church  boards  of  education,  super- 
intendents, teachers  and  officers  to  carry  on  their  work.  It 
maintains  a  leadership  education  program  for  all  church 
school  workers  through  which  they  are  prepared  to  render 
more  effective  service  in  their  own  local  churches.  All  this 
is  basic  to  the  whole  program  of  Christian  Education  of 
The  Methodist  Church. 

The  people  must  be  educated  in  order  to  learn  more  of 
Christ  and  later  spread  the  word  elsewhere.  In  this  world, 
where  there  should  be  more  than  enough  for  everyone, 
masses  of  unfortunates  stand  bare  to  the  whims  of  nature 
and  people.  Through  no  fault  of  their  own,  they  lack  food, 
clothing,  shelter,  happiness,  love,  and  freedom.  They  have 
not  the  chance  to  be  educated.  Education  would  raise  them 
up  and  above  their  present  status.  It  would  help  them  to  be- 
come better  citizens  of  the  world.  It  would  make  them  realize 
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that  the  Christian  way  of  life  was  the  Way.  We  must  give 
them  that  chance.  We  must  give  them  what  was  truly  meant 
for  them.  For  that  reason,  the  Field  of  Education  and  the 
Board  of  Missions  and  Church  Extension  require  more  than 
three-fourths  of  your  dollar. 

Two  other  fields  closely  connected  with  Education  and 
supported  by  the  World  Service  Dollar  are  Theological 
Schools  and  Ministerial  Training.  Now,  as  never  before, 
more  and  better  trained  ministers  are  sorely  needed.  There 
is  a  notable  difference  between  an  ordinary  man  carrying 
the  name  minister  and  a  well  trained  Christian  minister. 
The  education  of  the  masses  cannot  and  will  not  be  prop- 
erly achieved  unless  the  teachers  themselves  are  well 
trained.  Although  only  a  small  percentage  is  allowed  for 
this  field  of  work,  it  also  is  not  to  be  overlooked. 

Evangelism,  the  aim  of  which  is  to  bring  all  men  into 
living,  active  fellowship  with  God  and  into  the  fellowship 
of  the  Church,  that  the  Kingdom  of  God  may  be  realized, 
is  another  important  factor.  Promotion  of  World  Peace, 
Lay  Activities,  Temperance,  the  aiding  of  Hospitals  and 
Homes,  and  contributions  to  the  Bible  Society  use  up  the 
rest  of  that  dynamic  dollar. 

Could  a  person  ever  do  more  with  one  silver  dollar  than  by 
contributing  it  to  the  World  Service  Fund?  The  World 
Service  Dollar  is  truly  "Coined  Energy."  Energy  radiating 
out  right  through  seemingly  impervious  barriers  and  com- 
ing in  contact  with  all  parts  of  the  world.  .  .  .  We  can't  all 
be  missionaries,  we  can't  all  be  teachers,  we  can't  all  be 
physicians,  nor  can  we  all  be  ministers  .  .  .  but  all  of  us, 
each  and  every  one  of  us,  can  learn  everything  possible 
about  World  Service  and  give  our  utmost,  spiritually,  physi- 
cally and  financially,  to  the  support  of  its  program.      brr;^

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JUDICIAL  COUNCIL  DECISIONS 

(1) 
In  Re:  Ruling  of  Bishop  Arthur  F..  Wesley  in  the  River 
Plate  Annual  Conference  as  to  Time  Requirements  for 
Preachers  on  Trial  before  Admission  into  Full  Connec- 
tion, interpreting  Paragraph  SUl,  "Discipline,"  19Ji.Jf. 

STATEMENT    OF    FACTS 

During  the  session  of  the  River  Plate  Annual  Conference  held 
January  18,  1948,  at  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  Bishop  Arthur  F. 
Wesley  decided,  on  the  basis  of  the  latter  portion  of  Paragraph  341 
of  the  1944  Discipline,  that  the  reception  into  full  membership  of  the 
Conference  of  several  seminary  students  who  had  spent  "the  proper 
length  of  time"  (two  years)  under  the  regular  appointment  in  a 
Circuit,  was  in  order.  These  students  were  received  On  Trial  at  the 
same  Conference  session  at  which  they  were  later  received  into  Full 
Connection.  Bishop  Wesley,  who  was  the  presiding  Bishop,  considered 
that  they  had  fulfilled  the  time  period  requirement  of  service. 

The  Conference  voted  that  this  ruling  should  be  referred  to  the 
Judicial  Council  for  their  decision. 

DECISION   OF   JUDICIAL   COUNCIL 

This  ruling  is  properly  before  the  Judicial  Council  for  review 
both  as  an  appeal  from  a  Bishop's  dicision  under  Paragi-aph  43, 
section  2  and  as  passing  upon  a  decision  of  law  made  by  a  Bishop 
at  an  Annual   Conference  under   Paragraph  43   section  2. 

Paragraph  341  of  the  1944  Discipline  reads  as  follows: 

Admission  into  Full  Connection 

"Par.  341.  A  preacher  On  Trial  who  has  been  appointed  in  the 
regular  itinerant  work  on  Circuits  or  Stations,  or  as  instructor  in 
one  of  our  institutions  of  learning,  for  two  successive  years  from  the 
time  he  was  Received  On  Trial,  may  be  admitted  into  Full  Connection 
in  the  Annual  Conference  after  he  has  given  satisfactory  evidence  of 
his  knowledge  of  the  subjects  covered  in  the  first  two  years  of  the 
Conference  course  of  study,  and  after  the  examination  before  the 
Confei'ence  prescribed  in  Par.  343  of  this  chapter;  provided  this 
shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Admission  into  Full 
Connection  of  one  who,  while  a  student  in  any  college  or  theological 
seminary  of  The  Methodist  Church  approved  by  the  authorized 
standardizing  agency,  or  other  evangelical  theological  seminary  of 
equal  rank,  has  been  for  the  proper  length  of  time  regularly  ap- 
pointed as  Pastor  in  a  Circuit  or  Station  under  the  appointment  of 
the   District   Superintendent." 

Both  from  a  historical  viewpoint  and  from  a  reading  of  the  aibove 
Paragraph  it  is  clear  that  before  a  preacher  may  be  admitted  into 
Full  Connection  in  the  Annual  Conference  he  must  first  have  been 
Received  On  Trial,  and  have  remained  On  Trial  for  at  least  two  suc- 
cessive years  prior  to  the  date  of  his  Admission  into  Full  Connection. 

The  proviso  in  this  Paragraph  does  not  eliminate  the  time  re- 
quirement but  simply  provides  that  being  a  student  does  not  pre- 
vent him  from  at  the  same  time  serving  his  two-year  trial  period 
as  a  Pastor  under  appointment  of  the  District  Superintendent. 

It  is  therefore  the  decision  of  the  Judicial   Council   that  the  de- 
cision of  the  Bishop  was  not  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Disiplive  and  it  is  hereby  reversed.

STATEMENT    OF    FACTS 

The  Journal  of  the  North  Texas  Annual  Conference  held  at  Dallas, 
Texas,  June  4  to  8,  1947,  Page  49,  contains  the  following: 

"A  letter  was  read  by  the  Bishop  which  has  been  given  to  him  by 
George  C.  French,  relative  to  an   Episcopal  decision  is  as  follows: 

"Dear   Bishop   Selecman: 

"As  provided  for  in  our  1944  Discipline,  Paragraph  40,  I  am 
herewith  asking  for  your  oflficial  ruling  on  a  matter  growing  out 
of  the  action  taken  by  the  North  Texas  Annual  Conference  (over 
which  you  are  presiding)  in  its  session  Saturday  afternoon,  June 
7,    1947. 

The  following  provisions  are  found   in  our   1944  Discipline: 

Paragraph  1618,  Article  5,  Section  5 — "The  annuity  rate  shall 
mean  the  sum  determined  annually  by  the  Annual  Conference,  pay- 
able as  an  annuity,  for  each  approved  service  year  of  a  retired 
minister,  rendered  in  The  Methodist  Church.  The  annuity  rate 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Annual  Conference  without  restric- 
tion.   ..." 

Paragraph  1623,  Article  10,  Section  1 — "After  the  annuity  rate 
payable  has  been  determined  by  the  Annual  Conference  on  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants,  the  said  Board 
shall  compute  the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  prospective  annuity, 
according  to  the  annuity  rate  determined,  and  said  amount  shall 
be  apportioned  to  the  pastoral  charge,  either  as  a  percentage  of 
the  Pastors  cash  salary  or  on  the  basis  of  a  graduate  scale,  to  be 
determined  by  the   Conference." 

Paragraph  1624,  Article  11,  Section  1 — "The  amount  payable  by 
any  pastoral  charge,  on  the  apportionment  for  Conference  Claimants 
shall  be  directly  proportionate  to  the  amount  of  cash  received  by  the 
Pastor  or  Pastors,  on  his  salary.  The  apportionment  for  Conference 
Claimants  being  stated  as  a  percentage  on  the  Pastors  salary,  an 
amount  equivalent  to  that  percentage  shall  be  paid  to  the  Board  of 
Conference  Claimants  on  the  basis  of  the  payments  made  to  the 
Pastors."  And  from  Section  2 — "The  amount  apportioned  to  each 
pastoral  charge  for  the  support  of  Conference  Claimants  shall  be 
paid  to  the  Conference  Treasurer  monthly  or  quarterly,  and  the 
Confei-ence  Treasurer  shall  remit  monthly  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Board  of  Conference  Claimants  all  amounts  received  from  the  pastoral 
charge  for  the  support  of  Conference  Claimants." 

The  North  Texas  Annual  Conference  by  its  actions  yesterday  did 
the   following: 

1.  It  fixed  the  annuity  rate  at  sixteen  dollars. 

2.  It  ordei-ed  that  sums  be  apportioned  to  the  pastoral  charges  and 
to  be  paid  by  them  during  the  Conference  year  1947-48  for  the 
support  of  Conference  Claimants  to  the  amount  of  12i/^%  of  the 
amount  paid  on  the  pastor's  salaries. 

3.  It  also  ordered  that  none  of  the  increased  incomes  resulting 
from  the  payment  of  that  12V^9'r  shall  be  used  for  the  benefit  on  any 
Conference  Claimant  during  the  Conference  year  1947-48,  but  shall  be 
held  for  the  benefit  of  such  Claimants  during  the  Conference  year 
1948-49. 
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I  claim  that  the  provisions  in  the  Discipline  as  cited  above  clearly 
require  that  such  increases  of  income  for  the  Board  of  Conference 
Claimants  resulting  from  the  payments  by  pastoral  charges  on  the 
basis  of  12V^9o  of  the  Pastor's  salary  when  so  apportioned,  and  so 
paid  to  the  Annual  Conference  Claimants,  should  be  used  by  that 
Board  for  the  benefit  of  Conference  Claimants  dui'ing  the  Conference 
year  1947-48,  and  not  held  for  the  support  of  Conference  Claimants 
during   the    Conference    year    1948-49. 

I  am  asking  your  official  ruling  on  this  point;  when  payments 
are  made  by  pastoral  charges  on  apportionments  for  the  support  of 
the  Conference  Claimants  as  above  cited  and  provided  for  by  the 
Annual  Conference  result  in  an  increased  amount  being  paid  for  the 
support  of  the  Claimants,  has  the  Annual  Conference  the  right  to 
deprive  the  Conference  Claimants  of  the  year  1947-48,  the  benefit 
of  such  an  increase,  and  order  that  it  be  held  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Conference  Claimants  of  the  Conference  year  1948-49.

DECISION  OF  JUDICIAL  COUNCIL 

The  Report  of  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants,  as  set  out  on 
Jiages  86  and  87  of  the  Journal  contains  the  following  provisions: 

1.  That  the  annuity  rate  for  the  ensuing  Conference  year,  be- 
ginning July  1,  1947,  be  set  at  $16.00  per  service  year  for  the  retired 
preachers  and  a  proportionate  amount  for  the  widows. 

2.  That  the  Churches  be  assessed  an  amount  equal  to  12i/i%  of 
the  salary  of  the  Pastor  and  his  assistant  Pastors  in  the  hope  that 
at  the  next  Annual  Conference  we  may  be  able  to  set  the  annuity  rate 
at  $20.00  per  service  year.  4    i,  -loj^iia^ 

The  Report  was  adopted  by  the  Annual  Conference,   i      •...': 

Par.  1616  of  the  1944  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Church  reads 
as  follows: 

"Par.  1616  Art.  3,  Approval  of  Claim.  The  Annual  Conference 
shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  the  admissibility  and  validity  of  the  an- 
nuity claims  and  shall  be  fully  competent  to  determine  all  payments, 
disallowances,  and  deductions  thereunder,  subject  to  the  specific 
regulations  relating  thereto  contained  in  the  Discipline." 

We  find  no  specific  regulation  in  the  Discipline  prohibiting  the 
Annual  Conference  from  making  an  assessment  in  excess  of  the 
apportionments  for  the  pending  year.  The  claim  of  each  retired 
minister  is  not  based  on  the  assessment.  It  is  based  on  a  specific 
formula  set  out  in  Par.  1619  of  the  Discipline  namely: 

2.  "The  annuity  claim  of  a  retired  minister  shall  be  for  an  amount 
equivalent  to  the  total  years  of  approved  sei'vice  multiplied  by  the 
annuity  rate  as  defined  above,"  etc. 

Paragraph  1623,  Art.  10,  requires  that  an  apportionment  be  made 
to  the  pastoral  charges  in  "the  amount  necessary  to  meet  the  prospec- 
tive annuity  disbursement  according  to  the  annuity  rate  determined." 

It  is  true  that  this  particular  provision  does  not  specifically 
authorize  an  apportionment  in   excess   of  the   amount   necessary  to

meet  the  prospective  annuity  disbursement  for  that  particular  year. 
On  the  other  hand  it  does  not  specifically  prohibit  such  excess  appor- 
tionment. 

However,  under  the  provisions  of  subdivision  10  of  Par.  1613,  the 
Conference  Board  of  Claimants,  and  the  Annual  Conference  had  ample 
authority  for  doing  what  they  did  in  this  instance.  That  provision 
reads  as  follows: 

"Par.  1613,  Art.  10.  When  it  is  deemed  expedient,  the  Board  of 
Conference  Claimants  may  build  up  a  Reserve  Fund  from  the  in- 
come for  Conference  Claimants  in  order  to  stabilize  the  annuity  rate 
payable  in  the  Conference.  Such  reserve  fund  should  be,  at  least,  the 
equivalent  of  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  annual  income  of  the  Board 
of  Conference  Claimants  for  all  purposes  for  the  five  years  im- 
mediately preceding.  Such  Reserve  Fund  shall  be  held  as  the  Annual 
Conference  shall  direct. 

This  Reserve  is  to  be  built  up  "from  the  income  from  Conference 
Claimants."  The  payments  made  by  charges  on  the  apportionments 
for  Conference  Claimants  constitute  the  major  portions  of  the  "income 
for  Conference  Claimants."  How  could  a  surplus  be  built  up  from 
such  income  unless  the  apportionments  are  made  to  exceed  the  pros- 
pective annuity  disbursements  of  a  pai'ticular  year? 

It  appears  in  this  instance  that  the  Board  of  Conference  Claimants 
and  the  North  Texas  Annual  Conference  were  undertaking  to 
stabilize  the  annuity  rate  on  a  higher  level  than  that  previously 
existing  in  that  Conference  and  were  wholly  within  their  rights  in 
taking  an  action  now  under  consideration. 

The  ruling  of  Bishop  Selecman,  as  set  forth,  is  hereby  affirmed.

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

At  its  1946  session  the  Nebraska  Conference  adopted  the  following 
'  Resolution : 

"Whereas  Paragi'aph  1624.  Article  11,  Section  4  of  the  Discipline 
of  1944,  does  not  specify  or  define  the  meaning  of  'supplementary 
compensation   tending  to  defeat  proportional   payment.' 

"And,  whereas  the  Nebraska  Annual  Conference  has  adopted  a 
Resolution  which  states:  'All  Churches  in  the  Nebraska  Annual 
Conference  be  permitted  to  allow  an  expense  account  for  the  pastor's 
automobile.  This  account  shall  not  be  counted  as  salary  nor  be  sub- 
ject to   'pro-rata    apportionment.' 

"And,  whereas,  it  is  currently  reported  that  churches  in  the 
Nebraska  Conference  are  making  payments  to  Pastors  in  addition 
to  reported  cash  salaries  and  are  designating  such  payments  as 
'Expense  Allowance'  or  by  some  similar  nomenclature  and  are  not 
making  proportional  payments  on  such  sums  paid  to  Pastors  as 
provided  in  Paragraph  803  of  the  Discipline  of  1944. 

"And,  whereas,  it  is  desirable  and  necessary  to  determine  the 
legality  of  the  Resolution  adopted  by  the  Nebraska  Annual  Confer- 
ence permitting  an  expense  account  for  the  Pastor's  automobile  which 
shall  not  be  counted  as  salary  nor  be  subject  to  'pro-rate'  apportion- 
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ment  and  also  to  determine  if  such  payment  under  those  conditions 
and/or  the  receiving  of  money  by  Pastors  under  'Expense  Accounts' 
render  a  Pastor  liable  to  the  responsibilities  and  penalty  provided 
in  Paragraph  1624,  Article  11,  Sections  3  and  4,  and  Paragraph 
1630,  Article  17,  Section  2,  all  of  the  Discipline  of  1944. 

"Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Nebraska  Annual  Conference 
request  Bishop  William  C.  Martin  to  secure  through  the  Council  of 
Bishops  and/or  the  Judicial  Council,  or  in  whatever  may  be  the 
legal  and  appropriate  manner,  a  ruling  on  the  points  covered  above 
and  to  transmit  the  same  to  the  Annual  Conference  of  1947. 

The  question  submitted  is  whether  or  not  the  allowance  for  travel 
expense  to  Pastors  which  was  authorized  by  the  Nebraska  Conference 
at  its  1946  session  is  to  be  regarded  as  "supplementary  compensa- 
tion   tending    to    defeat    proportional    payment." 

RULING  OF  THE   BISHOP 

Thereupon  the  Bishop  ruled  as  follows : 

"Such  allowance  for  expense  to  Pastors  is  not  to  be  regarded  as 
supplementary  compensation  tending  to  defeat  proportional  payment. 

This  interpretation  is  based  largely  upon  the  following  statement 
which  was  made  to  the  General  Conference  by  Dr.  Thomas  A. 
Stafford,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pensions,  Illinois  Corporation, 
in  explanation  of  the  legislation  which  was  then  under  consideration: 

"I  think  it  should  be  understood  clearly  what  is  meant  by  the 
word  'bonus.'  It  does  not  have  any  reference  to  a  man's  expense 
account  at  all.  It  is  an  additional  payment  on  salary  that  is  concealed 
through  some  conspiracy  or  arrangement  between  the  people  on  the 
local  charge  and  the  minister  so  that  he  receives  more  salary  than 
he  reports,  the  idea  being  to  keep  down  the  apportionment  for 
Conference  Claimants.  That  is  all  that  is  involved.  It  doesn't  involve 
expense  accounts  or  anything  of  that  kind."  (Proceedings  of  the 
Forty-first  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church,  1944, 
Page  118,  Column  1.) 

DECISION  OF  JUDICIAL  COUNCIL 

On  the  facts  set  forth  in  this  case,  the  Judicial  Council  affirms 
the  ruling  as  aforesaid.  It  should  be  said,  however,  that  in  the 
legislation  on  this  subject  matter  in  the  1944  Discipline,  as  well  as 
any  probable  legislasion  relating  to  the  same,  it  should  be  borne  in 
mind  that  every  case  must  be  decided  on  its  facts,  and  that  the  rule  * 
to  be  applied  is  whether  or  not  any  "expense"  items,  no  matter 
what  the  same  covers,  must  not  be  a  cover-up  for  additional  salary 
or  compensation   paid   the   pastor. 

With  this  understanding,  the  rule  of  the  Bishop  is  affirmed. 
May    4,    1948.

JURISDICTIONAL  COMMITTEE  ON  EPISCOPACY 
AND  EPISCOPAL  AREAS 

Decision  presented  May  6, 1948.  See  Journal,  Page  350. 

FRANCIS  R.  BAYLEY:  Bishop  Wade  and  Members  of  the  Con- 
ference: This  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  comes  to  you  in  obedi- 
ence to  paragraph  44,  Article  III  of  the  Constitution,  which  reads: 
"All  decisions  of  the  Judicial  Council  shall  be  final.  However,  when 
the  Judicial  Council  shall  declare  any  acts  of  the  General  Conference 
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unconstitutional,  that  decision  shall  be  reported  back  to  that  General 
Conference   immediately." 

At  the  evening  session  of  the  General  Conference  on  May  5,  1948, 
the  Conference  adopted  Serial  Report  No.  51,  being  Report  No.  4 
of  the  Committee  on  Ministry  which  is  as  follows: 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

"Part  III,  Section  VI,  Paragraph  440,  shall  have  added,  "After 
consultation  with,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Judictional  Committee 
on  Episcopacy,"  and  shall  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

"Paragraph  440.  Each  Jurisdictional  Conference  may  fix  the 
Episcopal  residence  within  its  Jurisdiction  and  assign  the  Bishops 
to  the  same.  The  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction  shall  fix  the  boundaries 
of  the  Episcopal  Areas,  after  consultation  with,  and  with  the  con- 
sent of  the   Jurisdictional    Committee    on    Episcopacy." 

Following  the  adoption  of  this  Repoi't  the  question  of  its  consti- 
tutionality was  raised,  and  by  vote  of  the  required  number  of  the 
General  Conference  was  referred  to  the  Judicial  Council  for  a  de- 
termination of  its  constitutionality.  It  is  therefore  pi-operly  befoi'e 
the   Judicial    Council    for   consideration. 

DECISION  OF  JUDICIAL  COUNCIL 

Division  Three  of  the  Constitution  deals  with  Episcopacy.  Article 
I  of  that  Division  (Paragraph  34  of  the  Discipline  of  1944)  says: 
"Article  I.  There  shall  be  an  Episcopacy  in  The  Methodist  Church 
of  like  plan,  powers,  privileges  and  duties  as  now  exist  in  The  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church  and  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South." 

In  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  both  law  and  practice 
committed  to  the  Bishops  of  the  Church  the  responsibility  for  plan- 
ning and  carrying  out  the  Episcopal  super-vision  of  the  Annual 
Conferences.  In  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
South,  for  1934,  under  Section  1  of  Article  III,  Question  5  reads, 
"What  are  the  duties  of  a  Bishop?"  Answer  8,  being  Paragraph  131 
of  that  issue  of  the  Discipline,  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

"To  provide,  as  far  as  possible,  a  uniform  policy  of  administration, 
so  as  to  secure  true  Church  leadership." 

No  authority  was  granted  to  any  other  group  or  individual  to 
plan  this  Episcopal  Administration. 

In  the  Discipline  of  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  for  1936, 
Chapter  V  of  the  Appendix  is  entitled  Episcopal  Supervision.  Para- 
graph 1531  in  that  chapter  is  entitled  Area  System.  Section  4  of 
this   Paragraph   1531   says   in   part: 

"Presidential  Supervision  is  entirely  in  the  control  of  the  Bishops." 

Section  5  of  this  same  Paragraph  speaks  of  the  assigning  of 
Bishops  to  residences  by  the  Committee  on  Episcopacy  of  the  General 
Conference,  but  no  other  limitation  is  placed  on  the  power  of  the 
Bishops  to  plan  and  to  control  the  Area  System  of  Episcopal 
Supervision. 

Thus,  it  would  seem  that  the  historic  definition  of  the  powers  of 
Episcopacy  includes  the  right  to  plan  Area  Boundaries  and  to  provide 
for   adequate    Presidential    Supervision    of   the    Annual    Conferences. 

Article  IV  of  Division  3  of  the  Constitution  of  The  Methodist 
Church    (Paragraph  37  of  the  Discipline  of  1944)    provides: 

"The  Bishops  of  each  Jurisdictional  and  Central  Conference  shall 
arrange  the  plan  of  Episcopal  Supervision  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences, Mission  Conferences,  and  Missions  within  their  respective 
territories." 

The  meaning  of  this  Paragraph  becomes  clear  when  we  ask  what 
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activities  the  words,  "arrange  the  plan  of  Episcopal  Supervision" 
include.  It  does  not  include  the  fixing  of  boundaries,  for  the  bound- 
aries of  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  are  fixed  by  the  .General 
Conference  (Paragraph  8,  Article  IX,  Section  12),  with  the  consent 
of  a  majority  of  the  Annual  Conferences  in  each  Jurisdictional 
Conference  involved;  and  the  boundaries  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences are  fixed  by  the  Jurisdictional  Conference  (Paragraph  15, 
Article  V,  Section  4).  The  Jurisdictional  Conference  and  the  An- 
nual Conferences  are  the  fixed  units  with  which  the  Bishops  must 
deal  in  arranging  a  plan  for  Episcopal  Supervision.  The  maxi- 
mum number  of  Bishops  in  a  Jurisdiction  is  determined  by  the 
General  Conference  (Paragraph  439).  Therefore,  the  plan  referred 
to  must  be  the  plan  for  grouping  the  Annual  Conferences  and  ar- 
ranging for  their  Residential  and  Presidential  Supervision  by  the 
number  of  Bishops  available. 

In  implementing  the  plan  of  Episcopal  Supervision  arranged  by 
the  Bishops  of  a  Jurisdiction,  a  Jurisdictional  Conference  may  assign 
the  individual  Bishops  of  the  Jurisdiction  to  Residences  but  no  power 
is  conferred  by  the  Constitution  upon  a  Jurisdictional  Conference 
to  modify  the  plan  that  the  Bishops  may  devise  for  Episcopal  Super- 
vision. This  authority  conferred  on  the  Jurisdictional  Conference, 
namely : 

"To  make  rules  and  regulations  for  the  administration  of  the 
work  of  the  Church  within  the  Jurisdiction,  subject  to  such  powers 
as  have  been  or  shall  be  vested  in  the  General  Conference,"  (Para- 
graph 15,  Article  V,  Section  5),  cannot  abrogate  the  power  clearly 
conferred  on  the  Bishops  by  Article  IV  of  Division  3. 

It  is  within  the  right  of  the  General  Conference  to  request  the 
Bishops  to  consult  with  the  Jurisdictional  Committee  on  Episcopacy 
regarding  the  formation  of  Episcopal  Areas  or  to  consider  the  recom- 
mendations of  the  Jurisdictional  Committee  on  Episcopacy,  as  has 
been  done  in  Paragraph  532  of  the  Discipline  of  1944,  but  it  may  not 
abrogate  the  powers  of  the  Bishops  at  this  point. 

Report  No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  Ministry,  amending  Paragraph 
440  of  the  Discipline  of  1944,  so  as  to  require  the  consent  of  the 
Jurisdictional  Committee  on  Episcopacy  for  the  fixing  of  the  Bound- 
-  aries  of  the   Episcopal  Areas,  is  therefore  unconstitutional.

RE-ENACTMENT  OF  ENABLING  ACTS  PASSED  BY 
GENERAL  CONFERENCE  OF  1944 

Decision  presented  May  6,  1948.  See  Journal,  Page  367. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

At  the  session  of  the  General  Conference,  May  6,  1948,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Enabling  Acts  and  Legal  Forms  moved  that  the  Judicial 
Council  be  asked  for  a  Declaratory  Decision  as  to  whether  or  not 
certain  Enabling  Acts  adopted  by  the  General  Conference  of  1940 
and  re-enacted  by  the  General  Conference  of  1944  should  again  be 
re-enacted  by  the  General  Conference  of  1948.  These  enabling  acts 
appear  as  Paragraphs  1634,  1635,  1636,  1639,  1641,  1643,  1646,  1648. 
1649,  1650  and  1651  of  the  1940  Discipline. 

Generally  speaking,  these  Enabling  Acts  provided  that  Corpora- 
tions, Boards  and  other  Agencies  of  the  three  Uniting  Conferences 
should  continue  to  operate  under  existing  charters  or  until  all 
property  held  should  be  transferred  to  their  successors  and  other 
corporate   purposes    for    the    completing.  :n,':?ii 
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Just  what  are  the  facts  as  to  each  and  all  of  these  various  Cor- 
porations and  Agencies  does  not  appear  of  record,  but  it  is  assumed 
that  the  incomplete  status  still  continues.  The  legislation  of  the 
General  Conference  of  1940  and  1944  unless  specifically  limited  as 
to  time  is  in  effect  until  repealed  or  amended. 

This  principle  applies  to  these  Enabling  Acts. 

Therefore,  based  upon  the  foregoing  statement,  the  decision  of 
the  Judicial  Council  is  that  it  is  not  now  necessary  to  re-enact  the 
foregoing  Enabling  Acts  at  this  session  of  the  General  Conference.

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

At  the  session  of  the  General  Conference  held  May  6,  1948,  the 
following  question  was  referred  to  the  Judicial  Council:  Is  the  last 
phrase  of  the  second  sentence  of  Paragraph  555  constitutional, 
namely,  "A  Bishop  elected  by  a  Central  Conference  shall  have  mem- 
bership in  the  Council  of  Bishops  and  have  the  privilege  of  full 
participation  with  vote  in  the  meeting  of  the  Council  -vyhenever  the 
interest  of  his  Central  Conferences  are  involved."       tfk±\\xtvjij(x 

Decision   of   the   Judicial   Council: 

Paragraph  20,  Section  2  of  the  Constitution  reads  as  follows: 
"The  Bishops  of  the  Central  Conference  shall  have  membership  in 
the  Council  of  Bishops  with  vote  limited  to  matters  relating  to  their 
respective   Central   Conferences." 

Since  the  interests  common  to  all  are  important  to  each,  it  is  the 
decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  the  phrase  in  question  is  consti- 
tutional.

BOUNDARY  LINES  OF  THE  NORTHEASTERN 
AND  CENTRAL  JURISDICTIONS

DECISION  OF  JUDICIAL  COUNCIL 

In  re  the  constitutionality  of  Report  No.  6  of  the  Committee  on 
Conferences,   Calendar   No.    115,   page   236   of  the   Daily   Advocate: 

Report  No.  6  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences,  Calendar  No.  115, 
was  adopted  by  the  General  Conference  this  afternoon,  May  6,  1948, 
and  was  immediately  referred  by  the  proper  vote  of  the  General 
Conference  to  the  Judicial  Council  for  determination  of  its  constitu- 
tionality. 

The  Memorial  adopted  by  the  General  Conference  reads  as  follows : 

"We  hereby  memoralize  the  General  Conference  of  The  Methodist 
Church  to  be  held  in  1948  to  change  the  boundaries  of  the  Central 
Jurisdictional  Conference  and  the  boundaries  of  the  Northeastern 
Jurisdictional  Conference  so  that  the  New  York  and  New  York  East 
Annual  Conferences  shall  have  the  authority  to  organize  and  promote 
new  Negro  work  after  July  1,  1948  which  work,  when  organized,  shall 
be  within  the  geographical  boundaries  of  the  Conference  in  which  it 
shall  be  organized  and  shall  be  constituent  churches  thereof,  said 
boundary  change  to  be  effected  without  infringement  of  the  rights 
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of  opportunity  of  the  Delaware  Conference  to  organize  and  promote 
Negro   work    anywhere    within    its    boundaries." 

Changes  in  the  boundaries  of  Jurisdictional  Conferences  under 
the  Constitution  can  be  made  by  the  General  Conference  only  upon 
the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  Annual  Conferences  of  each  of  the 
Jurisdictional    Conferences    involved. 

Paragraph  28,  Article  III,  the  Discipline:  Certificates  from  a 
number  of  Annual  Conferences  have  been  furnished  to  the  Judicial 
Council  by  the  Secretary  of  the  General  Conference  showing  that 
this  proposed  change  in  the  boundaries  of  these  two  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  has  been  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ferences in  both  the  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  and  the  North- 
eastern Jurisdictional   Conference. 

Since  the  procedure  provided  in  the  Constitution  for  the  making  of 
changes  in  the  boundaries  of  Jurisdictional  Conferences  has  been  fully 
complied  with,  it  is  the  decision  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  the  above 
voted  action  of  the  General  Conference,  changing  the  boundaries  of 
the  Central  Jurisdictional  Conference  and  the  Northeastern  Juris- 
dictional Conference  of  The  Methodist  Church  is  constitutional.

BOUNDARY  LINES  OF  THE  WESTERN  AND  CENTRAL 
JURISDICTIONS 

Decision  presented  May  6,  1948.  See  Jom'^ml,  Page  368. 

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS 

At  the  session  of  the  General  Conference  of  May  6,  1948,  Report 
No.  4  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences,  Serial  No.  74,  Daily  Christian 
Advocate,  page  193,  was  adopted  and  immediately  thereafter  was 
referred  to  the  Judicial  Council  to  determine  its  constitutionality. 
The  Report   so  adopted   was   as   follows: 

"Amended  Part  IX,  Chapter  II,  Section  III,  Paragraph  1784  of 
the  1944  Discijyline,  delete  the  last  two  words  which  are  'and  Arizona.' 
Paragraph    1784    amended   will    read: 

"Par.  1784.  West  Texas  Conference  shall  embrace  the  Negro 
work  in  that  part  of  Texas  which  is  not  included  in  the  Texas  Con- 
ference of  this  Jurisdiction,  and  shall  include  any  Negro  mission 
work  that  may  be  established  in  New  Mexico." 

The  legal  effect  of  this  proposal  would  be  to  change  Annual  Con- 
ference and  Jurisdictional  Conference  boundaries  by  allocating  to  the 
territory  of  the  Southern  California-Arizona  Conference  of  the  West- 
ern Jurisdiction  a  Negro  church  or  churches  heretofore  included  in 
the  West  Texas  Conference  of  the  Central  Jurisdiction. 

JUDICIAL  DECISION:  The  definite  provisions  which  must  be 
fully  complied  with  in  order  to  change  boundaries  of  Jurisdictional 
Conferences  are  found  in  the  Constitution  of  The  Methodist  Church. 
See  Paragraph  8,  Article  IV,  Section  12,  Paragraph  28,  Article  III. 

These  provisions  distinctly  provide  that  no  such  change  may  be 
effected  vdthout  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  Annual  Confer- 
ences of  each  Jurisdiction  involved.  As  this  present  proceeding  rep- 
resented by  the  Committee  on  Conferences  Report  No.  4  does  not 
comply  with  the  foregoing  Constitutional  provisions,  the  decision  of 
the  Judicial  Council  is  that  this  legislation  is  invalid.

ELECTION  OF  DELEGATES  TO  JURISDICTIONAL 

CONFERENCES  BY  PROVISIONAL  ANNUAL 

CONFERENCES 

Decision  presented  May  7 ,  19J+S.  See  Journal,  Page  J^IO. 

JUDICIAL  COUNCIL  DECISION 
FRANCIS  R.  BAYLEY:  Today  in  your  resolution  introducing 
a  Constitutional  Amendment  that  is  found  on  pages  279  and  280, 
from  the  Committee  on  Conferences,  Serial  207,  Paragraph  5  at  the 
top  of  page  280,  the  first  column,  there  was  a  question  at  to  the 
constitutionality  of  a  certain  passage  in  the  present  Discipline. 

You  proceeded  then,  and  by  constitutional  majority  you  approved 
this  Amendment.  It  was  thought,  however,  that  unless  a  competent 
body  declared  it  unconstitutional,  when  certain  delegates  are  already 
elected  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  shall  arrive,  there  might  be 
some  difficulty  in  making  your  idea  the  authority.  So  it  was  appealed 
to  the  Judicial  Council  that  we  might  give  you  an  authoritative 
answer. 

In  re  constitutionality  of  Paragraph  607 : 

Report  No.  20  of  the  Committee  on  Conferences  presented  to  the 
General  Conference  at  the  morning  session  on  Friday,  May  7,  raised 
the  question  of  the  constitutionality  of  one  clause  in  Paragraph  607 
respecting  the  right  of  Provisional  Annual  Conferences  to  elect 
delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  to  which  they  belong. 

Section  5  of  this  Report  stated  the  doubt  of  the  General  Conference 
in   these   words : 

"If  it  is  now  unconstitutional,  certain  of  the  delegates  who  have 
been  elected  to  forthcoming  Jurisdictional  Conferences  are  not  quali- 
fied to  be  seated  and  should  be  informed  as  soon  as  possible." 

By  a  vote  of  627  to  nothing  the  legislative  portion  of  this  Com- 
mittee Report  No.  20  was  adopted.  The  question  of  constitutionality 
was  then  referred  to  the  Judicial  Council  by  vote  of  the  required 
number  of  the  members  of  the  General  Conference.  It  is  therefore 
properly  before   the  Judicial    Council   for   consideration. 

It  is  evident  on  the  basis  of  the  clear  language  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  on  the  basis  of  a  previous  opinion  of  the  Judicial  Council 
in  re:  election  of  delegates  to  the  Jurisdictional  Conferences  by 
Mission  Conferences  May  2,  1940  (See  Judicial  Decisions,  page  20) 
that  the  clause  in  Paragraph  607  reading,  "and  they  (Provisional 
Annual  Conferences)  may  elect  one  ministerial  and  one  lay  delegate 
to  the  Jurisdictional  Conference,"  is  unconstitutional  and  that  elections 
held  under  the  authority  of  this  clause  are  not   valid.

GERMANY  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE  AND  THE 

ORDINATION  OF  DEACONS 

Decision  presented  May  7,  1948.  See  Journal,  Page  430. 

GERMANY  CENTRAL  CONFERENCE 
In    re:    Special    Act   concerning   ordination    in    Germany    Centra' 

Conference : 

At  the  night  session  on  May  7,  1948,  the  General  Conference  passed 

a  special  act  so  "that  the  ordination  of  an  Elder  may  take  the  place 
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of  the  ordination  as  Deacon  and  the  ordination  as  Deacon  be 
omitted,"  in  the  Central  Conference. 

Decision  of  the  Judicial  Council :  According  to  Paragraph  8,  Article 
IV,  Section  7  of  the  Constitution,  the  General  Conference  has  authority 
"to  define  and  fix  the  qualifications  and  duties  of  Elders,  Deacons, 
Supply  Preachers,  Local  Preachers,  Exhorters  and  Deaconesses." 

Section  14  of  Paragraph  8,  Article  IV,  says  that  the  General  Con- 
ference has  the  authority,  "to  enact  such  other  legislation  as  may  be 
necessary  to  the  limitations  and  restrictions  of  the  Constitution  of 
the  Church." 

Since  there  is  no  constitutional  limitation  on  the  power  of  the 
General  Conference  in  this  matter,  this  act  therefore  is  constitutional. 

James  Stewart  French  dissenting  on  the  ground  that  The  Meth- 
odist Church  recognizes  two  orders  of  the  ministry  and  neither  of  them 
may  be  omitted.

STATEMENT  OF  FACTS  ^r^^  ^  lioiSs''^ 
At  a  session  of  the  General  Conference  May  6,  1948,  on  motion  of 
Chester  A.  Smith,  a  Resolution  was  adopted  as  follows:  "Resolved  that 
there  be  submitted  to  the  Judicial  Council  the  following  question:  Was 
action  of  the  General  Conference  of  1944  in  approving  the  Second  and 
Third  Affirmations  of  Faith  as  part  of  the  Orders  of  Worship  a  viola- 
tion of  the  Constitution?"

It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Judicial  Council  that  the  Judicial  Council  was 
not  set  up  as  an  interpreter  of  Doctrine  but  as  an  interpreter  of  law 
from  the  strictly  legal  standpoint.  Therefore  we  cannot  see  that  any 
question  of  constitutionality  is  involved  in  the  foregoing  Resolution 
and  we  accordingly  hold  that  the  Council  has  no  jurisdiction  over  the 
subject  matter  therein  contained.
